Gentlemen — On  December  1st  a  tragic  school 
fire  struck  our  city. 

After  conferring  and  receiving  advice  from  ex- 
perts from  all  parts  of  the  country  and  acting  upon 
the  recommendations  of  Fire  Commissioner  Robert 
Quinn  and  Building  Commissioner  George  Ramsey, 
I  am  presenting  for  your  approval  today  an  ordi- 
nance designed  to  provide  additional  safeguards  to 
the  people  of  Chicago  against  a  repetition  of  such 
a  tragedy  in  our  city. 

The  ordinance  provides  for  the  installation  of 
sprinkler  systems  in  schools,  hospitals,  infirmaries, 
nursing  homes,  nurseries,  orphanages,  sheltered- 
care  homes,  sanatoria  and  homes  for  the  aged; 
mandatory  fire  drills;  and  requires  that  all  school 
fire  alarm  systems  must  be  directly  connected  to 
City  fire  alarm  boxes. 

This  proposed  ordinance  is  a  first  step  in  a  pro- 
gram designed  to  give  greater  fire  protection  to  the 
people  of  Chicago.  The  proposed  measures  have'  re- 
ceived nearly  unanimous  approval.  They  are  the 
first  steps  in  revising  the  Municipal  Code  to  provide 
the  greatest  possible  protection  in  school  buildings, 
hospitals  and  other  institutions  requiring  the  great- 
est safety  measures. 

However,  other  recommendations,  such  as  the 
enclosure  of  stairwells  with  fire  doors,  the  recon- 
struction of  stairways  with  non-combustible  ma- 
terial, the  installation  of  fire  escapes,  the  elimi- 
nation of  locks  and  latches  on  doors,  the  installation 
of  panic  hardware,  the  removal  of  closets  and  re- 
cesses below  stairs,  and  many  others  will  be  studied, 
and  after  public  hearings,  those  recommended  will 
be  submitted  to  the  City  Council. 

The  ordinance  proposed  today  has  been  cited  by 
experts  as  being  the  most  feasible  and  practical. 
It  can  be  carried  out  within  a  reasonably  short 
period  of  time. 

This  immediate  program  will  undoubtedly  call 
for  increased  expenditures  on  the  part  of  schools 
and  other  institutions,  but  the  financial  cost  cannot 
be  weighed  against  the  need  for  these  essential 
safeguards  to  human  life.

Alderman  Janousek  (seconded  by  Alderman  Camp- 
bell) moved  to  reconsider  the  foregoing  vote.  The 
motion  was  lost.

An  Ordinance 
Consenting  to  the  issue  of  $25,000,000  School  Build- 
ing Bonds  of  1958  of  the  Board  of  Education  of 
the  City  of  Chicago,  being  a  School  District  in 
the  City  of  Chicago,  Cook  County,  Illinois,  and 
providing  for  the  levy  of  taxes  for  the  payment 
of  the  principal  of  and  interest  upon  said  bonds. 

Whereas,  There  has  been  filed  with  and  there  is 
before  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Chicago  for 
consideration  a  certified  copy  of  a  resolution 
adopted  on  December  10,  1958  by  the  Board  of 
Education  of  the  City  of  Chicago  authorizing  the 
issue  of  $25,000,000  School  Building  Bonds  of 
1958,  pursuant  to  authority  of  Sections  34-22  and 
34-22.3  of  The  School  Code,  approved  June  21,  1957, 
111.  Rev.  Stat.  1957,  and  which  resolution  is  as 
follows : 

Resolution  authorizing  the  issue  of  $25,000,000 
School  Building  Bonds  of  1958  of  the  Board 
of  Education  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  being  a 
School  District  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  Cook 
County,  Illinois. 

Whereas,  as  authorized  by  Sections  34-22  and 
34-22.3  of  The  School  Code,  approved  June  21, 
1957,  111.  Rev.  Stat.  1957,  at  a  special  election 
duly  called  and  held  on  June  3,  1957,  in  the 
School  District  designated  as  Board  of  Educa- 
tion of  the  City  of  Chicago,  the  question  of  au- 
thorizing the  issue  of  bonds  of  the  Board  of 
Education  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  in  the  amount 
of  $50,000,000  was  approved  by  a  majority  of 
the  electors  voting  upon  the  question  as  follows: 

Shall  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $50,000,000  be 
issued  by  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City 
of  Chicago  for  the  purpose  of  erecting,  pur- 
chasing, or  otherwise  acquiring  buildings  suit- 
able for  school  houses,  erecting  temporary 
school  structures,  erecting  additions  to,  re- 
pairing, rehabilitating  and  replacing  existing 


school  buildings  and  temporary  school  struc- 
tures, and  furnishing  and  equipping  school 
buildings  and  temporary  school  structures, 
and  purchasing  or  otherwise  acquiring  and  im- 
proving sites  for  such  purposes,  bearing  in- 
terest at  the  rate  of  not  to  exceed  6%  ? 

and  the  official  canvass  of  the  votes  cast  upon 
said  question  by  the  Board  of  Election  Com- 
missioners has  been  made  finding  that  333,268 
votes  were  cast  in  favor  of  said  question  and 
108,293  votes  were  cast  against  said  question; 
and 

Whereas,  in  order  that  the  purpose  for  which 
said  bonds  were  authorized  may  be  accomplished 
at  the  earliest  possible  time,  it  is  necessary  that 
bonds  in  the  amount  of  $25,000,000  be  author- 
ized, issued  and  sold  as  by  said  enabling  Act 
provided; 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  by  the  Board 
of  Education  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  being  a 
School  District  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  Cook 
County,  Illinois,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  erecting,  pur- 
chasing or  otherwise  acquiring  buildings  suit- 
able for  school  houses,  erecting  temporary  school 
structures,  erecting  additions  to,  repairing,  re- 
habilitating and  replacing  existing  school  build- 
ings and  temporary  school  structures,  and  furn- 
ishing and  equipping  school  buildings  and  tem- 
porary school  structures,  and  purchasing  or 
otherwise  acquiring  and  improving  sites  for  such 
purposes,  there  are  hereby  authorized  to  be 
issued  School  Building  Bonds  of  1958  of  the 
Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  Chicago  in 
the  principal  amount  of  $25,000,000,  which  bonds 
shall  be  dated  as  of  December  1,  1958,  shall  be 
numbered  from  1  to  25,000,  inclusive,  be  of  the 
denomination  of  $1,000  each  and  mature  in  nu- 
merical order  $1,390,000  on  December  1  of  each 
of  the  years  1961  through  1977,  and  $1,370,000 
on  December  1,  1978,  and  shall  bear  interest 
until  paid  at  the  rate  of  three  and  one-half  per 
cent  (31/2% )  per  annum  from  date  until  payment 
of  the  principal  amount  thereof,  payable  June 
1,  1959  and  semi-annually  thereafter  on  Decem- 
ber 1  and  June  1  of  each  year.  Interest  due  on 
or  prior  to  maturity  shall  be  payable  only  upon 
presentation  and  surrender  of  the  interest  cou- 
pons thereto  attached  as  they  severally  become 
due.  Both  principal  of  and  interest  upon  said 
bonds  shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the 
United  States  of  America  at  the  office  of  the  City 
Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  ex-officio,  as 
School  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education  of 
the  City  of  Chicago,  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  Illi- 
nois, or  at  the  office  of  the  Fiscal  Agent  of  the 
City  of  Chicago  in  the  City  of  New  York  at  the 
option  of  the  holder.

Agreement. 

This  Agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  

day  of   ,  1958,  by  and  between  State 

Street  Lighting  Association,  an  Illinois  corporation 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Association"),  and 
City  of  Chicago,  a  municipal  corporation  (herein- 
after referred  to  as  the  "City"). 

Witnesseth : 

Whereas,  the  Association,  by  contracts  awarded 
on  competitive  bids  to  the  lowest  bidder,  has  in- 
stalled at  a  cost  of  Four  Hundred  Seventy  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($470,000.00)  a  new  ornamental  street 
lighting  system  on  both  sides  of  State  Street  be- 
tween Lake  and  Van  Buren  Streets,  and 

Whereas,  the  new  system  will  make  the  portion 
of  State  Street  the  most  brightly  lighted  retail 
area  in  the  world,  and 

Whereas,  the  Association  desires  to  sell  and  con- 
vey the  new  system  to  the  City  upon  the  terms  and 
conditions  relating  to  price  and  maintenance  and 
operation  hereinafter  stated; 

Now,  Therefore,  the  Association  and  the  City 
agree  as  follows: 

1.  The  Association  hereby  sells  and  conveys, 
free  and  clear  of  all  encumbrances,  to  the  City  for 
a  price  of  Eighty-Four  Thousand  Dollars  ($84,- 
000.00)  a  new  ornamental  lighting  system  consist- 
ing of  seventy  (70)  new  ornamental  street  light- 
ing standards  erected  on  both  sides  of  State  Street 
between  Lake  and  Van  Buren  Streets,  which  have 
been  installed  in  the  same  locations  as  the  previ- 
ously existing  ornamental  street  lighting  standards, 
complete  with  fluorescent  luminaires,  radio  and 
other  control  equipment,  wires,  conduits  and  all 
other  apparatus  and  equipment  incidental  thereto 
which  form  parts  of  the  complete,  new  ornamental 
street  lighting  system.  Each  lighting  standard  is 
equipped  with  three  (3)  fluorescent  luminaires  ex- 
tending over  the  street,  and  with  the  exception  of 
four  (4)  standards,  a  fourth  luminaire  which  ex- 
tends over  the  sidewalk.  Each  luminaire  will  pro- 
duce an  initial  light  output  of  approximately  Fifty- 
Five  Thousand,  Eight  Hundred  (55,800)  lumens. 

2.  The  City  shall  pay  the  purchase  price  to  the 
Association  within  sixty  (60)  days  from  the  date 
of  execution  of  this  agreement. 

3.  In  consideration  of  the  foregoing  purchase 
and  sale,  and  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  prom- 
ises of  the  parties  hereto,  the  City  hereby  leases 
the  above  described  new  ornamental  lighting  sys- 


tem to  the  Association  for  a  term  of  thirty  (30) 
years,  beginning  November  1,  1958.  In  connection 
with  said  lease  the  parties  hereto  covenant  and 
agree  as  follows: 

(a)  The  Association  shall  have  complete  cus- 
tody and  control  of  the  lighting  system  during 
the  term  of  the  lease  and  shall  have  the  right  to 
place  or  permit  to  be  placed  on  the  lighting 
standards  such  Christmas  and  other  decorations 
or  banners  or  signs  advertising  State  Street  or 
other  activities  and  events  as  the  Association 
may  desire,  subject  always  to  regulation  by  the 
City  through  the  Commissioner  of  Streets  and 
Sanitation. 

(b)  During  the  term  of  the  lease  the  Asso- 
ciation shall  cause  the  lighting  system  to  be 
maintained  and  operated  in  a  first  class  manner 
and  shall  cause  at  least  one  of  the  luminaires  on 
each  light  standard  to  be  illuminated  from  dusk 
until  dawn  each  day. 

(c)  The  Association  shall  furnish  all  fluores- 
cent tubes  and  other  equipment  necessary  to 
maintain  and  operate  the  lighting  system;  shall 
furnish  all  labor  and  equipment  necessary  to 
turn  the  lights  on  and  off  at  appropriate  times; 
shall  cause  the  luminaires  to  be  washed  at  least 
three  times  per  year;  shall  cause  the  lighting 
standards  to  be  painted  when  needed  with  high 
grade  metal  paint;  shall  promptly  repair  all 
broken  luminaires,  fluorescent  tubes,  damaged 
lighting  standards  or  equipment,  and  shall  cause 
all  things  to  be  done  which  are  necessary  to 
maintain  and  operate  the  system  in  a  first  class 
manner. 

(d)  In  the  event  that  it  becomes  necessary  to 
remove  and  replace  any  of  the  lighting  standards 
because  of  widening  or  alteration  of  State  Street 
or  of  any  intersecting  street,  or  because  of  sub- 
way or  other  city  construction,  such  removal  and 
replacement  shall  be  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  and  shall  be  done  at  such  times  as 
the  Commissioner  of  Streets  and  Sanitation  of 
the  City  shall  specify.  All  costs  in  connection 
with  such  removal  and  replacement  shall  be 
borne  by  the  Association. 

(e)  The  City  shall  reimburse  the  Association 
for  one-fourth  (1/4)  of  the  cost  of  normal  main- 
tenance of  the  street  lighting  system,  including 
the  cost  of  electric  current  necessary  therefor, 
but  not  to  exceed  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,- 
000.00)  per  year.  Such  reimbursement  shall  be 
paid  monthly.  Such  normal  maintenance  shall 
include  the  cost  of  electrical  energy,  cleaning 
the  luminaires,  cleaning  and  adjusting  operat- 
ing and  control  equipment,  replacing  fluorescent 
tubes,  minor  repairs  and  painting  the  lighting 
standards.  Such  normal  maintenance  does  not 
include  Christmas  decorations  and  ornamental  or 
other  attachments  not  necessary  for  street  and 
sidewalk  illumination. 

(f)  If  the  Association  shall  fail  to  maintain 
and  operate  the  street  lighting  system  in  the 
manner  herein  provided,  or  if  the  Association 
shall  fail  to  maintain  the  system  in  proper  re- 
pair, then  the  City  may  cause  the  system  to  be 
operated,  maintained  and  repaired  as  required 
by  this  agreement  and  charge  the  cost  thereof 
to  the  Association  which  shall  pay  the  amount 
thereof  to  the  City  upon  demand  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Streets  and  Sanitation. 

(g)  The  Association  shall  maintain  and  oper- 
ate the  street  lighting  system  subject  at  all  times 
to  any  general  or  regulatory  ordinances  now  or 
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hereafter  passed  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City 
of  Chicago. 

(h)  The  Association  may,  in  its  discretion 
from  time  to  time,  turn  off  or  discontinue  the 
lights  or  standards  in  front  of  any  property 
from  the  owners  or  occupants  of  which  the 
Association  is  unable  to  obtain  contributions  for 
their  proportionate  share  of  the  cost  of  operat- 
ing and  maintaining  the  street  lighting  system. 
However,  the  lights  on  not  more  than  seven  (7) 
of  the  light  standards  shall  be  turned  off  or 
discontinued  at  any  one  time.  The  Association 
agrees  to  and  shall  resume  the  lighting  of  any 
lights  so  turned  off  or  discontinued  immediately 
upon  receipt  of  instruction  so  to  do  from  the 
Commissioner  of  Streets  and  Sanitation. 

(i)  The  Association  shall  make,  execute  and 
deliver  to  the  City  of  Chicago  within  sixty  (60) 
days  after  the  date  the  execution  of  this  agree- 
ment has  been  approved  by  the  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Chicago,  a  good  and  sufficient  bond 
in  the  penal  sum  of  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars 
($50,000.00)  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  per- 
formance by  the  Association  of  all  conditions, 
restrictions  and  limitations  of  this  agreement 
and  conditioned  further  that  the  Association 
shall  indemnify,  keep  and  save  harmless  the  City 
of  Chicago  against  any  and  all  liabilities,  judg- 
ments, costs,  damages  and  expense  which  may  in 
any  manner  come  or  accrue  against  the  City  of 
Chicago  in  consequence  of  the  act  or  acts  of  the 
Association,  its  agents,  servants  or  employees,  or 
which  may  accrue  against,  be  charged  to,  or  re- 
covered from  said  City  of  Chicago  from,  or  by 
reason,  or  on  account  of  any  authority  herein 
granted.

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Chicago: 

Section  1.  The  Municipal  Code  of  Chicago  is 
amended  by  inserting  therein,  in  proper  numerical 
position,  the  following  new  chapter  to  be  designated 
as  Chapter  8.3,  to  read  as  follows: 

Chapter  8.3. 

Department  of  Port  of  Chicago. 

8.3-1.  Department  established.)  There  is 
hereby  established  an  executive  department  of 
the  municipal  government  of  the  city  which  shall 
be  known  as  the  department  of  the  port  of  Chi- 
cago. Said  department  shall  consist  of  a  port 
director,  an  assistant  port  director  and  such 
other  assistants  and  employes  as  may  be  pro- 
vided for  in  the  annual  appropriation  ordinance. 

8.3-2.  Port  director.)  There  is  hereby  creat- 
ed the  office  of  port  director  of  the  port  of  Chi- 
cago. He  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  city  council. 

8.3-3.  Supervision.)  The  port  director  shall 
have  supervision  over  the  Chicago  harbors,  rivers 
and  all  harbor  utilities  and  appurtenances  in 
the  city,  as  defined  in  chapter  38  of  this  Code. 
He  shall  carry  into  effect  the  police  and  health 
regulations  of  the  city  concerning  the  harbors 
and  rivers  and  preserve  the  public  peace  and 
quiet  in  and  about  the  harbors  and  rivers.  The 
port  director  and  such  assistants  as  may  be  desig- 
nated by  him  shall  be  sworn  in  as  special  police- 
men by  the  commissioner  of  police,  without 
bond,  and  for  the  purposes  set  forth  above  shall 
have  all  the  power  and  authority  of  police  officers 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  and  the  provisions 
of  this  Code. 

8.3-4.  Management  control.)  The  port  di- 
rector shall  have  the  management  and  control  of : 

(a)  All  movable  bridges,  docks,  wharves  and 
public  landings  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  City  of  Chicago. 

(b)  The  Navy  Pier  and  all  public  grounds 
extending  westward  from  Navy  Pier  to 
the  east  limits  of  the  property  of  the 
Chicago  Park  District  at  the  junction 
of  E.  Ohio  Street  and  Lake  Michigan, 
including  the  public  parking  lot,  and  all 
public  grounds  extending  from  the  east 
end  of  Ogden  slip  to  the  lake  front  dock 
and  wharves  that  extend  740  feet  from 
the  south  west  corner  of  Navy  Pier. 

8.3-5.  Supervision  of  harbor  utilities. )  The 
port  director  shall  at  all  times  seek  to  promote 
the  fullest  use  and  development  of  the  Navy 
Pier,  harbor  utilities  and  appurtenances  to  the 
end  that  the  complete  occupation  and  highest 
financial  returns  from  the  same  may  be  brought 
and  realized.  He  shall  refer  with  recommenda- 
tions all  proposed  leases  for  said  pier  and  harbor 
utilities  to  the  city  comptroller  for  approval  and 
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reference  to  the  city  council  for  authorization, 
as  provided  in  Section  7-50  of  this  Code. 

8.3-6.  Accounts  and  reports  on  harbor  utili- 
ties.) The  port  director  shall  keep  books  of  ac- 
counts for  all  harbor  utilities  separate  and  dis- 
tinct from  other  city  accounts,  and  in  such 
manner  as  to  show  the  true  and  complete  finan- 
cial standing  and  results  of  city  ownership  and 
operation,  and  of  city  ownership  and  leasing,  as 
the  case  may  be.  Such  accounts  shall  be  so  kept 
as  to  show  the  actual  cost  to  the  city  of  such 
utilities  owned,  all  costs  of  maintenance,  exten- 
sion and  improvement;  all  operating  expenses  of 
every  description,  in  case  of  city  operation, 
whether  of  the  whole  or  of  a  part  of  such  utili- 
ties. If  water  or  other  service  shall  be  furnished 
for  the  use  of  such  utilities  without  charge,  the 
accounts  shall  show,  as  nearly  as  possible,  the 
value  of  such  service,  and  also  the  value  of  any 
service,  if  any,  rendered  by  such  utilities  to  any 
other  city  department  without  charge.  Such  ac- 
counts shall  also  show  reasonable  allowances  for 
interest,  depreciation,  and  insurance,  and  also 
estimates  of  the  amount  of  taxes  that  would  be 
chargeable  against  such  utilities  if  owned  by  a 
private  corporation. 

He  shall  annually  prepare  and  transmit  to  the 
city  council  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of 
January  of  each  year  a  report  for  the  preceding 
fiscal  year,  showing  the  financial  standing  and 
results,  in  form  as  aforesaid,  of  such  city  owner- 
ship, operation,  and  leasing. 

8.3-7.  Report  on  Navy  Pier  and  harbor  activi- 
ties.) The  port  director  shall  on  or  before  the 
tenth  day  of  each  month  submit  a  report  to  the 
comptroller  of  the  operations  of  the  Navy  Pier 
for  the  preceding  month,  giving  an  itemized  ac- 
count of  the  revenues  and  operating  expenditures 
for  both  the  commercial  and  recreational  sections 
of  the  pier,  together  with  the  accumulated 
totals  for  the  current  calendar  year,  and  a  com- 
parison for  the  corresponding  periods  of  the 
preceding  year. 

Such  report  shall  contain  the  names  of  occu- 
pants of  space,  the  amount  of  space  so  occupied, 
and  the  amount  of  space  unoccupied,  if  any, 
which  may  be  available  for  occupancy,  together 
with  such  other  information  as  may  be  necessary 
to  show  the  operation,  development  and  utiliza- 
tion of  the  pier. 

Said  report  shall  also  contain  information  con- 
cerning general  harbor  activities,  giving  the 
number  of  permits  issued,  and  the  revenue  de- 
rived from  fees  and  rentals  for  the  use  of  city 
docks,  wharves,  lands,  or  other  harbor  facilities. 

8.3-8.  Report  of  property  damage. )  The  port 
director  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  and  rec- 
ord of  each  case  of  damages  to  bridges,  docks 
and  all  other  property  pertaining  to  the  harbor 
occurring  by  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Code  by  any  person,  vessel,  craft,  or  float, 
the  name  of  such  vessel,  craft,  or  float,  and  the 
owner,  master,  or  consignee  thereof ;  and  shall 
gather  all  evidence  and  information  in  their 
power  concerning  any  such  violation.  They  shall 
also  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  amount  of 
such  damage,  when,  to  whom  and  how  paid,  and 
an  account  of  all  claims  against  the  city  made  by 
vessel  owners  or  persons  navigating  the  harbor 
for  damages  sustained  in  said  harbor  to  vessels 
or  other  craft. 

Bridge  tenders  shall  make  a  report  to  the  port 


director  of  all  accidents  and  damages  at  their 
respective  bridges. 

8.3-9.  Record  of  vessel  movements.)  The 
vessel  dispatcher  shall  also  keep  an  accurate 
account  and  record  of  the  movements  of  all 
vessels  navigating  the  harbors  and  rivers  and 
shall  issue  all  necessary  instructions  regarding 
the  movements  of  said  vessels.

(90)  days  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  Oak 
Park  Trust  &  Savings  Bank,  Trustee,  Trust  No. 
2502,  shall  dedicate  or  cause  to  be  dedicated  to  the 
public  and  open  up  for  public  use  all  that  part  of 
W.  Wilson  Ave.  as  colored  in  yellow  and  indicated 
by  the  words  "To  Be  Dedicated"  on  the  plat  hereto 
attached  marked  "Exhibit  B";  and  further,  shall 
within  ninety  (90)  days  after  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  City  of 
Chicago,  as  compensation  for  the  benefits  which 
will  accrue  to  the  owner  of  the  property  abutting 
said  part  of  public  street  hereby  vacated,  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  no/100  dollars  ($100.00),  which 
sum  in  the  judgment  of  this  body  will  be  equal  to 
such  benefits. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage  subject  to 
the  conditions  of  Section  Two  (2)  hereof,  provided 
that  the  said  Oak  Park  Trust  &  Savings  Bank,

Bell  Telephone  Company  and  The  Peoples  Gas  Light 
&  Coke  Company  by  Sections  Two  (2)  and  Three 
(3)  hereof,  inasmuch  as  the  same  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  reservations  contained  in  Sections  Two 
(2)  and  Three  (3)  hereof,  are  no  longer  required 
for  public  use  and  the  public  interest  will  be  sub- 
served by  such  vacations. 

Section  2.  The  City  of  Chicago  hereby  reserves 
all  those  parts  of  E.  55th  St.  herein  vacated  lying 
between  the  West  line  of  S.  Harper  Ave.  and  a  line 
One  Hundred  Thirty  (130)  feet  West  thereof,  and 
between  the  West  line  produced  North  of  the  first 
North-and-South  public  alley  East  of  S.  Kenwood 
Ave.  and  a  line  Eighty  (80)  feet  East  thereof, 
(except  those  parts  provided  to  be  dedicated  in 
Exhibit  B  of  this  ordinance)  ;  all  that  part  of  S. 
Ridgewood  Ct.  herein  vacated  lying  between  lines 
Twenty  (20)  feet  on  each  side  of  the  center  line 
of  said  part  of  S.  Ridgewood  Ct.,  (except  that  part 
provided  to  be  dedicated  in  Exhibit  B  of  this  or- 
dinance) ;  the  East  Forty-nine  (49)  feet  of  that 
part  of  S.  Harper  Ave.  herein  vacated  lying  North 
of  the  North  line  of  E.  55th  St.,  (except  that  part 
provided  to  be  dedicated  in  Exhibit  B  of  this  ordi- 
nance) ;  the  West  Forty-five  (45)  feet  of  that  part 
of  S.  Harper  Ave.  herein  vacated  lying  between 
E.  56th  St.  and  E.  57th  St.,  (except  those  parts 
provided  to  be  dedicated  in  Exhibit  B  of  this  ordi- 
nance) and  all  of  S.  Lake  Park  Ave.  herein  va- 
cated, (except  that  part  provided  to  be  dedicated 
in  Exhibit  B  of  this  ordinance),  as  rights  of  way 
for  existing  sewers;  also  all  of  the  parts  of  public 
streets  herein  vacated,  (except  those  parts  pro- 
vided to  be  dedicated  in  Exhibit  B  of  this  ordi- 
nance), as  rights  of  way  for  existing  water  mains 
and  appurtenances  thereto  and  for  the  installation 
of  any  additional  sewers,  water  mains  or  other 
municipally-owned  service  facilities  now  located  or 
which  in  the  future  may  be  located  in  said  parts  of 
public  streets  herein  vacated,  and  for  the  mainte- 
nance, renewal  and  reconstruction  of  said  facil- 
ities. It  is  further  provided  that  no  buildings  or 
other  structures  shall  be  erected  on  the  said  rights 
of  way  herein  reserved  or  other  use  made  of  said 
area  which  in  the  judgment  of  the  respective  mu- 
nicipal officials  having  control  of  the  aforesaid 
service  facilities  would  interfere  with  the  use, 
maintenance,  renewal  or  reconstruction  of  such 


facilities,  or  the  construction  of  additional  munic- 
ipally-owned service  facilities. 

Section  3.  The  City  of  Chicago  hereby  reserves 
for  the  benefit  of  Commonwealth  Edison  Company 
and  Illinois  Bell  Telephone  Company,  their  respec- 
tive successors  or  assigns,  rights  of  way  to  con- 
struct, operate,  use,  maintain,  repair,  relocate,  re- 
place, renew  and  remove,  poles,  crossbars,  wires, 
cables,  conduit  and  other  overhead  or  underground 
equipment,  or  both,  for  the  transmission  of  elec- 
tric energy  and  telephonic  messages,  in,  under, 
over,  across  and  along  all  of  the  parts  of  public 
streets  and  alleys  herein  vacated  described  as  fol- 
lows: All  that  part  of  the  North  Half  (N.i/0  of 
E.  55th  St.,  including  the  North  Half  (N.V2)  of  its 
intersection  with  S.  Blackstone  Ave.  lying  between 
the  center  line  of  S.  Dorchester  Ave.  and  the  West 
line  of  S.  Harper  Ave.,  (except  that  part  provided 
to  be  dedicated  in  Exhibit  B  of  this  ordinance)  ; 
all  of  the  East  Half  (E.i^)  of  S.  Blackstone  Ave., 
including  the  East  Half  (E.yo)  of  its  intersection 
with  E.  55th  St.,  together  with  the  South  Twenty 
(20)  feet  of  the  North  Eighty  (80)  feet  of  that 
part  of  the  West  Half  (W.i/a)  of  S.  Blackstone 
Ave.  lying  South  of  E.  55th  St.,  (except  those 
parts  provided  to  be  dedicated  in  Exhibit  B  of  this 
ordinance)  ;  the  South  Seventy -five  (75)  feet  of 
that  part  of  S.  Harper  Ave.  lying  North  of  E.  55th 
St.,  (except  that  part  provided  to  be  dedicated  in 
Exhibit  B  of  this  ordinance)  ;  all  of  the  North-and- 
South  public  alley  running  South  from  E.  55th  St. 
between  S.  Kenwood  Ave.  and  S.  Dorchester  Ave., 
(except  that  part  provided  to  be  dedicated  in  Ex- 
hibit B  of  this  ordinance),  and  all  of  the  North- 
and-South  public  alley  running  South  from  E.  55th 
St.  between  S.  Kimbark  Ave.  and  S.  Kenwood  Ave. ; 
all  of  S.  Ridgewood  Ct.,  (except  that  part  provided 
to  be  dedicated  in  Exhibit  B  of  this  ordinance) ; 
the  West  Twenty  (20)  feet  of  the  East  Half  (E.i/a) 
of  S.  Dorchester  Ave.,  including  the  West  Twenty 
(20)  feet  of  the  East  Half  (E.1/2)  of  its  intersec- 
tion with  E.  55th  St.,  (except  those  parts  provided 
to  be  dedicated  in  Exhibit  B  of  this  ordinance)  ; 
the  South  Ten  (10)  feet  of  the  North  Twenty  (20) 
feet  of  that  part  of  E.  55th  St.,  including  the  South 
Ten  (10)  feet  of  the  North  Twenty  (20)  feet  of 
its  intersection  with  the  West  Half  (W.I/2)  of  S. 
Dorchester  Ave.  lying  between  the  East  line  of  S. 
Ridgewood  Ct.  and  the  center  line  of  S.  Dorchester 
Ave.,  (except  that  part  provided  to  be  dedicated 
in  Exhibit  B  of  this  ordinance).  The  City  of  Chi- 
cago also  reserves  for  the  benefit  of  The  Peoples 
Gas  Light  &  Coke  Company,  rights  of  way  for  ex- 
isting underground  facilities  in  those  parts  of  the 
public  streets  herein  vacated  described  as  follows: 
The  West  Half  (W.Vlj)  of  S.  Kenwood  Ave.;  the 
West  Half  (W.iA)  of  S.  Ridgewood  Ct.;  the  West 
Half  (W.V2)  of  S.  Dorchester  Ave.  and  the  East 
Half  (E.y2)  of  S.  Blackstone  Ave.,  (except  those 
parts  provided  to  be  dedicated  in  Exhibit  B  of  this 
ordinance);  the  West  Half  (W.V2)  of  S.  Harper 
Ave.  and  all  of  S.  Lake  Park  Ave.,  (except  those 
parts  provided  to  be  dedicated  in  Exhibit  B  of 
this  ordinance)  ;  the  South  Half  (S.y^)  of  E.  54th 
PI.  and  all  of  E.  55th  St.,  including  its  intersection 
with  S.  Dorchester  Ave.  and  S.  Blackstone  Ave., 
(except  those  parts  of  said  E.  55th  St.  provided 
to  be  dedicated  in  Exhibit  B  of  this  ordinance), 
with  the  right  of  ingress  to  and  agress  from  said 
land  at  all  times  for  any  and  all  such  purposes.  It 
is  provided  that  no  buildings  or  other  structures 
shall  be  erected  on  said  rights  of  way  herein  re- 
served for  The  Peoples  Gas  Light  &  Coke  Company 
or  other  use  made  of  said  area  which  would  inter- 
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fere  with  the  use,  maintenance,  renewal  or  recon- 
struction of  said  facilities. 

Section  4.  The  vacations  herein  provided  for 
are  made  upon  the  express  condition  that  within 
Six  (6)  months  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance 
City  of  Chicago,  Chicago  Land  Clearance  Commis- 
sion, University  National  Bank,  Commonwealth 
Edison  Company  and  the  Board  of  Education  of 
the  City  of  Chicago  shall  dedicate  or  cause  to  be 
dedicated  to  the  public  and  open  up  for  public  use 
all  those  parts  of  E.  55th  St.,  E.  55th  PI.,  S.  Har- 
per Ave.  and  S.  Lake  Park  Ave.,  also  an  East-and- 
West  Twenty  (20)  foot  alley,  as  colored  in  yellow 
and  indicated  by  the  words  "To  Be  Dedicated"  on 
the  plat  hereto  attached  marked  "Exhibit  B." 

Section  5.  The  vacations  herein  provided  for 
are  made  upon  the  further  express  condition  that 
within  six  (6)  months  after  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance  the  following  owners  shall  pay  or  cause 
to  be  paid  to  the  City  of  Chicago  as  compensation 
for  the  benefits  which  will  accrue  to  said  owners 
of  the  property  abutting  said  parts  of  public  streets, 
public  alleys  and  parts  of  public  alleys  hereby 
vacated  the  following  sums: 
Commonwealth  Edison  Company — $100.00 

(751.95  sq.  ft.) 
University  National  Bank— $100.00   (5,688.00  sq. 

ft.) 

which  sums  in  the  judgment  of  this  body  will  be 
equal  to  such  benefits,  and  the  City  of  Chicago,  the 
Chicago  Land  Clearance  Commission,  and  the  Board 
of  Education  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  the  owners  of 
the  balance  of  the  land  abutting  said  parts  of  pub- 
lic streets,  public  alleys  and  parts  of  public  alleys 
hereby  vacated,  shall  pay  no  compensation  to  the 
City  of  Chicago  for  the  benefits  accruing  to  said 
City  of  Chicago,  Chicago  Land  Clearance  Commis- 
sion and  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of

Public  Alley  Vacated  in  Block  Bounded  by  W.  Van 
Buren  St.,  W.  Congress  Parkway,  S.  Kedzie  Av. 
and  S.  Albany  Av. 

The  Committee  on  Local  Industries,  Streets  and 
Alleys  submitted  a  report  recommending  that  the  City 
Council  pass  a  proposed  ordinance  transmitted  there- 
with (drafted  and  submitted  in  compliance  with  an 
order  passed  on  November  7,  1958,  page  8432)  for  the 
vacation  of  a  public  alley  in  the  block  bounded  by  W. 
Van  Buren  Street,  W.  Congress  Parkway,  S.  Kedzie 
Avenue  and  S.  Albany  Avenue. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Sain  the  committee's  rec- 
ommendation was  concurred  in  and  said  proposed 
ordinance  was  passed,  by  yeas  and  nays  as  follows :

Regulations  Prescribed  to  Govern  Administration  of 
New  Classification  and  Compensation  Plan 
for  City  Employes. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Keane  the  City  Council  took 
up  for  consideration  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance  deferred  and  published  December  8,  1958, 
l^age  8618,  recommending  that  the  City  Council  adopt 
a  proposed  resolution  transmitted  with  the  commit- 
tee's report  [printed  in  Committee  Pamphlet  No.  23] 
embodying  regulations  to  govern  the  administration 
of  a  new  classification  and  compensation  plan  for  City 
employes. 

Alderman  Keane  moved  to  amend  the  proposed  res- 
olution by  adding  at  the  end  of  Subdivision  E  the  fol- 
lowing language : 

"Provided,  however,  that  the  foregoing  provisions 
are  not  applicable  to  members  of  the  police  and  fire 
department  and  civilian  crossing  guards." 

The  motion  to  amend  prevailed. 

Alderman  Keane  moved  to  amend  Schedule  D  of 
said  proposed  resolution  by  inserting  in  the  column 
captioned  "After  36  months"  the  amount  "6340"  in 
the  line  beginning  "Fire  Engineer". 

The  motion  to  amend  prevailed. 

Alderman  Despres  moved  to  amend  the  proposed 
resolution  further  by  striking  out  the  language  of 
subparagraph  3  of  Subdivision  F,  and  substituting 
therefor  the  following: 

"Any  employee  or  group  of  employees,  acting 
individually  or  by  a  representative,  who  feels  ag- 
grieved in  any  way  by  the  terms  or  application  of 
the  employment  classification  plan  or  the  terms  or 
application  of  any  ordinance  or  regulation,  may  file 
a  grievance  in  writing  with  the  department  head. 
The  department  head  shall  set  the  grievance  down 
for  hearing  before  the  department  head  or  a  regu- 
larly designated  representative,  within  one  week  of 
receiving  it.  The  employee  or  group  of  employees 
shall  have  the  right  to  appear  personally  or  by  a 
representative.  The  department  head  shall  make  his 
ruling  within  one  week  of  the  hearing. 

"The  employee  or  group  of  employees,  individu- 
ally or  by  representative,  may  appeal,  within  one 
week  of  the  delivery  or  mailing  of  the  department 
head's  ruling,  to  an  Advisory  Board  which  is  hereby 
created,  consisting  of  the  President  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commission,  the  Personnel  Officer  of  the 
Civil  Service  Commission,  the  Comptroller,  the 
Budget  Director  and  the  Corporation  Counsel,  or 


their  respective  representatives,  which  shall  set  the 
appeal  for  hearing  within  two  weeks  of  receipt. 
The  appellant  or  appellants  may  appear  before  the 
Board  personally  or  by  a  representative.  The  Board 
shall  examine  into  the  reason  for  the  grievance  and 
shall  render  a  decision,  which  shall  be  final.  The 
Board  may  prescribe  reasonable  forms  and  regu- 
lations for  grievances,  hearings,  and  appeals." 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Keane  the  foregoing  amend- 
ment olfered  by  Alderman  Despres  was  Referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Finance.

The  following  is  said  resolution  as  adopted: 

Whereas,  The  classification  and  wage  and  salary 
plan  will  promote  greater  efficiency  and  will  reduce 
as  far  as  possible  the  many  inequities  that  have 
developed  over  the  years  in  the  classification  and 
pay  of  employees;  and 

Whereas,  The  adoption  of  the  plan  will  establish 
salary  schedules  for  the  various  classifications 
based  on  costs  of  living  in  the  Chicago  area,  pre- 
vailing salaries  and  the  nature  and  responsibility 
of  the  positions.  The  plan  establishes  a  sound  and 
equitable  personnel  policy  throughout  the  City  serv- 
ice. It  will  encourage  qualified  men  and  women  to 
seek  a  career  in  City  service.  It  will  reduce  turn- 
over. A  longevity  provision  in  the  plan  insures 
recognition  for  long  and  faithful  service  to  the  City. 
It  will  simplify  budgeting  of  personnel  services  in 
all  departments;  and 

Whereas,  The  1959  Budget  takes  into  considera- 
tion the  provisions  of  the  classification  and  wage 
and  salary  plan ;  and 

Whereas,  In  order  to  coordinate  the  provisions 
and  rules  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  relating 
to  such  classification  and  wage  and  salary  plan  and 
the  provisions  of  the  Budget  providing  for  the 
salaries  for  the  year  1959,  it  is  desirable  that  the 
following  declaration  by  the  City  Council  be  adopt- 
ed; now  therefore, 
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Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  following  provisions 
governing  the  administration  of  compensation  be 
adopted : 

REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE 
ADMINISTRATION  OF  COMPENSATION 
FOR  CLASSIFIED  POSITIONS. 

A.  Purpose. 

These  regulations  contain  provisions  concerning 
compensation  administration,  benefits  and  working 
conditions  for  all  civil  service  classified  positions 
in  the  departments  and  offices  which  are  subject 
to  control  and  regulation  by,  and  for  which  com- 
pensation is  required  to  be  fixed  by,  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Chicago. 

B.  Adoption  and  Definition  of  the  Compensa- 
tion Plan. 

(1)  Adoption  of  the  Compensation  Plan. 

The  salary  schedule,  including  a  range  of  pay 
for  each  class  grade,  as  set  forth  in  Schedule  B 
— Base  Salary  Schedules,  Schedule  C — Longevity 
Salary  Schedules,  and  Schedule  D — Salary  Sched- 
ules for  Uniformed  Positions  in  the  Fire  and  Police 
Forces,  hereof,  shall  constitute  the  compensation 
plan  for  classified  positions  in  the  City  service  in 
departments  which  are  subject  to  the  control  of 
the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council.  The  class  grade 
for  each  class  of  positions  as  specified  in  Schedule 
A  of  Civil  Service  Rule  I — Classification  shall  de- 
termine the  salary  range  applicable  to  all  positions 
of  the  class. 

(2)  Base  Salary  Schedule. 

Each  base  salary  range  in  Schedule  B  includes 
an  entrance  rate,  an  intermediate  rate  or  rates  and 
a  maximum  rate.  The  normal  entrance  rate  shall 
be  the  rate  so  designated  in  the  salary  schedule 
for  all  salaried  positions.  Except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided herein,  the  salary  upon  initial  appointment  to 
any  position  shall  be  at  the  entrance  rate  and  ad- 
vancement by  successive  steps  from  each  specified 
salarj^  rate  to  the  next  higher  rate  shall  be  made 
on  the  basis  of  satisfactory  service  for  at  least 
the  periods  specified  in  the  schedules. 

(3)  Longevity  Salary  Schedule. 

Each  longevity  salary  range  in  Schedule  C  in- 
cludes three  longevity  pay  rates.  After  at  least 
one  year  of  satisfactory  service  at  the  maximum 
rate  of  a  salary  range,  each  salaried  employee  shall 
be  advanced  to  the  first  longevity  rate  of  that  range 
when  he  has  completed  a  total  of  six  years  of  con- 
tinuous service  with  the  City.  After  at  least  one 
year  of  satisfactory  service  at  this  rate,  the  em- 
ployee shall  be  advanced  to  the  second  longevity 
rate  when  he  has  completed  a  total  of  ten  years 
of  continuous  service  with  the  City.  After  at  least 
one  year  of  satisfactory  service  at  this  rate,  the 
employee  shall  be  advanced  to  the  third  longevity 
rate  when  he  has  completed  a  total  of  sixteen  years 
years  of  continuous  service  with  the  City. 

(4)  Salary  Schedule  for  Uniformed  Positions 
in  the  Fire  and  Police  Forces. 

The  salary  schedule  for  uniformed  positions  in 
the  Fire  and  Police  Forces  set  forth  in  Schedule  D 
includes  an  entrance  rate,  an  intermediate  rate  and 
a  maximum  rate  in  each  base  salary  range. 

(5)  Salary  Rates  Based  upo7i  Full-Time  Em- 
ployment. 

The  salary  rates  prescribed  in  the  salary  sched- 


ules are  fixed  on  the  basis  of  full-time  service  for 
normal  work  weeks  of  35  to  40  hours  except  as 
indicated  otherwise  for  certain  classes  in  Schedule 
A  of  Civil  Service  Rule  I — Classification.  For  posi- 
tions which  are  professional,  supervisory  and  ex- 
ecutive in  character,  the  normal  work  weeks  of  35 
to  40  hours  generally  apply,  but  the  compensation 
is  intended  to  be  appropriate  for  the  class  regard- 
less of  variations  in  the  time  that  may  be  required 
to  satisfactorily  fulfill  the  responsibilities  of  the 
positions. 

(6)  Computation  of  Salaries  of  Part-Time  Em- 
ployees. 

A  professional  employee  occupying  a  position  in 
class  level  11  and  above  who  is  regularly  employed 
on  a  continuing  work  schedule  of  less  than  35 
hours  per  week,  shall  be  compensated  on  the  follow- 
ing basis : 

(PT-A) — Authorized  part-time  service  more  than 
one-half  and  not  more  than  three- 
fourths  full-time  —  eighty  per  cent 
(80%)  of  rates  prescribed  for  full- 
time  employment. 

(PT-B) — Authorized  part-time  service  more  than 
one-fourth  and  not  more  than  one-half 
full-time,  or  part-time  professional 
service  on  an  available-as-needed  basis 
sixty  per  cent  (60%)  or  rates  pre- 
scribed for  full-time  employment. 

(PT-C) — Authorized  part-time  service  not  more 
than  one-fourth  full-time — thirty  per 
cent  (30%)  or  rates  prescribed  for 
full-time  employment. 

Any  other  employee  who  is  employed  on  a  part- 
time  schedule  shall  be  paid  for  hours  actually 
worked  at  an  hourly  rate  equivalent  to  the  salary 
rate  of  the  position. 

(7)  Continuity  of  Service. 

Service  requirements  for  advancement  within  the 
salary  ranges  and  for  other  purposes  as  specified 
herein  shall  have  the  implication  of  continuous 
service  with  the  City  of  Chicago.  This  means  em- 
ployment without  a  break  or  interruption;  provided 
that  any  absence  on  leave  without  pay  or  lay-off 
for  30  days  or  less  shall  not  affect  the  continuity 
of  service.  Absence  from  the  City  service  on  leave 
without  pay  for  periods  in  excess  of  30  days,  all 
suspensions,  time  after  lay-off  for  more  than  30 
days  and  prior  to  reinstatement,  and  all  absences 
without  leave  shall  be  deducted  in  computing  total 
continuous  service.  AH  discharges  and  resignations 
not  followed  by  reinstatement  within  one  year  shall 
interrupt  continuous  service  and  shall  result  in  the 
loss  of  all  prior  service  credit. 

C.    Application  and  Interpretation  of  the  Com- 
pensation Plan. 

(1)  Starting  Rate  on  Initial  Employment. 

Original  and  temporary  appointments  to  any  po- 
sition shall  be  made  at  the  entrance  rate  of  the 
salary  range  prescribed  for  the  applicable  class 
grade.  In  exceptional  cases,  upon  recommendation 
by  the  department  head  and  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission and  upon  the  approval  by  the  Budget  Dir- 
ector, orginal  appointment  may  be  made  at  any 
base  rate  above  the  normal  entrance  rate;  provided 
that  the  position  to  which  appointed  involves  execu- 
tive, administrative,  highly  specialized,  or  profess- 
ional duties  and  responsibilities;  and,  provided 
further,  that  any  such  exception  is  based  on  the 
outstanding  and  unusual  character  of  the  appli- 
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cant's  experience  and  training  over  and  above  the 
minimum  qualifications  specified  for  tlie  class. 

(2)  Starting  Rate  on  Return  to  Duty. 

When  an  employee  returns  to  duty  in  a  position 
of  the  same  class  after  a  separation  from  the  City 
service,  w^hich  separation  was  not  due  to  discharge 
or  resignation  for  cause,  such  employee  shall  re- 
ceive the  rate  in  the  applicable  salary  range  of  the 
step  corresponding  to  the  step  at  which  paid  at  the 
time  of  separation,  and  shall  subsequently  serve 
thereat  for  at  least  such  period  as  is  required  for 
advancement  to  the  next  higher  rate. 

(3)  Starting  Rate  Folloxoing  Promotion. 

When  an  employee  is  promoted  from  one  position 
to  a  position  in  a  higher  class  grade,  such  employee 
shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  the  lowest  step  in  the 
higher  salary  range  that  will  provide  an  increase 
in  salary  of  approximately  ten  per  cent  (10%). 

(4)  Accumulation  of  Service  in  One  Class  of 
Positions. 

Whenever  an  employee  accepts  work  under  a  dif- 
ferent class  of  positions  or  in  an  unclassified 
(exempt)  position  in  the  City  services  on  leave  of 
absence  and  later  returns  to  his  former  position, 
his  term  of  employment  under  such  different  class 
of  positions  shall  apply  on  and  be  added  to  his  term 
of  service  in  the  former  class  upon  his  return  to 
same  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  appropri- 
ate rate  of  pay  within  the  range  appropriate  for 
the  class;  provided  his  employment  in  the  City  ser- 
vice has  been  continuous  as  hereinbefore  defined. 

(5)  Recommendations  for  Pay  Advancements 
Within  a  Salary  Range. 

The  department  head  concerned  shall  recommend 
in  writing  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  the 
advance  in  salary  of  each  employee  in  his  depart- 
ment who  has  met  the  requirements  for  salary 
advancement  within  the  range  for  his  position  in 
accordance  with  the  service  requirements  specified 
in  Section  B  (2)  and  (3).  The  recommendation 
shall  include  a  certification  that  the  employee  has 
a  performance  rating  of  not  less  than  70,  as  com- 
puted in  accordance  with  the  Performance  Rating 
Guide  issued  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Provided,  however,  in  any  case  where  the  head 
of  a  department  reports  outstanding  or  excellent 
performance  by  an  employee  in  his  department  with 
a  performance  rating  of  90  or  above,  in  accordance 
with  the  Performance  Rating  Guide  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commission,  such  employee  may  be  ad- 
vanced two  steps  within  the  salary  schedule  of  the 
position  filled  by  the  employee  upon  approval  of 
said  Commission  where  such  higher  salary  is  pro- 
vided for  in  the  appropriation  ordinance.  The  ef- 
fective date  of  increase  shall  be  the  first  day  of 
the  next  pay  period  following  the  date  employee 
has  been  certified,  as  provided  herein  and  approved 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

D.    Application  of  Compensation  Plan. 

(1)  This  compensation  plan  is  applicable  to 
positions  indicated  in  Schedule  A  of  Civil  Service 
Rule  I  -  Classification. 

(2)  Compensation  of  Practical  Nurses. 

Positions  in  the  class  of  Pratical  Nurse  are  in- 
tended to  be  filled  by  persons  with  a  state  license 
to  practice  as  a  Pratical  Nurse.  In  cases  where,  due 
to  a  shortage  of  licensed  personnel,  practical  nurses 


may  be  employed  who  have  rot  yet  obtained  a 
license,  such  personnel  shall  be  paid  at  the  appro- 
priate rate  in  the  salary  range  next  below  that 
prescribed  for  Practical  Nurses  herein. 

(3)    Limitations  of  Available  Funds. 

All  ordinary  and  special  compensation  provisions 
herein  shall  be  effective  only  in  the  event  suffi- 
cient funds  for  the  respective  positions  have  been 
appropriated  and  are  available. 

E.    Holidays,  Vacation  and  Sick  Leave. 

( 1 )  Designation  of  Holidays. 

The  following  days  are  hereby  declared  holidays 
for  all  salaried  City  officers  and  employees  in  de- 
partments subject  to  the  control  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council: 

1.  New  Year's  Day — January  1st 

2.  Lincoln's  Birthday — February  12th 

3.  Washington's  Birthday — February  22nd 

4.  Good  Fridaj' — last  Friday  before  Easter 

5.  Memorial  Day — May  30th 

6.  Independence  Day — July  4th 

7.  Labor  Day — first  Monday  of  September 

8.  Columbus  Day— October  12th 

9.  Veterans'  Day — November  11th 

10.  Thanksgiving  Day — fourth  Thursday  of  No- 
vember 

11.  Christmas  Day — December  25th. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  any  other  day  or  part 
of  a  day  shall  be  considered  a  holiday  when  so 
designated  by  the  City  Council.  When  any  desig- 
nated holiday  falls  on  a  Sunday,  the  following  work- 
ing day  shall  be  considered  a  holiday. 

(2)  Vacation  Leave. 

(a)  Each  salaried  employee  who  has  served 
the  City  for  at  least  six  months  shall  be  granted 
vacation  with  pay  at  the  rate  of  two  (2)  calen- 
dar weeks  per  year  of  service;  provided  that 
after  the  first  six  months  of  service,  an  employee 
may  he  granted  one  (1)  calendar  week  vacation. 
Each  salaried  employee  who  has  served  the  City 
fifteen  (15)  years  or  more  shall  be  granted 
vacation  at  the  rate  of  three  (3)  calendar  weeks 
with  pay  per  year.  Each  salaried  employee  who 
has  served  the  City  twenty-five  (25)  years  or 
more  shall  be  granted  vacation  at  the  rate  of 
four  (4)  calendar  weeks  with  pay  per  year. 

(b)  All  employees  in  the  skilled-labor  and 
labor-service  classes  who  are  employed  on  a  per 
diem  basis  shall  be  given  a  vacation  with  pay 
subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

1.  Each  employee  who  has  worked  regularly 
for  at  least  six  months  shall  be  granted  vaca- 
tion with  pay  at  the  rate  of  ten  (10)  work 
days  each  year;  provided  that  after  the  first 
six  months  of  service,  an  employee  may  be 
granted  five  (5)  work  days  vacation.  Each 
employee  who  has  served  the  City  fifteen  (15) 
years  or  more  shall  be  granted  vacation  at  the 
rate  of  fifteen  (15)  work  days  each  year; 
each  employee  who  has  served  the  city  twenty- 
five  (25)  years  or  more  shall  be  granted  vaca- 
tion at  the  rate  of  twenty  (20)  work  days 
each  year.  In  each  case,  vacation  shall  be 
granted  at  the  rate  of  pay  and  under  the 
conditions  of  employment  covering  the  em- 
ployee at  the  time  the  vacation  is  taken. 
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2.  Each  employee  who  has  been  on  duty  dis- 
ability whose  time  on  such  disability  plus 
regular  working  time  equals  six  months  or 
more  of  service  since  the  date  as  of  which 
the  latest  previous  vacation  allowance  was 
computed  shall  be  granted  vacation,  as  pro- 
vided in  paragraph  1  above  as  if  all  time  was 
working  time. 

3.  In  the  event  the  employee  has  not  taken 
his  vacation  as  provided  herein  by  reason  of 
separation  from  service,  other  than  by  dis- 
charge for  cause,  he,  or  in  the  event  of  death, 
his  widow  or  estate,  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive his  prevailing  salary  for  such  unused 
vacation  period. 

4.  The  department  head  shall  designate  when 
the  vacation  shall  be  taken. 

(c)  Any  employees  of  the  City  of  Chicago  who 
have  rendered  service  to  the  County  of  Cook, 
the  Chicago  Park  District  or  the  Forest  Preserve 
District  or  the  Metropolitan  Sanitary  District  of 
Greater  Chicago  shall  have  the  right  to  have 
the  period  of  such  service  credited  and  counted 
for  the  purpose  of  computing  the  number  of 
years  of  service  as  employees  of  the  City  for 
vacation  credit  only. 

(3)  Sick  Leave. 

Any  employees,  except  those  in  the  classes  who 
are  employed  on  a  per  diem  basis,  may  be  given 
sick  leave  with  pay  for  periods  not  exceeding  twelve 
(12)  working  days  in  the  aggregate  during  each 
calendar  year  on  account  of  sickness  or  related 
cause  for  absence  which  may  be  considered  by  the 
department  head  a  sufficient  and  legitimate  excuse 
for  the  employee's  failure  to  be  present  and  in 
attendance  upon  his  duties;  provided  that  the  rea- 
son for  the  absence  and  the  good  faith  of  the  em- 
ployee is  making  the  application  for  such  leave 
shall  be  shown  to  the  department  head  by  such 
reasonable  evidence  as  may  be  required  upon  a  form 
prescribed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

(4)  Accumulation  of  Sick  Leave  Credit. 

Sick  leave  credit  earned  by  an  employee  subse- 
quent to  January  1,  1959,  shall  accrue  to  a  maxi- 
mum of  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  work  days 
at  the  rate  of  12  days  per  year  less  days  of  sick 
leave  used  by  the  employee.  Records  of  sick  leave 
credit  and  use  shall  be  maintained  by  each  depart- 
ment subject  to  examination  and  audit  by  the 
Comptroller,  Civil  Service  Commission  or  other 
agency  authorized  by  the  Mayor.  Severance  of  em- 
ployment prior  to  the  taking  of  all  or  any  part  of 
such  sick  leave  terminates  all  rights  for  compensa- 
tion hereunder. 

(5)  Extended  Sick  Leave. 

Vacation  and  sick-leave  periods  may  be  com- 
bined, but  only  in  the  event  that  long-continued 
sickness  of  the  employee  warrants  such  course.  In 
an  unusual  case  of  an  employee  whose  continued 
sickness  extends  beyond  the  amount  of  vacation 
and  sick  leave  earned  by  the  employee,  a  request 
for  extended  sick  leave  with  pay  may  be  submitted 
to  the  Committee  on  Finance  of  the  City  Council 
for  approval,  together  with  the  recommendation  of 


the  department  head  concerned  and  the  Civil  Serv- 
ice Commission.  When  such  extended  sick  leave  is 
granted,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  department 
head  to  maintain  surveillance  over  the  case  and  he 
shall  have  the  power  and  duty  to  terminate  such 
leave  when  employee  is  certified  as  able  to  return 
to  work  by  a  competent  physician  or  other  prac- 
titioner. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  foregoing  provisions 
are  not  applicable  to  the  members  of  the  Police  and 
Fire  Departments  and  civilian  crossing  guards. 

F.    Adminstration  and  Maintenance  of  Compen- 
sation Plan. 

(1)  Responsibilities  of  the  Mayor  and  the  Bud- 
get Director  for  Compensation  Adminis- 
tration. 

The  Mayor  shall  have  over-all  responsibility  for 
and  the  Budget  Director  shall  direct  the  work  of 
administration  and  maintenance  of  the  compensa- 
tion plan. 

The  Budget  Director  shall  assure  that  the  com- 
pensation of  City  positions  provided  for  in  the 
annual  budgets  for  personal  services  are  in  accord- 
ance with  the  class  grades  of  the  respective  posi- 
tions as  established  by  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion and  as  specified  in  Schedule  A  of  Rule  I-  Classi- 
fication, and  in  accordance  with  the  salary  schedules 
and  provisions  for  their  application  as  provided  in 
these  regulations. 

The  Budget  Director  shall  assure  that  all  forms 
of  compensation  during  a  fiscal  year  are  in  accord- 
ance with  the  budget  of  funds  therefor  and  shall 
interpret  and  explain  the  provisions  of  these  regula- 
tions on  compensation  of  employees  as  may  be  re- 
quired. 

(2)  Responsibilities  of  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
missiMi  for  Compensation  Administration. 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  over-all  re- 
sponsibility for  the  work  of  checking  and  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  City  Council  approving 
salary  changes  to  assure  that  the  compensation  of 
all  civil  service  employees  and  temporary  appointees 
in  civil  service  positions  is  in  strict  accord  with 
the  official  compensation  plan  as  contained  in  these 
regulations.  The  Civil  Service  Commission  will  con- 
duct such  checks  of  payrolls  as  required  to  carry 
out  its  responsibilities  under  the  Cities  Civil  Service 
Act.  The  (Commission  will  periodically  report  to  the 
Budget  Director  on  the  results  of  recruitment  pro- 
grams with  recommendations  for  changes  in  the 
compensation  plan  based  on  recruiting  experience. 

(3)  Grievances  of  Employees. 

Every  qualified  employee  who  has  not  been  recom- 
mended for  the  advance  in  salary  as  provided  in 
paragraph  C  (5)  hereof,  may  petition  the  Advisory 
Board  consisting  of  the  President  of  the  Civil  Serv- 
ice Commission,  Comptroller,  Budget  Director  and 
Corporation  Counsel.  Such  petition  may  be  in  the 
form  of  a  letter  setting  forth  the  nature  of  the 
grievance.  The  Board  shall  examine  into  the  reasons 
why  said  employee  has  not  been  so  advanced.  The 
decision  of  the  Board  shall  be  final. 

This  Resolution  shall  be  in  effect  on  and  after 
January  1,  1959  and  until  December  31,  1959.

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Chicago : 

Section  1.  That  Chapter  27  of  the  Municipal 
Code  of  the  City  of  Chicago  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

CHAPTER  27. 
Traffic. 
Word  and  Phrases  Defined. 

27-200.  Definitions.)  Whenever  in  this  chapter 
the  following  words  and  phrases  are  used,  they 
shall  have  the  meanings  respectively  ascribed  to 
them  in  this  section : 

Abandoned  vehicle.  A  motor  vehicle  standing  or 
parked  on  the  public  way  which  vehicle  is  either 
(a)  in  such  state  of  disrepair  as  to  be  incapable  of 
being  driven  in  its  present  condition,  or  (b)  has 
not  been  moved  or  used  for  more  than  seven  con- 
secutive days  and  is  apparently  deserted. 


Alley.  A  public  way  within  a  block  generally 
giving  access  to  the  rear  of  lots  or  buildings  and 
not  used  for  general  traffic  circulation. 

Authorized  emergency  vehicle.  Any  vehicle  of 
the  Chicago  fire  insurance  patrol,  the  fire  depart- 
ment or  police  department  of  any  governmental 
agency,  or  anv  ambulance,  or  any  repair  or  service 
vehicle  of  a  governmental  agency  or  public  service 
corporation,  authorized  by  the  commissioner  of 
police. 

Bicycle.  Every  device  propelled  by  human  power 
upon  which  any  person  may  ride,  having  two  tan- 
dem wheels  either  of  which  is  twenty  inches  or  over 
in  diameter,  and  including  any  device  generally 
recognized  as  a  bicycle  though  equipped  with  two 
front  or  two  rear  wheels. 

Boulevard.  A  boulevard  is  a  through  street  ex- 
cept that  its  use  is  limited  exclusively  to  certain 
specified  classes  of  traffic. 

Bridle  path.  A  path  designated  for  travel  by 
persons  upon  horses  or  similar  beasts  of  burden. 

Bus.  Every  motor  vehicle  designed  for  carrying 
more  than  10  passengers  and  used  for  the  trans- 
portation of  persons ;  and  every  motor  vehicle,  other 
than  a  taxicab,  designed  and  used  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  persons  for  compensation. 

Bus  stand.  A  fixed  area  in  the  roadway  parallel 
and  adjacent  to  the  curb  to  be  occupied  exclusively 
by  buses  for  lay-over  in  operating  schedules  or  wait- 
ing for  passengers. 

Bus  stop.  A  fixed  area  in  the  roadway  parallel 
and  adjacent  to  the  curb  set  aside  for  the  expediti- 
ous loading  and  unloading  of  passengers  only. 

Bus  terminal.  A  terminal  used  by  public-carrier 
buses. 

Business  street.  The  length  of  any  street  be- 
tween street  intersections,  when  more  than  50%  of 
the  entire  frontage  at  ground  level  of  said  street  is 
in  use  for  retail  or  wholesale  business,  by  hotels, 
banks,  or  office  buildings,  by  railway  stations,  or 
by  public  buildings  excepting  schools. 

Crossing  guard.  An  adult  civilian  officially  au- 
thorized to  supervise  and  expedite  the  crossing  of 
school  children  or  other  pedestrians  at  hazardous 
or  congested  traffic  points. 

Crosswalks.  That  portion  of  a  roadway  ordi- 
narily included  within  the  prolongation  or  connec- 
tion of  sidewalk  lines  at  intersections,  or  any  other 
portion  of  a  roadway  clearly  indicated  for  pedes- 
trian crossing  by  markings. 

Driver.  Every  person  who  operates  or  is  in 
actual  physical  control  of  a  vehicle. 

Freight  curb  loading  zone.  A  space  adjacent  to 
a  curb  for  the  exclusive  use  of  vehicles  during  the 
loading  or  unloading  of  freight. 

Funeral  Procession.  A  procession  consisting  of 
motor  vehicles  which  are  designed  and  used  for  the 
carrying  of  not  more  than  seven  passengers,  a 
funeral  hearse  and  floral  cars,  or  combinations 
thereof  with  any  of  the  following  added — foot 
units  and  equestrian  units,  proceeding  to  a  place 
of  burial. 

Holidays.  When  used  in  this  chapter  or  on  offi- 
cial signs  erected  by  authority  of  this  chapter,  shall 
mean  New  Year's  Day,  Memorial  Day,  Independence 
Day,  Labor  Day,  Thanksgiving  Day  and  Christmas 
Day. 

Intersection.  The  area  embraced  within  the  pro- 
longation or  connection  of  the  property  lines  of 
two  or  more  streets  which  join  at  an  angle,  whether 
or  not  one  such  street  crosses  the  other. 

Laned  roadway.  A  roadway  which  is  divided 
into  two  or  more  marked  lanes  for  vehicular  traffic. 
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Limited-access  or  controlled-access  highway. 
Every  public  way  in  respect  to  which  owners  or  oc- 
cupants of  abutting  property  or  lands  and  other 
persons  have  no  legal  right  of  access  to  or  from 
the  same,  except  at  such  points  only  and  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  determined  by  the  public  author- 
ity having  jurisdiction  over  such  public  way. 

Mass  transportation  lane.  That  portion  of  a 
roadway  indicated  for  use  by  mass  transportation 
vehicles. 

Mass  transportation  vehicle.  A  public  passenger 
vehicle  having  seating  capacity  for  35  or  more  pas- 
sengers. 

Mass  transportation  vehicle  of  the  local  type. 

Every  mass  transportation  vehicle,  that  makes 
frequent  designated  local  stops  for  the  purpose  of 
loading  or  unloading  passengers. 

Mass  transportation  vehicle  of  the  semi-local 
type.  Every  mass  transportation  vehicle,  that  for 
portions  of  the  route  traveled  operates  as  a  mass 
transportation  vehicle  of  the  through  traffic  type 
and  for  portions  of  the  route  traveled  operates  as 
a  mass  transportation  vehicle  of  the  local  type. 

Mass  transportation  vehicle  of  the  through  traf- 
fic type.  Every  mass  transportation  vehicle  that 
makes  stops  only  at  designated  express  transfer 
points  and  terminals. 

Merging  traffic.  A  maneuver  executed  by  the 
drivers  of  vehicles  on  converging  roadways  to 
permit  simultaneous  or  alternate  entry  into  the 
junction  thereof,  wherein  the  driver  of  each  vehicle 
involved  is  required  to  adjust  his  vehicular  speed 
and  lateral  position  so  as  to  avoid  a  collision  with 
any  other  vehicle. 

Motorcycle.  Every  motor  vehicle  having  a  saddle 
for  the  use  of  the  rider  and  designed  to  travel  on  not 
more  than  three  wheels  in  contact  with  the  ground 
but  excluding  a  tractor. 

Motor-driven  cycle.  Every  motorcycle,  including 
every  power  scooter,  power  cycle  with  a  motor 
which  produces  not  to  exceed  five  (5)  brake  horse- 
power, and  every  bicycle  with  motor  attached. 

Motor  vehicle.  Every  vehicle  which  is  self-pro- 
pelled and  every  vehicle  which  is  propelled  by 
electric  power  obtained  from  overhead  trolley  wires, 
but  not  operated  upon  rails. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  motor  vehicles 
as  a  class  shall  be  divided  into  divisions,  viz. : 

First:  Those  vehicles  which  are  designed  and 
used  for  the  carrying  of  not  more  than  seven 
persons. 

Second:  Those  vehicles  which  are  designed  and 
used  for  pulling  or  carrying  freight  and  also  those 
vehicles  or  motor  cars  which  are  designed  and  used 
for  the  carrying  of  more  than  seven  persons. 

Official  time  standard.  Whenever  certain  hours 
are  named  herein  they  shall  mean  standard  time 
or  daylight-saving  time  as  may  be  in  current  use 
in  this  city. 

One-way  street  or  alley.  A  public  way  upon  the 
roadway  of  which  traffic  is  permitted  to  travel  in 
only  one  direction. 

Operator.  Every  person  who  operates  or  is  in 
actual  physical  control  of  a  vehicle  or  streetcar. 

Parking  (to  park).  The  standing  of  a  vehicle 
whether  occupied  or  not,  upon  a  roadway,  for  a 
period  of  time  greater  than  is  reasonably  necessary 
either  for  loading  or  unloading  or  in  obedience  to 
traffic  regulations  or  official  traffic  signs  or  signals. 


Parking  meter.  Any  mechanism  which,  upon 
deposit  of  a  coin  of  the  United  States  in  the  amount 
indicated  thereon,  displays  a  signal  showing  parking 
from  the  time  of  depositing  such  coin  until  the 
expiration  of  the  time  fixed  for  parking  in  the 
parking  meter  zone  in  which  it  is  located,  and  upon 
expiration  of  such  time  indicates  by  sign  or  signal 
that  the  lawful  parking  meter  period  has  expired. 

Parking  meter  zone.  A  certain  designated  and 
marked-off  section  of  the  public  way  within  the 
marked  boundaries  where  a  vehicle  may  be  tempo- 
rarily parked  and  allowed  to  remain  for  such  pe- 
riod of  time  as  the  parking  meter  attached  thereto 
may  indicate. 

Parkway.  Any  portion  of  a  street  not  considered 
as  roadway  or  sidewalk. 

Passenger  curb  loading  zone.  A  space  adjacent 
to  a  curb  reserved  for  the  exclusive  use  of  vehicles 
during  the  loading  or  unloading  of  passengers. 

Pedestrian.    Any  person  afoot. 

Person.  Every  natural  person,  firm,  copartner- 
ship, association,  or  corporation. 

Play  street.  Street  or  part  of  street  devoted  to 
recreational  purposes  for  children. 

Police  officer.  Every  officer  of  the  municipal 
police  department  or  any  officer  authorized  to  direct 
or  regulate  traffic  or  to  make  arrests  for  violation 
of  traffic  regulations. 

Private  road  or  driveway.  Every  way  or  place 
in  private  ov/nership  and  used  for  vehicular  travel 
by  the  owner  and  those  having  express  or  implied 
permission  from  the  owner,  but  not  by  other  per- 
sons. 

Property  line.  The  line  marking  the  boundary 
between  any  public  way  and  the  private  property 
abutting  thereon. 

Public  building.  A  building  used  by  any  govern- 
ment agency. 

Public  passenger  vehicle.  A  motor  vehicle,  as 
defined  in  the  Motor  Vehicle  Law  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  which  is  used  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers  for  hire,  excepting  those  devoted  ex- 
clusively for  funeral  use  or  in  operation  of  a  metro- 
politan transit  authority  or  public  utility  under  the 
laws  of  Illinois. 

Public  way.  Any  sidewalk,  roadway,  alley  or 
other  public  thoroughfare  open  to  the  use  of  the 
public,  as  a  matter  of  right,  for  purposes  of  travel, 
excepting  bridle  paths. 

Push  cart.  A  conveyance  designed  to  be  pro- 
pelled by  a  person  afoot. 

Railroad.  A  carrier  of  persons  or  property  upon 
cars  operated  upon  stationary  rails. 

Railroad  train.  A  steam  engine,  electric  or  other 
motor  with  or  without  cars  coupled  thereto,  op- 
erated upon  rails. 

Residential  street.  The  length  of  any  street 
between  street  intersections  when  more  than  50% 
of  the  occupied  frontage  of  said  street  is  in  use 
for  residence  purposes. 

Right-of-way.  The  privilege  of  the  immediate 
use  of  the  public  way. 

Road  tractor.  Every  motor  vehicle  designed  and 
used  for  drawing  other  vehicles  and  not  so  con- 
structed as  to  carry  any  load  thereon  either  inde- 
pendently or  any  part  of  the  weight  of  a  vehicle 
or  load  so  drawn. 
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Roadway.  That  portion  of  a  public  way  between 
the  regularly  established  curb  lines  or  that  part  im- 
proved and  intended  to  be  used  for  vehicular  travel. 

Safety  zone.  The  area  or  space  officially  set 
apart  within  a  roadway  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
pedestrians  and  which  is  protected  or  is  so  marked 
or  indicated  by  appropriate  signs  as  to  be  plainly 
visible  at  all  times  while  set  apart  as  a  safety  zone. 

School  vehicle.  Every  motor  vehicle  operated 
by  or  for  a  public  or  governmental  agency  or  by  or 
for  a  private  or  religious  organization  solely  for 
the  transportation  of  pupils  in  connection  with  any 
school  activity. 

Semi- Trailer.  Every  vehicle  without  motive  pow- 
er designed  for  carrying  persons  or  property  and 
for  being  drawn  by  a  motor  vehicle  and  so  con- 
structed that  some  part  of  its  weight  and  that  of 
its  load  rests  upon  or  is  carried  by  another  vehicle. 

Service  drive.  A  narrow  portion  of  a  public  way 
open  to  vehicular  traffic  for  the  purpose  of  provid- 
ing access  to  the  front  of  abutting  property  between 
intersections  and  separated  by  physical  means  from 
through  traffic,  if  the  latter  exists,  on  the  same 
public  way. 

Sidewalk.  That  portion  of  a  public  way  between 
the  curb  lines,  or  the  lateral  lines  of  a  roadway, 
and  the  adjacent  property  lines,  intended  for  the 
use  of  pedestrians. 

Stop.  When  required,  means  complete  cessation 
of  movement. 

Stop,  stopping,  or  standing.  When  prohibited, 
means  any  stopping  or  standing  of  a  vehicle,  wheth- 
er occupied  or  not,  except  when  necessary  to  avoid 
conflict  with  other  traffic  or  in  compliance  with  the 
directions  of  a  police  officer  or  traffic-control  sign 
or  signal. 

Street  or  highway.  Every  way  or  place,  other 
than  an  alley  or  bridle  path,  open  to  the  use  of  the 
public,  as  a  matter  of  right,  for  purposes  of  travel. 

Taxicab  stand.  A  fixed  area  in  the  roadway 
alongside  and  parallel  to  the  curb  set  aside  for 
taxicabs  to  stand  or  wait  for  passengers. 

Terminal.  A  special  area,  including  buildings, 
structures  and  equipment  located  at  the  origin  or 
destination  of  a  transportation  movement  and  used 
for  the  transferring,  handling,  delivering  and  re- 
ceiving of  passengers  and  property. 

Through  street.  Every  public  way  or  portion 
thereof  at  the  entrance  to  which  vehicular  traffic 
from  intersecting  public  ways  is  required  by  law  to 
stop  before  entering  or  crossing  the  same  and  when 
stop  signs  are  erected  as  provided  in  this  chapter. 
Only  those  streets,  or  parts  of  streets,  which  have 
been  or  may  be  designated  as  through  streets  by 
the  city  council  shall  be  considered  as  such  for  the 
purpose  of  this  chapter. 

Trackless  trolley.  Every  motor  vehicle  of  the 
second  division,  propelled  by  electric  power  ob- 
tained from  overhead  trolley  wires,  but  not  operated 
upon  rails  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  persons. 

Traffic.  Pedestrians,  ridden  or  herded  animals, 
vehicles,  and  other  conveyances  either  singly  or 
together  while  using  any  public  way  for  purposes 
of  travel. 

Traffic  bureau.  The  traffic  bureau  of  the  police 
department  of  this  city. 

Traffic  control  devices.  All  signs,  signals,  mark- 
ings, and  devices  placed  or  erected  under  due  au- 
thority for  the  purpose  of  regulating,  warning,  or 
guiding  traffic. 


Traffic  control  signal.  Any  device,  whether  man- 
ually, electrically,  or  mechanically  operated,  by 
which  traffic  is  alternately  directed  to  stop  and 
proceed. 

Trailer.  Every  vehicle  without  motive  power  de- 
signed for  carrying  persons  or  property  and  for 
being  drawn  by  a  motor  vehicle  and  so  constructed 
that  no  part  of  its  weight  rests  upon  the  towing 
vehicle. 

Urban  district.  The  territory  contiguous  to  and 
including  any  street  which  is  built  up  with  struc- 
tures devoted  to  business,  industry  or  dwelling 
houses  situated  at  intervals  of  less  than  100  feet 
for  a  distance  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile  or  more. 

Vehicle.  Every  device  in,  upon,  or  by  which  any 
person  or  property  is  or  may  be  transported  or 
drawn  upon  a  highway,  except  devices  moved  by 
human  power  or  used  exclusively  upon  stationary 
rails  or  tracks. 

Yield  Right-of-Way.  When  required  by  an  offi- 
cial sign  means  the  act  of  granting  the  privilege  of 
the  immediate  use  of  the  intersecting  roadway  to 
traffic  within  the  intersection  and  to  vehicles  ap- 
proaching from  the  right  or  left,  but  when  the 
roadway  is  clear  may  proceed  into  the  intersection. 

Traffic  Control  Devices  and  Signs. 

27-201.  Obedience  to  devices.)  The  driver  of 
any  vehicle  shall  obey  the  instructions  of  any  offi- 
cial traffic-control  device  applicable  thereto  placed 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter, 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  a  police  officer,  sub- 
ject to  the  exceptions  granted  the  driver  of  an 
authorized  emergency  vehicle  in  this  chapter. 

27-202.  Traffic  control  signal  legend.)  When- 
ever traffic  is  controlled  by  traffic-control  signals 
exhibiting  different  colored  lights  successively  one 
at  a  time,  in  combination,  or  with  arrows,  the  fol- 
lowing colors  only  shall  be  used  and  said  lights 
shall  indicate  and  apply  to  drivers  of  vehicles  and 
pedestrians  as  follows: 

(a)  Green  alone  or  "Go". 

(1)  Vehicular  traffic  facing  the  signal  indica- 
tion, may  proceed  straight  through  or  turn  right 
or  left  unless  a  sign  at  such  place  prohibits  either 
such  turn.  But  vehicular  traffic,  including  vehi- 
cles turning  right  or  left,  shall  yield  the  right-of- 
way  to  other  vehicles  and  to  pedestrians  lawfully 
within  the  intersection  or  an  adjacent  crosswalk 
at  the  time  such  signal  indication  is  illuminated. 

(2)  Pedestrians  facing  the  signal  indication 
may  proceed  across  the  roadway  within  any 
marked  or  unmarked  crosswalk. 

(b)  Green  with  green  arrow. 

(1)  Vehicular  traffic  facing  such  signal  indi- 
cations, may  proceed  straight  through  or  turn 
right  or  left  unless  a  sign  at  such  place  prohibits 
either  such  turn.  But  vehicular  traffic  within  a 
lane  designated  and  restricted  as  a  turning  lane 
only  shall  enter  an  intersection  only  to  make  the 
movement  indicated  by  such  arrow  when  it  is 
illuminated  and  shall  yield  the  right-of-way  to 
pedestrians  lawfully  within  a  crosswalk  and  to 
other  traffic  lawfully  using  the  intersection. 

(2)  Pedestrians  facing  such  signal  indications 
may  proceed  across  the  roadway  within  any 
marked  or  unmarked  crosswalk. 

(c)  Yellow  or  "Caution"  when  shown  with  or 
following  the  green  or  "go"  signal. 

(1)  Vehicular  traffic  facing  the  signal  shall 
stop  before  entering  the  nearest  crosswalk  at 
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the  intersection,  but  if  such  stop  cannot  be  made 
in  safety,  a  vehicle  may  be  driven  cautiously 
through  the  intersection. 

(2)  No  pedestrian  facing  such  signal  indica- 
tions shall  enter  the  roadway  until  the  green  or 
"Gro"  signal  indication  is  illuminated  alone  unless 
authorized  so  to  do  by  a  pedestrian  "Walk" 
signal  indication. 

(d)  Yellow  or  "Caution"  when  illuminated  in 
combination  with  the  red  or  "Stop"  signal  indication. 

(1)  Vehicular  traffic  facing  the  signal  indica- 
tions is  thereby  informed  that  the  green  or  "Go" 
signal  indication  will  be  illuminated  immediately 
thereafter  and  such  vehicular  traffic  shall  remain 
standing  until  the  green  or  "Go"  signal  indication 
is  illuminated  alone. 

(2)  No  pedestrian  facing  such  signal  indica- 
tions shall  enter  the  roadway  until  the  green 
or  "Go"  signal  indication  is  illuminated  alone 
unless  authorized  so  to  do  by  a  pedestrian  "Walk" 
signal  indication. 

(e)  Red  or  "stop". 

(1)  Vehicular  traffic  facing  the  signal  indica- 
tion shall  stop  before  entering  the  intersection 
at  a  marking  on  the  pavement  indicating  where 
the  stop  shall  be  made,  but  in  the  absence  of  any 
such  marking  shall  stop  at  the  signal  device  and 
shall  remain  standing  until  the  green  or  "Go" 
signal  indication  is  illuminated  alone. 

(2)  No  pedestrian  facing  such  signal  indica- 
tion shall  enter  the  roadway  unless  he  can  do  so 
safely  and  without  interfering  with  any  vehicular 
traffic. 

(f )  Red  with  green  arrow  or  green  arrow  alone. 

(1)  Vehicular  traffic  facing  such  signal  indi- 
cations may  cautiously  enter  the  intersection 
only  to  make  the  movement  indicated  by  such 
arrow  but  shall  yield  the  right-of-way  to  pedes- 
trians lawfully  within  a  crosswalk  and  to  other 
traffic  lawfully  using  the  intersection. 

(2)  No  pedestrian  facing  such  signal  indica- 
tions or  indication  shall  enter  the  roadway  until 
the  green  or  "Go"  signal  indication  is  illuminated 
alone  unless  authorized  so  to  do  by  a  pedestrian 
"Walk"  signal  indication. 

(g)  In  the  event  an  official  traffic-control  signal 
is  erected  and  maintained  at  a  place  other  than  an 
intersection,  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  applicable  except  as  to  those  provisions  which 
by  their  nature  can  have  no  application.  Any  stop 
required  shall  be  made  at  a  sign  or  marking  on  the 
pavement  indicating  where  the  stop  shall  be  made, 
but  in  the  absence  of  any  such  sign  or  marking  the 
stop  shall  be  made  at  the  signal. 

27-203.  Flashing  signals.)  Whenever  flashing 
red  or  yellow  signal  indications  are  used  they  shall 
require  obedience  by  vehicular  traffic  as  follows: 

(1)  Flashing  red  (stop  signal  indication). 
When  a  red  lens  is  illuminated  with  rapid  inter- 
mittent flashes,  the  operator  of  any  vehicle  shall 
stop  before  entering  the  nearest  cros.swalk  at  an 
intersection  or  at  a  limit  line  when  marked,  or, 
if  none,  then  before  entering  the  intersection  at 
the  signal,  and  the  right  to  proceed  shall  be 
subject  to  the  rules  applicable  after  making  a 
stop  at  a  stop  sign. 

(2)  Flashing  yellow  (caution  signal  indica- 
tion). When  a  yellow  lens  is  illuminated  with 
rapid  intermittent  flashes,  the  operator  of  any 
vehicle  may  proceed  through  the  intersection 
or  past  such  signal  only  with  caution. 


27-204.  Lane-Control  Signals.)  Whenever  vehic- 
ular traffic  is  controlled  and  directed  by  overhead 
lane-control  signals  displaying  different  illuminated 
colored  indications,  one  over  each  lane,  the  follow- 
ing indications  only  shall  be  used  and  said  illumi- 
nated colored  lane-control-signal  indications  shall 
apply  to  drivers  of  vehicles  as  follows : 

(A)  Green  indication,  12  inches  square  or  larger. 
Vehicular  traffic  facing  the  signal  may  proceed 

in  the  lane  directly  under  the  illuminated  green 
overhead  lane-control  signal,  provided  that  no  traf- 
fic control  signal  indicates  a  stop  by  displa\'ing  an 
illuminated  red  indication. 

(B)  Red  indication,  12  inches  square  or  larger. 
Vehicular  traffic  facing  the  signal  is  prohibited 

from  using  the  lane  directly  under  the  illuminated 
red  overhead  lane-control  signal  regardless  of  any 
illuminated  green  indication  displayed  by  traffic- 
control  signal. 

27-205.  Avoidance  of  signals.)  No  operator  of 
a  vehicle  shall  attempt  to  avoid  obedience  to  any 
traffic-control  device  or  traffic-control  signal  by 
driving  upon  or  through  any  private  property,  any 
alley  or  any  traffic  island. 

27-206.  Interference  with  official  trafric-control 
devices  or  railroad  signs  or  signals.)  No  person 
shall  without  lawful  authority  attempt  to  or  in 
fact  alter,  deface,  injure,  knock  down,  or  remove 
any  official  traffic-control  device  or  any  railroad 
sign  or  signal  or  any  inscription,  shield,  or  insigne 
thereon,  or  any  part  thereof. 

27-207.  Signs.)  No  provision  of  any  traffic  ordi- 
nance for  which  signs  are  required  shall  be  en- 
forced against  an  alleged  violator  if  at  the  time  and 
place  of  the  alleged  violation  an  official  sign  is  not 
in  proper  position  and  sufficiently  legible  to  be  seen 
by  an  ordinarily  observant  person.  Whenever  a 
particular  section  does  not  state  that  signs  are  re- 
quired, such  section  shall  be  effective  even  though 
no  signs  are  erected  or  in  place. 

27-208.  Play  street  barricades  and  signs.)  Dur- 
ing the  hours  that  any  play  street  is  in  use  for 
purposes  of  recreation,  the  roadway  thereof  shall 
be  closed  to  vehicular  traffic  by  ropes  or  other  re- 
movable barriers,  and  at  each  end  of  such  section 
there  shall  be  placed  a  standard  or  sign  on  which 
shall  be  printed,  in  letters  plainly  legible  for  a 
distance  of  one  hundred  feet,  a  notice  designating 
such  street  as  a  play  street. 

Such  signs  shall  be  kept  in  place  until  the  close 
of  the  period  of  recreation  each  day  that  it  is  so 
used,  and  shall  then  be  removed,  together  with  the 
said  barriers. 

27-209.  Unauthorized  signs,  signals  or  mark- 
ings.) (a)  No  person  shall  place,  maintain,  or 
display  upon  or  in  view  of  any  public  way  any  unau- 
thorized sign,  signal,  marking,  or  device  which  pur- 
ports to  be  or  is  an  imitation  of  or  resembles  an 
official  traffic-control  device  or  railroad  sign  or 
signal,  or  which  attempts  to  direct  the  movement 
of  traffic,  or  which  hides  from  view  or  interferes 
with  the  effectiveness  of  any  official  traffic-control 
device  or  any  railroad  sign  or  signal,  and  no  person 
shall  place  or  maintain  nor  shall  any  public  author- 
ity permit  upon  any  public  way  any  traffic  sign  or 
.signal  bearing  thereon  any  commercial  advertising. 
This  shall  not  be  deemed  to  prohibit  the  erection 
upon  private  property  adjacent  to  public  ways  of 
signs  giving  useful  directional  information  and  of 
a  type  that  cannot  be  mistaken  for  official  signs. 

(b)  Every  such  prohibited  sign,  signal,  or  mark- 
ing is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  nuisance  and 
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the  commissioner  of  streets  and  sanitation  is  hereby 
empowered  to  and  shall  remove  the  same  or  cause 
it  to  be  removed  without  notice. 

37-210.    Controlled  access  highway  restrictions.) 

When  official  signs  have  been  erected  on  any  con- 
trolled access  highway  prohibiting  the  use  of  the 
roadway  by  pedestrians,  bicycles,  or  other  non- 
motorized  traffic  or  by  any  person  operating  any 
motor  driven  cycle,  no  person  shall  disobey  the 
restrictions  stated  on  such  signs. 

27-211.  Traffic  lanes.)  Where  traffic  lanes  have 
been  marked  to  preserve  a  regular  alignment  of 
traffic,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  driver  of  any 
vehicle  to  fail  or  refuse  to  keep  his  vehicle  within 
the  designated  boundaries  of  any  such  lane  except 
when  lawfully  passing  another  vehicle. 

27-212.  Speed  Limits.)  The  provisions  of  Arti- 
cle VI  of  the  "Uniform  Act  Regulating  Traffic  on 
Highways"  shall  be  applicable  on  all  streets  within 
and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  city.  The  absolute 
statutory  urban  speed  limit  shall  be  30  miles  per 
hour  in  streets  and  15  miles  per  hour  in  alleys.  The 
absolute  statutory  non-urban  speed  limit  shall  be 
65  miles  per  Ivour.  Where  the  Commissioner  of 
Streets  and  Sanitation  has  determined  on  the  basis 
of  an  engineering  or  traffic  investigation  that  the 
said  speed  limits  are  greater  or  less  than  is  reason- 
able or  safe  with  respect  to  the  conditions  found 
to  exist  at  any  place  or  along  any  part  or  zone  of 
any  street  or  highway,  but  not  of  any  alley,  the 
said  urban  speed  limits  may  be  increased  but  not  in 
excess  of  65  miles  per  hour  and  may  be  diminished 
but  not  to  less  than  20  miles  per  hour  and  said 
non-urban  speed  limit  may  be  diminished  but  not  to 
less  than  35  miles  per  hour,  when  such  determina- 
tion is  approved  by  an  ordinance  of  the  city  council. 
Such  ordinance  altering  said  speed  limits  shall  be 
enforceable  when  appropriate  signs  giving  notice  of 
the  limits  are  erected  at  the  proper  places  along 
the  proper  part  or  zone  of  the  street  or  highway. 

27-213.  Minimum  Speed  Regulation.)  No  per- 
son shall  drive  a  motor  vehicle  at  such  a  slow  speed 
as  to  impede  or  block  the  normal  and  reasonable 
movement  of  traffic  except  when  reduced  speed  is 
necessary  for  safe  operation  of  his  vehicle  or  in 
compliance  with  law. 

Turning  Movements. 

27-214.  Turning  at  intersections.)  The  driver 
of  a  vehicle  intending  to  turn  at  an  intersection 
shall  do  so  as  follows : 

(a)  Right  turns.  Both  the  approach  for  a  right 
turn  and  a  right  turn  shall  be  made  as  close  as 
practicable  to  the  right-hand  curb  or  edge  of  the 
roadway. 

(b)  Left  turns  on  two-way  roadways.    At  any 

intersection  where  traffic  is  permitted  to  move  in 
both  directions  on  each  roadway  entering  the  in- 
tersection, an  approach  for  a  left  turn  shall  be 
made  in  that  portion  of  the  right  half  of  the  road- 
way nearest  the  center  line  thereof  and  by  passing 
to  the  right  of  such  center  line  where  it  enters 
the  intersection  or  on  that  portion  of  the  roadway 
that  may  be  specifically  designated  for  such  purpose 
by  appropriate  markings,  and  after  entering  the 
intersection  the  left  turn  shall  be  made  so  as  to 
leave  the  intersection  to  the  right  of  the  center  line 
of  the  roadway  being  entered.  Whenever  practicable 
the  left  turn  shall  be  made  in  that  portion  of  the 
intersection  to  the  left  of  the  center  of  the  inter- 
section. 

(c)  Left  turns  on  other  than  two-way  road- 
ways.   At  any  intersection  where  traffic  is  restricted 


to  one  direction  on  one  or  more  of  the  roadways, 
the  driver  of  a  vehicle  intending  to  turn  left  at 
any  such  intersection  shall  approach  the  intersec- 
tion in  the  extreme  left-hand  lane  lawfully  available 
to  traffic  moving  in  the  direction  of  travel  of  such 
vehicle  or  on  that  portion  of  the  roadway  that  may 
be  specifically  designated  for  such  purpose  by  ap- 
propriate markings,  and  after  entering  the  inter- 
section the  left  turn  shall  be  made  so  as  to  leave 
the  intersection,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  in  the 
left-hand  lane  lawfully  available  to  traffic  moving 
in  such  direction  upon  the  roadway  being  entered. 

(d)  Right-of-Way  on  Left  turn.  The  driver  of 
a  vehicle  within  an  intersection  intending  to  turn 
to  the  left  shall  yield  the  right-of-way  to  any  vehicle 
approaching  from  the  opposite  direction  which  is 
within  the  intersection  or  so  close  thereto  as  to  con- 
stitute an  immediate  hazard,  but  said  driver,  having 
so  yielded  and  having  given  a  signal  when  and  as 
required,  may  make  such  left  turn  and  the  drivers 
of  all  other  vehicles  approaching  the  intersection 
from  said  opposite  direction  shall  yield  the  right-of- 
way  to  the  vehicle  making  the  left  turn. 

(e)  When  authorized  markers,  buttons,  or  other 
indications  are  placed  within  an  intersection  indicat- 
ing the  course  to  be  traveled  by  vehicles  turning 
thereat,  no  driver  of  a  vehicle  shall  disobey  the 
directions  of  such  indications. 

27-215.    Limitations  on  turning  around.)  The 

driver  of  any  vehicle  shall  not  turn  such  vehicle 
so  as  to  proceed  in  the  opposite  direction,  upon  any 
street  or  part  of  any  street  where  such  turns  are 
permitted,  at  any  point  closer  than  one  hundred 
feet  to  any  street  intersection  nor  when  such  turn 
cannot  be  made  in  safety  and  without  interfering 
with  other  traffic. 

27-216.  Limitations  on  turning  around  on  boule- 
vards.) It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  operator  of 
any  vehicle  to  turn  such  vehicle  in  any  boulevard 
so  as  to  proceed  in  the  opposite  direction,  unless 
appropriate  signs  are  erected  to  permit  such  turns. 

27-217.    Turning  around  in  Loop  district.)  It 

shall  be  unlawful  for  the  operator  of  any  vehicle 
to  turn  such  vehicle  in  any  street  so  as  to  proceed 
in  the  opposite  direction  in  the  territory  bounded 
by  and  including  E.  and  W.  Lake  street  on  the 
north,  N.  and  S.  Wabash  avenue  on  the  east,  E. 
and  W.  Van  Buren  street  on  the  south,  and  N.  and 
S.  Franklin  street  on  the  west,  unless  signs  are 
erected  to  permit  such  turns.  The  commissioner  of 
streets  and  sanitation  is  authorized  to  determine 
those  places  in  said  area  where  such  turns  may  be 
permitted  on  the  roadway  and  to  erect  appropriate 
signs  giving  notice  thereof. 

27-218.  No-turn  signs.)  Whenever  authorized 
signs  are  erected  indicating  that  no  right  or  left 
turn  or  turn  in  the  opposite  direction  is  permitted, 
no  driver  of  a  vehicle  shall  disobey  the  directions 
of  any  such  sign. 

One-Way  Streets  and  Alleys. 

27-219.  Movement  of  traffic  on  one-way  streets 
and  alleys.)  Upon  those  streets  and  parts  of 
streets  and  in  those  alleys  so  designated  as  one-way 
streets  or  alleys,  vehicular  traffic  shall  move  only 
in  the  indicated  direction  when  signs  indicating  the 
direction  of  traffic  are  erected  and  maintained  at 
intersections  and  alleys  where  movement  in  the 
opposite  direction  is  prohibited. 

27.220.  One-way  restrictions  during  certain  peri- 
ods.) It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  drive 
any  vehicle  in  violation  of  markings,  signs,  barriers 
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or  other  devices  so  placed  to  designate  streets,  parts 
of  streets  or  specific  lanes  thereon  upon  which  vehi- 
cular traffic  shall  proceed  in  one  direction  during 
one  period  and  the  opposite  direction  during  another 
period  of  the  day. 

Stop  and  Yield  Intersections,  Railroad  and 
Bridge  Crossings. 

27-^21.  Vehicles  required  to  stop.)  When  stop 
signs  are  erected  as  herein  provided  at  or  near  the 
entrance  to  any  intersection,  every  operator  of  a 
vehicle  shall  stop  such  vehicle  at  such  sign  or  at  a 
clearly  marked  stop  line  before  entering  the  inter- 
section except  when  directed  to  proceed  by  a  police 
officer. 

27-222.  Vehicles  entering  through  street  stop 
or  stop  intersection.)  (a)  After  the  operator  of 
a  vehicle  has  stopped  at  the  entrance  to  a  through 
street,  such  operator  shall  yield  the  right-of-way 
to  other  vehicles  which  have  entered  the  intersec- 
tion from  said  through  street  or  which  are  approach- 
ing so  closely  on  said  through  street  as  to  constitute 
an  immediate  hazard,  but  said  operator  having 
so  jdelded,  may  proceed  and  the  operators  of  all 
other  vehicles  approaching  the  intersection  on  said 
through  street  shall  yield  the  right-of-way  to  the 
vehicle  so  proceeding  into  or  across  the  through 
street. 

b)  After  the  operator  of  a  vehicle  has  stopped 
in  obedience  to  a  stop  sign,  at  an  intersection  where 
a  stop  sign  is  erected  at  one  or  more  entrances 
thereto  although  not  a  part  of  a  through  street, 
such  operator  shall  proceed  cautiously  yielding  to 
vehicles  not  so  obliged  to  stop  which  are  within  the 
intersection  or  approaching  so  closely  as  to  con- 
stitute an  immediate  hazard,  but  may  then  proceed. 

27-223.  Emerging  from  alley,  driveway  or  build- 
ing.) The  driver  of  a  vehicle  emerging  from  an 
allej',  driveway,  or  building  shall  stop  such  vehicle 
immediatel}'  prior  to  driving  onto  a  sidewalk  or  onto 
the  sidewalk  area  extending  across  any  alleyway, 
yielding  the  right-of-way  to  any  pedestrian  as  may 
be  necessary  to  avoid  collision,  and  upon  entering 
the  roadway  shall  yield  the  right-of-way  to  all  vehi- 
cles approaching  on  said  roadway. 

27-224.  Stop  when  traffic  obstructed.)  No  op- 
erator of  a  vehicle  shall  enter  an  intersection  or 
crosswalk  unless  there  is  sufficient  space  bej'ond 
such  intersection  or  crosswalk  in  the  direction  in 
which  such  vehicle  is  proceeding  to  accommodate 
the  vehicle  without  obstructing  the  passage  of  other 
vehicular  traffic  or  pedestrians,  notwithstanding  any 
traffic-control  signal  indication  to  proceed. 

27-225.  Yield  Kight-of-Way  signs.)  Where 
preference  is  given  to  traffic  through  any  intersec- 
tion on  any  roadway  and  specified  entrances  to  said 
intersections  are  designated  as  yield  right-of-way 
entrances  by  the  erection  of  yield  right-of-way 
signs : 

(a)  The  driver  of  a  vehicle  in  obedience  to  a 
yield  right-of-way  sign  shall  slow  down  to  a  speed 
reasonable  for  the  existing  conditions  or  shall  stop 
if  necessary  and  shall  yield  the  right-of-way  to 
other  vehicles  which  have  entered  the  intersecting 
roadway  either  from  the  right  or  left  or  which  are 
approaching  so  closely  on  said  intersecting  roadway 
as  to  constitute  an  immediate  hazard,  but  said 
driver  having  so  yielded  may  proceed  at  such  time 
as  a  safe  interval  occurs. 

27-226.  Obedience  to  signal  indicating  approach 
of  railroad  train.)  (a)  Whenever  any  person 
driving  a  vehicle  approaches  a  railroad  grade  cross- 


ing under  any  of  the  circumstances  stated  in  this 
section,  the  driver  of  such  vehicle  shall  stop  not 
less  than  10  feet  from  the  nearest  rail  of  such 
railroad,  and  shall  not  proceed  until  he  can  do  so 
safely.  The  foregoing  requirements  shall  apply 
when: 

(1)  A  clearly  visible  electric  or  mechanical 
signal  device  gives  warning  of  the  immediate 
approach  of  a  train. 

(2)  A  crossing  gate  is  lowered  or  when  a 
human  flagman  gives  or  continues  to  give  a  signal 
of  the  approach  or  passage  of  a  train. 

(3)  A  train  approaching  within  approximate- 
ly 1500  feet  of  the  street  or  highway  crossing 
emits  a  signal  audible  from  such  a  distance  and 
such  train,  by  reason  of  its  speed  or  nearness  to 
such  crossing,  is  an  immediate  hazard. 

(4)  An  approaching  train  is  plainly  visible 
and  is  in  hazardous  proximity  to  such  crossing. 

(b)  No  person  shall  drive  any  vehicle  through, 
around,  or  under  any  crossing  gate  or  barrier  at  a 
railroad  grade  crossing  while  such  gate  or  barrier 
is  closed  or  is  being  opened  or  closed. 

(c)  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  also  be 
applicable  to  elevated  railroad  grade  crossings 
where  elevated  railroad  trains  operate  at  ground 
level. 

27-227.    Obedience  to  bridge  signals.)     (a)  No 

operator  of  a  vehicle  shall  drive  onto  or  allow  such 
vehicle  to  remain  upon  a  bridge  or  the  approach 
thereto  beyond  the  bridge  signal,  gate,  or  barrier 
after  a  bridge  operation  signal  indication  has  been 
given. 

(b)  Whenever  the  operator  of  a  vehicle  stops 
for  a  bridge  operation  signal  indication  as  aforesaid, 
he  shall  stop  such  vehicle  so  as  not  to  impede  traffic 
movement  within  any  intersection  adjacent  to  or 
near  said  bridge. 

(c)  No  pedestrian  shall  enter  or  remain  upon 
any  bridge  or  approach  thereto  beyond  the  bridge 
signal,  gate,  or  barrier  after  a  bridge  operation 
signal  indication  has  been  given. 

Kight-of-Way. 

27-228.  Operation  of  vehicles  on  approach  of 
authorized  emergency  vehicles.)  (a)  Upon  the 
immediate  approach  of  an  authorized  emergency 
vehicle  operated  as  a  police  vehicle  giving  audible 
signal  by  siren,  exhaust  whistle,  or  bell  or  when 
such  police  vehicle  is  equipped  with  at  least  one 
lighted  lamp  displaying  an  oscillating,  rotating,  or 
flashing  red  beam,  or  upon  the  immediate  approach 
of  any  other  authorized  emergency  vehicle  giving 
audible  signal  by  siren,  exhaust  whistle  or  bell  and 
when  such  other  vehicle  is  equipped  with  at  least 
one  lighted  lamp  displaying  an  oscillating,  rotating 
or  flashing  red  beam  visible  under  normal  atmos- 
pheric conditions  from  a  distance  of  500  feet  to  the 
front  of  such  vehicle. 

The  driver  of  every  other  vehicle  shall  yield  the 
right-of-way  and  shall  immediately  drive  to  a 
position  parallel  to,  and  as  close  as  possible  to, 
the  right-hand  edge  or  curb,  except  on  one-way 
streets  where  driver  shall  drive  as  close  as  possible 
to  nearest  edge  or  curb,  of  the  roadway  dear  of 
any  intersection  and  shall  stoo  and  remain  in  such 
position  until  the  authorized  emergency  vehicle  has 
passed,  except  when  otherwise  directed  by  a  police 
officer  or  a  fireman  in  the  lawful  exercise  of  his 
duties  as  provided  in  this  chapter. 
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(b)  This  section  shall  not  operate  to  relieve  the 
driver  of  an  authorized  emergency  vehicle  from  the 
duty  to  drive  with  due  regard  for  the  safety  of  all 
persons  using  the  highway. 

27-229.  Kight-of -Way  Stop  Intersection.)  Where 
stop  signs  or  flashing  red  signals  are  in  place  at  an 
intersection  or  at  a  plainly  marked  crosswalk  be- 
tween intersections,  drivers  of  vehicles  shall  stop 
before  entering  the  nearest  crosswalk  and  pedes- 
trians within  or  entering  the  crosswalk  at  either 
edge  of  the  roadway  shall  have  the  right-of-way 
over  vehicles  so  stopped.  Drivers  of  vehicles  having 
so  yielded  the  right-of-way  to  pedestrians  entering 
or  within  the  nearest  crosswalk  at  an  intersection 
shall  also  yield  the  right-of-way  to  pedestrians 
within  any  other  crosswalk  at  the  intersection. 

27-230.  Right-of-way  at  unprotected  intersec- 
tion.) (a)  The  driver  of  a  vehicle  approaching 
an  intersection  shall  yield  the  right-of-way  to  a 
vehicle  which  has  entered  the  intersection  from  a 
different  roadway; 

(b)  When  two  vehicles  enter  an  intersection  from 
different  streets  at  approximately  the  same  time, 
the  driver  of  the  vehicle  on  the  left  shall  yield  the 
right-of-way  to  the  vehicle  on  the  right. 

(c)  The  right-of-way  rules  declared  in  para- 
graphs (a)  and  (b)  are  modified  at  through  streets 
as  provided  elsewhere  in  this  chapter. 

27-231.  Right-of-way  in  crosswalk.)  (a)  When 
the  movement  of  traffic  is  not  controlled  by  official 
traffic-control  signals  or  a  police  officer,  the  driver 
of  a  vehicle  shall  yield  the  right-of-way,  slovdng 
down  or  stopping  if  need  be  so  to  yield,  to  a  pedes- 
trian crossing  the  roadway  within  a  crosswalk 
when  the  pedestrian  is  upon  the  half  of  the  roadway 
upon  which  the  vehicle  is  traveling,  or  when  the 
pedestrian  is  approaching  so  closely  from  the  oppo- 
site half  of  the  roadway  as  to  be  in  danger. 

27-232.    Right-of-way  to  Equestrians.)  The 

driver  of  any  vehicle  shall  yield  the  right-of-way  to 
a  person  riding  a  horse  on  bridle  paths  where  such 
bridle  paths  cross  driveways,  when  signalled  to  do 
so  by  the  raising  of  the  arm  of  the  rider. 

Nothing  in  this  section  shall  relieve  an  equestrian 
from  the  duty  of  exercising  due  care  and  of  obeying 
official  traffic  control  devices. 

27-233.  Blind  Persons.)  (a)  Any  blind  person 
who  is  carrying  in  a  raised  or  extended  position  a 
cane  or  walking  stick  which  is  white  in  color  or 
white  tipped  with  red,  or  who  is  being  guided  by  a 
dog,  shall  have  the  right-of-way  in  crossing  any 
roadway,  whether  or  not  traffic  on  such  roadway 
is  controlled  by  traffic  signals,  anything  in  this 
Chapter  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

(b)  The  driver  of  every  vehicle  approaching  the 
place  where  a  blind  person,  so  carrying  such  a  cane 
or  walking  stick  or  being  so  guided,  is  crossing  a 
roadway  shall  bring  his  vehicle  to  a  full  stop  and 
before  proceeding  shall  take  such  precautions  as 
maj^  be  necessary  to  avoid  injury  to  the  blind 
person. 

(c)  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  a  blind  person  who  is  not  so  carrying  such  a  cane 
or  walking  stick  or  who  is  not  guided  by  a  dog,  but 
the  other  provisions  of  this  Chapter  relating  to 
pedestrians  shall  then  be  applicable  to  such  person. 

27-234.  Designation  and  right-of-way  of  funeral 
processions.)  (a)  All  motor  vehicles  participating 
in  a  funeral  procession,  when  proceeding  to  any 
place  of  burial,  shall  display  illuminated  headlamps 
thereon  and  shall  carry  on  the  right-hand  side  of 


the  windshield  thereof  a  card,  which  shall  be  white 
in  color  and  upon  which  shall  be  printed,  stamped 
or  stained  a  purple  cross  or  star,  the  extremities  of 
which  shall  extend  to  the  edge  of  such  card. 

(b)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  undertaker  having 
charge  of  a  funeral  procession  to  supply  each  motor 
vehicle  in  such  procession  with  a  card  as  described 
herein. 

(c)  All  motor  vehicles  so  designated  shall  have 
right-of-way  over  all  other  vehicles,  except  fire  ap- 
paratus, ambulances  and  police  vehicles,  at  any 
roadway  intersection  within  the  city  and  may  pro- 
ceed through  stop  street  or  signalized  intersections 
with  proper  caution  and  safety. 

27-235.  Driving  through  funeral  or  other  pro- 
cession.) No  operator  of  a  vehicle  shall  drive  be- 
tween the  vehicles,  persons,  or  animals  comprising 
a  funeral  or  other  authorized  procession  except 
when  otherwise  directed  by  a  police  officer.  This 
provision  shall  not  apply  to  authorized  emergency 
vehicles  as  defined  in  this  chapter. 

Overtaking  Vehicles. 

27-236.    Overtaking  vehicle  on  the  left.)  The 

following  rules  shall  govern  the  overtaking  and 
passing  of  vehicles  proceeding  in  the  same  direction, 
subject  to  those  limitations,  exceptions,  and  special 
rules  hereinafter  stated: 

(a)  The  driver  of  a  vehicle  overtaking  another 
vehicle  proceeding  in  the  same  direction  shall  pass 
to  the  left  thereof  at  a  safe  distance  and  shall  not 
again  drive  to  the  right  side  of  the  roadway  until 
safely  clear  of  the  overtaken  vehicle. 

(b)  Except  w^hen  overtaking  and  passing  on  the 
right  is  permitted,  the  driver  of  an  overtaken  vehicle 
shall  give  way  to  the  right  in  favor  of  the  over- 
taking vehicle  on  audible  signal  and  shall  not  in- 
crease the  speed  of  his  vehicle  until  completely 
passed  by  the  overtaking  vehicle. 

27-237.  Overtaking  vehicle  on  the  right.)  (a) 
The  driver  of  a  vehicle  may  overtake  and  pass  upon 
the  right  of  another  vehicle  only  under  the  follow- 
ing conditions: 

1.  When  the  vehicle  overtaken  is  making  or 
about  to  make  a  left  turn ;  providing  there  is  suf- 
ficient safe  clearance  distance  between  the  turn- 
ing vehicle  and  the  right  edge  of  the  roadway. 

2.  Upon  any  roadway  with  unobstructed  pave- 
ment not  occupied  by  parked  vehicles  of  sufficient 
width  for  two  or  more  lanes  of  moving  vehicles 
in  each  direction. 

3.  Upon  a  one-way  street,  or  upon  any  roadway 
on  which  traffic  is  restricted  to  one  direction  of 
movement,  where  the  roadway  is  free  from  ob- 
structions and  of  sufficient  width  for  two  or  more 
lanes  of  moving  vehicles. 

(b)  The  driver  of  a  vehicle  may  overtake  and 
pass  another  vehicle  upon  the  right  only  under  con- 
ditions permitting  such  movement  in  safety.  In  no 
event  shall  such  movement  be  made  by  driving  off 
the  pavement  or  main-traveled  portion  of  the  road- 
way. 

27-238.    Limitation  on  overtaking  on  the  left.) 

No  vehicle  shall  be  driven  to  the  left  side  of  the 
center  of  the  roadway  in  overtaking  and  passing 
another  vehicle  proceeding  in  the  same  direction  un- 
less such  left  side  is  clearly  visible  and  is  free  of 
oncoming  traffic  for  a  sufficient  distance  ahead  to 
permit  such  overtaking  and  passing  to  be  completely 
made  without  interfering  with  the  safe  operation  of 
any  vehicle  approaching  from  the  opposite  direction 
of  any  vehicle  overtaken.  In  every  event  the  over- 
taking vehicle  must  return  to  the  right-hand  side  of 
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the  roadway  before  coming  within  100  feet  of  any 
vehicle  approaching  from  the  opposite  direction. 

27-239.    Driving  on  right  side  of  the  roadway.) 

(a)  All  vehicles  shall  be  driven  in  the  right- 
hand  lane  available  for  traffic  or  as  close  as  prac- 
ticable to  the  right-hand  curb  or  edge  of  the  road- 
way: 

1.  When  proceeding  at  less  than  the  normal 
speed  of  traffic  at  the  time  and  place  and  under 
the  conditions  then  existing. 

2.  When  designed  and  used  for  transportation, 
pulling  or  hauling  of  freight,  except  when  over- 
taking and  passing  another  vehicle  proceeding  in 
the  same  direction  or  when  preparing  for  a  left 
turn  at  an  intersection  or  into  a  private  road  or 
driveway. 

(b)  Upon  all  roadways  of  sufficient  width  a  vehi- 
cle shall  be  driven  in  the  right-hand  lane  available 
for  traffic,  except  as  follows: 

1.  When  the  right  half  of  a  roadway  is  closed 
to  traffic  while  under  construction  or  repair; 

2.  Upon  a  roadway  divided  into  three  marked 
lanes  for  traffic  under  the  rules  applicable  there- 
on; or 

3.  Upon  a  roadway  designated  and  sign  posted 
for  one-way  traffic. 

27-240.  Overtaking  School  Bus.)  (a)  The  driver 
of  a  vehicle,  upon  a  street  or  highway  outside  of  a 
business  or  residence  district  upon  meeting  or  over- 
taking, from  either  direction,  any  school  bus  which 
has  stopped  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  or  dis- 
charging any  school  children,  shall  stop  the  vehicle 
before  reaching  such  school  bus  where  there  is  in 
operation  on  said  school  bus  a  visual  signal  as 
speeified  in  Sec.  113.01  of  the  Uniform  Act  Regu- 
lating Traffic  on  Highways,  and  said  driver  shall  not 
proceed  until  such  school  bus  resumes  motion,  or  is 
signalled  by  the  school  bus  driver  to  proceed,  or  the 
visual  signals  are  no  longer  actuated. 

(b)  Every  bus  used  for  the  transportation  of 
school  children  shall  bear  upon  the  front  and  rear 
thereof  plainly  visible  signs  containing  the  words 
"school  bus"  in  letters  not  less  than  8  inches  in 
height,  and  in  addition  shall  be  equipped  with  visual 
signals  meeting  the  requirements  of  Sec.  113.01  of 
the  Uniform  Act  Regulating  Traffic  on  Highways 
which  shall  be  actuated  by  the  driver  of  said  school 
bus  whenever  the  brakes  are  applied. 

(c)  The  driver  of  a  vehicle  upon  a  street  or  high- 
way of  which  the  roadways  for  traffic  moving  in 
opposite  directions  are  separated  by  a  strip  of 
ground  which  is  not  surfaced  or  suitable  for  vehicu- 
lar traffic  need  not  stop  his  vehicle  upon  meeting  or 
passing  a  school  bus  which  is  on  the  opposite  road- 
way; and  need  not  stop  his  vehicle  when  driving 
upon  a  controlled  access  highway  when  a  school  bus 
is  stopped  in  a  loading  zone  adjacent  to  the  surfaced 
or  improved  part  of  the  controlled  access  highway 
where  pedestrians  are  not  permitted  to  cross  such 
controlled  access  highway. 

27-241.  Overtaking  at  intersections.)  Whenever 
any  vehicle  is  stopped  at  a  marked  crosswalk  or  at 
any  unmarked  crosswalk  at  an  intersection  to  per- 
mit a  pedestrian  to  cross  the  roadway,  the  driver 
of  any  other  vehicle  approaching  from  the  rear  shall 
not  overtake  or  pass  such  stopped  vehicle. 

Driving  Rules. 
27-242.    Obedience  to  traffic  ordinance.)    It  shall 


be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  do  any  act  forbidden 
or  fail  to  perform  any  act  required  in  this  chapter. 

27-243.  Public  employees.)  The  provisions  of 
this  chapter  shall  apply  to  the  driver  of  any  vehicle 
owned  by  or  used  in  the  service  of  the  United  States 
government,  this  state,  or  any  pohtical  subdivision 
thereof,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  said  driver 
to  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter, 
except  as  otherwise  permitted  in  this  chapter  or  by 
state  statute. 

27-244.  Obedience  to  police  and  fire  department 
orders.)  No  person  shall  willfully  fail  or  refuse  to 
comply  with  any  lawful  order  or  direction  of  a 
police  officer,  fire  department  official,  or  any  other 
authorized  officer. 

27-245.  Following  fire  apparatus.)  The  driver  of 
any  vehicle  other  than  one  on  official  business  shall 
not  follow  any  fire  apparatus  traveling  in  response 
to  a  fire  alarm  closer  than  500  feet  or  drive  into  or 
park  such  vehicle  within  the  block  where  the  fire 
apparatus  has  stopped  in  answer  to  a  fire  alarm. 

27-246.  Crossing  fire  hose.)  No  vehicle  shall  be 
driven  over  any  unprotected  hose  of  a  fire  depart- 
ment when  laid  down  on  any  street  or  private 
driveway  without  the  consent  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment official  in  command. 

27-247.  Play  streets — traffic  restrictions.)  When- 
ever authorized  signs  are  erected  indicating  any 
street  or  part  thereof  as  a  play  street,  no  person 
shall  drive  a  vehicle  upon  any  such  street  or  portion 
thereof  except  drivers  of  vehicles  having  business  or 
whose  residences  are  within  such  closed  area,  and 
then  any  said  driver  shall  exercise  the  greatest  care 
in  driving  upon  any  such  street  or  portion  thereof. 

27-248.  Driving  within  sidewalk  or  parkway 
areas.)  The  driver  of  a  vehicle  shall  not  drive 
within  any  sidewalk  area  or  within  any  parkway 
area  between  a  sidewalk  area  and  the  curb  of  a 
roadway  except  at  a  permanent  or  temporary 
driveway. 

27-249.  Driving  through  safety  zones.)  No  vehi- 
cle shall  at  any  time  be  driven  over,  through,  or 
within  a  safety  zone. 

27-250.  Use  of  mass  transportation  lanes  by 
other  vehicles  prohibited.)  When  mass  transpor- 
tation lanes  are  designated  and  indicated  by  appro- 
priate signs  and  markings,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
the  driver  of  any  vehicle  other  than  a  mass  trans- 
portation vehicle  to  enter  or  use  any  such  mass 
transportation  lane. 

27-251.  Prohibited  driving  to  left  of  center  of 
roadway.)  (a)  No  vehicle  shall  at  any  time  be 
driven  to  the  left  side  of  the  roadway  under  the 
following  conditions: 

1.  When  approaching  the  crest  of  a  grade  or 
upon  a  curve  in  the  highway  where  the  driver's 
view  is  obstructed  within  such  distance  as  to 
create  a  hazard  in  the  event  another  vehicle  might 
approach  from  the  opposite  direction. 

2.  When  approaching  within  100  feet  of  or  tra- 
versing any  intersection  or  railroad  grade  cross- 
ing. 

3.  When  approaching  within  100  feet  of  any 
bridge,  viaduct,  tunnel  or  subway. 

4.  When  official  signs  are  in  place  directing 
that  traffic  keep  to  the  right,  or  a  double  yellow 
colored  center-line  is  marked. 

(b)  The  foregoing  limitations  shall  not  apply 
upon  a  one-way  roadway. 
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27-252.  Backing.)  The  driver  of  a  vehicle  shall 
not  back  the  same  unless  such  movement  can  be 
made  with  reasonable  safety  and  without  interfer- 
ing with  other  traffic. 

27-2.53.  Driving  from  or  onto  Controlled  Access 
Highway.)  No  person  shall  drive  a  vehicle  onto  or 
from  the  roadway  of  any  controlled  access  highway 
except  at  such  entrances  and  exits  as  are  estab- 
lished by  pubUc  authority. 

27-254,  Obstruction  of  traffic.)  The  operator  of 
a  vehicle  shall  not  so  operate  such  vehicle  or  allow 
the  same  to  remain  upon  any  street  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  form  an  unreasonable  obstruction  to  the 
traffic  thereon. 

27-2.55.  Negligent  driving.)  It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  operate  any  vehicle  upon  a  public 
way  negligently,  heedlessly  and  without  due  caution 
in  a  manner  so  as  to  endanger  or  be  likely  to  en- 
danger any  person  or  property. 

27-256.  Following  Too  Closely.)  The  driver  of 
a  motor  vehicle  shall  not  follow  another  vehicle 
more  closely  than  is  reasonable  and  prudent,  having 
■due  regard  for  the  speed  of  such  vehicles  and  the 
traffic  upon  the  condition  of  the  roadway. 

27-257.  Drivers  to  exercise  due  care  for  pedes- 
trians.) Every  driver  of  a  vehicle  shall  exercise 
due  care  to  avoid  colliding  with  any  pedestrian  upon 
any  roadway  and  shall  give  warning  by  sounding 
the  horn  when  necessary  and  shall  exercise  proper 
precaution  upon  observing  any  child  or  any  con- 
fused or  incapacitated  person  upon  a  roadway. 

27-258.  Drive  or  move  vehicle  in  unsafe  condi- 
tions.) It  is  unlawful  for  any  person  to  drive  or 
move,  or  for  the  owner  to  cause  or  knowingly  per- 
mit to  be  driven  or  moved  on  any  roadway  any 
vehicle  or  combination  of  vehicles  which  is  in  such 
unsafe  condition  as  to  endanger  any  person  or 
property,  or  which  does  not  contain  those  parts  or 
is  not  at  all  times  equipped  with  such  lamps  and 
other  equipment  in  proper  condition  and  adjust- 
ment as  required  in  this  chapter,  or  which  is 
equipped  in  any  manner  in  violation  of  this  chap- 
ter, or  for  any  person  to  do  any  act  forbidden  or 
fail  to  perform  any  act  required  under  this  chapter. 

27-2.59.    Coasting  by  motor  vehicle.)     (a)  The 

driver  of  any  motor  vehicle  when  traveling  upon  a 
down  grade  shall  not  coast  with  the  gears  of  such 
vehicle  in  neutral. 

(b)  The  driver  of  a  motor  vehicle  of  the  second 
division  when  traveling  upon  a  down  grade  shall  not 
coast  with  the  clutch  disengaged. 

27-260.    Pulling  out  from  parked  position.)  No 

person  shall  move  a  vehicle  which  is  stopped,  stand- 
ing, or  parked  on  any  roadway  unless  and  until  such 
movement  can  be  made  with  reasonable  safety. 

27-261.  Operators  signals  for  stopping,  slowing 
or  turning  required.) 

(a)  No  person  shall  turn  a  vehicle  from  a  direct 
course  upon  a  roadway  unless  and  until  such  move- 
ment can  be  made  with  reasonable  safety  and  then 
only  after  giving  a  clearly  audible  signal  by  sound- 
ing the  horn  if  any  pedestrian  may  be  affected  by 
such  movement  or  after  giving  an  appropriate  signal 
in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided  in  the  event  any 
other  vehicle  may  be  affected  by  such  movement. 

(b)  A  signal  of  intention  to  turn  right  or  left 
shall  be  given  during  not  less  than  the  last  100  feet 
traveled  by  the  vehicle  before  turning. 

(c)  No  person  shall  stop  or  suddenly  decrease  the 
speed  of  a  vehicle  without  first  giving  an  appropri- 


ate signal  in  the  manner  provided  herein  to  the 
driver  of  any  vehcile  immediately  to  the  rear  when 
there  is  opportunity  to  give  such  signal. 

27-262.  Operators  Signal  by  Hand  and  Arm  or 
Signal  Device.)  Any  stop  or  turn  signal  when  re- 
quired herein  shall  be  given  either  by  means  of  the 
hand  and  arm  or  by  a  signal  lamp  or  lamps  or 
mechanical  device,  all  of  which  signals  shall  be 
plainly  visible  and  understandable  in  normal  sun- 
light and  at  night  from  a  distance  of  100  feet  to  the 
front  and  rear,  but  shall  not  project  a  glaring  or 
dazzling  light;  except  that  a  stop  signal  need  be 
visible  only  from  the  rear. 

All  mechanical  signal  devices  shall  be  self-illumi- 
nated at  all  times  when  in  use. 

27-263.    Operators'  Hand  and  Arm  Signals.) 
Hand  and  arm  signals  shall  be  given  from  the  left 
side  of  the  vehicle  in  the  following  manner: 

1.  Left  turn. — Hand  and  arm  extended  hori- 
zontally. 

2.  Right  turn. — Hand  and  arm  extended  up- 
ward. 

3.  Stop  or  decrease  speed. — Hand  and  arm  ex- 
tended downward. 

27-264.    Use  of  horns  and  signal  devices.)  (a) 

The  driver  of  a  motor  vehicle  shall  when  reasonably 
necessary  to  insure  safe  operation  give  audible 
warning  with  his  horn  but  shall  not  otherwise  use 
such  horn  at  any  time. 

(b)  The  sounding  of  any  horn  or  signal  device  on 
any  automobile,  motorcycle,  bus,  or  other  vehicle 
while  stationary,  except  as  a  danger  signal  when  an 
approaching  vehicle  is  apparently  out  of  control,  or, 
if  in  motion,  only  as  a  danger  signal  after  or  as 
brakes  are  being  applied  and  deceleration  of  the 
vehicle  is  intended,  or  the  creation  by  means  of  any 
such  signal  device  of  any  unreasonably  loud  or 
harsh  sound  or  the  sounding  of  any  such  device  for 
an  unnecessary  and  unreasonable  period  of  time, 
is  hereby  prohibited. 

27-265.  Obstruction  to  driver's  view  or  driving 
mechanism.)  (a)  No  person  shall  drive  a  vehicle 
when  it  is  loaded  or  when  there  are  in  the  front  seat 
such  numbers  of  persons,  exceeding  three,  as  to  ob- 
struct the  view  of  the  driver  to  the  front,  or  sides 
of  the  vehicle  or  as  to  interfere  with  the  driver's 
control  over  the  driving  mechanism  of  the  vehicle. 

(b)  No  passenger  in  a  vehicle  shall  ride  in  such 
position  as  to  interfere  w.'tli  the  driver's  view  ahead, 
or  to  the  sides,  or  to  interfere  with  his  control  over 
the  driving  mechanism  of  the  vehicle. 

27-266.  Towing  or  pushing.)  (a)  When  one 
vehicle  is  towing  another  the  drawbar  or  other  con- 
nection shall  be  of  sufficient  strength  to  pull  all 
weight  towed  thereby  and  said  drawbar  or  other 
connection  shall  not  exceed  eight  feet. 

(b)  When  one  vehicle  is  towing  another  and  the 
connection  consists  of  a  chain,  rope,  or  cable,  there 
shall  be  displayed  upon  such  connection  a  yellow 
flag  or  cloth  not  less  than  sixteen  inches  square. 

(c)  No  person  shall  push  a  vehicle  with  another 
vehicle  upon  any  public  way  for  a  distance  greater 
than  600  feet. 

(d)  Every  disabled  vehicle  being  pushed  or 
towed  on  any  public  way  between  the  hour  of  sun- 
set and  the  iiour  of  sunrise  shall  display  a  red  light 
plainly  visible  from  a  distance  of  at  least  500  feet 
to  the  sides  and  rear  thereof.  Said  red  light  shall 
be  in  addition  to  any  other  lights  required  by  any 
law  or  ordinance. 

(e)  No  person  shall  drive  any  vehicle  pushing  or 
towing  a  disabled  vehicle  at  a  rate  of  speed  greater 
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than  is  reasonable  and  proper  having  regard  to  the 
traffic  and  the  use  of  the  way  or  so  as  to  endanger 
Hfe  or  Hmb  or  injure  the  property  of  any  person. 

(f)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  operating 
a  commercial  towing  vehicle  or  a  towing  vehicle  for 
hire  in  the  city  to  make  out  and  deliver  to  the  com- 
missioner of  police  every  day,  before  the  hour  of 
twelve  o'clock  noon,  a  legible  and  correct  report,  on 
a  form  prescribed  by  the  commissioner  of  police,  of 
every  motor  vehicle  picked  up  or  towed  by  such 
operator  from  any  public  way  in  the  city  during  the 
preceding  twenty-four  hours,  which  report  shall 
contain  the  date  upon  which  such  towing  service 
was  performed,  the  make  of  the  vehicle  towed,  its 
type,  state  license  number,  city  license  number,  en- 
gine number,  serial  or  factory  number,  the  owner's 
name  and  address,  the  name  and  address  of  the  per- 
son requesting  the  towing  service,  and  in  case  the 
vehicle  was  chauffeur-driven  the  name  and  license 
number  of  the  chauffeur,  and  also  the  location  from 
which  towed  and  the  location  to  which  the  vehicle 
was  towed:  Provided,  however,  that  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  require  the  making  of  such  report 
by  any  person  operating  a  towing  vehicle  exclu- 
sively for  the  purpose  of  towing  vehicles  owned  by 
such  person. 

27-267.  Use  of  Headlamps.)  On  approaching 
another  vehicle  proceeding  in  an  opposite  direction 
and  when  within  not  less  than  three  hundred  and 
fifty  (350)  feet  of  same,  any  person  in  charge  of  a 
motor-cycle  or  motor  vehicle  equipped  with  electric 
headlight  or  headlights  shall  dim  or  drop  such  head- 
Hght  or  headlights. 

27-268.  Unattended  motor  vehicle.)  No  person 
driving  or  in  charge  of  a  motor  vehicle  shall  permit 
it  to  stand  unattended  without  first  stopping  the  en- 
gine, locking  the  ignition,  removing  the  key,  and 
effectively  setting  the  brake  thereon  and,  when 
standing  upon  any  grade,  turning  the  front  wheels 
to  the  curb  or  side  of  the  highway. 

Regulation  of  Certain  Classes  or  Types  of  Traffic 

27-269.   Authorized  emergency  vehicles.)  (a) 

The  driver  of  an  authorized  emergency  vehicle,  when 
responding  to  an  emergency  call  or  when  in  pursuit 
of  an  actual  or  suspected  violator  of  the  law  or 
when  responding  to  but  not  upon  returning  from  a 
fire  alarm,  may  exercise  the  privileges  set  forth  in 
this  section,  but  subject  to  the  conditions  herein 
stated. 

(b)  The  driver  of  an  authorized  emergency  vehi- 
cle may : 

1.  Park  or  stand,  irrespective  of  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter; 

2.  Proceed  past  a  red  or  stop  signal  or  stop 
sign,  but  only  after  slowing  down  as  may  be 
necessary  for  safe  operation; 

3.  Exceed  the  speed  limits  so  long  as  he  does 
not  endanger  life  or  property ; 

4.  Disregard  regulations  governing  direction 
of  movement  or  turning  in  specified  directions. 

(c)  The  exemptions  herein  granted  to  an  au- 
thorized emergency  vehicle  shall  apply  only  when 
the  driver  of  any  said  vehicle  while  in  motion 
sounds  audible  signal  by  bell,  siren  or  exhaust 
whistle  as  may  be  reasonably  necessary,  and  when 
the  vehicle  is  equipped  with  at  least  one  lighted 
lamp  displaying  an  oscillating,  rotating  or  flashing 
red  beam  visible  under  normal  atmospheric  condi- 
tions from  a  distance  of  500  feet  to  the  front  of 
such  vehicle,  except  that  an  authorized  emergency 
vehicle  operated  as  a  police  vehicle  need  not  be 
equipped  with  or  display  a  red  light  visible  from  in 


front  of  the  vehicle,  nor  need  the  driver  of  a  police 
vehicle  while  in  motion  sound  an  audible  signal  by 
bell,  siren  or  exhaust  whistle  if  such  police  vehicle 
is  displaying  an  oscillating,  rotating  or  flashing  red 
beam  as  described  heretofore. 

(d)  The  foregoing  provisions  shall  not  reheve  the 
driver  of  an  authorized  emergency  vehicle  from  the 
duty  to  drive  with  due  regard  for  the  safety  of  all 
persons,  nor  shall  such  provisions  protect  the  driver 
from  the  consequences  of  his  reckless  disregard  for 
the  safety  of  others. 

27-270.  Mass  transportation  vehicles  using  mass 
transportation  lanes  regulated.)  When  mass  trans- 
portation lanes  are  designated  and  appropriately 
indicated  by  signs  and  markings,  it  shall  be  unlaw- 
ful for  the  driver  of  any  mass  transportation  vehicle 
to  use  any  other  of  the  portion  of  the  roadway. 

27-271.  Mass  Transportation  Vehicle  position  in 
roadway  on  Boulevards.)  Position  in  roadway  of 
mass  transportation  vehicles  on  Boulevards  shall 
be  as  follows: 

(a)  The  operator  of  a  mass  transportation  vehicle 
shall  operate  as  close  to  the  right  hand  side  of  the 
roadway  as  conditions  of  traffic  permit. 

(b)  On  Boulevards  in  the  area  bounded  by  North 
Avenue  on  the  north,  Lake  Michigan  on  the  east, 
Roosevelt  Road  on  the  south  and  Halsted  Street  on 
the  west: 

(1)  Mass  transportation  vehicles  of  the  local 
type  shall  not  pass  other  mass  transportation 
vehicles. 

(2)  Mass  transportation  vehicles  of  the  semi- 
local  type  when  operating  as  a  through  type  may 
pass  mass  transportation  vehicles  of  the  local 
type  and  may  operate  in  the  second  lane  from  the 
curb  as  part  of  the  general  traffic  pattern. 

(3)  Mass  transportation  vehicles  of  the 
through  type  may  pass  mass  transportation  vehi- 
cles of  the  local  type  and  may  operate  in  the 
second  lane  from  the  curb  as  a  part  of  the  general 
traffic  pattern. 

27-272.    Funeral  processions  on  boulevards.) 

Funeral  processions  shall  be  permitted  upon  boule- 
vards and  driveways  except  between  the  hours  of 
7:00  a.m.  and  9:45  a.m.  and  between  the  hours  of 
4:00  p.m.  and  7:00  p.m.,  and  except: 

(a)  upon  E.  or  W.  Marquette  Road; 

(b)  upon  E.  or  W.  Jackson  Boulevard  between 
S.  Lake  Shore  Drive  and  S.  Halsted  Street; 

(c)  upon  S.  or  N.  Michigan  Avenue  between  E. 
Cermak  Road  and  E.  Oak  Street; 

(d)  upon  the  local  drives  of  N.  Lake  Shore  Drive 
between  E.  Ohio  Street  and  E.  North  Avenue; 

(e)  upon  the  E.  Randolph  Street  viaduct; 

(f)  upon  the  E.  Monroe  Street  viaduct; 

(g)  upon  the  E.  Jackson  Boulevard  viaduct; 
(i)  upon  the  E.  Balbo  Street  viaduct. 

27-273.  Forming  funeral  processions  on  boule- 
vards.) No  funeral  procession  shall  form  on  a 
boulevard  except  if  the  place  where  the  funeral 
service  is  performed  abuts  upon  a  boulevard  and 
does  not  have  an  entrance  abutting  a  city  street. 

27-274.  Drivers  in  a  funeral  procession.)  Each 
driver  in  a  funeral  procession  shall  drive  as  near  to 
the  right-hand  edge  of  the  roadway  as  practicable 
and  shall  follow  the  vehicle  ahead  as  close  as  is 
practicable  and  safe. 

27-275.  Operation  of  certain  vehicles  restricted 
on  boulevards.)  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  operate  any 
vehicle  upon  any  boulevard  (a)  when  such  vehicle  is 
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used  for  carrying  freight  or  other  goods  and  mer- 
chandise for  commercial  purposes,  (b)  when  such 
vehicle  is  designed  primarily  for  carrying  freight  or 
other  goods  and  merchandise  on  the  outside  of  said 
vehicle,  except  at  street  intersections  for  the  pur- 
pose of  crossing  a  boulevard;  provided,  however, 
that  vehicles  carrying  freight  or  other  goods  and 
merchandise  from  or  to  any  building  or  premises 
abutting  any  boulevard  where  it  is  impossible  from 
the  location  of  the  building  or  the  kind  or  character 
of  the  freight  or  other  goods  and  merchandise  to  be 
received  or  delivered,  to  receive  or  deliver  the 
freight  or  other  goods  and  merchandise  from  an 
alley  or  a  side  street  or  a  street  other  than  said 
boulevard,  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  such  boule- 
vard at  the  cross  street  nearest  said  building  or 
premises  and  receive  or  deliver  such  freight  or  other 
goods  and  merchandise,  but  shall  not  thereafter 
proceed  further  on  such  boulevard  than  the  nearest 
cross  street.  Operators  of  emergency  vehicles  and 
such  vehicles  excepted  by  permits  issued  by  the 
commissioner  of  streets  and  sanitation  are  exempt 
from  provisions  of  this  section. 

27-276.  Stopping,  standing,  and  parking  of  buses 
and  taxicabs  regulated.)  (a)  The  driver  of  a  bus 
shall  not  stand  or  park  such  vehicle  upon  any  street 
at  any  place  other  than  at  a  designated  bus  stand  or 
bus  terminal. 

(b)  The  driver  of  a  bus  shall  not  stop  such  vehicle 
upon  any  street  at  any  place  for  the  purpose  of  load- 
ing or  unloading  passengers  other  than  at  a  desig- 
nated bus  stop,  bus  stand,  passenger  loading  zone, 
or  bus  terminal  except  in  case  of  an  emergency. 

(c)  The  driver  of  a  bus  shall  enter  a  bus  stop  or 
passenger  loading  zone  on  a  public  street  in  such  a 
manner  that  the  bus  when  stopped  to  load  or  unload 
passengers  shall  be  in  a  position  with  the  right  front 
wheel  of  such  bus  not  further  than  eighteen  inches 
from  the  curb  and  the  bus  approximately  parallel  to 
the  curb  so  as  not  to  unduly  impede  the  movement 
of  other  vehicular  traffic. 

(d)  The  driver  of  any  taxicab  shall  not  stop, 
stand,  or  park  such  vehicle  upon  any  business  street, 
or  in  any  block  of  any  other  street  where  a  taxicab 
is  already  parked,  at  any  place  other  than  in  a  taxi- 
cab  stand,  except  for  the  expeditious  loading  or  un- 
loading of  passengers  or  when  necessary  to  avoid 
conflict  with  other  traffic  or  in  compliance  with  the 
directions  of  a  police  officer  or  traffic  sign  or  signal. 

27-377.    Cruising  of  public  passenger  vehicles.) 

No  operator  of  a  public  passenger  vehicle  shall 
solicit  business  in  such  manner  as  to  interfere  with 
the  lawful  movement  of  traffic. 

27-278.  Riding  on  Motorcycles  or  Motor  Driven 
Cycles.)  A  person  operating  a  motorcycle  or  motor 
driven  cycle  shall  ride  only  upon  the  permanent  and 
regular  seat  attached  thereto,  and  such  operator 
shall  not  carry  any  other  person  nor  shall  any  other 
person  ride  upon  such  cycles  unless  such  cycles  are 
designed  to  carry  more  than  one  person,  in  which 
event  a  passenger  may  ride  upon  the  permanent  and 
regular  seat  if  designed  for  two  persons  or  upon  an- 
other seat  firmly  attached  to  the  rear  or  side  of  the 
operator. 

No  person  other  than  the  driver  thereof  shall  ride 
upon  a  motor  scooter. 

27-279.  Pushcarts — animals.)  Every  person 
propelling  any  pushcart  or  riding  an  animal  upon  a 
roadway,  and  every  person  driving  any  animal- 
drawn  vehicle,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter  applicable  to  the  driver  of  any  vehicle, 
except  those  provisions  of  this  chapter  which  by 
their  very  nature  can  have  no  application. 


27-280.    Pushcarts  on  boulevards.)    No  person 

shall  operate  any  pushcart  upon  any  boulevard. 

27-281.  Coasters,  roller  skates,  and  similar  de- 
vices.) No  person  upon  roller  skates,  or  riding  in 
or  by  means  of  any  coaster,  toy  vehicle,  or  similar 
device,  shall  go  upon  any  roadway  except  while 
crossing  a  street  on  a  crosswalk  and  when  so  cross- 
ing such  person  shall  be  granted  all  the  rights  and 
shall  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  applicable  to  pedes- 
trians. This  section  shall  not  apply  upon  any  street 
while  set  aside  as  a  play  street  as  authorized  by 
ordinance  of  this  city. 

Pedestrians'  Bights  and  Duties. 

27-282.  Prohibited  crossing.)  (a)  Whenever, 
upon  the  basis  of  an  engineering  or  traffic  investi- 
gation upon  any  street,  it  is  determined  that  pedes- 
trian crossings  between  intersections  shall  be  pro- 
hibited in  the  interest  of  public  safety,  pedestrians 
shall  not  cross  between  intersections  except  where 
there  may  be  a  marked  crosswalk.  Such  regulations 
against  pedestrians  crossing  between  intersections 
shall  become  effective  when  appropriate  signs  giving 
notice  thereof  are  erected. 

(b)  No  pedestrian  shall  cross  a  roadway  other 
than  in  a  crosswalk  in  any  business  district. 

(c)  No  pedestrian  shall  cross  the  roadway  of  a 
limited-access  street  or  highway  other  than  by 
means  of  those  facilities  which  have  been  con- 
structed as  pedestrian  crossings  or  at  those  points 
where  marked  crosswalks  have  been  provided. 

(d)  No  pedestrian  shall  cross  a  roadway  where 
a  public  pedestrian  tunnel  or  bridge  has  been  pro- 
vided other  than  by  said  tunnel  or  bridge  within  a 
section  to  be  determined  by  the  commissionr  of 
streets  and  sanitation  and  to  be  so  designated  by  the 
erection  of  appropriate  signs  or  fencing. 

(e)  No  pedestrian  shall  pass  through,  around, 
over,  or  under  any  crossing  gate  or  barrier  at  a 
railroad  grade  crossing  or  bridge  while  such  gate  or 
barrier  is  closed  or  is  being  opened  or  closed. 

27-283.  Pedestrian  right  of  way.)  (a)  Every 
pedestrian  crossing  a  roadway  at  any  point  other 
than  within  a  marked  crosswalk  or  within  an  un- 
marked crosswalk  at  an  intersection  shall  yield  the 
right-of-way  to  all  vehicles  upon  the  roadway. 

(b)  The  foregoing  rules  in  this  section  have  no 
application  under  the  conditions  stated  in  section 
27-282  when  pedestrians  are  prohibited  from  cross- 
ing at  certain  designated  places. 

27-284.  Pedestrian  crossing.)  (a)  No  pedes- 
trian shall  cross  a  roadway  at  any  place  other  than 
by  a  route  at  right  angles  to  the  curb  or  by  the 
shortest  route  to  the  opposite  curb  except  in  a 
marked  crosswalk. 

(b)  No  pedestrian  shall  suddenly  leave  a  curb 
or  other  place  of  safety  and  walk  or  run  into  the 
path  of  a  vehicle  which  is  so  close  that  it  is  im- 
possible for  the  driver  to  yield. 

27-285.  Use  of  crosswalk.)  Pedestrians  shall 
move  whenever  practicable,  upon  the  right  of  cross- 
walks. 

Pedestrians'  Bights  and  Duties. 

27-286.  Walking  along  roadways.)  (a)  Where 
sidewalks  are  provided  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
pedestrian  to  walk  along  and  upon  an  adjacent 
roadway. 

(b)  Where  sidewalks  are  not  provided  any  pe- 
destrian walking  along  and  upon  a  street  or  high- 
way shall  when  practicable  walk  only  on  the  left 
side  of  the  roadway  or  its  shoulder  facing  traffic 
which  may  approach  from  the  opposite  direction. 
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27-287.  Soliciting  rides  on  roadways.)  No  per- 
son shall  stand  in  a  roadway  for  the  purpose  of 
soliciting  a  ride  from  the  driver  of  any  private 
vehicle. 

27-288.  Traffic-control  signals.)  Pedestrians 
shall  be  subject  to  traffic-control  signals  as  hereto- 
fore declared  in  section  27-202  of  this  chapter,  but 
at  all  other  places  pedestrians  shall  be  granted 
those  rights  and  be  subject  to  the  restrictions 
stated  in  this  chapter. 

27-289.  Pedestrian  control  signals.)  Whenever 
special  pedestrian-control  signals  exhibiting  the 
words  "Walk",  "Don't  Walk",  or  "Wait"  are  in 
place  such  signals  shall  indicate  as  follows: 

(a)  Walk. 

(1)  Pedestrians  facing  such  signal  indication 
when  illuminated  may  proceed  across  the  road- 
way within  any  marked  or  unmarked  crosswalk 
in  the  direction  of  the  signal  indication  and  shall 
be  given  the  right-of-way  by  the  operator  of  any 
vehicle. 

(2)  When  the  "Walk"  signal  indication  is 
extinguished,  no  pedestrian  facing  such  signal 
indication  shall  enter  the  roadway. 

(b)  Wait,  Don't  Walk,  or  Flashing  Don't  Walk. 
No  pedestrian  shall  start  to  cross  the  roadway 

in  the  direction  of  such  signal  indication,  by  any 
pedestrian  who  has  partially  completed  his  cross- 
ing on  the  "Walk"  signal  indication  shall  proceed 
to  a  sidewalk  or  safety  zone  while  the  "Wait",  or 
"Don't  Walk"  signal  indication  is  illuminated. 

27-290.  Imitation  of  blind  persons.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person,  except  persons  wholly  or 
partially  blind,  to  carry  or  use  on  the  public  streets 
of  the  city  any  canes  or  walking  sticks  which  are 
white  in  color,  or  white  with  red  ends  o  •  bottoms. 

27-291.  Obstructing  person  on  streets.)  Any 
person  who  shall  willfully  and  unnecessarily  hinder, 
obstruct  or  delay,  or  who  shall  willfully  and  un- 
necessarily attempt  to  delay,  hinder  or  obstruct 
any  other  person  in  lawfully  driving  or  traveling 
along  or  upon  any  street  or  who  shall  offer  for 
barter  or  sale  merchandise  on  said  street  so  as  to 
interfere  with  the  effective  movement  of  traffic  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

27-292.  Pedestrians  to  exercise  due  care. )  Noth- 
ing in  this  chapter  shall  relieve  a  pedestrian  from 
the  duty  of  exercising  due  care. 

Regulations  for  Bicycles  and  Motor-driven  Cycles. 

27-293.  Traffic  laws  to  apply  to  persons  riding 
bicycles.)  Every  person  riding  a  bicycle  upon  a 
roadway  shall  be  granted  ell  of  the  rights  and  shall 
be  subject  to  all  of  the  duties  applicable  to  the 
driver  of  a  vehicle  by  the  laws  of  this  state  declar- 
ing rules  of  the  road  applicable  to  vehicles  or  by  the 
traffic  ordinances  of  this  city  applicable  to  the  driv- 
er of  a  vehicle,  except  as  to  those  provisions  of  laws 
and  ordinances  which  by  their  nature  can  have  no 
application. 

27-294.  Speed  of  bicycles.)  No  person  shall  op- 
erate a  bicycle  at  a  speed  greater  than  is  reasonable 
and  prudent  under  the  conditions  then  existing. 

27-295.  Emerging  from  alley,  driveway,  or  build- 
ing.) The  operator  of  a  bicycle  emerging  from  an 
alley,  driveway  or  building  shall,  upon  approaching 
a  sidewalk  or  the  sidewalk  area  extending  across 
any  alleyway,  yield  the  right-of-way  to  all  pedes- 
trians approaching  on  said  sidewalk  or  sidewalk 
area,  and  upon  entering  the  roadway  shall  yield 
the  right-of-way  to  all  vehicles  approaching  on  said 
roadway. 


27-296.    Riding  bicycles  on  sidewalks.)    (a)  No 

person  shall  ride  a  bicycle  upon  a  sidewalk  within 
a  business  district. 

(b)  No  person  twelve  or  more  years  of  age 
shall  ride  a  bicycle  upon  any  sidewalk  in  any  dis- 
trict. 

(c)  Whenever  any  person  is  riding  a  bicycle 
upon  a  sidewalk,  such  person  shall  yield  the  right- 
of-way  to  any  pedestrian  and  shall  give  audible 
signal  before  overtaking  and  passing  such  pedes- 
trian. 

27-297.  Riding  bicycles  on  boulevards,  streets 
and  bicycle  paths.)  (a)  Every  person  operating 
a  bicycle  upon  a  roadway  shall  ride  as  near  to  the 
right-hand  side  of  the  roadway  as  practicable  ex- 
ercising due  care  when  passing  a  standing  vehicle 
or  one  proceeding  in  the  same  direction,  at  all  times 
giving  the  right-of-way  to  other  moving  vehicles. 

(b)  Bicycles  shall  not  be  operated  upon  any 
boulevard  where  the  operation  of  bicycles  has  been 
prohibited  and  signs  have  been  erected  indicating 
such  prohibition. 

27-298.    Clinging  to  moving  vehicles,  bicycles.) 

Any  person  riding  upon  any  bicycle,  motorcycle, 
motor-driven  cycle,  coaster,  sled,  roller  skates,  or 
any  vehicle  shall  not  attach  the  same  or  himself  to 
any  moving  vehicle  upon  any  roadway. 

27-299.  Carrying  articles  on  bicycles.)  No  per- 
son operating  a  bicycle  shall  carry  any  package, 
bundle,  or  article  which  prevents  the  rider  from 
keeping  at  least  one  hand  upon  the  handle  bars. 

27-300.  Parking.)  No  person  shall  park  a  bi- 
cycle upon  a  street  other  than  upon  the  roadway 
against  the  curb  or  upon  the  sidewalk  in  a  rack  to 
support  the  bicycle  or  against  a  building  or  at  the 
curb,  in  such  manner  as  to  afford  the  least  obstruc- 
tion to  pedestrian  traffic. 

27-301.  Lighted  lamps  and  audible  signaling  de- 
vices on  Bicycles.)  (a)  Every  bicycle  when  in 
use  at  nighttime  shall  be  equipped  with  a  head 
lamp  which  shall  emit  a  white  light  visible  from 
a  minimum  distance  of  500  feet  from  the  front 
and  with  a  rear  red  reflector  of  the  type  capable  of 
reflecting  the  headlamp  beams  of  an  approaching 
motor  vehicle  back  to  the  operator  of  such  vehicle 
at  distances  up  to  200  feet  or  a  rear  lamp  emitting 
a  red  light  visable  from  a  distance  of  at  least  200 
feet  from  the  rear. 

(b)  No  person  shall  operate  a  bicycle  unless  it 
is  equipped  with  a  bell  or  other  device  capable  of 
giving  a  signal  audible  for  a  distance  of  at  least 
100  feet,  except  that  a  bicycle  shall  not  be  equipped 
with  nor  shall  any  person  use  upon  a  bicycle  any 
siren  or  whistle. 

(c)  Every  bicycle  shall  be  equipped  with  a 
brake  which  will  enable  the  operator  to  make  the 
braked  wheel  skid  on  dry,  level,  clean  pavement. 

27-302.  Riding  on  bicycles.)  (a)  A  person 
propelhng  a  bicycle  shall  not  ride  other  than  as- 
tride a  permanent  and  regular  seat  attached  thereto. 

(b)  No  bicycle  shall  be  used  to  carry  more  per- 
sons at  one  time  than  the  number  for  which  it  is 
designed  and  equipped. 

27-302.   Riding  on   bicycles.)     (a)    A  person 

(a)  Any  person  operating  a  bicycle  shall  comply 
with  official  traffic-control  signals,  signs,  and  other 
control  devices  applicable  to  vehicles,  unless  other- 
wise directed  by  a  pohce  officer. 

(b)  Whenever  authorized  signs  are  erected  indi- 
cating that  no  right  or  left  turn  or  a  turn  in  the 
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opposite  direction  is  permitted,  no  person  operating 
a  bicycle  shall  disobey  the  direction  of  any  such 
sign,  except  where  such  person  dismounts  from 
the  bicycle  to  make  any  such  turn,  in  which  event 
such  person  shall  then  obey  the  regulations  applica- 
able  to  pedestrians. 

27-304.    Effect  of  bicycle  regulations.)    (a)  The 

parent  of  any  child  and  the  guardian  of  any  ward 
shall  not  authorize  or  knowingly  permit  any  such 
child  or  ward  to  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter  applicable  to  bicycles. 

(b)  The  regulations  in  this  chapter  applicable 
to  bicycles  shall  apply  whenever  a  bicycle  is  op- 
erated upon  any  street  or  public  sidewalk  or  upon 
any  public  path  set  aside  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
bicycles,  subject  to  those  exceptions  stated  herein. 

Methods  of  Parking. 

27-305.  Parallel  parking.)  No  person  shall 
stand  or  park  a  vehicle  in  a  roadway  other  than 
parallel  with  the  edge  of  the  roadway  headed  in 
the  direction  of  lawful  traffic  movement  and  with 
the  curbside  wheels  of  the  vehicle  within  twelve 
inches  of  the  curb  or  edge  of  the  roadway  except 
as  otherwise  provided  in  this  chapter.  Double  park- 
ing is  prohibited. 

27-306.  Diagonal  parking.)  The  parking  of  ve- 
hicles diagonal  to  the  roadway  may  be  permitted 
only  on  the  streets  at  their  termini  beyond  the  last 
cross-street  intersection  and  on  streets  which  serve 
only  as  service  drives,  as  have  been  or  shall  here- 
after be  designated  diagonal  parking  zones  and 
spaces  by  placing  and  maintaining  suitable  signs 
and  markings. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  operator  of  any 
vehicle  to  park  said  vehicle  diagonally  to  the  edge 
of  the  roadway  except  where  such  diagonal  parking 
is  permitted  by  suitable  signs  and  markings. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  operator  of  any 
vehicle  to  park  said  vehicle  in  any  diagonal  parking 
zone  except  diagonally  to  the  edge  of  the  roadway 
and  within  the  pavement  markings. 

27-307.    Parking  not  to  obstruct  traffic.)  No 

person  shall  park  any  vehicle  upon  a  street  in  such 
a  manner  or  under  such  conditions  as  to  leave  avail- 
able less  than  fifteen  feet  of  the  width  of  the  road- 
way for  free  movement  of  vehicular  traffic  on  a 
two-way  street  or  less  than  ten  feet  of  the  width 
of  the  roadway  for  free  movement  of  vehicular 
traffic  on  a  one-way  street. 

27-308.  Stopping,  standing^  or  parking  regu- 
lated.) (a)  When  signs  have  been  erected  upon 
any  street  indicating  that  stopping,  standing  or 
parking  is  prohibited  during  designated  hours  or 
prohibited  for  a  longer  time  than  is  designated, 
no  person  shall  park  any  vehicle  on  said  street  in 
violation  of  any  such  signs. 

(b)  For  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  cleaning 
of  streets,  the  commissioner  of  streets  and  sanita- 
tion is  authorized  to  erect  temporary  signs  designat- 
ing the  days  of  the  week  and  hours  of  the  day  and 
the  part  of  street  in  which  the  parking  of  vehicles 
is  prohibited  during  the  periods  and  at  the  location 
designated  on  the  said  signs,  as  provided  in  para- 
graph (a)  of  this  section. 

27-309.  Application  of  ordinances  regulating 
stopping,  standing  or  parking.)  The  provisions  of 
any  ordinance  prohibiting  the  stopping,  standing  or 
parking  of  vehicles  shall  apply  at  all  times  or  at 
those  times  therein  specified  or  as  indicated  on 
official  signs  except  when  it  is  necessary  to  stop  a 
vehicle  to  avoid  conflict  with  other  traffic  or  in  com- 


pliance with  the  directions  of  a  police  officer  or 
official  traffic-control  device. 

27-310.  Regulations  not  exclusive.)  The  provi- 
sions of  any  ordinance  imposing  a  time  limit  on 
parking  shall  not  relieve  any  person  from  the  duty 
to  observe  other  and  more  restrictive  provisions 
prohibiting  or  limiting  the  stopping,  standing,  or 
parking  of  vehicles  in  specified  places  or  at  specified 
times. 

Stopping,  Standing  or  Parking  Prohibited  in 
Specified  Places. 

27-311.  Stopping,  standing,  or  parking  prohib- 
ited.) (a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  operator 
of  any  vehicle  to  stop,  stand  or  park  such  vehicle 
in  any  of  the  following  places,  except  when  neces- 
sary to  avoid  conflict  with  other  traffic  or  in  com- 
pliance with  directions  of  a  police  officer  or  official 
traffic  sign  or  signal : 

(1)  Within  an  intersection; 

(2)  On  a  crosswalk; 

(3)  Upon  any  bridge,  or  viaduct,  or  in  any 
subway  and  the  approaches  thereto ; 

(4)  Between  a  safety  zone  and  the  adjacent 
curb  or  within  thirty  feet  of  a  point  on  the  curb 
immediately  opposite  the  end  of  a  safety  zone; 

(5)  Within  thirty  feet  of  an  official  traffic 
signal  or  stop  sign  on  the  approaching  side; 

(6)  Within  twenty  feet  of  a  crosswalk  at  an 
intersection ; 

(7)  At  any  curb  within  fifteen  feet  of  a  fire 
hydrant; 

(8)  At  any  place  within  twenty  feet  of  the 
entrance  to  any  fire  station,  and  on  the  side  of 
any  street  opposite  the  entrance  to  any  fire 
station  within  seventy-five  feet  of  said  entrance. 

(9)  At  any  place  where  the  standing  of  any 
vehicle  will  block  the  use  of  any  driveway; 

(10)  On  any  sidewalk; 

(11)  Alongside  or  opposite  any  street  excava- 
tion or  obstruction  when  such  stopping,  standing 
or  parking  would  obstruct  traffic ; 

(12)  On  the  roadway  side  of  any  vehicle 
stopped  or  parked  at  the  edge  or  curb  of  a 
street ; 

(13)  At  any  place  where  official  traffic  signs 
have  been  erected  prohibiting  stopping,  standing, 
or  parking; 

(14)  Within  fifty  feet  of  the  nearest  rail  of 
a  railroad  crossing; 

(15)  Along  the  curb  for  a  distance  of  a  mini- 
mum of  eighty-five  feet  at  an  official  bus  stop; 

(16)  In  an  alley  within  twenty  feet  of  the 
inner  sidewalk  line  projected  across  such  alley; 

(17)  Under  the  lowest  portion  of  any  fire 
escape ; 

(18)  Upon  a  railroad  track  or  between  any 
railroad  and  a  line  parallel  with  and  ten  feet  dis- 
tant from  the  outer  rail  thereof ; 

(19)  Upon  any  parkway  except  in  case  of 
emergency. 

27-312.    Stopping,  standing  or  parking  in  alleys.) 

No  person  shall  stop,  stand,  or  park  any  vehicle 
in  any  alley  for  a  period  of  time  longer  than  is 
necessary  for  the  reasonable  expeditious  loading  or 
unloading  of  such  vehicle. 

(b)  No  person  shall  stop,  stand,  or  park  a  vehi- 
cle within  an  alley  in  such  a  manner  or  under  such 
conditions  as  to  leave  available  less  than  ten  feet 
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of  the  width  of  the  roadway  for  the  free  movement 
of  vehicular  traffic. 

(c)  No  person  shall  stop,  stand,  or  park  a  ve- 
hicle within  an  alley  in  such  position  as  to  block  the 
driveway  or  entrance  to  any  abutting  property. 

27-313.    Parking  near  theater  buildings.)  The 

operator  of  a  vehicle  shall  not  park  such  vehicle  on 
the  same  side  of  the  street  with  and  in  front  of 
any  entrance  or  exit  of  any  theater  building  as 
defined  in  section  47-2  of  this  code  nor  in  any  pubhc 
way,  as  defined  in  the  same  section,  in  which  such 
theater  building  is  located,  during  the  hours  such 
theater  is  open  to  the  public,  for  the  uses  permitted 
therein. 

27-314.  Parking  adjacent  to  schools  and  play- 
grounds.) (a)  The  commissioner  of  streets  and 
sanitation  is  hereby  authorized  to  erect  signs  indi- 
cating no  parking  upon  that  side  of  any  street 
adjacent  to  any  school  property  or  playground 
when  such  parking  would,  in  his  opinion,  interfere 
with  traffic  or  create  a  hazardous  situation. 

(b)  When  official  signs  are  erected  indicating 
no  parking  upon  that  side  of  a  street  adjacent  to 
any  school  property  or  playground,  no  person  shall 
park  a  vehicle  in  any  such  designated  place. 

27-315.  Parking  on  public  property.)  It  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  park  a  vehicle  upon 
any  property  owned  by  the  city  and  used  for  the 
transaction  of  public  business  where  such  parking 
is  prohibited  by  order  of  the  custodian  of  said 
property.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  city-owned 
vehicles  or  to  other  vehicles  whose  operation  is  use- 
ful or  essential  to  the  proper  functioning  of  the 
department,  board  or  commission  occupying  the 
property.  The  custodian  of  the  property  shall  post 
"No  Parking"  signs  indicating  the  foregoing  pro- 
hibition. 

Stopping,  Standing  or  Parking  Restricted  or 
Prohibited  on  Certain  Streets. 

27-316.  Standing  of  vehicles.)  No  person  own- 
ing, controlling,  driving  or  operating  any  passenger 
vehicle  shall  cause  or  permit  such  vehicle  to  stand 
for  a  period  of  time  longer  than  is  necessary  for 
the  reasonably  expeditious  loading  or  unloading  of 
passengers,  nor  shall  any  person  owning,  control- 
ling, driving  or  operating  any  commercial  vehicle 
stand  or  stop  such  vehicle  for  any  purpose,  during 
the  hours  of  four-thirty  p.m.  to  six  p.m.  on  any 
street  in  the  district  bounded  on  the  east  by  the 
west  line  of  Michigan  Avenue,  on  the  south  by  the 
south  line  of  Harrison  Street,  on  the  west  by  the 
east  line  of  Wacker  Drive,  and  on  the  north  by  the 
center  line  of  Wacker  Drive  (excepting  the  lower 
level  of  Wacker  Drive)  on  weekdays  Monday 
through  Friday,  except  New  Year's  Day,  Memorial 
Day,  Independence  Day,  Labor  Day,  Thanksgiving 
Day  and  Christmas  Day. 

This  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  ambulances 
nor  to  any  emergency  vehicle  of  any  governmental 
agency,  nor  to  the  vehicle  of  any  public  utility  while 
the  operator  of  any  such  vehicle  is  engaged  in  the 
necessary  performance  of  emergency  duties.  Pro- 
vided further,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
any  vehicle  brought  to  a  stop  to  avoid  collision,  or 
standing  in  compliance  with  the  orders  of  any  police 
officer  or  the  direction  of  any  traffic-control  signals. 

27-317.  Parking  or  stopping  on  certain  boule- 
vards restricted.)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  op- 
erator of  a  vehicle  to  stop,  stand  or  park  said 
vehicle  in  any  place  marked  as  a  loading  zone  other 
than  for  the  expeditious  loading  or  unloading  of 
passengers  and  in  no  case  for  a  period  longer  than 


3  minutes ;  or  for  the  loading  and  delivery  or  pick- 
up and  loading  of  materials,  and  in  no  case  shall 
the  stop  for  loading  and  unloading  of  materials 
exceed  fifteen  minutes,  provided,  however,  that  on 
Michigan  Avenue,  between  Oak  Street  and  Roose- 
velt Road,  and  on  Jackson  Boulevard  from  Michigan 
Avenue  to  Ashland  Boulevard,  and  on  Washington 
Boulevard  from  Canal  Street  to  Ogden  Avenue,  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  the  operator  of  a  vehicle  to 
stop,  stand  or  park  such  a  vehicle  between  the 
hours  of  eight  a.m.  and  nine-thirty  a.m.  and  be- 
tween the  hours  of  four-thirty  p.m.  and  six  p.m. 

27-318.  Loop  parking.)  No  person  owning,  con- 
trolling, driving  or  operating  any  passenger  vehicle 
shall  cause  or  permit  such  vehicle  to  stand  for  a 
period  of  time  longer  than  is  necessary  for  the 
reasonably  expeditious  loading  or  unloading  of  pass- 
engers, provided  such  loading  or  unloading  shall 
not  consume  more  than  three  minutes,  or  to  stand 
any  commercial  vehicle  for  a  period  of  time  longer 
than  is  necessary  for  the  reasonably  expeditious 
loading,  unloading  and  delivery  or  pick-up  of  ma- 
terials, provided  such  loading,  unloading  and  deliv- 
ery or  pick-up  shall  not  consume  more  than  thirty 
minutes  on  any  public  street  or  one  hour  in  any 
public  alley  in  the  city  within  the  district  bounded 
on  the  north  by  the  south  line  of  Wacker  Drive,  on 
the  east  by  the  west  line  of  Michigan  Avenue,  on 
the  south  by  the  south  line  of  Harrison  Street,  on 
the  west  by  the  west  line  of  Wacker  Drive,  during 
the  hours  of  seven  a.m.  to  six  p.m.  of  any  day  ex- 
cept Sundays,  New  Year's  Day,  Memorial  Day, 
Independence  Day,  Labor  Day,  Thanksgiving  Day 
and  Christmas  Day,  and  except  on  Saturdays  when 
the  restriction  within  the  above-designated  area 
shall  be  in  force  from  seven  a.m.  to  three  p.m. 
Provided  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any 
duly  licensed  taxicab  when  standing  in  any  cab 
stand  fixed  by  ordinance,  nor  to  any  ambulance 
nor  to  any  emergency  vehicle  of  any  governmental 
agency,  nor  to  the  vehicle  of  any  public  utility 
while  the  operation  of  any  such  vehicle  is  engaged 
in  the  necessary  performance  of  emergency  duties. 
Provided,  further,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  any  vehicle  brought  to  a  stop  to  avoid  collision, 
or  standing  in  compliance  with  the  orders  of  any 
police  officer  or  the  direction  of  any  traffic  control 
signal. 

Any  person  that  shall  violate  or  fail  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  three  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  each  offense. 

27-319.  Parking  of  trucks  restricted.)  No  per- 
son shall  stand  or  park  any  truck,  tractor,  semi- 
trailer, trailer,  or  bus  on  any  residential  street  for 
a  longer  period  than  is  necessary  for  the  reason- 
ably expeditious  loading  or  unloading  of  such 
vehicle,  except  that  a  driver  of  a  bus  may  park 
such  bus  in  a  designated  bus  stand  as  is  provided 
otherwise  in  this  chapter. 

No  per.son  shall  stand  or  park  any  truck,  tractor, 
semi-trailer,  trailer  or  bus  on  any  business  street 
in  the  city  for  a  longer  period  than  sixty  minutes  or 
for  such  time  as  is  necessary  for  the  reasonably 
expeditious  loading  or  unloading  of  such  vehicle, 
except  that  such  standing  or  parking  shall  not  be 
permitted  on  the  days,  during  the  hours  and  in  the 
sections  of  streets  designated  in  section  27-316,  and 
except  that  a  driver  of  a  bus  may  park  such  bus 
in  a  designated  bus  stand  as  is  provided  elsewhere 
in  this  chapter. 

Any  vehicle  parked  in  violation  of  this  section  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  nuisance  which  may  be 
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abated  by  any  police  officer  by  removing  such 
vehicle  to  the  City  vehicle  pound  or  to  an  authorized 
garage. 

27-320.    Limited  night  and  winter  parking.)  It 

is  unlawful  to  park  any  vehicle  for  a  period  of  time 
longer  than  three  minutes  for  loading  and  unload- 
ing of  passengers  or  thirty  minutes  for  loading  and 
unloading  of  property  at  any  place,  whether  desig- 
nated as  a  loading  zone  or  not  so  designated,  on 
any  through  street  or  any  street  upon  which  a 
motor  bus  line  is  operated,  between  the  hours  of 
6:00  o'clock  a.m.  and  9:00  o'clock  a.m.  of  any  day 
of  each  year,  or  at  any  time  after  snow  begins  to 
fall  and  for  a  period  of  eight  hours  after  snow 
stops  falling,  if  the  snow  on  the  street  exceeds 
one  inch  in  depth,  provided  that  said  eight-hour 
parking  restriction  shall  continue  during  snow  re- 
moval operations  until  completed.  The  commissioner 
of  streets  and  sanitation  has  power,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  City  Council,  to  designate  by  ap- 
propriate signs  any  place  on  any  other  street  where 
no  parking  is  permitted  during  the  hours  and 
under  the  conditions  described  in  this  section. 

27-321.    Parking  limited  during  snow  removal.) 

It  is  unlawful  to  park  any  vehicle  for  a  period 
of  time  longer  than  three  minutes  for  loading  and 
unloading  of  passengers  or  thirty  minutes  for 
loading  and  unloading  of  property  in  any  place, 
whether  designated  as  a  loading  zone  or  not  so 
designated,  at  any  time  after  snow  begins  to  fall 
and  for  a  period  of  eight  hours  after  snow  stops 
falling,  if  the  snow  on  the  street  exceeds  one  inch 
in  depth,  provided  that  said  eight-hour  parking  re- 
striction shall  continue  during  snow-removal  opera- 
tions until  completed. 

27-322.    Limited  winter  parking  on  boulevards.) 

It  is  unlawful  to  park  any  vehicle  for  a  period 
of  time  longer  than  three  minutes  for  loading  and 
unloading  of  passengers,  or  thirty  minutes  for  load- 
ing and  unloading  of  property  at  any  place,  whether 
designated  as  a  loading  zone  or  not  so  designated, 
on  any  boulevard  upon  which  a  motor  bus  line  is 
operated,  between  the  hours  of  1:00  a.m.  and  7:00 
a.m.  after  the  15th  day  of  November  and  before 
the  1st  day  of  April  of  each  year  or  at  any  time 
after  snow  begins  to  fall  and  for  a  period  of  eight 
hours  after  snow  stops  falling,  if  the  snow  on  the 
street  exceeds  one  inch  in  depth,  provided  said 
eight-hour  parking  restriction  shall  continue  during 
snow  removal  operations,  until  completed. 

Stopping  for  Loading  or  Unloading  Only. 
27-323.  Standing  in  passenger  curb  loading 
zone.)  No  person  shall  stop,  stand,  or  park  a  vehi- 
cle for  any  purpose  or  period  of  time  other  than  for 
the  expeditious  loading  or  unloading  of  passengers 
in  any  place  marked  as  a  passenger  curb  loading 
zone  or  prohibited  parking  space  during  hours  when 
the  regulations  applicable  to  such  curb  loading  zone 
or  prohibited  parking  space  are  effective,  and  then 
only  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  three  minutes. 

27-324.    Loading  or  unloading  at  an  angle.)  The 

commissioner  of  streets  and  sanitation  is  authorized 
to  issue  special  permits  to  allow  the  backing  of  a 
vehicle  to  the  curb  for  the  purpose  of  loading  or 
unloading  merchandise  or  materials  subject  to  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  such  permit.  Such  permit 
may  be  issued  to  the  owner  of  the  vehicle  and  shall 
grant  to  such  person  the  privileges  as  therein  stated 
and  authorized  therein,  provided  that  such  permit 
shall  be  either  in  the  possesion  of  the  operator  or 
on  the  vehicle  at  the  time  such  vehicle  is  backed 


against  the  curb  to  take  on  or  discharge  a  load. 
It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  permittee  or  other 
person  to  violate  any  of  the  special  terms  or  condi- 
tions of  any  such  permit. 

27-325.    Standing  in  freight  curb  loading  zone.) 

(a)  No  person  shall  stop,  stand,  or  park  a  vehi- 
cle for  any  purpose  or  length  of  time  other  than 
for  the  expeditious  unloading  and  delivery  or  pick- 
up and  loading  of  materials  in  any  place  marked 
as  a  freight  curb  loading  zone  during  hours  when 
the  provisions  applicable  to  such  zones  are  in  effect. 
In  no  case  shall  the  stop  for  loading  and  unloading 
of  materials  exceed  thirty  minutes. 

(b)  The  driver  of  a  passenger  vehicle  may  stop 
temporarily  at  a  place  marked  as  a  freight  curb 
loading  zone  for  the  purpose  of  and  while  actually 
engaged  in  loading  or  unloading  passengers  when 
such  stopping  does  not  interfere  with  any  motor 
vehicle  used  for  the  transportation  of  materials 
which  is  waiting  to  enter  or  about  to  enter  such 
zone. 

27-326.  Kestricted  use  of  bus  and  taxi  cab 
stands.)  No  person  shall  stop,  stand,  or  park  a 
vehicle  other  than  a  bus  in  a  bus  stop,  bus  stand 
or  bus  terminal,  or  other  than  a  taxicab  in  a  taxicab 
stand,  when  any  such  stop  or  stand  has  been  offi- 
cially designated  by  appropriate  signs,  except  that 
the  driver  of  a  passenger  vehicle  may  temporarily 
stop  therein  for  the  purpose  of  and  while  actually 
engaged  in  loading  or  unloading  passengers  when 
such  stopping  does  not  interfere  with  any  bus  or 
taxicab  waiting  to  enter  or  about  to  enter  such  zone. 

Parking  Meter  Rules. 

27-327.  Parking  in  parking  meter  zones  regu- 
lated.) The  operator  of  a  vehicle  shall  not  park 
such  vehicle  in  a  parking-meter  zone  as  established 
by  order  of  the  city  council,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided.  The  City  Council  shall  by  order  designate 
the  hours  of  the  day  and  the  days  of  the  year  when 
parking  in  a  parking-meter  zone  may  be  permitted 
without  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance.  Each  parking  meter  shall  bear  thereon 
a  legend  indicating  the  days  and  hours  when  the 
requirement  to  deposit  coins  therein  shall  apply. 

27-328.  Time  limitations — charges.)  Time  limi- 
tations for  parking  in  parking-meter  zones  shall  be 
as  established  from  time  to  time  by  the  city  council. 
Parking  fees  in  parking-meter  zones  shall  be  as 
established  by  the  City  Council. 

27-329.  Time  Ihnits.)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
the  operator  of  any  motor  vehicle,  having  placed 
such  parking  meter  in  operation  as  aforesaid,  to 
park  such  vehicle  in  such  parking  meter  zone  for 
a  period  of  time  longer  than  is  designated  on  the 
meter  for  the  value  of  the  coin  or  coins  deposited 
in  such  meter. 

27-330.  Deposit  of  coin.)  When  any  vehicle 
shall  be  parked  in  any  parking-meter  zone  the  op- 
erator of  such  vehicle  shall,  upon  entering  the 
parking  space,  immediately  deposit  or  cause  to  be 
deposited  a  coin  of  the  United  States  in  such  park- 
ing meter,  of  the  denomination  indicated,  and  put 
such  meter  in  operation.  Failure  to  deposit  such 
coin  and  put  the  meter  in  operation  shall  constitute 
a  violation  of  this  ordinance. 

27-331.  Tampering  with  meter.)  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  to  deface,  injure,  tamper 
with,  open  or  willfully  break,  destroy,  or  impair  the 
usefulness  of  any  parking  meter. 

27-332.  Use  of  slugs  prohibited.)  (a)  It  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  insert,  or  to  attempt 
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to  insert,  into  the  coin  receptacle  of  any  parking 
meter,  any  slug,  button  or  other  substance,  or  to 
manipulate  or  operate,  or  to  attempt  to  manipulate 
or  operate  in  any  manner  whatever,  any  parking 
meter  or  any  mechanism  or  device  connected  or 
commonly  used  therewith,  with  the  intent  to  park 
in  a  parking-meter  zone  without  paying  therefor. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  in- 
sert, or  to  attempt  to  insert,  into  the  coin  receptacle 
of  any  parking  meter,  any  slug,  button,  wire,  hook, 
or  other  implement  or  substance  with  the  intent  to 
obtain  from  such  coin  receptacle  a  legal  tender 
coin  of  the  United  States. 

Weight  and  Size  Limitations. 

27-333.    Wheel  and  axle  loads — gross  weights.) 

(a)  No  vehicle  or  combination  of  vehicles 
equipped  with  pneumatic  tires  shall  be  operated, 
unladen  or  with  load,  upon  any  public  way  in  this 
city  when  the  gross  weight  on  the  road  surface 
through  any  axle  thereof  exceeds  18,000  pounds, 
except  a  two-axle  motor  vehicle  which  shall  not 
exceed  24,000  pounds  on  the  rear  axle. 

(b)  No  vehicle  or  combination  of  vehicles 
equipped  with  other  than  pneumatic  tires  shall  be 
operated,  unladen  or  with  load,  upon  any  public 
way  in  this  city  when  the  gross  weight  on  the  road 
surface  through  any  wheel  thereof  exceeds  800 
pounds  per  inch  width  of  tire  tread  or  when  the 
the  gross  weight  on  the  road  surface  through  any 
axle  thereof  exceeds  16,000  pounds. 

(c)  An  axle  load  shall  be  defined  as  the  total 
load  transmitted  to  the  road  by  all  wheels  whose 
centers  may  be  included  between  two  parallel  trans- 
verse vertical  planes  40  inches  or  less  apart  extend- 
ing across  the  full  width  of  the  vehicle. 

(d)  Any  two  consecutive  axles  whose  centers 
are  more  than  40  inches  and  not  more  than  72 
inches  apart,  measured  to  the  nearest  inch,  shall 
be  defined  as  tandem  axles,  and  the  gross  weight 
transmitted  to  the  road  surface  through  axles  so 
spaced  shall  not  exceed  16,000  pounds  per  axle. 

(e)  The  gross  weight  of  vehicles  and  combina- 
tions of  vehicles,  including  the  weight  of  the  vehicle 
or  combination  and  its  maximum  load,  operated 
upon  any  public  way  in  this  city  shall  be  subject 
to  the  foregoing  limitations  and  further  shall  not 


exceed  the  following:

Trailers    36,000 

Vehicles  operating  on  caterpillar  type 

trucks   40,000 


27-334.    Load  restrictions  in  downtown  district.) 

(a)  No  operator  of  a  bus  or  vehicle  designed 
and  used  for  pulling  or  carrying  of  freight  or  mer- 
chandise shall  drive  such  vehicle  into  the  district 
bounded  on  the  north  by  the  south  line  of  Lake 
Street,  on  the  east  by  the  east  line  of  Wabash 
Avenue,  on  the  south  by  the  north  line  of  Congress 
Street,  and  on  the  west  by  the  east  line  of  Franklin 
Street,  unless  said  operator  has  deliveries  or  pick- 
ups of  materials  or  persons  to  make  in  said  dis- 
trict. 

(b)  No  operator  of  a  vehicle  designed  and  used 
for  pulling  or  carrying  freight  or  merchandise 
whose  length,  including  load,  is  in  excess  of  thirty- 
three  feet  shall  drive  such  vehicle  for  the  purpose 
of  delivering  or  picking  up  freight  or  merchandise 
in  the  district  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  west  line 
of  Michigan  Avenue,  on  the  south  by  the  south  line 
of  Van  Buren  Street,  on  the  west  by  the  east  line 
of  Wacker  Drive,  and  on  the  north  by  the  north 
line  of  Wacker  Drive  (excepting  the  lower  level  of 
Wacker  Drive)  during  the  hours  of  eight  a.m.  to 
six  p.m.,  except  Sundays  and  except  New  Year's 
Day,  Memorial  Day,  Independence  Day,  Labor  Day, 
Thanksgiving  Day  and  Christmas  Day;  provided, 
however,  that  such  vehicles  may  enter  said  district 
for  the  express  purpose  of  making  deliveries  or 
pick-ups  at  loading  platforms  or  docks  located 
wholly  within  areas  not  dedicated  as  public  ways 
and  arranged  so  that  said  vehicles  do  not  obstruct 
movement  of  vehicular  traffic  on  public  ways.  Op- 
erators of  emergency  vehicles,  mail  trucks  and 
such  vehicles  excepted  by  permits  issued  by  the 
commissioner  of  streets  and  sanitation  are  exempt 
from  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

27-335.    Load  restrictions  in  residential  areas.) 

No  operator  of  a  bus  or  vehicle  designed  and 
used  for  pulling  or  carrying  freight  or  merchandise 
shall  drive  such  vehicle  on  S.  Longwood  Drive  be- 
tween W.  95th  Street  and  W.  119th  Street,  S.  Pros- 
pect Avenue  between  W.  95th  and  W.  97th  Streets 
and  S.  Vanderpoel  Avenue  between  W.  95th  and  W. 
97th  Streets,  unless  said  operator  has  deliveries  or 
pick-ups  of  materials  or  persons  to  make  on  said 
streets. 

27-336.    Officers  to  weigh  vehicles.)     (a)  Any 

police  officer  having  reason  to  believe  that  the 
weight  of  a  vehicle  and  load  is  unlawful  shall  re- 
quire the  driver  to  stop  and  submit  to  a  weighing 
of  the  same  either  by  means  of  portable  or  sta- 
tionary scales.  If  such  scales  are  not  available  at 
the  place  where  such  vehicle  is  stopped,  the  police 
officer  shall  require  that  such  vehicle  be  driven  to 
the  nearest  public  weighmaster  as  defined  in  Chap- 
ter 164. 

(b)  Whenever  an  officer  upon  weighing  a  vehicle 
and  load,  as  above  provided,  determines  that  the 
weight  is  unlawful,  such  officer  shall  require  the 
driver  to  stop  the  vehicle  in  a  suitable  place  and 
remain  standing  until  such  portion  of  the  load  is 
removed  as  may  be  necessary  to  reduce  the  gross 
weight  of  such  vehicle  to  such  limit  as  permitted 
under  this  chapter  and  shall  forthwith  file  charges 
against  said  driver  for  such  violation  in  the  Munici- 
pal Court  of  Chicago.  All  material  so  unloaded 
shall  be  cared  for  by  the  owner  or  operator  of  such 
vehicle  at  the  risk  of  such  owner  or  operator. 

(c)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  driver  of  any 
vehicle  to  fail  or  refuse  to  stop  and  submit  the 
vehicle  and  load  to  a  weighing,  or  to  fail  or  refuse 
when  directed  by  a  police  officer  upon  weighing  of 
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the  vehicle  to  stop  the  vehicle  and  otherwise  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

27-337.  Exceptions  to  weight  and  size  limita- 
tions.) Whenever  official  signs  are  erected  pro- 
hibiting the  use  of  any  street  or  a  part  of  a  street 
by  trucks  or  other  commercial  vehicles  or  imposing 
weight  and/or  size  limitations  upon  such  vehicles 
using  said  street  or  a  part  of  a  street  as  authorized 
herein,  no  person  shall  drive  a  truck  or  other  com- 
mercial vehicle  upon  any  such  street  or  a  part  of 
a  street  in  violation  of  any  such  signs  except  for 
the  purpose  of  delivering  or  picking  up  materials 
or  merchandise  and  then  only  by  entering  such 
street  at  the  intersection  nearest  the  destination 
of  the  vehicle  and  proceeding  thereon  no  farther 
than  the  nearest  intersection  thereafter.  The  word 
"load"  when  used  on  official  signs  erected  by  au- 
thority of  this  section,  shall  be  defined  and  under- 
stood to  mean  the  weight  transmitted  to  the  road 
by  the  wheels  of  a  vehicle,  being  the  weight  of  such 
vehicle  plus  the  weight  of  its  contents  or  load  if 
any. 

27-338.  Width  of  vehicles.)  The  maximum 
width  of  any  vehicle  and  its  load  shall  not  exceed 
8  feet  except  that  vehicles  designed  and  used  for 
the  carrying  of  more  than  seven  persons  may  be 
8  feet  8  inches  in  width:  Provided  that  mir- 
rors required  may  project  up  to  6  inches  beyond 
each  side  of  a  vehicle  and  such  projection  shall  not 
be  deemed  a  violation  of  the  above  width  restric- 
tions. 

27-339.  Height  of  vehicles.)  The  height  of  a 
vehicle  from  the  under  side  of  the  tire  to  the  top 
of  the  vehicle,  inclusive  of  load,  shall  not  exceed 
thirteen  feet,  six  inches. 

27-340.  Length  of  vehicles.)  (a)  No  vehicle, 
unladen  or  with  load,  shall  exceed  a  length  of 
forty-two  (42)  feet  extreme  over-all  dimension. 

(b)  No  combination  of  truck  tractor  and  semi- 
trailer, unladen  or  with  load,  shall  exceed  a  length 
of  fifty  feet  extreme  over-all  dimension.  A  truck 
tractor  semi-trailer  may  draw  one  trailer  and  a 
truck  in-transit  may  draw  two  (2)  trucks  in-transit 
coupled  together  by  the  dual  saddlemount  method, 
and  no  such  combination,  unladen  or  with  load, 
shall  exceed  a  length  of  50  feet  extreme  over-all 
dimension. 

(c)  No  other  combination  of  vehicles  coupled 
together  shall  consist  of  more  than  two  vehicles 
and  no  such  combination  of  vehicles,  unladen  or 
with  load,  shall  exceed  a  length  of  50  feet  extreme 
over-all  dimension. 

(d)  Length  limitations  shall  not  apply  to  vehi- 
cles operated  in  the  day  time  when  transporting 
poles,  pipe,  machinery  or  other  objects  of  a  struc- 
tural nature  which  cannot  readily  be  dismembered, 
nor  to  such  vehicle  transporting  such  objects  op- 
erated at  night  time  by  a  public  utility  when  re- 
quired for  emergency  repair  of  public  service 
facilities  or  properties  or  when  operated  under 
special  permit  as  provided  in  this  chapter,  but  in 
respect  to  such  night  transportation  every  such 
vehicle  and  the  load  thereon  shall  be  equipped 
with  a  sufficient  number  of  clearance  lamps  on  both 
sides  and  marker  lamps  upon  the  extreme  ends  of 
any  projecting  load  to  clearly  mark  the  dimensions 
of  such  load. 

(e)  The  load  upon  any  vehicle  operated  alone, 
or  the  load  upon  the  front  vehicle  of  a  combination 
of  vehicles,  shall  not  extend  more  than  3  feet 
beyond  the  front  wheels  of  such  vehicle  or  the 
front  bumper  of  such  vehicle  if  it  is  equipped  with 
such  a  bumper. 


27-341.  Permit  for  excess  size  and  weight.)  (a.) 
When  in  his  judgment  an  emergency  exists,  the 
commissioner  of  streets  and  sanitation  with  respect 
to  streets  and  highways  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  city  may  in  his  discretion  upon  application  in 
writing  and  good  cause  being  shown  therefor,  issue 
a  special  permit  in  writing  authorizing  the  applicant 
to  operate  or  move  a  vehicle  or  combination  of 
vehicles  of  a  size  or  weight  of  vehicle  or  load  ex- 
ceeding the  maximum  specified  in  the  laws  of  the 
state  or  otherwise  not  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter  upon  any  street  or  highway 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  city. 

(b)  The  application  for  any  such  permit  shall 
specifically  describe  the  vehicle  or  vehicles  and 
load  to  be  operated  or  moved  and  the  particular 
streets  or  highways  for  which  permit  to  operate  is 
requested,  and  whether  such  permit  is  requested  for 
a  single  trip  or  for  continuous  operation. 

(c)  The  commissioner  of  streets  and  sanitation 
is  authorized  to  issue  or  withhold  such  permit  at 
his  discretion;  or,  if  such  permit  is  issued,  to  limit 
the  number  of  trips,  or  to  establish  seasonal  or 
other  time  limitations  within  which  the  vehicles 
described  may  be  operated  on  the  streets  or  high- 
ways indicated,  or  otherwise  to  limit  or  prescribe 
conditions  of  operation  of  such  vehicle  or  vehicles, 
when  necessary  to  assure  against  undue  damage  to 
the  road  foundations,  surfaces,  or  structures,  and 
may  require  such  undertaking  or  other  security  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary  to  compensate  for  any 
injury  to  any  roadway  or  road  structure. 

(d)  Whenever  the  application  for  such  a  permit 
is  for  the  transportation  of  a  single  article  which 
cannot  be  divided  and  which  exceeds  24,000  pounds 
total  load  on  any  axle  or  exceeds  60  feet  in  total 
length  or  102  inches  maximum  width,  the  com- 
missioner of  streets  and  sanitation  may  issue  a 
permit  only  for  a  single  trip  for  the  load  so  to  be 
transported  providing  that  the  person  making  such 
application  shall  have  paid  to  the  city  collector  a 
fee  of  ten  dollars  for  such  permit  and  shall  have 
furnished  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  $25,000.00  to  the 
city,  conditioned  so  as  to  save  the  city  harmless 
from  any  claim,  loss  or  damage  that  may  result 
from  the  granting  of  such  permit  or  that  may  arise 
from  or  on  account  of  any  work  done  thereunder, 
and  further  conditioned  that  the  grantee  shall  re- 
store at  his  own  cost,  to  a  condition  satisfactory  to 
the  commissioner  of  streets  and  sanitation,  any 
pavement,  subway,  tunnel,  sewer,  pipe,  conduit,  or 
other  public  utility  that  may  be  injured  by  reason 
of  the  transportation  of  such  article  under  such 
permit. 

(e)  Every  permit  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  carried  in  the  vehicle  or  com- 
bination of  vehicles  to  which  it  refers  and  shall  be 
open  to  inspection  by  any  police  officer,  and  no 
person  shall  violate  any  of  the  terms  or  conditions 
of  such  special  permit. 

Vehicle  Equipment. 

27-342.    Brakes.)  (a)  Brake  equipment  required. 

1.  Every  motor  vehicle,  other  than  a  motor- 
cycle, when  operated  upon  a  highway  shall  be 
equipped  with  brakes  adequate  to  control  the 
movement  of  and  to  stop  and  hold  such  vehicle, 
including  two  separate  means  of  applying  the 
brake,  each  of  which  means  shall  be  effective 
to  apply  the  brakes  to  at  least  two  wheels.  If 
these  two  separate  means  of  applying  the  brakes 
are  connected  in  any  way,  they  shall  be  so  con- 
structed that  failure  of  any  one  part  of  the  op- 
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erating  mechanism  shall  not  leave  the  motor 
vehicle  without  brakes  on  at  least  two  wheels. 

2.  Every  motorcycle,  and  bicycle  with  motor 
attached,  when  operated  upon  a  highway  shall 
be  equipped  with  at  least  one  brake,  which  may 
be  operated  by  hand  or  foot. 

3.  Every  trailer  or  semi-trailer  of  a  gross 
weight  of  3,000  pounds  or  more  when  operated 
upon  a  highway  shall  be  equipped  with  brakes 
adequate  to  control  the  movement  of  and  to 
stop  and  to  hold  such  vehicle  and  so  designed 
as  to  be  applied  by  the  driver  of  the  towing 
motor  vehicle  from  its  cab,  and  said  brakes  shall 
be  so  designed  and  connected  that  in  case  of 
an  accidental  breakaway  of  the  towed  vehicle 
the  brakes  shall  be  automatically  applied. 

(b)    Performance  ability  of  brakes. 

1.  The  service  brakes  upon  any  motor  vehicle 
or  combination  of  vehicles  operating  on  a  level 
surface  shall  be  adequate  to  stop  such  vehicle  or 
vehicles  when  traveling  20  miles  per  hour  within 
a  distance  of  30  feet  when  upon  dry  asphalt  or 
concrete  pavement  surface  free  from  loose  ma- 
terial. 

2.  Under  the  above  condition  the  hand  brake 
shall  be  adequate  to  stop  such  vehicle  or  vehicles 
within  a  distance  of  55  feet  and  said  hand  brake 
shall  be  adequate  to  hold  such  vehicle  or  vehicles 
stationary  on  any  grade  upon  which  operated. 

3.  Under  the  above  conditions  the  service 
brakes  upon  a  motor  vehicle  equipped  with  two- 
wheel  brakes  only  and  when  permitted  here- 
under, shall  be  adequate  to  stop  the  vehicle 
within  a  distance  of  40  feet  and  the  hand  brake 
adequate  to  stop  the  vehicle  within  a  distance 
of  55  feet. 

4.  All  braking  distances  specified  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  apply  to  all  vehicles  mentioned,  wheth- 
er such  vehicles  are  not  loaded  or  are  loaded  to 
the  maximum  capacity  permitted  in  this  chap- 
ter. 

5.  All  brakes  shall  be  maintained  in  good 
working  order  and  shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  op- 
erate as  equally  as  practicable  with  respect  to 
the  wheels  on  opposite  sides  of  the  vehicle. 

27-343.    Windshields  and  windows.)     (a)  No 

person  shall  drive  any  motor  vehicle  upon  a  high- 
way with  any  sign,  poster,  card,  sticker,  or  other 
nontransparent  material  upon  the  front  windshield, 
side  wings,  side  or  rear  windows  of  the  vehicle, 
except  that  such  signs,  posters,  cards,  stickers  or 
other  materials  may  be  placed  on  said  windshield 
within  a  seven-inch  square  in  the  lower  corner 
farthest  removed  from  the  driver's  position  or  upon 
the  side  windows  of  the  vehicle  to  the  rear  of  the 
driver  and  so  placed  that  said  materials  will  not 
obstruct  the  driver's  clear  view  of  approaching 
traffic. 

(b)  No  person  shall  drive  any  motor  vehicle 
upon  a  roadway  with  any  object  so  placed  in  or 
upon  the  vehicle  as  to  obstruct  the  driver's  clear 
view  through  the  windshield,  except  required  or 
permitted  equipment  of  the  vehicle. 

27-344.  Windshield  wipers.)  Every  motor  vehi- 
cle, except  motorcycles  and  motor-driven  cycles, 
operating  on  a  roadway  and  equipped  with  a  wind- 
shield shall  also  be  equipped  with  a  self -operating 
windshield  wiper  installed  thereon  which  shall  be 
maintained  in  good  operating  condition.  Any  wind- 
shield wiper  as  required  herein  to  be  installed  on  a 
vehicle  shall  provide  clear  vision  through  the  wind- 
shield for  the  driver  and  shall  be  operated  under 


conditions  of  fog,  snow  or  rain.  This  section  shall 
not  apply  to  snow  removal  equipment  equipped 
with  adequate  manually  operated  windshield  wipers. 

27-345.    Horns,  sirens,  whistles  and  bells.)  (a) 

Every  motor  vehicle  when  operated  upon  any 
public  way  shall  be  equipped  with  a  horn  in  good 
working  order  and  capable  of  emitting  sound  audi- 
ble under  normal  conditions  from  a  distance  of  not 
less  than  200  feet,  but  no  horn  or  other  warning 
device  shall  emit  an  unreasonably  loud  or  harsh 
sound  or  a  whistle. 

(b)  No  vehicle  shall  be  equipped  with  nor  shall 
any  person  use  upon  a  vehicle  any  siren,  whistle,  or 
bell,  except  that  this  shall  not  apply  to  an  author- 
ized emergency  vehicle  as  otherwise  permitted  in 
this  chapter. 

27-346.  Headlights,  rear  lights,  and  license 
light.)  When  upon  any  roadway  during  the  period 
from  sunset  to  sunrise, 

(a)  Every  motorcycle  shall  carry  one  lighted 
lamp  and  every  motor  vehicle  two  lighted  lamps 
showing  white  lights,  or  lights  of  a  yellow  or  amber 
tint,  visible  at  least  500  feet  in  the  direction  toward 
which  each  motorcycle  or  motor  vehicle  is  pro- 
ceeding ; 

(b)  Each  motor  vehicle,  trailer,  or  semi-trailer 
shall  also  exhibit  at  least  one  lighted  lamp  which 
shall  be  so  situated  as  to  throw  a  red  light  visible 
for  at  least  500  feet  in  the  reverse  direction; 

(c)  The  number  plate  at  the  back  of  every 
motorcycle  and  every  motor  vehicle  shall  be  so 
lighted  that  the  numbers  on  said  plate  shall  be 
plainly  legible  and  intelligible  at  a  distance  of  fifty 
(50)  feet;  and 

(d)  Every  trailer  having  a  gross  weight  of 
3000  pounds  or  less  including  the  weight  of  the 
trailer  and  maximimi  load  shall  be  equipped  with 
two  lighted  lamps,  one  on  each  side  of  the  rear  of 
such  trailer  which  shall  be  so  situated  as  to  throw 
a  red  light  visible  for  at  least  500  feet  in  the  re- 
verse direction. 

27-347.    Lamps  —  auxiliary   and    spot  lamps.) 

(a)  Anj'  motor  vehicle  may  be  equipped  with 
not  to  exceed  one  spot  lamp  and  every  lighted  spot 
lamp  shall  be  so  aimed  and  used  upon  approach- 
ing another  vehicle  that  no  part  of  the  high-in- 
tensity portion  of  the  beam  will  be  directed  to  the 
left  of  the  prolongation  of  the  extreme  left  side  of 
the  vehicle  nor  more  than  100  feet  ahead  of  the 
vehicle. 

(b)  Any  motor  vehicle  may  be  equipped  with 
not  to  exceed  three  auxiliary  driving  lamps  mount- 
ed on  the  front  at  a  height  not  less  than  12  inches 
nor  more  than  42  inches  above  the  level  surface 
upon  which  the  vehicle  stands. 

27-348.    Permissible  Lighting  Equipment.)  (a) 

Any  motor  vehicle  may  be  equipped  with  not  more 
than  two  side  cowl  or  fender  lamps  which  shall 
emit  an  amber  or  white  light  without  glare. 

(b)  Any  motor  vehicle  may  be  equipped  with 
not  more  than  one  running  board  courtesy  lamp 
on  each  side  thereof  which  shall  emit  a  white  or 
amber  light  without  glare. 

(c)  Any  motor  vehicle  may  be  equipped  with  a 
back-up  lamp  either  separately  or  in  combination 
with  another  lamp;  except  that  no  such  back-up 
lamp  shall  be  continuously  lighted  when  the  mo- 
tor vehicle  is  in  forward  motion. 

(d)  Whenever  a  motor  vehicle  equipped  with 
head  lamps  as  herein  required  is  also  equipped 
with  any  auxiliary  lamps  or  a  spot  lamp  or  any 
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other  lamp  on  the  front  thereof  projecting  a  beam 
of  an  intensity  greater  than  300  candle-power,  nor 
more  than  a  total  of  four  of  any  such  lamps  on 
the  front  of  a  vehicle  shall  be  lighted  at  any  one 
time  when  upon  a  highway. 

27-349.  Front  Ked  and  Flashing  Lights  Pro- 
hibited.) (a)  No  person  shall  drive  or  move  any 
vehicle  or  equipment  upon  any  roadway  with  any 
lamp  or  device  thereon  displaying  a  red  light  vis- 
ible from  directly  in  front  thereof. 

(b)  Flashing  lights  are  prohibited  on  motor  ve- 
hicles, except  as  a  means  for  indicating  a  right  or 
left  turn  or  stop. 

The  provisions  of  paragraphs  (a)  and  (b)  of 
this  section  shall  not  apply  to  authorized  emerg- 
ency vehicles. 

27-350.  Lighted  lamps  on  vehicles  other  than 
motor  powered.)  All  non-motor  driven  vehicles 
including  animal-drawn  vehiclea  while  being  oper- 
ated on  the  roadway  between  the  period  of  sunrise 
to  sunset  shall  at  all  times  be  equipped  with  at 
least  one  lighted  lamp  or  lantern  exhibiting  a 
white  light  visible  from  a  distance  of  500  feet  to 
the  front  of  such  vehicle  and  with  a  lamp  or  lantern 
exhibiting  a  red  light  visible  from  a  distance  of 
500  feet  to  the  rear. 

27-351.  Mirrors.)  Motor  vehicles  of  either  di- 
vision which  are  so  constructed  or  loaded  as  to 
obstruct  the  driver's  view  to  the  rear  thereof  from 
the  driver's  position  shall  be  equipped  with  a  mir- 
ror so  located  as  to  reflect  to  the  driver  a  view  of 
the  roadway  for  a  distance  of  at  least  200  feet  to 
the  rear  of  such  vehicle. 

27-352.  Rear  reflectors  on  trailers.)  Every 
trailer  having  a  gross  weight  of  3,000  pounds  or 
less  including  the  weight  of  the  trailer  and  maxi- 
mum load,  towed  either  by  a  motor  vehicle  of  the 
first  division  or  a  motor  vehicle  of  the  second  di- 
vision shall  be  equipped  with  two  red  reflectors, 
which  will  be  visible  when  hit  by  headlight  beams 
300  feet  away  at  night,  on  the  rear  of  the  body  of 
such  trailer,  not  more  than  12  inches  from  the 
lower  left  hand  and  right  hand  corners. 

27-353.  Mufflers,  by  passes,  cutouts,  fumes  and 
noises.)  (a)  Every  motor  vehicle  shall  at  all 
times  be  equipped  with  a  muffler  in  good  working 
order  and  in  constant  operation  to  prevent  exces- 
sive or  unusual  noise  and  annoying  smoke,  and  no 
person  shall  use  a  muffler  cutout,  by-pass,  or  simi- 
lar device  upon  a  motor  vehicle  on  a  public  way. 

(b)  The  engine  and  power  mechanism  of  every 
motor  vehicle  shall  be  so  equipped  and  adjusted  as 
to  prevent  the  escape  of  excessive  fumes  or  smoke. 

27-354.    Display  of  State  registration  plates.) 

(a)  Registration  plates  issued  for  a  motor  vehi- 
cle other  than  a  motor  cycle,  trailer,  semi-trailer 
or  truck-tractor  shall  be  attached  thereto,  one  in 
the  front  and  one  in  the  rear. 

(b)  The  registration  plate  issued  for  a  motor- 
cycle, trailer  or  semi-trailer  shall  be  attached  to  the 
rear  thereof. 

(c)  The  registration  plate  issued  for  a  truck- 
tractor  shall  be  attached  to  the  front  thereof. 

(d)  Every  registration  plate  shall  at  all  times 
be  securely  fastened  in  a  horizontal  position  to  the 
vehicle  for  which  it  is  issued  so  as  to  prevent  the 
plate  from  swinging  and  at  a  height  of  not  less 
than  12  inches  from  the  ground,  measuring  from 
the  bottom  of  such  plate,  in  a  place  and  position 


to  be  clearly  visible  and  shall  be  maintained  free 
from  foreign  materials  and  in  a  condition  to  be 
clearly  legible. 

27-355.    Display  of  City  vehicle  tax  sticker.) 

The  City  vehicle  tax  sticker  shall  be  placed  and 
positioned  to  be  clearly  visible  and  maintained  in 
a  clearly  legible  condition  and  shall  be  placed  on 
the  front  windshield  in  the  lower  right  hand  corner 
farthest  removed  from  the  driver's  position  approx- 
imately one  (1)  inch  from  the  right  and  lower 
edge  of  said  windshield. 

27-356.  Studs  on  tires.)  (a)  No  metal  tired 
vehicle  shall  be  moved  on  any  public  way  having  on 
the  periphery  of  any  wheel  a  block  stud,  flange, 
cleat,  or  spike  or  any  other  protuberance  of  any 
metal  other  than  rubber  which  projects  beyond  the 
tread  of  the  traction  surface  of  the  tire,  except 

(b)  It  shall  be  permissible  to  use  tire  chains 
of  reasonable  proportions  upon  any  vehicle  when 
required  for  safety  because  of  snow,  ice,  mud  or 
other  conditions  tending  to  cause  a  vehicle  to  skid. 

27-357.  Identification  on  vehicles.)  No  second 
division  vehicle  shall  be  operated  upon  public  ways 
unless  there  is  painted  or  otherwise  firmly  affixed 
to  such  vehicle  on  both  sides  thereof,  in  a  color  or 
colors  vividly  contrasting  to  the  color  of  the  vehicle 
the  name  and  address  of  the  owner  thereof,  the 
maximum  empty  weight  of  such  vehicle. 

27-358.  Projecting  loads.)  (a)  No  passenger 
vehicle  shall  be  operated  on  any  roadway  with  any 
loaded  carrier  thereon  extending  beyond  the  line 
of  the  fenders  on  the  left  side  of  such  vehicle  nor 
extending  more  than  6  inches  beyond  the  line  of  the 
fenders  on  the  right  side  thereof. 

(b)  No  commercial  vehicle  shall  be  operated 
on  any  roadway  with  any  load  extending  to  the 
rear  4  feet  or  more  beyond  the  bed  or  body  of 
such  vehicle  unless  there  shall  be  displayed  at  the 
extreme  rear  end  of  the  load,  (1)  during  the  periods 
when  lighted  lamps  are  required  in  this  chapter, 
a  red  light  or  lantern  plainly  visible  from  a  distance 
of  at  least  500  feet  to  the  rear  and  sides.  The  red 
light  or  lantern  required  under  this  section  shall 
be  in  addition  to  the  red  rear  light  required  upon 
every  vehicle;  and  (2)  during  all  other  times  a  red 
flag  or  cloth  not  less  than  16  inches  square.  This 
flag  or  cloth  shall  be  visible  to  the  driver  of  any 
vehicle  approaching  from  the  rear  or  sides. 

27-359.  Trailers  and  towed  vehicles.)  No  trail- 
er shall  be  operated  on  any  roadways  while  at- 
tached to  a  self-propelled  motor  vehicle  or  to  a 
leading  trailer  or  semi-trailer,  unless  in  addition 
to  the  regular  coupling  device  it  shall  have  suitable 
and  adequate  safety  chains  or  devices  attached  to 
the  corners  of  the  trailer  frame  of  sufficient  strength 
to  pull  the  trailer  and  its  maximum  load ;  provided, 
that  any  trailer  having  a  gross  weight  of  3,000 
pounds  or  less  including  the  weight  of  the  trailer 
and  maximum  load  may  be  coupled  to  the  towing 
vehicle  by  means  of  clamp-on  hitches  which  hitches 
shall  be  designed  and  installed  to  effectively  trans- 
fer stresses  to  the  chassis  of  the  towing  vehicle. 
Such  clamps  and  coupling  bar  shall  be  of  sufficient 
strength  to  hold  and  control  such  trailer  when 
fully  loaded.  Such  trailers  shall  be  equipped  with 
two  safety  chains  or  cables  which  are  permanently 
affixed  to  the  tongue  of  the  trailer.  When  such 
trailer  is  attached  to  the  towing  vehicle,  the  free 
end  of  each  chain  or  cable  shall  be  attached  to  the 
towing  vehicle. 
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Impounding  and  Relocation  of  Vehicles. 
27-360.  Authority  to  impound  vehicles.)  Mem- 
bers of  the  police  department  of  this  city  are  hereby 
authorized  to  remove  a  vehicle  from  any  public  way 
to  the  nearest  city  vehicle  pound  or  authorized 
garage  as  determined  and  designated  by  the  com- 
missioner of  police  under  the  circumstances  herein- 
after enumerated, 

(1)  When  any  vehicle  is  left  unattended  upon 
any  bridge  or  viaduct,  or  in  any  subway  or  tun- 
nel, or  upon  any  approach  thereto,  where  such 
vehicle  constitutes  an  obstruction  to  traffic. 

(2)  When  a  vehicle  upon  any  public  way  is  so 
disabled  as  to  constitute  an  obstruction  to  traffic 
and  the  person  or  persons  in  charge  of  the 
vehicle  are  by  reason  of  physical  injury  incapaci- 
tated to  such  an  extent  as  to  be  unable  to  provide 
for  its  custody  or  removal. 

(3)  When  any  vehicle  is  left  unattended  upon 
any  pubhc  way  and  is  so  parked  illegally  as  to 
constitute  a  definite  hazard  or  obstruction  to  the 
normal  movement  of  traffic. 

(4)  When  an  abandoned  vehicle  is  found  on 
any  public  way, 

(5)  When  any  vehicle  illegally  occupies  park- 
ing meter  space  for  an  unreasonable  period  of 
time. 

(6)  When  any  vehicle  is  parked  in  violation 
of  section  27-319. 

(7)  When  any  vehicle  is  parked  in  violation 
of  sections  320,  321,  and  322  of  this  chapter. 

(8)  When  any  vehicle  is  parked  in  violation 
of  official  signs  indicating  that  parking,  stand- 
ing, or  stopping  is  prohibited  at  all  times  or  dur- 
ing designated  hours  or  prohibited  for  a  longer 
time  than  indicated  on  such  sign. 

27-361.    Relocation  of  vehicles  in  emergencies.) 

When  any  emergency  arises  necessitating  the  re- 
moval of  any  vehicle  upon  any  public  way,  members 
of  the  department  of  police  are  hereby  authorized 
to  remove  or  have  removed  any  such  vehicle  from 
one  location  to  any  other  location. 

Penalties  and  Procedure  on  Arrest  or  Accident. 

27-362.  Penalties.)  Every  person  convicted  of 
a  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  chapter  regulat- 
ing bicycles  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  twenty-five  dollars  or  by  impounding  such 
person's  bicycle  for  a  period  n6t  to  exceed  thirty 
days  or  by  any  combination  thereof. 

27-363.  Penalty.)  Every  person  convicted  of  a 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  for 
which  no  penalty  is  specifically  provided  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  two  hundred 
dollars  for  each  offense. 

27-364.  Presiunptions.)  Whenever  any  vehicle 
shall  have  been  parked  in  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  any  ordinance  prohibiting  or  restrict- 
ing parking,  the  person  in  whose  name  such  vehicle 
is  registered  shall  be  prima  facie  responsible  for 
such  violation  and  subject  to  the  penalty  therefor. 

27-365.    Notice  on  illegally  parked  vehicle.)  (a) 

Whenever  any  vehicle  is  parked  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  any  ordinance  prohibiting  or  restrict- 
ing parking  and  there  is  no  person  in  attendance 
upon  such  parked  vehicle  to  be  arrested  or  served 
immediately  with  a  traffic  violation  notice  to  appear 
in  court  to  answer  the  charge  of  such  violation, 
any  police  officer  observing  such  violation  may 
attach  to  the  vehicle  used  in  such  violation,  a  traffic 
violation  notice  so  that  the  person  in  whose  name 


such  vehicle  is  registered  may  appear  in  the  Munici- 
pal Court  of  Chicago  on  a  day  certain  and  at  a 
designated  court  room  to  be  named  in  such  notice 
and  answer  to  the  charge  of  such  violation. 

When  any  vehicle  is  parked  in  a  private  parking 
lot  in  violation  of  section  27-381  (a)  and  there  is 
no  person  in  attendance  upon  such  parked  vehicle 
to  be  arrested  or  served  immediately  with  a  traffic 
violation  notice  to  appear  in  court  to  answer  the 
charge  of  such  violation,  any  police  officer  upon  a 
written  complaint  signed  by  the  owner  or  proprietor 
of  the  lot,  or  by  his  authorized  agent,  that  the 
vehicle  is  not  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  park- 
ing lot  may  attach  to  the  vehicle  a  traffic  violation 
notice  as  provided  herein. 

Whenever  any  vehicle  is  parked  in  a  public  park- 
ing lot  in  violation  of  section  27-382  and  there  is 
no  person  in  attendance  upon  such  parked  vehicle 
to  be  arrested  or  served  immediately  with  a  traffic 
violation  notice  to  appear  in  court  to  answer  the 
charge  of  such  violation,  any  police  officer  upon  a 
written  complaint  signed  by  the  owner  or  proprietor 
of  the  public  parking  lot,  or  by  his  authorized  agent, 
that  the  vehicle  is  not  entitled  to  the  privileges  of 
the  parking  lot  may  attach  to  the  vehicle  a  traffic 
violation  notice  as  provided  herein. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  other 
than  the  driver  of  the  vehicle  to  which  said  notice 
is  attached,  to  remove  the  same  from  said  vehicle. 

27-366.  Special  penalties.)  (a)  Any  person 
that  shall  violate  or  fail  to  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  27-320  limited  night  and  winter 
parking,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  three  dollars 
nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

(b)  Every  person  convicted  of  a  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  section  27-308  (b)  providing  for 
the  prohibition  of  parking  of  vehicles  for  the  pur- 
pose of  facilitating  the  cleaning  of  streets  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  for  each  offense. 

(c)  Any  person  that  shall  violate  or  fail  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  three  dollars  nor  more  than 
twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense. 

27-367.  Fees  for  redemption  of  impounded  vehi- 
cles.) Before  the  owner  or  person  entitled  to  pos- 
session of  any  legally  impounded  vehicle  shall  be 
permitted  to  remove  the  same  from  the  custody  of 
the  commissioner  of  police  he  shall  furnish  evidence 
of  his  identity  and  ownership  of  the  vehicle  and 
right  of  possession  thereto,  shall  sign  a  receipt  for 
the  vehicle,  and  shall  pay  a  fee  of  ten  dollars  for 
passenger  vehicles  of  not  more  than  seven  pas- 
sengers and  twenty  dollars  for  trucks  or  commercial 
vehicles  to  cover  the  cost  of  towing  or  removal  to 
a  vehicle  pound  or  authorized  garage,  and  in  addi- 
tion thereto  the  cost  of  storage  charged  at  the 
prevailing  rate  at  the  garage  or  parking  lot  at 
which  said  vehicle  is  stored, 

27-368.  Report  of  accidents.)  The  operator  of  a 
vehicle  involved  in  an  accident  resulting  in  injury 
to  or  death  of  any  person  or  property  damage  to 
an  apparent  extent  of  $50.00  or  more,  if  such  op- 
erator is  physically  capable  of  doing  so,  shall  im- 
mediately report  such  accident  to  the  police  de- 
partment. 

27-369.    Duty  upon  striking  unattended  vehicle.) 

The  operator  of  any  vehicle  which  collides  with 
any  vehicle  which  is  unattended  shall  immediately 
stop  and  shall  then  and  there  either  locate  and 
notify  the  operator  or  owner  of  such  vehicle  of  the 
name  and  address  of  the  driver  and  owner  of  the 
vehicle  striking  the  unattended  vehicle  or  shall 
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leave  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  vehicle  struck  a 
written  notice  giving  name  and  address  of  the 
driver  and  of  the  owner  of  the  vehicle  doing  the 
striking  and  a  statement  of  the  circumstances 
thereof. 

27-370.  Duty  upon  striking  fixtures  or  other 
property.)  The  operator  of  any  vehicle  involved 
in  an  accident  resulting  only  in  damage  to  fixtures 
or  other  property  legally  upon  or  adjacent  to  public 
way  shall  take  reasonable  steps  to  locate  and  notify 
the  owner  or  persons  in  charge  of  such  property 
of  such  fact  and  of  his  name  and  address  and  of 
the  registration  number  of  the  vehicle  he  is  driving 
and  shall  upon  request  and  if  available  exhibit  his 
operator's  or  chauffeur's  license. 

Miscellaneous  Rules. 

27-371.    Destructive  Substances  on  Public- Way.) 

(a)  No  person  shall  throw  or  deposit  upon  any 
public  way  any  glass  bottle,  glass,  nails,  tacks,  wire, 
cans,  or  any  other  substance  likely  to  injure  any 
person,  animal,  or  vehicle  upon  such  public  way. 

(b)  Any  person  who  drops,  or  permits  to  be 
dropped  or  thrown,  upon  any  public  way  any  de- 
structive or  injurious  material  shall  immediately 
remove  the  same  or  cause  it  to  be  removed. 

(c)  Any  person  removing  wrecked  or  damaged 
vehicle  from  a  public  way  shall  remove  any  glass 
or  other  injurious  substance  dropped  upon  the 
highway  from  such  vehicle. 

27-372.  Abandoning  motor  vehicles.)  It  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  abandon  any  motor 
vehicle  on  any  public  way  within  the  city.  Any 
motor  vehicle  standing  or  parked  on  any  public 
way  in  such  a  state  of  disrepair  as  to  be  incapable 
of  being  driven  in  its  present  condition,  or  any 
motor  vehicle  which  has  not  been  moved  or  used  for 
more  than  seven  consecutive  days  and  is  apparently 
deserted  shall  be  presumed  to  have  been  abandoned. 
Each  day  such  vehicle  remains  so  abandoned  shall 
constitute  a  separate  and  distinct  offense  for  which 
a  separate  penalty  may  be  imposed. 

27-373.  Unlawful  Moving  of  vehicles.)  No  per- 
son other  than  a  police  officer  shall  move  a  vehicle, 
not  lawfully  under  his  control,  into  any  area  where 
stopping,  standing  or  parking  is  prohibited  or  away 
from  a  curb  or  edge  of  roadway  such  distance  as 
ie  unlawful  or  start  or  cause  to  be  started  the  motor 
of  any  motor  vehicle,  or  shift,  change,  or  move 
tna  levers,  brake,  starting  device,  gears,  or  other 
mechanism,  of  a  parked  motor  vehicle,  to  a  position 
other  than  that  in  which  it  was  left  by  the  owner 
or  driver  thereof,  or  attempt  to  do  so. 

27-374.    Blocking  of  streets  by  Railroad  Trains.) 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  directing  of- 
ficer or  the  operator  of  any  railroad  train  to  di- 
rect the  operation  of  or  to  operate  the  same  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  prevent  the  use  of  any  street  for 
purposes  of  travel  for  a  period  of  time  longer  than 
five  minutes,  except  that  this  provision  shall  not 
apply  to  trains  or  cars  in  motion  other  than  those 
engaged  in  switching. 

27-375.  Parking  for  certain  purposes  prohibit- 
ed.) No  person  shall  park  a  vehicle  upon  any 
roadway 

(1)  To  display  such  vehicle  for  sale. 

(2)  To  grease  or  repair  such  vehicle  except  for 
repairs  necessitated  by  an  emergency. 

(3)  To  sell  merchandise  from  such  vehicle  ex- 
cept in  a  duly  established  market  place. 

27-376.  Liglits  on  parked  vehicles.)  (a)  When- 
ever a  vehicle  is  lawfully  parked  at  nighttime  up- 


on any  lighted  street  within  a  business  or  residence 
district  no  lights  need  be  displayed  upon  such 
parked  vehicle. 

(b)  Whenever  a  vehicle  is  parked  upon  an  un- 
lighted  street  or  highway  during  the  hours  between 
one-half  hour  after  sunset  and  one-half  hour  be- 
fore sunrise,  such  vehicle  shall  be  equipped  with 
one  or  more  lamps  which  shall  exhibit  a  white 
light  on  the  roadway  side  visible  from  a  distance 
of  500  feet  to  the  front  of  the  vehicle  and  a  red 
light  visible  from  a  distance  of  500  feet  to  the 
rear. 

(c)  Any  lighted  head  lamps  upon  a  parked 
vehicle  shall  be  depressed  or  dimmed. 

27-377.  Picking  up  solicitors  on  roadways.)  No 
person  operating  a  private  vehicle  shall  pick  up 
any  person  standing  in  a  roadway  for  the  purpose 
of  soliciting  a  ride. 

27-378.  Repairs  to  vehicle  on  Boulevards.)  No 
person  shall  change  any  parts,  repair,  wash,  grease, 
wax,  polish  or  clean  a  vehicle  on  any  boulevard 
except  such  repairing,  cleaning  or  polishing  as  is 
necessary  to  insure  good  vision,  or  such  emergency 
repairs  as  are  necessary  to  remove  such  vehicle 
from  the  boulevard.  Such  emergency  repairs  shall 
be  made  only  as  close  as  possible  to  the  right  hand 
edge  of  the  roadway,  with  the  vehicle  facing  in  the 
direction  of  traffic  flow. 

27-379.  Boarding  or  alighting  from  vehicles.) 
No  person  shall  board  or  alight  from  any  vehicle 
while  such  vehicle  is  in  motion. 

27-380.  Unlawful  riding.)  No  person  shall 
ride  on  any  vehicle  upon  any  portion  thereof  not 
designed  or  intended  for  the  use  of  passengers. 
This  provision  shall  not  apply  to  an  employe  en- 
gaged in  the  necessary  discharge  of  a  duty,  or  to 
persons  riding  within  truck  bodies  in  space  intend- 
ed for  merchandise. 

27-381.    Parking  in  private  parking  lots.)  It 

shall  also  be  unlawful  for  any  person  not  so  en- 
titled to  park  a  vehicle  in  a  private  parking  lot, 
established  voluntarily  or  pursuant  to  the  Chicago 
Zoning  Ordinance,  to  provide  off-street  parking 
facilities  for  tenants  or  employes  of  the  owner. 

27-382.    Parking  in   public   parking   lots.)  It 

shall  also  be  unlawful  for  any  person  not  so  en- 
titled to  park  a  vehicle  in  a  public  parking  lot  as 
defined  in  Section  156-13  of  the  Municipal  Code  of 
Chicago. 

Traffic  Administration 
Duties  of  police  department 

27-383.  Police  administration.)  The  traflic  bu- 
reau established  in  the  department  of  police  of 
chapter  11  of  this  code  shall  in  the  enforcement  of 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  have  the  powers  and 
duties  enumerated  in  the  following  sections. 

27-384.  Duty  of  traffic  bureau.)  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  traffic  bureau  with  such  aid  as  may 
be  rendered  by  other  members  of  the  police  de- 
partment to  enforce  the  street  traffic  regulations 
of  this  city  and  all  of  the  state  vehicle  laws  applic- 
able to  street  traffic  in  this  city,  to  make  arrests 
for  traffic  violations,  to  investigate  accidents  and 
to  cooperate  with  the  commissioner  of  streets  and 
sanitation  and  other  officers  of  the  city  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  traffic  laws  and  in  developing 
ways  and  means  to  improve  traffic  conditions,  and 
to  carry  out  those  duties  specially  imposed  upon 
said  bureau  by  this  chapter  or  other  ordinances 
of  this  city. 

27-385.    Records  of  traffic  violations.)    (a)  The 

police  department  or  the  traffic  bureau  thereof  shall 
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keep  a  record  of  all  violations  of  the  traffic  ordi- 
nances of  this  city  or  of  the  state  vehicle  laws  of 
which  any  person  has  been  charged,  together  with 
a  record  of  the  final  disposition  of  all  such  alleged 
offenses.  Such  record  shall  be  so  maintained  as  to 
show  all  types  of  violations  and  the  total  of  each. 
Said  record  shall  accumulate  during  a  five  year 
period  and  from  that  time  on  the  record  shall  be 
maintained  complete  for  at  least  the  most  recent 
five  year  period. 

(b)  All  forms  of  records  of  violations  and  no- 
tices of  violations  shall  be  serially  numbered.  For 
each  month  and  year  a  written  record  shall  be 
kept  available  to  the  pubUc  showing  the  disposal 
of  all  such  forms. 

(c)  All  such  records  and  reports  shall  be  pub- 
lic records. 

27-386.    Traffic  violation  forms  and  records.) 

(a)  Traffic  violation  notice  forms  for  notifying 
violators  to  appear  and  answer  to  charges  of  vio- 
lating traffic  laws  and  ordinances  in  the  Municipal 
Court  of  Chicago  and  the  corresponding  complaint 
forms  therefor,  in  serially  numbered  sets  consist- 
ing of  three  copies  of  the  notice  and  one  copy  of 
the  corresponding  complaint  shall  be  provided  by 
the  city  comptroller  in  books  and  in  the  form  pre- 
scribed and  approved  jointly  by  the  chief  justice 
of  the  Municipal  Court  of  Chicago  and  the  com- 
missioner of  police. 

(b)  The  commissioner  of  police  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  the  issuance  of  such  books  and  shall 
maintain  or  cause  to  be  maintained  a  record  of 
every  such  book  and  each  set  of  notices  and  com- 
plaint contained  therein  issued  to  the  individual 
members  of  the  police  department  and  shall  re- 
quire and  retain  a  receipt  for  every  book  so  issued. 

27-387.    Disposition  and  records  of  violations.) 

(a)  Every  police  officer  upon  issuing  a  traffic 
violation  notice  to  an  alleged  violator  of  any  pro- 
vision of  the  motor  vehicle  laws  of  the  state  or 
of  any  traffic  ordinance  of  this  city  shall  deposit 
the  corresponding  traffic  violation  complaint  of 
said  notice  with  his  immediate  superior  officer 
who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  filed  in  the  Mu- 
nicipal Court  of  Chicago. 

(b)  Upon  the  filing  of  such  traffic  violation 
complaint  in  the  Municipal  Court  of  Chicago  as 
aforesaid,  said  complaint  may  be  disposed  of  only 
by  trial  in  said  court  or  other  official  action  by  a 
judge  of  said  court,  including  forfeiture  of  loail 
or  by  payment  of  a  fine  to  the  traffic  violations 
bureau  of  said  court. 

fc)  The  commissioner  of  police  shall  require  the 
return  to  him  of  a  copy  of  every  traffic  violation 
notice  issued  by  a  member  of  the  police  depart- 
ment of  this  city  to  an  alleged  violator  of  any 
traffic  law  or  ordinance  and  of  all  copies  of  every 
traffic  violation  notice  and  the  corresponding  com- 
plaint which  have  been  spoiled  or  upon  which  any 
entry  has  been  made  and  not  issued  to  an  alleged 
violator. 

(d)  The  commissioner  of  police  shall  also  main- 
tain or  cause  to  be  maintained  in  connection  with 
every  traffic  violation  notice  issued  by  a  member 
of  the  police  department  of  this  city  a  record  of 
the  disposition  of  the  charge  in  the  Municipal  Court 
of  Chicago. 

fe)  The  commissioner  of  police  shall  also  main- 
tain or  cause  to  be  maintained  a  record  of  all  war- 
rants issued  by  the  Municipal  Court  of  Chicago  on 
said  charges  to  the  police  department  for  service 
and  the  disposition  of  all  such  warrants. 


(f)  It  shall  be  unlawful  and  official  misconduct 
for  any  police  officer  or  other  officer  or  public  em- 
ployee to  dispose  of  a  traffic  violation  notice  or 
copies  thereof,  a  traffic  violation  complaint,  or  the 
record  of  the  issuance  of  a  traffic  violation  notice 
in  a  manner  other  than  as  required  in  this  chapter. 

27-388.  Accident  investigation.)  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  traffic  bureau,  assisted  by  other  police 
officers  of  the  department,  to  investigate  traffic 
accidents,  to  arrest  and  to  assist  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  those  persons  charged  with  violations  of 
law  causing  or  contributing  to  such  accidents. 

27-389.  Accident  studies.)  Whenever  the  acci- 
dents at  any  particular  location  become  numerous, 
the  traffic  bureau  shall  cooperate  with  the  commis- 
sioner of  streets  and  sanitation  in  conducting 
studies  of  such  accidents  and  determining  reme- 
dial measures. 

27-390.  Accident  reports.)  (a)  The  traffic  bu- 
reau shall  maintain  a  suitable  system  of  filing 
traffic  accident  reports.  Accident  reports  or  cards 
referring  to  them  shall  be  filed  alphabetically  by 
location.  Such  reports  shall  be  available  for  the 
use  and  information  of  the  commissioner  of  streets 
and  sanitation. 

(b)  The  traffic  bureau  shall  receive  and  proper- 
ly file  all  accident  reports  made  to  it  under  state 
law  or  under  any  ordinance  of  this  city,  but  all 
such  accident  reports  made  by  drivers  shall  be  for 
the  confidential  use  of  the  police  department,  the 
commissioner  of  streets  and  sanitation,  and  other 
officers  of  the  city  for  official  use. 

27-391.  Drivers'  files.)  (a)  The  police  de- 
partment or  the  traffic  bureau  thereof  shall  main- 
tain a  suitable  record  of  all  traffic  accidents,  warn- 
ings, arrests,  convictions,  and  complaints  reported 
for  each  driver,  which  shall  be  filed  alphabetically 
under  the  name  of  the  driver  concerned. 

(b)  Said  traffic  bureau  shall  study  the  cases  of 
all  the  drivers  charged  with  frequent  or  serious 
violations  of  the  traffic  laws  or  involved  in  frequent 
traffic  accidents  or  any  serious  accident,  and  shall 
attempt  to  discover  the  reasons  therefor,  and  shall 
take  whatever  steps  are  lawful  and  reasonable  to 
prevent  the  same  or  to  have  the  licenses  of  such 
persons  suspended  or  revoked. 

(c)  Such  records  shall  accumulate  during  at 
least  a  five  year  period  and  from  that  time  on  such 
records  shall  be  maintained  complete  for  at  least 
the  most  recent  five  year  period. 

27-392.  Traffic-safety  report.)  The  commis- 
sioner of  police  shall  annually  prepare  a  traffic  re- 
port which  shall  be  filed  with  the  mayor  and  the 
city  council.  Such  report  shall  contain  information 
on  traffic  matters  in  this  city  as  follows: 

1.  The  number  of  traffic  accidents,  the  num- 
ber of  persons  killed,  the  number  of  persons  in- 
jured, and  other  pertinent  traffic  accident  data; 

2.  The  number  of  traffic  accidents  investigated 
and  other  pertinent  data  on  the  safety  activities 
of  the  police: 

3.  The  plans  and  recommendations  of  the  com- 
missioner of  police  for  future  traffic  safety  ac- 
tivities. 

27-393.  .\iithority  of  police  and  fire  depart- 
ments.) (a)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers 
of  the  police  department  or  such  other  authorized 
officers  as  are  assigned  by  the  commissioner  of 
police  to  enforce  all  street  traffic  ordinances  of  the 
city  and  all  of  the  state  vehicle  laws  applicable  to 
street  traffic  in  the  city. 
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(b)  Officers  of  the  police  department  or  such 
other  authorized  officers  or  crossing  guards  as  are 
assigned  or  authorized  by  the  commissioner  of 
police  are  hereby  authorized  to  direct  all  traffic 
by  voice,  hand,  or  signal  in  conformance  with  traf- 
fic laws  or  ordinances  provided  that,  in  the  event 
of  a  fire  or  other  emergency  or  to  expedite  traffic 
or  to  safeguard  pedestrians,  officers  of  the  police 
department  may  direct  traffic  as  conditions  may 
require  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  traf- 
fic laws  or  ordinances. 

(.c)  Officers  of  the  fire  department,  when  at  the 
scene  of  a  fire,  may  direct  or  assist  the  police  in 
directing  traffic  thereat  or  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

27-394.  Bureau  of  street  traffic.)  The  bureau 
of  street  traffic  under  the  direction  of  the  city 
traffic  engineer  as  established  in  the  department 
of  streets  and  sanitation  in  chapter  14  of  this  code 
shall  in  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  have  the  power  and  duty  to: 

Conduct  studies  of  all  phases  of  traffic  move- 
ment on  the  streets  and  highways  of  the  city  and, 
in  cooperation  with  the  city  council  and  other  of- 
ficials of  the  city,  plan  and  develop  ways,  means, 
and  facilities  to  improve  traffic  movement  on  and 
traffic  terminals  for  said  streets  and  highways  in- 
cluding improvements  in  the  streets  themselves. 

Conduct  studies  and  engineering  research  in  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  the  design,  use  and  operation  of 
streets  and  highways. 

Plan  and  direct  the  operation  of  traffic  on  the 
streets  and  highways  of  the  city. 

Initiate  and  recommend  to  the  mayor  and  city 
council  necessary  legislation  for  the  efficient  oper- 
ation of  traffic  and  the  prevention  of  traffic  acci- 
dents on  the  streets  and  highways  of  the  city. 

Investigate,  examine,  and  approve,  prior  to  the 
construction  thereof,  the  functional  design  and 
general  plans  of  all  streets,  highways,  bridges,  tun- 
nels, viaducts,  the  approaches  thereto  and  the  fa- 
cilities thereof  which  shall  be  constructed  by  or 
for  the  city  for  the  use  of  vehicles  for  the  purpose 
of  assuring  that  they  will  accommodate  traffic 
efficiently  and  will  harmonize  with  related  facilities 
of  the  street  traffic  system. 

Conduct  engineering  analyses  of  traffic  accidents 
and  devise  remedial  measures. 

Plan  and  direct  the  placing,  installation,  main- 
tenance and  operation  of  traffic  signs,  devices  and 
pavement  markings,  safety  zones  and  islands. 

Devise  and  direct,  in  cooperation  with  the  Chi- 
cago street  traffic  commission,  public  educational 
programs  and  similar  activities  that  will  promote 
the  efficient  movement  of  traffic  and  the  reduction 
of  traffic  accidents. 

Perform  such  other  duties  and  functions  as  may 
be  required  or  authorized  by  any  ordinance  or  as 
directed  by  the  city  council. 

27-395.    Chicago  street  traffic  commission.)  The 

Chicago  street  traffic  commission  established  in 
chapter  21  of  this  code  shall  in  the  enforcement  of 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  have  the  following 
powers  and  duties: 

1.  To  study  and  consider  proposed  programs 
of  departments  or  agencies  of  the  city  govern- 
ment involving  or  affecting  the  movement,  reg- 
ulation or  control  of  traffic  upon  the  streets  or 
highways  in  the  city  and  to  act  as  a  coordinating 
agency  in  the  development  of  such  programs. 
Such  departments  and  agencies  shall  report  on 
plans  and  programs  relating  to  such  proposed 
actions  to  the  Chicago  street  traffic  commission 


and  said  commission  shall  make  recommendations 
to  departments  or  agencies  concerned  therewith 
with  respect  to  such  plans  and  programs. 

2.  To  establish  policies,  standards  and  war- 
rants which  will  serve  as  guides  to  departments 
or  agencies  of  the  city  government  concerned 
with  plans  or  programs  involving  or  affecting 
the  movement,  regulation  or  control  of  traffic  on 
the  streets  and  highways  of  the  city. 

3.  To  request  any  other  department  or  agency 
of  the  city  for  assistance  in  the  performance  of 
its  duties  hereunder,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
such  other  department  or  agency  to  render  such 
assistance  as  may  be  reasonably  required. 

27-396.    Installation  of  traffic  control  devices.) 

The  commissioner  of  streets  and  sanitation  shall 
place  and  maintain  traffic-control  signs,  signals, 
and  devices  when  and  as  required  under  the  traffic 
ordinances  of  this  city  to  make  effective  the  pro- 
visions of  said  ordinances,  and,  with  the  concur- 
rence of  the  Chicago  street  traffic  commission,  may 
place  and  maintain  such  additional  traffic-control 
devices  as  he  may  deem  necessary  and  as  may  be 
authorized  by  the  city  council  to  regulate  traffic 
under  the  traffic  ordinances  of  this  city  or  under 
state  law,  or  to  guide  or  warn  traffic. 

27-397.  Specifications  for  traffic  control  de- 
vices.) All  traffic-control  signs,  signals,  and  de- 
vices shall  conform  to  the  manual  and  specifications 
approved  by  the  state  department  of  public  works 
and  buildings.  All  signs  and  signals  required  here- 
under for  a  particular  purpose  shall  so  far  as 
practicable  be  uniform  as  to  type  and  location 
throughout  the  city.  All  traffic-control  devices  so 
erected  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  state  law  or  this  chapter  shall  be  official  traffic- 
control  devices. 

27-398.  Crosswalks-safety  zones.)  The  com- 
missioner of  streets  and  sanitation  is  hereby  au- 
thorized: 

(1)  To  designate  and  maintain,  by  appropriate 
devices,  marks,  or  lines  upon  the  surface  of  the 
roadway,  crosswalks  at  intersections  where  in  his 
opinion  there  is  particular  danger  to  pedestrians 
crossing  the  roadway  and  at  such  other  places  as 
he  may  deem  necessary. 

(2)  To  estabhsh  safety  zones  of  such  kind  and 
character  and  at  such  places  as  he  may  deem  nec- 
essary for  the  protection  of  pedestrians. 

27-399.  Authority  to  mark  and  designate  traf- 
fic and  mass  transportation  lanes.)  The  commis- 
sioner of  streets  and  sanitation  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  mark  traffic  lanes  upon  the  roadway  where 
in  his  opinion  a  regular  alignment  of  traffic  is  nec- 
essary. Where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  commis- 
sioner, a  separation  of  traffic  is  necessary  to  ex- 
pedite the  flow  of  traffic  in  a  particular  area,  he 
may  designate  portions  of  the  roadway  as  mass 
transportation  lanes  and  shall  so  indicate  by  ap- 
propriate signs  and  markings. 

27-400.    Regulation  of  speed  by  traffic  signals.) 

The  commissioner  of  streets  and  sanitation  is  au- 
thorized to  regulate  the  timing  of  traffic  signals  so 
as  to  permit  the  movement  of  traffic  in  an  orderly 
and  safe  manner. 

27-401.  Turning  markers.)  (a)  The  commis- 
sioner of  streets  and  sanitation  is  authorized  to 
place  markers,  buttons,  or  signs  within  or  adjacent 
to  intersections  indicating  the  course  to  be  traveled 
by  vehicles  turning  at  such  intersections,  and  such 
course  to  be  traveled  as  so  indicated  may  conform 
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to  or  be  other  than  as  prescribed  by  law  or  ordi- 
nance. 

27-402.  Restricted  turn  signs.)  (a)  The  com- 
missioner of  streets  and  sanitation  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  determine  intersections,  alleys,  and 
driveways  at  which  drivers  of  vehicles  shall  not 
make  a  right  or  left  turn  and  he  shall  erect  ap- 
propriate signs  at  such  intersections,  alleys,  and 
driveways  giving  notice  thereof. 

(b)  The  commissioner  of  streets  and  sanitation 
is  hereby  authorized  to  determine  upon  what 
streets  or  parts  of  streets  drivers  of  vehicles  shall 
not  turn  such  vehicles  so  as  to  proceed  in  the  op- 
posite direction,  except  as  otherwise  provided  for 
in  this  chapter  and  he  shall  erect  appropriate  signs 
upon  such  streets  or  parts  of  streets  giving  notice 
thereof. 

(c)  The  making  of  such  right  or  left  turn  or 
turns  in  the  opposite  direction  may  be  prohibited 
between  certain  hours  of  any  day  and  permitted 
at  other  hours,  in  which  event  the  same  shall  be 
plainly  indicated  on  the  signs  or  they  may  be  re- 
moved or  covered  by  the  commissioner  of  streets 
and  sanitation  when  such  turns  are  permitted. 

27-403.  Designation  of  one-way  streets  and 
alleys.)  The  commissioner  of  streets  and  sanita- 
tion is  authorized,  after  the  concurrence  of  the 
Chicago  street  traffic  commission  and  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  city  council,  to  determine  and 
designate  one-way  streets  and  alleys  and  he  shall 
erect  and  maintain  appropriate  signs  giving  no- 
tice thereof.  Signs  indicating  the  direction  of  law- 
ful traffic  movement  shall  be  placed  at  every  inter- 
section and  alley  where  movement  of  traffic  in  the 
opposite  direction  is  prohibited. 

27-404.  Authority  to  restrict  direction  of  move- 
ment during  certain  periods.)  (a)  The  commis- 
sioner of  streets  and  sanitation,  subject  to  the 
concurrence  of  the  Chicago  street  traffic  commis- 
sion, is  hereby  authorized  to  determine  and  desig- 
nate streets,  parts  of  streets,  or  specific  lanes  there- 
on upon  which  vehicular  traffic  shall  proceed  in 
one  direction  during  one  period  and  the  opposite 
direction  during  another  period  of  the  day  and 
shall  place  and  maintain  appropriate  markings, 
signs,  barriers  or  other  devices  to  give  notice 
thereof  and  to  divide  traffic  traveling  in  opposite 
directions  in  shifting  lanes. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
drive  any  vehicle  in  violation  of  such  markings, 
signs,  barriers  or  other  devices  so  placed  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  section. 

27-40.5.  Stop  signs  when  required.)  Whenever 
any  ordinance  of  this  city  designates  and  describes 
a  through  street  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  com- 
missioner of  streets  and  sanitation  to  place  and 
maintain  a  stop  sign  on  each  and  every  street  in- 
tersecting such  through  street  or  intersecting  that 
part  thereof  described  and  designated  as  such  by 
any  ordinance,  unless  traffic  at  any  such  intersec- 
tion is  controlled  by  traffic-control  signals,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  at  the  intersection  of  a 
through  street  and  a  heavy-traffic  street  not  so 
designated,  stop  signs  shall  be  erected  at  the  ap- 
proaches of  either  or  both  of  said  streets  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  commissioner  of  streets  and 
sanitation  upon  the  basis  of  an  engineering  and 
traffic  study. 

27-406.  Erection  of  stop  signs.)  The  commis- 
sioner of  streets  and  sanitation  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  determine  and  designate  intersections  where 
particular  hazard  exists  upon  other  than  through 


streets  and  to  determine  whether  vehicles  shall 
stop  at  one  or  more  entrances  to  any  such  stop 
intersection,  and  shall  erect  a  stop  sign  at  every 
such  place  where  a  stop  is  required. 

27-407.  Stop  sign — legend.)  Every  stop  sign 
erected  pursuant  to  this  chapter  shall  bear  the 
word  "Stop"  in  letters  not  less  than  eight  (8) 
inches  in  height  and  such  sign  shall  at  nighttime 
be  rendered  luminous  by  steady  or  flashing  inter- 
nal illumination,  or  by  a  fixed  floodlight  projected 
on  the  face  of  the  sign,  or  by  efficient  reflecting 
elements  on  the  face  of  the  sign.  Every  stop  sign 
shall  be  erected  as  near  as  practicable  to  the  earn- 
est line  of  the  crosswalk  on  the  near  side  of  the 
intersection  or,  if  there  is  no  crosswalk,  then  as 
close  as  practicable  to  the  nearest  line  of  the 
roadway. 

27-408.    Authority  to  permit  diagonal  parlting.) 

The  commissioner  of  streets  an  sanitation  is  here- 
by authorized  to  establish  diagonal  parking  zones 
and  to  designate  such  zones  by  placing  and  main- 
taining suitable  signs  and  markings.  Such  diagonal 
parking  zones  shall  be  established  only  after  ap- 
propriate engineering  studies  and  surveys  have 
indicated  that  said  diagonal  parking  will  not  be 
hazardous,  and  that  such  diagonal  parking  shall 
leave  at  all  times  not  less  than  twenty  feet  of 
available  roadway  for  the  ingress  and  egress  of 
vehicles  between  the  rows  of  such  parked  vehicles. 
The  parking  of  vehicles  diagonal  to  the  roadway 
may  be  permitted  only  on  streets  at  their  termini 
beyond  the  last  cross-street  intersection  and  on 
streets  which  serve  only  as  service  drives. 

27-409.  Parking  near  hazardous  or  congested 
places.)  The  commissioner  of  streets  and  sanita- 
tion is  hereby  authorized  to  determine  and  desig- 
nate by  appropriate  signs  places  not  exceeding  150 
feet  in  length  in  which  the  stopping,  standing,  or 
parking  of  vehicles  wouid  create  an  especially  haz- 
ardous condition  or  would  cause  unusual  delay  to 
traffic. 

27-410.  Curb  loading  zones.)  The  commissioner 
of  streets  and  sanitation,  subject  to  the  concur- 
rence of  the  Chicago  street  traffic  commission  and 
to  the  approval  of  the  city  council,  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  determine  the  location  of  passenger  and 
freight  curb  loading  zones  and  shall  place  and 
maintain  appropriate  signs  indicating  the  same  and 
stating  the  hours  during  which  the  provisions  of 
this  section  are  applicable. 

27-411.  Curb  loading  zone  and  no-parking 
signs.)  No  sign  shall  be  erected  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  streets  and  sanitation  upon  the  special 
request  of  the  owner,  agent,  or  lessee  of  any  iDuild- 
ing  for  the  specific  purpose  of  designating  a  curb 
loading  zone  or  prohibited  parking  space  in  front 
of  the  entrance  to  such  building,  or  in  front  of  the 
property  upon  which  such  building  is  located,  until 
said  owner,  agent,  or  lessee  has  paid  into  the  city 
treasury  a  fee  of  fifteen  dollars  for  each  sign  to  be 
erected  which  shall  include  maintenance  for  such 
sign  for  a  period  of  one  year  from  date  of  erection. 
The  commissioner  of  streets  and  sanitation  shall  not 
maintain  any  such  sign  after  one  year  from  the 
date  of  erection  unless  the  owner,  agent,  or  lessee 
shall  pay  into  the  city  treasury  a  fee  of  ten  dol- 
lars in  advance  annually  for  the  maintenance  of 
each  such  sign  and  said  commissioner  shall  remove 
such  sign  when  the  payment  of  yearly  maintenance 
fees  on  such  sign  shall  be  thirty  days  in  arrears. 
Said  commissioner  may  also  remove  any  such  sign 
whenever  public  convenience  or  necessity  warrants 
the  same  after  fifteen  days'  notice  of  such  intended 
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removal  is  given  to  said  owner,  agent,  or  lessee. 
The  fees  required  herein  shall  not  apply  to  the 
erection  of  signs  in  front  of  any  public  building  as 
defined  herein,  or  in  front  of  any  theater,  school  or 
church. 

27-412.    Public  carrier  stops  and  stands.)  The 

commissioner  of  streets  and  sanitation,  subject  to 
the  concurrence  of  the  Chicago  street  traffic  com- 
mission and  to  the  approval  of  the  city  council,  is 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  establish  bus 
stops,  bus  stands,  taxicab  stands,  and  stands  for 
other  passenger  common-carrier  motor  vehicles  on 
such  public  streets  in  such  places  and  in  such  num- 
ber as  he  shall  determine  to  be  of  the  greatest 
benefit  and  convenience  to  the  public,  and  every 
such  bus  stop,  bus  stand,  taxicab  stand,  or  other 
stand  shall  be  designated  by  appropriate  signs. 

27-413.    Authority  to  prohibit  parking.)  The 

commissioner  of  streets  and  sanitation  is  author- 
ized, after  the  concurrence  of  the  Chicago  street 
traffic  commission  and  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  city  council,  to  determine  and  designate  those 
streets  or  parts  of  streets  upon  which  parking 
shall  be  prohibited  or  upon  which  parking  shall 
be  prohibited  on  one  side  only  and  he  shall  erect 
appropriate  signs  giving  notice  thereof. 

27-414.  Authority  to  regulate  stopping,  stand- 
ing, or  parking.)  (a)  The  commissioner  of  streets 
and  sanitation  is  hereby  authorized,  after  the  con- 
currence of  the  Chicago  street  traffic  commission 
and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city  council,  to 
determine  and  designate  those  streets  or  parts  of 
streets  upon  which  stopping,  standing,  or  parking 
shall  be  prohibited  within  certain  hours  or  per- 
mitted for  a  limited  time  and  he  shall  erect  and 
maintain  appropriate  signs  giving  notice  thereof. 

27-415.    Installation  and  supervision  of  parking 

metars.)  The  commissioner  of  streets  and  sanita- 
tion shall  cause  parking  meters  to  be  installed  in 
such  numbers  and  at  such  places  in  parking-meter 
zones  as  established  by  the  city  council  as  in  his 
judgment  may  be  necessary  to  the  regulation,  con- 
trol, and  inspection  of  the  parking  of  vehicles  there- 
in, and  shall  cause  parking-meter  spaces  to  be  so 
designated  as  hereinafter  provided.  He  shall  have 
supervision  of  the  installation,  operation,  mainte- 
nance, regulation  and  use  of  such  meters,  and  the 
city  collector  shall  have  charge  of  the  collection 
of  coins  deposited  in  said  meters. 

27-416.  Parking  meter  placement.)  Parking 
meters  shall  be  installed  immediately  adjacent  to 
the  individual  parking  places  designated.  Each 
parking  meter  shall  be  set  in  such  manner  as  to 
display  by  a  signal  that  the  parking  space  adjac- 
ent to  such  meter  is  or  is  not  legally  in  use.  Each 
parking  meter  shall  indicate  the  value  of  the  coins 
to  be  deposited,  the  legal  parking  time  established, 
and  when  operated  shall  indicate  the  duration  of 
the  period  of  legal  parking,  and  on  the  expiration 
of  such  period,  shall  indicate  illegal  or  overtime 
parking. 

27-417.  Pavement  marking.)  The  commission- 
er of  streets  and  sanitation  shall  have  markings 
painted  or  placed  upon  the  pavement  adjacent  to 
each  parking  meter  for  the  purpose  of  designating 
the  parking  space  for  which  said  meter  is  to  be 
used,  and  each  vehicle  parking  adjacent  to  any 
parking  meter  shall  park  within  the  lines  or  mark- 
ing so  established.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  park 
any  vehicle  across  any  such  line  or  marking  or  to 
park  said  vehicle  in  such  position  that  the  same 
shall  not  be  entirely  within  the  area  so  designated 
by  such  lines  or  markings. 


27-418.    Authority  to  restrict  use  of  streets.) 

The  commissioner  of  streets  and  sanitation  with 
respect  to  streets  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  city 
is  authorized,  after  the  concurrence  of  the  Chicago 
street  traffic  commission  and  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  city  council,  to  determine  and  des- 
ignate those  streets  or  parts  of  streets  upon  which 
the  operation  of  trucks  or  other  commercial  ve- 
hicles shall  be  prohibited  or  upon  which  the  use 
of  such  vehicles  shall  be  restricted  by  imposing 
limitations  as  to  the  weight  of  such  vehicles.  He 
shall  erect  and  maintain  appropriate  signs  on  such 
streets  or  parts  of  streets  giving  notice  thereof. 

27-419.  Play  streets-designation.)  The  mayor 
and  the  commissioner  of  police  may,  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  commissioner  of  streets  and  san- 
itation, designate  certain  streets  or  parts  of  streets, 
other  than  main  thoroughfares,  as  play  streets  to 
be  devoted  to  recreational  purposes  for  children, 
under  proper  regulation  and  supervision. 

Such  designation  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall 
describe  the  street  or  part  of  the  street  to  be  used 
for  such  purpose,  the  hours  of  the  day  and  the 
days  of  the  week  when  it  shall  be  roped  off,  and 
such  other  directions  as  the  mayor  may  deen  nec- 
essary for  the  protection  of  the  children  and  of 
the  public.  The  commissioner  of  police  shall  assign 
police  officers  to  supervise  such  streets  or  parts  of 
streets. 

The  commissioner  of  streets  and  sanitation  in 
preparing  his  recommendations  shall  give  prefer- 
ence to  neighborhoods  where  recreation  space  and 
playground  facilities  are  not  otherwise  available 
and  such  streets  or  parts  of  streets  on  which  ve- 
hicular traffic  is  light  shall  be  selected.  Said  streets 
shall  be  so  used  for  play  only  at  such  times  as 
will  cause  a  minimum  interference  with  regular 
street  traffic  (and  the  same  streets  or  parts  of 
streets  shall  not  be  used  consecutively  week  after 
week  unless  the  mayor,  in  his  discretion,  shall 
determine  that  there  is  good  and  sufficient  reason 
for  doing  so).  No  street  shall  be  closed  as  a  play 
street  unless  the  alderman  of  the  ward  wherein 
said  street  is  located  shall  give  his  written  con- 
sent thereto. 

The  commissioner  of  streets  and  sanitation  shall 
notify  the  fire  commissioner  of  the  designation  of 
such  streets  and  of  the  dates  when  the  same  are  to 
be  used  as  play  streets,  and  the  fire  commissioner 
shall  flush  said  streets  in  the  early  morning  hours 
of  said  days. 

27-420.  Supervision  of  play  street.)  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  heads  of  the  several  departments 
of  the  city  government  and  the  employes  of  the 
city  to  render  such  assistance  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  play  street  system  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  insure  safety  to  the  children  using  same.  No 
games  of  a  dangerous  character  shall  be  permitted 
upon  any  such  play  street,  and  no  child  of  unsuit- 
able age,  or  child  who  is  affected  with  any  com- 
municable disease,  shall  be  permitted  to  join  in 
such  games  except  with  the  permission  of  the 
board  of  health.  No  hard  ball  shall  be  used  on  any 
play  street,  nor  shall  football,  shinny  or  high  or 
broad  jumping  be  permitted  thereon.  Rope  jump- 
ing, dancing,  roller  skating,  indoor  baseball,  ring 
games  and  other  games  which  no  not  render  such 
play  streets  unsafe  for  small  children  may  be  per- 
mitted under  proper  supervision. 

Authority  to  Purchase  Parking  Meters. 

27-421.    Acquisition  of  parking  meters.)  The 

purchasing  agent  is  authorized  to  award  and  carry 
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out  the  terms  of  any  contract  entered  into  pur- 
suant to  specific  city  council  action,  for  the  pur- 
chase, leasing  and  acquiring  of  the  parking  meters, 
whether  for  trial  periods  or  otherwise.  The  pay- 
ment for  such  parking  meters  and  installation  shall 
be  provided  for  solely  from  the  receipts,  funds 
and  revenues  obtained  from  the  operation  of  said 
parking  meters  without  in  any  manner  obligating 
the  city  to  pay  for  the  same  from  any  other  source. 

27-422.  Application  of  Parking  Meter  Reve- 
nues.) The  coins  required  to  be  deposited  hereby 
are  levied  and  assessed  as  fees  to  cover  the  cost 
of  supervision,  inspection,  installation,  operation, 
maintenance,  control  and  use  of  the  meters  and 
the  cost  of  supervising  and  regulating  the  parking 
of  vehicles  in  the  parking-meter  zone;  for  the  pur- 
pose of  acquiring,  establishing,  improving,  main- 
taining and  operating  parking  facilities;  and  for 
the  purpose  of  traffic  regulation. 

Impounding  vehicles 

27-423.  Records.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
commissioner  of  police  to  safely  keep  any  vehicle 
so  impounded  until  such  vehicle  shall  have  been 
repossessed  by  the  owner  or  person  legally  entitled 
to  possession  thereof  or  otherwise  disposed  of  as 
hereinafter  provided.  The  commissioner  of  police 
shall  cause  to  be  kept  an  accurate  record  of  the 
description  of  such  vehicle,  including  the  name  of 
the  officer  from  whom  such  vehicle  was  received, 
the  officer  employed  to  tow  or  deliver  the  same  to 
said  pound  or  authorized  garage,  the  date  and 
time  when  received,  the  place  where  found,  seized 
or  taken  possession  of,  the  make  and  color  of  car, 
style  or  body,  kind  of  power,  motor  number,  serial 
number,  number  of  cylinders,  year  built,  state 
license  number,  if  any,  wheel  tax  license  number, 
if  any,  equipment  and  general  description  of  con- 
dition, the  name  and  address  of  the  person  re- 
deeming said  vehicle,  the  date  of  redemption,  and 
the  manner  and  date  of  disposal  of  said  vehicle  in 
case  the  same  shall  not  be  redeemed,  together  with 
the  towing  and  storage  charges.  Said  record  shall 
be  in  form  prescribed  by  the  commissioner  of  po- 
lice to  keep  weekly  reports  of  all  such  vehicles  de- 
livered to  him,  which  reports  shall  be  kept  in  the 
office  of  said  commissioner  available  for  the  in- 
spection of  any  interested  party  at  all  resonable 
hours  of  the  day. 

27-424.  Removal  and  impounding.)  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  commissioner  of  police  to  cause 
every  vehicle  removed  from  any  public  way  as 
provided  in  section  27-360  to  be  so  removed  and 
conveyed  by  or  under  the  direction  of  a  member  of 
the  police  department  to  a  vehicle  pound  or  auth- 
orized garage. 

The  department  of  streets  and  sanitation  shall 
furnish  to  the  commissioner  of  police,  upon  de- 
mand, towing  vehicles  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
out  the  provisions  of  this  section.  The  said  depart- 
ment of  streets  and  sanitation  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  fees  provided  in  section  27-367  for  such  tow- 
ing or  removal  service. 

27-425.  Notice  to  owner  of  impounded  or  relo- 
cated vehicle.)  Whenever  the  department  of  po- 
lice has  impounded  or  relocated  any  vehicle,  said 
department  of  police  shall  ascertain  from  the  reg- 
istration records  of  the  state  or  this  city  the  name 
and  addrcsss  of  the  owner  thereof  and  shall  im- 
mediately give  or  cause  to  be  given  notice  in  writ- 
ing to  such  owner  of  the  fact  of  such  removal  and 
impounding  and  reason  therefor  and  of  the  place 
to  which  such  vehicle  has  been  removed. 


27-426.  Notice  to  police  department.)  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  ward  superintendants  to  notify 
the  commissioner  of  police  of  the  location  of  all 
abandoned  motor  vehicles  found  on  the  public  way 
within  their  respective  wards,  and  also  the  duty  of 
each  police  officer  to  give  such  notice. 

27-427.  Vehicle  poimd.)  The  commissioner  of 
police  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  a  vehicle 
pound  or  pounds,  to  which  motor  vehicles  may  be 
removed  by  police  officers  in  the  manner  herein- 
after provided.  Such  pound  or  pounds  shall  be  lo- 
cated at  such  places  as  may  be  designated  by  the 
commissioner  of  police  and  operated  by  the  cus- 
todian of  lost  and  stolen  property,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  commissioner  of  police.  Each  pound 
shall  be  in  charge  of  a  police  officer  or  officers, 
designated  by  the  commissioner  of  police,  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving,  safe-guarding  and  discharg- 
ing vehicles,  and  for  collecting  fees  hereinafter 
provided  for. 

27-428.  Impounded  vehicles — Notice  to  secretary 
of  state.)  Whenever  the  department  of  police  has 
impounded  any  vehicle  as  aforesaid  and  does  not 
know  and  is  not  able  to  ascertain  the  name  of  the 
owner,  or  for  any  reason  is  unable  to  give  the  no- 
tice to  the  owner  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  in 
the  event  the  vehicle  is  not  returned  to  the  owner 
within  a  period  of  three  days,  then  and  in  that 
event  said  department  of  police  shall  immediately 
send  or  cause  to  be  sent  a  written  report  of  such 
removal  and  impounding  by  mail  to  the  secretary 
of  state  of  the  state  of  Illinois.  Such  notice  shall 
include  a  complete  description  of  the  vehicle,  the 
date,  time,  and  place  from  which  removed,  the 
reasons  for  such  removal,  and  the  address  of  the 
vehicle  pound  or  authorized  garage  where  the  ve- 
hicle is  stored. 

27-429.  Impounded  vehicles  —  Sale  —  notice  — 
other  disposition.)  Whenever  any  vehicle  so  im- 
pounded shall  remain  unclaimed  by  the  owner  or 
other  person  legally  entitled  to  possession  thereof 
for  a  period  of  thirty  days  from  the  day  such  ve- 
hicle was  impounded,  and  after  notice  shall  have 
been  given,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  department 
of  police  to  sell  such  vehicle  at  public  auction  to 
the  highest  bidder  for  cash,  the  time  and  place  of 
such  sale  to  be  published  at  least  once  in  a  news- 
paper of  general  circulation  in  the  city,  not  less 
than  ten  nor  more  than  fifteen  days  from  expira- 
tion of  said  thirty  days,  and  he  shall  also  cause  a 
notice  of  such  sale  to  be  mailed  to  the  secretary 
of  state  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifteen 
days  from  the  expiration  of  said  thirty  days.  Said 
notice  shall  contain  the  full  description  of  the  ve- 
hicle to  be  sold  and  the  time  and  place  of  sale; 
provided  that  any  such  vehicle  not  sold  at  the  first 
sale  may  be  offered  for  sale  and  sold  at  any  sub- 
sequent sale  without  further  notice  or  publication. 
The  proceeds  of  such  sale  after  paying  all  liens 
and  deducting  all  reasonable  charges  and  expenses 
incurred  by  such  officer  charged  with  the  keeping 
of  said  pound,  including  the  fees  and  charges  here- 
in specified,  in  receiving,  towing,  keeping,  prepar- 
ing and  giving  notices,  advertising  for  sale  or  sell- 
ing or  otherwise  disposing  of  such  vehicle  shall  be 
paid  to  the  city  treasurer. 

Whenever  any  such  vehicle  shall  remain  unsold 
for  a  period  of  ninety  days  from  and  including  the 
day  when  the  same  shall  have  been  delivered  to 
any  vehicle  pound  as  in  this  ordinance  provided, 
any  such  vehicle  may  be  given  to  the  use  of  any 
department  of  the  city  or  other  governmental 
agency  desiring  the  same,  or  may  be  removed  to 
the  house  of  correction  for  dismantling. 
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No  member  of  the  department  of  police,  nor  any 
other  employee  of  the  city,  directly,  or  indirectly, 
shall  purchase  or  participate  in  the  biding  for,  or 
purchase  of,  any  vehicle  offered  for  sale  as  afore- 
said. 

Traffic  Administration. 

37-430.  Emergency  and  experimental  regula- 
tions.) (a)  The  commissioner  of  police  by  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  commissioner  of  streets 
and  sanitation  and  after  concurrence  of  the  Chicago 
street  traffic  commission  is  hereby  empowered  to 
make  regulations  necessary  to  make  effective  the 
provisions  of  the  traffic  ordinances  of  this  city  and 
to  make  and  enforce  temporary  or  experimental 
regulations  to  cover  emergencies  or  special  condi- 
tions. 

(b)  The  commissioner  of  streets  and  sanitation 
may  test  traffic-control  devices  and  techniques  un- 
der actual  conditions. 

Authority  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Streets  and  Sanitation. 

27-431.  Controlled  Access  Highway.  (Authority 
to  Restrict.)  (a)  The  Commissioner  of  Streets 
and  Sanitation  with  respect  to  any  controlled  access 
highway  under  its  jurisdiction  may  prohibit  the  use 
of  any  such  highway  by  pedestrians,  bicycles,  or 
other  non-motorized  traffic  or  by  any  person  operat- 
ing a  motor  driven  cycle.  The  Commissioner  of 
Streets  and  Sanitation  shall  erect  and  maintain 
official  signs  on  the  controlled  access  highway  on 
which  such  prohibitions  are  applicable. 

27-432.  Parking  signs  required.)  The  commis- 
sioner of  streets  and  sanitation  shall  designate  the 
locations  of  the  provisions  of  subparagraphs  (3), 
(4),  (8)  and  (15)  of  section  27-311  by  curb  mark- 
ings or  by  the  erection  of  appropriate  signs  giving 
notice  thereof. 

27-433.  Parking  Regulation  on  narrow  road- 
ways.) Whenever  upon  engineering  investigation 
the  width  of  roadway  is  found  to  be  insufficient 
to  meet  requirements  set  forth  in  section  27-307, 
the  commissioner  of  streets  and  sanitation  is  hereby 
authorized  to  erect  signs  giving  notice  of  prohibi- 
tion of  parking. 

27-434.  Illegal  cancellation  of  violation  notice 
— audit  of  records.)  (a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  cancel  or  solicit  the  cancellation  of 
any  traffic  violation  notice  or  complaint  in  any 
manner  other  than  as  provided  in  this  chapter. 

(b)  The  city  comptroller  shall  submit  a  quarter- 
ly and  an  annual  report  to  the  mayor  and  city 
council  of  all  traffic  violation  notices  issued  by  the 
police  department  of  this  city  the  dispositions  of  the 
corresponding  complaints  thereof,  all  warrants  is- 
sued by  the  Municipal  Court  of  Chicago  on  said 
charges  to  the  police  department  for  service,  and 
the  dispositions  of  all  such  warrants. 

Effect  of  Ordinance — Saving  Clause — 
short  Title  of  Ordinance. 

27-435.  Effect  of  ordinance.)  If  any  part  or 
parts  of  this  chapter  are  for  any  reason  held  to  be 
invalid,  such  decisions  shall  not  affect  the  validity 
of  the  remaining  portions  of  this  chapter. 

27-436.  Saving  clause.)  All  ordinances  which 
establish  loading  zones,  bus  stops,  bus  stands,  taxi- 
cab  stands,  through  streets,  one-way  streets  and 
alleys,  and  load  restrictions  on  certain  streets,  or 
which  regulate  the  turning  of  vehicles  on  certain 
streets,  heretofore  passed  pursuant  to  authority 
of  any  provision  of  chapter  27  of  the  Municipal 


Code  of  Chicago  in  effect  prior  to  the  passage  of 
this  amendatory  ordinance,  shall  remain  in  force 
and  effect  as  fully  as  if  this  amendatory  ordinance 
had  not  been  passed. 

27-437.  Short  title  of  ordinance.)  This  ordi- 
nance may  be  known  and  cited  as  the  Traffic  Regu- 
lations. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage  and  pub- 
lication. 


Alderman  Ronan  expressed  high  praise  to  Alderman 
Laskowski,  chairman  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Traffic 
Code  Revision,  and  to  the  various  City  and  Park  Dis- 
trict officials  for  their  tireless  efforts  to  produce  the 
foregoing  ordinance. 


Regulations  Prescribed  for  Smoke  and  Air  Pollution 
Control  in  Chicago. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pacini  the  City  Council 
took  up  for  consideration  the  report  of  the  Special 
Committee  composed  of  the  members  of  the  Committee 
on  Buildings  and  Zoning  and  the  members  of  the 
Committee  on  Health,  deferred  and  published  Decem- 
ber 8,  1958,  page  8665,  recommending  that  the  City 
Council  pass  a  proposed  ordinance  transmitted  with 
the  committee's  report  [printed  in  Committee  Pam- 
phlet No.  24]  to  regulate  smoke  and  air-pollution  con- 
trol in  the  City  of  Chicago. 

Alderman  Pacini  thereupon  moved  to  amend  the 
proposed  ordinance  as  printed  in  Committee  Pamphlet 
No.  24  as  follows :

To  regulate  the  production  and  emission  of 
smoke,  the  constituent  parts  thereof,  fly  ash, 
soot,  cinders,  toxic  or  radioactive  substances, 
waste,  noxious  or  obnoxious  acids,  fumes,  oxides, 
gases  vapors,  odors,  dusts,  particulate,  solid,  or 
liquid  matter  or  any  other  materials  that  are  of 
such  character  as  to  create  atmospheric  pollu- 
tion, from  any  stack,  chimney,  portable  boiler, 
vehicle,  process,  open  fires,  or  other  source,  with- 
in the  jurisdiction  of  the  City  of  Chicago;  to  pro- 
hibit emissions  of  such  substances  beyond  defined 
limits,  to  define  a  nuisance  respecting  the  same 
and  to  provide  special  limitations  or  provisions 
for  processes  and  equipment  with  respect  to 
which  feasible  methods  of  measurement  and  con- 
trol of  emissions  have  yet  to  be  developed;  to 
establish  a  Department  of  Air  Pollution  Control ; 
to  provide  for  appointment  and  duties  of  its 
officers  and  employees;  to  provide  for  its  admin- 
istration and  enforcement;  to  provide  for  an 
Air  Pollution  Control  Committee,  a  Technical 
Advisory  Board,  and  an  Appeal  Board;  to  pro- 
vide for  permits  for  the  installation,  construc- 
tion, reconstruction,  addition  to,  alteration, 
repair,  and  use  of  fuel  and  refuse-burning  plants, 
processes,  equipment  and  devices,  and  smoke 
abatement,  dust-arresting  and  air  pollution  con- 
trol equipment  or  devices,  and  for  fees  for  the 
same;  to  regulate  the  sale,  use  and  consumption 
of  certain  solid  fuels;  to  regulate  the  sale  of 
equipment  and  devices;  to  provide  for  inspections 
and  tests  of  fuel  and  refuse-burning  equipment 
and  devices,  plants  and  processes  and  for  the 
issuance  of  permits  and  certificates  of  operation 
and  for  fees  therefor;  to  regulate  wind-borne 
sources  of  air  pollution;  to  promote  research  of 
means  and  methods  of  more  efficient  fuel  com- 
bustion and  air  pollution  prevention ;  to  promote 


an  educational  program,  in  cooperation  with  in- 
terested agencies,  both  public  and  private,  for 
air  purification ;  to  provide  for  fines  and  penalties 
for  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance; and  to  repeal  all  former  ordinances  and 
amendments  thereof  conflicting  therewith. 

Whereas,  air  pollution  in  all  its  forms,  including 
smoke,  vapors,  dusts,  and  wind-borne  matter,  is  a 
menace  to  the  health,  safety,  and  economy  of  all 
citizens;  and 

Whereas,  preventable  air  pollution  can  be  cor- 
rected or  removed  as  a  public  hazard  through  intel- 
ligent action  involving  engineering,  science,  equip- 
ment, research  and  education;  and 

Whereas,  the  excessive  emissions  of  smoke  and 
other  air  contaminants  are  causing  atmospheric 
pollution  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Chicago  which  ought  to  be  abated,  and  the  result- 
ant deleterious  effect  upon  the  public  health  and 
welfare,  property  and  business,  requires  the  adop- 
tion of  a  comprehensive  and  integrated  plan  for 
smoke  and  air  pollution  control;  now,  therefore. 

Be  It  Ordaified  hy  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Chicago : 

Section  1.  Chapter  17  of  the  Municipal  Code 
of  Chicago  is  herewith  and  now  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

Chapter  17. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  AIR  POLLUTION  CONTROL. 

Short  Title  and  Definitions. 

17-1.  This  chapter  shall  be  known,  cited  and 
referred  to  as  "The  Chicago  Air  Pollution  Control 
Ordinance". 

17-2.  For  the  purpose  of  this  chapter,  whenever 
any  of  the  following  words,  terms  or  definitions  are 
used  herein,  they  shall  have  the  meaning  ascribed 
to  them  in  this  section : 

(2.1)  Advisory  Board:  The  Technical  Ad- 
visory Board  established  pursuant  to  section  17-19. 

(2.2)  Air  Furnace:  A  horizontal  furnace, 
externally  fired  with  a  natural  draught  stack,  which 
is  used  to  melt  or  treat  ferrous  materials  for  pro- 
duction of  castings. 

(2.3)  Air  Jets:  Any  apparatus  operated  by 
steam  or  compressed  air  or  a  mechanically-driven 
blower  for  the  purpose  of  causing  high  velocity  air 
to  be  introduced  into  a  furnace  and/or  to  cause  a 
more  complete  mixture  of  oxygen  with  the  gases 
of  combustion  above  the  fuel  bed. 

(2.4)  Appeal  Board:  The  Appeal  Board  es- 
tablished pursuant  to  section  17-20. 
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(2.5)  Ashes:  Shall  include  cinders,  fly  ash 
or  any  other  solid  material  resulting  from  combus- 
tion, and  may  include  unburned  combustibles. 

(2.6)  ASMS:  The  American  Society  of  Me- 
chanical Engineers. 

(2.7)  ASTM:  The  American  Society  for 
Testing  Materials. 

(2.8)  Atmosphere:  See  definition  of  "Open 
Air."  (2.65) 

(2.9)  Atmospheric  Pollution:  The  discharg- 
ing from  stacks,  chimneys,  exhausts,  vents,  ducts, 
openings,  buildings,  structures,  premises,  open  fires, 
portable  boilers,  vehicles,  processes,  or  any  other 
source,  of  any  smoke,  soot,  fly  ash,  dust,  cinders, 
dirt,  noxious  or  obnoxious  acids,  fumes,  oxides, 
gases,  vapors,  odors,  toxic  or  radioactive  sub- 
stances, waste,  particulate,  solid,  liquid  or  gaseous 
matter,  or  any  other  materials  in  such  place,  man- 
ner or  concentration  as  to  cause  injury,  detriment, 
nuisance,  or  annoyance  to  the  public,  or  to  endanger 
the  health,  comfort,  repose,  safety  or  welfare  of  the 
public,  or  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause  or  have  a 
natural  tendency  to  cause  injury  or  damage  to  busi- 
ness or  property. 

(2.10)  Authorized  Representative:  Any  in- 
dividual, firm  or  corporation  designated  by  a  "per- 
son," as  defined  in  paragraph  (2.70)  of  this  sec- 
tion, who  shall  be  given  authority  to  act  for  such 
"person"  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Air  Pollution  Control.  Such  authorization 
must  be  transmitted  to  such  Department  in  writing. 

(2.11)  Automobile  and/or  Truck  Sales  Lot: 
Any  land  area  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  the 
display  and/or  sale  of  passenger  automobiles  and/ 
or  commercial  vehicles. 

(2.12)  Baffling:  Any  row,  rows,  plane, 
planes  of  refractory  or  other  material  that  causes 
the  gases  in  a  steam  boiler  or  other  vessel,  duct  or 
device  to  assume  a  definite  and  predetermined  path 
of  travel  before  reaching  the  chimney  or  smoke 
stack. 

(2.13)  Bessemer  Converters  and  Pneumatic 
Steel  Making  Processes:  Processes  by  which  steel 
is  made  directly  from  molten  iron  or  scrap  metal 
by  forcing  gases  through  or  over  the  molten  metal 
to  oxidize  and  carry  off  the  carbon  and  other  im- 
purities in  the  metal. 

(2.14)  Blast  Furnace  and  Auxiliary  Equip- 
ment: The  furnace  and  equipment  used  in  connec- 
tion with  the  smelting  process  of  reducing  metallic 
ores  to  molten  metal  in  order  to  remove,  primarily, 
the  oxygen  from  the  ore  and  producing  gas  as  a 
by-product.  The  furnace  and  equipment  consists  of, 
but  is  not  limited  to,  the  furnace  proper,  charging 
equipment,  stoves,  bleeders,  gas  dust  catcher,  gas 
cleaning  devices  and  other  auxiliaries  pertinent  to 
the  process. 

(2.15)  Board:  Technical  Advisory  Board  or 
Appeal  Board  of  Air  Pollution  Control,  depending 
on  the  context,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

(2.16)  Breeching:  Any  conduit  for  the 
transport  of  products  of  combustion  or  processes 
to  the  atmosphere  or  to  any  intermediate  device 
before  being  discharged  into  the  atmosphere.  It 
does  not  include  the  chimney  or  stack. 

(2.17)  Bridgewall:  Any  wall  at  the  rear  of 
the  grate  or  stoker  that  acts  as  a  deflector  or  radi- 
ant heat  reflector  for  the  furnace  gases  and  as  a 
stop  to  the  fuel  bed  or  a  rear  wall  of   the  ash  pit. 


(2.18)  Building  Fires:  The  term,  "a  new 
fire  being  built,"  shall  be  held  to  mean  the  period 
during  which  a  fresh  fire  is  being  started  and  does 
not  mean  the  process  of  replenishing  an  existing 
fuel  bed  with  additional  fuel. 

(2.19)  Boiler  Burning  Fuel  in  Suspension: 
A  "boiler  burning  fuel  in  suspension"  is  any  fuel- 
burning  device  in  which  fuel  is  conditioned  or  pul- 
verized previous  to  admitting  the  fuel  into  the  fur- 
nace for  combustion.  The  combustion  process  is 
completed  with  the  fuel  in  suspension. 

(2.20)  By-Product  Coke  Plant:  A  plant 
used  in  connection  with  the  distillation  process  to 
produce  coke  in  which  the  volatile  matter  in  coal 
is  expelled,  collected,  and  recovered.  Such  plant 
consists  of,  but  is  not  limited  to,  coal  and  coke 
handling  equipment,  by-product  chemical  plant  and 
other  equipment  associated  with  and  attendant  to 
the  coking  chambers  or  ovens  making  up  a  single 
battery  operated  and  controlled  as  a  unit. 

(2.21)  Chimney  or  Stack:  Any  conduit, 
duct,  vent,  flue,  or  opening  of  anj^  kind  whatsoever 
arranged  to  conduct  any  products  of  combustion  to 
the  atmosphere.  It  does  not  include  breeching  as 
defined  herein. 

(2.22)  Cinders:  Particles  not  ordinarily  con- 
sidered as  fly  ash  or  dust  because  of  their  greater 
size,  consisting  essentially  of  fused  ash  and/or  un- 
burned matter. 

(2.23)  Cleaning  Fires:  The  act  of  removing 
ashes  from  the  fuel  bed  or  furnace. 

(2.24)  Combustible  Refme:  Any  combust- 
ible waste  material  containing  carbon  in  a  free  or 
combined  state  other  than  liquids  or  gases. 

(2.25)  Combustion  Equipment  or  Device:  See 
"Fuel-burning,  combustion  or  process  equipment  or 
device,"  in  paragraph  (2.46)  of  this  section. 

(2.26)  Committee:  The  Air  Pollution  Con- 
trol Committee  established  pursuant  to  section 
17-15. 

(2.27)  Condensed  Fumes:  Fumes  which 
have  cooled  and  returned  to  a  liquid  or  solid. 

(2.28)  Construction:  The  installation  or 
erection  of  any  fuel-burning,  combustion  or  process 
equipment  or  device. 

(2.29)  Cupola:  A  vertical  furnace  in  which 
alternate  layers  of  basic  material  and  coke  are 
charged  to  produce  molten  ferrous  and  non-ferrous 
metal  for  the  production  of  castings.  Auxiliary- 
equipment  consists  of,  but  is  not  limited  to,  blow- 
ers, charging  mechanism,  collection  equipment, 
heat  exchangers  and  slagging  equipment. 

(2.30)  Damper,  Automatic  or  Manual:  Any 
device  for  regulating  the  volumetric  flow  of  gas  or 
air. 

(2.31)  Department:  Department  of  Air 
Pollution  Control  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  Illinois. 

(2.32)  Director:  Director  of  Air  Pollution 
Control  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  Illinois. 

(2.33)  Domestic  Heating  Plant:  A  plant 
generating  heat  for  a  single  family  residence,  or 
for  two  residences  either  in  duplex  or  double  house 
form,  or  for  multiple-dwelling  units  in  which  such 
plant  serves  fewer  than  three  apartments.  Under 
this  designation  are  also  hot  water  heaters,  stoves, 
and  space  heaters  used  in  connection  with  the  fore- 
going establishments  or  to  heat  shacks  and  other 
temporary  buildings,  such  as  used  by  the  railroad 
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and  construction  industries;  provided,  however, 
that  like  equipment  used  in  multiple-dwelling  units 
other  than  herein  described,  or  used  in  permanent 
buildings  of  commercial  or  industrial  establish- 
ments are  not  to  be  construed  to  be  included  un- 
der this  designation. 

(2.34)  Domestic  Refuse-Burning  Equipment: 
Any  refuse-burning  equipment  or  incinerator  used 
for  a  single  family  residence,  or  for  two  residences 
either  in  duplex  or  double  house  form,  or  for  mul- 
tiple-dwelling units  in  which  such  equipment  or  in- 
cinerator serves  fewer  than  three  apartments. 

(2.35)  Down-Draft  Furnace:  In  this  furnace 
there  are  two  separate  grates,  one  above  the  other; 
the  top  grate  is  water  tubes,  the  bottom  grate  con- 
sists of  common  grate  bars  and  is  fed  by  half  con- 
sumed fuel  falling  from  the  upper  grate.  The  air 
for  combustion  enters  the  upper  fire  door  and  passes 
through  the  bed  of  green  fuel  on  the  upper  grate 
and  then  over  the  incandescent  fuel  on  the  lower 
grate. 

(2.36)  Dryer:  A  device  for  drying  by  heat, 
forced  ventilation  or  both;  an  apparatus  such  as 
a  furnace,  oven,  or  revolving  kiln  for  expelling 
moisture  or  volatiles  by  evaporation  or  volatiza- 
tion. 

(2.37)  Dust:  Particulate  matter  released 
into  the  air  by  natural  forces,  or  by  any  fuel  burn- 
ing, combustion  or  process  equipment  or  device,  or 
by  construction  work,  or  by  mechanical  or  indus- 
trial processes,  such  as  crushing,  grinding,  milling, 
drilling,  demolishing,  shoveling,  bagging,  sweeping, 
covering,  conveying,  transferring,  transporting,  and 
the  like. 

(2.38)  Dust-B>eparating  Equipment :  Any  de- 
vice for  separating  dust  from  the  air  or  gas  me- 
dium in  which  it  is  carried. 

(2.39)  Electric  Furnace:  A  furnace  in  which 
the  melting  and  refining  of  metals  is  accomplished 
by  means  of  electrical  energy. 

(2.40)  Extension  Furnace  (Dutch  Oven): 
Any  masonry  structure  or  combination  of  masonry 
and  metal  built  on  the  front  of  a  boiler  or  other 
combustion  device  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  ad- 
ditional furnace  volume. 

(2.41)  Fire  Tubes:  Those  tubes  surrounded 
by  a  cooling  medium  through  which  the  hot  gases 
of  combustion  pass. 

(2.42)  Fly  Ash:  Particulate  matter  capable 
of  being  gas-borne  or  air-borne  and  consisting  es- 
sentially of  fused  ash  and/or  burned  or  unburned 
material. 

(2.43)  Foundries — Ferrous  and  Non-Ferrous: 
The  processes,  devices,  and  equipment  used  for  the 
purpose  of  production  of  castings,  other  than  die- 
castings,  from  basic  material.  Such  processes,  de- 
vices, and  equipment  consists  of,  but  is  not  limited 
to,  charging  equipment,  furnaces,  collection  equip- 
ment and  cleaning  operations.  Basic  materials  used 
include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  iron,  brass,  alumi- 
num, and  magnesium. 

(2.44)  Fuel:  Any  form  of  combustible  mat- 
ter— solid,  liquid,  vapor,  or  gas. 

(2.45)  Fuel  Agreement:  An  agreement  by 
any  person  with  the  Department  to  use  only  low 
volatile  solid  fuels  or  other  approved  fuels. 

(2.46)  Fuel-Burning,  Combustion  or  Process 
Equipment  or  Device:  Any  furnace,  incinerator, 
fuel-burning  equipment,  refuse-burning  equipment, 
boiler,  apparatus,  device,  mechanism,  fly  ash  col- 


lector, electrostatic  precipitator,  smoke  arresting  or 
prevention  equipment,  stack,  chimney,  breeching  or 
structure,  used  for  the  burning  of  fuel  or  other  com- 
bustible material,  or  for  the  emission  of  products  of 
combustion,  or  used  in  connection  with  any  process 
which  generates  heat  and  may  emit  products  of 
combustion;  and  shall  include  process  furnaces, 
such  as  heat  treating  furnaces,  by-product  coke 
plants,  core-baking  ovens,  mixing  kettles,  cupolas, 
blast  furnaces,  open  hearth  furnaces,  heating  and 
reheating  furnaces,  puddling  furnaces,  sintering 
plants,  bessemer  converters,  electric  steel  furnaces, 
ferrous  foundries,  non-ferrous  foundries,  kilns, 
stills,  dryers,  roasters,  and  equipment  used  in  con- 
nection therewith,  and  all  other  methods  or  forms 
of  manufacturing,  chemical,  metallurgical  or  me- 
chanical processing  which  may  emit  smoke,  or 
particulate,  liquid,  gaseous  or  other  matter. 

(2.47)  Fuel-Burning  Equipment,  Hand-Fired 
Type:  Any  fuel-burning,  combustion  or  process 
equipment  or  device,  other  than  process  or  process 
equipment  or  down-draft  furnaces,  in  which  fresh 
fuel  is  manually  introduced  directly  into  the  fur- 
nace. 

(2.48)  Fuel-Burning  Equipment,  Mechanical: 
Any  fuel-burning,  combustion  or  process  equipment 
or  device  incorporating  a  device  by  means  of  which 
fuel  is  mechanically  introduced  from  outside  the 
furnace  into  the  zone  of  combustion. 

(2.49)  Fuel  Dealer:  Any  person  who  sells  or 
delivers  solid  fuel  or  fuel  oil  directly  to  the  ulti- 
mate consumer,  without  regard  to  price,  quantity, 
or  frequency  of  delivery. 

(2.50)  Fuel  Oil:    Oil  commonly  used  as  a 

fuel. 

(2.51)  Fumes:  Gases,  vapors  or  particulate 
matter  that  are  of  such  character  as  to  cause  at- 
mospheric pollution. 

(2.52)  Furnace:  An  enclosed  space  provided 
for  the  ignition  and/or  combustion  of  fuel. 

(2.53)  Furnace  Volume:  The  volume  of  the 
chamber  or  enclosure  in  which  the  combustion 
process  takes  place. 

(2.54)  Heating  and  Reheating  Furnace:  A 
furnace  in  which  metal  is  heated  to  permit  shaping 
or  forming,  or  to  achieve  specific  physical  proper- 
ties. 

(2.55)  Heating  or  Low  Pressure  Boilers:  All 
boilers  designed  for  operating  at  a  steam  pressure 
of  15  pounds  per  square  inch  gauge  or  less. 

(2.56)  Heating  Plant,  Other  Than  Domestic: 
Fuel-burning  equipment  used  for  the  purpose  of 
space  heating  of  multiple-dwelling  units  containing 
more  than  two  apartments,  hotel,  rooming  house, 
boarding  house,  garage,  school,  hospital,  church, 
office  building,  store,  institution,  and  for  all  com- 
mercial, industrial  or  other  establishments. 

(2.57)  Heating  Surface:  Any  surface  having 
steam,  water  or  other  fluid  on  one  side  and  hot 
gases  on  the  other  side,  as  found  in  a  boiler  or  a 
warm  air  heating  furnace,  not  excepting  any  sur- 
face covered  by  arches  or  refractory. 

(2.58)  Incinerator:  Any  device  intended  for 
or  used  for  the  destruction  of  garbage  or  other 
combustible  refuse  or  waste  materials  by  burning. 

(2.59)  Internal  Combustion  Engine:  An  en- 
gine in  which  combustion  of  gaseous,  liquid,  or  pul- 
verized solid  fuel  takes  place  within  one  or  more 
cylinders. 

(2.60)  Kiln:  A  furnace  or  a  heated  chamber 
used  for  the  purpose  of  hardening,  burning  or  dry- 
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ing  in  the  manufacture  of  such  products  as:  clay, 
brick,  cement,  pottery,  ceramics,  limestone,  etc. 

(2.61)  Low  Volatile  Solid  Fuel:  For  the  pur- 
pose of  this  chapter,  a  solid  fuel,  the  volatile  con- 
tent of  which  is  23%  or  less  on  an  ash  free  and 
moisture  free  basis  or  a  solid  fuel  approved  by  the 
Director  pursuant  to  section  17-40  hereof. 

(2.62)  Mechanical  Coynbustion  Equipment  or 
Mechanically  Fired  Apparatus:  Fuel-burning,  com- 
bustion or  process  equipment  or  device  in  which 
the  fresh  fuel  or  combustible  material  is  mechanic- 
ally introduced  from  outside  the  furnace  into  the 
zone  of  combustion,  the  same  being  actuated  by 
controls;  provided,  however,  that  where  the  Direc- 
tor finds  as  a  fact  and  so  certifies  that  any  surface- 
burning  type  (hand-fired)  equipment  is  so  designed 
as  automatically  to  burn  the  fuel  or  combustible 
materials  in  a  manner  not  to  violate  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter,  such  equipment  will  be  considered 
as  mechanical  combustion  equipment  or  mechanic- 
ally fired  apparatus  within  the  meaning  of  this 
chapter. 

(2.63)  Noxious  Acids:  Anhydrous  or  hyd- 
rous acid  forms  in  concentration  high  enough  to  be 
toxic,  or  to  cause  atmospheric  pollution,  or  to  con- 
stitute a  nuisance  as  defined  in  this  chapter. 

(2.64)  Oil  Burners:  Any  device  for  the  in- 
troduction of  vaporized  or  atomized  fuel  oil  into  a 
furnace. 

(2.65)  Open  Air:  All  spaces  outside  of  build- 
ings, stacks  or  exterior  ducts. 

(2.66)  Open  Fire:  Any  fire  from  which  the 
products  of  combustion  are  emitted  directly  into 
the  open  air  without  passing  through  a  stack  or 
chimney. 

(2.67)  Open  Hearth  Furnace:  A  furnace  in 
which  the  melting  and  refining  of  metal  is  accom- 
plished by  the  application  of  heat  to  a  saucer  type 
or  shallow  hearth  in  an  enclosed  chamber.  Such 
furnace  consists  of,  but  is  not  limited  to,  the  fur- 
nace proper,  checkers,  flues  and  stack  and  may  in- 
clude a  waste  heat  boiler  and  other  auxiliaries  pert- 
inent to  the  process. 

(2.68)  Parking  Lot:  Any  land  area  used  or 
intended  to  be  used  for  the  storage  of  passenger 
automobiles  and/or  commercial  vehicles. 

(2.69)  Particulate  Matter:  Material,  other 
than  water,  which  is  suspended  in  or  discharged 
into  the  atmosphere  in  a  finely  divided  form  as  a 
liquid  or  solid. 

(2.70)  Person:  Any  individual  natural  per- 
son, trustee,  court  appointed  representative,  syndi- 
cate, association,  partnership,  firm,  club,  company, 
corporation,  business  trust,  institution,  agency, 
government  corporation,  municipal  corporation, 
city,  county,  municipality,  district  or  other  political 
subdivision,  department,  bureau,  agency  or  instru- 
mentality of  federal,  state  or  local  government, 
contractor,  supplier,  vendor,  installer,  operator, 
user  or  owner,  or  any  officers,  agents,  employees, 
factors,  or  any  kind  of  representatives  of  any  there- 
of, in  any  capacity,  acting  either  for  himself,  or 
for  any  other  person,  under  either  personal  appoint- 
ment or  pursuant  to  law,  or  other  entity  recognized 
by  law  as  the  subject  of  rights  and  duties.  The 
masculine,  feminine,  singular  or  plural  is  included 
in  any  circumstances. 

(2.71)  Portable  Boiler:  A  boiler  used  sep- 
arately or  in  connection  with  a  power  shove],  a 
road  roller,  a  hoist,  a  derrick,  or  a  pile  driver,  steam 


locomotives,  diesel  locomotives,  steamboats,  tug- 
boats, tar  kettels,  asphalt  kettles,  and  all  other 
portable  equipment  capable  of  emitting  smoke,  par- 
ticulate or  other  matter. 

(2.72)  Power  or  High  Pressure  Boilers:  All 
boilers  designed  for  operating  at  a  steam  pressure 
greater  than  15  pounds  per  square  inch  gauge. 

(2.73)  Premises:  Any  real  estate  or  real 
property. 

(2.74)  Processes  or  Process  Equipment: 
Any  action,  operation,  or  treatment  embracing 
chemical,  industrial  or  manufacturing  factors,  such 
as  heat  treating  furnaces,  by-product  coke  plants, 
core-baking  ovens,  mixing  kettles,  cupolas,  blast 
furnaces,  open  hearth  furnaces,  heating  and  reheat- 
ing furnaces,  puddling  furnaces,  sintering  plants, 
bessemer  converters,  electric  steel  furnaces,  ferrous 
and  non-ferrous  foundries,  kilns,  stills,  dryers, 
roasters,  and  equipment  used  in  connection  there- 
with, and  all  other  methods  or  forms  of  manufac- 
turing or  processing  which  may  emit  smoke,  parti- 
culate matter  or  other  matter. 

(2.75)  Reconstruction:  Any  material  change 
or  alteration  of  any  existing  fuel-burning,  combus- 
tion or  process  equipment  or  device  from  that  phys- 
ical or  operating  condition  for  which  approval  was 
last  obtained;  or  the  addition,  removal  or  replace- 
ment of  any  appurtenances  or  devices  which  ma- 
terially affect  the  method  or  efficiency  of  preventing 
the  discharge  of  pollutants  into  the  atmosphere. 

(2.76)  Ringelmann  Chart:  The  chart  pub- 
lished and  described  in  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Mines 
Information  Circular  6888,  and  on  which  are  illus- 
trated graduated  shades  of  grey  to  black  for  use 
in  estimating  the  light  obscuring  capacity  of 
smoke. 

(2.77)  Roaster:  A  device  used  to  effect  the 
expelling  of  volatile  matter  or  to  effect  oxidation 
as  required  in  the  manufacture  of  such  products 
as  prepared  meats,  grain,  coffee  beans,  nuts,  etc. 

(2.78)  Sintering  Plant:  The  plant  used  in 
connection  with  the  process  of  fusing  fine  particles 
of  metallic  ores  causing  agglomeration  of  such 
particles.  Such  plant  consists  of,  but  is  not  limited 
to,  sintering  machines,  handling  facilities,  wind 
boxes,  stack  and  other  auxiliaries  pertinent  to  the 
process. 

(2.79)  Smoke:  Small  gas-borne  particles  re- 
sulting from  incomplete  combustion,  consisting  pre- 
dominately of  carbon  and  other  combustible  mate- 
rial, and  present  in  sufficient  quantity  to  be  observ- 
able independently  of  the  presence  of  other  solids. 

(2.80)  Solid  Fuel:  Any  material  in  its  solid 
state  capable  of  being  consumed  by  a  combustion 
process. 

(2.81)  Soot:  Agglomerated  particles  con- 
sisting essentially  of  carbonaceous  material. 

(2.82)  Stack  or  Chirnney :  Any  conduit,  duct, 
vent,  flue,  or  opening  of  any  kind  whatsoever  ar- 
ranged to  conduct  any  products  of  combustion  to 
the  atmosphere.  It  does  not  include  breeching  as 
defined  herein. 

(2.83)  Stack  Spray:  A  nozzle  or  series  of 
nozzles  installed  in  a  stack  above  the  breeching 
used  to  inject  wetting  agents  at  high  pressure  to 
suppress  the  discharge  of  particulate  matter  from 
the  stack. 

(2.84)  Standard  Conditions:  A  gas  temper- 
ature of  60  degrees  Fahrenheit  and  a  gas  pressure 
of  30  inches  mercury. 
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(2.85)  Standard  Cubic  Foot  (scf J :  The  stand- 
ard cubic  foot  is  a  measure  of  the  volume  of  gas 
under  standard  conditions. 

(2.86)  Stokers:  Any  mechanical  device  that 
feeds  solid  fuel  uniformly  onto  a  grate  or  hearth 
within  a  furnace. 

(2.87)  Surface  Burning  Type  (Hand-Fired J : 
See  definition  of  "Fuel-burning  equipment,  hand- 
fired  type"  (2.47). 

(2.88)  Vehicle:  A  self-propelled  mechanism, 
such  as  a  truck,  machine,  tractor,  roller,  derrick, 
crane,  trencher,  portable  hoisting  engine  or  auto- 
mobile; or  any  conveyance  used  for  carrying  per- 
sons or  things,  trailer,  semi-trailer,  boat,  tug,  or 
other  apparatus  which  is  not  ordinarily  perman- 
ently installed  in  one  location  but  is  used  in  vari- 
ous places  over  a  wide  area. 

(2.89)  Volatile  Matter:  The  gaseous  constit- 
uents of  solid  fuels  as  determined  by  the  Standard 
ASTM  Procedure  amended  or  revised  to  date. 

Department  of  Air  Pollution  Control 
Established. 

17-3.  There  is  hereby  established  a  department 
which  shall  be  known  as  the  Department  of  Air 
Pollution  Control.  The  Department  shall  embrace 
a  Director  of  Air  Pollution  Control,  and  Assistant 
Director  of  Air  Pollution  Control,  and  such  other 
ofiicers  and  employees  as  the  City  Council  may  pro- 
vide by  annual  appropriation  ordinance. 

Employees. 

17-4.  All  officers  and  employees  of  the  Depart- 
ment shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision 
of  the  Director  and  shall  perform  such  duties  as 
may  be  required  of  them  by  the  Director  or  by  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter. 

Director  of  Air  Pollution  Control. 
17-5.    There  is  hereby  created  the  office  of  Di- 
rector of  Air  Pollution  Control.  He  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  City  Council. 

Qualifications  of  Director. 
17-6.  The  Director  shall  be  an  engineer  qualified 
by  training  and  have  at  least  ten  (10)  years'  ex- 
perience in  the  theory  and  practice  of  the  design, 
construction  or  operation  of  steam  boilers,  fuel- 
burning  equipment  and  combustion  devices,  and  in 
the  theory  and  practice  of  smoke  abatement  and 
air  pollution  control,  and  shall  be  qualified  by  edu- 
cation, training  or  experience  to  cooperate  with 
scientific  and  civic  organizations  interested  in 
smoke  abatement  and  air  pollution  prevention.  Dur- 
ing his  term  of  office,  he  shall  not  engage  in  any 
other  business  or  occupation. 

Assistant  Director. 
17-7.  There  is  hereby  created  the  office  of  As- 
sistant Director  of  Air  Pollution  Control.  He  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Director,  according  to  law,  and 
he  shall  have  authority,  under  and  subject  to  the 
order,  direction  and  control  of  the  Director,  to  act 
for  the  Director,  and  shall  perform  such  duties  as 
may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Director.  He  shall 
act  as  Director  of  Air  Pollution  Control  in  the 
absence  of  the  Director  from  his  office  and  while 
so  acting  shall  discharge  all  the  duties  and  possess 
all  the  powers  imposed  upon  or  vested  in  the  Direc- 
tor. He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Director, 
have  general  control  of  all  matters  and  things  per- 
taining to  the  work  of  the  Department.  He  shall 
during  his  term  of  office  not  engage  in  any  other 
business  or  occupation. 


Qualifications  of  Assistant  Director. 

17-8.  The  Assistant  Director  of  Air  Pollution 
Control  shall  be  an  engineer  qualified  by  technical 
training  in  the  field  of  combustion  engineering,  me- 
chanical or  chemical  engineering  and  in  the  theory 
and  practice  of  smoke  abatement  and  air  pollution 
control,  and  shall  have  at  least  ten  (10)  years'  ex- 
perience in  these  fields. 

Clerical  and  Stenographic  Assistants. 

17-9.  The  Director  shall  also  appoint,  subject 
to  the  regulations  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
of  the  City  of  Chicago,  an  assistant  chief  clerk, 
and  such  clerical  and  stenographic  assistants,  and 
inspectors  and  engineers,  and  other  employees  as 
needed,  as  the  City  Council  may  provide. 

Engineers. 

17-10.  Engineers  shall  be  qualified  by  technical 
training  in  the  field  of  combustion,  mechanical  or 
chemical  engineering,  and  in  the  theory  and  prac- 
tice of  smoke  abatement  and  air  pollution  control. 

Inspectors. 

17-11.  Inspectors  shall  be  qualified  by  technical 
training  or  experience  in  the  theory  and  practice 
of  the  construction  or  operation  of  steam  boilers 
and  fuel-burning,  combustion  or  process  equipment, 
and  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  smoke  abatement 
and  air  pollution  control. 

Other  Employment. 

17-12.  No  person  employed  in  the  Department 
shall  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  the 
manufacturing,  ownership,  agency,  or  sale  of  fuel, 
steam  boilers,  or  fuel-burning,  combustion  or  pro- 
cess equipment  or  devices,  or  smoke  abatement  or 
air  pollution  control  equipment,  or  the  apparatus 
or  devices  connected  therewith  or  any  extensions 
thereunto. 

Duties  of  Director. 
17-13.    The  duties  of  the  Director  shall  be: 

(1)  To  supervise  the  execution  of  all  laws,  or- 
dinances, rules  and  regulations  pertaining  to  smoke 
abatement  and  air  pollution  control  as  provided  in 
this  chapter; 

(2)  To  institute  necessary  proceedings  to  pros- 
ecute violations  of  this  chapter  and  to  compel  the 
prevention  and  abatement  of  the  issuance  of  smoke 
or  gases,  solids  or  liquids  or  other  matter  causing 
air  pollution,  and  nuisances  arising  therefrom; 

(3)  To  examine  and  approve  the  plans  of  fuel- 
burning,  combustion  or  process  equipment  or  de- 
vices, furnaces,  and  smoke  prevention  and  air 
pollution  control  devices  installed,  constructed,  re- 
constructed, repaired,  or  added  to,  in  any  building, 
location,  or  on  any  premises  within  the  City  of 
Chicago  as  herein  provided  to  assure  that  they  are 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  chap- 
ter; 

(4)  To  make  inspections  of  newly  installed, 
constructed,  reconstructed,  repaired  or  altered  fuel- 
burning,  combustion  or  process  equipment  or  de- 
vices, furnaces,  and  smoke  prevention  and  air  pol- 
lution control  devices,  and  to  make  annual  or 
periodic  inspections  of  fuel-burning,  combustion  or 
process  equipment  or  devices  within  the  City  as 
herein  provided  to  determine  whether  compliance 
is  being  had  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter; 

(5)  To  investigate  complaints  of  violations  of 
this  chapter  and  to  make  inspections  and  observa- 
tions of  air  pollution  conditions ; 
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(6)  To  encourage  and  conduct  studies,  investi- 
gations and  research  relating  to  the  physical,  chem- 
ical, engineering  and  meteorological  aspects  of  air 
pollution,  and  its  causes,  prevention,  control  and 
abatement  as  he  may  deem  advisable  and  necessary ; 

(7)  To  develop  plans  and  proposals  for  joint 
cooperative  investigation  and  research  with  public 
and  private  agencies  and  organizations  on  methods 
for  eliminating  or  reducing  air  pollution; 

(8)  To  enlist  voluntary  cooperation  by  the  pub- 
lic, municipalities,  counties,  communities,  and  civic, 
technical,  scientific  and  educational  societies; 

(9)  To  advise,  consult  and  cooperate  with  other 
agencies  of  the  state  and  federal  governments  in 
the  furtherance  of  the  purposes  of  this  chapter; 

(10)  To  collect,  publish  and  disseminate  ap- 
propriate educational  literature  and  other  informa- 
tion to  the  public  for  the  purpose  of  advising  of 
the  necessity,  purpose  and  methods  for  smoke  con- 
trol and  air  pollution  prevention  and  securing  co- 
operation in  the  reduction  of  emission  of  smoke  and 
other  air  pollutants ; 

(11)  To  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Advisory  Board, 
necessary  or  proper  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of 
this  chapter,  and  to  promulgate  and  publish,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Advisory  Board,  a 
Code  of  Recommended  Practices  under  which  this 
chapter  is  to  be  administered,  providing  with  clarity 
and  in  detail  the  necessary  information  by  which 
the  public  is  to  be  guided,  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary or  advisable,  not  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter,  with  respect  to  any 
requirement  of  such  chapter;  and,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Advisory  Board,  to  establish 
standards  of  qualitj'  and  to  regulate  the  application 
of  materials  and  combination  of  materials  not  in- 
consistent with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter;  and 
to  determine,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Advisory  Board,  a  specified  volume  ratio,  or  other 
suitable  index,  of  particulate  bearing  gas  for  various 
pieces,  types  or  classes  of  equipment  in  each  indus- 
try in  accordance  with  normal  good  practice  within 
such  industry;  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Advisory  Board,  to  establish  standards  of 
limitations  on  the  emission  or  escape  into  the  at- 
mosphere of  any  acids,  fumes,  oxides,  gases,  vapors, 
odors,  dusts,  radio-active  substances,  waste  or  other 
solid,  liquid  or  gaseous  matter  which  in  specified 
concentrations  in  the  atmosphere  may  be  or  become 
noxious,  obnoxious,  or  toxic.  He  shall  not  enact 
any  rule,  regulation  or  standard  until  he  first  holds 
a  public  hearing  thereon,  at  which  time  all  inter- 
ested persons  may  appear.  He  shall  give  not  less 
than  ten  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such 
hearing  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  published  within  the  City,  and  he  shall 
recommend  to  the  City  Council  in  writing  any 
standards  on  the  basis  of  which  the  basic  limitation 
of  emissions  of  smoke,  particulate  matter  or  other 
matter  may  be  determined  or  adjusted  for  any 
industry.  If  and  when  the  City  Council,  by  ordi- 
nance, approves  such  recommended  rules,  regula- 
tions or  standards,  they  may  take  effect  and  be 
incorporated  by  reference  into  this  chapter;  pro- 
vided, however,  the  Director  shall  have  the  power 
to  make  reasonable  administrative  and  procedural 
regulations  or  rules  interpreting  or  clarifying  the 
requirements  which  are  definitely  prescribed  in 
this  chapter,  without  notice  or  hearing. 

The  Department  shall  publish  in  a  convenient 
form,  and  as  a  unit,  the  provisions  of  this  chapter, 
the  Code  of  Recommended  Practices  and  rules,  regu- 


lations, and  standards  which  have  been  adopted. 
A  copy  of  the  same  shall  be  kept  always  on  file  in 
the  offices  of  the  Department  and  the  City  Clerk 
and  in  the  Municipal  Reference  Library ; 

(12)  To  prepare  and  maintain  records  of  all 
orders  issued  by  the  Department  and  the  Appeal 
Board; 

(13)  To  issue  all  permits,  certificates,  notices, 
or  other  matters,  required  under  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter;  and  to  notify  all  persons  concerned 
of  any  decision  he  may  render  and  to  provide 
such  persons  with  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  as 
herein  set  forth; 

(14)  To  investigate  and  make  recommendations 
from  time  to  time  to  the  City  Council  with  respect 
to  needed  additions  or  revisions  of  this  chapter  or 
any  other  ordinance  pertaining  to  air  pollution 
control ; 

(15)  To  do  any  and  all  other  acts  which  may  be 
necessary  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  the 
purposes  of  this  chapter,  and  such  other  acts  as 
may  be  specificalh'  enumerated  herein  as  his  duties. 

Supplies. 

17-14.  The  City  shall  provide  such  instruments, 
books,  papers  and  equipment  as  shall  be  necessary 
for  the  proper  performance  of  the  duties  of  the 
Department,  which  shall  be  the  property  of  the 
City,  and  which  shall  be  delivered  by  the  Director 
to  his  successor  in  office. 

Air  Pollution  Control  Committee. 

17-15.  An  Air  Pollution  Control  Committee  is 
hereby  authorized  to  be  established.  The  Committee 
shall  consist  of  nine  members  appointed  by  the 
Mayor.  The  members  of  the  Committee  shall  serve, 
respectively,  for  the  following  terms  or  until  their 
respective  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified: 
Three  for  one  year,  three  for  two  years  and  three 
for  three  years,  for  the  first  nine  appointed;  and 
three  years  each  for  those  following  the  first  nine 
appointed.  One  of  the  members  of  the  Committee 
shall  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  as  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  and  shall  hold  such  office  as  Chair- 
man during  his  term  of  office  as  member.  Vacancies 
upon  the  Committee  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired 
term  of  the  member  whose  place  has  become  vacant 
in  the  manner  herein  provided  for  the  appointment 
of  such  member.  Members  of  the  Committee  shall 
serve  without  compensation. 

Qualifications  of  Committee  Members. 

17-16.  The  Committee  shall  be  constituted  as 
follows:  One  member  shall  have  had  experience  in 
and  be  a  bona  fide  representative  of  the  transporta- 
tion industry;  one  member  shall  have  had  experi- 
ence in  and  be  a  bona  fide  representative  of  the 
steel  producing  and  foundry  industry;  one  member 
shall  have  had  experience  in  and  be  a  bona  fide  re- 
presentative of  the  chemical  manufacturing  indus- 
try ;  one  member  shall  have  had  experience  in  and 
be  a  bona  fide  representative  of  the  utility  industry; 
one  member  shall  have  had  experience  in  and  be  a 
bona  fide  repre.sentative  of  the  coal  industry;  one 
member  shall  have  had  experience  in  and  be  a  bona 
fide  representative  of  general  manufacturing;  one 
member  shall  be  engaged  in  the  business  of  com- 
mercial building  management;  two  members  shall 
be  appointed  at  large. 

Duties  of  Committee. 
17-17.    The  Committee  shall: 

(1)  Aid  and  advise  the  Director  with  respect 
to  obtaining  the  active  support  and  cooperation 
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of  industry,  commercial  enterprises,  municipal  and 
governmental  agencies  and  other  organizations  in- 
terested in  or  affected  by  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter; 

(2)  Advise  and  consult  with  the  Director  with 
respect  to  amendments  to  this  chapter  considered 
appropriate  by  reason  of  research  conducted  in 
accordance  with  Section  17-18  hereof,  or  otherwise; 

(3)  Advise  and  consult  with  the  Director  with 
respect  to  the  membership  of  the  Advisory  Board; 

(4)  Attend  meetings  called  by  the  Chairman 
from  time  to  time ; 

(5)  Institute,  support  and  encourage  such 
programs  for  research  and  education  in  the  field 
of  air  pollution  control  and  raise  and  administer 
funds  contributed  therefor;  and 

(6)  With  the  Director,  appoint  appropriate 
sub-committees  to  carry  out  research  programs  as 
provided  in  Section  17-18  hereof. 

Declaration  of  Policy-Research  Programs. 

17-18.  The  policy  of  the  City  of  Chicago  is  here- 
by declared  to  be  that  concerted  effort  shall  hence- 
forth be  made  by  the  Director  and  the  Committee, 
working  in  conjunction  with  representatives  of  all 
affected  groups  and  industries,  constantly  to  main- 
tain and  improve  accepted  air  pollution  control 
practices. 

To  effectuate  the  foregoing  policy,  the  Director 
and  the  Committee  shall  appoint  sub-committees 
representative  of  affected  groups  or  industries  in 
the  City  to  conduct  continuing  programs  of  research 
on  all  phases  of  air  pollution  control,  including  but 
not  limited  to,  the  following: 

(1)  Emissions  from  metallurgical  processes; 

(2)  Emissions  from  by-product  coke  plants; 

(3)  Emissions  from  locomotives  and  steam- 
ships; 

(4)  Wind-borne  dust  and  particulate  matter; 

(5)  Exhaust  emissions  from  motor  vehicles; 

(6)  Design  and  operation  of  and  emissions 
from  incinerators; 

(7)  Emissions  of  noxious  gases,  fumes  and 
odors. 

Such  sub-committees  shall  make  annual  reports 
of  their  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  Direc- 
tor and  the  Committee. 

Technical  Advisory  Board. 

17-19.  For  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  Director 
in  establishing  a  Code  of  Recommended  Practices 
and  in  reaching  technically  correct  decisions  on  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  enforcement  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter,  a  Technical  Advisory  Board, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  by  and  with  the 
consent  of  the  City  Council,  is  hereby  established. 
The  Advisory  Board  shall  consist  of  seven  members, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  as 
Chairman,  and  four  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  They  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of 
four  years,  or  until  their  respective  successors  are 
appointed  and  qualified,  except  that  of  the  initially 
appointed  board,  two  members  shall  serve  for  one 
year,  two  members  for  two  years,  two  members  for 
three  years,  and  one  member  for  four  years.  All 
seven  members  shall  be  scientists,  or  registered 
professional  engineers  acquainted  with  at  least  one 
phase  of  air  pollution  and  its  control  as  well  as  with 
industrial  processes  and  equipment,  whose  experi- 


ence and  training  qualify  them  to  give  competent 
technical  advise  to  the  Director.  They  shall  not  be 
interested  in  the  sale  to  the  public  of  any  fuel- 
burning,  combustion  or  process  equipment  or  device. 
Members  appointed  to  fill  vacancies  shall  have  the 
same  general  qualifications  required  for  their  pre- 
decessors. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Advisory  Board  to 
work  with  the  Director  in  the  promulgation  and 
adoption  of  the  Code  of  Recommended  Practices. 
It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  Advisory  Board 
to  advise  the  Director  and  the  Appeal  Board  with 
respect  to  the  technical  points  concerned  with  the 
enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter;  but 
neither  the  Director  nor  the  Appeal  Board  shall  be 
required  to  act  on  the  advice  of  the  Advisory  Board 
if,  in  their  respective  opinions,  there  is  good  and 
sufficient  reason  to  believe  that  such  advice  will  not 
serve  the  best  interests  of  the  public. 

Meetings  of  the  Advisory  Board  shall  be  held 
at  such  times  as  deemed  necessary  by  the  Chairman 
or  by  the  Director.  The  compensation  of  each  mem- 
ber shall  be  as  set  forth  in  the  annual  appropriation 
ordinance. 

Appeal  Board. 

17-20.  An  Appeal  Board,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  City  Council, 
is  hereby  established.  The  Appeal  Board  shall  con- 
sist of  seven  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Mayor  as  Chairman,  and  four  of  whom 
shall  constitute  a  quorum.  They  shall  be  appointed 
for  a  term  of  four  years,  or  until  their  respective 
successors  are  appointed  and  qualified,  except  that 
of  the  initially  appointed  Appeal  Board,  two  mem- 
bers shall  serve  for  one  year,  two  members  for 
two  years,  two  members  for  three  years,  and  one 
member  for  four  years.  They  shall  be  residents  of 
the  City  of  Chicago. 

One  member  shall  have  had  at  least  five  years 
business  or  administrative  experience  in  the  owner- 
ship or  operation  of  industrial  or  commercial  en- 
terprises; one  member  shall  be  a  registered  physi- 
cian who  has  had  at  least  five  years  medical  practice 
in  one  or  more  of  the  fields  of  public  health,  indus- 
trial hygiene  or  epidemiology;  one  member  shall  be 
at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  and  for  at  least 
five  years  prior  thereto,  actively  engaged  as  a  chief 
operating  engineer  of  a  plant  containing  high  pres- 
sure boilers,  and  who  is  also  a  licensed  engineer; 
one  member  shall  be  at  the  time  of  his  appointment, 
and  for  five  years  prior  thereto,  actively  engaged  as 
a  registered  professional  engineer  in  the  solid  fuel 
industry  or  in  the  construction,  design,  or  operation 
of  fuel-burning,  combustion  or  process  equipment; 
one  member  shall  be  at  the  time  of  his  appointment, 
and  for  five  years  prior  thereto,  licensed  to  practice 
law  in  the  State  of  Illinois;  two  members  shall  be 
appointed  at  large.  Members  appointed  to  fill  vacan- 
cies shall  have  the  same  general  qualifications  re- 
quired for  their  predecessors. 

Meetings  of  the  Appeal  Board  shall  be  held  at 
the  call  of  the  chairman,  and  at  such  other  times 
as  the  Appeal  Board  may  determine.  The  Appeal 
Board  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt  and  enforce 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  deem  necessary 
to  carry  into  effect  the  appeal  powers  herein  pro- 
vided and  in  connection  therewith  may  call  upon 
the  Advisory  Board  for  technical  assistance  and 
advice.  All  hearings  conducted  by  the  Appeal  Board 
shall  be  open  to  the  public.  Any  person  may  appear 
and  testify  at  a  hearing,  either  in  person  or  by  duly 
authorized  representative  or  attorney. 
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The  Appeal  Board  shall  keep  minutes  of  its  pro- 
ceedings showing  the  vote  of  each  member  upon 
each  question,  or  if  he  is  absent  or  failing  to  vote, 
indicating  such  fact,  and  shall  also  keep  records 
of  its  hearings  and  other  official  actions.  Every 
rule  and  regulation,  every  amendment  or  repeal 
thereof,  and  every  order,  requirement,  decision,  or 
determination  of  the  Appeal  Board  shall  be  filed 
immediately  in  the  office  of  the  Department  and 
shall  be  a  public  record. 

A  majority  of  the  Appeal  Board  is  hereby  vested 
with  the  following  jurisdiction  and  authority: 

(1)  To  decide  appeals  from  any  decision,  ruling, 
regulation,  determination  or  order  made  by  the 
Director  under  this  chapter,  or  failure  to  act  upon 
request  within  a  reasonable  period  of  the  Director, 
in  the  manner  and  subject  to  the  standards  set  out 
in  Section  17-21  hereof; 

(2)  To  pass  upon  applications  for  extensions  of 
time  for  compliance,  or  for  exemptions  or  variances 
in  the  manner  and  subject  to  the  standards  set  out 
in  Section  17-74  hereof; 

(3)  To  decide  all  matters  referred  to  it  or  upon 
which  it  is  required  to  pass  under  this  chapter. 

The  compensation  of  each  member  of  the  Appeal 
Board  shall  be  as  set  forth  in  the  annual  appropria- 
tion ordinance. 

Appeals. 

17-21.  Any  person  taking  exception  to  and  af- 
fected by  any  final  decision,  ruling,  requirement, 
rule,  regulation  or  order,  or  failure  to  act  upon 
request  within  a  reasonable  period  of  the  Director, 
may  take  an  appeal  to  the  Appeal  Board  as  estab- 
lished by  this  chapter.  Such  appeal  shall  be  taken 
within  thirty  (30)  days  after  receiving  notice  of 
such  decision,  ruling,  requirement,  rule,  regulation 
or  order,  or  failure  to  act  upon  request  within  a 
reasonable  period,  by  filing  with  the  Director  a 
notice  of  appeal  directed  to  the  A^jpeal  Board, 
specifying  the  grounds  thereof  and  the  relief 
prayed  for.  The  Director  shall  forthwith  furnish  to 
the  Appeal  Board  all  the  papers  relating  to  the 
case.  The  Appeal  Board,  not  less  than  five  days  and 
not  more  than  ten  days  after  the  date  of  filing  the 
appeal,  shall  set  a  date  for  the  hearing,  and  shall 
give  notice  thereof  by  mail  to  the  interested  parties. 
The  Appeal  Board  may  in  its  discretion  grant  con- 
tinuances. Such  an  appeal  shall  act  as  a  stay  of  the 
decision,  ruling,  requirement,  rule,  regulation  or 
order  in  question  until  the  Appeal  Board  has  taken 
final  action  on  the  appeal.  At  the  hearing  any  party 
may  appear  in  person  or  by  agent  or  attorney,  and 
present  evidence,  both  written  and  oral,  pertinent 
to  the  questions  and  issues  involved,  and  may  ex- 
amine and  cross-examine  witnesses.  The  Appeal 
Board,  after  the  hearing,  shall  affirm,  modify  or 
reverse  the  decision,  ruling,  requirement,  rule,  regu- 
lation or  order  of  the  Director,  or  order  him  to  act. 
The  decision  of  the  Appeal  Board  shall  be  binding 
on  the  Director. 

The  provisions  of  the  "Administrative  Review 
Act,"  approved  May  8,  1945,  and  all  amendments 
and  modifications  thereof,  and  the  rules  adopted 
pursuant  thereto,  shall  apply  and  govern  all  pro- 
ceedings for  the  judicial  review  of  final  adminis- 
trative decisions  hereunder. 

The  Appeal  Board  at  its  expense  shall  provide  a 
stenographer  to  take  the  testimony  and  preserve  a 
record  of  all  proceedings  under  this  chapter.  The 
notice  of  appeal,  the  notice  of  hearing,  all  other 
documents  in  the  nature  of  pleadings  and  written 
motions  filed  in  the  proceedings,  the  transcript  of 
testimony  and  the  findings  of  fact  and  decisions 


shall  be  the  record  of  the  proceedings.  The  Appeal 
Board  shall  furnish  a  transcript  of  such  record 
to  any  person  interested  as  a  party  to  such  hearing 
upon  payment  therefor  of  seventy-five  cents  per 
page  for  each  original  transcript,  and  twenty-five 
cents  per  page  for  each  carbon  copy  thereof.  How- 
ever, the  charges  of  any  part  of  such  transcript 
ordered  or  paid  for  previous  to  the  writing  of  the 
original  record  shall  be  twenty-five  cents  per  page. 

The  Appeal  Board  shall  not  be  required  to  certify 
any  record  or  file  any  answer  or  otherwise  appear 
in  any  proceeding  for  judicial  review  unless  the 
party  filing  the  appeal  deposits  the  sum  of  ninety- 
five  cents  per  page  representing  costs  of  certifica- 
tion. Failure  on  the  part  of  the  appellant  to  make 
such  deposits  shall  be  grounds  for  dismissal  of  the 
action.  Upon  judicial  review  the  Secretary  of  the 
Appeal  Board  shall  certify  the  record. 

Classes  of  Fuel-Burning,  Combustion  and 
Process  Equipment  Established. 

17-22.  There  are  hereby  established  the  follow- 
ing four  classes  of  fuel-burning,  combustion  or 
process  equipment  or  devices : 

Class  I: 

Open  fires,  excepting  the  open  fires  caused  by  the 
burning  of  debris  resulting  from  the  construction, 
alteration,  demolition  or  wrecking  of  any  building, 
structure  or  equipment  as  provided  in  Section  17-31, 
diesel  motor  vehicles,  and  all  fuel-burning,  com- 
bustion or  process  equipment  or  devices  which  pro- 
duce steam,  hot  water,  or  warm  air  for  use  primarily 
in  any  domestic  heating  plant  or  in  any  heating 
plant  other  than  domestic,  or  incinerators,  con- 
structed and  installed,  or  reconstructed  at  a  cost  in 
excess  of  50%  of  the  total  replacement  cost  of  the 
equipment  or  devices  involved,  subsequent  to  the 
effective  date  of  this  chapter,  but  excluding  any 
such  equipment  for  which  an  installation  permit 
was  issued  prior  to  such  date. 

Class  II : 

All  fuel-burning,  combustion  or  process  equip- 
ment or  devices  which  produce  steam,  hot  water, 
or  warm  air  for  use  primarily  in  any  domestic 
heating  plant,  or  in  any  heating  plant  other  than 
domestic,  or  incinerators,  and  which  are  not  in- 
cluded in  Class  I. 

The  limits  for  emissions  of  smoke  set  forth  in 
Section  17-23  for  Class  I  shall  be  applied  to  Class 
II  within  5  years  from  the  effective  date  of  this 
chapter. 

Class  III: 

All  other  fuel-burning,  combustion  or  process 
equipment  or  devices  constructed  and  installed,  or 
reconstructed  at  a  cost  in  excess  of  50%  of  the 
total  replacement  cost  of  the  equipment  or  devices 
involved,  subsequent  to  the  effective  date  of  this 
chapter,  but  excluding  any  such  equipment  for 
which  an  installation  permit  was  issued  prior  to 
such  date. 

Class  IV: 

All  fuel-bui-ning,  combustion  or  process  equip- 
ment or  devices  other  than  those  included  within 
Classes  I,  II  or  III  above,  and  open  fires  caused  by 
the  burning  of  debris  resulting  from  the  construc- 
tion, alteration,  demolition  or  wrecking  of  any  build- 
ing, structure  or  equipment  as  provided  in  Section 
17-31. 

The  limits  for  emissions  of  smoke  set  forth  in 
Section  17-23  for  Class  III  shall  be  applied  to 
Class  IV  within  10  years  from  the  effective  date  of 
this  chapter. 
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Emmission  of  Smoke — Smoke  Units. 
17-23.    Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  17- 
25  and  17-26  hereof,  it  shall  be  unlawful  within  the 
City  of  Chicago  for  any  person  owning  or  in  charge 
of  any  fuel-burning,  combustion  or  process  equip- 


ment or  device,  or  portable  boiler,  or  open  fire,  to 
cause,  suffer  or  allow  the  emission  or  discharge  of 
smoke  from  any  single  such  source  into  the  atmos- 
phere except  in  conformity  with  the  limits  set  forth 
in  the  following  table:

The  "Ringelmann  Chart,"  as  published  and  de- 
scribed in  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Mines  Information 
Circular  6888,  and  on  which  are  illustrated  grad- 
uated shades  of  gray  to  black  for  use  in  estimating 
the  light  obscuring  capacity  of  smoke,  shall  be  the 
standard  for  determining  the  appearance,  density 
or  shade  of  smoke.  Observations  of  smoke  emissions 
under  this  chapter  shall  be  made  by  comparing  the 
observed  density  of  smoke  with  the  Ringelmann 
Chart  numbers.  Where  the  density  of  the  smoke 
as  observed  falls  between  two  consecutive  Ringel- 
mann Chart  numbers,  the  lower  Ringelmann  num- 
ber shall  be  considered  the  density  of  the  smoke 
observed. 

"Smoke  units"  represent  the  number  obtained 
by  multiplying  the  density  of  the  smoke  observed 
so  determined  in  Ringelmann  Numbers  by  the 
time  of  emission  in  minutes.  For  the  purpose  of 
this  calculation,  a  Ringelmann  density  reading  shall 
be  made  at  least  once  every  minute  during  the 
period  of  observation;  and  each  reading  shall  be 
multiplied  by  the  time  in  minutes  during  which  it 
is  observed.  The  various  products  thus  obtained 
shall  be  added  together  to  give  the  total  number  of 
"smoke  units"  observed  during  the  total  period 
under  observation. 

Emission  of  Particulate  Matter. 

17-24.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections 
17-25  and  17-26,  it  shall  be  unlawful  within  the 
City  of  Chicago  for  any  person  owning  or  in  charge 
of  any  fuel-burning,  combustion  or  process  equip- 
ment or  device,  or  any  portable  boiler,  to  cause. 


suffer  or  allow  the  emission  from  any  such  source 
of  any  particulate  matter  except  in  conformity  with 
the  limits  set  forth  as  follows : 

(1)  The  basic  limitation  on  the  average  emis- 
sion into  the  atmosphere  of  particulate  matter 
from  any  single  such  source  of  emission  shall  be 
0.35  grains  per  cubic  foot  of  gas  measured  at  a 
temperature  of  60  degrees  Fahrenheit  and  a  pres- 
sure of  30  inches  of  mercury,  under  steady  con- 
ditions, provided  that  for  emissions  at  levels  100 
feet  or  more  above  grade,  the  basic  limitation  shall 
be  increased  by  the  amount  of  particulate  matter 
of  less  than  10  microns  in  size,  if  any,  up  to  a 
maximum  increase  of  0.03  (H/lOO)^  grains  per 
scf,  where  H  is  the  height  of  discharge  in  feet 
above  grade. 

(2)  The  limitation  on  the  emission  of  that 
portion  of  the  particulate  matter  which  is  44  mi- 
crons in  size  or  larger  from  any  single  such  source 
shall  be  0.21  grains  per  scf. 

The  foregoing  requirements  shall  be  measured 
by  the  methods  for  dust  reporting  apparatus  as  in 
current  use  as  outlined  in  the  Tentative  Code  for 
dust  separating  apparatus  of  the  American  Society 
of  Mechanical  Engineers,  which  is  hereby  made  a 
part  of  this  chapter  by  reference,  or  in  accordance 
with  modified  procedures  mutually  agreed  upon  by 
the  Director  and  such  person.  A  copy  of  said  Tent- 
ative Code  shall  be  kept  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Department  subject  to  examination  by  interested 
persons. 

(3)  A  specified  volume  ratio,  or  other  suitable 
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index,  of  particulate  bearing  gas  shall  be  estab- 
lished in  accordance  with  Section  17-13,  sub-para- 
graph (11)  for  various  pieces,  types  or  classes 
of  fuel-burning,  combustion  or  process  equipment 
or  devices,  which  constitute  potential  sources  of 
emission  of  particulate  matter;  provided,  however, 
that  with  respect  to  coal  burning  combustion  equip- 
ment the  basic  limitations  set  forth  in  sub-para- 
graph (1)  of  this  section  shall  be  adjusted  to  a 
gas  volume  based  upon  50  per  cent  excess  air. 

(4)  All  existing  coal  burning  combustion  equip- 
ment shall  meet  the  limitations  set  forth  in  sub- 
paragraphs (1),  (2)  and  (3)  of  this  section  within 
five  years  from  the  effective  date  of  this  chapter. 

(5)  Until  such  time  as  definitive  standards  are 
established  and/or  are  applicable,  emissions  of  par- 
ticulate matter  from  all  fuel-burning,  combustion 
or  process  equipment  or  devices  shall  not  exceed 
emissions  which  would  result  from  operations  in 
accordance  with  existing  normal  good  operating 
practice. 

LiMATIONS  FOR  PARTICULAR  OPERATIONS. 

17-25.  The  following  provisions  shall  be  applic- 
able to  the  processes  and  equipment  hereinafter  set 
forth  in  lieu  of  the  limits  upon  the  emission  of 
smoke  and  particulate  matter  contained  in  Sections 
17-23  and  17-24  hereof: 

(1)  Railroad  Locomotives — Steam 

(a)  When  a  firebox  is  cleaned  or  a  new 
fire  built  in  locomotives,  smoke  of  an  appearance, 
density,  or  shade  in  excess  of  No.  2  of  the  Ringel- 
mann  Chart  shall  be  prohibited  except  that  No. 
3  smoke  shall  be  allowed  for  a  period  or  periods 
aggregating  not  more  than  four  (4)  minutes  in  any 
sixty  (60)  minute  period. 

(b)  After  a  yard  or  switching  locomotive 
is  in  service  or  ready  for  service,  smoke  of  an 
appearance,  density,  or  shade  in  excess  of  No.  2 
of  the  Ringelmann  Chart  shall  be  prohibited  except 
that  No.  3  smoke  shall  be  allowed  for  a  period  or 
periods  aggregating  not  more  than  one  (1)  minute 
in  any  fifteen  (15)  minute  period. 

(c)  After  a  road  or  transfer  locomotive 
IS  in  service  or  ready  for  service,  smoke  of  an  ap- 
pearance, density,  or  shade  in  excess  of  No.  2  of 
the  Ringelmann  Chart  shall  be  prohibited  except 
that  No.  3  smoke  shall  be  allowed  for  a  period  or 
periods  aggregating  not  more  than  two  (2)  minutes 
in  any  fifteen  (15)  minute  period. 

(2)  Railroad  Locomotives — Diesel 

(a)  Immediately  after  starting  the  engine 
of  a  diesel  locomotive,  smoke  of  an  appearance, 
density,  or  shade  in  excess  of  No.  2  of  the  Ringel- 
mann (jhart  shall  be  prohibited  except  that  No.  3 
smoke  shall  be  allowed  for  a  period  or  periods 
aggregating  not  more  than  four  (4)  minutes  during 
the  first  fifteen  (15)  minute  period. 

(b)  Immediately  after  starting  the  steam 
generator  on  a  diesel  locomotive,  smoke  of  an  ap- 
pearance, density,  or  shade  in  excess  of  No.  2  of 
the  Ringelmann  Chart  shall  be  prohibited  except 
that  No.  3  smoke  shall  be  allowed  for  a  period  or 
periods  aggregating  not  more  than  two  (2)  minutes 
but  not  thereafter. 

(c)  After  a  diesel  yard  or  switching  loco- 
motive is  in  service  or  ready  for  service,  smoke  of 
an  appearance,  density,  or  shade  in  excess  of  No. 
2  of  the  Ringelmann  Chart  shall  be  prohibited  ex- 
cept that  No.  3  smoke  shall  be  allowed  for  a  period 


or  periods  aggregating  not  more  than  one  (1)  min- 
ute in  any  fifteen  (15)  minute  period. 

(d)  After  a  diesel  road  or  transfer  locomo- 
tive is  in  service  or  ready  for  service,  smoke  of  an 
appearance,  density,  or  shade  in  excess  of  No.  2  of 
the  Ringelmann  Chart  shall  be  prohibited  except 
that  No.  3  smoke  shall  be  allowed  for  a  period 
or  periods  aggregating  not  more  than  one  (1)  min- 
ute in  any  fifteen  (15)  minute  period. 

(3)  Cupolas 

(a)  Cupolas  shall  be  equipped  with  gas 
cleaning  devices  and/or  so  operated  as  to  reduce  the 
content  of  particulate  matter  emitted  into  the  at- 
mosphere to  not  more  than  0.50  grains  per  standard 
cubic  foot  of  gas  based  on  stack  gas  volume  cor- 
rected to  60  degrees  Fahrenheit  and  30  inches  of 
mercury. 

(b)  Cupolas  contracted  for,  under  con- 
struction or  in  operation  prior  to  the  adoption  of 
this  chapter  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
sub-paragraph  (a)  hereof  within  ten  (10)  years 
from  the  date  of  such  adoption. 

(4)  Heating  and  Reheating  Furnaces 

(a)  Where  smoke  is  an  essential  part  of 
the  treatment  process,  heating  and  reheating  fur- 
naces shall  be  so  operated  that  smoke  of  an  appear- 
ance, density  or  shade  in  excess  of  No.  2  of  the 
Ringelmann  Chart  shall  be  prohibited  except  that 
No.  3  smoke  shall  be  allowed  for  a  period  or  periods 
aggregating  not  more  than  six  (6)  minutes  in  any 
sixty  (60)  minute  period. 

(b)  Where  smoke  is  not  an  essential  part 
of  the  treatment  process,  the  provisions  of  Section 
17-23  shall  apply. 

(c)  Under  all  conditions  such  furnaces 
shall  be  so  operated  that  the  emission  of  particulate 
matter  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 17-24  hereof. 

(5)  Air  Furnaces 

(a)  Air  furnaces  shall  be  so  operated  that 
smoke  of  an  appearance,  density,  or  shade  in  excess 
of  No.  2  of  the  Ringelmann  Chart  shall  be  pro- 
hibited except  that  No.  3  smoke  shall  be  allowed 
for  a  period  or  periods  aggregating  not  more  than 
six  (6)  minutes  in  any  sixty  (60)  minute  period. 

(b)  Such  furnaces  shall  be  so  operated 
that  the  emission  of  particulate  matter  shall  be 
governed  by  the  provisions  of  Section  17-24  hereof. 

(6)  Steamships  and  Other  Vessels 

(a)  When  building,  banking  or  cleaning 
fires  or  when  maneuvering  or  ballasting,  smoke  of 
an  appearance,  density,  or  shade  in  excess  of  No.  2 
of  the  Ringelmann  Chart  shall  be  prohibited  except 
that  No.  3  smoke  shall  be  allowed  for  a  period  or 
periods  aggregating  not  more  than  six  (6)  minutes 
in  any  sixty  (60)  minute  period. 

(b)  When  building  original  fires  at  the 
start  of  seasonal  operations,  or  under  emergency 
conditions  when  it  is  necessary  to  operate  a  boat 
with  a  fluctuating  load  upon  the  boilers  to  prevent 
danger  to  life  and/or  property,  the  foregoing  re- 
strictions on  emissions  shall  not  apply. 

(c)  When  a  steamship  or  other  vessel  is  in 
service,  except  as  provided  to  cover  particular  con- 
ditions stated  in  this  section,  the  provisions  of 
Section  17-23  hereof  shall  apply. 

All  persons  responsible  for  the  operation 
within  the  City  of  any  of  the  processes  or  equipment 
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above  named  shall  undertake  or  participate  in  a 
program  of  research  to  determine  feasible  methods 
of  measuring  and  controlling  emissions  therefrom 
in  accordance  with  Section  17-18  hereof. 

Research  for  Particular  Processes. 

17-26.  For  the  purpose  of  establishing  limita- 
tions on  emissions  from  the  following  processes  and 
types  of  equipment,  which  are  incapable  of  meeting 
the  limits  upon  the  emission  of  smoke  and  particu- 
late matter  contained  in  Sections  17-23  and  17-24 
hereof,  research  shall  be  conducted  to  determine 
feasible  methods  of  measuring  and  controlling 
smoke  and  particulate  matter  emissions  from  such 
processes  and  types  of  equipment  in  accordance 
with  Section  17-18  hereof: 

(1)  Blast  furnaces  and  auxiliary  equipment; 

(2)  By-product  coke  plants; 

(3)  Open  hearth  furnaces; 

(4)  Sintering  plants; 

(5)  Bessemer  converters  and  pneumatic  steelmak- 
ing  processes; 

(6)  Electric  furnaces; 

( 7 )  Foundries- — non-ferrous ; 

(8)  Dryers,  kilns,  and  roasters. 

Until  such  time  as  definitive  standards  are  es- 
tablished, emissions  of  smoke  and/or  particulate 
matter  for  each  of  the  above  listed  processes  and 
types  of  equipment  shall  not  exceed  emissions  which 
would  result  from  operations  in  accordance  with 
existing  normal  good  operating  practice. 

Nuisance:  Abatement. 

17-27.  Any  emission  of  smoke,  particulate  mat- 
ter or  other  matter  from  any  single  such  source 
in  excess  of  the  limitations  established  in  or  pur- 
suant to  Sections  17-23,  17-24,  17-25  and  17-26  shall 
be  deemed  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public 
nuisance,  and  may  be  summarily  abated  by  the 
Director.  Such  abatement  may  be  in  addition  to 
the  administrative  proceedings,  fines  and  penalties 
herein  provided. 

The  Director  is  further  empowered  to  institute 
legal  proceedings  for  the  abatement  or  prosecution 
of  emissions  of  smoke,  particulate  or  other  matter 
which  causes  injury,  detriment,  nuisance  or  annoy- 
ance to  the  public  or  endangers  the  health,  comfort, 
safety  or  welfare  of  the  public,  or  causes  or  has  a 
natural  tendency  to  cause  injury  or  damage  to 
business  or  property.  Such  abatement  may  be  in 
addition  to  the  administrative  proceedings,  fines 
and  penalties  herein  provided. 

Nuisance  :  Preservation  of  Common  Law  Rights. 

17-28.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  construed 
to  impair  any  cause  of  action,  or  legal  remedy  there- 
for, of  any  person  or  the  public  for  injury  or  dam- 
age arising  from  the  discharge,  emission  or  release 
into  the  atmosphere  from  any  source  whatsoever 
of  such  quantities  of  smoke,  soot,  fly  ash,  dust, 
cinders,  dirt,  noxious  or  obnoxious  acids,  fumes, 
oxides,  gases,  vapors,  odors,  toxic  or  radioactive 
substances,  waste,  particulate,  solid,  liquid  or  gase- 
ous matter  or  any  other  materials  in  such  place, 
manner  or  concentration  as  to  constitute  atmos- 
pheric pollution,  or  a  common  law  nuisance. 

Failure  of  Owners  and  Operators. 

17-29.  Failure  of  any  person  as  owner  or  agent, 
operator,  member  of  any  operating  crew,  engine- 
man,  fireman,  janitor,  or  in  any  other  capacity,  to 


comply  with  any  provision  of  this  chapter  shall  be 
deemed  a  violation  of  this  chapter  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  fines  and  penalties  as  hereinafter 
provided.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  owners  or  agents 
of  any  fuel-burning,  combustion  or  process  equip- 
ment or  device  to  instruct,  or  cause  to  be  instructed, 
the  operators,  operating  crews,  enginemen,  firemen, 
hostlers,  janitors,  or  any  other  person  operating 
such  equipment  or  device  about  the  proper  opera- 
tion of  such  combustion  equipment  or  device. 

Open  Fires. 

17-30.  Subject  to  the  limitations  prescribed  in 
Sections  17-22  and  17-23  hereof,  to  reasonable  ad- 
ministrative and  procedural  regulations  or  rules 
to  be  prescribed  by  the  Fire  Commissioner  of  the 
City,  and  to  all  applicable,  including  but  not  limited 
to,  fire  prevention  and  zoning  laws,  ordinances  and 
regulations,  and  except  as  provided  in  Section  17-31 
hereof,  the  burning  of  rubbish,  refuse  of  any  kind, 
grass,  wood,  garbage,  or  any  other  material  in 
open  fires  is  hereby  prohibited. 

Construction,  Demolition  or  Wrecking  Fires. 

17-31.  No  paper,  wood,  or  other  combustible 
refuse,  waste,  or  other  material  resulting  from  the 
construction,  alteration,  demolition  or  wrecking  of 
any  building,  structure  or  equipment  shall  be 
burned  in  any  open  fire,  except  upon  application 
for  and  issuance  of  a  permit  therefor  by  the  Fire 
Commissioner  of  the  City,  who  shall  immediately 
forward  a  copy  thereof  to  the  Director  of  Air 
Pollution  Control,  subject  to  the  limitations  pre- 
scribed in  Sections  17-22  and  17-23  hereof,  to  rea- 
sonable administrative  and  procedural  regulations 
or  rules  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Fire  Commissioner, 
and  to  all  applicable,  including  but  not  limited  to, 
fire  prevention  and  zoning  laws,  ordinances  and 
regulations,  and  in  burning  areas  to  be  designated 
by  the  Fire  Commissioner. 

Emission  of  Smoke  and  Gases  from  Internal 
Combustion  Engines  of  Vehicles. 

17-32.  No  person  shall  operate,  or  cause  to  be 
operated,  upon  any  street,  highway,  public  place, 
stream  or  waterway,  or  private  premises  within 
the  City  of  Chicago,  any  internal  combustion  en- 
gines of  any  motor  vehicle,  boat,  tug  or  other 
vehicle,  while  stationary  or  moving,  which  emits 
from  any  source  any  unreasonable  and  excessive 
smoke,  obnoxious  or  noxious  gases,  fumes,  or 
vapor;  provided  the  foregoing  shall  not  apply  to 
the  operation  of  aircraft  at  municipal  airports. 

Handling  of  Materials  Susceptible 
TO  Becoming  Wind-borne. 

17-33.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
cause  or  permit  the  handling,  loading,  unloading, 
reloading,  storing,  transferring,  transporting,  plac- 
ing, depositing,  throwing,  discarding,  or  scattering 
of  any  ashes,  fly  ash,  cinders,  slag  or  dust  collected 
from  any  combustion  process,  any  dust,  dirt,  chaff, 
wastepaper,  trash,  rubbish,  waste,  or  refuse  matter 
of  any  kind,  or  any  other  substance  or  material 
whatever,  which  is  likely  to  be  scattered  by  the 
wind,  or  is  susceptible  to  being  wind-borne,  without 
taking  reasonable  precautions  or  measures  so  as 
to  minimize  atmospheric  pollution. 

Storage  of  Materials  Susceptible 
TO  Becoming  Wind-borne. 

17-34.  Subject  to  the  provision  of  Section  17-37 
hereof,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  oper- 
ate or  maintain,  or  cause  to  be  operated  or  main- 
tained, any  building,  structure,  or  premises,  open 
area,  right  of  way,  storage  pile  of  materials,  yard, 
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vessel,  or  vehicle,  or  construction,  alteration,  build- 
ing, demolition  or  wrecking  operation,  or  any  other 
enterprise,  which  has  or  involves  any  matter,  ma- 
terial, or  substance  likely  to  be  scattered  by  the 
wind,  or  susceptible  to  being  wind-borne,  without 
taking  reasonable  precautions  or  measures  so  as 
to  minimize  atmospheric  pollution. 

Director  to  Have  Jurisdiction  of 
Wind-borne  Violations. 

17-35.  The  Director  shall  have  jurisdiction  and 
authority  over  the  sources  of  any  matter,  material, 
or  substance  likely  to  be  scattered  by  the  wind,  or 
susceptible  to  becoming  airborne  or  a  contributing 
factor  to  atmospheric  pollution,  and  shall  have  au- 
thority to  abate  wind-borne  nuisances  and  to  insti- 
gate prosecutions  for  violations  of  any  provision 
of  this  chapter  or  any  other  chapter  of  the  Munic- 
ipal Code  of  Chicago  relating  to  the  eradication  or 
control  of  matter  susceptible  to  being  wind-borne. 
For  the  purpose  of  minimizing  atmospheric  pollu- 
tion, he  shall,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Advisory  Board,  prescribe  reasonable,  specific  op- 
erating and  maintenance  practices  for  buildings, 
structures,  premises,  open  areas,  automobiles  and/ 
or  truck  parking  and  sales  lots,  private  roadways, 
rights  of  way,  storage  piles  of  materials,  yards, 
vessels,  vehicles,  construction,  alteration,  building, 
demolition  or  wrecking  operations,  and  any  other 
enterprise,  which  has  or  involves  any  matter,  ma- 
terial, or  substance  susceptible  to  being  wind-borne 
and  for  the  handling,  transportation,  disposition, 
or  other  operation,  with  respect  to  any  such  mate- 
rial subject  to  being  wind-borne,  which  pratices 
shall  be  embodied  in  the  Code  of  Recommended 
Practices. 

Notices  of  Violation-  Use  of, 
to  Notify  Violators. 

17-36.  The  Director  is  hereby  authorized  to 
issue  notices  of  violation  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
notice  to  persons  allegedly  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  or  other  ordinances  re- 
lating to  atmospheric  pollution.  If  at  the  time  of 
any  orginal  inspection,  or  annual  inspection,  or  any 
other  inspection,  it  is  found  that  any  fuel-burning, 
combustion  or  process  equipment  or  device,  or 
premises,  is  being  operated  or  managed  or  is  in 
such  a  condition  or  so  installed  that  smoke,  par- 
ticulate, or  other  matter  is  being  emitted  or  may 
be  emitted  therefrom  in  violation  of  any  emission 
limitation  or  other  requirement  or  jurisdiction  pro- 
vided in  this  chapter,  the  Director  shall  give  notice 
in  writing  to  any  or  all  persons  owning,  operating, 
or  in  charge  of  such  equipment  or  device,  or  prem- 
ises, of  the  defective  equipment  or  device,  condition 
or  operation,  or  violation.  Such  notice  may  be 
given  by  any  inspector  or  other  properly  trained 
authorized  agent  of  said  Director,  hy  delivering 
such  notice  to  any  person  owning,  operating,  or  in 
charge  of  the  equipment  or  device,  or  premises, 
involved,  or  by  leaving  a  copy  thereof  with  a  per- 
son in  charge  of  such  equipment,  device,  or  prem- 
ises, or  by  mailing  a  copy  directed  to  the  last 
known  address  of  the  person  to  be  notified.  Such 
notice  may  direct  the  alleged  violator  to  appear 
and  to  present  such  notice  at  a  designated  office 
of  the  Department  in  the  City  Hall  or  the  Central 
Office  Building  at  the  date  and  hour  specified  there- 
on for  the  purpose  of  conferring  with  respect  to 
the  alleged  violation  and  the  corrective  measures, 
if  any,  which  should  be  taken.  Such  notice  may 
contain  a  demand  upon  such  person  or  persons  to 
discontinue  use  of  such  equipment  or  device,  or 
premises,  until  the  correction  thereof  has  been  ap- 


proved by  the  Director.  Such  notice  shall  allow  up 
to  ten  (10)  days'  time  to  correct  the  equipment  or 
device,  or  condition  or  operation,  and  report  com- 
pliance to  the  Director. 

Failure  to  comply  with  such  notice  within  ten 
(10)  days  from  its' date,  or  within  any  extension 
of  time  granted  under  Section  17-73  hereof,  shall 
be  a  violation  of  this  section  and,  upon  such  failure, 
the  Director  may  revoke  any  existing  certificate 
of  operation  for  such  equipment  or  device. 

Automobile  and/or  Truck  Parking  and  Sales 
Lots  or  Private  Roadway-Surfacing  of. 

17-37.  No  person  shall  maintain  or  conduct,  or 
cause  to  be  maintained  or  conducted,  any  parking 
lot  or  automobile  and/or  truck  sales  lot,  or  use 
any  real  property  for  a  private  roadway  unless  such 
real  property  is  covered  or  treated  with  a  surface 
or  substance  or  otherwise  maintained  in  such  man- 
ner as  to  minimize  atmospheric  pollution. 

Low  Volatile  Solid  Fuel  Required  for  Surface- 
Burning  Type  (Hand-Fired)  of  Equipment. 

17-38.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
operate  any  surface  burning  type  (hand-fired)  of 
combustion  equipment  with  any  solid  fuel  other 
than  a  low  volatile  solid  fuel  unless : 

(1)  The  Director  has  issued  a  Certificate  of 
Operation  therefor  in  accordance  with  Section  17- 
55  or  Section  17-60,  authorizing  the  use  of  other 
than  low  volatile  solid  fuel  with  such  equipment; 

(2)  The  Director  has  approved  the  equipment 
or  type  of  equipment  in  accordance  with  Section 
17-44; 

(3)  The  Director  has  issued  an  Allowable  Fuel 
Certificate  for  such  equipment  in  accordance  with 
Sections  17-41,  17-42  and  17-43;  or 

(4)  The  Appeal  Board  has  granted  an  individ- 
ual variance  for  such  equipment  in  accordance  with 
Section  17-74. 

The  foregoing  restrictions  shall  not  apply  with 
respect  to  the  burning  of  combustible  refuse  in 
such  equipment  in  accordance  with  rules  and  reg- 
ulations issued  by  the  Director. 

Solid  Fuel-Conditions  for  Use  of. 

17-39.  A  solid  fuel  containing  volatile  matter 
in  excess  of  23%  on  an  ash  free  and  moisture  free 
basis  shall  be  considered  a  low  volatile  solid  fuel 
provided  it  meets  the  same  standards  in  regard  to 
smoke  production  as  a  low  volatile  solid  fuel,  and 
subject  to  the  following  conditions  in  order  to  as- 
certain whether  or  not  such  standards  are  met: 

Adequate  supplies  of  such  solid  fuel  shall  be 
made  available  to  the  Director  to  conduct  such 
reasonable  tests  as  he  shall  deem  necessary  to 
determine  that  such  fuel  meets  the  standards  here- 
inbefore established.  The  reasonable  expense  of  any 
such  tests  shall  be  borne  by  the  person  seeking 
the  approval  of  such  solid  fuel. 

The  Director  shall  maintain  and,  upon  request, 
furnish  a  list  of  brands  or  trade  names  of  solid 
fuels  which  have  been  tested  for  conformity  with 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  which  as  a  result 
of  such  tests  have  been  approved. 

Solid  Fuel  when  not  Low  Volatile- 
Equipment  Required. 

17-40.  Solid  fuel,  other  than  low  volatile  solid 
fuel,  may  be  used  or  consumed  only  in  mechanical 
combustion  equipment  or  mechanically  fired  appar- 
atus; except  that  after  suitable  inspections  and 
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tests  have  proven  to  the  Director  that  any  com- 
bination of  surface  burning  type  (hand-fired)  of 
equipment  and  appurtenances  and  fuel  can  comply 
with  the  emission  limitations  established  by  or 
under  this  chapter,  the  Director  shall  approve  the 
use  of  such  combination  of  equipment  and  fuel. 

Allowable  Fuel  Certificates. 

17-41.  The  Director  is  hereby  authorized  to 
issue  Allowable  Fuel  Certificates  for  the  use  of 
any  solid  fuel  other  than  a  low  volatile  solid  fuel 
in  surface  burning  types  (hand-fired)  of  equip- 
ment when  approved  in  accordance  with  Sections 
17-40,  17-43  or  17-44;  provided,  that  with  respect 
to  equipment  subject  to  annual  inspection  under 
this  chapter,  the  Director  may  issue  a  Certificate 
of  Operation  in  lieu  of  an  Allowable  Fuel  Certifi- 
cate. Any  such  certificate  issued  by  the  Director 
shall  be  permanently  attached  and  affixed  to  the 
fuel-burning  equipment  for  which  it  is  issued,  in 
a  manner  so  that  it  may  be  readily  seen  on  inspec- 
tion and,  when  so  attached,  shall  constitute  notice 
to  all  persons  of  the  matter  contained  in  such  cer- 
tification. 

Contents  of  Allowable  Fuel  Certificates. 

17-42.  Each  Allowable  Fuel  Certificate  issued  by 
the  Director  shall  identify  the  fuel-burning  equip- 
ment, its  major  components  and  the  owner  or  per- 
son responsible  therefor  and  such  other  details  as 
the  Director  may  specify,  and  shall  include  the  cer- 
tification of  the  Director  that  such  equipment  may 
be  operated  with  any  solid  fuel  of  not  more  than 
the  volatile  content  specified  therein  by  the  Di- 
rector. 

Surface-Burning  Types  (Hand-Fired)  of 
Equipment — Issuance  of  Installation 
Permits,  Certificates  of  Operation 
AND  Allowable  Fuel  Certificates. 

17-43.    The  Director  shall  not  issue  installation 

permits  or  certificates  of  operation  or  allowable  fuel 
certificates  for  any  surface-burning  type  (hand- 
fired)  of  equipment  for  which  installation  permits 
or  certificates  of  operation  or  allowable  fuel  cer- 
tificates are  required,  unless  the  fuel  to  be  used  in 
such  equipment  shall  be  a  low  volatile  solid  fuel, 
or  unless,  after  appropriate  tests,  it  has  been  estab- 
lished to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Director  that  such 
equipment  is  capable  of  burning  the  fuel  to  be  used 
therewith  without  exceeding  emission  limitations 
established  by  or  under  this  chapter. 

New  Type  of  Surface-Burning  Type  (Hand- 
Fired)  of  Equipment — Tests  to  Determine 
Suitability  for  Fuel — Allowable 
Fuel  Certificate. 

17-44.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  that 
surface-burning  types  (hand-fired)  of  equipment 
are  suitable  for  burning  solid  fuel  other  than  low 
volatile  solid  fuel  so  as  not  to  violate  any  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter: 

(1)  The  Director  shall  have  the  authority  to 
test  each  new  type  (new  type  being  that  which 
changes  the  manner  of  combustion)  of  surface 
burning  type  (hand-fired)  of  equipment  offered  for 
sale  or  use  in  the  City  of  Chicago.  Where  he  finds 
as  a  fact  and  so  certifies  that  such  equipment  in 
which  the  fresh  fuel  is  fired  by  hand  is  so  designed 
that  it  will  burn  any  solid  fuel  of  any,  or  a  speci- 
fied, volatile  content  without  exceeding  the  emission 
limitations  established  by  or  under  this  chapter,  he 
shall  issue  an  Allowable  Fuel  Certificate  for  the 
type  of  equipment  so  tested  and  approved  and  shall 
authorize  the  tagging  thereof  in  accordance  with 


sub-paragraph  (2)  of  this  section.  The  cost  to  the 
City  of  Chicago  of  all  tests  made  for  the  determi- 
nation of  such  authorization  shall  be  borne  by  the 
applicant  therefor. 

(2)  Any  surface-burning  type  (hand-fired)  of 
equipment  so  approved  that  is  sold,  offered  for  sale, 
exchanged,  delivered  or  installed  for  use  in  the  City 
of  Chicago  shall  bear  a  certificate  or  a  plate  or  tag 
in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Depart- 
ment which  identifies  the  equipment  and  the  cate- 
gory for  which  it  is  approved. 

Sale  of  Solid  Fuel  for  Surface-Burning  Types 
(Hand-Fired)  of  Equipment. 

17-45.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  know- 
ingly to  sell,  exchange,  deliver,  haul  or  transport  to 
the  ultimate  consumer  for  use  and  consumption  in 
any  surface-burning  type  (hand-fired)  of  equip- 
ment in  the  City  of  Chicago,  any  solid  fuel  which 
does  not  meet  the  standards  of  a  low  volatile  solid 
fuel  or  which  has  not  been  approved  for  use  with 
such  equipment  by  issuance  of  an  Allowable  Fuel 
Certificate  or  a  Certificate  of  Operation;  provided, 
that  the  delivery,  or  transportation  of  solid  fuel  by 
railroad  companies  and  other  common  carriers  in 
the  course  of  their  common  carrier  business  shall 
not  be  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Refuse-Burning  Equipment — Sale  of. 

17-46.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
sell,  offer  for  sale,  expose  for  sale,  exchange,  deliver 
or  install  for  the  use  in  the  City  of  Chicago : 

(1)  Any  make,  model,  or  type  of  domestic 
refuse-burning  equipment  which  has  not  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Director ;  or 

(2)  Any  make,  model,  or  type  of  approved 
domestic  refuse-burning  equipment  for  the  burning 
of  any  type  of  refuse  other  than  the  types  for 
which  the  refuse-burning  equipment  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Director. 

The  delivery  or  transportation  of  any  refuse- 
burning  equipment  by  railroad  companies  and  other 
common  carriers  in  the  course  of  their  common 
carrier  buiness  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Refuse-Burning  Equipment — Types  of.  Plates  or 
Tags  for;  Tests  of. 

17-47.  Prior  to  approval,  plans  of  each  make, 
model,  or  type  of  domestic  refuse-burning  equip- 
ment shall  be  submitted  to  the  Department  and 
such  equipment  be  subjected  to  such  tests  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  to  establish  its  air  pollution 
potential.  For  this  purpose  the  Director  may  rely, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  upon  tests  of  such  equipment 
previously  conducted  by  nationally  recognized  asso- 
ciations. 

(1)  The  Director  shall  list  each  make,  model,  or 
type  of  domestic  refuse-burning  equipment  which 
he  has  approved,  and  shall  designate  the  approval 
as  being  limited  to  one  of  the  following  two  cate- 
gories : 

"Type  A.  Domestic  burning  equipment  for  ordi- 
nary paper  or  similar  material  only;" 

"Type  B.  Domestic  incinerators  for  burning 
rubbish  and  garbage." 

(2)  Any  approved  domestic  refuse-burning 
equipment  that  is  sold,  offered  for  sale,  exchanged, 
delivered  or  installed  for  use  in  the  City  of  Chicago 
shall  bear  a  plate  or  tag  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations  of  the  Department  which  identifies  the 
equipment  and  the  category  for  which  it  is  ap- 
proved. 
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(3)  Any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  whose 
domestic  refuse-burning  equipment  is  submitted  for 
tests  by  the  Department  must  pay  all  reasonable 
expenses  necessary  to  the  attendant  tests,  and  the 
Department  shall  furnish  the  submitter  a  copy  of 
the  results  of  such  tests. 

Installation  Permit  Required  for  Fuel-Burning, 
Combustion  and  Process  Equipment  and  for 

High  Pressure  Boiler  Furnace  Repair. 
17-48.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  in- 
stall, erect,  construct,  reconstruct,  alter,  or  add  to, 
or  cause  to  be  installed,  erected,  constructed,  recon- 
structed, altered,  or  added  to,  any  fuel-burning, 
combustion  or  process  equipment  or  device,  or  any 
equipment  pertaining  thereto,  or  any  stack  or  chim- 
ney connected  therewith,  within  the  City,  excepting 
domestic  heating  plants,  domestic  refuse-burnmg 
equipment,  locomotives,  steamships  and  internal 
combustion  engines,  or  to  make,  or  cause  to  be 
made,  major  repairs  to  any  high  pressure  boiler 
furnace  or  the  brickwork  on  or  about  the  same  in 
said  City,  until  an  application  for  installation  and 
operating  permits  on  forms  supplied  by  the  Depart- 
ment including  suitable  plans  and  specifications  of 
the  fuel-burning,  combustion  or  process  equipment 
or  device,  or  high  pressure  boiler  furnace  repair, 
and  the  structures  or  buildings  used  in  connection 
therewith,  has  been  filed  in  duplicate  by  the  owner, 
contractor,  installer,  or  other  person,  or  his  agent, 
in  the  office  of,  and  has  been  approved  by,  the  Di- 
rector as  being  so  designed  that  the  same  can  be 
managed  and  operated  to  conform  to  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter,  and  an  installation  permit  issued 
by  him  for  such  installation,  erection,  construction, 
reconstruction,  alteration,  addition  to,  or  repair. 

Provided,  however,  that  maintenance  or  repairs 
or  alterations  which  are  minor  in  scope  or  do  not 
change  the  capacity  of  such  fuel-burning,  com- 
bustion or  process  equipment  or  device  and  which 
do  not  involve  any  change  in  the  method  of  com- 
bustion or  materially  affect  the  emission  of  smoke, 
dust,  fumes,  or  other  products  of  combustion  there- 
from, may  be  made  without  an  installation  permit ; 
provided  further,  that  an  emergency  repair  may  be 
made  prior  to  the  application  for,  and  the  issuance 
of,  a  required  installation  permit  in  the  event  an 
emergency  arises  and  serious  consequences  would 
result  if  the  repair  were  to  be  deferred.  When  such 
repair  is  made  in  emergency,  application  for  an 
installation  permit  or  an  operating  permit  therefor 
shall  be  filed  in  duplicate  by  the  person  or  his  agent 
in  the  office  of  the  Director  within  a  reasonable 
time  after  the  start  of  such  work. 

Contents  of  Plans  and  Specifications. 

17-49.  The  plans  and  specifications,  submitted 
pursuant  to  Section  17-48,  of  the  fuel-burning,  com- 
bustion equipment  or  device  other  than  process  or 
process  equipment  shall  show  the  type  of  instal- 
lation, the  form  and  dimensions  of  such  equipment 
or  device,  more  particularly  the  proposed  iDoiler, 
furnace,  fuel  burner,  refuse  burner,  stack  and  ducts, 
together  with  the  description  and  dimensions  of  the 
building  or  part  thereof  in  which  such  equipment 
is  to  be  located,  the  amount  of  work  and  the  amount 
of  heating  to  be  done  by  such  equipment,  including 
all  provisions  made  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
complete  combustion  of  the  fuel  or  refuse  to  be  used 
and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  to  be  burned  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  emissions  in  excess  of  the 
limitations  established  by  or  under  this  chapter. 
Said  plans  and  specifications  shall  also  show  the 
character  of  the  fuel  or  refuse  to  be  burned,  the 
maximum  quantity  of  the  same  to  be  burned  per 


hour,  the  operating  requirements,  and  the  use  of 
such  equipment;  and  that  the  room  or  premises  in 
which  such  equipment  shall  be  located  is  provided 
with  adequate  means  of  ventilation  to  provide  sufl[i- 
cient  air  to  complete  the  combustion  process.  Such 
plans  and  specifications  shall  further  show  the  di- 
mensions of  such  room  in  which  such  equipment  is 
to  be  located,  the  location  and  dimensions  of  all 
stacks  used  in  connection  with  or  as  a  part  of  said 
equipment,  the  location  and  dimensions  of  all 
stacks  of  any  buildings  or  structures  immediately 
adjoining  and  contiguous  to  the  premises  in  ques- 
tion, the  frequency  and  duration  of  emissions,  com- 
position of  effluents  and  range  of  collector  effici- 
ency. The  Director  may  require  such  additional 
data  as  he  deems  necessary  for  the  purpose  of 
issuing  a  permit  for  the  installation  or  operation 
of  any  such  equipment. 

The  plans  and  specifications,  submitted  pursuant 
to  Section  17-48,  of  process  or  process  equipment 
shall  contain  such  information  and  data  as  the 
Director  may  deem  necessary  to  determine  the 
emission  potential  of  such  process  or  process  equip- 
ment, including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  frequency 
and  duration  of  emissions,  expected  composition  of 
effluents  and  range  of  collector  efficiency. 

Approval  by  Registered  Engineer. 

17-50.  The  plans  and  specifications  submitted 
pursuant  to  Section  17-48  shall  be  prepared  under 
the  direction  of,  or  approved  by,  a  registered  pro- 
fessional engineer  and  bear  his  seal. 

Conformity  to  Plans  and  Specifications. 

17-51.  Without  the  approval  of  the  Director,  no 
installation,  erection,  construction,  reconstruction, 
alteration  of,  or  addition  to,  any  fuel-burning,  com- 
bustion or  process  equipment  or  device,  or  major 
repair  to  any  high  pressure  boiler  furnace  for  which 
an  installation  permit  has  been  issued,  shall  be 
made  which  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  plans, 
specifications,  and  other  pertinent  information  upon 
which  such  permit  was  issued. 

Acting  on  Application  ;  Issuance  of  Permit. 

17-52.  Any  application  pursuant  to  Section  17- 
48  shall  be  approved  or  rejected  within  ten  days 
after  it  is  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Director.  Upon 
the  inspection  and  approval  of  said  plans  and  speci- 
fications by  the  Director  and  upon  the  payment  of 
the  fees  hereinafter  provided,  and  if  such  plans  and 
specifications  shall  show  that  adequate  provisions 
to  insure  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  have  been  made,  a  permit  for  the  instal- 
lation, erection,  construction,  reconstruction,  alter- 
ation of,  or  addition  to,  such  fuel-burning,  com- 
bustion or  process  equipment  or  device,  or  repair 
of  high  pressure  boiler  furnace,  shall  be  issued.  The 
issuance  of  an  installation  permit  for  any  fuel- 
burning  equipment  or  device  may  be  conditioned 
upon  the  agreement  of  owner  or  operator  or  both 
to  operate  such  equipment  or  device  only  with  fuels 
of  a  specified  volatile  content  or  in  such  specified 
manner  as  may  be  appropriate  to  insure  that  such 
equipment  or  device  can  be  operated  in  a  manner 
which  will  not  result  in  emission  of  smoke,  particu- 
late or  other  matter  in  excess  of  the  maximum 
limitations  established  by  or  under  this  chapter.  As 
soon  as  the  Director  has  issued  the  permit  as  above 
provided,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  City  having  charge  of  the  inspection 
of  the  premises  wherein  such  equipment  or  process 
is  located  to  cooperate  with  the  Director  to  see  that 
the  execution  of  the  work  so  authorized  by  said 
permit  shall  be  done  in  conformity  with  the  ap- 
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proved  plans  and  specifications,  and  the  Code  of 
Recommended  Practices. 

Secret  Process — Plans  for,  Suspended 
WHEN  Affidavit  Filed. 

17-53.  The  requirement  of  filing  plans  and  speci- 
fications involving  the  installation,  erection,  con- 
struction, reconstruction,  alteration  of,  or  addition 
to,  any  fuel-burning  combustion  or  process  equip- 
ment or  device,  or  the  building  of  pilot  plants  or 
processes,  or  repair  to  any  high  pressure  boiler 
furnace,  to  be  used  in  or  to  become  a  part  of  a 
secret  process  is  hereby  suspended,  upon  the  filing 
with  the  Department,  in  lieu  of  the  filing  of  plans 
and  specifications,  of  an  affidavit  of  a  responsible 
person  to  the  effect  that  such  equipment  or  process 
is  to  be  so  used.  Such  person  may  also  be  required 
to  furnish  bond  or  other  proof  of  financial  responsi- 
bility in  accordance  with  Section  17-54.  The  sus- 
pension of  the  filing  of  such  plans  and  specifications 
shall  in  no  way  relieve  the  person  or  persons  re- 
sponsible for  the  secret  process  from  complying 
with  all  other  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

Proof  of  Responsibility  for  Issuance 
OF  Permit:  Bond. 

17-54.  If  the  proposed  plans  and  specifications 
submitted  pursuant  to  Section  17-48  are  not  suffi- 
ciently complete,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Director, 
to  show  that  the  equipment  or  device  for  which 
such  plans  and  specifications  were  submitted  can 
consistently  comply  with  and  can  be  operated  within 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  either  because  the 
design  or  process  is  unconventional  or  untried,  or 
because  the  person  has  elected  to  omit  confidential 
details,  or  because  there  are  insufficient  data  on 
which  to  estimate  the  air  pollution  potential,  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  require  as  a  condition 
precedent  to  the  issuance  of  an  installation  permit 
or  certificate  of  operation  proof  of  financial  respon- 
sibility and  of  ability  to  make  any  changes  that 
may  be  required  after  construction  to  insure  com- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter.  Such 
proof,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Director,  may  be  a 
written  statement  to  such  effect,  signed  by  the 
owner  or  a  responsible  officer  of  a  financially  sound 
organization,  or  a  written  guarantee  of  performance 
signed  by  a  responsible  supplier  or  contractor  or 
other  responsible  person.  The  responsibility  of  any 
such  person  or  soundness  of  any  such  organization 
shall  be  a  matter  within  the  judgment  of  the  Di- 
rector, subject  to  the  right  of  appeal. 

In  the  event  that  he  is  not  given  adequate  proof 
of  financial  responsibility  and  of  ability  to  make 
any  changes  that  may  be  required,  the  Director 
may  require  any  such  person,  as  owner,  lessee, 
operator,  supplier,  contractor,  vendor,  or  other  per- 
son, to  file  with  the  Director  a  surety  bond  running 
to  the  City  of  Chicago  in  the  sum  of  not  to  exceed 
Fifty  Thousand  ($50,000.00)  Dollars,  executed  by 
such  person  or  persons,  as  principal,  and  two  (2) 
or  more  sureties,  or  a  surety  company  authorized 
to  do  business  in  this  State,  said  bond  to  be  ap- 
proved as  to  form  and  amount  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  7-4  of  the  Municipal  Code, 
assuring  compliance  with  the  conditions  of  the  per- 
mit and  any  agreement  or  guarantee  and  ability  to 
make  changes  necessary  for  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter. 

Certificate  of  Operation  for  New  Fuel-burning, 
Combustion  or  Process  Equipment  or  Devices. 

17-55.  Upon  completion  of  any  work  for  which 
an  installation  permit  was  issued,  the  Department 
shall  be  notified  by  the  person  or  persons  respon- 


sible therefor,  and,  if  upon  inspection  it  is  found 
that  such  work  is  in  conformity  with  the  plans  and 
specifications,  the  Director  shall  issue  a  certificate 
of  operation  forthwith. 

Failure  to  Procure  or  Violation  of 
Installation  Permit. 

17-56.  If  an  installation  permit  for  which  an 
application  is  required  by  Section  17-48  is  not  pro- 
cured prior  to  the  start  of  any  work  for  which  such 
a  permit  is  required  or  if  any  work  for  which  an 
installation  permit  has  been  issued  fails  to  comply 
with  the  plans  and  specifications  filed  in  connection 
therewith  or  with  the  terms  of  such  permit,  the 
Director  shall  have  authority  to  stop  all  work  and 
seal  the  installation  or  equipment  and  further  work 
or  operation  shall  not  proceed  until  the  Director 
has  issued  an  installation  permit  and/or  has  been 
assured  that  the  work  will  proceed  in  accordance 
with  the  installation  permit.  Persons  responsible 
for  such  equipment  may  also  be  required  to  furnish 
bond  or  other  proof  of  responsibility  in  accordance 
with  Section  17-54. 

Penalty  for  Installing  without  a  Permit. 

17-57.  Any  person  who  has  started  or  com- 
pleted the  installation,  erection,  construction,  re- 
construction, alteration  of,  or  addition  to,  of  any 
fuel-burning,  combustion  or  process  equipment  or 
device,  or  any  equipment  pertaining  thereto,  or  any 
stack  or  chimney  connected  therewith,  or  has 
started  or  completed,  or  caused  to  be  started  or 
completed,  the  major  repair  of  any  high  pressure 
boiler  furnace  or  the  brickwork  on  or  about  the 
same,  without  first  having  obtained  a  permit  for 
such  work  from  the  Director  pursuant  to  Section 
17-52,  shall  be  subject  to  the  fines  and  penalties 
herein  provided. 

Time  Work  must  be  Started. 

17-58.  If  the  installation,  erection,  construction, 
reconstruction,  alteration,  addition,  or  repair  is  not 
started  within  one  year  of  the  date  of  issuance  of 
the  installation  permit,  or  any  extended  period 
allowed  by  the  Director,  the  permit  shall  become 
void  and  all  fees  paid  shall  be  forfeited. 

Duty  to  Report  Discontinuance  or 
Dismantlement  of  Equipment. 

17-59.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person  re- 
sponsible for  any  discontinued  or  dismantled  fuel- 
burning,  combustion  or  process  equipment  or  device 
coming  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  permits  or 
fees  provisions  of  this  chapter  to  report  to  the 
Department  within  thirty  (30)  days  the  permanent 
discontinuance  or  dismantlement  of  such  equipment 
or  device. 

Annual  Inspection — Certificate  of  Operation. 

17-60.  An  annual  inspection  shall  be  made  by 
the  Department  of  all  fuel-burning,  combustion  or 
process  equipment  or  devices,  coming  under  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter,  whether  or  not  a  certifi- 
cate of  operation  or  allowable  fuel  certificate  allow- 
ing use  of  such  equipment  or  process  has  been  pre- 
viously issued  by  the  Director,  to  see  that  such 
equipment  or  process  can  be  so  managed  and  oper- 
ated that  no  smoke,  particulate,  or  other  matter 
shall  be  emitted  therefrom  in  violation  of  any  emis- 
sion limitation  or  other  requirement  provided  under 
this  chapter;  provided,  however,  that  no  annual 
inspection  shall  be  required  of  locomotives,  ships, 
boats,  tugs,  internal  combustion  engines,  domestic 
heating  plants,  or  domestic  refuse-burning  equip- 
ment; and  provided,  also,  that  where  any  fuel-

burning,  combustion  or  process  equipment  or  device 
has  been  installed,  erected,  constructed,  recon- 
structed, altered,  added  to,  or  repaired  pursuant  to 
a  permit  issued  under  Section  17-52,  has  been  in- 
spected in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
Section  17-55  hereof,  and  has  been  in  operation  less 
than  six  (6)  months,  an  annual  inspection  will  not 
be  required  until  six  (6)  months  from  the  date 
such  equipment  was  first  put  under  fire  after  the 
completion  of  such  work. 

The  fees  for  each  annual  inspection,  as  herein- 
after provided,  shall  include  the  issuance  of  a 
certificate  of  operation. 

Each  annual  certificate  of  operation  shall  be  ef- 
fective from  the  date  thereof  for  a  period  of  one 
year  or  until  the  next  annual  inspection. 

Certificate  of  Operation  to  be  Posted — 
Contents. 

17-61.  Upon  a  finding  that  any  fuel-burning, 
combustion  or  process  equipment  or  device  inspect- 
ed, on  any  original,  annual  or  subsequent  inspection, 
has  been  found  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter,  and  after  payment  of  the  prescribed 
fee,  the  Director  shall  issue  a  certificate  of  opera- 
tion which  shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place 
at  or  near  the  equipment  or  process.  Any  certificate 
of  operation  maj'  contain  such  information  and 
certifications  as  are  contained  in  allowable  fuel 
certificates  pursuant  to  Section  17-42. 

Certificate  of  Operation  Required. 

17-62.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
his  agent  to  use  or  operate  any  fuel-burning,  com- 
bustion or  process  equipment  or  device  which  is 
subject  to  annual  inspection,  as  hereinabove  set 
forth,  without  having  an  effective  certificate  of  op- 
eration therefor. 

Government  and  Municipal  Fuel-burning, 
Combustion  or  Process  Equipment. 

17-63.  The  Director  shall  have  the  same  power 
and  jurisdiction  over  all  fuel-burning,  combustion 
or  process  equipment  or  devices  owned  or  operated 
by  any  branch  of  the  federal,  state  or  local  gov- 
ernments and  any  municipal  corporation  as  over 
all  other  fuel-burning,  combustion  or  process  equip- 
ment or  devices  subject  to  the  terms  of  this  chap- 
ter; and  all  such  branches  and  corporations  shall 
be  subject  to  the  requirements  of  this  chapter. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Director  to  inspect  at 
least  once  in  each  year  all  of  such  installations, 
and  also  to  preserve  a  record  of  the  condition  with 
respect  to  the  requirements  of  this  chapter  of  such 
installations  as  shown  by  such  inspection.  No  fee 
shall  be  charged  or  paid  to  the  Department  or  to 
any  of  its  employees  for  any  original,  annual  or 
subsequent  inspection  of  any  such  installation  or 
for  the  certificate  of  operation  therefor  issued  by 
the  Department. 

Permit  Fees. 

17-64.  Fees  for  the  inspection  of  plans  and  issu- 
ing installation  permits  for  the  installation,  erec- 
tion, construction,  reconstruction,  alteration  of,  or 
addition  to,  fuel-burning,  combustion  or  process 
equipment  or  devices,  or  major  repair  to  high  pres- 
sure boiler  furnaces,  and  installation  of  apparatus 
or  devices  for  the  prevention  or  arresting  of  the 
discharge  of  smoke,  particulate,  liquid,  gaseous,  or 
other  matter  shall  be  as  follows :

17.67.  All  fees  or  penalties  prescribed  for  the 
issuance  of  permits,  licenses  or  certificates,  or  for 
the  inspection  of  plans,  premises  or  equipment,  un- 
der any  provision  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  paid  to 
the  Director,  who  shall  render  to  the  person  making 
such  payment  a  receipt  stating  the  amount  and  pur- 
pose for  which  such  fee  or  penalty  has  been  paid, 
a  duplicate  of  which  shall  be  made  part  of  the 
records  of  the  Department.

17-70.  The  Director  shall  remit  all  inspection  or 
examination  fees  charged  against  any  charitable, 
religious  or  educational  institution  when  the  fur- 
nace or  other  combustion  equipment,  device  or  ap- 
paratus inspected  is  located  in  or  upon  premises 
used  and  occupied  exclusively  by  such  institution; 
provided,  however,  that  such  charitable,  religious  or 
educational  institution  is  not  carried  on  for,  or 
connected  with  any  institution  conducted  for  pri- 
vate gain  or  profit.  The  Director  may  require  every 
application  for  the  remission  of  such  fees  to  be 
verified  by  aflJidavit  of  one  or  more  taxpayers  of 
the  City. 

Breakdown  of  Equipment — Report  of; 
Immunity  from  Prosecution. 

17-71.  In  the  event  of  unavoidable  failure  or 
breakdown  of  any  fuel-burning,  combustion  or  pro- 
cess equipment  or  device  or  other  circumstances 
beyond  the  control  of  any  person  owning  or  operat- 
ing such  equipment,  including  necessary  shut-downs 
of  smoke  abatement  or  dust  collection  equipment 
for  purposes  of  maintenance  or  repair,  which  tends 
to  produce  unlawful  emission  of  smoke,  particu- 
late, or  other  matter,  the  owner  or  managing  agent 
of  such  equipment  or  process  shall  immediately 
notify  the  Department  of  such  failure,  breakdown 
or  other  circumstance  together  with  all  pertinent 
facts  relating  thereto  and  a  statement  of  the  date 
upon  which  the  condition  will  be  rectified,  and  shall 
also  report  to  it  when  such  defect  has  been  removed. 
Immunity  from  prosecution  under  such  circum- 
stances shall  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  Director. 

Tests  of  Fuel-Burning,  Combustion  or 
Process  Equipment. 

17-72.  The  Director  is  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
duct, or  cause  to  be  conducted,  any  test  or  tests 
as  may  be  necessary  to  determine  the  extent  of 
emission  of  particulate  matter  from  any  fuel-burn- 
ing, combustion  or  process  equipment  or  device,  if 
and  when,  in  his  judgment,  there  is  evidence  that 
any  such  equipment,  process  or  device  is  exceeding 
any  emission  limitation  prescribed  by  or  under  this 
chapter.  The  result  of  any  test  shall  be  made  avail- 
able to  the  person  responsible  for  such  property 
tested.  Tests  shall  be  made  and  the  results  cal- 
culated in  accordance,  where  applicable,  with  Amer- 
ican Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers  "Power  Test 
Codes,  Test  Code  for  Dust  Separation  Apparatus, 
PTG-21-1941"  procedure  as  revised  from  time  to 
time  or  in  accordance  with  modified  procedures 
mutually  agreed  upon  between  the  Director  and 
the  person.  All  tests  and  calculations  shall  be  made 
under  the  direction  of  a  competent  engineer.  Any 
test  or  tests  to  be  conducted  on  the  premises  where 
such  equipment  or  device  is  located  shall  be  made 
during  reasonable  hours,  after  written  notice  to, 
and  with  the  cooperation  of,  the  owner  or  operator. 
The  cost  of  any  such  test  or  tests  and  calculations 
shall  be  a  debt  due  the  City  from  any  person  re- 
sponsible as  owner,  operator  or  otherwise  of  such 
fuel-burning,  combustion  or  process  equipment  or 
device  in  all  cases  when  such  test  or  tests  shall 
have  proven  any  emission  of  particulate  matter 
in  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  chapter,  and 
such  unpaid  debt  shall  be  recoverable  in  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction.  If  any  such  emission  is 
shown  by  such  test  or  tests  to  be  within  the  limits 
of  emission  prescribed  in  this  chapter,  the  cost 
of  such  test  or  tests  shall  be  charged  to  the  annual 
appropriation  of  the  Department. 


Period  of  Grace. 

17-73.  In  the  event  any  person  is  compelled  to, 
or  deems  it  advisable  to,  install  any  new  equipment, 
process  or  device,  appliance,  means  or  methods,  in- 
cluding needed  control  equipment,  in  order  to  comply 
with  any  provision  of  this  chapter  and  exemption 
from  the  operation  of  this  chapter  is  reasonably 
necessary  in  order  to  allow  sufficient  time  for  such 
installation,  such  exemption  may  be  granted  by  the 
Director  on  good  cause  shown.  Upon  complaint  in 
writing  by  any  such  person,  setting  forth  that  it  is 
impossible  in  the  operation  of  any  plant,  fuel-burn- 
ing, combustion  or  process  equipment  or  device,  or 
apparatus,  to  operate  the  same  in  complete  compli- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  this  chapter,  and 
stating  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Director  that 
such  person  has  taken,  or  will  take,  all  steps  neces- 
sary to  provide  for  future  compliance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter,  and  giving  assurance  to  the 
Director  that  the  acquisition  and  installation  of  the 
proper  equipment,  process,  device,  or  appliance,  or 
control  equipment,  will  be  effected  within  a  reason- 
able period  of  time,  stating  specifically  the  nature 
and  extent  thereof,  and  upon  the  finding  by  the  Di- 
rector on  investigation  by  him  of  the  facts,  that 
said  complaint  is  well  grounded,  the  Director  is  au- 
thorized to  permit  the  operation  of  such  plant,  fuel- 
burning,  combustion  or  process  equipment  or  de- 
vice, or  apparatus,  for  a  reasonable  period  of  time 
within  which  period  the  necessary  equipment,  proc- 
ess, device,  appliance,  means  or  methods,  or  control 
equipment,  is  to  be  acquired  and  installed;  provided, 
however,  that  the  Director  is  empowered  to  grant 
further  reasonable  extensions  of  time  upon  proof  of 
extenuating  circumstances,  and  that  an  order  of 
the  Director  denying  a  complaint  for  a  period  of 
grace  or  an  extension  of  time  shall  be  subject  to 
review  by  the  Appeal  Board,  as  hereinabove  pro- 
vided. During  any  such  granted  period,  such  per- 
sons shall  not  be  subject  to  the  fines  and  penalties 
hereinafter  provided  for  the  non-compliance  sought 
to  be  remedied;  if,  however,  such  person  wilfully 
fails  in  the  time  allowed  to  conform  with  the  applic- 
able provision  or  provisions  of  this  chapter,  or  to 
comply  with  his  assurance  and  agreement,  he  shall 
be  subject  to  all  applicable  fines  and  penalties  herein 
provided  dating  from  the  date  of  the  beginning  of 
the  said  period  or  periods. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  person  to  notify  the 
Director  immediately  of  the  completion  of  such  in- 
stallation. 

Variances. 

17-74.  The  Appeal  Board  is  hereby  given  au- 
thority for  the  granting  of  individual  variances  for 
any  fuel-burning,  combustion  or  process  equipment 
or  device,  beyond  the  limitations  prescribed  in  Sec- 
tions 17-23,  17-24  and  17-25  or  any  other  section  of 
this  chapter  whenever  it  is  found,  upon  the  presen- 
tation of  adequate  proof,  that  because  of  conditions 
beyond  control  compliance  with  any  provision  of 
this  chapter  or  other  ordinance  relating  to  atmos- 
jiheric  pollution,  or  with  the  Code  of  Recommended 
Practices,  or  any  rule,  regulation,  requirement  or 
order  of  the  Director  or  of  the  Appeal  Board,  or  the 
failure  of  the  Director  to  act  on  any  complaint,  will 
result  in  an  arbitrary  and  unreasonable  taking  of 
property  or  in  the  practical  closing  and  elimination 
of  any  lawful  business,  occupation  or  activity,  in 
either  case  without  a  sufficient  corresponding  bene- 
fit or  advantage  to  the  people  in  the  reduction  of 
atmospheric  pollution;  in  such  case,  there  shall  be 
prescribed   other  and  different  requirements  not 
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more  onerous  applicable  to  plants  or  equipment 
involved. 

In  determining  under  what  conditions  and  to 
what  extent  a  variance  from  any  of  said  require- 
ments is  necessary  and  will  be  permitted,  the  Ap- 
peal Board  shall  exercise  a  wide  discretion  in  weigh- 
ing the  equities  involved  and  the  advantages  and 
disadvantages  to  the  public  health,  safety  and  wel- 
fare and  to  any  lawful  business,  occupation  or  ac- 
tivity involved,  resulting  from  requiring  compliance 
with  any  such  requirement  or  resulting  from  grant- 
ing a  variance. 

Citation,  Hearing  and  Sealing  of  Equipment. 

17-75.  After  any  person  has  been  previously  no- 
tified of  three  or  more  violations  of  this  chapter 
within  any  consecutive  twelve-month  period  in  re- 
spect to  the  emission  of  smoke,  particulate  or  other 
matter  by  the  same  piece  of  equipment  in  excess  of 
the  emission  limitations  herein  provided  or  in  re- 
spect to  violations  of  other  requirements  provided 
in  this  chapter,  such  person  shall  be  notified  in 
writing  to  show  cause  before  the  Director  on  a  day 
certain,  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  days  from  date 
of  service  of  such  notice,  why  the  equipment  or 
process  causing  such  violations  should  not  be  sealed. 
This  last  notice  herein  provided  for  may  be  given 
by  mail,  directed  to  the  last  known  address  of  the 
person  to  be  notified,  or  if  such  person  or  his  where- 
abouts is  unknown,  then  by  posting  a  notice  on  or 
near  the  premises  at  which  the  violations  shall  have 
occurred.  Upon  the  date  specified  in  the  notice  such 
person  may  appear  at  such  hearing  in  person  or  by 
representative,  with  or  without  counsel.  If  such  per- 
son fails  to  appear  at  such  hearing  or  if  upon  such 
hearing  the  Director  shall  find  and  determine  that 
the  violations  are  due  to  defective  equipment  or 
equipment  which  is  incapable  of  being  operated 
within  the  maximum  emission  limitations  estab- 
lished by  or  under  this  chapter,  or  that  corrective 
measures  previously  ordered  by  the  Director  have 
not  been  employed  to  eliminate  the  causes  produc- 
ing the  violations,  he  may  enter  an  order  revoking 
anj'  certificate  or  permit  outstanding  for  such  equip- 
ment or  process  and  directing  that  the  same  be 
sealed  by  an  inspector  or  other  authorized  agent 
of  the  Director. 

Sealing  of  Fuel-Burning,  Combustion 
and  Process  Equipment. 

17-76.  Upon  notice  and  hearing,  if  notice  and 
hearing  has  not  previously  been  provided,  the  Di- 
rector may  order  that  the  use  of  any  fuel-burning, 
combustion  or  process  equipment  or  device  shall  be 
discontinued  and  may  seal  such  equipment  or 
process: 

(1)  As  provided  in  Sections  17-56  and  17-75  of 
this  chapter; 

(2)  When  a  certificate  of  operation  is  refused  in 
the  case  of  any  original,  annual  or  subsequent  in- 
spection, because  the  person  required  to  procure 
such  certificate  has  not  complied  with  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter; 

(3)  In  the  case  of  movable  equipment,  or  port- 
able boilers,  or  vehicles,  when  immediate  correction 
of  a  condition  causing  a  violation  of  this  chapter  is 
not  made  by  the  operator  of  such  equipment,  port- 
able boiler  or  vehicle  when  ordered  to  do  so  by  the 
Director  or  his  authorized  representative. 

Breaking  Seal. 

17-77.  Whenever,  in  connection  with  the  en- 
forcement of  this  chapter,  any  fuel-burning,  com- 
bustion or  process  equipment  or  device,  or  any 


plant,  building,  structure,  premises,  portable  boiler 
or  vehicle,  has  been  sealed  at  the  direction  of  the 
Director,  the  seal  shall  not  be  broken  or  removed 
except  on  written  order  of  the  Director.  The  break- 
ing or  removal  of  a  seal  without  such  order  shall  be 
a  violation  of  this  chapter,  and  each  day  such  seal 
remains  broken  or  removed  shall  constitute  a  sepa- 
rate offense. 

Power  of  Director  to  Enter  Premises  for 
Inspections — Interference  with 
Inspection. 

17-78.  The  Director,  or  anyone  authorized  to  act 
for  him,  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  and  for  the 
purpose  of  enforcing  and  administering  this  chapter 
or  any  order,  regulation  or  rule  promulgated  pur- 
suant thereto,  or  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  facts 
with  respect  to  any  complaint  or  non-compliance,  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  enter  into  any- 
building,  structure,  establishment,  premises  or  en- 
closure or  other  place  at  all  reasonable  hours  for 
the  purpose  of  inspecting  any  fuel-burning,  com- 
bustion or  process  equipment  or  device  situated 
therein ;  or  to  stop,  detain  and  inspect  any  portable 
boiler  or  vehicle;  and  shall  collect  and  preserve  any 
and  all  evidence  pertaining  to  any  alleged  violation 
of  any  provision  of  this  chapter.  If  any  person  in 
any  way  denies,  obstructs  or  hampers  such  entrance 
or  inspection,  the  Director  is  hereby  authorized  to 
refuse  the  issuance  of  any  certificate  or  permit  for 
any  fuel-burning,  combustion  or  process  equipment 
or  device  with  respect  to  which  entrance  or  in- 
spection has  been  denied  in  the  event  one  has  not 
been  issued,  or  to  revoke  any  outstanding  certificate 
or  permit  issued  for  such  equipment  or  device. 

Penalties. 

17-79.  Any  person  found  guilty  of  violating,  dis- 
obeying, omitting,  neglecting,  or  refusing  to  comply 
with,  or  resisting  or  opposing  the  enforcement  of, 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  except  when 
otherwise  specifically  provided,  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
Ten  ($10.00)  Dollars  nor  more  than  Two  Hundred 
($200.00)  Dollars  for  the  first  offense,  and  not  less 
than  Fifty  ($50.00)  Dollars  nor  more  than  Two 
Hundred  ($200.00)  Dollars  for  the  second  and  each 
subsequent  offense,  in  any  ninety  (90)  day  period. 
A  separate  and  distinct  offense  shall  be  regarded  as 
committed  each  day  on  which  such  person  shall  con- 
tinue or  permit  any  such  violation,  or  failure  to 
comply  is  permitted  to  exist  after  notification  there- 
of. In  addition  to  such  fines  and  penalties,  the  per- 
mit, or  certificate  of  operation  of  such  person,  or  of 
the  offending  property,  may  be  suspended  or  re- 
voked, as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Persons  Liable  for  Violations. 

17-80.  All  persons  causing,  participating  in,  or 
permitting  any  violation  of  any  provision  of  this 
chapter  shall  be  severally  or  jointly  liable  therefor 
and  as  such  subject  to  the  fines  and  penalties  pro- 
vided by  this  chapter. 

Prosecutions  for  Violations. 

17-81.  Prosecutions  under  this  chapter  shall  be 
instituted  by  the  Director  and  shall  be  prosecuted  in 
the  name  of  the  City. 

The  issuance  and  delivery  by  the  Director  of  any 
permit,  certificate  for  installation,  erection,  con- 
struction, reconstruction,  repair,  alteration,  or  addi- 
tion thereto,  of  any  fuel-burning,  combustion  or 
process  equipment  or  device,  or  any  appurtenance 
thereto,  or  certificate  for  use  or  operation  of  any 
such  property,  or  permit  to  maintain  an  open  fire, 
or  permit  to  operate  any  portable  boiler  or  vehicle, 
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shall  not  be  held  to  exempt  any  person  to  whom  any 
such  permit  or  certificate  has  been  issued  or  de- 
livered, or  who  is  in  possession  of  any  such  permit 
or  certificate,  from  prosecution  on  account  of  the 
emission  of  smoke,  particulate  or  other  matter  in 
violation  of  this  chapter,  caused  or  permitted  bj- 
any  such  person  or  persons,  or  any  other  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  by  such  person  or 
persons. 

Severance  Clause. 
17-82.  If  any  provision,  clause,  sentence,  para- 
graph, section,  or  part  of  this  chapter,  or  appli- 
cation thereof  to  any  person,  firm,  corporation  or 
circumstance,  shall,  for  any  reason,  be  adjudged  by 
a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  unconsti- 
tutional or  invalid,  said  judgment  shall  not  affect, 
impair  or  invalidate  the  remainder  of  this  chapter 
and  the  application  of  such  provision  to  other  per- 
sons, firms,  corporations  or  circumstances,  but  shall 
be  confined  in  its  operation  to  the  provision,  clause, 
sentence,  paragraph,  section,  or  part  thereof  di- 
rectly involved  in  the  controversy  in  which  such 
judgment  shall  have  been  rendered  and  to  the  per- 
son, firm,  corporation  or  circumstance  involved.  It 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  of  the 
City  Council  that  this  chapter  would  have  been 
adopted  had  such  invalid  provision  or  provisions  not 
been  included. 

Saving  Clause. 
17-83.    Any  prosecution  arising  from  a  violation 
of  any  ordinance  or  part  of  ordinance  repealed 


herein  or  hereby,  whether  expressly  or  by  impli- 
cation, which  prosecution  may  be  pending  at  the 
time  this  chapter  becomes  effective,  or  any  prose- 
cution which  may  be  started  within  one  ( 1 )  year 
after  the  effective  date  of  this  chapter,  in  conse- 
quence of  any  violation  of  any  ordinance  or  part  of 
ordinance  so  repealed,  which  violation  was  com- 
mitted previous  to  the  effective  date  of  this  chapter, 
shall  be  tried  and  determined  exactly  as  if  such 
ordinance  or  part  thereof  had  not  been  repealed. 

Interpretation. 

17-84.  This  chapter  shall  not  be  considered  or 
construed  as  in  any  way  repealing,  modifying  or 
nullifying  any  other  ordinance  of  the  City  or  the 
the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  Chicago  or 
any  rules  and  regulations  thereunder,  except  those 
ordinances  or  provisions  expressly  repealed  hereby. 
This  chapter  shall  be  deemed  to  be  concurrent  with 
and  supplemental  to  any  ordinances  of  the  City  or 
any  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  Chicago. 

Repeal  and  Effective  Date. 

Section  2.  The  following  ordinances,  parts  and 
sections  of  ordinances  are  hereby  repealed  as  of  the 
effective  date  of  this  chapter:  Sections  99-62,  99-63, 
99-64,  99-65,  99-66,  99-67,  99-68.  99-69,  99-70,  99-71, 
99-72  and  99-73. 

Section  3.  This  amendment  shall  become  effec- 
tive on  and  after  May  1,  1959.

Christmas  Greetings  Exchanged. 

Honorable  Richard  J.  Daley,  Mayor,  took  occasion 
to  compliment  Alderman  Keane  for  his  work  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Finance  in  accomplishing  the 
formulation  and  passage  of  the  annual  appropriation 
ordinance  for  the  year  1959.

Chicago  and  the  Chicago  and  Northwestern  Rail- 
way Company,  dated  July  20th,  1936. 

(2)  The  Chicago  and  Northwestern  Railway 
Company  shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Chicago  all  charg- 
es for  water  furnished  hereunder  to  supply  con- 
sumers within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  City  of 
Northlake,  when  due,  at  the  same  rate  fixed  from 
time  to  time  by  ordinance  for  water  furnished 
through  meters  in  like  large  quantities  to  consum- 
ers within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Chi- 
cago. 

(3)  The  Chicago  and  Northwestern  Railway 
Company  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  discount,  or 
benefit  allowed  to  metered  consumers  of  the  City 
of  Chicago,  as  provided  by  the  ordinances  of  the 
City  of  Chicago  now  in  force  and  effect,  if  the 
Chicago  and  Northwestern  Railway  Company  pays 
its  water  bills  within  the  time  prescribed  by  ordi- 
nances. 

(4)  That  before  said  Chicago  and  Northwestern 
Railway  Company  begins  to  furnish  said  supply  of 
water  to  said  City  of  Northlake,  it  will  enter  into 
an  agreement  in  writing  with  said  City  of  North- 
lake,  in  form  and  substance  to  be  approved  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Water  and  Sewers  of  the  City  of 
Chicago,  under  and  by  which  said  City  of  Northlake 
will  agree  to  draw  water  from  the  main  of  the 
Chicago  and  Northwestern  Railway  Company  at  an 
even  rate  of  flow  throughout  twenty-four  (24) 
hours  of  each  day  during  the  period  from  October 
1  of  each  year  to  April  30th  of  the  succeeding  year, 
and  at  an  even  rate  of  flow  throughout  twenty  (20) 
hours  from  10:00  P.M.  of  each  day  to  6:00  P.M.  of 
each  succeeding  day  during  the  period  from  May  1st 
to  September  30th  of  each  year  and  further  required 
that  a  minimum  storage  capacity  of  1,000,000  gal- 
lons be  provided ;  also  will  agree  to  comply  with  any

Sewers,  shall  furnish  sufficient  grounds  for  the 
termination  of  the  water  supply  provided  for  there- 
in, and  for  the  discontinuance  of  the  service  until 
such  changes  and  corrections  in  said  piping,  or 
connections  required  by  the  City  of  Chicago  are 
made  by  the  City  of  Northlake.  There  shall  also  be 
incorporated  in  said  agreement  between  said  Chi- 
cago and  Northwestern  Railway  Company  and  said 
City  of  Northlake,  a  provision  that  the  same  shall 
not  be  assigned  or  transferred  by  said  City  of 
Northlake,  or  either  of  them,  and  the  said  agree- 
ment shall  further  provide  that  the  said  City  of 
Northlake,  or  either  of  them,  will  not  sell  or  give 
away  any  portion  of  the  water  supply  to  any  other 
Municipality,  or  any  consumer  of  water  located  or 
residing  outside  the  territorial  limits  of  the  City  of 
Northlake,  and  shall  contain  a  further  provision 
that  any  and  all  rights  of  the  City  of  Northlake 
thereunder  shall  be  subject  to  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  the  contract  between  the  City  of  Chicago 
and  the  Chicago  and  Northwestern  Railway  Com- 
pany dated  the  20th  day  of  July,  A.D.,  1936,  and 
this  amended  contract.

Section  1.  Chapter  69  of  the  Municipal  Code  of

following  section: 

69-8:  Welded  construction.)  When  welded 
construction  is  used  the  owner  or  his  represent- 
ative shall  furnish  to  the  commissioner  of  build- 
ings a  certificate  from  a  laboratory  of  recognized 
standing  certifying  that  all  welding  of  all  struc- 
tural members  was  done  under  its  inspection  and 
meets  all  requirements  of  the  architect's  or 
structural  engineer's  design  drawings  and  speci- 
fications, and  further  that  all  welders  were  certi- 
fied by  a  laboratory  of  recognized  standing. 

Upon  completion  of  all  structural  welding  op- 
erations, the  contractor  responsible  for  the  fab- 
rication and  erection  of  the  structure  shall  fur- 
nish to  the  commissioner  of  buildings  a  certificate 
showing  that  the  fabrication  and  erection  of  such 
welded  structure,  including  those  welds  not  in- 
spected by  the  testing  laboratory,  have  fulfilled 


the  requirements  of  the  architect's  or  structural 
engineer's  design  drawings  and  specifications. 
Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and 
effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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Ordinances  Passed  to  Authorize  Issuance  of  Revenue  Bonds,  and  Execution  of  Agreements,  in  Connection  with 
Improvement  and  Extension  of  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Egan  the  City  Council  took  up  for  consideration  the  report  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee composed  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Aviation  and  the  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  deferred  and  published  December  22,  1958,  page  9247,  recommending  that  the  City  Council  pass 
eight  proposed  ordinances  transmitted  with  the  committee's  report,  relating  to  the  improvement  and  exten- 
sion of  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport. 

Issuance  of  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bond  Series  of  1959  Authorized. 

Alderman  Egan  moved  to  amend  the  proposed  ordinance  transmitted  with  said  committee  report  propos- 
ing to  authorize  the  issuance  of  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds,  by  filling  the  blanks 
in  subsection  (c)  of  Section  1.01  with  appropriate  words  and  figures  so  that  the  date  of  the  passage  or 
adoption  of  the  ordinance  by  the  City  Council  will  be  stated  in  applicable  places  as  "the  twenty-ninth  (29th) 
day  of  December,  1958"  or  "December  29,  1958".  The  motion  prevailed.

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ORDINANCE 

Authorizing  the  issuance  of  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds  Series  of  1959  for  the 
purpose  of  improving  and  extending  said  Airport  and  providing  for  payment  of  principal  of  and 

interest  on  said  bonds. 


WHEREAS,  Sections  22-3  through  22-12  of  Article  22  of  Chapter  24,  Illinois  Revised  Statutes,  1957, 
as  amended,  authorizes  the  City  of  Chicago  to  estabHsh,  maintain,  operate,  purchase,  construct,  recon- 
struct, expand  and  improve  pubHc  airports  and  the  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  should  be 
improved  and  extended  with  new  facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  to  accomplish  such  purpose  and  pay  the  cost  thereof,  the  City  of  Chicago  may  issue  its 
bonds  payable  from  the  revenues  derived  from  the  operation  of  said  Airport  and  from  any  services  rendered 
in  the  operation  thereof;  and 

WHEREAS,  funds  are  not  available  to  pay  the  cost  of  such  construction,  acquisition  and  improve- 
ments and  it  is  necessary  that  the  City  borrow  money  and  in  evidence  thereof  issue  Chicago-O'Hare 
International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds  Series  of  1959  payable  solely  from  the  revenues  derived  from  the 
operation  of  said  Airport  and  from  any  services  rendered  in  the  operation  thereof  to  pay  all  costs  in  con- 
nection with  the  construction,  acquisition  and  improvements  thereof,  therefore; 

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Chicago: 

ARTICLE  I 
Definitions  and  Purposes 

Section  1.01.    Definitions.    The  terms  hereunder  in  this  Section  1.01  defined  shall,  for  all  purposes 

of  this  Ordinance,  and  of  any  ordinance  supplemental  hereto,  and  of  any  certificate,  opinion  or  other 
document  herein  mentioned,  have  the  meanings  herein  specified. 

(a)  "City"  means  the  existing  municipal  corporation  known  as  the  "City  of  Chicago"  as  the  same  is 
constituted  by  the  provisions  of  law  and  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

(b)  "City  Council"  means  the  Council  of  the  City  of  Chicago  or  any  succeeding  governing  or  legis- 
lative body  of  the  City. 

(c)  "Ordinance"  means  this  Ordinance,  adopted  the  twenty-ninth  (29th)  day  of  December,  1958, 
by  the  City  Council  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  said 
ordinance  may  be  cited  as  Ordinance  Authorizing  Chicago-O'Hai'e  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds 
Series  of  1959,  adopted  December  29,  1958. 

(d)  "Law"  or  "Act"  means  Chapter  24,  Section  22-3  to  Section  22-12,  inclusive,  of  Article  22  of  the 
Illinois  Revised  Statutes,  1957,  as  amended. 

(e)  "Certificate  of  the  City",  and  also  the  terms  "Statement  of  the  City",  "written  request  of  the 
City",  and  "written  consent  of  the  City",  mean  and  shall  mean,  respectively,  an  instrument  in  writing 
signed  by  the  Mayor,  Comptroller  or  other  authorized  officer  of  the  City.  Any  such  instrument  in  writing 
and  supporting  opinions  or  representations,  if  any,  may,  but  need  not,  be  combined  in  a  single  instrument 
with  any  other  instrument,  opinion  or  representation,  and  the  two  or  more  so  combined  shall  be  read  and 
construed  so  as  to  form  a  single  instrument.  Any  certificate  or  statement  of  the  City  may  be  based,  in  so  far 
as  it  relates  to  legal,  accounting  or  engineering  matters,  upon  the  opinion  or  representation  of  counsel,  ac- 
countants, auditors,  or  engineers,  respectively,  unless  the  officer  signing  such  certificate  or  statement  knows, 
or  in  the  exercise  of  reasonable  care  should  have  known,  that  the  opinion  or  representation  with  respect  to 
the  matters  upon  which  such  certificate  or  statement  may  be  based,  as  aforesaid,  is  erroneous.  The  same 
officer  of  the  City,  or  the  same  counsel  or  accountant  or  other  persons,  as  the  case  may  be,  need  not 
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certify  to  all  of  the  matters  required  to  be  certified  under  any  provision  of  this  Ordinance,  but  different 
officerSj  counsel,  accountants  or  other  persons  may  certify  to  different  facts,  respectively.  Every  certificate 
or  statement  or  request  of  the  City,  and  every  certificate  or  opinion  of  counsel,  accountants,  engineers  or 
other  persons  provided  for  herein  shall  include: 

(i)  a  statement  that  the  person  making  such  certificate  or  opinion  or  representation  has  read 
the  pertinent  provision  of  this  Ordinance  to  which  such  statement,  certificate,  opinion  or  representa- 
tion relates; 

(ii)  a  brief  statement  as  to  nature  and  scope  of  the  examination  or  investigation  upon  which 
the  statements,  opinions  or  representations  are  based; 

(iii)  a  statement  that,  in  the  opinion  of  such  person,  he  has  made  such  examination  or  investi- 
gation as  is  necessary  to  enable  him  to  express  an  informed  opinion  with  respect  to  the  subject  mat- 
ter referred  to  in  the  instrument  to  which  his  signature  is  affixed;  and 

(iv)  with  respect  to  any  statement  relating  to  compliance  with  any  provisions  hereof,  a  state- 
ment whether  or  not,  in  the  opinion  of  such  person,  such  provision  has  been  complied  with. 

(f )  "Opinion  of  Counsel"  means  a  written  opinion  of  counsel  selected  by  the  City  (who  may  be  the 
Corporation  Counsel  for  the  City) .  Any  opinion  of  counsel  may  be  based,  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  factual 
matters  (information  with  respect  to  which  is  in  the  possession  of  the  City)  upon  a  certificate  or  opinion 
of,  or  representation  by,  an  officer  of  the  City,  unless  such  counsel  knows,  or  in  the  exercise  of  reasonable 
care  should  have  known,  that  the  certificate  or  opinion  or  representation  with  respect  to  the  matters  upon 
which  his  opinion  may  be  based,  as  aforesaid,  is  erroneous. 

(g)  "Title"  means  such  title,  as  in  the  opinion  of  counsel  is  satisfactory  and  sufficient  for  the  needs 
of  the  City  for  the  construction  and  operation  of  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  and  buildings, 
structures  or  facilities  thereof. 

(h)  "Independent  Certified  Public  Accountant"  means  any  registered  or  licensed  accountant  or  firm 
of  such  accountants  duly  licensed  or  registered  or  entitled  to  practice  and  practicing  as  such  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  Illinois,  appointed  and  paid  by  the  City,  who 

(i)  is  in  fact  independent,  and  not  under  domination  of  the  City; 

(ii)  does  not  have  any  substantial  interest,  direct  or  indirect,  with  the  City;  and. 

(iii)  is  not  connected  with  the  City  as  an  officer  or  employee  of  the  City,  but  who  may  be  regu- 
larly retained  to  make  annual  or  other  similar  audits  of  any  of  the  books  or  records  of  the  City. 

(i)  "Consulting  Engineer"  and  also  the  term  "Independent  Engineer"  means  any  registered  or 
licensed  engineer  or  firm  of  such  engineers  or  firm  of  such  engineers  and  architects  experienced  in  the 
field  of  constructing  and  maintaining  airports  and  airport  facilities,  entitled  to  practice  and  practicing  as 
such  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois.  "Airport  Consultant"  means  any  firm,  corporation,  or  indi- 
vidual experienced  in  the  administration,  maintenance  and  operation  of  airports  and  airport  facilities. 
Said  Engineers  and  Airport  Consultant  shall  be  appointed  and  paid  by  the  City  who  or  each  of  whom 

(i)  is  in  fact  independent  and  not  under  domination  of  the  City; 

(ii)  does  not  have  any  substantial  interest,  direct  or  indirect,  with  the  City; 

(iii)  is  not  connected  with  the  City  as  an  officer  or  employee  of  the  City,  but  who  may  be 
regularly  retained  to  make  annual  or  other  periodic  reports  to  the  City. 

(j)  "Bonds"  means  the  "Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds"  authorized  by  and 
at  any  time  outstanding  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  or  any  supplemental  or  authorizing  Ordinance  pro- 
vided for  herein. 

(k)  "Holder  of  Bonds"  or  "Boridholder"  or  any  similar  term  means  any  person  who  shall  be  the 
bearer  of  any  outstanding  Bond  or  Bonds  registered  to  the  bearer  or  not  registered,  or  the  registered  owner 
of  any  outstanding  Bond  or  Bonds  which  shall  at  the  time  be  registered  other  than  to  bearer. 
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(1)  The  term  "Depositary"  and  also  the  term  "Paying  Agent"  means  a  bank  or  trust  company  selected 
pursuant  to  Section  8.01,  except  that  the  term  "Paying  Agent",  whenever  used  to  designate  any  bank  or 
trust  company  other  than  the  Depositary,  means  any  bank  or  trust  company  located  elsewhere  than  in  the 
City  of  Chicago,  at  whose  office  the  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  be  payable. 

(m)  "Fiscal  Agent"  means  the  agent  appointed  as  Fiscal  Agent  of  the  City  of  Chicago  in  the  City  of 
New  York,  being  at  the  time  of  the  issue  of  the  Bonds  the  Chemical  Corn  Exchange  Bank,  Borough  of 
Manhattan,  City  of  New  York,  State  of  New  York.  Any  other  bank  or  trust  company  in  the  City  of 
New  York  may  be  substituted  as  fiscal  agent  by  the  City. 

(n)  "Airport"  means  the  site  of  the  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  together  with  all  buildings, 
structures  and  facilities  thereof,  and  all  future  improvements  thereto  and  enlargements  thereof,  whether 
or  not  made  with  corporate  funds  of  City,  Government  Grants  in  Aid,  Bonds,  or  any  other  funds  of  any 
nature  whatsoever. 

(o)  "Revenues"  or  "Revenues  of  the  Airport"  means  all  revenues  derived  directly  or  indirectly  by 
the  City  from  transactions  accruing  from  January  1,  1959  from  the  use  and  operation  of  the  Airport, 
including,  without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  all  rents,  fees,  rates  or  other  charges  for  the 
use  of  the  Airport  or  for  any  service  rendered  by  the  City  in  the  operation  thereof,  and  interest  accruing 
on  and  any  profit  resulting  from  the  investment  of  moneys  in  the  Revenue  Fund  or  any  Account  thereof. 
Solely  for  the  purpose  of  computing  Flight  Fees,  Flight  Fee  Revenue  Requirements,  or  Flight  Fee  defi- 
ciencies, in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Airport  Use  Agreement,  or  any  deferred  income  under 
Section  5.03  (2)  Sixth,  however,  the  interest  accruing  on  and  any  profit  resulting  from  the  investment 
of  moneys  in  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  and  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered as  Revenues  of  the  Airport  nor  shall  any  loss  resulting  from  any  such  investment  reduce  such 
Revenues. 

The  term  "Net  Revenues"  means  the  Revenues  from  the  use  and  operation  of  the  Airport,  and  for 
any  service  rendered  in  the  operation  thereof,  less  the  cost  of  operation  and  maintenance  thereof. 

(p)  "Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Fund"  or  "Revenue  Fund"  means  the  fund 
created  by  this  Ordinance  as  being  the  fund  into  which  all  Revenues  of  the  Airport  will  be  deposited. 

(q)  "Cost  of  Operation  and  Maintenance"  or  "Operation  and  Maintenance  Expenses"  means  and 
includes  the  following  expenses  incurred  by  the  City  accruing  from  January  1,  1959:  all  salaries  and 
wages  of  regular  (or  extra)  employees  in  connection  with  the  actual  operation  of  the  Airport,  including 
collectors,  equipment  operators,  office  and  clerical  employees,  administrative,  management,  policing,  fire 
protection  and  traffic  control,  legal  and  overhead  expense  of  the  various  City  departments  directly  related 
to  the  administration  of  the  Airport,  the  cost  incurred  in  making  all  collections  of  Revenues  of  the  Air- 
port, the  cost  of  all  stationery  and  supplies,  equipment,  advertising  and  similar  equipment  and  supplies 
used  in  connection  with  the  actual  operation  of  the  Airport;  bookkeeping  and  auditing  costs  in  connection 
with  the  Airport,  all  fees  and  expenses  incurred  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance, 
including  those  of  the  various  City  departments,  of  the  Consulting  Engineer,  Airport  Consultant,  the 
Independent  Certified  Public  Accountants,  and  the  cost  of  the  publication  of  the  summary  of  the  accounts 
required  by  Section  6.08  and  all  costs  and  expenses  of  the  Depositary  and  all  other  agents;  the  cost  of 
all  notices  and  reports  hereunder;  the  cost  of  all  insurance,  including  but  not  limited  to  property  damage 
insurance,  public  liability  insurance,  or  other  insurance  on  the  Airport,  burglary  insurance,  bonds  of 
employees,  workmen's  compensation  insurance,  together  with  any  payments  properly  chargeable  to  the 
Airport  which  may  be  required  by  law  to  be  paid  to  pension  or  retirement  funds  for  employees  or 
administrative  officials;  any  taxes  which  may  be  imposed  lawfully  upon  the  Airport  or  upon  the  income 
from  the  operation  thereof,  together  with  all  other  expenses,  whether  similar  or  dissimilar,  which  under 
standard  principles  of  accounting  practice,  are  properly  chargeable  to  operation  and  maintenance  of  the 
Airport,  including  all  expenses  for  ordinary  repairs,  upkeep,  renewals  and  replacements,  including  both 
material  and  labor  costs,  electric  light  and  power  charges,  water,  steam,  telephone  and  other  public  util- 
ity services  furnished  to  the  Airport;  the  cost  of  complying  with  any  lawful  order  with  respect  to  the 
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Airport  of  any  State,  County,  Federal  or  other  governmental  agency.  In  addition,  provision  shall  be  made 
for  all  uncollectible  accounts  receivable,  and  for  that  purpose  all  accounts  receivable  uncollected  for  a 
period  of  thirty  (30)  days  after  due  date  shall  be  considered  uncollectible  accounts  receivable. 

(r)  "Acquired"  or  words  of  similar  import  mean  and  include  acquisition  by  purchase,  gift,  lease, 
contract,  condemnation  under  power  of  eminent  domain,  or  by  any  other  means  of  property  of  any  kind 
or  description,  whether  real,  personal  or  mixed  and  the  original  construction  or  reconstruction,  alteration 
or  repair  of  the  Airport. 

(s)  "Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Construction  Fund"  or  "Construction  Fund"  means  the 
fund  hereby  created  as  a  trust  fund  into  which  shall  be  paid  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  the  Chicago-O'Hare 
International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds. 

(t)  "Principal  Underwriters"  means  the  investment  banking  firms  named  in  the  proposal  to  purchase 
the  Bonds  that  is  accepted  by  the  City  or  the  remainder  of  any  such  named  Principal  Underwriters  if  any 
of  them  shall  retire  from  active  business  leaving  no  successor;  for  the  purpose  of  this  paragraph  any  firm 
or  corporation  succeeding  to  the  business  of  any  such  Principal  Underwriter  by  assignment,  merger  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  Principal  Underwriter. 

(u)  "Fiscal  year"  or  "year"  means  the  fiscal  year  of  the  City  commencing  January  1  and  ending 
December  31  of  each  year. 

(v)  "Bond  Counsel"  means  any  attorney  or  firm  of  attorneys  of  recognized  standing  as  municipal 
bond  counsel  selected  by  the  City. 

(w)  "Airport  Use  Agreement"  means  an  agreement  entered  into,  or  to  be  entered  into  prior  to  the 
delivery  of  Bonds,  between  various  air  transportation  companies  and  the  City,  in  substantially  the  form 
attached  hereto,  marked  Exhibit  "A"  and  made  a  part  hereof. 

(x)  "Principal  and  Interest  Requirements  for  each  fiscal  year"  as  used  in  this  Ordinance  for  the 
purpose  of  making  computations  and  estimates,  shall  mean  Principal  and  Interest  Requirements  for  each 
such  fiscal  year  as  defined  in  Section  2.16. 

(y)  The  "Commissioner  of  Public  Works"  shall  be  concerned  with  construction  at  the  Airport  and 
shall  mean  for  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  of  City  (or  any 
successor  thereto  in  whole  or  in  part  as  to  his  duties  hereunder)  and  his  duly  authorized  assistants. 

(z)  The  "Commissioner  of  Aviation"  shall  be  concerned  with  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the 
Airport  and  shall  mean  for  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation  of  City  (or  any 
successor  thereto  in  whole  or  in  part  as  to  his  duties  hereunder)  and  his  duly  authorized  assistants. 

Except  where  the  context  otherwise  requires,  words  importing  the  singular  number  shall  include  the 
plural  number  and  vice  versa,  and  words  importing  persons  shall  include  firms,  associations  and  corpora- 
tions and  vice  versa. 

Section  1.02.  Public  Interest.  It  is  hereby  determined  and  declared  necessary  for  the  public  bene- 
fit, safety  and  welfare  of  the  City  that  the  above  mentioned  and  following  described  improvements  be 
made  to  said  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport. 

Section  1.03.  Statutory  Authority.  This  Ordinance  is  adopted  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  22-3  through  Section  22-12,  of  Article  22  of  Chapter  24  of  Illinois  Revised  Statutes,  1957,  as 
amended. 

Section  1.04.  Equal  Security.  In  consideration  of  the  acceptance  of  the  Bonds,  the  issuance 
of  which  is  authorized  hereunder,  by  those  who  shall  hold  the  same  from  time  to  time,  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  and  shall  constitute  a  contract  between  the  City  and  the  holders  and  registered 
owners  from  time  to  time  of  the  Bonds  and  interest  coupons  appertaining  thereto,  and  the  covenants 
and  agreements  herein  set  forth  to  be  performed  on  behalf  of  the  City  shall  be  for  the  equal  and  pro- 
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portionate  benefit,  security  and  protection  of  all  holders  and  registered  owners  of  the  Bonds  and  interest 
coupons  without  preference,  priority  or  distinction  as  to  security  or  otherwise  (except  as  to  maturity)  of 
any  of  the  Bonds  or  interest  coupons  over  any  of  the  others  by  reason  of  time  of  issue,  sale  or  negotiation 
thereof  or  otherwise  for  any  cause  whatsoever,  except  as  expressly  provided  herein. 

ARTICLE  II 

Authorization,  Designation,  Form,  Execution, 
Exchange  and  Registration  of  Bonds 

Section  2.01.  Description  of  Project.  It  is  necessary  and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  City  of 
Chicago  that  the  Airport  be  further  improved. 

The  City  Council  has  heretofore  caused  general  plans  and  specifications  and  an  estimate  of  cost  of 
said  improvements  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Improvements"  or  "Facilities")  to  be  prepared  which  are 
open  to  the  inspection  of  the  public,  said  plans  and  specifications  showing  the  location,  size,  type  and 
method  of  construction  thereof,  and  the  estimate  of  the  cost  of  said  improvements,  including  acquisition  of 
all  land  and  easements  necessary  therefor,  engineering  fees,  attorney's  fees,  interest  up  to  and  including 
January  1,  1962,  being  not  more  than  six  months  from  the  estimated  date  of  completion  of  the 
Improvements,  costs  of  financing,  and  all  other  necessary  and  incidental  expenses  and  the  same  are 
hereby  approved  by  the  City  Council  and  ordered  filed  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  and  that  the 
estimated  total  of  all  costs  relating  to  said  Improvements  is  determined  to  be  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
Twenty-three  Million,  Four  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($123,400,000). 

Section  2.02.  Authorization,  That  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  cost  of  the  Improvements,  as 
described  in  Section  2.01,  including  all  land  and  easements  necessary  therefor,  engineering  and  legal 

expenses,  interest  up  to  and  including  January  1,  1962,  costs  of  financing  and  all  other  incidental 
expenses,  there  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds 
Series  of  1959  of  the  City  of  Chicago  in  the  principal  amount  of  One  Hundred  and  Twenty  Million 
Dollars  ($120,000,000),  and  the  proceeds  of  said  Bonds  are  hereby  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 
Said  Bonds  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  Net  Revenues  derived  from  the  operation  of  the  Airport  and 
from  any  service  rendered  in  the  operation  thereof,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City  within  any 
constitutional  or  statutory  limitation,  and  the  taxing  power  of  the  City  shall  not  be  exercised  in  the 
payment  of  either  principal  or  interest  of  said  Bonds. 

Said  Bonds  shall  mature  on  January  1,  1999,  and  may  be  issued  both  as  Coupon  Bonds  and 
as  Registered  Bonds.  Said  Coupon  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  denominations  of  $1,000  and  numbered 
consecutively  from  M-1  upwards,  and  shall  be  dated  January  1,  1959.  Said  Registered  Bonds  may 
be  registered  in  the  denomination  of  $25,000  or  more  and  numbered  R-1  upwards  and  shall  be  dated 
as  provided  in  Section  2.05.  Said  Bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates,  not  exceeding  an  interest 
cost  of  six  per  cent  (6%)  as  authorized  by  Law,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  City  at  the  time  of  the  sale 
of  said  Bonds  and  set  forth  in  an  Ordinance  of  the  City  approving  such  sale,  a  copy  of  which,  duly  certified 
as  having  been  adopted  by  the  City,  shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Comptroller  and  the  Depositary  prior  to 
the  issuance  and  delivery  of  such  Bonds.  Interest  prior  to  maturity  shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of 
July,  1959,  and  semi-annually  thereafter  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July  of  each  year,  but  except  as 
to  any  fully  Registered  Bond  only  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  the  respective  interest  coupons 
attached.  Each  of  the  coupons  on  Coupon  Bonds  shall  be  numbered  in  the  order  of  its  respective 
maturity.  Interest  on  fully  Registered  Bonds  shall  be  paid  by  the  Depositary  as  Paying  Agent  by 
check  or  draft  mailed  to  the  registered  owner  at  his  address  as  it  appears  on  the  bond  registration 
books  of  the  Registration  Agent.  Coupon  Bonds  may  be  registered  as  to  principal  only  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  2.08. 

Said  Bonds  shall  be  redeemable  at  the  option  of  the  City  in  whole  or  in  part  from  time  to  time 
through  use  of  Revenues  on  any  interest  payment  date  on  or  after  January  1,  1965,  on  thirty  days  notice, 
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only  as  in  this  Ordinance  provided,  at  the  applicable  redemption  price  set  forth  in  the  following  schedule, 
together  with  the  interest  accrued  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption:

Said  Bonds  shall  also  be  redeemable  at  the  option  of  the  City  as  a  whole  from  any  funds  other  than 
Revenues  on  thirty  days  notice  on  any  date  on  or  after  January  1,  1974  at  the  applicable  redemption  price 
set  forth  in  the  following  schedule,  together  with  the  interest  accrued  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption :

The  Bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  shall  be  sealed  with  the  corporate  seal 
thereof  and  attested  by  the  City  Clerk  and  countersigned  by  the  City  Comptroller. 

The  coupons  to  be  attached  to  the  Bonds  shall  bear  the  facsimile  signatures  of  said  officials,  which 
officials  by  the  execution  of  said  Bonds  shall  adopt  as  and  for  their  own  proper  signatures  their  respective 
facsimile  signatures  appearing  on  each  of  said  interest  coupons. 

Section  2.04.  Form  of  Bonds.  The  Coupon  Bonds,  the  interest  coupons  to  be  attached  thereto, 
the  fully  Registered  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  registration  to  be  endorsed  thereon  shall  be  in  substantially 
the  following  forms  respectively :

authorizing  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  (hereinafter  called  the  "Ordinance").  A  copy  of  the  Ordinance 
is  on  file  at  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  of  the  City,  and  reference  is  hereby  made  to  the  Ordinance  and 
any  and  all  amendments  or  supplements  thereof  and  to  the  Act  for  a  description  of  the  terms  on  which 
the  Bonds  are  issued  and  to  be  issued,  the  provisions  with  regard  to  the  creation  of  accounts  and  pay- 
ments thereto  and  to  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  Revenues  of  said  Airport,  as  such  terms  are  defined 
in  the  Ordinance,  and  of  the  rights  of  the  holders  and  registered  owners  of  the  Bonds  and  of  the  bearers 
of  the  appurtenant  coupons;  and  all  the  terms  of  the  Ordinance  are  hereby  incorporated  herein  and 
constitute  a  contract  between  the  City  and  the  holder  or  registered  owner  from  time  to  time  of  this  Bond 
and  to  all  the  provisions  thereof  the  holder  or  registered  owner  hereof,  by  his  acceptance  of  this  Bond, 
hereby  consents  and  agrees. 

This  Bond,  together  with  all  other  Bonds  issued  under  the  Ordinance  and  as  and  to  the  extent 
set  forth  in  the  Ordinance,  is  payable  solely  from  the  Net  Revenues  derived  from  the  operation  of 
said  Airport  and  for  any  service  rendered  in  the  operation  thereof,  as  set  forth  in  the  Ordinance,  and  is 
secured  by  a  charge  and  lien  on  the  Net  Revenues  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the  Ordinance)  of  said 
Airport  provided  for  in  the  Ordinance  and  as  and  to  the  extent  set  forth  in  the  Ordinance,  all  such  Net 
Revenues  and  funds  are  exclusively  and  irrevocably  pledged  to  and  constitute  a  trust  fund  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  hereof  and  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance,  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Act,  for  the  security  and  payment  or  redemption  of,  and  for  the  security  and  payment  of  interest  on, 
this  Bond  and  all  other  Bonds  issued  under  the  Ordinance. 

The  rights  and  obligations  of  the  City  and  of  the  holders  and  registered  owners  of  the  Bonds  may 
be  modified  or  amended  at  any  time  in  the  manner,  to  the  extent,  and  upon  the  terms  provided  in  the

reduce  the  percentages  of  Bonds  required  for  the  affirmative  vote  or  written  consent  to  an  amendment  or 
modification;  all  as  more  fully  set  forth  in  the  Ordinance. 

The  Bonds  of  this  Series  are  redeemable  at  the  option  of  the  City  in  whole  or  in  part  from  time  to 
time  through  use  of  Revenues  as  in  the  Ordinance  provided  on  any  interest  payment  date  on  or  after

Subject  to  the  provisions  for  registration  and  transfer  contained  herein  and  in  the  Ordinance,  this 
Bond  shall  have  all  of  the  qualities  of  a  negotiable  instrument  under  the  Law  Merchant  and  the  Negoti- 
able Instrument  Law  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  shall  pass  by  delivery  unless  registered  as  to  principal  in

The  bearer  of  Coupon  Bonds  which  at  the  time  are  not 
registered  and  the  registered  owner  of  Registered  Bonds  or  Coupon  Bonds  registered  as  to  principal  in 
the  aggregate  amount  of  $25,000  or  more  may  at  any  time,  provided  such  Bonds  shall  not  have  been 
called  for  redemption,  surrender  the  same  for  cancellation  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Registration  Agent, 
with  all  unmatured  coupons  attached,  and  in  the  case  of  Registered  Bonds,  or  Coupon  Bonds  registered 
as  to  principal  with  instruments  of  transfer  satisfactory  to  the  Registration  Agent,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  in  exchange  therefor  an  equal  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Bonds  of  the  same  interest  rate 
and  maturity,  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  forms,  of  the  series  or  issue  pf  which  they  are  a  part,  and  the 
City  will  execute  and  deliver  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  the  Bonds  necessary  to  make  such  exchange. 

Upon  the  issue  of  any  Registered  Bond,  serial  numbers  covering  the  Coupon  Bonds  of  the  same 
series  or  issue,  interest  rate  and  maturity  and  of  an  equal  aggregate  principal  amount  shall  be  reserved. 
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The  serial  numbers  so  reserved  shall  be  endorsed  on  such  Registered  Bond,  which  may  also  bear  such  an 
endorsement  or  legend  satisfactory  to  the  Registration  Agent  as  may  be  required  to  conform  to  usage  or 
law  with  respect  thereto. 

Whenever  Registered  Bonds  with  proper  instruments  of  transfer,  shall  be  surrendered  to  the  Regis- 
tration Agent  for  exchange  for  Coupon  Bonds  of  the  same  series  or  issue,  of  like  interest  rate  and  matu- 
rity, the  City  will  execute  and  deliver  in  the  City  of  Chicago  in  exchange,  a  like  principal  amount  of 
Coupon  Bonds  of  the  same  series  or  issue,  interest  rate  and  maturity,  in  bearer  form,  of  the  serial  number 
or  numbers  so  reserved  upon  the  issue  of  the  Registered  Bond  or  Bonds  so  surrendered,  bearing  coupons 
so  that  no  gain  or  loss  of  interest  shall  result  from  such  exchange.  Any  reasonable  expense  in  connection 
with  the  registration,  transfer,  or  exchange  of  or  to  Registered  Bonds  as  defined  herein  shall  be  paid  by 
the  Bondholder. 

Anything  herein  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  the  City  will,  without  any  charge  to  the  holder  of 
any  Registered  Bond  without  coupons  initially  issued  hereunder,  upon  written  request  of  any  such  Bond- 
holder, deliver  in  exchange  for  any  such  Registered  Bond  other  Registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of 
authorized  denominations,  or  coupon  Bonds  with  appropriate  coupons  attached,  in  an  equal  aggregate 
principal  amount  and  of  the  same  series  or  issue,  interest  rate  and  maturity. 

Section  2.11.  Cancellation  of  Transferred  or  Exchanged  Bonds  and  Status  of  New  Bonds.  In 
every  case  of  an  exchange  of  Bonds,  and  of  a  transfer  of  any  Registered  Bond,  the  surrendered  Bonds  and 
coupons,  if  any,  shall  be  cancelled  by  the  Registration  Agent  and  surrendered  to  the  City.  As  a  condition 
of  any  such  exchange  (but  not  for  any  exchange  of  temporary  Bonds  for  other  temporary  Bonds  or  for 
definitive  Bonds)  or  of  any  registration  or  transfer,  the  City  shall  require  the  payment  of  a  sum  sufficient 
to  reimburse  it  for  any  stamp  tax  or  other  governmental  charge  that  may  be  imposed  thereon.  All  Bonds 
executed  and  delivered  in  exchange  for  or  upon  transfer  of  Bonds  so  surrendered  shall  be  valid  obligations 
of  the  City,  evidencing  the  same  obligation  as  the  Bonds  surrendered,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits 
and  protection  of  this  Ordinance  to  the  same  extent  as  the  Bonds  in  exchange  for  or  upon  transfer  of 
which  they  were  executed  and  delivered. 

Section  2.12.  Place  of  Payment  and  Notice.  The  Bonds  and  coupons  may  be  presented  for  pay- 
ment at  the  principal  office  of  the  Depositary  in  the  City  of  Chicago  or  at  such  other  place  or  places,  if 
any,  as  may  be  specified  in  the  respective  Bonds  and  coupons.  All  notices,  requests  or  demands  addressed 
to  the  City  in  respect  to  this  Ordinance  and  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons  shall  be  served  or  made  at  the  office 
of  the  City  Clerk  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  Illinois. 

Section  2.13.  Bonds  Mutilated,  Lost  or  Destroyed.  In  case  any  Bond  shall  become  mutilated  in 
respect  of  the  body  of  such  Bond  or  the  coupons,  if  any,  appertaining  thereto,  or  shall  be  believed  by  the 
City  to  have  been  destroyed,  stolen  or  lost,  upon  proof  of  ownership  satisfactory  to  the  City  and  upon 
surrender  of  such  mutUated  Bond  with  its  coupons,  if  any,  at  the  office  of  the  City  Comptroller,  or  at 
any  other  office  or  agency  of  the  City  maintained  for  such  purpose,  or  upon  the  receipt  of  evidence 
satisfactory  to  the  City  of  such  destruction,  theft  or  loss,  and  upon  receipt  also  of  indemnity  satisfactory 
to  the  City,  and  upon  payment  of  all  expenses  incurred  by  the  City  for  any  investigation  relating  thereto, 
and  for  each  new  Bond  issued  under  this  Section,  the  City  shall  execute  and  deliver  in  the  City  of 
Chicago,  a  new  Bond  or  Bonds  of  the  same  interest  rate  and  maturity  of  the  same  series  or  issue,  and  for 
the  same  aggregate  principal  amount  with  the  coupons,  if  any,  appertaining  thereto,  of  like  tenor  and 
date,  bearing  the  same  number  or  numbers  or  different  numbers,  with  such  notations  as  the  City  shall 
determine,  in  exchange  and  substitution  for  and  upon  cancellation  of  the  mutilated  Bond  and  its  coupons, 
if  any,  or  in  lieu  of  and  in  substitution  for  the  Bond  and  its  coupons,  if  any,  so  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed. 
The  City  shall  notify  the  Depositary  in  writing  of  any  such  exchange  or  substitution  prior  to  delivery 
thereof. 

If  any  such  destroyed,  stolen  or  lost  Bond  shall  have  matured,  payment  of  the  amount  due  thereon 
may  be  made  by  the  City  on  receipt  of  like  proof,  indemnity  and  payment  of  expenses. 

Any  duplicate  Bonds  or  coupons  issued  pursuant  to  this  Section  2.13  shall  be  entitled  to  equal  and 
proportionate  benefits  with  all  other  Bonds  issued  hereunder.  The  City  shall  not  be  required  to  treat 
both  the  original  Bond  and  any  dupHcate  Bond  as  being  outstanding  for  the  purpose  of  determining,  the 
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principal  amount  of  Bonds  which  may  be  issued  hereunder  or  for  the  purpose  of  determining  any  per- 
centage of  Bonds  outstanding  hereunder,  but  both  the  original  and  duplicate  Bonds  shall  be  treated  as 
one  and  the  same. 

Section  2.14.  Temporary  Bonds.  Until  definitive  Bonds  shall  be  prepared  the  City  may  cause  to 
be  executed  and  delivered,  in  lieu  of  such  definitive  Bonds  and  subject  to  the  same  provisions,  limitations 
and  conditions  as  are  applicable  in  the  case  of  definitive  Bonds,  except  that  they  may  be  in  any  denom- 
inations authorized  by  the  City  and  shall  be  registrable  as  to  principal  and  (except  to  the  extent  that 
interest  thereon  may  be  represented  by  coupons)  interest  and  may  be  discharged  from  registration  in  the 
same  manner  and  subject  to  the  same  provisions  (except  to  the  extent  that  such  temporary  Bonds  are 
registrable  as  to  both  principal  and  interest)  herein  contained  applicable  to  definitive  Coupon  Bonds, 
one  or  more  temporary  printed,  lithographed  or  engraved  Bonds  in  bearer  form,  without  coupons,  or 
with  one  or  more  coupons  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  City,  substantially  of  the  same  tenor  and,  until 
exchanged  for  definitive  Bonds,  entitled  and  subject  to  the  same  benefits  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
as  definitive  Bonds  of  the  same  series,  interest  rate  and  maturity  issued  hereunder.  Temporary  Bonds 
shall  be  exchangeable  only  for  definitive  Bonds  of  the  same  series  or  issue,  maturity  and  bearing  the  same 
rate  of  interest.  Temporary  Bonds  shall  be  exchangeable  from  time  to  time  at  the  office  of  the  City 
Comptroller,  without  expense  to  the  holder,  for  definitive  Bonds  of  like  aggregate  principal  amount,  when 
prepared,  of  the  same  series,  interest  rate  and  maturity  as  the  case  may  be  and  of  the  denominations 
authorized.  All  temporary  Bonds  so  surrendered  shall  be  cancelled  by  the  City.  Without  unnecessary  delay 
the  City  will  execute  and  will  furnish  such  definitive  Bonds,  to  be  exchanged  in  the  City  of  Chicago  for  said 
temporary  Bonds  upon  surrender  thereof  to  the  City.  The  definitive  Bonds  shall  be  lithographed  or 
engraved,  in  whole  or  in  part,  except  that  the  text  and  reverse  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons  may  be  printed 
or  reproduced  from  type  composition. 

In  connection  with  any  exchange  of  temporary  for  definitive  Bonds  hereunder,  the  City  may  also  make 
appropriate  arrangements  with  the  Depositary  and  the  Fiscal  Agent  so  that  any  holder  may  at  his  option 
deliver  Bonds  for  exchange  and  receive,  free  of  expense  to  such  holder,  Bonds  on  any  such  exchange  at 
the  office  of  the  Depositary  or  Fiscal  Agent,  acting  as  agent  for  such  holder. 

Section  2.15.  Additional  Bonds  for  Completion.  If  sufficient  funds  are  not  available  from  the 
proceeds  derived  from  the  Bonds  authorized  by  Section  2.02  to  pay  the  cost  of  completing  the  Improve- 
ments, other  than  the  construction  of  hangars,  according  to  the  plans  and  specifications  now  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  City  Clerk,  additional  Bonds  may  be  issued  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time  to  pay  the  cost 
of  completing  such  Improvements.  Such  additional  Bonds  shall  be  secured  by  this  Ordinance  and  shall 
rank  on  a  parity  with  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  and  issued  under  Section  2.02.  Such  additional  Bonds 
shall  be  designated  "Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds",  with  such  appropriate  and 
particular  designation  added  to  such  title  as  the  City  Council  may  determine,  and  they  shall  be  dated  and 
bear  such  interest  rate  or  rates  (payable  on  January  1  and  July  1  of  each  year)  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  City  Council,  and  shall  mature  on  January  1,  1999,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  right  of  prior 
redemption  as  provided  in  Section  2.02,  except  as  to  redemption  premium.  Such  additional  Bonds  shall  be 
authorized  by  Supplemental  Ordinance  to  be  adopted  by  the  City  Council.  Prior  to  final  action  by  the 
City  Council  on  such  Supplemental  Ordinance,  the  City  shall  hold  at  least  one  public  hearing  on  the 
necessity  and  desirability  of  the  issuance  of  such  additional  Bonds.  Notice  of  this  hearing  shall  be  given  by 
publication,  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  time  of  hearing,  in  a  newspaper  having  a  general  circulation  in 
the  City  of  Chicago,  Illinois.  Such  Supplemental  Ordinance  shall  prescribe  the  additional  amounts  to  be 
allocated  and  credited  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Account,  in  compliance  with  Section  5.03(2)  Third  (provided 
allocations  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Account  shall  not  commence  earlier  than  the  allocation  provided  for  Bonds 
issued  under  Section  2.02),  and  the  additional  amounts  to  be  allocated  and  credited  to  the  Debt  Service 
Reserve  Account  and  Reserve  Maintenance  Account,  and  shall  direct  the  issue  and  execution  of  the 
additional  Bonds  authorized  thereby,  but  before  delivery  of  such  Bonds  to  any  purchaser  there  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Depositary  and  Comptroller  of  the  City,  the  following: 

(a)  A  copy,  certified  by  the  Clerk  of  the  City  Council,  of  the  Supplemental  Ordinance  of  the 
City  Council  fixing  the  date,  interest  rate  or  rates  the  Bonds  are  to  bear,  the  numbers  thereof,  the 
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purpose  of  the  issue,  prescribing  the  additional  amounts  to  be  allocated  and  credited  to  the  Debt 
Service  Reserve  Account,  Sinking  Fund  Account,  and  Reserve  Maintenance  Account,  the  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds,  and  directing  their  execution. 

(b)  A  certificate  signed  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  showing: 

(i)  The  amount  expended  for  the  Improvements,  other  than  hangars,  to  date  of  such 
certificate,  and  the  amount  of  money  in  the  Construction  Fund  credited  to  the  General 
Construction  Account  then  available  for  the  construction  of  such  Improvements; 

(ii)  The  amount  of  additional  funds  necessary  to  complete  the  construction  of  such  Im- 
provements, other  than  hangars,  and  stating  in  the  opinion  of  the  signers  the  moneys  in  the 
Construction  Fund  credited  to  the  General  Construction  Account  are  not  sufficient  to  pay  the 
cost  of  completing  such  Improvements  and  that  the  issuance  of  Bonds  in  the  stated  principal 
amount  provided  in  such  Supplemental  Ordinance  is  necessary  to  provide  funds  for  the  comple- 
tion of  such  Improvements,  and  that  the  proceeds  of  such  Bonds  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the 
balance  of  the  cost  of  such  Improvements; 

(iii)  The  estimated  completion  date  of  such  Improvements,  other  than  hangars. 

(c)  An  opinion  of  Bond  Counsel  and  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  stating  that  the  signers 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  issuance  of  such  additional  Bonds  and  the  adoption  of  such  Supplemental 
Ordinance  have  been  duly  authorized  and  that  all  conditions  precedent  to  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds 
have  been  fulfilled. 

When  the  above  referred  to  documents  shall  have  been  filed  with  the  Depositary  and  the  Comptroller, 
and  when  the  Bonds  described  in  the  Supplemental  Ordinance,  mentioned  in  clause  (a)  above  of  this 
Section,  shall  have  been  executed  and  sold,  said  Bonds  shall  be  delivered  to  the  purchasers  upon  payment 
of  the  purchase  price  therefor. 

The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  all  such  Bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  Section  2.15,  shall 
be  credited  to  the  respective  accounts  and  in  the  manner  provided  in  Article  III. 

Section  2.16.  Additional  Bonds  for  Further  Improvements  and  Extensions.  In  addition  to  the 
foregoing  provisions  of  Section  2.15,  additional  Bonds  may  be  issued  urtder  and  secured  by  this  Ordinance 
at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  ranking  on  a  parity  with  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  and  issued  under 
this  Ordinance  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  additional  improvements  and  extensions  to  the  Airport  and 
shall  be  authorized  by  a  Supplemental  Ordinance  to  be  adopted  by  the  City  Council,  which  shall  prescribe 
the  additional  amounts  to  be  allocated  and  credited  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Account,  Debt  Service  Reserve 
Account  and  Reserve  Maintenance  Account,  and  which  shall  direct  their  issue  and  execution  whenever  the 
following  conditions  are  met : 

(a)  The  amounts  required  to  be  credited  to  the  date  of  the  adoption  of  the  Supplemental  Ordi- 
nance authorizing  such  additional  Bonds  to  the  Interest  Account,  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account, 
Sinking  Fund  Account,  Reserve  Maintenance  Account,  and  Emergency  Reserve  Account,  must  have 
been  credited  to  said  accounts. 

(b)  Such  additional  Bonds  must  be  due  and  payable  not  earlier  than  the  maturity  date  of  any 
of  the  then  outstanding  Bonds  authorized  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance. 

(c)  If  at  the  time  any  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  Section  2.02  or  Section  2.15  are  outstanding, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Net  Revenues  of  the  Airport,  from  all  existing  facilities  and  those  proposed 
to  be  financed  by  such  additional  Bonds,  as  estimated  by  the  Airport  Consultant  on  the  assumption 
that  such  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  Section  2.02  or  Section  2.15  will  remain  outstanding  in  whole  or 
in  part  until  maturity  date  thereof,  for  each  fiscal  year  (commencing  with  the  first  full  fiscal  year 
next  following  the  date  of  completion,  as  estimated  by  the  Consulting  Engineer,  of  the  additional 
improvements  and  extensions  for  the  purpose  of  which  such  additional  Bonds  are  to  be  issued,  and 
ending  not  earlier  than  the  last  full  fiscal  year  next  preceding  maturity  date  of  such  Bonds  issued 
pursuant  to  Section  2.62  or  Section  2.15),  shall  be  not  less  than  (i)  one  and  twenty-five  hundredths 
times  the  sum  of  Principal  and  Interest  Requirements  for  each  such  fiscal  year  of  all  Bonds  then 
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outstanding  and  of  all  such  additional  Bonds  proposed  to  be  issued,  plus  (ii)  amounts  which  may  be 
required  to  be  deposited  in  such  year  in  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  and  the  Emergency 
Reserve  Account. 

(d)  If  at  the  time  any  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  Section  2.02  or  Section  2.15  are  outstanding,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  leases  in  effect  on  the  date  of  the  adoption  of  such  Supplemental  Ordinance,  between 
the  City  and  air  transportation  companies,  shall,  on  the  assumption  that  such  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to 
Section  2.02  or  Section  2.15  will  remain  outstanding,  in  whole  or  in  part,  until  maturity  date  thereof, 
provide  for  the  payment  by  such  air  transportation  companies  to  the  City,  for  the  lease  of  space  and 
facilities  (including,  without  limitation,  passenger  ramp  areas)  at  the  Airport,  of  fixed  rentals  aggregat- 
ing for  each  fiscal  year  (commencing  with  the  first  full  fiscal  year  next  following  the  date  of  completion 
referred  to  in  the  immediately  preceding  paragraph  (c)  and  ending  not  earlier  than  the  last  full  fiscal 
year  next  preceding  the  maturity  date  of  such  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  Section  2.02  or  Section  2.15), 
not  less  than  one  and  ten-hundredths  times  the  sum  of  Principal  and  Interest  Requirements  for  each 
such  fiscal  year  of  all  Bonds  then  outstanding  and  of  all  such  additional  Bonds  proposed  to  be  issued. 

Such  additional  Bonds  shall  be  designated  "Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds" 
with  such  further  appropriate  and  particular  designation  added  to  such  title,  shall  be  dated,  bear  such 
interest  rate  or  rates,  payable  January  1  and  July  1  of  each  year,  shall  mature  on  January  1,  and  may 
or  may  not  be  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  and  shall  be  subject  to  such  additional  covenants 
and  restrictions  with  respect  to  such  Bonds  (not  inconsistent  with  the  covenants  and  restrictions  appli- 
cable to  any  other  outstanding  Bonds)  as  may  be  provided  by  the  Supplemental  Ordinance  authorizing 
their  issue.  Before  delivery  of  such  Bonds  to  any  purchaser  there  shall  be  filed  with  the  Depositary  and 
the  Comptroller  of  the  City,  the  following: 

A.  A  copy,  certified  by  the  Clerk  of  the  City  Council  of  the  Supplemental  Ordinance  of  the  City 
Council  fixing  the  date,  interest  rate  or  rates  the  Bonds  are  to  bear,  the  numbers  thereof,  the  purpose  of 
the  issue,  maturity,  prescribing  the  additional  amounts  to  be  allocated  and  credited  to  the  Debt  Service 
Reserve  Account,  Sinking  Fund  Account,  and  Reserve  Maintenance  Account,  the  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds,  and  directing  their  execution. 

B.  A  certificate  signed  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  showing: 

(i)  The  estimated  cost  of  the  additional  improvements  and  extensions  described  in  the  Supple- 
mental Ordinance  authorizing  the  issuance  of  additional  Bonds  and  that  the  proceeds  of  such 
Bonds  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  such  estimated  cost. 

(ii)  The  date  on  which  in  their  opinion  such  proposed  work  will  be  completed. 

C.  A  certificate  signed  by  the  Airport  Consultant  setting  forth  the  estimated  Net  Revenues  as 
required  by  subparagraph  (c)  of  this  Section,  and  that  leases,  in  effect  on  the  date  of  the  adoption  of 
such  Supplemental  Ordinance,  comply  with  the  provisions  of  subparagraph  (d)  of  this  Section,  or  if 
subparagraphs  (c)  and  (d)  are  not  applicable,  a  certificate  signed  by  the  Airport  Consultant  to  that  effect. 

D.  A  certificate  of  an  independent  public  accountant  setting  forth: 

That  all  amounts  required  to  be  credited  to  the  Interest  Account,  Debt  Service  Reserve 
Account,  Sinking  Fund  Account,  Reserve  Maintenance  Account,  and  Emergency  Reserve 
Account,  up  to  the  date  of  the  adoption  of  the  Supplemental  Ordinance  authorizing  such 
additional  Bonds  have  been  properly  credited  to  said  accounts. 

E.  An  opinion  of  Bond  Counsel  and  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  stating  that  the  signers  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  issuance  of  such  additional  Bonds  and  the  adoption  of  said  Supplemental  Ordinance 
have  been  duly  authorized,  and  that  all  conditions  precedent  to  the  delivery  of  said  Bonds  have  been 
fulfilled. 

For  the  purpose  of  making  the  computations  and  estimates  hereinabove  provided  for,  the  term 
"Principal  and  Interest  Requirements  for  each  such  fiscal  year"  shall  mean  the  following  amounts,  com- 
puted as  nearly  as  practicable  in  accordance  with  standard  amortization  tables  of  equal  annual  payments 
to  discharge  a  debt  with  interest,  without  regard  to  redemption  premium: 
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(i)  In  the  case  of  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  Section  2.02,  the  amount  which  is  required  in  each 
fiscal  year  to  provide  over  a  period  of  thirty-four  fiscal  years  for  the  payment,  when  due, 
of  the  interest  on  such  Bonds  and  for  the  retirement  of  all  such  Bonds  by  the  end  of  such 
period ; 

(ii)  In  the  case  of  any  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  Section  2.15,  the  amount  which  is  required  in 
each  fiscal  year  to  provide  over  a  period  of  the  lesser  of  thirty-four  fiscal  years  or  the  number 
of  full  fiscal  years  between  the  date  of  delivery  of  such  additional  Bonds  and  the  maturity 
thereof,  for  the  payment,  when  due,  of  the  interest  on  such  Bonds  and  for  the  retirement  of 
all  such  Bonds  by  the  end  of  such  period;  and 

(iii)  In  the  case  of  any  Bonds  issued  or  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  this  Section  2.16  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  additional  improvements  and  extensions,  the  amount  which  is  required  in 
each  fiscal  year  to  provide  over  a  period  commencing  with  the  first  full  fiscal  year  beginning 
after  the  date,  as  estimated  by  the  Consulting  Engineer,  of  the  completion  of  such  additional 
improvements  and  extensions  and  ending  with  the  last  full  fiscal  year  next  preceding  the 
maturity  date  of  such  Bonds,  the  payment  of  the  interest,  when  due,  on  such  Bonds  and  for 
the  retirement  of  all  such  Bonds  by  their  maturity. 

When  the  above  referred  to  documents  shall  have  been  filed  with  the  Depositary  and  the  City  Comp- 
troller, and  when  the  Bonds  described  in  the  Supplemental  Ordinance,  mentioned  in  clause  (A)  above  of 
this  Section,  shall  have  been  executed  and  sold,  said  Bonds  shall  be  delivered  to  the  purchasers  upon 
payment  of  the  purchase  price  therefor. 

The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  all  such  Bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  Section  2.16  shall  be 
credited  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  Supplemental  Ordinance  authorizing  such  Bonds. 

ARTICLE  III 
Custody  and  Application  of  Proceeds  of  Bonds 

Section  3.01.  Disposition  of  Proceeds  of  Bonds.  All  proceeds  received  by  the  City  upon  the  sale 
of  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.02  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Depositary  in  trust 
and  credited  to  a  separate  fund  to  be  known  as  "Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Construction 
Fund."  The  moneys  in  the  Construction  Fund  pending  their  application  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  subject  to  a  lien  and  charge  in  favor  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  issued  and  outstanding  under  this 
Ordinance  and  for  the  further  security  of  such  holders  until  paid  out  or  transferred  as  herein  provided  and 
shall  be  accounted  for  as  follows: 

(a)  There  shall  first  be  set  aside  in  the  Construction  Fund  in  a  separate  account  to  be  designated 
"Interest  During  Construction  Account"  such  amount  of  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  said 
Bonds  under  Section  2.02  as  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  which  will  accrue  and  become  pay- 
able on  such  Bonds  up  to  and  including  January  1,  1962,  and  the  amount  so  set  aside  shall  be 
used  to  pay  such  interest. 

(b)  The  balance  of  the  proceeds  shall  be  set  aside  and  accounted  for  in  two  separate  accounts,  to 
be  known  and  designated  respectively  as  "Hangar  Construction  Account"  and  "General  Construction 
Account".  There  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Hangar  Construction  Account  an  amount  equal  to  the 
total  estimated  construction  cost  of  all  hangars  on  hangar  sites,  as  shown  by  the  plans,  specifications 
and  estimate  of  cost  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk.  The  term  "hangar  on  a  hangar  site" 
as  used  in  this  Ordinance  includes  hangar  buildings,  aprons,  facilities  and  fixtures  on  such  site,  and 
connections  not  on  such  site  with  any  taxiway,  roadway,  water  line,  sewer  line,  drainage  ditch  and 
utility  line  serving  such  site.  The  remaining  proceeds  shall  be  deposited  in  the  General  Construction 
Account.  The  Improvements,  excluding  the  hangars  on  hangar  sites,  as  shown  by  such  plans  and 
specifications,  are  sometimes  referred  to  in  this  Section  3.01  as  the  "General  Facilities". 

Funds  credited  as  aforesaid  to  the  Hangar  Construction  Account  shall  be  held  and  used  solely  for  the 
construction  of  hangars  on  hangar  sites,  according  to  such  plans  and  specifications,  and  any  modifications 
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or  alterations  thereof ;  provided,  however,  that  such  funds  shall  not  be  used  for  the  construction  of  a  hangar 
on  any  one  hangar  site  in  excess  of  the  proportion  of  such  funds  that  the  estimated  construction  cost  of 
such  hangar,  as  shown  by  such  plans  and  specifications  and  estimates  of  cost  now  on  file  in  the  office  of 
the  City  Clerk,  bears  to  the  total  estimated  construction  cost  of  all  hangars  on  hangar  sites,  as  shown  by 
such  plans,  specifications  and  estimates  of  cost;  and  further  provided  that  the  full  amount  of  funds 
to  the  credit  of  the  Hangar  Construction  Account,  as  aforesaid,  available  under  the  foregoing  provisions 
for  the  construction  of  a  hangar  on  any  one  hangar  site,  shall  be  transferred  from  the  Hangar  Con- 
struction Account  to  the  General  Construction  Account  if  at  the  end  of  a  period  of  twenty-seven  (27) 
months  after  the  date  of  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  authorized  pursuant  to  Section  2.02,  no  contract  shall 
have  been  let  by  the  City  for  the  construction  of  any  such  hangar;  and  further  provided  that  any 
portion  of  such  funds  so  to  the  credit  of  the  Hangar  Construction  Account  and  available  for  the 
construction  of  a  hangar  on  any  one  hangar  site,  which  on  the  date  of  completion  of  such  hangar 
(giving  effect  to  any  modifications  or  alterations  of  such  plans  and  specifications),  as  certified  by  the 
Consulting  Engineer,  shall  not  have  been  used  or  obligated  for  the  construction  of  such  hangar,  shall 
be  transferred  from  the  Hangar  Construction  Account  to  the  General  Construction  Account.  For  the 
purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  any  cargo  building  which,  according  to  plans  and  specifications  now  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  is  to  be  constructed  on  a  site  leased  or  to  be  leased  exclusively  to  a 
specified  air  transportation  company,  shall  be  considered  to  be  a  hangar  and  such  site  shall  be  considered 
to  be  a  hangar  site. 

Funds  credited,  as  aforesaid,  to  the  General  Construction  Account  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  ex- 
pressly provided,  be  used  solely  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  the  General  Facilities. 

After  the  General  Facilities  have  been  completed,  as  evidenced  by  the  certificate  of  the  Consulting 
Engineer,  and  if  there  be  any  balance  remaining  to  the  credit  of  the  General  Construction  Account,  such 
balance  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  City,  in  whole  or  in  part,  be  deposited  in  the  Sinking  Fund  Account 
or  may  remain  to  the  credit  of  the  General  Construction  Account  available  for  use  solely  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  additional  improvements  to  the  Airport  recommended  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  and 
approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation  and  the  City  Council  as  being  desirable  for  the  purpose  of 
meeting  operational  requirements  in  connection  with  the  landing  and  take-ofT  of  aircraft  at  the  Airport. 
Any  such  recommended  additional  improvements  shall  be  constructed  in  accordance  with  plans  and 
specifications  approved  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  and  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  of  the  City; 
provided,  however,  that  any  balance  remaining  to  the  credit  of  the  General  Construction  Account  on 
a  date  six  months  prior  to  the  first  date  on  which  any  Bonds  shall  be  redeemable  through  the  use  of 
moneys  in  the  Sinking  Fund  Account  and  for  which  no  commitments  shall  have  been  made  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  such  recommended  additional  improvements,  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Sink- 
ing Fund  Account. 

All  proceeds  received  by  the  City  upon  the  sale  of  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
2.15  shall  be  applied  by  the  City  as  follows: 

(a)  If  such  Bonds  shall  be  issued  prior  to  January  1,  1962,  the  City  Comptroller  shall  deposit 
with  the  Depositary  in  the  Construction  Fund  for  credit  to  the  Interest  During  Construction 
Account  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  which  will  accrue  and  become  payable  on  such 
Bonds  up  to  and  including  January  1,  1962,  and  the  amount  so  credited  shall  be  used  to  pay  such 
interest,  and  the  balance  of  said  proceeds  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Depositary  in  the  Construc- 
tion Fund  and  credited  to  the  General  Construction  Account. 

(b)  If  such  Bonds  shall  be  issued  on  or  after  January  1,  1962,  there  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Depositary  in  the  Construction  Fund  and  set  aside  therein  in  the  General  Construction  Account 
all  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  such  Bonds,  except  any  accrued  interest  received  thereon,  which 
accrued  interest  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Interest  Account. 

Proceeds  credited  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  to  the  General  Construction  Account  shall 
be  used  solely  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  construction  of  the  General  Facilities,  and  after  the  Gen- 
eral Facilities  have  been  completed,  as  evidenced  by  the  certificate  of  the  Consulting  Engineer,  any  balance 
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of  such  proceeds  remaining  to  the  credit  of  the  General  Construction  Account  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
Sinking  Fund  Account. 

Proceeds  received  by  the  City  upon  the  sale  of  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.16, 
shall  be  applied  by  the  City  in  the  manner  and  for  the  purposes  provided  in  the  Supplemental  Ordinance 
authorizing  such  Bonds. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance  the  cost  of  improving  and  extending  the  Airport  (including  the 
Improvements  referred  to  in  Section  2.01)  shall  include  all  costs  as  defined  herein  and  without  intending 
to  limit  or  restrict  any  such  definition  includes  the  following: 

(1)  Obligations  incurred  for  labor  and  to  contractors,  builders,  and  materialmen  in  connection 
with  the  construction  of  said  improvements  or  any  part  thereof,  and  obligations  incurred  for  ma- 
chinery and  equipment. 

(2)  Payment  to  owners  and  others  for  real  property  including  payments  for  options,  easements 
or  other  contractual  rights. 

(3)  All  expenses  incurred  in  the  acquisition  of  real  property,  including  all  costs  and  expenses 
of  whatever  kind  in  connection  with  the  exercise  of  the  power  of  eminent  domain,  and  including  the 
cost  of  title  searches  and  reports,  abstracts  of  title,  title  certificates  and  opinions,  title  guarantees, 
title  insurance  policies,  appraisals,  negotiations  and  surveys. 

(4)  The  amount  of  any  damages  incident  to  or  consequent  upon  the  construction  of  the  said 
improvements. 

(5)  The  cost  of  any  indemnity,  fidelity  and  surety  bonds,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  the  Depositary 
and  the  Paying  Agents  during  construction,  and  premiums  on  insurance,  if  any,  in  connection  with 
said  improvements  during  construction,  including  builders'  risk  insurance. 

(6)  The  cost  of  engineering  and  architectural  services  which  includes  borings  and  other  pre- 
liminary investigations  to  determine  foundation  or  other  conditions,  expenses  necessary  or  incident 
to  the  development  of  contract  documents  and  supervising  construction,  as  well  as  for  the  perform- 
ance of  all  other  duties  of  engineers  and  architects  set  forth  herein  in  relation  to  the  construction  of 
said  improvements  or  the  issuance  of  Bonds  therefor. 

(7)  The  cost  of  preparing  and  issuing  the  Bonds,  legal,  engineering,  title  and  printing  expenses, 
and  costs  properly  chargeable  to  said  improvements  prior  to  and  during  construction. 

(8)  The  cost  of  restoring,  repairing  and  placing  in  its  original  condition,  as  nearly  as  practi- 
cable, all  public  or  private  property  damaged  or  destroyed  in  the  construction  of  said  improvements 
and  cost  thereof,  or  the  amount  required  to  be  paid  by  the  City  as  adequate  compensation  for  such 
damage  or  destruction,  and  all  costs  lawfully  incurred  or  damages  lawfully  payable,  with  respect  to 
the  restoration,  relocation,  removal,  reconstruction  or  duplication  of  property  made  necessary  or 
caused  by  the  construction  of  said  improvements  and  cost  thereof. 

(9)  Any  obligation  or  expense  hereafter  incurred  by  the  City  in  connection  with  the  construc- 
tion of  said  improvements  and  cost  thereof. 

(10)  All  other  items  of  cost  and  expense  not  elsewhere  in  this  Section  specified,  incident  to  the 
construction  of  said  improvements  and  acquiring  same  and  the  financing  thereof  including  the  pay- 
ment of  interest  on  the  Bonds  during  any  construction  period  whenever  there  are  no  other  funds 
available  for  that  purpose. 

All  transfers  or  disbursements  from  the  Construction  Fund  shall  be  made  by  warrants  on  the  City 
Treasurer  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  City  Comptroller  and  except  for  the  transfers 
and  disbursements  from  the  Interest  During  Construction  Account,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  statement 
signed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  in  respect  of  each  payment,  of  the  following: 

(a)  Item  number  of  the  payment. 

(b)  The  name  of  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  whom  the  payment  is  due. 

(c)  The  amount  to  be  paid  and  the  Account  to  which  the  item  is  to  be  charged. 
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(d)  That  the  obligations  in  stated  amounts  have  been  incurred  by  the  City,  and  that  each 
item  thereof  is  a  proper  charge  in  reasonable  amount  against  the  Construction  Fund  and  has  not 
been  paid. 

(e)  That  there  has  not  been  filed  with  or  served  up>on  the  City  any  notice  of  any  lien,  right  to 
lien,  or  attachment  upon  or  claim  affecting  the  right  to  receive  payment  of  any  of  the  moneys  pay- 
able to  any  of  the  persons,  firms  or  corporations  named  in  such  order  which  have  not  been  released 
or  will  not  be  released  simultaneously  with  the  payment  of  such  obligations,  and  in  the  event  that  any 
assignment  of  right  to  receive  payment  has  been  made  and  notice  thereof  has  been  given  to  the  City 
and  the  City  has  accepted  such  assignment,  the  order  directing  payment  shall  recite  that  fact  and 
direct  the  payment  to  be  made  to  assignee  thereof  as  shown  by  the  records  of  the  City. 

In  respect  to  disbursements  from  the  Construction  Fund  in  the  payment  for  work  done  in  connection 
with  the  construction  of  any  improvements,  such  written  order  on  the  Treasurer,  signed  by  the  Mayor  and 
countersigned  by  the  Comptroller  shall  in  addition  to  the  accompanying  statement  to  be  executed  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  signed  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  certi- 
fying that  the  obligations  in  stated  amounts  have  been  incurred  by  the  City,  and  that  each  item  thereof  is 
a  proper  charge  in  reasonable  amount  against  the  Construction  Fund  and  has  not  been  paid,  and  in  so  far 
as  any  such  obligation  was  incurred  for  work,  materials,  equipment  or  supplies,  such  work  was  actually 
performed  in  the  furtherance  of  the  construction  of  the  improvements  or  delivered  at  the  site  of  the  Air- 
port for  that  purpose,  or  delivered  for  storage  or  fabrication  at  a  place  or  places  approved  by  the  Consult- 
ing Engineer  and  under  the  control  of  the  City. 

Upon  receipt  of  any  such  orders  and  accompanying  certificates  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  each  such  ob- 
ligation from  this  fund  and  the  Depositary  shall  make  disbursements  in  accordance  with  directions  from 
the  Treasurer. 

Section  3.02.  Investments.  The  funds  to  the  credit  of  the  Construction  Fund  shall,  as  nearly  as 
may  be  practicable,  be  continually  invested  and  re-invested  in  direct  obligations  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  which  shall  mature  or  which  shall  be  subject  to  redemption  by  the  holder  thereof  at  the 
option  of  such  holder  not  later  than  the  respective  dates  as  estimated  by  the  City  Comptroller  and 
approved  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  when  such  moneys  will  be  required  for  the  purposes  intended.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Comptroller  to  file  with  the  Depositary  from  time  to  time  the  estimated 
dates  when  such  funds  will  be  required  as  approved  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  and  to  direct  the 
Depositary  to  make  the  investments  through  the  Depositary  or  otherwise  as  herein  provided  of  the 
moneys  to  the  credit  of  the  Construction  Fund  as  provided  by  this  Section. 

Obligations  so  purchased  as  investments  shall  be  deemed  at  all  times  a  part  of  the  Construction  Fund 
and  interest  accruing  thereon  and  any  profit  realized  from  such  investments  shall  be  credited  to  the  General 
Construction  Account,  and  any  loss  resulting  from  the  sale  of  such  investments  shall  be  charged  to  the 
General  Construction  Account. 

The  City  Comptroller  shall  sell  at  the  best  price  obtainable  or  present  for  redemption  any  obligations 
so  purchased  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  to  do  so  in  order  to  provide  moneys  to  meet  any  payment  or 
transfer  from  such  Fund. 

ARTICLE  IV 
Purchase  and  Redemption  of  Bonds 

Section  4.01.  Purchase  and  Redemption.  Bonds  redeemable  before  maturity,  as  provided  in  this 
Ordinance  or  in  any  Supplemental  Ordinance  authorizing  the  issue  of  such  Bonds,  shall  be  subject  to 
this  Article. 

Moneys  in  the  Sinking  Fund  Account  shall  be  applied  as  rapidly  as  practicable  to  the  retirement  of 
Bonds,  and  the  City  Comptroller  shall  endeavor  to  purchase  Bonds  in  the  open  market  at  the  most  advan- 
tageous price  obtainable  with  reasonable  diligence,  such  price  not  to  exceed  the  call  price  of  such  Bonds 
on  the  next  date  for  which  a  call  price  has  been  established.  If  Bonds  cannot  be  purchased  on  such  terms, 
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then  the  City  Comptroller  may  advertise  for  tenders  from  the  holders  of  any  Bonds  by  notice  published 
at  least  once  in  a  financial  newspaper  in  the  City  of  New  York  and  once  in  a  daily  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  not  less  than  fifteen  days  prior  to  the  date  set  for  receiving 
tenders.  A  copy  of  such  notice  shall  be  mailed  to  each  of  the  Principal  Underwriters  and  filed  with  the 
Depositary.  No  tenders  shall  be  accepted  at  prices  exceeding  the  call  price  of  such  Bonds  on  the  next 
date  for  which  a  call  price  has  been  established;  provided,  however,  if  there  is  $50,000  or  more  in  the 
Sinking  Fund  Account  seventy  days  prior  to  any  interest  payment  date  on  which  such  Bonds  are  redeem- 
able, such  funds  shall  be  used  to  call  Bonds  on  the  next  redemption  date  so  as  to  exhaust  as  nearly  as 
possible  all  money  in  the  Sinking  Fund  Account. 

The  City  Comptroller  shall  determine  by  lot,  in  any  manner  deemed  by  him  to  be  fair,  the  serial 
numbers  of  the  Coupon  Bonds  to  be  redeemed,  drawing  the  same  from  the  serial  numbers  of  outstanding 
Coupon  Bonds  and  the  serial  numbers  then  reserved  against  outstanding  Registered  Bonds  and  shall  cer- 
tify to  the  Depositary  the  serial  numbers  so  designated. 

When  Bonds  are  redeemed  or  are  acquired  through  purchase  or  tender  as  herein  provided,  the 
accrued  interest  due  on  such  Bonds  shall  be  paid  from  the  Interest  Account  and  the  principal  and  pre- 
mium, if  any,  from  the  Sinking  Fund  Account  and  such  Bonds  shall  be  cancelled  and  not  reissued. 

Section  4.02.  Publication  of  Notice  of  Redemption.  The  City  Comptroller  shall  cause  notice  of 
any  intended  redemption  to  be  published  in  at  least  one  daily  newspaper  printed  in  the  English  language 
and  published,  and  of  general  circulation  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  in  at  least  one  daily  newspaper  or  a 
financial  paper  printed  in  the  English  language  and  published,  and  of  general  circulation  in  the  Borough 
of  Manhattan,  the  City  of  New  York,  State  of  New  York  (and  if  such  Bonds  are  payable  in  one  or 
more  places  as  well  as  or  in  lieu  of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  the  City  of  New  York,  in  at  least  one  daily 
newspaper  printed  in  the  English  language  and  published,  and  of  general  circulation  in  each  city  in 
which  the  principal  of  any  of  the  Bonds  so  to  be  redeemed  is  payable),  once  a  week  (on  any 
business  day  of  the  week)  for  two  successive  calendar  weeks  (the  first  publication  to  be  not  less  than  thirty 
(30)  days  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  redemption  date),  stating  the  redemption  date  and 
redemption  price  and  designating  the  series  and  serial  numbers  of  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  by  giving  the 
individual  numbers  of  each  Bond  or  by  stating  that  all  Bonds  with  certain  given  numbers  or  letters  have 
been  called  or  that  all  Bonds  between  two  stated  numbers,  both  inclusive,  have  been  called,  for  redemp- 
tion and  requiring  that  such  Bonds  be  then  surrendered  with,  in  the  case  of  Coupon  Bonds,  all  interest 
coupons  maturing  on  or  subsequent  to  the  said  redemption  date  at  the  oflSce  of  the  City  Treasurer  or,  at 
the  option  of  the  respective  holders  thereof,  at  the  office  of  the  Depositary  or,  at  the  office  of  the  Fiscal 
Agent  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  the  City  of  New  York,  State  of  New  York,  or,  at  the  office  of  any 
Paying  Agent  where  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  of  such  series  may  be  made  payable  for 
redemption  at  the  said  redemption  price,  giving  notice  also  that  further  interest  on  such  Bonds  will  not 
accrue  after  the  designated  redemption  date.  If  any  of  the  Coupon  Bond  serial  numbers  so  drawn  shall 
be  the  serial  numbers  of  Coupon  Bonds  then  reserved  against  outstanding  Registered  Bonds,  publication  of 
the  numbers  of  such  Coupon  Bonds  shall  be  sufficient  notice  to  the  holders  of  Registered  Bonds  aff"ected. 

A  similar  notice  shall  also  be  mailed  by  the  Registration  Agent  to  the  respective  registered  owners  of 
any  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  but  not  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior 
to  the  redemption  date  at  their  addresses  appearing  on  the  Bond  registration  books,  which  notice  shall,  in 
addition  to  setting  forth  the  above  information,  set  forth,  in  the  case  of  each  Registered  Bond  called  only 
in  part,  the  portion  of  the  principal  thereof  which  is  to  be  redeemed ;  provided  that  such  mailing  shall  not 
be  a  condition  precedent  to  such  redemption  and  failure  to  mail  or  to  receive  any  such  notice  shall  not 
affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings  for  the  redemption  of  such  Bonds. 

In  case  of  the  redemption  as  herein  permitted  of  all  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding,  notice  of  redemp- 
tion shall  be  given  by  publication  and  mailing  in  the  same  manner  as  for  partial  redemption  of  Bonds, 
except  that  the  notice  of  redemption  need  not  specify  the  serial  numbers  of  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed. 
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Section  4.03.  Deposit  of  Redemption  Funds  and  Payment  of  Bonds.  At  or  prior  to  the  redemp- 
tion date  specified  in  each  such  notice  the  City  shall  make  available  to  the  Depositary  a  sum  of  money 
sufficient  to  redeem,  at  the  premium  payable  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  Bonds  designated  for  redemp- 
tion (and  the  called  part  of  any  Registered  Bond  called  only  in  part)  and  to  pay  the  interest  accrued 
thereon  up  to  said  redemption  date,  such  moneys  to  be  applied  by  the  Depositary  as  Paying  Agent  and 
as  trustee  to  the  payment  of  such  Bonds  and  the  called  part  of  any  such  Registered  Bond  and  such  accrued 
interest  thereon  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  such  coupons,  if  any,  and  of  such  Bonds  together 
with,  in  the  case  of  Registered  Bonds,  duly  executed  instruments  of  transfer  at  the  principal  office  of 
the  Depositary  or  at  such  other  place  or  places,  if  any,  as  may  be  specified  in  such  Bonds  and  coupons. 
After  the  receipt  by  the  Depositary  of  such  deposit,  if  any  be  required,  such  Bonds  so  called  and  the  called 
part  of  any  Registered  Bond  called  only  in  part,  whether  or  not  presented  for  redemption,  shall  cease  to 
be  entitled  to  any  benefit  under  this  Ordinance  other  than  the  right  to  receive  payment  of  the  redemption 
price;  no  interest  will  accrue  thereon  on  or  after  the  redemption  date  specified  in  such  notice;  claims  for 
interest,  if  any,  appertaining  to  such  Bonds  and  the  called  part  of  any  Registered  Bond  called  only  in  part 
maturing  after  that  date,  shall  be  void;  and,  except  as  to  the  uncalled  part  of  any  Registered  Bond  called 
only  in  part,  the  holders  of  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption  shall  look,  after  such  redemption  date,  for  the 
payment  of  such  Bonds  and  accrued  interest  and  premium  only  to  the  funds  held  by  the  Depositary  and 
allocated  for  that  purpose,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  the  City  shall  be  relieved  of  all  liability  in  respect 
thereto;  all  provided  that  the  funds  allocated  as  aforesaid  remain  available  therefor.  All  Bonds  so  redeemed 
shall  forthwith  be  cancelled  and  delivered  to  the  City  Comptroller,  and  no  Bonds  shall  be  issued  hereunder 
in  place  thereof,  except  that  if  less  than  the  entire  principal  amount  of  any  Registered  Bond  shall  be  so 
redeemed  upon  presentation  of  such  Registered  Bond  so  called  in  part  and  proper  instruments  of  transfer 
at  or  after  the  time  fixed  for  the  payment  of  said  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption,  payment  of  the  redemp- 
tion price  of  the  part  thereof  so  called  shall  be  made  upon  surrender  and  cancellation  of  such  Registered 
Bond  so  presented  and  one  or  more  Bonds  of  the  same  series,  interest  rate  and  maturity  in  coupon  or 
registered  form  for  an  aggregate  principal  amount  equal  to  the  uncalled  and  unpaid  balance  of  the  princi- 
pal amount  of  such  Registered  Bond  will  be  issued  by  the  City  and  shall  be  delivered  in  the  City  of  Chicago 
or  sent  by  registered  mail  by  the  Registration  Agent  to  the  owner  of  such  Registered  Bond  without  expense 
to  such  owner. 

All  money  so  paid  to  the  Paying  Agent  for  the  redemption  of  particular  Bonds  or  the  called  part 
thereof  shall  be  held  by  it  in  trust  to  be  applied  on  or  after  the  redemption  date  to  the  payment  thereof. 

The  City  Comptroller  shall  maike  such  suitable  arrangements  as  he  deems  necessary  or  desirable  to 
transfer  or  cause  to  be  transferred  funds  to  the  Fiscal  Agent  and  to  any  Paying  Agent  at  whose  office  the 
Bonds  so  called  for  redemption  may  be  presented  and  to  arrange  for  the  payment  and  cancellation  of 
such  Bonds. 

ARTICLE  V 

Rents,  Fees,  Rates  or  Other  Charges  for  Use  of  the  Airport  and  for  Service  Rendered  by 
THE  City  in  Operation  Thereof;  Receipt  and  Deposit  of  Revenues;  Establishment  of  Air- 
port Revenue  Fund  and  Accounts  and  Requirements  Therefor. 

Section  5.01.  Rents,  Fees,  Rates  and  Other  Charges.  The  City  covenants  that  prior  to  the  issuance 
of  the  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds  authorized  by  this  Ordinance,  it  will  fix  and 
place  in  effect  rents,  fees,  rates  and  other  charges  for  the  use  of  the  Airport  including  any  services  ren- 
dered by  the  City  in  the  operation  thereof,  and  an  initial  schedule  of  fees,  rates  and  other  charges  that 
from  time  to  time  will  be  adjusted,  in  order  that  the  Revenues  of  the  Airport  will  be  sufficient  at  all 
times  to  meet  the  following  under  the  provisions  of  this  Article:  (a) to  provide  funds  for  the  payment  of 
the  cost  of  operation  and  maintenance;  (b)  to  provide  for  making  required  deposits  to  the  credit  of  the 
Interest  Account;  (c)  to  provide  for  making  required  deposits  to  the  credit  of  the  Debt  Service  Reserve 
Account;  (d)  to  provide  for  making  required  deposits  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Account;  (e) 
to  provide  for  making  required  deposits  to  the  credit  of  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account;  and  (f) 
to  provide  for  making  required  deposits  to  the  credit  of  the  Elmergency  Reserve  Account.  Provided, 
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however,  that  so  long  as  any  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  Section  2.02  or  Section  2.15  shall  be  outstanding, 
such  schedule  shall  in  each  fiscal  year,  commencing  with  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1962, 
be  sufficient  to  produce  together  with  rents  and  other  available  Revenues,  Net  Revenues  of  not  less 
than  (i)  one  and  twenty-five  hundredths  times  the  sum  of  the  Principal  and  Interest  Requirements  for 
each  such  fiscal  year,  as  defined  in  Section  2.16,  of  Bonds  then  outstanding,  issued  pursuant  to  Section 
2.02,  Section  2.15  or  Section  2.16  plus  (ii)  amounts  which  may  be  required  to  be  deposited  in  such  year  in 
the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  and  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  and  premiums  paid  on  July  1  of 
such  fiscal  year  and  January  1  of  the  succeeding  fiscal  year  on  the  redemption  of  such  Bonds  and  pre- 
miums paid  on  such  Bonds  purchased  during  such  fiscal  year  in  the  open  market  or  by  tender. 

City  further  covenants,  that,  so  long  as  any  Bonds  are  outstanding,  it  will  not  amend  any  lease  or 
Airport  Use  Agreement  relating  to  the  Airport,  entered  into  by  it  and  which  became  effective  immediately 
upon  the  issuance  of  Bonds  pursuant  to  Section  2.02,  so  as  to  reduce  the  amount  of  fixed  rentals,  or  the 
Revenues  which  would  otherwise  be  received  from  the  application  of  the  Flight  Fee  formula,  or  the 
Flight  Fee  deficiency  formula,  below  those  provided  under  any  such  lease  or  agreement. 

A  deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Account  in  any  fiscal  year  of  an  amount  in  excess  of 
the  amount  provided  for  in  paragraph  Third,  Section  5.03  (2)  for  such  fiscal  year  shall  not  reduce 
the  Minimum  Sinking  Fund  Payment  for  any  subsequent  fiscal  year  or  years;  but  any  deficiency  in 
the  amounts  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Account  and  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account 
in  any  fiscal  year  shall,  as  promptly  as  may  be  practicable,  be  added  to  the  amounts  required  for  the 
remaining  fiscal  years. 

Section  5.02.  Receipt  and  Deposit  of  Revenues — C hie ago-0' Hare  International  Airport  Revenue 
Fund.  The  City  covenants  and  agrees  that  all  Revenues  as  and  when  received  will  be  received  and 
held  by  the  City  in  trust  hereunder  and  accounted  for  through  a  special  fund  to  be  designated  the 
"Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Fund"  (sometimes  referred  to  as  "Revenue  Fund") 
which  is  hereby  created.  All  such  Revenues,  whether  held  by  the  City  or  deposited  with  the  Depositary, 
as  herein  provided  shall  nevertheless  be  disbursed,  allocated  and  applied  solely  to  the  uses  and  purposes 
hereinafter  in  this  Article  V  set  forth,  and  shall  be  accounted  for  separate  and  apart  from  all  other 
moneys,  funds  or  other  resources  of  the  City.  All  moneys  at  any  time  paid  into  the  Revenue  Fund  shall 
be  held  by  the  City  and  the  Depositary  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  holder  or  holders  from  time  to 
time  of  the  Bonds  issued  hereunder  and  the  coupons  appertaining  thereto  and  entitled  to  be  paid  there- 
with, and  the  City  shall  not  have  any  beneficial  right  or  interest  in  any  of  such  moneys  except  as  herein 
provided.  All  Revenues  so  deposited  with  the  Depositary  shall  be  disbursed  by  warrants  on  the  City 
Treasurer  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  City  Comptroller,  and  the  Depositary  shall 
make  disbursements  in  accordance  with  directions  from  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  5.03.  Establishment  of  Accounts.  All  of  the  Revenues,  including  all  rents,  fees,  rates  or 
other  charges,  and  all  other  revenues,  income  or  profits  of  any  kind  howsoever  derived  from  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Airport  and  for  any  service  rendered  by  the  City  in  the  operation  thereof,  shall  be  deposited  by 
the  City  Treasurer  with  the  Depositary  and  accounted  for  by  the  City  Comptroller  through  the  Chicago- 
O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Fund  created  by  Section  5.02.  All  moneys  accounted  for  through 
the  Revenue  Fund  during  each  fiscal  year  shall  be  allocated  first  to  Operation  and  Maintenance  Expenses, 
and  then  allocated  in  the  following  order  of  priority  to  the  following  respective  special  accounts: 

Interest  Account 

Debt  Service  Reserve  Account 

Sinking  Fund  Account 

Reserve  Maintenance  Account 

Emergency  Reserve  Account 

each  of  which  Accounts,  sometimes  referred  to  as  'Tunds"  is  hereby  created  and  each  of  which  the  City 
hereby  covenants  and  agrees  to  maintain  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance.  All  moneys  in  the  Revenue  Fund 
and  in  each  of  said  Accounts  shall  be  held  in  trust  by  the  City  and  the  Depositary  and  shall  be  applied, 
used  and  withdrawn  only  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  authorized: 
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(1)  Operation  and  Maintenance  Expenses.  The  City  Comptroller  shall  draw  warrants  on  the 
City  Treasurer  on  the  Revenue  Fund  to  pay  for  operation  and  maintenance  of  said  Airport,  but  such 
warrants  drawn  with  respect  to  any  fiscal  year  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  budgeted  by  the  City  for 
Operation  and  Maintenance  Expenses  for  the  then  current  fiscal  year  unless  such  warrants  cover 
expenditures  authorized  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  7.04(c).  In  addition  thereto, 
a  reasonable  reserve  for  the  next  ensuing  year  (not  in  excess  of  one  quarter  of  the  amount  budgeted 
for  the  current  year)  may  be  retained  in  the  Revenue  Fund. 

(2)  The  City  Comptroller  shall  from  time  to  time  direct  the  Depositary  to  allocate  the  remain- 
ing available  Revenues  as  follows  and  in  the  following  order: 

First:  To  the  Interest  Account  until  there  shall  be  in  the  Interest  Account  an  amount 
equal  to  any  unpaid  interest  then  due  on  all  outstanding  Bonds,  plus  the  interest  to  become  due 
on  the  next  ensuing  interest  payment  date  on  all  outstanding  Bonds  other  than  Bonds  on  which 
the  interest  is  to  be  paid  on  such  date  pursuant  to  Section  3.01. 

Second:  Beginning  with  the  fiscal  year  commencing  January  1,  1962,  to  the  Debt  Service 
Reserve  Account  an  amount  (subject  to  the  limitations  hereinafter  referred  to)  in  each  fiscal  year 
until  there  shall  be  in  this  Account  an  amount  equal  to  two  years'  interest  requirements  on  all 
Bonds  outstanding,  all  moneys  in  this  Account  to  be  retained  by  the  Depositary  and  invested  as  in 
this  Ordinance  provided.  All  moneys  in  this  Account  shall  be  used  and  withdrawn  to  the  extent 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  Interest,  Sinking  Fund  payments  and  the  principal  of 
the  Bonds  including  premiums  for  prior  redemption  thereof  in  the  event  no  other  funds  are 
available  for  such  purposes.  Whenever  the  deposits  in  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account  exceed 
two  years'  interest  on  all  Bonds  outstanding,  such  excess  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Sinking  Fund 
Account.  Any  moneys  withdrawn  to  meet  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund  requirements  shall  be 
replaced  out  of  the  first  money  available  therefor. 

The  amount  allocated  to  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account  in  any  fiscal  year  with  respect  to 
Bonds  issued  under  Section  2.02  shall  not  exceed  an  amount  that  shall  be  specified  in  an 
Ordinance  of  the  City  approving  the  sale  of  said  Bonds,  a  copy  of  which,  duly  certified  as  having 
been  adopted  by  the  City,  shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Comptroller  and  the  Depositary  prior  to 
the  issuance  and  delivery  of  such  Bonds.  The  additional  amount  to  be  allocated  to  the  Debt 
Service  Reserve  Account  in  any  fiscal  year  with  respect  to  Bonds  issued  under  Section  2.15  or 
Section  2.16  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  provided  for  in  the  Supplemental  Ordinance  authorizing 
the  issue  of  such  Bonds. 

Third:  Starting  January  1,  1965  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Account,  until  there  shall  have  been 
allocated  to  this  Account,  the  amount,  if  any,  of  the  Minimum  Sinking  Fund  Payment  as  follows : 

As  to  Bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  Section  2.02,  it  shall  be  mandatory  that  there 
be  set  aside  in  each  fiscal  year  beginning  with  the  fiscal  year  1965  and  ending  with  the  fiscal 
year  1998  an  amount  sufficient  to  retire  a  specified  principal  amount  of  Bonds  by  January  1st 
of  the  succeeding  fiscal  year,  which  respective  principal  amounts  shall  be  the  respective  prin- 
cipal retirements  represented  in  the  computation  of  Principal  and  Interest  Requirements  of  such 
Bonds,  as  defined  in  Section  2.16,  and  shall  be  set  forth  in  an  Ordinance  of  the  City  approv- 
ing the  sale  of  such  Bonds,  a  copy  of  which,  duly  certified  as  having  been  adopted  by  the  City, 
shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Comptroller  and  the  Depositary  prior  to  the  issuance  and  delivery 
of  such  Bonds. 

As  to  any  additional  Bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  Section  2.15,  it  shall  be  mandatory 
that  there  be  set  aside  in  each  fiscal  year  beginning  with  the  later  of  the  fiscal  year  1965  or  the 
first  full  fiscal  year  commencing  on  or  next  f  ollowing  the  date  of  delivery  of  such  additional  Bonds 
and  ending  with  the  fiscal  year  1998,  an  amount  sufficient  to  retire  a  specified  principal  amount 
of  such  additional  Bonds  by  January  1st  of  the  succeeding  fiscal  year,  which  respective  principal 
amounts  shall  be  the  respective  principal  retirements  represented  in  the  computation  of  Principal 
and  Interest  Requirements  of  such  additional  Bonds,  as  defined  in  Section  2.16. 
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If  additional  Bonds  are  issued  as  provided  by  Section  2.16,  the  minimum  amount  to  be 
credited  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Account  in  each  fiscal  year  occurring  after  the  issuance  of  such 
additional  Bonds  shall  be  increased  by  an  amount  which  shall  be  fixed  in  the  Supplemental  Ordi- 
nance authorizing  the  issuance  of  such  additional  Bonds;  provided,  however,  that  such  Supple- 
mental Ordinance  shall  provide  for  additional  amounts  to  be  credited  to  the  Sinking  Fund 
Account  sufficient  to  retire  the  principal  of  such  additional  Bonds  at  maturity. 

Retirement  of  Bonds  in  any  fiscal  year  through  purchases  and  redemptions  pursuant  to  Sec- 
tion 4.01  by  the  application  of  funds  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Account  shall  be  pro- 
rated between: 

(a)  The  principal  amount  of  Bonds  issued  as  provided  by  Section  2.02;  and 

(b)  The  principal  amount  of  Bonds  issued  as  provided  by  Section  2.15;  and 

(c)  The  principal  amount  of  Bonds  issued  as  provided  by  Section  2.16; 

in  proportion  to  the  respective  principal  amounts  to  be  retired  through  Minimum  Sinking 
Fund  Payments  by  January  1  of  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year  as  required  by  this  Ordinance 
and  the  Supplemental  Ordinance  or  Ordinances  fixing  the  amounts  to  be  credited  in  such  fiscal 
year  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Account. 

Fourth:  Starting  with  the  fiscal  year  commencing  January  1,  1959,  in  each  fiscal  year  to 
the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account,  out  of  the  balance  remaining  after  making  any  required 
deposits  in  such  year  to  the  Interest  Account,  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account  and  the  Sinking 
Fund  Account  the  sum  of  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars  ($20,000)  in  each  fiscal  year  up  to 
December  31,  1961  and  the  sum  of  Six  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($600,000)  in  each  fiscal 
year  thereafter,  until  there  shall  have  been  accumulated  in  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account 
the  sum  of  Two  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,500,000)  ;  provided,  however, 
that  if  less  than  the  amount  required  to  be  deposited  in  this  Account  in  any  fiscal  year  shall 
be  so  deposited,  the  requirement  therefor  shall  nevertheless  be  cumulative  and  the  amount  of 
such  deficiency  shall  be  added  to  the  amount  required  to  be  deposited  in  this  Account  in  each 
fiscal  year  thereafter,  until  such  time  as  such  deficiency  shall  have  been  so  deposited  or  until  there 
shall  have  been  accumulated  in  this  Account  the  sum  of  Two  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand 
Dollars  ($2,500,000). 

In  the  event  additional  Bonds  are  issued  under  the  provisions  of  Section  2.15,  the  limit  set 
forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph  for  the  contribution  to  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  in 
any  fiscal  year  after  December  31,  1961  and  the  limit  set  forth  as  to  the  amount  which  may  be 
accumulated  in  said  Account,  shall  be  increased  by  amounts  bearing  the  same  ratio  to  the  respec- 
tive amounts  set  forth  as  maximum  in  the  preceding  paragraph  as  the  principal  amount  of  Bonds 
issued  under  the  provisions  of  Section  2.15  bears  to  the  principal  amount  of  Bonds  issued  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  2.02.  In  the  event  additional  Bonds  are  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  2.16,  the  aforementioned  maximums  shall  be  increased  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
contained  in  the  Supplemental  Ordinance  authorizing  such  Bonds. 

Moneys  held  for  the  credit  of  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  shall  be  held  as  a  reserve 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  cost  of  major  repairs,  renewals  and  replacements  of  terminal 
buildings,  landing  areas,  aprons,  and  related  facilities,  equipment  or  otherwise,  at  the  Airport, 
whether  caused  by  normal  wear  or  tear  or  by  unusual  and  extraordinary  occurrences,  provided 
the  making  of  such  repairs,  renewals  or  replacements  is  approved  by  the  Consulting  Engineer, 
as  evidenced  by  his  certificate,  and  in  the  case  of  an  insufficiency  of  moneys  to  pay  the  Operation 
and  Maintenance  Expenses,  all  expenses  chargeable  as  Operation  and  Maintenance  Expenses 
under  the  terms  of  this  Ordinance;  and  shall  be  disbursed  only  for  such  purposes,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided.  Disbursements  from  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  cost  of  major  repairs,  renewals  and  replacements,  shall  be  made  in  the  same  manner, 
and  subject  to  the  same  conditions,  as  is  provided  in  Section  3.01  with  respect  to  disbursements 
from  the  General  Construction  Account  of  the  Construction  Fund. 
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If  at  any  time  the  amount  in  the  Interest  Account  and  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account 
shall  be  insufficient  for  the  purposes  of  paying  the  interest  on  the  Bonds  as  such  interest  becomes 
due,  or  for  the  purpose  of  making  any  of  the  required  payments  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Account, 
then  the  City  shall  transfer  from  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  to  the  Interest  Account,  Debt 
Service  Reserve  Account  or  Sinking  Fund  Account,,  as  the  case  may  be,  an  amount  sufficient  to 
make  up  any  such  deficiency. 

Any  moneys  in  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  which  shall  be  used  or  transferred  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  restored  by  the  City  from  the  first  available  moneys  in  the  Revenue  Fund,  subject 
to  the  same  conditions  as  are  hereinabove  provided  for  deposits  to  the  credit  of  this  Account. 

Fifth:  Emergency  Reserve  Account.  To  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  out  of  the  balance 
remaining,  after  making  the  deposits  to  the  respective  accounts  hereinabove  referred  to,  an 
amount  in  each  fiscal  year  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  amounts  included  in  Airport  Expense  as 
defined  in  the  Airport  Use  Agreement  for  such  year  on  account  of  depreciation  and  interest 
referred  to  in  subparagraphs  (1)  (b)  and  (c)  of  Section  15.07  of  the  Airport  Use  Agreement. 

Moneys  held  to  the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  shall  be  used  to  the  extent 
hereinafter  provided,  and  to  the  extent  so  used  shall  be  treated  as  Revenues,  for  any  period  of 
time  during  which  the  Airport  may  be  closed,  by  any  order  or  direction  of  City  or  any  other 
governmental  authority  or  agency,  or  by  any  order  or  direction  of  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion, for  the  landing  or  taking  off  of  all  turbo  jet  powered  aircraft  operated  by  Airline  Parties 
as  defined  in  the  Airport  Use  Agreement  which  at  the  time  are  landing  and  taking  off,  in  the 
course  of  normal  operations,  at  one  or  more  airports  having  facilities  similar  to  those  at  the  Air- 
port. Moneys  to  the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  shall  be  applied  monthly  and  be 
so  used  to  the  aggregate  extent,  and  only  to  such  extent,  that  agreements  between  the  City  and 
such  Airline  Parties  provide  for  the  abatement  of  rentals  in  the  event  of  such  closing. 

Moneys  held  to  the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  shall  also  be  used  at  any  time 
for  the  purpose  of  making  required  deposits  to  the  Interest  Account  and  Sinking  Fund  Account 
when  there  are  no  other  funds  available  for  such  deposits. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  there  may  be  deposited  by  the  City  from  time  to  time  in  the 
Emergency  Reserve  Account  such  other  sum  or  sums  not  constituting  Revenues,  as  may  be 
permitted  by  law. 

Sixth:  To  the  extent  that  Revenues  accrued  during  each  fiscal  year,  as  shown  in  the 
audited  statement  of  the  Independent  Certified  Public  Accountants,  referred  to  in  Section  6.08, 
exceed  Airport  Expense  for  such  fiscal  year,  as  defined  in  Section  15.07(1)  of  the  Airport  Use 
Agreement,  such  excess  shall  be  considered  deferred  income  and  as  Revenues  of  the  next 
succeeding  year  for  all  purposes  of  this  Ordinance. 

All  Revenues  accrued  during  the  fiscal  year  for  which  such  audited  statement  is  rendered, 
which  Revenues  have  not  been  allocated  for  Operation  and  Maintenance  Expenses,  nor  deposited 
or  allocated  for  deposit  in  the  several  Accounts  set  forth  in  this  Section  5.03  (2)  First  through 
Fifth,  inclusive,  nor  considered  Revenues  of  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year,  shall  be  allocated 
to  the  Sinking  Fund  and  deposited  therein  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  in  any  fiscal  year  in  which  the  minimum  Flight  Fee  is  in 
effect  as  provided  in  the  Airport  Use  Agreement,  all  Revenues  accrued  during  such  fiscal  year  in 
excess  of  the  required  allocations  to  Operation  and  Maintenance  Expenses  and  the  Accounts 
provided  for  in  this  Section  5.03(2),  First  through  Fifth,  inclusive,  shall  be  allocated  to  the 
Sinking  Fund. 

The  City  Comptroller  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to  any  interest  payment  date  and  at  least  fifteen 
days  prior  to  the  principal  payment  date  or  redemption  date  of  any  Bonds  shall  make  provision  for 
and  transfer  from  the  proper  account  and  deposit  with  the  Paying  Agent  funds  sufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  then  due,  redemption  premium,  if  any,  and  the  principal  at  maturity. 
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If  and  when  there  are  sufficient  funds  in  the  Interest  Account,  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account  and 
Sinking  Fund  Account  at  any  time  to  call  and  redeem  all  of  the  outstanding  Bonds  at  the  next  succeeding 
redemption  date,  said  funds  shall  be  used  for  that  purpose  and  said  Bonds  shall  be  called  and  redeemed 
on  the  next  succeeding  redemption  date. 

Section  5.04.  Exception  as  to  Default.  Anything  in  this  Ordinance  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing, if  the  City  shall  comply  with  all  other  provisions  of  Section  5.03,  the  fact  that  the  total  deposits  to 
be  credited  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Account,  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  or  the  Emergency  Reserve 
Account  in  any  fiscal  year  shall  be  less  than  the  amount  required  will  not  constitute  an  event  of  default 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

Section  5.05.  Investment  of  Funds.  All  moneys  held  by  the  Depositary  in  the  Revenue  Fund  may 
be  invested  in  direct  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America  which  shall  mature  or  which  shall  be 
subject  to  redemption  by  the  holder  thereof  at  the  option  of  such  holder  prior  to  the  date  such  funds  shall 
be  required  for  payment  of  Operation  and  Maintenance  Expenses  or  for  allocation  to  any  Accounts.  All 
moneys  held  by  the  Depositary  to  the  credit  of  the  Interest  Account  and  Sinking  Fund  Account  shall  be 
invested,  insofar  as  may  be  practicable,  in  direct  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America  which  shall 
mature  or  which  shall  be  subject  to  redemption  by  the  holder  thereof  at  the  option  of  such  holder  not  later 
than  fifteen  days  prior  to  the  date  such  funds  shall  be  required  for  payment  of  interest  due  on  any  Bonds 
for  investments  made  for  the  account  of  the  Interest  Account  and  not  later  than  fifteen  days  prior  to  the 
date  provided  for  redemption  of  any  Bonds  for  investments  made  for  the  Sinking  Fund  Account.  Moneys 
held  by  the  Depositary  for  the  credit  of  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account,  Reserve  Maintenance  Account, 
and  Emergency  Reserve  Account  shall  be  invested  in  direct  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America 
which  shall  mature  or  which  shall  be  subject  to  redemption  by  the  holder  thereof  at  the  option  of  such 
holder  not  later  than  five  years  from  the  date  of  purchase  thereof. 

Obligations  purchased  as  an  investment  of  moneys  in  the  Revenue  Fund,  or  any  Account  named  in 
the  preceding  paragraph,  shall  be  deemed  at  all  times  to  be  a  part  of  such  Fund  or  Account.  The  interest 
accruing  on  and  any  profit  realized  from  any  investment  of  moneys  in  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account 
or  Emergency  Reserve  Account  shall  be  credited  to  such  Account,  and  any  loss  resulting  from  such 
investment  shall  be  charged  to  such  Account,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  amounts  credited  to  the 
Reserve  Maintenance  Account  exceed  the  maximum  as  provided  by  this  Ordinance.  Interest  accruing  on 
and  profit  realized  from  the  investment  of  moneys  in  the  Interest  Account,  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account, 
Sinking  Fund  Account  and  the  unallocated  portion  of  the  Revenue  Fund  shall  be  credited  to  the  un- 
allocated portion  of  the  Revenue  Fund  and  allocated  as  Revenues  in  the  order  of  priority  provided  by 
Section  5.03,  and  any  loss  resulting  from  any  such  investment  shall  be  deemed  an  Operation  and  Main- 
tenance Expense  and  be  restored  to  such  Accounts  or  Fund  from  the  first  available  Revenues. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Covenants  of  the  City 

Section  6.01.  Equality  of  Security.  All  Bonds,  regardless  of  the  date  of  issue  and  sale,  shall  be 
secured  by  a  lien  on  the  Net  Revenues  of  the  Airport  and  on  all  accounts  or  funds  created  therefrom  and 
on  all  funds  and  securities  held  by  the  Depositary,  any  Paying  Agent  and  the  Fiscal  Agent  hereunder  and 
on  all  income,  interest  or  profits  thereon;  and  all  Revenues  and  funds  remaining  from  time  to  time  in  the 
accounts  as  provided  herein  are  pledged  to  and  constitute  a  trust  fund  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of 
the  Airport  and  for  the  security  and  payment  of  or  redemption  of  and  the  security  and  payment  of  interest 
on  all  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  terms  thereof  and  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  applicable  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  shall  not  be  used  for  any 
other  purpose  except  as  expressly  permitted  by  the  terms  of  this  Ordinance,  so  long  as  any  Bonds  remain 
outstanding  and  unpaid.  The  Bonds  shall  be  payable  as  provided  herein  only  out  of  such  Revenues  and 
funds  pledged  hereunder.  The  City  is  hereby  constituted  a  trustee  to  receive,  hold  and  disburse,  as  in  this 
Ordinance  provided,  all  funds  received  by  it  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  and  is  also 
hereby  constituted  a  trustee  to  administer,  allocate  and  disburse,  as  in  this  Ordinance  provided,  all  funds 
received  by  it  with  all  the  powers  and  duties  herein  prescribed.  The  Depositary  is  hereby  constituted  a 
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trustee  to  receive,  hold  and  disburse  all  funds  received  by  it  under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  with 
the  powers  and  duties  herein  prescribed. 

Neither  the  Depositary,  the  Fiscal  Agent,  nor  any  Paying  Agent  shall  be  responsible  for  any  loss 
resulting  from  any  failure  on  the  part  of  the  City  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  or  for 
any  failure  on  the  part  of  the  City  to  transmit  Revenues  to  the  Depositary,  the  Fiscal  Agent  or  any  Paying 
Agent,  or  for  the  misapplication  of  Revenues  by  the  City  contrary  to  the  provisions  hereof.  Nothing  con- 
tained herein,  however,  shall  prevent  the  Depositary  within  its  discretion,  from  making  any  investigation 
or  taking  any  action  which  it  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable  in  the  interest  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds 
with  respect  to  the  proper  custody  and  application  of  Revenues  in  accordance  with  this  Ordinance. 

Section  6.02.  Equality  of  Bonds.  All  Bonds  authorized  hereunder  shall  rank  equally  as  to  security, 
regardless  of  the  time  or  times  of  their  issue,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  no  priority  one  over  another,  vAth 
respect  to  any  Revenues  or  other  funds  pledged  as  security  therefor  or  available  for  the  payment  thereof, 
except  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance, 

Section  6.03.  Punctual  Payment.  The  City  covenants  that  it  will  duly  and  punctually  pay  or  cause 
to  be  paid  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  all  Bonds  authorized  hereunder,  together  with  the  premium 
thereon,  if  any  be  payable,  and  all  sinking  fund  payments  due  hereunder  in  strict  conformity  with  the 
terms  of  such  Bonds  and  of  this  Ordinance,  and  that  it  will  faithfully  observe  and  perform  all  the  condi- 
tions, covenants  and  requirements  of  this  Ordinance  and  of  the  Bonds  issued  hereunder. 

Section  6.04.  Against  Encumbrances  or  Sale  of  the  Airport.  The  City  covenants  that  it  will  not 
create,  or  give,  or  permit  the  creation  or  giving,  of  any  mortgage,  lien  or  pledge  on  any  City-owned 
personal  or  real  property  or  equipment  constructed,  purchased  or  used  in  connection  with  the  Airport  and 
the  operation  thereof  or  upon  any  Revenues  or  other  funds  pledged  or  held  hereunder,  except  as  security 
for  all  the  Bonds  issued  hereunder,  and  that  it  will  not  permit  the  sale,  or  other  disposition  of  the  Airport, 
or  any  part  thereof,  but  the  City  may  sell  or  dispose  of  property  no  longer  required  for  the  Airport  in 
accordance  with  Section  7.05. 

Section  6.05.  Paying  Agents.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  remain  outstanding  the  City  will  at 
all  times  keep  in  each  city  in  which  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  expressed  to  be  payable,  as  to  either  princi- 
pal or  interest,  an  office  or  agency  where  the  Bonds  and  the  interest  coupons  which  by  their  terms  are 
payable  in  such  city  may  be  presented  for  payment. 

Section  6.06.  Limitation  upon  Amendatory  Ordinances.  The  City  v^dll  not  adopt  any  ordinance  or 
take  any  action  or  proceeding  for  the  purpose  of  amending,  altering  or  modifying  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance,  except  in  the  manner  and  subject  to  the  limitations  set  forth  in  Article  IX. 

Section  6.07.  Insurance.  The  City  will  take  out  and  maintain  or  cause  to  be  taken  out  and 
maintained  or  otherwise  provide  for  (i)  fidelity  insurance  or  a  fidelity  bond  or  bonds  covering  all  employees 
of  the  City,  at  any  time  employed  at  the  Airport,  who  receive  or  handle  Revenues  of  the  Airport,  in  an 
amount  sufficient  to  cover  the  maximum  amount  of  Revenues  so  received  or  handled  by  each  such  employee 
during  any  calendar  week;  (ii)  fidelity  insurance  or  fidelity  bond  or  bonds  covering  all  City  Officials  who 
receive  or  handle  any  Revenues  of  the  Airport  or  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  Bonds;  (iii)  public  liability 
insurance  in  an  amount  of  not  less  than  $200,000  for  injuries,  including  death,  to  any  one  person,  and, 
subject  to  the  same  limitation  for  each  person,  in  an  amount  of  not  less  than  $3,000,000  for  injuries, 
including  death,  to  two  or  more  persons  on  account  of  any  one  accident  in  connection  with  the  operation 
of  the  Airport;  (iv)  builders'  risk  insurance,  and  (v)  so  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  herein  authorized 
remain  outstanding,  a  so-called  "fire  and  extended  coverage  policy  or  policies,"  on  the  City-owned  prop- 
erty at  the  Airport,  which  policy  or  policies  without  in  any  way  limiting  the  scope  or  effect  thereof,  shall 
specifically  insure  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  lightning,  collision,  explosion,  strikes,  riots,  civil  commo- 
tions, malicious  damage,  tornado  and  windstorm  to  the  greatest  amount  obtainable  having  due  regard  to 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  policies  and  the  coverage  of  risks  provided  thereunder,  which  coverage, 
however,  need  not  in  any  event  exceed  eighty  per  cent  (80%)  of  the  full  insurable  value  thereof.  All  such 
policies  shall  be  issued  by  a  responsible  insurance  company  or  companies. 
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All  such  policies  shall  name  the  City  as  an  insured  thereunder  and  such  p>olicies  or  certificates  of 
such  insurance  shall  be  deposited  with  the  City  Comptroller.  Proceeds  received  by  the  City  from  any 
and  all  such  insurance  on  account  of  damage  to,  or  destruction  of,  any  part  of  any  City-owned  property 
(except  proceeds  to  be  held  in  the  Construction  Fund  as  hereinafter  provided)  shall  be  held  by  the  City 
Treasurer  in  the  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Fund  in  a  special  account  as  security 
for  the  Bonds  issued  hereunder  until  paid  out  as  hereinafter  provided. 

The  City  covenants  that  immediately  after  any  substantial  damage  to  or  destruction  of  any  part  of 
any  City-owned  property  at  the  Airport  it  will  cause  the  Consulting  Engineer  to  prepare  or  approve  plans, 
specifications  and  estimate  of  cost  for  repairing  or  replacing  the  damaged  or  destroyed  property  (either  in 
accordance  with  the  original  or  a  different  design) ,  and  to  file  copies  of  such  estimate  with  the  Treasurer, 
City  Comptroller  and  Depositary,  and  the  proceeds  of  all  insurance  referred  to  hereinabove  shall  be  available 
for  and  to  the  extent  necessary  be  applied  to  the  repair,  replacement  or  reconstruction  of  the  damaged  or 
destroyed  property,  and  shall  be  disbursed  in  the  manner  and  upon  the  showings  hereinabove  provided 
for  in  Section  3.01  for  payments  from  the  General  Construction  Account  of  the  Construction  Fund. 

The  City  covenants  that  in  the  case  of  any  damage  to  or  destruction  of  any  part  of  any  City-owned 
property  at  the  Airport  if  the  cost  of  renewing,  replacing  or  reconstruction  of  the  damaged  or  destroyed 
property,  as  estimated  by  the  Consulting  Engineer,  shall  not  exceed  the  proceeds  of  insurance  and  other 
moneys  available  for  such  purpose,  it  will  forthwith  commence  and  diligently  proceed  with  the  immediate 
repair,  replacement  or  reconstruction  of  the  damaged  or  destroyed  property  according  to  plans  and 
specifications  prepared  or  approved  by  the  Consulting  Engineer. 

If  such  proceeds  are  more  than  sufficient  for  such  purpose,  the  balance  remaining  upon  completion 
of  the  renewing,  repairing  or  restoration  of  the  damaged  or  destroyed  property  shall  be  by  order  of  the 
City  Comptroller  deposited  by  the  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Account.  If  such  proceeds 
shall  be  insufficient  for  such  purpose,  the  deficiency  shall  be  supplied  by  the  City  from  any  moneys  in  the 
Reserve  Maintenance  Account. 

The  proceeds  of  any  such  insurance  received  on  account  of  damage  to  or  destruction  of  any  part  of 
any  City-owned  property  which  are  not  applied  or  committed  within  eighteen  months  after  their  receipt 
by  the  City  to  renewal,  replacement  or  reconstruction  of  the  damaged  or  destroyed  property  (unless 
it  has  been  prevented  from  so  doing  because  of  conditions  beyond  its  control)  shall  be  credited  by  the 
Treasurer  on  order  of  the  Comptroller  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Account,  unless  the  City  with  the  consent  of 
the  holders  of  a  majority  of  the  principal  amount  of  all  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  otherwise  direct. 

The  provisions  of  the  next  preceding  four  paragraphs  shall  not  be  applicable  to  proceeds  of  any  such 
insurance  received  on  account  of  damage  or  destruction  during  construction  of  any  improvement  being 
constructed  from  moneys  in  the  Construction  Fund,  but  such  proceeds  shall  be  held  by  the  City  Treas- 
urer in  the  Construction  Fund  and  used  and  applied  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  Section  3.01 
with  respect  to  the  moneys  in  the  Construction  Fund  available  for  the  construction  of  such  improvement. 

The  proceeds  of  any  fidelity  insurance  or  fidelity  bond  shall  be  credited  to  the  Revenue  Fund  and 
applied  as  any  other  Revenues. 

All  insurance  premiimis  payable  by  the  City  with  respect  to  the  foregoing  insurance  shall  be  considered 
an  Operation  and  Maintenance  Expense  except  premiums  for  insurance  on  improvements  during  con- 
struction, which  latter  premiums  shall  be  charged  to  the  Construction  Fund. 

The  City  shall  deliver  to  the  Depositary  and  mail  to  the  Principal  Underwriters  in  the  month  of 
March  of  each  year  a  schedule  signed  by  the  City  Comptroller  setting  forth  the  insurance  policies  then 
outstanding  and  in  force  upon  or  in  connection  with  or  incidental  to  the  Airport,  including  the  names 
of  the  insurers  which  have  issued  the  policies  and  the  amounts  thereof  and  the  property  or  risks  covered 
thereby  (including  liability  risks). 

Whenever  the  City  shall  fail  to  take  out  or  maintain  or  cause  to  be  taken  out  and  maintained  or  other- 
wise provided  lor  any  insurance  required  under  this  Ordinance  (either  as  to  class  of  risks  or  amount  thereof) 
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which  in  the  discretion  of  the  Depositary  is  obtainable  at  reasonable  cost  and  upon  reasonable  terms,  or 
is  deemed  by  the  Depositary,  upon  advice  of  an  independent  insurance  counselor,  to  be  necessary  or  desir- 
able in  the  interests  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds,  the  Depositary,  in  its  discretion,  may  effect  such  insur- 
ance in  the  name  of  the  City  and  bill  the  City  therefor. 

Section  6.08.  Accounts.  The  City  covenants  that  it  will  keep  and  provide  accurate  books  and 
records  of  account  showing  all  Revenues  received  from  the  Airport  and  the  rents,  fees,  rates  or  other 
charges  collected  for  any  use  thereof  or  for  any  service  rendered  by  the  City  in  the  operation  thereof, 
and  all  expenditures  relating  thereto,  showing  the  expenditures  for  operating,  maintaining  and  repairing 
the  Airport  and  that  all  such  books  and  records  shall  be  open  at  all  times  during  business  hours  to  the 
Depositary,  to  the  Principal  Underwriters,  and  to  the  holder  or  holders  of  not  less  than  ten  (10)  per  centum 
of  the  principal  amount  of  Bonds  then  outstanding,  or  his  or  their  representatives  duly  authorized  in 
writing.  Within  one  hundred  and  twenty  days  after  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year,  so  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds 
remain  outstanding,  the  City  will  prepare  and  file  with  the  Depositary,  Airport  Consultant  and  the  Principal 
Underwriters  a  statement  of  the  Revenues  and  expenditures  for  such  fiscal  year  and  a  balance  sheet,  taken 
at  the  close  of  such  fiscal  year,  for  the  Airport  accompanied  by  a  certificate  or  opinion  in  writing  of  an 
Independent  Certified  Public  Accountant  of  recognized  standing,  selected  by  the  City  and  satisfactory  to  the 
Depositary.  The  City  covenants  that  it  will  cause  a  consolidated  summary  of  such  Revenues  and  all 
expenditures  and  balance  sheet  for  the  Airport  to  be  published,  not  later  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  days 
after  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year,  in  a  daily  newspaper  printed  in  the  English  language  and  published  and 
of  general  circulation  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  Illinois.  Copies  of  such  consolidated  summary  as  so  published 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  Depositary  and  the  Principal  Underwriters  and  mailed  to  the  Holders  of  Bonds 
requesting  copies  thereof.  All  the  reports  and  other  documents  required  under  this  Ordinance  shall  be 
available  for  inspection  by  the  Holders  of  the  Bonds  at  the  office  of  the  City  Comptroller. 

Section  6.09.  Maintenance  of  Powers.  The  City  covenants  that  it  will  at  all  times  use  its  best 
efforts  to  keep  the  Airport  open  for  landings  and  takeolTs  of  aircraft  of  any  type  using  facilities  similar  to 
those  at  the  Airport  and  to  maintain  the  powers,  functions,  duties  and  obligations  now  reposed  in  it  pur- 
suant to  law,  and  will  not  at  any  time  voluntarily  do,  suffer  or  permit  any  act  or  thing  the  effect  of  which 
would  be  to  hinder,  delay  or  imperil  either  the  payment  of  the  indebtedness  evidenced  by  any  of  the  Bonds 
or  the  performance  or  observance  of  any  of  the  covenants  herein  contained.  If  at  any  time  the  City  is 
unable  to  keep  the  Airport  open  for  airport  purposes  as  herein  provided,  it  will  use  its  best  efforts,  to  the 
extent  permitted  by  law,  to  make  such  use  (including  use  for  other  than  airport  purposes)  and  take  such 
action  with  respect  to  the  Airport  so  as  to  produce  revenues  therefrom  in  accordance  with  proper  and 
efficient  business  practices. 

Section  6.10.  Further  Assurances.  The  City  covenants  that  it  will  make  or  adopt  and  execute,  or 
cause  to  be  made,  adopted  and  executed,  any  and  all  such  further  ordinances,  acts,  deeds,  conveyances, 
assignments  or  assurances  as  may  be  reasonably  required  for  effectuating  the  intention  of  this  Ordinance, 
and  for  the  better  assuring  and  confirming  unto  the  Holders  of  the  Bonds  of  the  rights  and  benefits 
provided  in  this  Ordinance.  The  City  further  covenants  that  it  will  use  its  best  efforts  to  enforce  collection 
of  all  amounts  due  it  from  the  use  and  operation  of  the  Airport. 

Section  6.11.    Prompt  Acquisition  and  Construction.    The  City  covenants  that  upon  the  receipt 

of  the  proceeds  of  Bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  Section  2.02,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  will 
forthwith  proceed  to  construct  the  Improvements  and  that  it  will  complete  such  construction  with  all 
expedition  practicable  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  or  approved  alterations  thereof. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  may  employ  an  Independent  Engineer  to  act  as  supervising  engineer 
to  co-ordinate  the  work  of  all  engineers  selected  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  with  the  advice  of  the 
Consulting  Engineer  to  expedite  all  work  to  the  end  that  all  construction,  authorized  by  this  Ordinance, 
will  be  completed  as  early  as  possible.

The  City  covenants  that  promptly  after  such  construction  has  been  completed,  it  will  deliver  to  the 
Depositary  a  certificate  signed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  approved  by  the  Consulting 
Engineer  stating  the  date  of  such  completion. 

Section  6.12.  Concessions.  The  City  shall  operate  the  Airport  in  a  manner  so  as  to  produce  rev- 
enues from  concessionaires  of  a  nature  and  amount  which  would  be  produced  by  a  reasonably  prudent 
operator  of  an  airport. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Administration  of  Airport 

Section  7.01.    Management.    The  City  covenants  that  while  any  of  the  Bonds  issued  hereunder  are 

outstanding,  in  order  to  assure  the  efficient  management  and  operation  of  the  Airport  and  to  assure  the 
Holders  of  the  Bonds  hereby  authorized  that  same  will  be  economically  and  efficiently  operated  on  the 
basis  of  sound  business  principles,  it  will  operate  and  maintain  the  Airport  under  the  direction  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Aviation  or  such  other  City  department  as  the  City  Council  may  from  time  to  time 
ordain. 

Section  7.02.    Maintenance  and  Operation  of  Airport.    The  City  covenants  that  at  all  times  it  will 

use  its  best  efforts  to  see  that  the  Airport  shall  at  all  times  be  operated  and  maintained  in  first  class  repair 
and  condition  and  in  such  manner  that  the  operating  efficiency  thereof  shall  be  of  the  highest  character 
and  so  that  all  lawful  orders  of  any  governmental  agency  or  authority  having  jurisdiction  in  the  premises 
shall  be  complied  with  (provided  the  City  shall  not  be  required  to  comply  with  any  such  orders  so  long  as 
the  validity  or  application  thereof  shall  be  contested  in  good  faith)  ;  and  that  it  will  use  its  best  efforts  to 
see  that  the  cost  of  such  operation  and  maintenance  shall  at  no  time  be  in  excess  of  Revenues  reasonably 
available  for  such  purposes  so  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  remain  outstanding.  The  City  will,  out  of  Rev- 
enues, from  time  to  time,  duly  pay  and  discharge,  or  cause  to  be  paid  and  discharged,  all  taxes  (if  any), 
assessments  or  other  governmental  charges  lawfully  imposed  upon  the  Airport  or  upon  any  part  thereof, 
or  upon  the  Revenues,  when  the  same  shall  become  due,  as  well  as  any  lawful  claim  for  labor,  materials,  or 
supplies  which,  if  unpaid,  might  by  law  become  a  lien  or  charge  upon  the  Airport,  or  which  might  impair 
the  security  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  7.03.  Consulting  Engineer  and  Airport  Consultant.  The  City  covenants  that  while  any  of 
the  Bonds  issued  hereunder  are  outstanding,  it  will  continuously  employ  a  Consulting  Engineer  experienced 
in  the  field  of  construction  and  physical  maintenance  of  airports  and  facilities  thereof  and  an  Airport  Con- 
sultant experienced  in  the  field  of  administration,  maintenance  and  operation  of  airports  and  facilities 
thereof,  each  of  whom  shall  have  no  financial  or  other  interest  in  the  ownership  or  operation  of  the 
Airport  or  any  activity  relating  thereto  aside  from  their  duties  in  their  respective  employed  capacities. 
The  Consulting  Engineer  and  the  Airport  Consultant  shall  each  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  subject  to 
approval  of  the  City  Council.  The  same  individual  or  firm  may  but  need  not  be  both  the  Consulting 
Engineer  and  the  Airport  Consultant  and  the  Consulting  Engineer  may  also  but  need  not  be  the 
co-ordinating  engineer  referred  to  in  Section  6.11. 

The  Airport  Consultant  shall  inspect  the  Airport  and  make  reports  thereon  and  advise  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  City  in  connection  with  the  administration,  maintenance  and  operation  thereof, 
including  recommendations  for  any  revisions  necessary  in  fees,  rates,  and  other  charges  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  and  shall  prepare  a  recommended  budget  for  operation  and  maintenance 
expenses  of  the  Airport.  Copies  of  each  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Airport  Consultant  shall  be 
sent  as  soon  as  available,  but  not  later  than  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  days  prior  to  the  commencement 
of  each  fiscal  year,  to  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  the  Comptroller  and  the  Budget  Director.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Airport  Consultant  in  the  preparation  of  the  recommended  budget  to  report  upon 
and  set  forth  his  advice  and  recommendations  with  respect  to  the  administration,  maintenance  and  opera- 
tion of  the  Airport  for  the  fiscal  year  preceding  the  year  budgeted  and  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  and 
other  advice  to  the  end  that  the  Airport  shall  at  all  times  while  any  of  the  Bonds  are  outstanding  be  oper- 
ated in  accordance  with  sound  business  principles  and  upon  an  efficient  basis.  The  Airport  Consultant

shall  attend  all  public  hearings  on  the  budget.  The  Airport  Consultant  shall  also  make  recommendations 
at  least  60  days  prior  to  January  1  and  July  1  of  each  fiscal  year  as  to  the  fees  for  the  landing  of  aircraft 
at  the  Airport  during  the  six-month  period  commencing  on  each  such  January  1  and  July  1  so  that  the 
Revenues  will  meet  the  requirements  of  this  Ordinance. 

The  Consulting  Engineer  shall  inspect  the  Airport  and  make  reports  on  the  physical  condition  thereof 
and  advise  and  make  recommendations  to  the  City  in  connection  with  the  physical  maintenance  thereof. 
Copies  of  each  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Consulting  Engineer  shall  be  sent  as  soon  as  available, 
but  not  later  than  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  days  prior  to  the  commencement  of  each  fiscal  year  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Aviation  and  shall  set  forth  the  advice  and  recommendations  of  the  Consulting 
Engineer  with  respect  to  the  physical  maintenance  of  the  Airport  and  other  advice  to  the  end  that  the 
Airport  shall  at  all  times  while  any  of  the  Bonds  are  outstanding  be  maintained  in  good  operating  order 
in  accordance  with  sound  business  principles  and  upon  an  efficient  basis. 

The  City  covenants  that  at  least  once  in  each  month  during  the  period  of  construction  of  the 
Improvements  it  will  cause  the  Consulting  Engineer  to  prepare  a  progress  report  in  connection  with  the 
construction  of  the  Improvements,  including  construction  comparisons  between  the  actual  time  elapsed 
and  the  actual  costs  and  the  estimates  of  such  time  and  costs,  which  shall  have  been  set  forth  in  a  state- 
ment prepared  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  and  filed  with  the  City.  Copies  of  such  progress  reports  shall 
be  filed  with  the  Depositary  and  mailed  to  the  Principal  Underwriters  and  to  the  Holders  of  Bonds  request- 
ing copies  thereof. 

Section  7.04.    Airport  Operation  and  Maintenance  Budget. 

(a)  The  Budget  Director,  according  to  law,  shall  prior  to  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal  year  prepare 
and  file  with  the  City  Clerk  a  preliminary  budget  of  operation  and  maintenance  expenses  of  the  Airport 
and  proposed  capital  expenditures  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year. 

(b)  The  City  shall  prepare  the  budget  ordinance  in  a  tentative  form,  and  in  this  form  shall  make 
the  ordinance  conveniently  available  to  public  inspection  for  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  final  action 
thereon,  by  publication  in  the  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  City  or  in  such  other  form  as  the  City 
may  prescribe.  Not  less  than  one  week  after  the  publication  of  this  tentative  budget  ordinance,  and  prior 
to  final  action  thereon,  the  City  shall  hold  at  least  one  public  hearing  thereon.  Notice  of  this  hearing  shall 
be  given  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  having  a  general  circulation  in  the  City  of  Chicago  at  least  one 
week  prior  to  the  time  of  the  hearing.  Such  preliminary  budget,  subject  to  amendment  and  final  adoption, 
shall  become  the  annual  budget  herein  provided  for  and  when  so  finally  adopted  is  herein  called  the 
"Budget".  In  this  connection  it  is  the  intent  of  the  parties  that  the  statutory  provisions  relating  to 
appropriations  be  complied  with. 

(c)  Limitations  on  Expenses.  The  City  shall  not  incur  expenses  for  operation  and  maintenance  of 
the  Airport  in  any  fiscal  year  in  excess  of  the  reasonable  and  necessary  amount  thereof,  and  the  City  shall 
not  expend  any  amount  or  incur  any  indebtedness  for  such  expenses  for  such  year  in  excess  of  the  amount 
provided  therefor  in  the  Budget  for  such  fiscal  year  as  finally  adopted  unless  such  expenditure  is  authorized 
by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the  City  Council;  provided,  however,  the  foregoing  shall  not  be 
applicable  to  any  provision  for  uncollectible  accounts  receivable. 

Section  7.05.  Limitation  on  Sales  of  Airport  Property.  The  City  shall  have  the  right  to  sell  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  any  property,  real  or  personal  no  longer  necessary,  appropriate  or  required  for  the 
use  of,  profitable  to,  or  for  the  best  interest  of  the  City  operation  of  the  Airport. 

The  net  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  any  such  property  acquired  by  funds  derived  from  the  sale  of 
any  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  or  from  Revenues,  as  defined  under  this  Ordinance,  shall 
be  used  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  properties  or  equipment  at  the  Airport,  if  necessary,  or  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  Sinking  Fund  Account  during  the  period  that  such  Bonds  are  outstanding. 

Section  7.06.  Leases  and  Concessions.  The  City  shall  have  the  right  for  any  term  of  years  to  let  to 
any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  or  grant  concessions  or  privileges  in,  any  land  of  the  Airport  or  any 
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building  or  structure  on  such  land  for  any  necessary  or  incidental  purpose  relating  to  the  operation  of  the 
Airport  or  for  any  purpose  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Airport  Consultant  does  not  in  any  way  interfere 
with  the  operation  of  the  Airport.  Any  income  derived  therefrom  by  City  shall  be  considered  Revenues. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Concerning  the  Appointment  of  Depositary,  Paying  Agents,  Registration  Agent, 

Events  of  Default  and  Remedies  on  Default 

Section  8.01.  Depositary  and  Paying  Agent.  The  City  Comptroller  shall  cause  to  be  set  up  suitable 
accounts  for  the  deposit  of  all  Revenues,  including  particularly  the  funds  set  forth  in  Article  V  hereof, 
and  for  the  payment  of  all  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon,  and  for  all  other  payments  provided  or 
required  by  this  Ordinance,  and  for  the  holding  of  all  reserves  created  under  this  Ordinance,  and  he  shall 
perform  the  duties  herein  imposed  upon  him  by  the  terms  of  this  Ordinance.  The  City  Comptroller  is 
hereby  directed  to  make  deposits  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  and  Revenues  with  The  First 
National  Bank  of  Chicago,  a  banking  association,  a  qualified  depositary.  In  the  event  of  a  successor  or  suc- 
cessors being  appointed  as  authorized  by  Section  8.11,  the  City  shall  select  a  Depositary,  which  is  a 
banking  association  or  trust  company,  having  a  combined  capital  and  surplus  of  not  less  than  $10,000,000, 
for  the  deposit  of  funds  to  be  held  by  the  Depositary  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance.  The  Depositary  so 
selected,  upon  delivery  to  the  City  Comptroller  of  its  written  acceptance  of  such  appointment,  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  the  successor  Depositary.  The  Depositary  shall  be  the  Paying  Agent  of  the  City  in  the 
City  of  Chicago,  and  whenever  the  term  "Depositary"  is  used  herein  the  same  shall  mean  and  include 
the  Paying  Agent  in  the  City  of  Chicago. 

Section  8.02.  Registration  Agent.  The  Depositary  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  State  of  Illinois,  is 
hereby  appointed  as  Registration  Agent  for  the  purpose  of  registering,  transferring  and  exchanging  the 
Bonds  as  in  this  Ordinance  provided,  and  the  City  Comptroller  agrees  to  take  all  legal  action  necessary 
or  proper  to  constitute  said  Depositary  as  Registration  Agent  hereunder. 

Section  8.03.  New  York  Paying  Agent.  Principal  of  fully  Registered  Bonds  and  principal  and 
interest  of  Coupon  Bonds  shall  also  be  payable  at  the  Fiscal  Agent  of  the  City  of  Chicago  in  the  City  of 
New  York. 

Section  8.04.  Liability  of  Agents.  The  recitals  of  fact  and  all  promises,  covenants  and  agree- 
ments herein  and  in  the  Bonds  contained  shall  be  taken  as  statements,  promises,  covenants  and  agreements 
of  the  City,  and  neither  the  City  Treasurer,  City  Comptroller,  nor  any  Depositary  duly  appointed,  nor  any 
Registration  Agent,  Fiscal  Agent  or  Paying  Agent,  assumes  any  responsibility  for  the  correctness  of  the  same, 
or  makes  any  representations  as  to  the  validity  or  sufficiency  of  this  Ordinance  or  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons, 
or  shall  incur  any  responsibility  in  respect  thereof,  other  than  in  connection  with  the  duties  or  obligations 
herein  or  in  the  Bonds  assigned  to  or  imposed  upon  them,  respectively. 

Section  8.05.  Security  for  Deposit.  The  City  Comptroller  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
take  all  necessary  steps  to  require  and  secure  from  each  Depositary,  Paying  Agent  and  Fiscal  Agent, 
security  if  any,  required  by  law  for  all  Revenues  and  other  funds  deposited  with  or  held  by  such  agents 
hereunder. 

Section  8.06.  Notice  to  Agents.  Depositary,  and  every  agent  appointed  and  acting  hereunder, 
shall  be  protected  in  acting  upon  any  notice,  ordinance,  resolution,  request,  consent,  order,  certificate, 
report,  bond  or  other  paper  or  document  believed  by  it  to  be  genuine  and  to  have  been  signed  or 
presented  by  the  proper  party  or  parties. 

Neither  the  Depositary  nor  any  Paying  Agent,  Fiscal  Agent  or  Registration  Agent,  respectively,  shall  be 
bound  to  recognize  any  person  as  the  holder  of  a  Bond  unless  and  until  such  Bond  is  submitted  for 
inspection,  if  required,  and  his  title  thereto  satisfactorily  established,  if  disputed. 

Whenever  the  Depositary,  the  Fiscal  Agent,  the  Registration  Agent  or  any  Paying  Agent,  respectively, 
shall  deem  it  necessary  or  desirable  that  a  matter  be  proved  or  established  prior  to  taking  or  suffering 
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any  action  hereunder,  such  matter  (unless  other  evidence  in  respect  thereof  be  herein  specifically  pre- 
scribed) may  be  deemed  to  be  conclusively  proved  and  established  by  a  certificate  of  the  City,  and  such 
certificate  shall  be  full  warrant  for  any  action  taken  or  suffered  under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
or  any  supplemental  ordinance,  but  in  its  discretion  said  Depositary  and  each  such  agent,  respectively, 
may,  in  lieu  thereof,  accept  other  evidence  of  such  fact  or  matter  or  may  require  such  further  or  addi- 
tional evidence  as  to  it  may  seem  reasonable. 

Section  8.07.  Events  of  Default;  Application  of  Revenues.  The  City  shall  be  in  default  herein  if 
one  or  more  of  the  following  events  (herein  called  "events  of  default")  shall  happen,  to  wit: 

(a)  If  default  shall  be  made  in  the  due  and  punctual  payment  of  the  principal  of  any  Bond 

when  and  as  the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable; 

(b)  If  default  shall  be  made  in  the  due  and  punctual  payment  of  any  installment  of  interest  on 
any  Bond  when  and  as  such  interest  installment  shall  become  due  and  payable,  and  such  default  shall 
have  continued  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days; 

(c)  If  default  shall  be  made  in  the  due  and  punctual  payment  or  satisfaction  of  any  Sinking 
Fund  payment  when  and  as  such  Sinking  Fund  payment  shall  become  due  and  payable  as  in  this 
Ordinance  or  any  supplemental  ordinance  expressed,  (unless  under  the  provisions  of  Section  5.04  of 

this  Ordinance  such  failure  shall  not  be  deemed  a  default)  and  such  default  shall  have  continued  for 
a  period  of  one  hundred  eighty  (180)  days; 

(d)  If  default  shall  be  made  by  the  City  in  the  observance  of  any  other  covenants,  agreements  or 
conditions  on  its  part  in  this  Ordinance  or  any  supplemental  ordinance  or  in  the  Bonds  contained 
(unless  under  the  provisions  of  Section  5.04  of  this  Ordinance,  such  failure  shall  not  be  deemed  a 
default),  and  such  default  shall  have  continued  for  a  period  of  ninety  (90)  days  after  written  notice 
thereof  given  to  the  City  by  the  Depositary  setting  forth  the  nature  of  such  default. 

Then  and  in  each  and  every  such  case  and  so  long  as  such  event  of  default  shall  continue,  the  holders 
of  not  less  than  twenty  per  cent  (20%)  of  the  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  at  the  time  outstanding  shall 
be  entitled,  upon  notice  in  writing  to  the  City,  to  declare  the  principal  of  all  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding 
hereunder  and  the  interest  accrued  thereon  to  be  due  and  payable  immediately,  and  upon  any  such  declara- 
tion the  same  shall  become  and  shall  be  immediately  due  and  payable,  anything  in  this  Ordinance  or  in 
the  Bonds  contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

All  of  the  Net  Revenues  of  the  Airport  including  all  sums  in  the  Revenue  Fund  provided  for  in 
Article  V  upon  the  date  of  the  happening  of  any  event  of  default  and  all  Net  Revenues  thereafter 
received  by  the  City  or  Depositary  hereunder  shall  be  applied  by  the  City  and  the  Depositary  in  the  order 
following  upon  presentation  of  the  several  Bonds  and  coupons,  and  the  stamping  thereon  of  the  payment 
if  only  partially  paid,  or  upon  the  surrender  thereof  if  fully  paid: 

First,  to  the  payment  of  the  costs  and  expenses  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  in  declaring  such 
event  of  default,  including  reasonable  compensation  to  their  agents,  attorneys  and  counsel,  and  to  the 
payment  of  the  cost  and  expenses  of  the  Depositary,  acting  as  trustee  and  attorney  in  fact  for  the 
Bondholders  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Section  8.07,  including  reasonable  compensation  to 
its  agents,  attorneys  and  counsel; 

Second,  in  case  the  principal  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  have  become  due  and  shall  not  then  be  due 
and  payable,  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  in  default  in  the  order  of  the  maturity  of  the  installments 
of  such  interest,  with  interest  on  the  overdue  installments  at  the  rate  of  five  (5)  per  cent  per  annum, 
such  payments  to  be  made  ratably  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto  without  discrimination  or  preference; 

Third,  in  case  the  principal  of  the  Bonds  shall  have  become  and  shall  be  then  due  and  payable, 
to  the  payment  of  the  whole  amount  then  owing  and  unpaid  upon  the  Bonds  for  principal  and  inter- 
est, with  interest  on  the  overdue  principal  and  installments  of  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  (5)  per  cent 
per  annum,  and  in  case  such  moneys  shall  be  insufficient  to  pay  in  full  the  whole  amount  so  owing 
and  unpaid  upon  the  Bonds,  then  to  the  payment  of  such  principal  and  interest  without  preference  or 
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priority  of  principal  over  interest,  or  of  interest  over  principal,  or  of  any  installment  of  interest  over 
any  other  installment  of  interest,  ratably  to  the  aggregate  of  such  principal  and  interest. 

Section  8.08.  Rights  of  Holders  of  Bonds  upon  Default.  Subject  to  any  contractual  limitations 
binding  upon  the  holders  of  any  of  the  Bonds  (including  the  provisions  of  Section  8.09  and  any  other 
limitations  herein  upon  the  exercise  of  any  remedy  to  holders  holding  a  specific  proportion  or  percentage 
of  the  Bonds),  any  holder  of  Bonds  shall  have  the  right,  for  the  equal  benefit  and  protection  of  all  holders 
of  Bonds  similarly  situated: 

(a)  By  mandamus  or  other  suit,  action  or  proceeding  at  law  or  in  equity  to  enforce  his  rights 
against  the  City  and  the  City  Council  and  any  of  its  officers,  agents  and  employees,  and  to  require 
and  compel  the  City  or  the  City  Council  or  any  such  officers,  agents  or  employees,  to  perform  and 
carry  out  its  and  their  duties  and  obligations  under  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  its  and  their 
covenants  and  agreements  with  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  or  any  sup- 
plemental ordinance; 

(b)  By  action  or  suit  in  equity  to  require  the  City  and  the  City  Council  to  account  as  if  they 
were  the  trustee  of  an  express  trust;  or 

(c)  By  action  or  suit  in  equity  to  enjoin  any  acts  or  things  which  may  be  unlawful  or  in  viola- 
tion of  the  rights  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds. 

No  remedy  conferred  hereby  upon  any  holder  of  Bonds  is  intended  to  be  exclusive  of  any  other 
remedy,  but  each  such  remedy  is  cumulative  and  in  addition  to  every  other  remedy  and  may  be  exercised 
without  exhausting  and  without  regard  to  any  other  remedy  conferred  hereby.  No  waiver  of  any  default  or 
breach  of  duty  or  contract  by  the  holder  of  any  Bond  shall  extend  to  or  shall  affect  any  subsequent  de- 
fault or  breach  of  duty  or  contract  or  shall  impair  any  rights  or  remedies  thereon.  No  delay  or  omission 
of  the  holder  of  any  Bond  to  exercise  any  right  or  power  accruing  upon  any  default  shall  impair  any  such 
right  or  power  or  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  waiver  of  any  such  default  or  acquiescence  therein.  Every 
substantive  right  and  every  remedy  conferred  upon  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  may  be  enforced  and  exer- 
pised  from  time  to  time  and  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  expedient.  In  case  any  suit,  action  or  proceeding 
to  enforce  any  right  or  exercise  any  remedy  shall  be  brought  or  taken  and  then  discontinued  or  abandoned, 
or  shall  be  determined  adversely  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds,  then,  and  in  every  such  case,  the  City  and 
the  holders  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  restored  to  their  former  positions  and  rights  and  remedies  as  if  no  such 
suit,  action  or  proceeding  had  been  brought  or  taken. 

Section  8.09.  Depositary  to  Act  as  Trustee  for  Bondholders.  The  Depositary  appointed  (and  the 
successive  respective  holders  and  registered  owners  of  the  Bonds  and  interest  coupons,  by  taking  and 
holding  the  same,  shall  be  conclusively  deemed  to  have  so  appointed  the  Depositary)  shall  act  as  Trustee 
to  represent  the  Bondholders  in  the  matter  of  exercising  and  prosecuting  on  their  behalf  such  rights  and 
remedies  as  may  be  available  to  such  holders  under  the  provisions  of  the  Bonds  and  this  Ordinance  as  well 
as  under  the  Law  or  other  provisions  of  applicable  law.  Upon  any  default  or  other  occasion  giving  rise 
to  a  right  of  such  Trustee  to  represent  the  Bondholders,  such  Trustee  may  take  such  action  on  behalf  of 
the  Bondholders  as  may  seem  appropriate  to  it  and,  upon  the  request  in  writing  of  the  holders  or  registered 
owners  of  twenty  (20)  per  cent  in  principal  amount  of  all  the  Bonds  then  outstanding,  which  request 
shall  specify  such  default  or  occasion  and  the  action  to  be  taken  by  the  Trustee,  and  upon  being  fur- 
nished with  indemnity  satisfactory  to  it,  such  Trustee  shall  take  such  action  on  behalf  of  the  Bondholders 
as  may  have  been  so  requested. 

Except  as  in  this  Section  8.09  provided,  no  holder  or  registered  owner  of  any  Bond  or  of  any  interest 
coupon  pertaining  to  any  Coupon  Bond  shall  have  any  right  by  virtue  or  by  availing  of  any  provision  of 
this  Ordinance  or  the  Law  or  other  provisions  of  applicable  law  to  institute  any  suit,  action  or  proceed- 
ing, at  law  or  in  equity,  for  the  appointment  of  any  trustee  in  bankruptcy,  receiver,  liquidator  or  custo- 
dian of  the  Revenues  and  other  funds  pledged  or  held  hereunder,  unless  such  holder  or  registered  owner 
shall  previously  have  given  to  the  Trustee  written  notice  of  an  existing  default,  and  unless,  also,  there  shall 
have  been  tendered  to  the  Trustee  security  and  indemnity  satisfactory  to  it  against  all  costs,  expenses  and 
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liabilities  which  might  be  incurred  in  or  by  reason  of  such  action,  suit  or  proceeding,  and  unless,  also, 
the  holders  or  registered  owners  of  twenty  (20)  per  cent  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  all  the  Bonds 
then  outstanding  shall  have  requested  the  Trustee  in  writing  to  take  action  with  respect  to  such  default 
and  the  Trustee  shall  have  declined  to  take  such  action  or  failed  so  to  do  within  thirty  (30)  days  thereafter; 
it  being  intended  that  no  one  or  more  holders  or  registered  owners  of  Bonds  or  interest  coupons  shall  have 
any  right  in  any  manner  to  institute  or  prosecute  any  action,  suit  or  proceeding  for  the  appointment  of 
a  trustee  in  bankruptcy,  receiver,  liquidator  or  custodian  of  the  Revenues  and  other  funds  pledged  or  held 
hereunder,  except  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  and  for  the  equal,  proportionate  benefit  of  all  holders 
and  registered  owners  of  outstanding  Bonds  and  interest  coupons;  provided  that  nothing  contained  in  this 
Ordinance  or  in  the  Bonds  shall  affect  or  impair  the  obligation  to  pay  the  principal  of,  premium  (if  any) 
and  the  interest  on  the  Bonds  as  therein  provided,  or  shall  affect  or  impair  the  right  of  action,  which 
is  absolute  and  unconditional,  of  the  holders  or  registered  owners  of  the  Bonds  to  otherwise  enforce  pay- 
ment thereof  by  virtue  of  the  contract  embodied  in  the  Bonds  and  in  this  Ordinance  and  the  Law  and 
other  applicable  statutes  and  provisions  of  law  or  to  enforce  any  of  the  covenants  or  provisions  in  the 
Bonds,  this  Ordinance,  the  Law,  or  other  applicable  statutes  or  provisions  of  law  except  as  hereinabove 
provided  with  respect  to  suits,  actions  or  proceedings  for  the  appointment  of  any  trustee  in  bankruptcy, 
receiver,  liquidator  or  custodian  of  the  Revenues  and  other  funds  pledged  or  held  hereunder. 

Section  8.10.  Depositary  Constituted  Attorney-in-Fact  for  Bondholders.  The  Depositary  is  hereby 
appointed  (and  the  successive  respective  holders  and  registered  owners  of  the  Bonds  and  interest  coupons 
issued  hereunder,  by  taking  and  holding  the  same,  shall  be  conclusively  deemed  to  have  so  appointed  it) 
the  true  and  lawful  attorney-in-fact  of  the  respective  holders  and  registered  owners  of  the  Bonds  and 
interest  coupons,  with  authority  to  make  or  file,  irrespective  of  whether  the  Bonds  or  any  of  them  are  in 
default  as  to  payment  of  principal  or  interest,  in  the  respective  names  of  the  holders  and  registered  owners 
of  the  Bonds  or  interest  coupons,  or  in  behalf  of  all  holders  and  registered  owners  of  the  Bonds,  or  of  inter- 
est coupons  pertaining  to  the  Bonds,  as  a  class  or  classes,  any  proof  of  debt,  amendment  of  proof  of  debt, 
petition  or  other  document,  to  receive  payment  of  any  sum  or  sums  becoming  distributable  on  account 
thereof,  and  to  execute  any  and  all  other  papers  and  documents  and  to  do  and  perform  any  and  all  acts 
and  things  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  respective  holders  of  the  Bonds  or  interest  coupons,  or  in  behalf  of  such 
holders  and  registered  owners  as  a  class  or  classes,  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  in  the  opinion  of  such 
attorney-in-fact  in  order  to  have  the  respective  claims  of  such  holders  or  registered  owners  of  Bonds  or 
interest  coupons  allowed  in  any  equity  receivership,  insolvency,  liquidation,  bankruptcy  or  other  proceed- 
ings to  which  the  City  may  at  any  time  be  a  party,  and  to  receive  payment  of  or  on  account  of  such  claims; 
and  each  and  every  receiver,  assignee  or  trustee  in  bankruptcy  is  hereby  authorized  by  each  of  the  respec- 
tive holders  and  registered  owners  of  the  Bonds  and  interest  coupons  to  make  such  payments  to  such 
attorney-in-fact,  and,  in  the  event  that  such  attorney-in-fact  shall  consent  to  the  making  of  such  payments 
directly  to  such  holders  or  registered  owners,  to  pay  to  such  attorney-in-fact  any  amount  which  may 
be  due  to  it  for  compensation  and  expenses,  including  counsel  fees,  incurred  by  it  up  to  the  date  of  such 
distribution. 

Section  8.11.  Resignation,  Merger,  Consolidation  or  Removal  of  Agents,  and  Appointment  of  Suc- 
cessor Agents.  Any  Depositary,  Paying  Agent,  Registration  or  Fiscal  Agent  appointed  hereunder  may 
resign  or  be  removed  by  the  City  at  any  time  upon  the  giving  of  not  less  than  thirty  (SP)  days  written  notice 
thereof.  It  may  be  discharged  of  its  duties  and  obligations  imposed  upon  it  by  accounting  to  the  City  as 
to  all  funds  and  securities  held  by  it  and  upon  the  delivery  of  said  funds,  securities,  and  all  books  and 
records  to  the  successor;  provided,  that  in  the  case  of  any  such  resignation  or  removal  the  City  shall  forth- 
with and  within  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  such  resignation,  or  simultaneously  with  any 
such  removal,  appoint  a  successor.  Any  successor  shall  deliver  to  the  City  Comptroller  an  acceptance  in 
writing  of  such  appointment  hereunder  and  shall  thereupon,  as  such  successor,  be  fully  vested  with  all 
moneys,  properties,  rights,  powers  and  duties  of  its  predecessor  with  like  force  and  effect  as  if  originally 
named  as  provided  by  this  Ordinance.  Any  company  into  which  any  agent  may  be  merged  or  with  which 
it  may  be  consolidated,  pursuant  to  any  proceedings  authorized  by  law,  shall  forthwith  become  and  be 
constituted  a  successor  agent  hereunder;  provided  that  such  merged  or  consolidated  company  is  then 
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authorized  under  applicable  law  to  perform  all  of  the  duties  and  obligations  imposed  upon  such  agent 
hereunder. 

ARTICLE  IX 
Modification  and  Amendment  of  the  Ordinance 

Section  9.01.  Amendment  by  Two-Thirds  Consent  of  Bondholders.  This  Ordinance  and  the  rights 
and  obligations  of  the  City  and  of  the  holders  and  registered  owners  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons  may  be 
modified  or  amended  at  any  time  by  ordinance  supplemental  hereto  adopted  by  the  City  Council  pursu- 
ant to  the  affirmative  vote  at  a  meeting  of  Bondholders,  or  with  the  written  consent  without  a  meeting,  of 
the  holders  of  662/3%  in  principal  amount  of  all  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding;  no  such  modification  or 
amendment  shall  extend  the  maturity  of  or  reduce  the  interest  rate  on,  or  otherwise  alter  or  impair  the 
obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  the  principal  or  interest  or  redemption  premiums  at  the  time  and  place  and 
at  the  rate  and  in  the  currency  provided  therein  of  any  Bond  without  the  express  consent  of  the  holder  or 
registered  owner  of  such  Bond,  nor  permit  the  creation  by  the  City  of  any  mortgage  or  pledge,  or  lien  on 
the  Airport,  or  upon  any  Revenues  or  other  funds  pledged  or  held  hereunder,  nor  reduce  the  percentage 
of  Bonds  required  for  the  affirmative  vote  or  written  consent  to  an  amendment  or  modification,  nor, 
without  the  written  assent  thereto,  modify  any  of  the  rights  or  obligations  of  the  Depositary,  the  Fiscal 
Agent  or  any  Paying  Agent  at  the  time  acting  hereunder. 

Section  9.02.  Bondholders'  Meetings.  The  City  Council  may  at  any  time  call  a  meeting  of  the 
holders  of  Bonds.  Every  such  meeting  shall  be  held  at  such  place  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  State  of  Illinois, 
as  may  be  specified  in  the  notice  calling  such  meeting.  Written  notice  of  such  meeting,  stating  the  place 
and  time  of  the  meeting  and  in  general  terms  the  business  to  be  submitted,  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Clerk 
to  the  Registration  Agent  who  shall  mail,  postage  prepaid,  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  nor  more  than 
sixty  (60)  days  before  such  meeting,  (a)  to  each  registered  owner  of  Bonds  then  outstanding,  at  his 
address,  if  any,  appearing  upon  the  books  of  the  Registration  Agent,  and  (b)  to  each  holder  of  any  Bond 
payable  to  bearer  who  shall  have  filed  with  the  Registration  Agent  an  address  for  notices,  and  such  notice 
shall  be  published  by  the  City  Clerk  at  least  once  a  week  for  two  (2)  successive  weeks  in  a  daily  news- 
paper published  in  the  English  language  and  having  a  general  circulation  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  State  of 
Illinois,  and  also  by  similar  publication  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  City  of  New  York,  State  of  New 
York,  the  first  such  publication  to  be  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the 
meeting;  provided,  however,  that  the  mailing  of  such  notice  shall  in  no  case  be  a  condition  precedent 
to  the  validity  of  any  action  taken  at  any  such  meeting. 

Section  9.03.  Attendance  in  Person  or  by  Proxy.  Attendance  and  voting  by  Bondholders  at  such 
meeting  may  be  in  person  or  by  proxy.  Owners  of  Registered  Bonds  may,  by  an  instrument  in  writing  under 
their  hands,  appoint  any  person  as  their  proxy  to  vote  at  any  meeting  for  them. 

In  order  that  holders  of  Bonds  payable  to  bearer  or  their  proxies  may  attend  and  vote  without  pro- 
ducing their  Bonds,  the  City  Council  may  make  and  from  time  to  time  vary  such  regulations  as  it  shall  think 
proper  for  the  deposit  of  Bonds  with,  or  exhibit  of  Bonds  to,  any  banks,  bankers,  trust  companies,  members 
of  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  or  Midwest  Stock  Exchange  or  other  depositaries  wherever  situated,  and 
for  the  issue  by  them,  to  the  persons  depositing  or  exhibiting  such  Bonds,  of  certificates  in  form  approved 
by  the  City  Comptroller  which  shall  constitute  proof  of  ownership  entitling  the  holders  thereof  to  be 
present  and  vote  at  any  such  meeting  and  to  appoint  proxies  to  represent  them  and  vote  for  them  at  any 
such  meeting  in  the  same  way  as  if  the  persons  so  present  and  voting  either  personally  or  by  proxy,  were 
the  actual  bearers  of  the  Bonds  in  respect  of  which  such  certificates  shall  have  been  issued  and  any  regu- 
lations so  made  shall  be  binding  and  effective.  Copies  of  such  regulations  shall  be  kept  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  City  Comptroller  in  Chicago,  Illinois.  Officers  or  nominees  of  the  City  may  be  present  or  represented 
at  such  meeting  and  taJte  part  therein,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote  thereat. 

Any  registered  owner  of  Bonds  or  any  holder  of  a  certificate  provided  for  in  this  Section  9.03  shall  be 
entitled  in  person  or  by  proxy  to  attend  and  vote  at  such  meeting  as  holder  of  the  Bonds  registered  or 
certified  in  his  name,  without  producing  such  Bonds.  All  others  seeking  to  attend  or  vote  at  such  meeting 
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in  person  or  by  proxy  must  produce  the  Bonds  claimed  to  be  owned  or  represented  at  such  meeting,  and 
all  persons  seeking  to  attend  or  vote  at  such  meeting  in  person  or  by  proxy  shall,  if  required,  produce  such 
further  proof  of  Bond  ownership  or  personal  identity  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  City  Comptroller.  All 
proxies  presented  at  any  meeting  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Inspectors  of  Votes  and  filed  with  the  City 
Comptroller. 

Section  9.04.  Chairman.  Persons  named  by  the  City  Comptroller  shall  act  as  temporary  Chair- 
man and  Secretary  of  any  meeting  of  Bondholders.  A  permanent  Chairman  and  a  permanent  Secretary 
of  such  meeting  shall  be  selected  by  the  Bondholders  and  proxies  present  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  par 
value  of  Bonds  represented.  The  permanent  Chairman  of  the  meeting  shall  appoint  two  Inspectors  of 
Votes  who  shall  count  all  votes  cast  at  such  meeting,  except  votes  on  the  election  of  Chairman  and  Secre- 
tary as  aforesaid,  and  who  shall  make  and  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  meeting  their  verified  vmtten 
report  in  duplicate  of  all  such  votes  so  cast  at  said  meeting.  The  ballots,  if  any,  cast  at  the  meeting  shall 
not  be  attached  to  such  election  rep)ort,  but  shall  be  filed  separately  with  the  City  Comptroller. 

Section  9.05.  Quorum  and  Adjournments.  The  holders  of  not  less  than  663/3%  in  principal  amount 
of  all  Bonds  outstanding  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  A  majority  of  less  than  a 
quorum,  however,  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time  without  any  other  notice  than  the 
announcement  thereof  at  the  meeting;  provided,  however,  that  if  such  meeting  is  adjourned  by  less  than 
a  quorum  for  more  than  thirty  (30)  days,  notice  thereof  shall  forthwith  be  mailed  by  the  City  Clerk  at 
least  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  the  adjourned  date  of  the  meeting  in  the  manner  provided  in  Section  9.02 
and  such  notice  shall  be  published  by  the  City  Clerk  in  the  manner  provided  at  least  once  in  each  thirty 
(30)  day  period  of  such  adjournment.  The  failure  to  mail  such  notice  as  aforesaid  shall  in  no  case  affect 
the  validity  of  any  action  taken  at  any  meeting  held  pursuant  to  such  adjournment. 

Section  9.06.  Records  of  Bondholder/  Meetings.  A  record,  in  duplicate,  of  the  proceedings  of  each 
meeting  of  Bondholders  shall  be  prepared  by  the  permanent  Secretary  of  the  meeting  and  shall  have 
attached  thereto  the  original  reports  of  the  Inspectors  of  Votes  and  affidavits  by  a  person  or  persons  hav- 
ing knowledge  of  the  facts,  showing  a  copy  of  the  notice  of  the  meeting  and  setting  forth  the  facts  with 
respect  to  the  mailing  and  publication  thereof  under  the  provisions  of  Section  9.02  and,  in  a  proper 
case,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  9.05.  Such  a  record  shall  be  signed  and  verified  by  the  affidavits 
of  the  permanent  Chairman  and  the  permanent  Secretary  of  the  meeting,  and  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  City  Comptroller.  Any  record  so  signed  and  verified  shall  be  proof  of  the  matters  therein  stated  until 
the  contrary  is  proved.  A  true  copy  of  any  resolution  adopted  by  such  meeting  shall  be  furnished  to  and 
mailed  by  the  Registration  Agent  to  each  registered  owner  of  Bonds  outstanding  hereunder  and  to  each 
holder  of  any  such  Bonds  payable  to  bearer  who  shall  have  filed  with  the  Registration  Agent  an  address 
for  notices  (but  failure  so  to  mail  copies  of  such  resolution  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  such  resolution) 
and  notice  of  the  fact  of  the  adoption  of  such  resolution  (stating  that  a  copy  thereof  is  available  for 
inspection  at  the  office  of  the  City  Comptroller)  shall  be  published  by  the  City  Comptroller  at  least  once 
a  week  for  two  (2)  successive  weeks  in  a  daily  newspaper  published  in  the  English  language  and  having 
a  general  circulation  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  State  of  Illinois,  and  also  by  like  publication  in  a  newspaf>er 
in  the  City  of  New  York,  State  of  New  York,  the  first  publication  in  each  case  to  be  made  not  more  than 
ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  of  the  adoption  of  such  resolution.  Proof  of  such  mailing  and  publication  by 
the  affidavit  or  affidavits  of  a  person  or  persons  having  knowledge  of  the  facts  shall  be  filed  with  the  City 
Comptroller.  No  such  resolution  adopted  by  such  meeting  shall  be  binding  unless  a  valid  ordinance  of  the 
City  Council  be  passed  containing  the  modifications  or  amendments  authorized  by  the  resolution  adopted 
by  such  meeting.  A  copy  of  said  ordinance  of  the  City  Council,  certified  by  the  City  Clerk,  or  other  duly 
authorized  officer  of  the  City  Council,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Registration  Agent.  If  such  an  ordinance 
of  the  City  Council  is  adopted  then  the  ordinance  adopted  by  the  City  Council  shall  be  deemed  conclu- 
sively to  be  binding  upon  the  City  and  the  holders  of  all  Bonds  and  coupons  (except  as  otherwise  herein- 
above specifically  provided  in  this  Article)  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  (60)  days  after  such  filing,  except  in 
the  event  of  a  final  decree  of  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  setting  aside  the  resolution  adopted  by  such 
meeting  of  Bondholders  or  annulling  the  action  taken  thereby  in  a  legal  action  or  equitable  proceeding 
for  such  purpose  commenced  within  such  sixty  (60)  day  period.  Nothing  in  this  Article  contained  shall 
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be  deemed  or  construed  to  authorize  or  permit,  by  reason  of  any  call  of  a  meeting  of  Bondholders  or  of 
any  right  expressly  or  impliedly  conferred  hereunder  to  make  such  call,  any  hindrance  or  delay  in  the 
exercise  of  any  right  or  rights  conferred  upon  or  reserved  to  the  Bondholders  under  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance  or  of  any  ordinance  amendatory  hereof  or  supplemental  hereto  or  of  the  Bonds  issued 
hereunder. 

Section  9.07.  Amendments  by  Written  Consent  of  Bondholders.  The  City  Council  may  at  any  time 
adopt  a  valid  ordinance  amending  the  provisions  of  the  Bonds  or  of  this  Ordinance  or  of  any  ordinance 
amendatory  hereof  or  supplemental  hereto,  or  any  two  or  more  of  the  foregoing,  to  the  extent  that  such 
an  amendment  is  permitted  by  the  provisions  of  Section  9.01,  to  take  eflFect  when  and  as  provided  in  this 
Section  9.07.  A  copy  of  such  ordinance,  together  with  a  request  to  Bondholders  for  their  consent  thereto, 
shall  be  mailed  by  the  Registration  Agent  to  Bondholders  and  notice  of  the  adoption  thereof  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  the  manner  provided  in  Section  9.06  for  the  mailing  and  publication  referred  to  in  that  Section 
(but  failure  to  mail  copies  of  such  ordinance  and  request  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  ordinance 
when  assented  to  as  in  this  Section  9.07  provided) .  Such  ordinance  shall  not  be  effective  unless  and  until 
there  shall  have  been  filed  with  the  Registration  Agent  the  written  consents  of  the  percentages  of  holders 
of  outstanding  Bonds  specified  in  Section  9.01  and  a  notice  shall  have  been  published  as  hereinafter  in 
this  Section  9.07  provided.  Each  such  consent  shall  be  effective  only  if  accompanied  by  proof  of  owner- 
ship of  the  Bonds  for  which  such  consent  is  given,  which  proof  shall  be  such  as  is  permitted  by  Section 
9.03.  Any  such  consent  shall  be  binding  upon  the  holder  of  the  Bonds  giving  such  consent  and  on  any 
subsequent  holder  (whether  or  not  such  subsequent  holder  has  notice  thereof)  unless  such  consent  is 
revoked  in  writing  by  the  holder  giving  such  consent  or  a  subsequent  holder  by  filing  such  revocation 
with  the  Registration  Agent  prior  to  the  first  date  when  the  notice  hereinafter  in  this  Section  provided  for 
has  been  published.  After  the  holders  of  the  required  percentages  of  Bonds  shall  have  filed  their  consents 
to  the  ordinance,  the  Registration  Agent  shall  mail  and  publish  a  notice  to  the  Bondholders  in  the  manner 
provided  in  Section  9.06  for  the  mailing  of  the  resolution  adopted  at  a  meeting  of  Bondholders  and  publi- 
cation of  a  notice  of  adoption  thereof  referred  to  in  said  Section  (but  failure  to  mail  copies  of  said  notice 
shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  ordinance  or  consents  thereto)  stating  in  substance  that  the  ordinance 
has  been  consented  to  by  the  holders  of  the  required  percentages  of  Bonds  and  will  be  effective  as  pro- 
vided in  this  Section  9.07.  A  Certificate  of  the  Registration  Agent  reciting  the  compliance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Section  9.07  shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Comptroller  and  ^hall  be  proof  of  the  matters  therein 
stated  until  the  contrary  is  proved,  and  the  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  conclusively  binding  upon  the  City 
and  the  holders  of  all  Bonds  and  coupons  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  filing  with  the 
City  Comptroller  of  the  Certificate  as  aforesaid,  except  in  the  event  of  a  final  decree  of  a  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction  setting  aside  such  consent  in  a  legal  action  or  equitable  proceeding  for  such  purpose 
commenced  within  such  sixty  (60)  day  period. 

Section  9.08.  Endorsement  of  Bonds.  Bonds  delivered  after  the  effective  date  of  any  action  taken 
as  hereinabove  provided  may  bear  a  notation  by  endorsement  or  otherwise  in  form  approved  by  the  City 
as  to  such  action,  and  in  that  case  upon  demand  of  the  holder  of  any  Bond  outstanding  at  such  effective 
date  and  presentation  of  his  Bond  for  the  purpose  at  the  office  of  the  Registration  Agent  and  at  such 
additional  offices  as  the  City  may  select  and  designate  for  that  purpose,  a  suitable  notation  shall  be  made 
on  such  Bond.  If  the  City  shall  so  determine,  new  Bonds  so  modified  as  to  conform  to  such  Bondholders' 
action  shall  be  prepared,  executed  and  delivered,  and  upon  demand  of  the  holder  of  any  Bond  then 
outstanding  shall  be  exchanged  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  without  cost  to  any  Bondholder,  for  Bonds  then 
outstanding,  upon  surrender  of  such  Bonds  with  all  unmatured  coupons  appertaining  thereto. 

ARTICLE  X 
Miscellaneous 

Section  10.01.  Liability  of  City  Limited  to  Revenues.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Ordinance 
or  in  the  Bonds  contained,  the  principal  of  or  interest  on  any  Bond  issued  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance 
shall  not  constitute  a  debt,  Uabihty  or  obligation  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or 
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statutory  limitation  or  provision;  and  each  such  Bond  and  interest  thereon  shall  be  payable  exclusively 
from  Net  Revenues  and  shall  be  secured  by  the  pledge  of  Net  Revenues;  and  the  City  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  advance  any  moneys  derived  from  the  proceeds  of  taxes  collected  in  the  City  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  City,  or  from  any  source  of  income  other  than  Revenues,  for  any  of  the  purposes  in  this 
Ordinance  mentioned,  whether  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Bonds  or  for  the 
maintenance  and  operation  of  the  Airport. 

Section  10.02.  Benefits  of  Bondholders  Limited  to  Parties.  Nothing  in  this  Ordinance,  expressed 
or  implied,  is  intended  or  shall  be  construed  to  confer  upon,  or  to  give  to,  any  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion other  than  the  parties  hereto  and  the  holders  and  registered  owners  of  the  Bonds  and  of  the  coupons 
outstanding,  any  right,  remedy  or  claim  under  or  by  reason  of  this  Ordinance,  and  any  covenants,  stipula- 
tions, promises  and  agreements  in  this  Ordinance  contained  by  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  shall  be  for  the 
sole  and  exclusive  benefit  of  the  parties  hereto,  and  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  of  the  coupons 
outstanding. 

Section  10.03.  Successor  is  Deemed  Included  in  all  References  to  Predecessor.  Whenever  in  this 
Ordinance  or  any  supplemental  ordinance  either  the  City  or  the  Depositary  or  any  Paying  Agent,  Reg- 
istration Agent  or  Fiscal  Agent  is  named  or  referred  to,  such  reference  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the 
successors  or  assigns  thereof  and  all  the  covenants  and  agreements  in  this  Ordinance  contained  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  City  or  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Depositary  or  any  such  Agent  shall  bind  and  inure  to  the 
benefit  of  the  respective  successors  and  assigns  thereof  whether  so  expressed  or  not. 

Whenever  in  this  Ordinance,  or  any  supplemental  ordinance,  any  official  or  department  of  the  City 
is  named  or  referred  to,  such  reference  shall  be  deemed  to  include  any  successor  to  whom  the  present 
duties  with  respect  to  the  Airport  of  such  official  or  department  shall  be  transferred  in  whole  or  in  part. 

Section  10.04.  Discharge  of  Ordinance.  If  all  of  the  outstanding  Bonds  shall  have  matured,  or 
shall  have  been  duly  called  for  redemption  and  the  redemption  date  thereof  shall  have  arrived,  and  if  the 
City  shall  have  deposited  with  the  Depositary  in  trust,  funds  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  sufficient  to  pay 
and  available  for  the  payment  of  all  amounts  due  on  all  Bonds  then  outstanding,  including  all  prin- 
cipal, interest  and  redemption  premiums,  if  any,  then,  notwithstanding  that  any  Bonds  or  interest  coupons 
shall  not  have  been  surrendered  for  payment,  the  pledge  of  the  Revenues  provided  for  in  this  Ordinance 
and  all  other  obligations  of  the  City  under  this  Ordinance  shall  cease  and  terminate. 

Any  such  funds  held  by  the  Depositary  or  any  Paying  Agent  or  the  Fiscal  Agent  which  have  not  been 
disbursed  in  the  payment  of  Bonds  and  interest  as  aforesaid  during  the  period  of  ten  years  after  the 
deposit  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  paragraph,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  City  together  with  the  schedule 
of  the  Bonds  not  paid  or  redeemed  and  thereupon  the  Depositary  is  relieved  of  any  further  duty  in  the 
premises. 

No  Bond  or  appurtenant  coupon  shall,  after  the  maturity  thereof  either  according  to  its  terms  or 
through  call  of  such  Bond  for  earlier  redemption,  be  deemed  to  be  outstanding  provided  that  moneys  in 
the  requisite  amount  for  the  payment  thereof  shall  have  been  deposited  with  the  Depositary  or  Paying 
Agent,  as  trust  funds,  and  are  available  for  payment  of  such  Bond  or  coupon  upon  demand.  After  all  Bonds 
and  interest  coupons  have  been  paid  the  Revenues  received  from  the  operation  of  the  Airport  shall  be 
used  for  the  maintenance,  operation,  repair  and  development  of  the  Airport. 

Section  10.05.  Execution  of  Documents  by  Bondholders.  Any  request,  declaration  or  other  instru- 
ment which  this  Ordinance  may  require  or  permit  to  be  signed  and  executed  by  Bondholders  may  be 
in  one  or  more  instruments  of  similar  tenor,  and  shall  be  signed  or  executed  by  Bondholders  in  person  or 
by  their  attorneys  appointed  in  writing. 

Except  as  otherwise  herein  expressly  provided,  the  fact  and  date  of  the  execution  by  any  Bondholder 
or  his  attorney  of  such  request,  declaration  or  other  instrument  of  writing  appointing  such  attorney  may 
be  proved  by  the  certificate  of  any  notary  public  or  other  officer  authorized  to  take  acknowledgments  of 
deeds  to  be  recorded  in  the  State  in  which  he  purports  to  act,  that  the  person  signing  such  request,

declaration  or  other  instrument  or  writing  acknowledged  to  him  the  execution  thereof,  or  by  an  afiBdavit 
of  a  witness  of  such  execution,  duly  sworn  to  before  such  notary  public  or  other  officer. 

Except  as  otherwise  herein  expressly  provided  in  Article  IX,  the  amount  of  Bonds  transferable  by 
delivery  held  by  any  person  executing  such  request,  declaration  or  other  instrument  or  writing  as  a 
Bondholder,  and  the  nvunbers  thereof,  and  the  date  of  his  holding  such  Bonds,  may  be  proved  by  a 
certificate,  which  need  not  be  acknowledged  or  verified,  satisfactory  to  the  Depositary,  executed  by  a  trust 
company,  bank,  investment  banker,  dealer,  broker,  member  of  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange,  member 
of  the  Midwest  Stock  Exchange  or  other  depositary  wherever  situated,  showing  that  at  the  date  therein 
mentioned  such  person  exhibited  to  or  had  on  deposit  with  such  depositary  the  Bonds  described  in  such 
certificate.  Continued  ownership  after  the  date  of  deposit  stated  in  such  certificate  may  be  proved  by  the 
presentation  of  such  certificate  if  the  certificate  contains  a  statement  by  the  depositary  that  the  Bonds 
therein  referred  to  are  in  fact  held  on  deposit  by  such  depositary  and  will  not  be  surrendered  without  the 
surrender  of  the  certificate  to  such  depositary,  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Depositary.  The  Depositary 
may  nevertheless  in  its  discretion  require  further  or  other  proof  in  cases  where  it  deems  the  same  desirable. 
The  ownership  of  registered  Bonds  and  the  amount,  maturity,  number  and  date  of  holding  the  same  shall 
be  proved  by  the  registry  books. 

Any  request,  declaration  or  other  instrxunent  or  writing  of  the  owner  of  any  Bond  shall  bind  all 
future  owners  of  such  Bond  in  respect  of  anything  done  or  suffered  to  be  done  by  the  City  or  by  the 
Depositary  hereunder  in  good  faith  and  in  accordance  therewith. 

Section  10.06.  Waiver  of  Personal  Liability.  No  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  the  City  or  of  any 
department,  board  or  agency  thereof,  shall  be  individually  or  personally  liable  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Bonds;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  relieve  any  such  officer,  agent  or 
employee  from  the  performance  of  any  official  duty  provided  by  law. 

Section  10.07.  Official  Publication.  Any  publication  to  be  made  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance  in  successive  weeks  may  be  made  in  each  instance  upon  any  business  day  of  the  week  and  need 
not  be  made  on  the  same  day  of  any  succeeding  week  nor  in  the  same  newspaper  for  any  or  all  of  the 
successive  publications,  but  may  be  made  in  different  newspapers. 

Section  10.08.  Partial  Invalidity.  If  any  one  or  more  of  the  covenants  or  agreements,  or  portions 
thereof,  provided  in  this  Ordinance  should  be  contrary  to  law,  then  such  covenant  or  covenants,  such 
agreement  or  agreements  or  such  portions  thereof,  shall  be  null  and  void  and  shall  be  deemed  separable 
from  the  remaining  covenants  and  agreements  or  portions  thereof  and  shall  in  no  way  affect  the  validity 
of  this  Ordinance  or  of  the  Bonds,  and  the  duties  or  responsibilities  and  rights  imposed  upon  or  granted 
to  any  agent  contrary  to  or  in  violation  of  any  law  shall  be  vested  in  the  City  Comptroller  with  like  force 
and  effect  as  if  the  City  Comptroller  had  been  named  herein  in  the  first  instance  in  lieu  of  such  agent; 
but  the  Bondholders  shall  retain  all  the  rights  and  benefits  accorded  to  them  under  the  Law  or  any  other 
applicable  provisions  of  law. 

Section  10.09.  Repeal  of  Inconsistent  Ordinances.  All  other  ordinances  of  the  City  Council,  or 
parts  of  ordinances  and  resolutions,  inconsistent  with  this  Ordinance  are  hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  of 
such  inconsistency. 

Section  10.10.  Publication  and  Effective  Date  of  Ordinance.  This  Ordinance  shall  become 
effective  upon  passage  and  publication  as  by  law  provided. 
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Alderman  Egan  moved  that  the  City  Clerk  be  authorized  and  directed  to  insert  in  appropriate  places  in  all 
the  forms  of  agreement  set  out  in  the  seven  other  proposed  ordinances  transmitted  with  the  pending  commit- 
tee report  the  date  "December  29,  1958"  as  the  date  of  the  passage  or  adoption  of  the  foregoing  ordinance 
authorizing  the  issuance  of  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

Airport  Use  Agreement. 

Alderman  Egan  moved  to  pass  the  proposed  ordinance  transmitted  with  the  pending  committee  report  for 
a  grant  of  authority  to  the  Mayor  to  execute  an  agreement  in  the  form  set  out  therein  entitled  "Airport  Use 
Agreement". 

The  motion  prevailed  and  said  proposed  ordinance  was  passed,  by  yeas  and  nays  as  follows:

Alderman  Janousek  (seconded  by  Alderman  Campbell)  moved  to  reconsider  the  foregoing  vote.  The 
motion  was  lost. 

The  following  is  said  ordinance  as  passed: 
Be  It  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Chicago: 

Section  1.  The  Mayor  is  authorized  to  execute  and  the  City  Clerk  to  attest  and  affix  the  seal  of 
the  City  of  Chicago  upon  the  Airport  Use  agreements  which  are  substantially  in  the  following  form,  after 
approval  by  the  Comptroller  and  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  as  to  form  and  legality,  to-wit: 
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Airport  Use  Agreement 

THIS  AGREEMENT,  made  and  entered  into  as  of  this  1st  day  of  January,  1959,  by  and  between 
the  City  of  Chicago,  a  municipal  corporation  of  the  State  of  Illinois  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "City") 

and   , 

a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  

(hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Airline"), 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS,  City  owns  and  operates  the  airport  known  as  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport 
(a  plat  of  said  Airport  being  attached  hereto  marked  Exhibit  "A"  and  made  a  part  hereof)  situated 
in  the  County  of  Cook  and  the  County  of  DuPage,  State  of  Illinois  (hereinafter,  together  with  any 
additions  thereto  or  enlargements  thereof,  whether  or  not  made  with  corporate  funds  of  City,  Government 
Grants  in  Aid,  Approved  Revenue  Bonds,  as  such  terms  are  hereinafter  defined,  or  any  other  funds  of  any 
nature  whatsoever,  referred  to  as  the  "Airport"),  with  the  power  to  grant  rights  and  privileges  with  respect 
thereto,  as  hereinafter  provided;  and 

WHEREAS,  Airline  is  engaged  in  the  business  of  transporting  persons,  property,  cargo  and  mail, 
or  one  or  more  thereof,  by  aircraft  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "air  transportation")  and  desires  to  obtain 
certain  rights  and  privileges  with  respect  to  the  Airport,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  pro- 
vided; and 

WHEREAS,  City  is  willing  to  grant  to  Airline  such  rights  and  privileges  upon  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions hereinafter  provided;  and 

WHEREAS,  contemporaneously  with  the  execution  hereof.  City  and  Airline  have,  among  other  things, 
entered  into  a  Lease  Agreement  covering  the  use  by  Airline  of  certain  space  and  facilities  in  and  adjoining 
the  passenger  terminal  facilities  at  the  Airport;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  has  adopted  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds,  the 
proceeds  of  which  bond  issue  are  to  be  used  for  the  construction  of  buildings,  structures  and  facilities  at 
the  Airport  according  to  the  plans  and  specifications  prepared  by  Naess  &  Murphy,  Architects,  and  on  file 
in  the  Office  of  the  Clerk  of  City; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  premises  (which  are  incorporated  into  the 
body  of  this  Agreement  as  fully  as  if  they  were  set  forth  therein)  and  of  the  mutual  covenants  and 
agreements  herein  contained  and  other  valuable  considerations.  City  does  hereby  grant  unto  Airline,  and 
Airline  does  hereby  hire  and  take  from  City,  rights  and  privileges  hereinafter  described  in  connection  with 
and  upon  the  Airport. 

ARTICLE  I 
Grant  of  Rights 

Airline  shall  have  the  right  and  privilege  to  operate  at  the  Airport  an  air  transportation  system, 
which  right  and  privilege  shall,  subject  to  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  City  in  accordance 
with  Article  VIII  hereof  and  to  the  payment  of  fees  and  charges  hereinafter  provided,  include  the  use, 
in  common  with  others  authorized  by  City  so  to  use,  of  the  following  areas  and  facilities  now  or  hereafter 
provided  at  or  adjacent  to  the  Airport  and  available  for  common  use: 

(a)  landing  and  take-off  areas  (including  runways  and  landing  strips)  for  aircraft; 

(b)  taxiway  areas  for  aircraft; 

(c)  passenger  and  cargo  ramp  areas  and  facilities; 

(d)  aircraft  parking  areas  and  facilities; 

(e)  facilities  for  the  purpose  of  controlling  or  assisting  landings,  take-offs  and  other  movement 
of  aircraft  using  the  Airport,  including,  without  limitation,  control  towers,  floodlights,  landing 
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lights,  beacons,  signals,  radio  aids  and  all  other  conveniences  and  aids  to  operation,  navigation 
or  ground  control  of  aircraft. 

Such  use  by  Airline  includes  the  exercise  of  any  and  all  of  the  following  rights,  subject  to  rules  and 
regulations  promulgated  by  City  in  accordance  with  Article  VIII  hereof: 

(a)  the  right  to  land,  take-off,  fly  and  move  aircraft  operated  by  Airline; 

(b)  the  right  on  the  passenger  and  cargo  ramp  areas  as  designated  from  time  to  time  by  City  as  avail- 
able for  common  use,  to  load  and  unload  persons,  property,  cargo  and  mail  upon  or  from  aircraft 
operated  by  it  or  by  any  other  scheduled  air  transportation  company,  by  such  means  as  may  be 
reasonably  necessary  or  convenient;  provided,  however,  that  Airline  may  not  load  or  unload 
exclusive  freight  or  cargo  flights  on  the  passenger  ramp  areas  adjacent  to  the  passenger  terminal 
facilities  at  the  Airport,  and  City  agrees  that  it  will  not  permit  any  other  aircraft  operator  to 
load  or  unload  exclusive  cargo  or  freight  flights  on  such  passenger  ramp  areas; 

(c)  the  right  on  the  passenger  and  cargo  ramp  areas  designated  from  time  to  time  by  City  as  available 
for  common  use,  to  service  aircraft  and  other  equipment  operated  by  Airline  or  by  any  other 
scheduled  air  transportation  company,  with  gasoline,  oil,  greases,  lubricants  and  other  fuel  or 
propellant,  and  with  foods  and  beverages  and  other  supplies  and  materials,  by  such  means  as  may 
be  reasonably  necessary  or  proper; 

(d)  the  right  on  the  passenger  and  cargo  ramp  areas  designated  from  time  to  time  by  City  as  available 
for  common  use,  to  repair,  condition,  maintain,  test  and  park  aircraft  and  other  equipment 
operated  by  Airline  or  by  any  other  scheduled  air  transportation  company;  provided,  however, 
such  repair,  conditioning,  maintenance  and  testing  shall  be  limited  to  those  activities  at  the  time 
commonly  considered  routine  ramp  servicing  (which  term  shall  include  the  activities  referred  to 
in  subparagraph  (c)  above) ;  and  provided  further,  parking  of  aircraft  on  such  areas  may  be 
limited  as  provided  in  Article  III  hereof; 

(e)  the  right  to  park  aircraft  on  aircraft  parking  areas  designated  from  time  to  time  by  City  as  avail- 
able for  common  use;  provided,  however,  parking  of  aircraft  on  such  areas  may  be  limited,  as 
provided  in  Article  III  hereof; 

(f)  the  right  to  train  personnel  in  its  employ  or  under  its  direction;  provided,  however,  that  all 
flight  training  shall  be  subject  to  such  limitations  as  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation  may  from 
time  to  time  reasonably  prescribe; 

(g)  the  right  to  sell,  dispose  of  or  exchange  its  aircraft,  engines,  accessories,  gasoline,  oil,  greases, 
lubricants,  other  fuel  or  propellant,  other  equipment  or  supplies,  and  any  articles  or  goods  used 
by  or  acquired  for  use  by  Airline  in  connection  with  its  conduct  of  air  transportation;  provided, 
however,  that  Airline  shall  not  sell,  dispose  of  or  exchange  any  such  items  to  others  than  its 
employees  or  scheduled  air  transportation  operators,  unless  such  items  represent  surplus  items  at 
the  time  no  longer  reasonably  necessary  in  connection  with  the  conduct  by  Airline  of  its  air 
transportation  business;  and  provided  further,  that  Airline  shall  not  sell,  dispose  of  or  exchange 
gasoline,  oil,  greases,  lubricants,  fuel  or  propellants,  except  to  a  subsidiary  or  afHliated  company 
or  to  other  scheduled  air  transportation  companies; 

(h)  the  right  to  operate  and  maintain  such  mobile  communications  equipment  as  may  be  reason- 
ably necessary  or  convenient  for  its  operations;  provided,  the  exercise  of  such  right  does  not 
interfere  with  the  City's  operation  of  the  Airport  for  the  benefit  of  all  aircraft  using  the  Airport; 

(i)  the  right  to  purchase  or  otherwise  obtain  and  use  personal  property  of  any  nature  (including 
aircraft,  engines,  accessories,  gasoline,  oil,  greases,  lubricants,  other  fuel  or  propellant,  food,  bev- 
erages, other  equipment  and  supplies  and  any  articles  or  goods)  reasonably  necessary  or  convenient 
for  its  operations  from  any  supplier  of  its  choice;  and 

(j)  the  right  to  conduct  operations  or  activities  other  than  those  enumerated  in  subparagraphs 
(a)  to  (i),  inclusive,  of  this  paragraph,  reasonably  related  to  the  landing,  take-off,  flying,  move- 
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ment,  loading,  unloading  or  ramp  servicing  of  aircraft,  which  are  reasonably  necessary  or 
convenient  to  the  conduct  by  it  of  air  transportation;  provided,  however,  that  all  such  operations 
and  activities  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  provided  further, 
the  exercise  of  such  right  does  not  interfere  with  City's  operation  of  the  Airport  for  the  benefit 
of  all  aircraft  using  the  Airport. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  rights  conferred  under  this  Article  I  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize  the 
conduct  by  Airline  of  any  business  separate  from  its  operation  of  an  air  transportation  system;  and  further 
provided,  that  the  rights  conferred  under  this  Article  I  may  be  exercised  by  Airline  alone  or  in  conjunction 
with  any  other  Airline  Parties,  directly  or  through  another  designated  by  it  or  them,  excepting  that  the 
rights  conferred  by  subparagraph  (c)  above  to  service  aircraft  and  other  equipment  with  gasoline,  oil, 
greases,  lubricants  and  other  fuel  or  propellant  may  be  exercised  by  Airline  in  conjunction  with  any  other 
Airline  Parties,  either  directly  or  through  another  designated  by  them,  only  with  respect  to  aircraft  and  other 
equipment  operated  by  Airline  Parties. 

Airline  shall  have  the  right  and  privilege  to  install  and  maintain  and  operate  at  such  location  on 
the  Airport  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  communication,  meteorological  and 
aerial  navigation  equipment  and  facilities  as  may  be  reasonably  necessary  or  convenient  to  the  conduct 
by  it  of  air  transportation,  provided  the  exercise  of  such  right  and  privilege  does  not  interfere  with  City's 
operation  of  Airport  for  the  benefit  of  all  aircraft  using  the  Airport. 

Subject  to  nales  and  regulations  promulgated  by  City  in  accordance  with  Article  VIII  hereof,  Airline 
shall  have  the  right  and  privilege  over  the  Airport  of  ingress  to  and  egress  from  (but  not  any  other  use  of, 
except  as  authorized  in  this  Agreement  or  in  any  other  agreement  between  City  and  Airline)  the  areas  and 
facilities  described  in  this  Article  I  for  its  employees,  agents,  passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  its  or 
their  suppliers  of  materials  and  furnishers  of  service,  its  or  their  equipment,  vehicles,  machinery  and  other 
property  and  except  as  in  this  Agreement  or  in  any  other  agreement  between  City  and  Airline  otherwise 
specifically  provided,  no  charges,  fees  or  tolls  of  any  nature,  direct  or  indirect,  shall  be  imposed  by  City 
upon  Airline,  its  employees,  agents,  passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  its  or  their  suppliers  of 
materials  and  furnishers  of  service  for  such  right  of  ingress  and  egress,  or  for  the  privilege  of  purchasing, 
selling  or  using  any  materials  or  services  purchased  or  otherwise  obtained  by  Airline,  as  provided  in 
subparagraphs  (g)  and  (i)  of  this  Section,  or  transporting,  loading,  unloading  or  handling  persons,  prop- 
erty, cargo  or  mail  in  connection  with  Airline's  business  or  exercising  any  right  or  privilege  granted  by 
City  hereunder.  The  foregoing  shall  not  preclude  City  or  its  concessionaires  from  making  and  collecting 
a  charge  for  the  use  of  public  automobile  parking  areas,  sightseeing  facilities  or  ground  transportation  to 
and  from  the  Airport  or  preclude  City  from  imposing  any  tax  or  permit  or  license  fee  not  inconsistent 
with  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  to  Airline  hereunder. 

This  grant  is  not  to  be  construed  as  a  lease  of  any  space  in  any  passenger  terminal  building,  any 
adjacent  ramp  area  leased  by  City  to  any  air  transportation  company  or  other  person,  firm  or  corporation, 
any  hangar,  any  air  cargo  building,  any  fueling  system  or  any  other  building  constructed  or  to  be  con- 
structed by  City  at  the  Airport.  Any  ramp  area  at  the  Airport  leased  by  City  to  one  or  more  air  trans- 
portation companies,  persons,  firms  or  corporations  shall  not  be  considered  to  be  a  public  ramp  area  or  a 
ramp  area  available  for  common  use. 

ARTICLE  II 

Flight  Fees  for  Landing  of  Aircraft 

Section  2.01.  Flight  Fees  for  landing  of  aircraft.  In  connection  with  each  fee  landing  at  the  Air- 
port of  each  aircraft  operated  by  it,  Airline  shall  pay  to  City  a  fee  (hereinafter  called  "Flight  Fee") 
determined  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Each  separate  landing  at  the  Airport  of  an  aircraft  (whether  in  connection  with  a  revenue  or  a 
non-revenue  flight)  operated  by  Airline  or  others,  shall  be  a  "fee  landing",  except  that  a  "fee  landing" 
shall  not  include  the  following: 
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(a)  any  landing  at  the  Airport  of  an  aircraft  which  shall  have  taken  off  from  the  Airport  and,  with- 
out making  a  stop  at  any  other  airport,  returns  to  and  lands  at  the  Airport  because  of  meteoro- 
logical conditions,  mechanical  or  operating  causes,  or  any  similar  emergency  or  precautionary 
reason; 

(b)  any  landing  at  the  Airport  of  an  aircraft  returning  to  the  Airport  on  a  non-revenue  flight  from 
the  Chicago  Municipal  Airport,  known  as  Midway  Airport,  provided  each  such  aircraft  shall 
have  taken  off  from  the  Airport  on  a  non-revenue  flight  to  Midway  Airport  without  in  either 
case  making  a  stop  at  any  other  airport; 

(c)  any  touch-and-go  and  similar  operation  in  which  an  aircraft  comes  in  contact  with  a  runway 
at  the  Airport  and  without  coming  to  a  stop  thereafter  resumes  flight  by  leaving  the  ground 
from  the  same  runway  and  in  the  same  direction; 

(d)  any  landing  of  aircraft  operated  by  the  United  States  Government  or  the  Illinois  National 
Guard  if  and  to  the  extent  the  lease  entered  into  between  City  and  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment, dated  May  16,  1958,  relating  to  the  Airport  shall  remain  in  effect  and  under  the  terms  and 
conditions  thereof,  such  landing  is  to  be  without  charge,  or  if  and  to  the  extent  that  under  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  assurances  pursuant  to  the  Federal  Airport  Act,  or  any  other  prior 
or  future  Acts  of  Congress  or  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois  that  may  provide 
for  Grants  in  Aid  of  airport  development,  such  landing  is  to  be  without  charge;  or 

(e)  any  landing  at  the  Airport  of  helicopter  aircraft  operated  in  local  service  between  the  Airport  and 
any  point  within  a  radius  of  fifty  (50)  miles  from  the  Airport. 

Section  2.02.  Flight  Fee  rate  after  December  31 ,  1958  and  while  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are 
outstanding.  During  the  fiscal  year  commencing  January  1,  1959  and  during  each  fiscal  year  thereafter, 
but  only  so  long  as  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  Flight  Fee  payable  in  connection 
with  each  fee  landing  at  the  Airport  of  an  aircraft  operated  by  Airline  shall  be  such  amount  (computed  to 
the  nearest  1/lOth  of  a  cent)  per  each  one  thousand  pounds  (1,000  lbs.)  of  the  approved  maximum  landing 
weight  of  such  aircraft  as  equals  the  quotient  obtained  by  dividing  (a)  the  Flight  Fee  Revenue  Require- 
ments for  the  fiscal  year  in  which  such  fee  landing  occurs  by  (b)  the  number  of  thousands  of  pounds  of 
the  aggregate  approved  maximum  landing  weight  of  all  aircraft  operated  by  all  Airline  Parties  and  landed 
in  fee  landings  at  the  Airport  during  such  year,  both  as  estimated  by  the  Airport  Consultant.  So  long  as 
any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  Airport  Consultant  shall,  prior  to  January  1  and  July  1 
of  each  year,  commencing  January  1,  1959,  furnish  an  estimate  of  Flight  Fee  Revenue  Requirements  for 
such  year  and  of  the  number  of  thousands  of  pounds  of  the  aggregate  approved  maximum  landing  weight 
of  all  aircraft  operated  by  all  Airline  Parties  to  be  landed  in  fee  landings  at  the  Airport  during  such  year 
and  during  the  six-month  periods  commencing  such  January  1  or  July  1 ,  respectively,  and  shall  recommend, 
based  on  such  estimate,  the  Flight  Fee  rate  for  fee  landings  at  the  Airport  during  each  such  six-month 
period  of  aircraft  operated  by  Airline  Parties.  The  Airport  Consultant  in  making  any  estimate  of  Flight 
Fee  Revenue  Requirements  for  any  fiscal  year  at  any  time  after  the  Budget,  referred  to  in  the  Revenue 
Bond  Ordinance,  for  such  fiscal  year  shall  have  been  adopted,  shall  use  budgeted  amounts  wherever 
applicable,  and  insofar  as  such  estimate  involves  any  deferred  income  properly  allocable  to  such  year  on 
account  of  the  results  of  the  next  preceding  fiscal  year,  any  such  estimate  made  after  the  filing  of  the 
audited  statement,  referred  to  in  Section  6.08  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance,  for  such  next  preceding 
year  shall  take  into  account  the  amount  shown  as  such  deferred  income  in  such  audited  statement.  The 
Flight  Fee  rate  for  such  fee  landings  shall  be  established  (including,  if  required,  any  revision  thereof  as  of 
July  1  of  any  year)  according  to  such  recommendation  of  the  Airport  Consultant. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section  2.02,  in  the  event  the  effective  date  of  this 
Agreement  shall  be  subsequent  to  January  1,  1959,  then  the  Flight  Fee  rate  in  effect  immediately  prior 
thereto  shall  continue  in  effect  until  a  revised  rate  is  established  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Section  2.02.  Promptly  after  such  effective  date,  the  Airport  Consultant  shall  recommend  whether  or  not 
a  revised  Flight  Fee  rate  should  be  established  for  fee  landings  at  the  Airport  for  the  period  commencing 
as  early  as  practicable  following  such  effective  date  and  ending  on  the  next  succeeding  June  30  or  December 
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31,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  if  such  a  revised  rate  is  recommended,  the  date  on  which  it  should  be  placed 
in  effect.  Such  recommendation  shall  be  based  on  an  estimate  of  the  same  character  as  that  referred  to  in 
the  preceding  paragraph,  which  estimate,  however,  shall  take  into  account  the  estimated  expenses,  and  the 
estimated  Revenues  to  be  produced  from  the  Flight  Fee  rate  in  effect  during  the  period  prior  to  the  date 
on  which  any  revised  Flight  Fee  rate  is  recommended  to  be  placed  in  effect.  A  Flight  Fee  rate  shall  be 
established  in  accordance  with  any  such  recommendation  of  the  Airport  Consultant. 

Section  2.03.  Deficiency  in  Flight  Fees  while  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding.  In 
the  event  that  in  any  fiscal  year,  beginning  with  the  fiscal  year  commencing  January  1,  1959,  in  which  any 
Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  Revenues  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  for  such 
fiscal  year  (excluding,  however,  any  Flight  Fee  deficiency  for  such  fiscal  year)  shall  be  less  than  the  amount 
of  Airport  Expense  for  such  fiscal  year  (such  deficiency  being  herein  referred  to  as  the  "Flight  Fee 
deficiency" ) ,  then  Airline  shall  pay  to  City  the  Airline's  pro  rata  share  of  the  Flight  Fee  deficiency  for 
such  year.  Airline's  pro  rata  share  of  a  Flight  Fee  deficiency  for  any  fiscal  year  shall  be  such  amount  as 
bears  the  same  proportion  to  the  amount  of  such  deficiency  as  the  number  of  thousands  of  pounds  of  the 
aggregate  approved  maximum  landing  weight  of  all  aircraft  operated  by  Airline  and  landed  in  fee  landings 
at  the  Airport  during  such  year  bears  to  the  number  of  thousands  of  pounds  of  the  aggregate  approved 
maximum  landing  weight  of  all  aircraft  operated  by  all  Airline  Parties  and  landed  in  fee  landings  at  the 
Airport  during  such  year.  The  City  Comptroller  shall,  promptly,  but  not  later  than  January  15,  after 
the  end  of  each  such  fiscal  year,  furnish  to  Airline  an  estimate  of  the  Revenues  under  the  Revenue  Bond 
Ordinance  and  Airport  Expense  for  such  year,  including  an  estimate  as  to  whether  or  not  any  Flight  Fee 
deficiency  exists  for  such  year,  and  Airline  shall  pay  its  pro  rata  share  of  any  Flight  Fee  deficiency  for  such 
year  shown  by  such  estimate.  In  the  event  the  Flight  Fee  deficiency  for  any  fiscal  year  shown  in  the  audited 
statement,  referred  to  in  Section  6.08  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance,  for  such  year,  shall  exceed  the 
Flight  Fee  deficiency  for  such  year  shown  in  the  above-mentioned  estimate  of  the  City  Comptroller  for 
such  year,  then  Airline  shall  pay  its  pro  rata  share  of  such  excess,  and  in  the  event  such  audited  statement 
for  any  fiscal  year  shall  show  a  Flight  Fee  deficiency  for  such  year,  but  no  Flight  Fee  deficiency  for  such 
year  shall  have  been  shown  in  the  above-mentioned  estimate  of  the  City  Comptroller  for  such  year,  then 
Airline  shall  pay  its  pro  rata  share  of  the  Flight  Fee  deficiency  shown  in  such  audited  statement. 

Section  2.04.  Flight  Fee  rate  after  effective  date  of  Agreement  and  when  no  Approved  Revenue 
Bonds  are  outstanding.  At  any  time  after  the  effective  date  of  this  Agreement  when  no  Approved  Revenue 
Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  Flight  Fee  payable  in  connection  with  each  fee  landing  at  the  Airport  of  an 
aircraft  operated  by  Airline  during  each  twelve-month  period  (or  portion  thereof  during  which  no 
Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding)  commencing  July  1  shall  be  such  amount  (computed  to  the 
nearest  1/lOth  of  a  cent)  per  each  one  thousand  pounds  (1,000  lbs.)  of  the  approved  maximum  landing 
weight  of  such  aircraft,  as  equals  the  quotient  obtained  by  dividing  (a)  the  Adjusted  Net  Airport  Expense 
for  the  fiscal  year  next  preceding  the  commencement  of  such  twelve-month  period  by  (b)  the  number  of 
thousands  of  pounds  of  the  aggregate  approved  maximum  landing  weight  of  all  aircraft  operated  by  all 
Airline  Parties  and  landed  in  fee  landings  at  the  Airport  during  such  preceding  fiscal  year. 

Section  2.05.  Minimum  Flight  Fee.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions,  the  Flight  Fee 
payable  in  connection  with  each  fee  landing  at  the  Airport  of  an  aircraft  operated  by  Airline  shall  at  no 
time  be  less  than  a  minimum  of  Six  Cents  ($0.06)  per  each  one  thousand  pounds  (1,000  lbs.)  of  the 
approved  maximum  landing  weight  of  such  aircraft. 

Section  2.06.    Definitions.    Article  XV  hereof  defines  various  terms  used  in  this  Article  II. 

ARTICLE  III 
Aircraft  Parking  Fees 

In  the  event  Airline  shall  park  its  passenger  aircraft  in  any  public  passenger  ramp  area  at  the  Air- 
port for  a  period  of  more  than  forty-five  (45)  minutes,  then  at  the  discretion  of  City,  removal  of  such 
aircraft  may  be  directed  by  it  and  if  upon  the  lapse  of  a  fifteen  (15)  minute  period  after  such  direc- 
tion, Airline  shall  fail  to  so  remove  its  aircraft,  it  shall  pay  to  City  a  fee  of  Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  for  each 
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thirty  (30)  minutes  or  fraction  thereof  that  such  aircraft  remains  in  such  public  passenger  ramp  area  after 
such  fifteen  (15)  minute  period.  In  the  event  Airline  shall  park  its  cargo  aircraft  in  any  public  cargo  ramp 
area  for  a  period  of  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  minutes,  then  at  the  discretion  of  City,  removal  of  such  air- 
craft may  be  directed  by  it  and  if  upon  the  lapse  of  a  fifteen  ( 15)  minute  period  after  such  direction,  Airline 
shall  fail  to  so  remove  such  aircraft,  it  shall  pay  City  a  fee  of  Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  for  each  thirty  (30) 
minutes  or  fraction  thereof  that  such  aircraft  remains  in  such  public  cargo  ramp  area  after  such  fifteen 
(15)  minute  period. 

City  may  charge  Airline  fees  of  not  more  than  Ten  Dollars  ($10.00)  for  each  twenty-four  (24)  hours 
or  fraction  thereof  in  excess  of  a  free  period  of  twenty-four  (24)  hours  for  the  parking  of  its  aircraft  in 
public  aircraft  parking  areas. 

ARTICLE  IV 
Payment  of  Fees 

City  shall,  within  fifteen  (15)  days  following  the  end  of  each  calendar  month,  furnish  to  Airline  a 
statement  setting  forth  the  amount  of  any  Flight  Fees  and  Aircraft  Parking  Fees  payable  by  Airline  here- 
under for  such  month.  The  amount  of  any  Flight  Fees  and  Aircraft  Parking  Fees  payable  by  Airline 
hereunder  for  any  calendar  month  shall  be  due  and  payable  by  it  on  the  last  day  of  the  next  succeeding 
calendar  month. 

City  shall,  as  promptly  as  practicable,  furnish  to  Airline  a  statement  setting  forth  any  amount  payable 
by  Airline  pursuant  to  Section  2.03  hereof  as  Airline's  pro  rata  share  of  any  Flight  Fee  deficiency  and  such 
amount  payable  by  Airline  shall  be  due  and  payable  by  it  within  twenty  (20)  days  after  such  statement  is 
mailed  or  otherwise  delivered  by  City. 

All  amounts  payable  by  Airline  hereunder  shall  be  paid  to  City  at  the  office  of  the  City  Comptroller 
of  City  and  any  amount  payable  by  Airline  hereunder  which  is  not  paid  when  due  shall  bear  interest  at 
the  rate  of  seven  per  cent  (7%)  per  annum  from  the  due  date  thereof  until  paid. 

The  payment  by  Airline  to  City  of  any  amount  thereunder  and  the  acceptance  thereof  by  City,  shall 
not  preclude  either  Airline  or  City  from  questioning,  within  a  period  of  eighteen  (18)  months  from  the 
date  of  such  payment  by  Airline,  the  accuracy  of  any  statement  on  the  basis  of  which  such  payment  was 
made,  or  preclude  City  from  making,  within  such  period,  any  claim  against  Airline  for  any  additional 
Eimount  payable  by  Airline  hereunder,  or  preclude  Airline  from  making,  within  such  period,  any  claim 
against  City  for  credit  for  any  excess  amount  paid  by  Airline  hereunder. 

Under  the  Lease  of  Terminal  Facilities  contemporaneously  entered  into  between  City  and  Airline, 
City  has  leased  to  Airline  certain  passenger  ramp  areas  at  the  Airport  and  Airline  has  agreed  to  pay  certain 
rentals  therefor.  It  is  recognized  that  rental  payable  by  Airline  to  City  for  such  areas  is  the  equivalent  of 
a  commitment  of  payment  by  Airline  of  a  minimum  amount  of  Flight  Fees  under  this  Agreement,  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  4.02  of  such  Lease  of  Terminal  Facilities.  Accordingly,  notwithstanding  any  other  provision 
of  this  Agreement,  any  amount  payable  by  Airline  to  City,  pursuant  to  Section  4.02  of  such  Lease  of 
Terminal  Facilities,  as  rental  for  any  calendar  month  for  passenger  ramp  areas  at  the  Airport  leased  to 
Airline  shall  be  applied  against  the  amount  of  Flight  Fees  otherwise  payable  by  Airline  to  City  hereunder 
for  fee  landings  at  the  Airport  of  aircraft  operated  by  Airline  during  the  same  calendar  month  or  during 
any  subsequent  calendar  month  in  the  same  fiscal  year,  and  any  amount  of  such  rental  so  applied  shall,  to 
the  extent  so  applied,  be  deemed  the  payment  by  Airline  to  City  of  a  like  amount  of  Flight  Fees  hereunder. 

At  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year,  and  prior  to  the  computation  of  any  Flight  Fee  deficiency  for  such 
fiscal  year  as  provided  by  Section  2.03  hereof,  to  the  extent  that  the  sum  of 

(a)  Flight  Fees  payable  by  Airline  for  fee  landings  at  the  Airport  during  such  fiscal  year  against 
which  rentals  for  such  passenger  ramp  areas  have  not  been  applied,  and 

(b)  Rentals  payable  by  Airline  for  such  fiscal  year  for  such  passenger  ramp  areas,

exceed  the  higher  of  total  Flight  Fees  payable  by  Airline  for  fee  landings  at  the  Airport  during  such  fiscal 
year,  or  the  total  rentals  payable  by  Airline  for  such  fiscal  year  for  such  passenger  ramp  areas,  then  the 
excess  shall  be  available  to  Airline  for  application  by  it  against  any  amount  payable  by  Airline  to  City 
under  this  Agreement  during  the  following  fiscal  year. 

ARTICLE  V 
Term  of  Agreement 

Section  5.01.  Term.  The  term  of  this  Agreement  shall  be  for  a  period  of  forty  (40)  years  com- 
mencing on  the  date  set  forth  in  the  first  line  of  this  Agreement. 

Section  5.02.  Covenant  to  use  Airport.  Airline  covenants  and  agrees  with  City  that  subject  to 
such  orders,  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  the  Federal  Government 
or  any  agency  thereof,  it  will  during  each  fiscal  year  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding, 
use  the  Airport  and  provide  for  fee  landings  of  its  aircraft  at  the  Airport;  provided,  however,  that  if 
Airline  does  not  now  have  terminal  building  space  at  the  Airport,  the  above  covenant  shall  be  applicable 
to  Airline  from  and  after  such  time  as  adequate  terminal  building  space  (or  adequate  cargo  building 
space,  if  Airline  is  not  certificated  as  a  scheduled  passenger  carrier)  is  made  available  to  it  at  the  Airport. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Construction,  Maintenance  and  Repair  by  Airline 

Section  6.01.  Construction,  maintenance  and  repair  by  Airline.  Airline  may  either  alone,  or  jointly 
with  any  one  or  more  other  Airline  Parties,  construct  or  install  such  communication,  meteorological  and 
aerial  navigation  equipment  as  may  be  reasonably  necessary  or  convenient  to  the  conduct  by  Airline  of 
air  transportation,  and  such  conduits,  pits,  covered  trenches,  ducts  and  other  facilities,  as  may  be  reason- 
ably necessary  or  convenient  for  power,  light  and  communication  purposes  or  for  use  in  connection  with 
the  handling  and  servicing  of  aircraft,  all  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation. 

All  such  construction  or  installation  by  Airline  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  applicable  laws 
and  ordinances  and  after  obtaining  any  requisite  building  or  construction  licenses  or  permits.  Plans 
and  specifications  of  any  such  proposed  construction  or  installation  (including  any  substantial  altera- 
tion or  addition  thereto)  shall  be  submitted  to  and  receive  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  prior  to  the  commencement  of  construction  or  installation.  Any  structures,  facilities  and 
additions  so  constructed  or  installed  by  Airline  shall  be  kept  and  maintained  by  it  in  good  condition  and 
repair.  No  restrictions,  however,  shall  be  placed  upon  Airline  as  to  the  architects,  builders  or  contractors 
who  may  be  employed  by  it  in  connection  with  any  construction,  installation,  alteration,  repair  or 
maintenance  of  any  such  structures,  facilities  or  additions. 

Section  6.02.  Performance  by  City  upon  failure  of  Airline  to  maintain.  In  the  event  Airline  fails 
to  perform  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  after  notice  from  City  so  to  do,  any  obligation  required  by 
this  Article  VI  to  be  performed  by  Airline,  City  may  do  all  things  necessary  to  perform  such  obligation, 
charging  the  cost  and  expense  thereof  to  Airline,  and  Airline  agrees  to  pay  City  all  such  costs  and  ex- 
penses in  addition  to  any  other  amounts  payable  by  Airline  hereunder;  provided,  however,  that  if 
Airline's  failure  to  perform  any  such  obligation  endangers  the  safety  of  the  public  or  of  employees  of 
City,  and  City  so  states  in  its  notice  to  Airline,  City  may  perform  such  obligation  of  Airline  at  any  time 
after  giving  of  such  notice  and  charge  to  Airline,  and  Airline  shall  pay,  as  aforesaid,  the  cost  and  ex- 
pense of  said  performance. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Maintenance  and  Operation  by  City 

Section  7.01.  Maintenance  and  operation  of  Airport.  City  shall  operate,  maintain  and  keep  in 
good  repair  the  areas  and  facilities  described  in  Article  I  hereof,  excepting  any  structures  or  facilities 
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constructed  or  installed  by  Airline  pursuant  to  Article  VI  hereof.  City  shall  keep  the  Airport  free  from 
obstruction,  including  the  removal  of  snow,  vegetation,  stones  and  other  foreign  matter,  as  reasonably 
as  may  be  done,  from  landing,  take-off,  public  ramp,  and  public  parking  areas. 

City  shall  operate  and  maintain  the  Airport  in  all  respects  in  a  manner  consistent  with  that  of  a 
reasonably  prudent  operator  of  an  airport  and  in  accordance  with  standards  and  ratings  for  airports  of 
similar  size  and  character  issued  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  and  with  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  and  any  other  governmental  agency  having  jurisdiction 
thereof.  City  shall  operate  the  Airport  in  a  manner  so  as  to  produce,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Agreement,  revenues  from  the  Airport  of  a  nature  and  amount  which  would  be  produced  by  a  reasonably 
prudent  operator  of  an  airport. 

In  the  event  any  operator  selected  by  City  for  the  purpose  of  providing  transportation  service  to 
and  from  the  Airport  of  passengers  and  their  baggage  shall  not  furnish  such  transportation  in  a  satis- 
factory and  efficient  manner,  City  shall,  upon  request  of  the  Airlines  Representative,  use  its  best  efforts 
to  correct  such  situation,  including,  if  required,  the  selection  of  another  operator  if  City  has  authority 
to  do  so  under  the  terms  of  the  applicable  concession  agreement,  to  the  end  that  such  transportation 
service  is  performed  in  a  satisfactory  and  efficient  manner. 

City  shall  supply  adequate  lighting  for  the  Airport,  including  adequate  landing  lights,  floodlights, 
beacons  and  other  field  lighting. 

City  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  keep  the  Airport  open  and  in  operation  for  landings  and  take-offs  of 
aircraft  of  any  type  using  facilities  similar  to  those  at  the  Airport. 

City  shall  maintain  order  at  the  Airport. 

Section  7.02.  Enjoyment  of  Rights  and  Privileges.  City  agrees  that  Airline,  performing  its  obliga- 
tions hereunder,  shall  be  entitled  to  and  shall  have  the  enjoyment  of  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  to  it 
hereunder,  subject  to  the  provisions  hereof. 

Section  7.03.  Performance  by  Airline  upon  failure  of  City  to  maintain  and  operate.  In  the  event 
City  fails  to  perform,  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  after  notice  from  Airline  so  to  do,  any  obligation 
required  by  this  Article  VII  to  be  performed  by  City,  Airline  may  perform,  by  itself  or  jointly  with  any 
other  Airline  Parties,  such  obligation  of  City  and  bill  City  for  the  cost  to  Airline  of  such  performance, 
but  Airline  shall  not  deduct  any  such  cost  from  any  amounts  due  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement 
between  Airline  and  City  relating  to  the  Airport  unless  at  the  time  there  are  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds 
outstanding;  provided,  however,  that  if  City's  failure  to  perform  any  such  obligation  endangers  the  safety 
of  Airline's  operation  at  the  Airport  and  Airline  so  states  in  its  notice  to  City,  Airline  may  perform,  by 
itself  or  jointly  with  any  other  Airline  Parties,  such  obligation  of  City  at  any  time  after  the  giving  of  such 
notice  and  bill  City  for  its  cost  of  such  performance,  but  Airline  shall  not  deduct  any  such  cost  from  any 
amounts  due  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  Airline  and  City  relating  to  the  Airport 
unless  at  the  time  there  are  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  outstanding.  City,  however,  shall  not  be  liable 
to  Airline  for  any  loss  of  revenues  to  Airline  resulting  from  any  of  City's  acts,  omissions  or  neglect  in  the 
maintenance  and  operation  or  otherwise  by  it  of  the  Airport  or  any  facilities  now  or  hereafter  connected 
therewith. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Rules  and  Regulations 

Airline  shall  observe  and  obey  all  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  conduct  and  operation  of 
the  Airport,  promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  City,  which  are  reasonably  required  for  the  prudent 
and  eflScient  operation  of  the  Airport  and  are  not  inconsistent  wdth  the  reasonable  exercise  by  Airline 
of  any  right  or  privilege  granted  to  it  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  Airline  and 
City  relating  to  the  Airport  or  any  part  thereof,  nor  inconsistent  with  safety  nor  with  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  any  Federal  or  State  agency  having  jurisdiction  with  respect  thereto,  nor  inconsistent  with 
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the  procedures  prescribed  or  approved  from  time  to  time  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  or  any 
other  governmental  authority  having  jurisdiction  over  flight  operations  at  the  Airport. 

City  shall  keep  Airline  supplied  with  five  (5)  sets  of  City's  current  Airport  rules  and  regulations 
applicable  to  Airline.  Except  in  cases  of  emergency,  no  such  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  applicable  to 
Airline  unless  it  has  been  given  fifteen  (15)  days  notice  of  the  adoption  thereof. 

City,  however,  shall  have  no  control  over  the  rates,  fares  or  charges  that  Airline  may  prescribe  in 
connection  with  its  conduct  of  an  air  transportation  business. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Exercise  by  City  of  Governmental  Functions 

Nothing  contained  herein  shall  impair  the  right  of  City  in  the  exercise  of  its  governmental  func- 
tions to  require  Airline  to  pay  any  tax  or  inspection  fees  or  to  procure  necessary  permits  or  licenses, 
provided  such  requirement  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  to  Airline  hereunder. 

Nothing  contained  herein  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  grant  of  any  franchise,  license,  permit  or  con- 
sent to  Airline  to  operate  motor  coaches,  buses,  taxicabs  or  other  vehicles  carrying  passengers  or  prop- 
erty for  hire  or  other  consideration  over  the  public  ways  to  and  from  the  Airport. 

ARTICLE  X 

Indemnity  and  Insurance 

Airline  agrees  to  indemnify  and  hold  City  harmless  from  and  against  all  liabilities,  judgments, 
costs,  damages  and  expenses  which  may  accrue  against,  be  charged  to  or  recovered  from  City  by 
reason  or  on  account  of  damage  to  the  property  of  City  or  the  property  of,  injury  to  or  death  of  any 
person,  arising  from  Airline's  use  and  occupancy  of  and  operations  at  the  Airport,  including  acts  of 
its  agents,  contractors  and  subcontractors,  except  when  caused  by  City's  sole  negligence  or  by  the 
joint  negligence  of  City  and  any  person  other  than  Airline,  its  agents,  contractors  and  subcontractors; 
provided  that  City  shall  give  Airline  prompt  and  timely  notice  of  any  claim  made  or  suit  instituted 
which,  in  any  way,  aff"ects  Airline  or  its  insurer,  and  Airline  or  its  insurer  shall  have  the  right  to  com- 
promise and  defend  the  same  to  the  extent  of  their  own  interests.  Any  final  judgment  rendered  against 
City  for  any  cause  for  which  Airline  is  liable  hereunder  shall  be  conclusive  against  Airline  as  to  lia- 
bility and  amount. 

Airline  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  in  force  insurance  of  the  following  types  and  in  not  less 
than  the  following  amounts,  issued  by  a  company  or  companies  of  sound  and  adequate  financial 
responsibility,  insuring  Airline  and  City  against  all  liabilities  for  accidents  arising  out  of  or  in  connection 
with  Airline's  use  and  occupancy  of  and  operations  at  the  Airport,  except  when  caused  by  City's 
negligence  alone  or  jointly  with  any  person  other  than  Airline,  its  agents,  contractors  and  subcontractors, 
and  shall  furnish  to  City  certificates  evidencing  such  insurance,  naming  City  as  an  additional  assured  there- 
under, subject  to  the  limitations  set  forth  above  in  respect  of  City's  negligence,  to-wit: 


Aircraft  Public  Liability  Insurance   $  100,000  per  person 

$1,000,000  per  accident 

Aircraft  Property  Damage  Insurance  $  200,000  per  accident 

Comprehensive  Public  Liability  Insurance   $  100,000  per  person 

$  250,000  per  accident 

Comprehensive  Property  Damage  Insurance  $   100,000  per  accident 


If  pursuant  to  any  other  agreement  between  Airline  and  City,  Airline  is  complying  with  requirements 
identical  with  those  of  this  Section,  such  compliance  shall  also  serve  as  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  this  Section. 
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ARTICLE  XI 

Books,  Records  and  Reports 

City  shall  follow  such  procedures  and  keep  and  maintain  such  books,  records  and  accounts  as  may 
be  necessary  or  appropriate,  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  sound  accounting  practices  and 
principles,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  all  capital  expenditures,  expenses  and  revenues  properly  allocable 
to  the  Airport  for  each  fiscal  year.  All  items  affecting  the  computation  of  the  Flight  Fee  or  any  Flight  Fee 
deficiency  payable  by  Airline  for  any  period,  and  the  aggregate  approved  maximum  landing  weight  of  all 
aircraft  operated  by  all  Airline  Parties  and  landed  in  fee  landings  at  the  Airport,  shall  be  recorded  and 
reflected  by  City,  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  sound  accounting  practices  and  principles,  in  such 
books,  records  and  acounts. 

City  shall  furnish  to  Airline,  within  four  (4)  months  after  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year,  beginning  with 
the  year  1958,  a  copy  of  an  annual  audit  report,  prepared  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  sound 
accounting  practices  and  principles  and  certified  by  a  firm  of  independent  certified  public  accountants  of 
recognized  standing,  covering  the  operation  by  City  of  the  Airport  for  such  year.  Such  annual  audit  report 
shall  contain,  among  other  things,  a  statement  of  the  aggregate  approved  maximum  landing  weight  of  all 
aircraft  operated  by  each  Airline  Party,  shown  separately  by  name  and  by  all  Airline  Parties  in  the  aggre- 
gate, which  were  landed  in  fee  landings  at  the  Airport  during  such  year;  it  shall  also  disclose  the  amount 
of  the  Flight  Fee  deficiency  (if  any)  payable  by  each  Airline  Party  and  the  basis  of  computation  thereof; 
also,  in  respect  of  any  year  in  which  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  it  shall  contain  a 
separate  statement  of  the  items  affecting  computation  of  the  Flight  Fee. 

City  shall  advise  the  Airlines  Representative,  as  early  as  practicable,  of  any  capital  expenditures  (other 
than  those  included  in  the  plans  and  specifications  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  and  approved  by 
the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance)  proposed  to  be  made  by  City  at  or  adjacent  to  the  Airport,  which  involve 
an  estimated  cost  to  City  of  more  than  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($50,000).  City  shall  furnish  to  such 
Representative,  and  any  persons  designated  by  him,  all  relevant  information  concerning  such  proposed 
capital  expenditures,  and  City  shall  give  due  consideration  to  any  suggestions  made  by  such  Representative, 
or  any  persons  designated  by  him,  with  respect  to  such  proposed  capital  expenditures  and  the  cost, 
character  and  desirability  thereof. 

At  least  twenty  (20)  days  before  any  concession  arrangement  is  entered  into  between  City  and  any 
concessionaire  with  respect  to  the  use  of  any  space  or  facilities  at  the  Airport,  City  shall  advise  the  Airlines 
Representative  of  the  proposed  concession  arrangement  and  furnish  to  such  Representative,  and  any  persons 
designated  by  him,  all  relevant  information  concerning  such  proposed  concession  arrangement.  The  Com- 
missioner of  Aviation  shall  give  due  consideration  to  any  suggestions  made  by  such  Representative,  or 
any  persons  designated  by  him,  with  respect  to  such  proposed  concession  arrangement. 

City  agrees  that  it  will  not,  during  the  term  of  this  Agreement,  either  lease  or  otherwise  permit  the 
use  of  any  space,  area  or  facility  in  any  terminal  building  or  otherwise  upon  the  Airport,  by  way  of  a 
concession  or  otherwise,  to  any  individual,  partnership  or  corporation  engaged  in  business  as  a  travel 
agent  or  travel  bureau  for  the  purpose  of  selling,  furnishing  or  delivering  tickets  available  from  any 
Airline  Party  for  transportation  by  air. 

City  shall,  prior  to  any  appointment  by  it  after  the  date  hereof  of  an  Airport  Consultant  or  Consulting 
Engineer,  consult  with  the  Airlines  Representative  concerning  such  appointment  and  will  give  due  con- 
sideration to  any  suggestions  made  by  such  Representative  concerning  such  appointment. 

Airline  shall  maintain  at  its  office  in  Chicago,  Illinois  or  at  the  Airport,  books,  records  and  accounts 
in  connection  with  or  having  a  bearing  upon  the  determination  of  any  Flight  Fee  payable  by  it,  or  if  such 
books,  records  and  accounts  are  not  maintained  at  such  office,  it  shall  promptly  furnish  the  Commissioner 
of  Aviation  and  the  City  Comptroller  with  all  information  reasonably  requested  by  them  with  respect 
to  such  books,  records  and  accounts.  The  Commissioner  of  Aviation  and  the  City  Comptroller,  and 
such  persons  as  may  be  designated  by  them,  shall  have  the  right,  at  all  reasonable  times,  to  examine,  make 
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copies  of,  and  take  extracts  from  such  books,  records  and  accounts.  The  Airlines  Representative,  and  such 
persons  as  may  be  designated  by  him,  shall  have  the  right,  at  all  reasonable  times,  to  examine,  make  copies 
of,  and  take  extracts  from,  the  books,  records  and  accounts  of  City  in  connection  with  or  having  any 
bearing  upon  the  determination  of  any  Flight  Fee  payable  by  Airline  Parties  or  any  Flight  Fee  deficiency 
payable  by  any  of  them  puisuant  to  Section  2.03  hereof. 

ARTICLE  XII 
Termination  by  City 

City  may  terminate  this  Agreement  by  giving  Airline  sixty  (60)  days  advance  notice  upon  or  after  the 
happening  and  during  the  continuance  of  any  one  of  the  following  events: 

(a)  The  filing  by  Airline  of  a  voluntary  petition  in  bankruptcy.  In  such  event,  City  shall  have 
the  right  to  file  a  claim  as  a  creditor  and  the  amounts  due  and  to  become  due,  under  the  terms  of  this 
Agreement,  shall  be  accelerated  and  become  due  and  payable. 

(b)  The  institution  of  proceedings  in  bankruptcy  against  Airline  and  the  final  adjudication  of 
Airline  as  a  bankrupt  pursuant  to  such  proceedings. 

(c)  The  taking  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  for  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  of  all  or 
substantially  all  of  Airline's  assets  pursuant  to  proceedings  brought  under  the  provisions  of  any  Federal 
reorganization  act. 

(d)  The  appointment  of  a  receiver  of  all  or  substantially  all  of  Airline's  assets  and  Airline's 
failure  to  vacate  such  appointment  within  sixty  (60)  days  thereafter. 

(e)  The  assignment  by  Airline  of  its  assets  for  the  benefit  of  its  creditors. 

(f )  The  abandonment  by  Airline  of  its  conduct  of  air  transportation  at  the  Airport. 

(g)  The  default  by  Airline  in  the  performance  of  any  covenant  or  agreement  required  to  be 
performed  by  Airline  herein  and  the  failure  of  Airline  to  remedy  such  default,  or  to  take  prompt 
action  to  remedy  such  default,  within  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  after  receipt  from  City  of  notice  to 
remedy  the  same. 

No  waiver  of  City  of  default  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  hereof  to  be  performed, 
kept  and  observed  by  Airline  shall  be  construed  to  be  or  act  as  a  waiver  of  any  subsequent  default  of  any 
of  such  terms,  covenants  and  conditions. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

Termination  by  Airune 

After  but  only  after  the  payment  and  retirement  of  all  Approved  Revenue  Bonds,  Airline  may  termi- 
nate this  Agreement  and  any  or  all  of  its  obligations  hereunder  at  any  time  that  Airline  is  not  in  default 
in  the  payment  of  any  amount  due  from  it  to  City  hereunder  by  giving  City  sixty  (60)  days  advance  notice 
upon  or  after  the  happening  and  during  the  continuance  of  any  one  of  the  following  events: 

(a)  The  failure  or  refusal  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  to  approve  all  weather  operations 
into  and  from  the  Airport  of  aircraft  of  any  type  operated  by  Airline  in  scheduled  air  trans- 
portation using  facilities  similar  to  those  at  the  Airport  and  continuance  thereof  for  a  period  of  at 
least  sixty  (60)  days, 

(b)  The  issuance  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of  an  injunction  in  any  way  preventing  or 
restraining  the  use  of  the  Airport  or  any  part  thereof  so  as  to  substantially  affect  Airline's  use  of 
the  Airport  in  its  conduct  of  an  air  transportation  system  and  the  remaining  in  force  of  such 
injunction,  not  stayed  by  way  of  appeal  or  otherwise,  for  a  period  of  at  least  sixty  (60)  days. 

(c)  The  issuance  of  any  order,  rule  or  regulation  or  the  taking  of  any  action  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board  or  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  or  other  competent  goverrunent  authority,  or  the 
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occurrence  of  any  fire,  other  casualty,  act  of  God  or  the  public  enemy,  substantially  aflfecting, 
for  a  period  of  at  least  sixty  (60)  days.  Airline's  use  of  the  Airport  in  its  conduct  of  an  air 
transportation  system;  provided,  however,  that  none  of  the  foregoing  is  due  to  any  fault  of 
Airline. 

(d)  The  default  by  City  in  the  performance  of  any  covenant  or  agreement  required  to  be  performed 
by  City  herein  or  in  any  other  agreement  between  City  and  Airline  relating  to  the  Airport  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  the  failure  of  City  to  remedy  such  default,  or  to  take  prompt  action  to  remedy 
such  default,  within  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  after  receipt  from  Airline  of  notice  to  remedy 
the  same. 

(e)  The  substantial  restriction  of  City's  operation  of  the  Airport  by  action  of  the  Federal  Government, 
or  any  department  or  agency  thereof,  under  its  wartime  or  emergency  powers,  or  by  action  of  the 

'  State  of  Illinois,  or  any  department  or  agency  thereof,  and  continuance  thereof  for  a  period  of 

not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days,  provided  such  restriction  adversely  affects  Airline's  operations  at 
the  Airport. 

Upon  the  exercise  of  this  right  of  termination,  all  agreements  and  leases  entered  into  between  Airline 
and  City  relating  to  this  Airport  shall  likewise  stand  terminated. 

No  waiver  by  Airline  of  default  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  hereof,  or  of  any  other 
agreement  between  City  and  Airline  relating  to  the  Airport  or  any  part  thereof,  to  be  performed,  kept  and 
observed  by  City  shall  be  construed  to  be  or  act  as  a  waiver  of  any  subsequent  default  of  any  of  such  terms, 
covenants  and  conditions. 

ARTICLE  XIV 

Right  of  Airline  to  Remove  Property 

Airline  shall  be  entitled  during  the  term  of  this  Agreement  and  for  a  reasonable  time  after  its  ter- 
mination, not  to  exceed  forty-five  (45)  days,  to  remove  from  the  Airport,  or  any  part  thereof,  all  aircraft, 
trade  fixtures,  tools,  machinery,  equipment,  materials  and  supplies  placed  thereon  by  it  pursuant  to  this 
Agreement,  subject,  however,  to  any  valid  lien  which  City  may  have  thereon  for  unpaid  fees  or  other 
amounts,  payable  by  Airline  to  City  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  City  and  Airline 
relating  to  the  Airport  or  any  part  thereof,  and  provided  that  Airline  shall  repair  all  damage  resulting 
from  such  removal. 

ARTICLE  XV 
Definitions 

The  following  terms,  when  used  in  this  Agreement,  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

Section  15.01.  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance.  "Revenue  Bond  Ordinance"  shall  mean  the  Ordinance 
entitled  "Ordinance  authorizing  the  issuance  of  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds 
Series  of  1959  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  extending  said  Airport  and  providing  for  payment  of 
principal  of  and  interest  on  said  bonds",  adopted  the  29th  day  of  December,  1958. 

Section  15.02.  Approved  Revenue  Bonds.  "Approved  Revenue  Bonds"  shall  mean  (a)  the  princi- 
pal amount  of  Bonds  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.02  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordi- 
nance, (b)  any  additional  Bonds  which  may  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.15  of  the 
Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  to  pay  the  cost  of  completing  improvements  as  referred  to  therein,  and  (c)  any 
additional  Bonds  which  may  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.16  of  the  Revenue  Bond 
Ordinance  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  additional  improvements  and  extensions  referred  to  therein,  if 
and  only  if  the  terms  and  provisions  of  such  additional  Bonds  issued  under  said  Section  2.16  and  of  the 
Supplemental  Ordinance  or  Ordinances  of  City  authorizing  their  issue  shall  have  been  approved  by  the 
Airlines  Representative. 

Section  15.03.  Airport  Consultant.  "Airport  Consultant"  shall  mean  the  Airport  Consultant  acting 
as  such  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance. 
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Section  15.04.  Consulting  Engineer.  "Consulting  Engineer"  shall  mean  the  Consulting  Engineer 
acting  as  such  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance. 

Section  15.05.  Fiscal  Year.  "Fiscal  year"  means  the  fiscal  year  of  City  commencing  January  1  and 
ending  December  31. 

Section  15.06.  Approved  maximum  landing  weight.  The  "approved  maximum  landing  weight"  of 
any  aircraft  shall  mean  the  maximum  landing  weight  approved  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration 
for  landing  such  aircraft  at  the  Airport. 

Section  15.07.  Definitions  of  Airport  Expense  and  Flight  Fee  Revenue  Requirements  applicable 
when  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding. 

(1)  Airport  Expense.  The  "Airport  Expense"  for  any  fiscal  year  during  which  any  Approved  Rev- 
enue Bonds  are  outstanding  shall  mean  the  following  expenses  (without  duplication  of  items)  properly 
allocable  to  such  fiscal  year  in  connection  with  the  Airport,  and  only  the  Airport,  all  as  determined  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  sound  accounting  practices  and  principles,  subject  to  the  specific 
requirements  hereinafter  set  forth: 

(a)  Operation  and  Maintenance  Expenses  for  such  fiscal  year  as  defined  in  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordi- 
nance; 

(b)  depreciation  on  depreciable  assets,  and  amortization  in  respect  of  engineering  costs  deferred, 
now  or  hereafter  acquired  with  funds  of  City  (other  than  Government  Grants  in  Aid,  proceeds 
derived  from  the  sale  of  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  or  amounts  charged  to  operation  and  main- 
tenance expenses  or  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance) 
to  the  extent  of  the  City's  investment  therein;  such  depreciation  shall  be  taken  on  a  straight 
line  basis,  at  a  rate  designed  to  amortize  the  City  investment  in  such  depreciable  assets  over 
their  estimated  useful  life; 

(c)  interest  on  funds  of  City  (other  than  Government  Grants  in  Aid,  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale 
of  Approved  Revenue  Bonds,  or  amounts  charged  to  operation  and  maintenance  expenses  or  the 
Reserve  Maintenance  Account  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance)  now  or  hereafter  invested 
in  whole  or  in  part  in  capital  expenditures,  including  engineering  fees,  acquisition  of  land  and 
costs  of  removal  of  railroads,  relocation  of  highways,  land  clearance  and  construction  work,  which 
interest  shall  be  computed  as  follows : 

(i)  interest  allocable  to  any  fiscal  year  on  such  funds  invested  in  non-depreciable  assets  shall  be 
computed  on  the  City's  average  investment  in  such  assets; 

(ii)  interest  allocable  to  any  fiscal  year  on  such  funds  invested  in  depreciable  assets  shall  be 
computed  on  the  depreciated  City  investment  in  such  assets  at  the  beginning  of  such  fiscal 
year; 

(iii)  interest  on  such  funds  actually  borrowed  by  City  for  airport  purposes  shall  be  computed  at 
the  effective  rate  payable  under  such  borrowing  to  the  extent  such  borrowing  remains  out- 
standing; and 

(iv)  interest  on  other  funds  of  City  shall  be  computed  at  the  weighted  average  effective  rate 
payable  by  City  on  its  general  obligation  bonds  outstanding  on  January  2nd  of  such  fiscal 
year; 

(d)  the  sum  to  be  deposited  in  such  fiscal  year  in  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  provided  for 
in  Section  5.03(2)  Fourth  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  with  respect  to  Approved  Revenue 
Bonds ; 

(e)  beginning  with  the  fiscal  year  commencing  January  1,  1962  and  each  fiscal  year  thereafter,  a 
sum  equal  to  one  and  twenty-five  hundredths  (1.25)  times  the  sum  of  the  Principal  and  Interest 
Requirements  (as  Principal  and  Interest  Requirements  are  defined  in  Section  2.16  of  the  Revenue 
Bond  Ordinance)  for  each  such  fiscal  year  of  all  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  outstanding  at  the 
beginning  of  such  fiscal  year;  provided,  however,  that  if,  at  the  beginning  of  any  fiscal  year,  the 
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total  amount  of  all  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  outstanding  requires  for  retirement  thereof  a  sum 
which  is  less  than  one  and  twenty-five  hundredths  (1.25)  times  the  sum  of  Principal  and  Interest 
Requirements  for  such  fiscal  year  (as  Principal  and  Interest  Requirements  are  defined  in  Section 
2.16  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance),  then  in  that  event  the  sum  to  be  included  in  Airport 
Expense  pursuant  to  this  subparagraph  (e)  shall  not  exceed  a  sum  equal  to  one  and  twenty-five 
hundredths  (1.25)  times  the  principal  and  interest  requirements  to  effect  payment  on  the  next 
succeeding  January  1  or  July  1,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  all  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  outstanding 
at  the  beginning  of  such  fiscal  year;  and 

(f)  premiums  paid  on  July  1  of  such  fiscal  year  and  January  1  of  the  succeeding  fiscal  year  on 
the  redemption  of  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  and  premiums  paid  on  such  Bonds  purchased 
during  such  fiscal  year  in  the  open  market  or  by  tender. 

City  investment  in  respect  of  any  assets  shall  not  be  increased  by  reason  of  the  receipt  or  use  by  City  of  any 
proceeds  of  insurance  on  account  of  damage  to  or  destruction  of  any  property. 

(2)  Flight  Fee  Revenue  Requirements.  The  "Flight  Fee  Revenue  Requirements"  for  any  fiscal  year 
during  which  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding  shall  mean  the  excess  of  Airport  Expense  for 
such  year  over  the  Revenues  (exclusive  of  all  Flight  Fees  payable  for  such  fiscal  year  by  Airline  Parties 
by  reason  of  fee  landings  or  by  application  of  rentals  for  passenger  ramp  areas  leased  to  any  Airline 
Parties  as  payment  on  account  thereof)  for  such  year  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance.  Such  Revenues 
shall  include,  without  limitation,  any  amount  of  deferred  income  allocable  to  such  year  by  reason  of  the 
provisions  of  Section  5.03(2)  Sixth  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance. 

Section  15.08.  Definitions  of  Airport  Expense,  Net  Airport  Expense  and  Adjusted  Net  Airport 
Expense  when  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding. 

( 1 )  Airport  Expense.  The  "Airport  Expense"  for  any  fiscal  year  during  which  no  Approved  Revenue 
Bonds  are  outstanding  shall  mean  all  expenses  incurred  by  City  in  the  ojjeration  and  maintenance  of  the 
Airport,  and  only  the  Airport,  which  are  properly  allocable  to  such  year,  all  as  determined  in  accordance 
with  generally  accepted  sound  accounting  practices  and  principles,  subject  to  the  specific  requirements 
hereinafter  set  forth.  Such  expenses  include,  without  limitation,  expenses  incurred  by  City  for  the  following 
items  (without  duplication  of  items)  in  connection  with  the  Airport  and  properly  allocable  as  aforesaid: 

(a)  direct  labor  and  salaries,  including  fringe  benefits  such  as  provisions  for  holiday  and  vacation  pay, 
workmen's  compensation,  pension  benefits,  hospital  insurance  and  such  other  benefits  as  are  or 
may  be  included  therein  from  time  to  time; 

(b)  services  by  contract; 

(c)  services  by  independent  accountants,  auditors,  consultants  and  engineers; 

(d)  credit  and  casualty  losses; 

(e)  security  and  fire  protection  at  the  Airport; 

(f)  materials,  supplies  and  equipment  expense; 

(g)  utilities; 

(h)  insurance,  including,  without  limitation,  property  damage  and  fire  insurance  on  the  terminal 
buildings,  fire  stations,  control  tower,  central  heating  plant,  public  liability  insurance,  burglary 
insurance  and  bonds  of  employees; 

(i)  administrative  expense  of  City  directly  related  to  and  incurred  for  the  maintenance,  operation 
and  management  of  the  Airport; 

(j)  depreciation  on  depreciable  assets,  and  amortization  in  respect  of  engineering  costs  deferred, 
now  or  hereafter  acquired  with  funds  of  City  (other  than  Government  Grants  in  Aid,  proceeds 
derived  from  the  sale  of  Approved  Revenue  Bonds,  or  amounts  charged  to  operation  and  main- 
tenance expenses  or  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance, 
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and  funds  from  the  Improvement  Account  referred  to  in  Section  16.04  hereof  or  the  Deferred 
Maintenance  Account  referred  to  in  Section  16.05  hereof)  to  the  extent  of  the  City's  investment 
therein;  such  depreciation  shall  be  computed  as  follows: 

(i)  depreciation  shall  be  taken  on  a  straight  line  basis,  at  a  rate  designed  to  amortize  the  City 
investment  in  such  depreciable  assets  over  their  estimated  useful  life;  and 

(ii)  expenditures  for  periodic  maintenance  having  a  useful  life  of  more  than  one  year  shall  be 
considered  to  be  capital  expenditures  for  depreciable  assets,  unless  such  expenditures  are 
relatively  minor  in  amount;  and 

(k)  interest  on  funds  of  City  (other  than  Government  Grants  in  Aid,  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale 
of  Approved  Revenue  Bonds,  amounts  charged  to  operation  and  maintenance  expenses  or  the 
Reserve  Maintenance  Account  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  and  funds  from  the  Improve- 
ment Account  referred  to  in  Section  16.04  hereof  or  the  Deferred  Maintenance  Account  referred 
to  in  Section  16.05  hereof)  now  or  hereafter  invested  in  whole  or  in  part  in  capital  expendi- 
tures, including  engineering  fees,  acquisition  of  land  and  costs  of  removal  of  railroads,  relocation 
of  highways,  land  clearance  and  construction  work,  which  interest  shall  be  computed  as  follows: 

(i)  interest  allocable  to  any  fiscal  year  on  such  funds  invested  in  non-depreciable  assets  shall  be 
computed  on  the  City's  average  investment  in  such  assets; 

(ii)  interest  allocable  to  any  fiscal  year  on  such  funds  invested  in  depreciable  assets  shall  be 
computed  on  the  depreciated  City  investment  in  such  assets  at  the  beginning  of  such  fiscal 
year; 

(iii)  interest  on  such  funds  actually  borrowed  by  City  for  airport  purposes  shall  be  computed  at 
the  effective  rate  payable  under  such  borrowing  to  the  extent  such  borrowing  remains  out- 
standing; and  '■. 

(iv)  interest  on  other  funds  of  City  shall  be  computed  at  the  weighted  average  eflFective  rate 
payable  by  City  on  its  general  obligation  bonds  outstanding  on  January  2nd  of  such  fiscal 
year;  and 

(1)  The  sum  to  be  deposited  in  such  fiscal  year  in  the  Deferred  Maintenance  Account  referred  to  in 
Section  16.05  hereof  which  shall  be  the  lesser  of  (1)  Six  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($600,000), 
or  (2)  the  sum  which  will  cause  the  accumulated  balance  to  the  credit  of  such  Account  at  the 
end  of  such  fiscal  year  to  equal  Two  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,500,000)  ;  pro- 
vided, however,  no  amount  shall  be  included  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  subparagraph  (1) 
in  Airport  Expense  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  January  1,  1998. 

"Airport  Expense"  shall  not  include  in  any  such  year  any  expense  or  expenditure  (or  any  related 
interest  or  depreciation)  which  is  of  a  nature  or  amount  which  would  not  have  been  incurred  by  a 
reasonably  prudent  operator  of  an  airport.  City  investment  in  respect  of  any  assets  shall  not  be  increased 
by  reason  of  the  receipt  or  use  by  City  of  any  proceeds  of  insurance  on  account  of  damage  to  or  destruction 
of  any  property. 

(2)  Net  Airport  Expense.  The  "Net  Airport  Expense"  for  any  fiscal  year  during  which  no 
Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding  shall  mean  the  Airport  Expense  for  such  year,  minus  the 
aggregate  of  all  revenues  of  City  (other  than  Flight  Fees  payable  for  such  year  by  Airline  Parties)  and 
other  credits  properly  allocable  to  such  year  and  to  the  Airport,  all  as  determined  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  sound  accounting  practices  and  principles,  subject  to  the  specific  requirements  herein- 
after set  forth.  Such  revenues  and  credits  allocable  to  any  year  include,  without  limitation,  the  following 
(without  duplication  of  items)  : 

(a)  fees  in  connection  with  each  fee  landing  at  the  Airport  during  such  year,  computed  at  the  Flight 
Fee  rate  then  currently  in  effect  under  this  Agreement,  of  aircraft  other  than  aircraft  operated 
by  any  Airline  Party,  except  that  in  the  event  a  lesser  rate  shall  have  been  established  by  City  in 
accordance  with  Section  17.01  hereof  for  non-commercial  private  aircraft,  such  fees  shall  be 
computed  at  such  lesser  rate  as  to  such  aircraft; 
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(b)  fees,  in  such  amount  as  is  determined  by  City,  payable  to  City  in  connection  with  each  landing 
at  the  Airport  during  such  year  of  helicopter  aircraft  operated  in  local  service  between  the  Air- 
port and  any  point  within  a  radius  of  fifty  (50)  miles  from  the  Airport; 

(c)  lease  rentals  and  payments  for  utilities  for  all  areas  included  in  the  Airport; 

(d)  all  revenues  from  fixed  base  operators  at  the  Airport; 

(e)  all  revenues  from  all  other  concessionaires  of  every  character  and  description  whatsoever,  includ- 
ing, without  limitation,  automobile  parking,  ground  transportation,  insurance,  restaurant,  food, 
beverage,  newsstand  and  merchandise  concessionaires;  and 

(f)  all  other  revenues  (other  than  Flight  Fees  payable  for  such  year  by  Airline  Parties)  from  the 
Airport. 

(3)  Adjusted  Net  Airport  Expense.  The  "Adjusted  Net  Airport  Expense"  for  any  fiscal  year  during 
which  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding  shall  mean  the  Net  Airport  Expense  for  such  year, 

(a)  plus  any  excess  of  (i)  the  aggregate  of  Net  Airport  Expense  for  such  fiscal  year  and  for  all  prior 
fiscal  years  after  the  date  of  this  Agreement  in  which  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  were  out- 
standing (and  in  case  of  the  retirement  of  all  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  on  January  1  of  any 
year,  then  also  including  the  next  preceding  fiscal  year)  plus  any  sums  deposited  for  such  fiscal 
years  in  the  Improvement  Account  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  16.04  hereof  over  (ii) 
the  aggregate  Flight  Fees  payable  in  connection  with  all  fee  landings  at  the  Airport  during  such 
ye&rs  of  all  aircraft  operated  by  all  Airline  Parties  at  the  time  involved,  or 

(b)  minus  any  excess  of  (i)  the  aggregate  Flight  Fees  payable  in  connection  with  all  such  fee  landings 
at  the  Airport  during  such  year  and  all  prior  fiscal  years  after  the  date  of  this  Agreement  during 
which  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  were  outstanding  (and  in  case  of  the  retirement  of  all 
Approved  Revenue  Bonds  on  January  1  of  any  year,  then  also  including  the  next  preceding  fiscal 
year)  over  (ii)  the  aggregate  of  Net  Airport  Expense  for  such  years  plus  any  sums  deposited  for 
such  fiscal  years  in  the  Improvement  Account  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  16.04  hereof. 

Anything  herein  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  in  the  event  that  the  Flight  Fee  hereunder  for  any 
twelve-month  period  (or  for  any  portion  of  a  twelve-month  period)  commencing  July  1  during  which  no 
Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding  is  based  upon  the  Adjusted  Net  Airport  Expense  for  a  pre- 
ceding fiscal  year  during  which  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  were  outstanding,  the  Airport  Expense,  Net 
Airport  Expense  and  Adjusted  Net  Airport  Expense  for  such  preceding  fiscal  year  shall  be  computed  in 
the  manner  herein  provided  for  a  fiscal  year  during  which  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding 
with,  however,  appropriate  adjustments,  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  sound  accounting  practices 
and  principles,  to  Net  Airport  Expense  and  Adjusted  Net  Airport  Expense  to  reflect  any  changes  in  reve- 
nues which  will  occur  by  reason  of  retirement  of  all  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  and  to  Adjusted  Net  Airport 
Expense  to  reflect  any  surplus  or  deficiency  resulting  from  the  operations  of  the  Airport  and  not  applied 
to  the  retirement  of  Approved  Revenue  Bonds. 

Section  15.09.  Government  Grants  in  Aid.  "Goverrmient  Grants  in  Aid"  shall  mean  funds  ob- 
tained by  City,  otherwise  than  by  borrowing,  and  property  acquired  by  City,  otherwise  than  by  purchase, 
from  the  United  States  Govenmient  or  any  department  or  agency  thereof,  or  from  the  State  of  Illinois 
or  any  department,  agency  or  subdivision  thereof  other  than  City. 

Section  15.10.  Airline  Parties.  "Airline  Parties"  shall  mean  at  any  time  those  air  carriers  who  then 
have  agreements  with  City,  substantially  the  same  as  this  Agreement,  except  as  to  any  difference  in  the 
length  of  term  thereof,  under  which  they  agree  to  pay  to  City,  in  connection  with  each  fee  landing  at  the 
Airport  of  aircraft  operated  by  them,  Flight  Fees  on  the  basis  and  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  Agreement 
and  who  are  either 

(a)  scheduled  sdr  carriers  holding  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  issued  by  the 
Civil  Aeronautics  Board, 
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(b)  foreign  air  carriers  holding  foreign  air  carrier  permits  issued  by  the  CivU  Aeronautics  Board,  or 

(c)  air  carriers  holding  certificates  of  convenience  and  necessity  issued  by  the  Illinois  Commerce 
Commission  (or  any  successor  thereto). 

Section  15.11.  Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline  Parties.  The  "Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline  Parties" 
shall  mean  at  any  time  the  then  Airline  Parties  who  (a)  constitute  at  least  one-half  of  all  then  Airline 
Parties  and  (b)  operated  aircraft  landed  in  fee  landings  at  the  Airport  during  the  next  preceding  fiscal 
year  having  an  aggregate  approved  maximum  landing  weight  representing  over  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of 
the  aggregate  approved  maximum  landing  weight  of  all  aircraft,  landed  in  fee  landings  at  the  Airport 
during  such  year,  operated  by  all  Airline  Parties  at  the  time  of  determination. 

Section  15.12.  Airlines  Representative.  The  "Airlines  Representative"  at  any  time  shall  mean 
such  person  (and  such  alternates,  in  such  order)  then  designated  by  a  Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline 
Parties  by  notice  to  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation.  Any  such  designation  of  such  Representative  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect  until  revoked  or  modified  by  a  Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline  Parties  by 
notice  to  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation. 

Section  15.13.  Commissioner  of  Public  Works.  The  "Commissioner  of  Public  Works"  shall  be 
concerned  with  construction  at  the  Airport  and  shall  mean  for  the  purpose  of  this  Agreement  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  of  City  (or  any  successor  thereto  in  whole  or  in  part  as  to  his  duties 
hereunder)  and  his  duly  authorized  assistants. 

Section  15.14.  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration,  Civil  Aeronautics  Board.  The  "Civil  Aeronautics 
Administration"  and  the  "Civil  Aeronautics  Board"  shall  each  include  any  successor  thereto. 

Section  15.15.  Commissioner  of  Aviation.  The  "Commissioner  of  Aviation"  shall  be  concerned 
with  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Airport  and  shall  mean  for  the  purpose  of  this  Agreement 
the  Commissioner  of  Aviation  of  City  (or  any  successor  thereto  in  whole  or  in  part  as  to  his  duties 
hereunder)  and  his  duly  authorized  assistants. 

ARTICLE  XVI 
Special  Provisions 

Section  16.01.  Emergency  Reserve  Account.  All  moneys  remaining  in  the  Emergency  Reserve 
Account  created  by  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  after  the  payment  of  all  Bonds  issued  under  the  Revenue 
Bond  Ordinance  shall  be  paid  to  City  to  be  -deposited  in  its  corporate  fund. 

Section  16.02.  Cancellation  of  prior  Airport  Use  Agreement.  The  existing  Airport  Use  Agreement, 
dated  the  28th  day  of  October,  1955,  is  hereby  cancelled  and  terminated,  without,  however,  affecting  any 
accrued  rights  or  obligations  thereunder. 

Section  16.03.  Effective  date  of  Agreement.  An  executed  copy  of  this  Agreement  will  be  deposited 
in  escrow  with  The  First  National  Bank  of  Chicago,  as  Escrowee,  pursuant  to  an  Escrow  Agreement 
between,  among  others,  City,  Airline  and  such  Escrowee.  This  Agreement  shall  become  effective  only 
when  and  if  delivered  uncancelled  to  City  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  such  Escrow  Agreement. 

Section  16.04.  Improvement  Account.  If  at  any  time  during  any  fiscal  year  when  a  minimum 
Flight  Fee  is  in  effect  in  connection  with  fee  landings  at  the  Airport  of  aircraft  operated  by  Airline  Parties 
at  the  time  involved,  no  Bonds  issued  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  or  any  ordinance  supplemental 
thereto  shall  be  outstanding,  then  City  shall  set  aside  in  a  special  account  referred  to  as  the  "Improvement 
Account"  any  excess  of  the  aggregate  of  such  minimum  Flight  Fees  over  the  aggregate  amount  of  Flight 
Fees  which  would  have  been  payable  by  Airline  Parties  if  no  minimum  Flight  Fee  were  in  effect. 
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Moneys  set  aside  in  the  Improvement  Account  during  the  term  of  this  Agreement  shall  be  deposited 
by  City  in  trust  with  a  Depositary  to  be  used,  not  only  during  the  term  of  this  Agreement  but  also  there- 
after, solely  for  the  purpose  of  making  capital  expenditures  at  the  Airport  approved,  as  evidenced  by  his 
certificate,  by  an  engineer,  selected  by  City,  having  the  qualifications  provided  in  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordi- 
nance for  the  Consulting  Engineer  thereunder.  All  moneys  paid  into  the  Improvement  Account  shall  be 
disbursed  by  warrants  on  the  City  Treasurer  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  City  Comp- 
troller and  accompanied  by  a  statement  of  the  Commissioner  of  PubHc  Works,  and  also  of  such  engineer, 
that  each  item  covered  thereby  is  a  proper  charge  in  a  reasonable  amount  against  the  Improvement 
Account.  The  Depositary  :hall  be  a  banking  association  or  trust  company,  having  a  combined  capital  and 
surplus  of  not  less  than  Ten  Million  Dollars  ($10,000,000),  selected  by  City. 

Section  16.05.  Deferred  Maintenance  Account.  Funds  shall  be  transferred  to  City,  upon  retire- 
ment of  all  Bonds  issued  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  or  any  ordinance  supplemental  thereto,  from 
the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  provided  for  by  Section  5.03  (2)  Fourth  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordi- 
nance to  a  special  account  herein  referred  to  as  the  "Deferred  Maintenance  Account."  Any  amount  included 
for  any  fiscal  year  during  which  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding  in  Airport  Expense,  pur- 
suant to  paragraph  (1)  of  Section  15.08(1)  hereof,  shall  be  set  aside  by  City  in  the  Deferred  Maintenance 
Account. 

Money  set  aside  in  the  Deferred  Maintenance  Account  during  the  term  of  this  Agreement  shall  be 
deposited  by  City  in  trust  with  a  Depositary  (a)  to  be  used,  during  the  period  ending  thirty-nine  (39) 
years  from  the  date  set  forth  on  the  first  line  of  this  Agreement,  for  the  purpose  of  making  repairs, 
renewals,  replacements  of  the  terminal  buildings,  landing  areas,  aprons  and  related  facilities,  equipment  or 
otherwise  at  the  Airport  approved,  as  evidenced  by  his  certificate,  by  an  engineer  selected  by  City,  having 
the  qualifications  provided  in  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  for  the  Consulting  Engineer  thereunder  and 
(b)  to  the  extent  any  moneys  remaining  on  deposit  in  such  Account  at  the  end  of  such  thirty-nine  (39) 
year  period,  to  be  returned  to  City  free  of  any  trust.  The  Depositary  shall  be  a  banking  association  or 
trust  company  having  a  combined  capital  and  surplus  of  not  less  than  Ten  Million  Dollars  ($10,000,000), 
selected  by  City.  All  moneys  paid  into  the  Deferred  Maintenance  Account  and  disbursed  during  such 
thirty-nine  (39)  year  period  shall  be  disbursed  by  wari'ants  on  the  City  Treasurer,  signed  by  the  Mayor 
and  countersigned  by  the  City  Comptroller  and  accompanied  by  a  statement  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  and  also  of  such  engineer,  that  each  item  covered  thereby  is  a  proper  charge  in  a  reasonable 
amount  against  the  Deferred  Maintenance  Account. 

Notwithstanding  any  provision  to  the  contrary  contained  in  any  lease  between  City  and  Airline,  each 
Airline  Party  which  at  the  end  of  such  thirty-nine  (39)  year  period  is  a  lessee  of  any  space  or  premises  at 
the  Airport  under  any  lease  from  City  then  in  effect,  shall  be  entitled  to  apply  against  any  rental,  payable 
by  such  Airline  Party  to  City  under  such  lease  during  the  next  following  twelve  (12)  month  period,  its 
proportionate  share  of  any  amount  to  be  returned  to  City  from  the  Deferred  Maintenance  Account  as 
above  provided.  Such  proportionate  share  of  any  such  Airline  Party  shall  be  that  portion  of  the  aggregate 
amount  to  be  returned  to  City  as  aforesaid  which  bears  the  same  ratio  to  such  aggregate  amount  as  the 
total  rentals  payable  by  such  Airline  Party  during  such  twelve  (12)  month  period  under  such  leases 
between  it  and  City  bear  to  the  aggregate  rentals  payable  by  all  such  Airline  Parties  during  such  twelve 
(12)  month  period  under  such  leases  between  them  and  City. 

ARTICLE  XVII 
Miscellaneous 

Section  17.01.  Treatment  of  others.  City  shall  on  and  after  January  1,  1959  charge  the  Flight  Fee 
rate  then  currently  in  effect  under  this  Agreement  for  each  fee  landing  at  the  Airport  of  aircraft,  no 
matter  by  whom  operated,  except  that  in  the  case  of  non-commercial  private  aircraft,  City  may  establish 
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and  charge  any  other  rate  for  all  such  aircraft,  provided  that  said  rate  shall  not  be  less  than  30^  (thirty 
cents)  for  each  1000  (one  thousand)  pounds  of  approved  maximum  landing  weight  of  such  aircraft. 
Subject  to  the  foregoing,  the  areas  and  facilities  described  in  Article  I  hereof  shall  be  available,  up  to  the 
capacity  thereof,  to  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  without  unjust  or  unreasonable  discrimination,  for 
landing  and  taking  off  by  any  aircraft. 

City  shall  not  hereafter  grant  to  any  air  transportation  company  in  competition  with  Airline  any  rights 
or  privileges  at  the  Airport  of  a  character  or  on  a  basis  more  favorable  to  such  company  than  those  granted 
or  available  to  Airline,  and  the  effect  of  which  is  to  place  Airline  at  a  competitive  disadvantage. 

Section  17.02.  Consents  and  approvals.  Consents  and  approvals  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  or  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  not  be 
unreasonably  withheld  and  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  given  unless  within  thirty  (30)  days  after 
receipt  of  written  request  from  Airline  for  such  consent  or  approval,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
or  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have  given  Airline  a  written  reply  refusing  or 
withholding  action  on  such  consent  or  approval  and  stating  his  reasons  for  such  refusal  or  such  with- 
holding of  action. 

Section  17.03.    Notices.    All  notices  to  City  provided  for  herein  shall  be  in  writing  and  may  be 

sent  by '  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  addressed  to  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation  of  the  City  of 
Chicago,  City  Hall,  Chicago  2,  Illinois,  or  to  such  other  address  as  City  may  designate  from  time  to  time 
by  notice  to  Airline,  and  shall  be  deemed  given  when  so  mailed.  All  notices  to  Airline  provided  for  herein 

shall  be  in  writing  and  may  be  sent  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  addressed  to  Airline,  

 ,  or  to  such  other  address  as  Airline  may  designate  from 

time  to  time  by  notice  to  City,  and  shall  be  deemed  given  when  so  mailed. 

Section  17.04.  Separability.  In  the  event  any  covenant,  phrase,  clause,  paragraph,  Section,  con- 
dition or  provision  herein  contained  is  held  to  be  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the 
invalidity  of  any  such  covenant,  phrase,  clause,  paragraph.  Section,  condition  or  provision  shall  in  no  way 
affect  any  other  covenant,  phrase,  clause,  paragraph,  Section,  condition  or  provision  herein  contained. 

Section  17.05.  Assignment.  Airline  shall  not  assign  this  Agreement  and  its  rights  hereunder,  in 
whole,  except  with  the  prior  consent  of  City,  or  in  part,  except  with  the  prior  consent  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Aviation;  provided,  however,  the  foregoing  shall  not  prevent  the  assignment  of  this 
Agreement  and  of  Airline's  rights  hereunder  to  any  corporation  into  or  with  which  Airline  may  merge 
or  consolidate,  or  which  may  succeed  to  the  business  and  assets  of  Airline. 

Section  17.06.  Remedies  cumulative.  The  rights  and  remedies  hereunder  are  cumulative  and 
the  use  of  one  remedy  shall  not  be  taken  to  exclude  or  waive  the  right  to  the  use  of  another. 

Section  17.07.  Headings.  The  Article  and  Section  headings  contained  herein  are  for  convenience 
of  reference  only  and  are  not  intended  to  define,  limit  or  describe  the  scope  or  intent  of  any  provision  of 
this  Agreement. 

Section  17.08.  Successors  and  assigns.  All  of  the  covenants,  stipulations  and  agreements  herein 
contained  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  17.05  hereof,  inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  be  binding 
upon  the  successors  and  assigns  of  the  parties  hereto. 

Section  17.09.  Construction.  This  Agreement  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  made  in  and  shall 
be  construed  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Section  17.10.  Counterparts.  This  Agreement  has  been  executed  in  several  counterparts,  each  of 
which  shall  be  an  original,  and  all  collectively  but  one  instrument. 
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IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF,  the  City  of  Chicago  has  caused  this  Agreement  to  be  executed  on  its

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Chicago: 

Section  1.  The  Mayor  is  authorized  to  execute  and  the  City  Clerk  to  attest  and  affix  the  seal  of 
the  City  of  Chicasjo  upon  the  Hangar  and  Hangar  Site  Leases  which  are  substantially  in  the  following  form, 
after  approval  by  the  Comptroller  and  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  as  to  form  and  legality,  to-wit: 
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Hangar  and  Hangar  Site  Lease 

THIS  LEASE,  made  and  entered  into  as  of  this  1st  day  of  January,  A.D.  1959,  by  and  between  the 
CITY  OF  CHICAGO,  a  municipal  corporation  of  the  State  of  Illinois  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "City"),

a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  

(hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Airline"), 

WITNESSETH : 

WHEREAS,  City  owns  and  operates  the  airport  known  as  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport 
(a  plat  of  said  airport  being  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A  and  made  a  part  hereof),  situated  in  the  County 
of  Cook  and  the  County  of  Du  Page,  State  of  Illinois  (hereinafter,  together  with  any  additions  thereto  or 
enlargements  thereof,  whether  or  not  made  with  corporate  funds  of  City,  Government  Grants  in  Aid, 
Approved  Revenue  Bonds  (as  such  term  is  hereinafter  defined)  or  any  other  funds  of  any  nature 
whatsoever,  referred  to  as  the  "Airport"),  with  the  power  to  lease  premises  and  facilities  and  to  grant 
rights  and  privileges  with  respect  thereto,  all  as  hereinafter  provided;  and 

WHEREAS,  City  and  Airline  have  entered  into  an  agreement  of  even  date  herewith,  entitled  and 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Airport  Use  Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  Airline  is  engaged  in  the  business  of  air  transportation  and  desires  to  lease  certain 
premises  and  facilities  in  the  hangar  site  area  at  the  Airport  shown  on  said  Exhibit  A  (said  hangar  site  area, 
together  with  any  additions  thereto  or  enlargements  thereof,  being  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Hangar 
Site  Area"),  and  to  obtain  certain  rights  and  privileges  with  respect  thereto  and  to  the  use  of  the  Airport 
upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  provided;  and 

WHEREAS,  City  is  willing  to  lease  to  Airline  such  premises  and  facilities,  and  to  grant  to  Airline  such 
rights  and  privileges,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  provided;  and 

WHEREAS,  City  has  adopted  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds,  the  proceeds 
of  which  are  to  be  used,  among  other  things,  for  the  construction  of  a  hangar  upon  such  premises,  accord- 
ing to  plans  and  specifications  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  City,  including  any  modifications  thereof 
approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  Airline,  and  City  is  willing  to  use  its  best  efforts  to 
finance  and  construct  such  hangar  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  provided; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  premises  (which  are  incorporated  into  the 
body  of  this  Lease  as  fully  as  if  they  were  set  forth  therein)  and  of  the  mutual  covenants  and  agreements 
herein  contained,  and  other  valuable  considerations,  the  parties  hereto  covenant  and  agree  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  I 
Premises 

Section  1.01.  Lease  of  premises.  Use  of  demised  premises.  City  does  hereby  lease  to  Airline,  and 
Airline  does  hereby  lease  from  City,  the  premises  (hereinafter,  together  with  any  buildings  and  improve- 
ments now  or  hereafter  located  thereon,  referred  to  as  the  "demised  premises")  at  the  Airport  designated 

as  on  Exhibit  A-1  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof,  together  with  the  facilities,  rights  and 

privileges  hereinafter  described. 
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Airline  is  hereby  granted  the  exclusive  use  of  the  demised  premises,  subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions 
hereof  and  to  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  City  in  accordance  with  Article  VI  hereof,  for  any  and 
all  purposes  reasonably  necessary  or  convenient  in  connection  with  the  conduct  by  Airline  of  air  transporta- 
tion, including,  without  limitation,  the  following: 

(a)  the  repairing,  maintenance,  conditioning,  testing,  parking,  moving  and  storage  of  aircraft  and 
other  equipment  operated  by  Airline  or  by  any  other  scheduled  air  transportation  company; 

(b)  the  loading  and  unloading  of  persons,  property,  cargo  and  mail  upon  or  from  aircraft  operated 
by  Airline  or  by  any  other  scheduled  air  transportation  company;  provided,  however,  such  loading 
and  unloading  shall  not  be  so  conducted  as  to  constitute  use  of  the  demised  premises  as  a  substitute 
for  normal  passenger  terminal  area  operations; 

(c)  the  servicing  of  aircraft  and  other  equipment  operated  by  Airline  or  by  any  other  scheduled  air 
transportation  company,  with  gasoline,  oil,  greases,  lubricants  and  any  other  fuel  or  propellant, 
and  with  foods,  beverages  and  other  supplies  and  materials; 

(d)  the  training  of  personnel  in  its  employ  or  under  its  direction; 

(e)  the  maintenance  and  operation,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation 
with  respect  to  compliance  with  applicable  safety  requirements,  of  facilities  and  equipment  for  the 
storage,  handling  and  dispensing  of  gasoline,  oil,  greases,  lubricants  and  any  other  fuel  or  pro- 
pellant, and  other  supplies  and  material; 

(f)  the  maintenance  and  operation,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation  with 
respect  to  compliance  with  applicable  health  and  safety  requirements,  of  a  water  storage  tank  or 
tanks  and  sewerage  systems  and  related  facilities  and  equipment,  including  the  right  to  grant  to 
others  the  use  of  the  same  under  such  conditions  as  Airline  may  prescribe; 

(g)  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  communication,  meteorological  and  aerial  navigation  facilities 
and  equipment;  provided,  the  exercise  of  such  right  does  not  interfere  with  City's  operation 
of  the  Airport  for  the  benefit  of  all  aircraft  using  the  Airport; 

(h)  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  a  private  cafeteria,  restaurant  and  other  food  and  beverage 
preparing  and  dispensing  facilities  and  equipment  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  and  serving  foods 
and  beverages  for  consumption  by  Airline's  employees  and  invitees  and  for  consumption  on  air- 
craft operated  by  Airline  or  by  any  other  scheduled  air  transportation  company;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  nothing  contained  in  this  subparagraph  (h)  shall  be  deemed  to  give  Airline  the  right 
to  maintain  or  operate  a  public  cafeteria,  restaurant  or  other  food  and  beverage  preparing  and 
dispensing  facilities  and  equipment  for  the  purpose  of  selling  food  or  beverages  to  the  public  as 
a  caterer  or  otherwise; 

(i)  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  automobile  parking  areas  on  the  demised  premises  for  the 
parking  of  automobiles  by  Airline's  employees  and  invitees; 

(j)  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  reservations  offices,  administrative  offices  and  operations  offices; 

(k)  the  sale,  disposal  or  exchange  of  Airline's  aircraft,  engines,  accessories,  gasoline,  oil,  greases,  lubri- 
cants, other  fuel  or  propellant,  other  equipment  or  supplies,  and  any  articles  or  goods  used  by  or 
acquired  for  use  by  Airline  in  connection  with  its  conduct  of  air  transportation;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  Airline  shall  not  sell,  dispose  of  or  exchange  any  such  items  to  others  than  its  em- 
ployees or  scheduled  air  transportation  operators,  unless  such  items  represent  surplus  items  at 
the  time  no  longer  reasonably  necessary  in  connection  with  the  conduct  by  Airline  of  its  air 
transportation  business;  and  provided  further,  that  Airline  shall  not  sell,  dispose  of  or  ex- 
change gasoline,  oil,  greases,  lubricants,  fuel  or  propellants,  except  to  a  subsidiary  or  affiliated 
company  or  to  other  scheduled  air  transportation  companies; 

(1)  the  purchase  or  otherwise  obtaining  and  using  of  property  of  any  nature,  reasonably  necessary 
or  convenient  for  its  operations,  from  any  supplier  of  its  choice;  and 
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(m)  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  hangar  buildings,  facilities  and  equipment  and  the  carrying 
on  of  activities  reasonably  necessary  or  convenient  in  connection  with  the  foregoing; 

provided,  however,  that  the  foregoing  shall  not  permit  the  conduct  by  Airline  of  any  business  separate  from 
its  operation  of  an  air  transportation  system;  and  further  provided,  that  the  rights  conferred  under  this 
Article  I  may  be  exercised  by  Airline  alone  or  in  conjunction  with  other  Airline  Parties,  directly  or  through 
another  designated  by  it  or  them,  excepting  that  the  rights  conferred  by  subparagraph  (c)  above  to  service 
aircraft  and  other  equipment  with  gasoline,  oil,  greases,  lubricants,  and  other  fuel  or  propellant  may  be 
exercised  by  Airline  in  conjunction  with  other  Airline  Parties,  either  directly  or  through  another  designated 
by  them,  only  with  respect  to  aircraft  and  other  equipment  operated  by  Airline  Parties. 

Section  1.02.  Ingress  and  egress.  Right  to  connect  taxiways,  roadways,  etc.  Subject  to  rules  and 
regulations  promulgated  by  City  in  accordance  with  Article  VI  hereof,  Airline  shall  have  the  right  and 
privilege  over  the  Airport  of  ingress  to  and  egress  from  the  demised  premises  for  its  employees,  agents, 
passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  its  or  their  suppliers  of  materials  and  furnishers  of  service,  and  its 
or  their  aircraft,  equipment,  vehicles,  machinery  and  other  property,  including  the  right  to  construct,  install, 
maintain,  use  and  operate  facilities  and  equipment  on  the  Airport  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  the  demised 
premises  with  taxiways,  roadways,  water  lines,  sewer  lines,  drainage  ditches  and  utility  lines  serving  the 
Hangar  Site  Area,  any  such  connection  to  be  at  a  point  and  over  a  route  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  or  other  official  having  charge  of  the  Airport,  as  being  the  most  practical  place  and  route 
available.  Airline  shall  pay  all  charges  for  electric  power  furnished  to  the  demised  premises.  Except  as 
in  this  Lease  or  any  other  Agreement  between  City  and  Airline  otherwise  specifically  provided,  no 
charges,  fees  or  tolls  of  any  nature,  direct  or  indirect,  shall  be  imposed  by  City  upon  Airline,  its  em- 
ployees, agents,  passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  its  or  their  suppliers  of  materials  and  furnishers 
of  service,  for  such  right  of  ingress  and  egress,  including  such  connections,  or  for  the  privilege  of  pur- 
chasing, selling  or  using  any  materials  or  services  purchased  or  otherwise  obtained  by  Airline  as  provided 
in  subparagraphs  (k)  and  (1)  of  this  Section,  or  transporting,  loading,  unloading  or  handling  persons, 
property,  cargo,  or  mail  in  connection  with  Airline's  business  or  exercising  any  right  or  privilege  granted 
by  City  hereunder.  The  foregoing  shall  not  preclude  City  or  its  concessionaires  from  making  and  col- 
lecting a  charge  for  the  use  of  public  automobile  parking  areas,  sightseeing  facilities  or  ground  transpor- 
tation to  or  from  the  Airjx)rt  furnished  by  City  or  its  concessionaires,  or  preclude  City  from  imposing  any 
sales,  occupation  or  other  taxes  provided  by  law,  permit  or  license  fee  not  inconsistent  with  the  rights 
and  privileges  granted  to  Airline  hereunder. 

Section  1.03.  Conduct  of  operations  for  other  Airline  Parties.  The  demised  premises  may  also  be 
used  by  Airline  on  behalf  of  or  in  conjunction  with  any  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties  in  connection  with 
the  conduct  of  air  transportation  by  such  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties,  to  the  same  extent  as  Airline  is 
entitled  to  use  the  demised  premises  in  its  own  behalf  in  connection  with  its  conduct  of  air  transportation. 
Airline  shall  also  be  entitled  to  sublease  any  of  such  premises,  in  whole  (subject  to  the  prior  approval 
of  City)  or  in  part,  to  any  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties  for  use  in  connection  with  the  conduct  of  air 
transportation  by  such  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties,  to  the  same  extent  as  Airline  is  entitled  to  use  such 
premises  in  its  own  behalf  in  connection  with  its  conduct  of  air  transportation.  In  case  of  any  use  of 
such  premises  by  Airline  on  behalf  of  or  in  conjunction  with  any  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties,  or  in 
case  of  any  sublease  of  any  of  such  premises  to  any  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties,  Airline  shall  remain 
liable  for  its  obligations  hereunder  and  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  hereunder  to  Airline,  its  em- 
ployees, agents,  passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  and  its  or  their  suppliers  of  materials  and  fur- 
nishers of  service  shall,  to  the  same  extent,  be  granted  with  respect  to  such  premises  to  such  other  Air- 
line Party  or  Parties  and  its  or  their  employees,  agents,  passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  suppliers 
of  materials  and  furnishers  of  service;  provided,  however,  no  such  use  and  no  sublease  of  any  part  of 
the  demised  premises  shall  be  permitted,  without  the  consent  of  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  if  such 
use  or  sublease  involves  payment  to  Airline  by  any  such  other  Airline  Party  of  an  amount  greater  than 
Airline's  expenses  with  respect  to  the  space,  facilities  and  services  used  by  or  furnished,  or  subleased, 
to  such  other  Airline  Party. 
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ARTICLE  II 
Term 

The  term  of  this  Lease  shall  be  for  a  period  of  forty  (40)  years  commencing  on  the  date  set  forth  in 
the  first  line  of  this  Lwse. 

ARTICLE  III 
Rentals 

Airline  shall  pay  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  calendar  month  commencing  the  earlier  of  ( 1 ) 
January  1,  1962,  or  (2)  the  first  day  of  the  calendar  month  next  succeeding  the  date  when  the  facilities 
to  be  constructed  by  City,  as  provided  in  Section  5.01  hereof,  have  been  substantially  completed  and  are 
available  for  normal  use,  and  during  the  balance  of  the  term  hereof  a  monthly  rental  (hereinafter  called 

"ground  rental")  of  

Dollars  ($  ). 

Airline  shall  also  pay  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  calendar  month  commencing  January  1,  1962 
(regardless  of  the  date  on  which  the  hangar  to  be  constructed  by  City  upon  the  demised  premises  shall  be 
completed),  and  thereafter  so  long  during  the  term  hereof  as  any  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  Section  2.02  or 
2.15  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  are  outstanding,  a  monthly  rental  (hereinafter  called  "additional 

rental")  of  

Dollars  ($  ).  After  the  payment  and  retirement  of  all  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to 

Section  2.02  or  2.15  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance,  the  additional  rental  shall  cease,  and  Airline  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  continued  use  of  the  demised  premises  during  the  term  of  this  Lease  upon  the  payment 
of  the  ground  rental  provided  for  hereunder. 

The  ground  rental  and  additional  rental  are  herein  collectively  referred  to  as  "rental"  and  shall  be 
payable  at  the  office  of  the  City  Comptroller.  Any  rental  payable  by  Airline  hereunder  which  is  not  paid 
when  due  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  sever  per  cent  (7%)  per  annum  from  the  due  date  thereof 
until  paid. 

If  any  rental  hereunder  terminates  prior  to  the  last  day  of  any  month,  such  rental  for  such  month 
shall  be  determined  on  a  pro  rata  basis  according  to  the  number  of  days  of  such  month  involved. 

City  and  Airline  agree  that  so  long  as  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding  the  rentals  pro- 
vided for  hereunder  shall  not  be  reduced. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Construction  and  Maintenance  of  Hangar 

Section  4.01.  Construction  of  hangar  by  City.  Preliminary  plans  and  specifications  for  the  con- 
struction by  City  of  Airline's  hangar  (which  term,  as  used  herein,  includes  related  facilities  and  fixtures 
necessary  or  incidental  to  normal  operation  of  a  hangar  as  described  in  the  plans  and  specifications  as 
originally  approved  or  as  subsequently  amended)  to  be  constructed  for  Airline  on  the  demised  premises 
and  an  estimate  of  the  cost  thereof  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  and  have  been  approved  by 
Airline,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  the  City  Council.  Such  estimated  cost,  being  the  amount 

of  Dollars  ($  )  (hereinafter  in  this  Section  4.01 

referred  to  as  "Estimated  Cost  of  Airline's  hangar"),  will  be  included  in  the  amount  to  be  deposited  by 
City  in  the  Hangar  Construction  Account  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  from  the  proceeds  to  be 
received  by  City  from  Bonds  to  be  issued  by  it  pursuant  to  Section  2.02  of  such  Ordinance  and  will  be 
available  to  pay  the  cost  of  construction  of  Airline's  hangar  on  the  demised  premises  in  accordance  with 
such  plans  and  specifications,  and  any  modifications  or  alterations  thereof,  approved  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  and  Airline.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Section  4.01,  construction  of  Airline's  hangar  on  the 
demised  premises  may  include  construction  of  connections  with  any  taixiways,  roadways,  water  lines,  sewer 
lines,  drainage  ditches  and  utility  lines  serving  the  demised  premises,  if  requested  by  Airline  and  the  plans 
and  specifications  for  such  construction  are  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works. 
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Airline  and  City  shall  take  such  action  so  that  final  plans  and  specifications,  satisfactory  to  both  City 
and  Airline,  for  the  construction  of  Airline's  hangar  may  be  completed  with  reasonable  promptitude  and 
in  any  event  so  that  bids  for  such  construction  may  be  opened  by  City  within  eighteen  (18)  months  after 
the  date  of  the  sale  by  City  of  Bonds  authorized  pursuant  to  Section  2.02  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance. 

Promptly  following  approval  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  Airline  of  final  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  construction  of  Airline's  hangar,  City  shall  proceed  to  obtain,  according  to  law,  bids 
for  such  construction  in  accordance  with  such  final  plans  and  specifications.  If  after  the  opening  of  such 
bids,  it  app>ears  that  the  cost  of  such  construction,  taking  into  account  the  lowest  responsible  bids  for  such 
constniction,  as  determined  by  the  Purchasing  Agent  of  City,  will  exceed  the  Estimated  Cost  of  Airline's 
hangar,  then  the  Purchasing  Agent  shall  promptly  so  advise  Airline  in  writing  and  Airline  shall,  within  10 
days  after  being  so  advised  by  the  Purchasing  Agent^  either  (a)  deposit  such  excess  in  escrow,  with 
The  First  National  Bank  of  Chicago,  as  Escrowee,  or  (b)  notify  the  Purchasing  Agent  in  writing 
that  Airline  requests  that  the  final  plains  and  specifications  for  Airline's  hangar  be  revised  by  City  for  the 
purpose  of  permitting  the  construction  of  Airline's  hangar  within  the  Estimated  Cost  of  Airline's  hangar 
or  such  larger  amount  as  may  be  specified  by  Airline.  In  the  event  that  Airline  shall  so  notify  the  Purchas- 
ing Agent  that  Airline  requests  that  the  final  plans  and  specifications  for  Airline's  hangar  be  revised  as 
aforesaid,  City  and  Airline  shall  cooperate  so  that,  not  later  than  six  (6)  months  following  such  notice, 
revised  plans  and  specifications,  satisfactory  to  City  and  Airline,  shall  be  prepared  on  a  basis  that  the 
expected  cost  of  construction  in  accordance  therewith  will  not  exceed  the  Estimated  Cost  of  Airline's 
hangar  or  such  larger  amount  as  may  have  been  specified  by  Airline. 

In  the  event  any  such  revised  plans  and  si>ecifications  are  prepared.  City  shall  promptly  proceed  to 
obtain,  according  to  law,  bids  for  construction  of  Airline's  hangar  in  accordance  with  such  revised  plans 
and  specifications.  If  after  the  opening  of  such  bids,  it  appears  that  the  cost  of  construction  of  Airline's 
hangar  in  accordance  with  such  revised  plans  and  specifications,  taking  into  account  the  amount  of  the 
lowest  responsible  bids  for  such  construction,  as  determined  by  the  Purchasing  Agent,  shall  exceed  the 
Estimated  Cost  of  Airline's  hangar,  then  the  Purchasing  Agent  shall  promptly  so  advise  Airline  in  writing 
and  Airline  shall,  within  10  days  after  being  so  advised  by  the  Purchaising  Agent,  deposit  such  excess  in 
said  escrow. 

Promptly  following  performance  by  Airline  of  its  obligations  under  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
Section,  contracts  for  construction  of  Airline's  hangar  shall  be  let  by  City  according  to  law.  Copies  of  such 
contracts  and  any  change  orders  or  amendments  thereto  shall  be  furnished  by  City  to  Airline.  Following 
the  letting  of  contracts  by  City  for  the  construction  of  Airline's  hangar,  modifications  and  alterations  in  the 
plans  and  specifications  thereof  shall  be  made  by  City  at  request  ot  Airline,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  and  not  otherwise.  If  any  such  modification  or  alteration  shall  increase  the 
cost  of  such  construction  and  if  such  cost,  as  increased,  exceeds  the  Estimated  Cost  of  Airline's  hangar, 
plus  any  amounts  theretofore  deposited  by  Airline  in  said  escrow,  then  Airline  shall,  within  10  days  after 
notification  by  the  Purchasing  Agent,  deposit  such  excess  in  said  escrow. 

City  shall  cause  Airline's  hangar  to  be  constructed  on  the  demised  premises,  according  to  plans  and 
specifications  hereinabove  provided  for  (including  any  modifications  or  alterations  thereof  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  foregoing  provisions),  as  promptly  as  practicable,  to  the  extent  that  funds  are  available  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Section  for  such  construction.  Airline's  architect  or  engineer  may,  without  cost  to 
City,  assist  in  the  supervision  of  such  construction. 

All  moneys  deposited  by  Airline  in  said  escrow  shall  be  held  by  the  Escrowee  with  instructions  from 
Airline  to  permit  City  to  withdraw  such  funds  from  said  escrow  from  time  to  time  by  filing  with  the 
Escrowee  a  statement  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  a  certificate  of  the  Consulting  Engineer 
of  the  character  provided  for  in  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  for  disbursements  from  the  Hangar  Con- 
struction Account.  Such  certificate  of  the  Consulting  Engineer  shall  also  be  required  to  state  that  the  full 
amount  of  funds  set  aside  in  the  Hangar  Construction  Account  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  and 
available  for  construction  of  Airline's  hangar  has  been  expended  and  that  City  is  in  need  of  the  amount  to 
be  withdrawn  from  said  escrow  to  pay  the  balance  of  the  cost  of  such  construction.  Upon  the  filing  with 
the  Escrowee  of  such  statement  and  certificate,  the  Escrowee  shall  transfer  to  City  the  amounts  the  with- 
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drawal  of  which  is  so  requested,  and  the  amount  or  amounts  so  withdrawn  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  construction  of  Airline's  hangar. 

If  twenty-seven  (27)  months  after  the  date  of  sale  of  Bonds  authorized  pursuant  to  Section  2.02  of  the 
Revenue  Bond  Ordinance,  no  contracts  shall  have  been  let  by  City  for  the  construction  of  any  of  Airline's 
hangar,  then  an  amount  equal  to  the  Estimated  Cost  of  Airline's  hangar  shall  be  transferred  from  the 
Hangar  Construction  Account  to  the  General  Construction  Account  under  such  Ordinance.  Any  portion 
of  the  Estimated  Cost  of  Airline's  hangar  which  on  the  date  of  completion  of  Airline's  hangar  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  as  certified  by  the  Consulting  Engineer,  shall  not  have  been  used  or 
obligated  for  such  construction  shall  be  transferred  from  the  Hangar  Construction  Account  to  the  General 
Construction  Account  under  such  Ordinance. 

If  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions.  Airline  shall  deposit  any  amounts  under  said  escrow,  then 
upon  completion  of  Airline's  hangar,  the  Consulting  Engineer  shall  certify  to  the  Escrowee  that  such 
hangar  has  been  completed  and  that  no  additional  funds  from  said  escrow  shall  be  needed  to  pay  the  cost 
of  construction  of  Airline's  hangar,  whereupon  any  funds  deposited  by  Airline  and  remaining  in  said 
escrow  shall  be  returned  by  the  Escrowee  to  Airline. 

All  escrow  fees  and  charges  under  said  escrow,  with  respect  to  funds  deposited  therein  by  Airline, 
shall  be  paid  by  Airline. 

Section  4.02.  Construction,  maintenance  and  repair  by  Airline.  Airline  may  construct  or  install,  at 
its  own  expense,  any  buildings,  improvements,  facilities  and  equipment,  and  any  additions  thereto,  on  the 
demised  premises.  All  such  construction  or  installation  shall  be  made  after  obtaining  any  requisite  building 
or  construction  licenses  or  permits.  Plans  and  specifications  of  any  such  proposed  construction  or  installa- 
tion (including  any  substantial  alteration  or  addition  thereto)  shall  be  submitted  to  and  receive  the 
approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  prior  to  the  commencement  of  construction  or  installation. 
Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  4.01  and  Article  VIII  hereof.  Airline  shall  keep  and  maintain  all 
buildings,  improvements  and  facilities  and  additions  thereto,  constructed  or  installed  by  City  or  Airline 
on  the  demised  premises  in  good  condition  and  repair.  No  restrictions  shall  be  placed  on  Airline  as  to  the 
architects,  builders  or  contractors  who  may  be  employed  by  it  in  connection  with  construction,  installation, 
alteration,  repair  or  maintenance  by  Airline  on  the  demised  premises.  All  buildings  and  permanent 
improvements  so  constructed  by  Airline  on  the  demised  premises  shall  become  the  property  of  City 
upon  completion  of  construction  thereof. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing.  Airline  shall,  after  completion  of  the  construction  provided  for  by 
Section  4.01  hereof,  keep  the  demised  premises  and  all  construction  and  installations  made  thereon  in  a 
sanitary  and  sightly  condition,  and  shall  comply  with  all  health  and  safety  requirements  applicable 
thereto. 

Any  advertising  signs  installed  by  Airline  shall  be  limited  to  those  which  advertise  air  transportation, 
and  the  number,  general  type,  size,  design  and  location  of  such  signs  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Aviation. 

All  construction  or  installation  by  Airline,  pursuant  to  any  right  granted  to  it  hereunder,  which  is 
made  on  any  area  outside  the  demised  premises,  shall  be  made,  kept  and  maintained  by  Airline  in  the 
same  manner  and  under  the  same  conditions  as  construction  or  installation  by  Airline  on  the  demised 
premises. 

Section  4.03.  Lighting.  Airline  shall  illuminate  the  apron  in  front  of  each  hangar  building  on  the 
demised  premises  with  flood  lights  and  shall  place  and  maintain  at  all  times  red  obstruction  lights  on  the 
highest  point  and  on  each  comer  of  each  building  on  the  demised  premises  and  on  the  highest  point  of 
each  smoke  stack,  pole,  aerial  and  antenna  on  the  demised  premises.  The  obstruction  light  fixtures  shall 
be  of  a  dual  type  and  the  lights  shall  be  kept  burning  at  Airline's  expense  from  dusk  to  dawn  and  during 
periods  of  restricted  visibility. 
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Section  4.04.  Covenant  against  liens.  Airline  shall  keep  the  demised  premises  and  the  buildings, 
improvements  and  facilities  constructed  thereon  free  and  clear  of  any  and  all  liens  in  any  way  arising  out 
of  the  action,  or  use  thereof,  by  Airline;  provided,  however,  that  Airline  may  in  good  faith  contest  the 
validity  of  any  lien. 

Section  4.05.  Performance  by  City  upon  failure  of  Airline  to  maintain.  In  the  event  Airline  fails 
to  perform  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  after  notice  from  City  so  to  do,  any  obligation  required  by 
Sections  4.02,  4.03  and  4.04  hereof  to  be  performed  by  Airline,  City  may  enter  the  premises  involved 
(without  such  entering  causing  or  constituting  a  termination  of  this  Lease  or  an  interference  with  the 
possession  of  said  premises  by  Airline)  and  do  all  things  necessary  to  perform  such  obligation,  charging  to 
Airline  the  cost  and  expense  thereof  and  Airline  agrees  to  pay  City  such  charge  in  addition  to  any  other 
amounts  payable  by  Airline  hereunder;  provided,  however,  that  if  Airline's  failure  to  perform  any  such 
obligation  endangers  the  safety  of  the  public  or  of  employees  of  City,  and  City  so  states  in  its  notice  to  Air- 
line, City  may  perform  such  obligation  of  Airline  at  any  time  after  the  giving  of  such  notice  and  charge  to 
Airline,  and  Airline  shall  pay,  as  aforesaid,  the  cost  and  expense  of  such  performance. 

ARTICLE  V 
Performance  by  City 

Section  5.01.  Facilities  furnished  by  City.  City  shall  construct  taxiways,  roadways,  water  lines, 
sewer  lines  and  drainage  ditches  serving  the  Hangar  Site  Area,  substantially  in  accordance  with  the  plans 
and  specifications  therefor,  including  Exhibits  1,  3,  4  and  7  thereof,  prepared  by  Naess  &  Murphy,  Archi- 
tects, and  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk.  City  shall  also  bring  the  Hangar  Site  Area  to  a  proper 
grade  level.  Airline  is  granted  the  right  and  privilege  to  use  such  taxiways,  roadways,  water  lines,  sewer 
lines  and  drainage  ditches  in  common  with  others;  provided,  however,  that  Airline  shall  be  required  to 
pay  to  City  a  reasonable  charge  for  direct  metered  water  supplied  by  City  to  Airline  through  any  such 
water  line. 

Section  5.02.  Maintenance  and  operation.  City  shall  operate  and  maintain,  in  all  respects  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  that  of  a  reasonably  prudent  operator  of  an  airport,  and  keep  in  good  condition 
and  repair  (including  the  removal  of  snow,  vegetation,  stones  and  other  foreign  matter  as  reasonably  as 
may  be  done,  from  taxiways  and  roadways)  all  taxiways,  roadways,  water  lines,  sewer  lines,  drainage 
ditches,  additions,  improvements,  facilities  and  equipment  now  or  hereafter  provided  by  City  serving  the 
Hangar  Site  Area  but  located  outside  such  Area. 

Section  5.03.  Taxes  on  demised  premises.  City  shall  pay  any  and  all  taxes  or  special  assessments, 
if  any,  which  may  be  levied  or  assessed  upon  the  demised  premises;  provided,  however,  that  the  foregoing 
shall  not  apply  to  taxes  on  any  personal  property  or  leasehold  of  Airline  located  on  the  demised  premises. 

Section  5.04.  Exclusive  Possession.  City  agrees  that  Airline,  performing  its  obligations  hereunder, 
shall  be  entitled  to  and  shall  have  the  exclusive  possession  and  enjoyment  of  the  premises,  rights  and 
privileges  leased  to  it  hereunder,  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  hereof. 

Section  5.05.  Performance  by  Airline  upon  failure  of  City  to  maintain  and  operate.  In  the  event 
City  fails  to  perform,  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  after  notice  from  Airline  so  to  do,  any  obligation 
required  by  this  Article  V  to  be  performed  by  City,  Airline  may  perform  such  obligation  of  City  and 
bill  City  for  the  cost  to  Airline  of  such  performance,  but  Airline  shall  not  deduct  any  such  cost  from  any 
amounts  due  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  Airline  and  City  relating  to  the  Airport 
unless  at  the  time  there  are  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  outstanding;  provided,  however,  that  if  City's 
failure  to  perform  any  such  obligation  endangers  the  safety  of  Airline's  operations  at  the  Airport  and  Air- 
line so  states  in  its  notice  to  City,  Airline  may  perform  such  obligation  of  City  at  any  time  after  the  giving 
of  such  notice  and  bill  City  for  Airline's  cost  of  such  performance,  but  Airline  shall  not  deduct  any  such 
cost  from  any  amounts  due  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  Airline  and  City  relating 
to  the  Airport  unless  at  the  time  there  are  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  outstanding.  City,  however,  shall 
not  be  liable  to  Airline  for  any  loss  of  revenues  to  Airline  resulting  from  any  of  City's  acts,  omissions  or 
neglect  in  the  maintenance  and  operation  or  otherwise  by  it  of  the  Airport  or  any  facilities  now  or  here- 
after connected  therewith. 
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ARTICLE  VI 
Rules  and  Regulations 
Airline  shall  observe  and  obey  all  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  conduct  and  operation  of  the 
Airport,  promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  City,  which  are  reasonably  required  for  the  prudent  and 
efficient  operation  of  the  Airport  and  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  reasonable  exercise  by  Airline  of  any 
right  or  privilege  granted  to  it  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  Airline  and  City  relating 
to  the  Airport  or  any  part  thereof,  nor  inconsistent  with  safety  nor  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  any 
Federal  or  State  agency  having  jurisdiction  with  respect  thereto,  nor  inconsistent  with  the  procedures 
prescribed  or  approved  from  time  to  time  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  or  any  other  govern- 
mental authority  having  jurisdiction  over  operations  at  the  Airport. 

City  shall  keep  Airline  supplied  with  five  sets  of  City's  current  Airport  rules  and  regulations  applicable 
to  Airline.  Except  in  cases  of  emergency,  no  such  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  applicable  to  Airline  unless 
it  has  been  given  fifteen  (15)  days  notice  of  the  adoption  thereof. 

City,  however,  shall  have  no  control  over  the  rates,  fares  or  charges  that  Airline  may  prescribe  in 
connection  with  its  conduct  of  an  air  transportation  business. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Exercise  by  City  of  Governmental  Functions 
Nothing  contained  herein  shall  impair  the  right  of  City  in  the  exercise  of  its  governmental  functions 
to  require  Airline  to  pay  any  tax  or  inspection  fees  or  to  procure  necessary  permits  or  licenses,  provided 
such  requirement  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  to  Airline  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
'  Indemnity  and  Insurance 

Section  8.01.  Liability  arising  from  act  of  Airline.  Airline  agrees  to  indemnify  and  hold  City 
harmless  from  and  against  all  liabilities,  judgments,  costs,  damages  and  expenses  which  may  accrue  against, 
be  charged  to  or  recovered  from  City  by  reason  or  on  account  of  damage  to  the  property  of  City  or  the 
property  of,  injury  to  or  death  of  any  person,  arising  from  Airline's  use  and  occupancy  of  and  operations  at 
the  Airport,  including  acts  of  its  agents,  contractors  and  subcontractors,  except  when  caused  by  City's  sole 
negligence  or  by  the  joint  negligence  of  City  and  any  person  other  than  Airline,  its  agents,  contractors  and 
subcontractors;  provided  that  City  shall  give  Airline  prompt  and  timely  notice  of  any  claim  made  or  suit 
instituted  which,  in  any  way,  affects  Airline  or  its  insurer,  and  Airline  or  its  insurer  shall  have  the  right  to 
compromise  and  defend  the  same  to  the  extent  of  their  own  interests.  Any  final  judgment  rendered  against 
City  for  any  cause  for  which  Airline  is  liable  hereunder  shall  be  conclusive  against  Airline  as  to  liability 
and  amount. 

Airline  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  in  force  insurance  of  the  following  types  and  in  not  less 
than  the  following  amounts,  issued  by  a  company  or  companies  of  sound  and  adequate  financial 
responsibility,  insuring  Airline  and  City  against  all  liabilities  for  accidents  arising  out  of  or  in  connection 
with  Airline's  use  and  occupancy  of  and  operations  at  the  Airport,  except  when  caused  by  City's 
negligence  alone  or  jointly  with  any  person  other  than  Airline,  its  agents,  contractors  and  subcontractors, 
and  shall  furnish  to  City  certificates  evidencing  such  insurance,  naming  City  as  an  additional  assured 
thereunder,  subject  to  the  limitations  set  forth  above  in  respect  of  City's  negligence,  to- wit: 

Aircraft  Public  Liability  Insurance  $  100,000  per  person 

$1,000,000  per  accident 

Aircraft  Property  Damage  Insurance  $   200,000  per  accident 

Comprehensive  Public  Liability  Insurance  $   100,000  per  person 

$  250,000  per  accident 

Comprehensive  Property  Damage  Insurance  $   100,000  per  accident 
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If  pursuant  to  any  other  agreement  between  Airline  and  City,  Airline  is  complying  with  requirements 
identical  with  those  of  this  Section,  such  compliance  shall  also  serve  as  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  this  Section. 

Section  8.02.  Insurance  in  connection  with  construction  by  City.  City  shall,  until  the  date  upon 
which  the  completion  of  Airline's  hangar  being  constructed  by  City  hereunder  is  certified  by  the  Consulting 
Engineer,  keep  in  force  insurance  issued  by  a  responsible  insurance  company  or  companies,  insuring  City 
against  all  liabilities  for  public  liability  or  property  damage  arising  out  of  or  in  connection  with  the  con- 
struction upon  or  the  use  and  occupancy  of  the  demised  premises  in  amounts  of  comprehensive  insurance 
not  less  than  those  provided  in  Section  8.01  hereof,  and  insuring  Airline's  hangar  during  construction  under 
completed  builder's  risk  insurance,  against  fire,  extended  coverage,  vandalism  and  sprinkler  leakage  in  an 
amount  equal  to  the  full  insurable  value  of  such  construction  as  the  same  progresses  in  order  to  assure 
continuity  of  construction  and  ultimate  completion  despite  damage  or  destruction  suffered  during  the 
course  thereof.  City  may  cause  such  insurance  to  be  effected  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  contractors  per- 
forming the  construction  work,  but,  in  any  event,  the  cost  of  such  insurance  shall  be  deemed  a  part  of  the 
cost  of  construction  of  such  hangar.  City's  obligations  under  this  Section  are  subject  to  the  availability  of 
funds  under  the  provisions  of  Section  4.01  hereof  for  the  cost  of  such  insurance. 

Section  8.03.  Insurance  of  Airline's  hangar  after  completion  of  construction.  Airline's  hangar  being 
constructed  by  City  hereunder  on  the  demised  premises,  shall  be  insured  at  all  times,  on  and  after  the  date 
upon  which  completion  thereof  is  certified  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  and  during  the  term  hereof,  under  a 
so-called  "fire  and  extended  coverage  policy  or  policies,"  issued  by  a  responsible  insurance  company  or  com- 
panies, which  policy  or  policies  shall  specifically  insure  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  lightning,  collision, 
explosion,  strikes,  riots,  civil  commotions,  malicious  damage,  tornado  and  windstorm  to  the  greatest  amount 
obtainable,  having  due  regard  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  policies  and  the  coverage  of  risks  pro- 
vided for  thereunder  not,  however,  exceeding,  without  consent  of  Airline,  eighty  per  cent  (80%)  of  the 
full  insurable  value  thereof.  Such  insurance  policy  or  policies  shall  be  taken  out  and  maintained  by  City, 
but  prior  to  the  taking  out  of  any  such  policy  or  policies  City  shall  advise  the  Airlines  Representative  of  the 
insurance  policies  proposed  to  be  taken  out  by  City  and  the  cost  and  coverage  thereof  and  shall  give  due 
consideration  to  any  suggestions  made  by  such  Representative  with  respect  to  the  proposed  insurance.  All 
such  insurance  policies  shall  name  City  and  Airline  as  insureds  thereunder,  and  shall  provide  that 
proceeds  of  such  insurance  shall  be  payable  to  City  and  such  policies  shall  be  delivered  to  the  City  Comp- 
troller of  City.  The  cost  of  any  insurance  policies  taken  out  by  City  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions 
shall  be  paid  by  Airline  to  City  at  the  office  of  City  Comptroller  of  City  within  twenty  (20)  days  after 
receipt  by  Airline  of  a  statement  therefor,  and  if  not  paid  by  Airline  when  due  hereunder,  shall  bear 
interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  percent  f7%)  per  annum  from  the  due  date  thereof  until  paid. 

Should  any  building  or  improvement  constructed  by  City  on  the  demised  premises  be  damaged  or 
destroyed  on  or  after  the  date  of  completion  of  Airline's  hangar  as  certified  by  the  Consulting  Engineer, 
and  if  any  insurance  proceeds  are  payable  by  reason  thereof,  City  shall  immediately  after  such  damage  or 
destruction  cause  plans,  specifications  and  estimate  of  cost  for  repairing,  replacing  or  reconstructing  the 
damaged  or  destroyed  property  (in  accordance  with  the  original  design,  subject  to  such  modifications 
thereof  as  may  be  approved  by  Airline  and  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works)  to  be  prepared.  Airline 
shall  be  entitled  to  participate  in  the  preparation  of  such  plans  and  specifications  and  shall  be  consulted 
for  its  suggestions  before  any  such  plans  and  specifications  are  approved.  Such  insurance  proceeds  shall  be 
applied,  as  promptly  as  practicable,  to  the  repair,  replacement  or  reconstruction  of  the  damaged  or 
destroyed  property,  in  accordance  with  such  plans  and  specifications,  except  that  if  such  proceeds  are 
more  than  sufficient  for  such  purpose,  the  balance  remaining  upon  completion  of  the  repairs,  replacement 
or  reconstruction  of  the  damaged  or  destroyed  property,  shall,  if  at  the  time  any  Bonds  are  outstanding 
under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance,  be  transferred  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Account  under  such 
Ordinance,  and  if  at  the  time  but  only  if  at  the  time  no  such  Bonds  are  outstanding,  shall  be  set  aside 
and  deposited  in  the  Improvement  Account  referred  to  in  the  Airport  Use  Agreement.  If  such  in- 
surance proceeds  are  insufficient  for  such  purpose,  the  deficiency  shall  be  supplied  by  City  from  any 
moneys  in  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  or  the  Deferred  Maintenance  Account,  as  the  case 
may  be. 
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ARTICLE  IX 

Abatement 

Section  9.01.  Abatement  in  event  of  closing  while  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding. 
In  the  event  that  the  Airport  shall  be  closed  for  any  period  of  time  by  any  order  or  direction  of  City 
or  any  other  governmental  authority  or  agency  or  by  any  order  or  direction  of  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  while  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  then  to  the  extent  but  only  to  the 
extent  that  sufficient  moneys  are  then  held  to  the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  under  the 
Revenue  Bond  Ordinance,  the  rentals  provided  herein  as  payable  by  Airline  shall  abate  for  the  period 
of  such  closing. 

In  the  event  the  Airport  shall  be  so  closed  for  the  landing  or  taking  ofT  of  all  turbo  jet  powered  aircraft 
operated  by  Airline  Parties,  which  at  the  time  are  landing  or  taking  off",  in  the  course  of  normal  operations, 
at  one  or  more  airports  having  facilities  similar  to  those  at  the  Airport,  but  shall  not  be  closed  to  the  landing 
or  taking  off  of  other  aircraft  operated  by  any  Airline  Parties,  while  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are 
outstanding,  then  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  the  rentals  provided  herein  as  payable  by  Airline  shall  abate  for 
the  period  of  such  closing,  but  in  no  event  for  more  than  six  (6)  months  for  any  single  closing,  in  any  fiscal 
year,  to  the  extent  but  only  to  the  extent  that  sufficient  moneys  are  then  held  to  the  credit  of  the  Emergency 
Reserve  Account  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions,  in  the  event  there  are  not  suflScient  moneys  at  the  time  to 
the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  available  for  use  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  in  an 
amount  equivalent  to  the  amount  of  rentals  to  be  abated  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
Section  9.01  and  pursuant  to  similar  provisions  for  the  abatement  of  rentals  under  any  other  leases  of 
premises  at  the  Airport  between  City  and  any  Airline  Party  or  Parties,  then  the  abatement  of  rentals  pur- 
suant to  this  Section  9.01  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  such  other  leases  shall  be  proportionately 
decreased  so  that  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  such  abatements  shall  not  exceed  the  moneys  at  the  time 
to  the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  which  are  available  for  use  under  the  Revenue  Bond 
Ordinance. 

Section  9.02.  Abatement  on  account  of  casualty  when  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding. 
If  due  to  damage  or  destruction  by  fire,  other  casualty,  act  of  God  or  the  public  enemy,  not  due  to  any 
fault  of  Airline,  any  of  the  facilities  to  be  furnished  by  City  as  provided  in  Section  5.01  hereof  shall  be 
rendered  unusable  to  such  an  extent  as  to  substantially  impair  the  ability  of  Airline  to  conduct  normal 
operations  on  the  demised  premises,  and  if  at  the  time  but  only  if  at  the  time  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds 
are  outstanding,  then  the  rental  payable  hereunder  by  Airline  for  the  demised  premises  shall  be  paid  up 
to  the  date  of  such  damage  or  destruction,  but,  unless  City  shall  promptly  furnish  adequate  temporary 
substitute  facilities  and  expeditiously  restore  such  facilities  so  damaged  or  destroyed,  such  rental  shall  there- 
after abate  in  an  amount  directly  proportional  to  the  extent  Airline's  ability  to  conduct  normal  operations 
on  the  demised  premises  is  impaired  by  such  damage  or  destruction;  provided,  however,  that  if  City  fails 
to  repair  such  damage  or  destruction  so  that  Airline's  ability  to  conduct  normal  operations  on  the  demised 
premises  is  substantially  impaired  for  more  than  ninety  (90)  days  and  if  at  the  time  but  only  if  at  the  time 
no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  then  Airline  at  its  option  may,  by  giving  to  City  at  least 
thirty  (30)  days  prior  notice,  terminate  this  Lease.  City  shall  not  be  liable  to  Airline  for  damages  for 
City's  failure  to  furnish  such  temporary  substitute  facilities  or,  except  as  provided  in  Section  5.05  hereof, 
for  City's  failure  to  expeditiously  restore  such  facilities. 

If  due  to  damage  or  destruction  by  fire,  other  casualty,  act  of  God  or  the  public  enemy  affecting  the 
Airport,  Airline's  use  of  the  Airport  in  its  conduct  of  an  air  transportation  system  shall  be  substantially 
affected  and  if  at  the  time  but  only  if  at  the  time  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  then, 
without  any  prejudice  to  any  right  of  termination  hereunder.  Airline  shall  have  the  right  upon  notice  to 
City,  to  the  abatement  of  a  just  proportion  of  the  rental  provided  herein  from  the  time  of  such  notice  until 
normal  operations  are  permitted. 
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ARTICLE  X 
Termination  by  City 

City  may  terminate  this  Lease  by  giving  Airline  sixty  (60)  days  advance  notice  upon  or  after  the 
happening  and  during  the  continuance  of  any  one  of  the  following  events: 

(a)  The  filing  by  Airline  of  a  voluntary  petition  in  bankruptcy.  In  such  event,  City  shall  have 
the  right  to  file  a  claim  as  a  creditor  and  the  rentals  due  and  to  become  due  under  the  terms  of  this 
Lease  shall  be  accelerated  and  become  due  and  payable. 

(b)  The  institution  of  proceedings  in  bankruptcy  against  Airline  and  the  final  adjudication  of 
Airline  as  a  bankrupt  pursuant  to  such  proceedings. 

(c)  The  taking  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  for  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  of  all  or 
substantially  all  of  Airline's  assets  pursuant  to  proceedings  brought  under  the  provisions  of  any 
Federal  reorganization  act. 

(d)  The  appointment  of  a  receiver  of  all  or  substantially  all  of  Airline's  assets  and  Airline's 
failure  to  vacate  such  appointment  within  sixty  (60)  days  thereafter. 

(e)  The  assignment  by  Airline  of  its  assets  for  the  benefit  of  its  creditors. 

(f )  The  abandonment  by  Airline  of  its  conduct  of  air  transportation  at  the  Airport. 

(g)  The  default  by  Airline  in  the  performance  of  any  covenant  or  agreement  required  to  be 
performed  by  Airline  herein  and  the  failure  of  Airline  to  remedy  such  default,  or  to  take  prompt  action 
to  remedy  such  default,  within  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  after  receipt  from  City  of  notice  to  remedy 
the  same. 

No  waiver  by  City  of  default  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  hereof  to  be  performed, 
kept  and  observed  by  Airline  shall  be  construed  to  be  or  act  as  a  waiver  of  any  subsequent  default  of  any 
of  such  terms,  covenants  and  conditions. 

ARTICLE  XI 
Recovery  of  Possession  by  City 

If  Airline  shall  vacate  or  abandon  the  demised  premises  or  in  case  of  the  termination  of  this  Lease, 
Airline's  right  to  the  possession  of  the  demised  premises  shall  terminate,  with  or  without  any  further 
notice  or  demand  whatsoever,  and  the  mere  retention  of  possession  thereafter  by  Airline  shall  constitute  a 
forcible  detainer  of  said  premises,  and  upon  the  termination  of  Airline's  right  of  possession,  as  aforesaid, 
Airline  agrees  to  surrender  its  possession  of  said  premises  immediately,  without  the  receipt  of  any  demand 
for  rent,  notice  to  quit  or  demand  for  possession  of  said  premises  whatsoever,  and  hereby  grants  to  City 
full  and  free  license  to  enter  into  and  upon  said  premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  take  possession  thereof, 
as  against  Airline  and  others  claiming  through  it,  with  or  without  process  of  law,  and  to  expel  and  remove 
Airline  and  any  other  person  claiming  through  it  who  may  be  occupying  said  premises,  or  any  part  thereof, 
and  City  may  use  such  force  in  and  about  so  expelling  and  removing  Airline  and  said  other  person  as  may 
reasonably  be  necessary,  and  City  may,  as  against  Airline  and  others  claiming  through  it,  repossess  itself 
of  said  premises  as  of  its  former  estate,  but  said  entry  of  said  premises  shall  not  constitute  a  trespass  or 
forcible  entry  or  detainer,  nor  shall  it  cause  forfeiture  of  rents  due  by  virtue  hereof,  nor  a  waiver  of  any 
covenant,  agreement  or  promise  herein  contained  to  be  performed  by  Airline. 

Airline  hereby  waives  all  notice  of  any  election  made  by  City  under  this  Lease,  demand  for  rent, 
notice  to  quit,  demand  for  possession,  and  any  and  all  notices  and  demands  whatsoever  of  any  and  every 
nature  which  may  or  shall  be  required  by  any  statute  of  this  State  relating  to  forcible  entry  and  detainer, 
or  to  landlord  and  tenant,  or  any  other  statute,  or  by  the  common  law  during  the  term  of  this  Lease; 
provided,  however,  the  foregoing  shall  not  apply  to  any  notice  specifically  required  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Lease.  The  acceptance  of  rent,  whether  in  a  single  instance  or  repeatedly,  after  it  falls  due,  or 
after  knowledge  of  any  breach  hereof  by  Airline  or  the  giving  or  making  of  any  notice  or  demand,  whether 
according  to  any  statutory  provision  or  not,  or  any  act  or  series  of  acts  except  an  express  written  waiver, 
shall  not  be  construed  as  a  waiver  of  any  right  hereby  given  City,  or  as  an  election  not  to  proceed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Lease. 
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The  obligation  of  Airline  to  pay  the  rent  reserved  hereby  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  waived,  released 
or  terminated,  by  the  service  of  any  five-day  notice,  other  notice  to  collect,  demand  for  possession,  or  notice 
by  City  that  the  tenancy  hereby  created  will  be  terminated  on  the  date  therein  named,  the  institution  of 
any  action  of  forcible  detainer  or  ejectment  or  any  judgment  for  possession  that  may  be  rendered  in  such 
action,  or  any  other  act  or  acts,  other  than  termination  of  this  Lease,  resulting  in  the  termination  of 
Airline's  right  to  possession  of  the  demised  premises.  City  may  collect  and  receive  any  rent  due  from 
Airline,  and  payment  or  receipt  thereof  shall  not  waive  or  affect  any  such  notice,  demand,  suit  or  judgment 
or  in  any  manner  whatsoever  waive,  affect,  change,  modify  or  alter  any  rights  or  remedies  which  City  may 
have  by  virtue  hereof. 

ARTICLE  XII 
Termination  by  Airline 

After  but  only  after  the  payment  and  retirement  of  all  Approved  Revenue  Bonds,  Airline  may  termi- 
nate this  Lease  and  any  or  all  of  its  obligations  hereunder  at  any  time  that  Airline  is  not  in  default  in  the 
payment  of  any  amount  due  from  it  to  City  hereunder  by  giving  City  sixty  (60)  days  advance  notice  upon 
or  after  the  happening  and  during  the  continuance  of  any  one  of  the  following  events: 

(a)  The  failure  or  refusal  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  to  approve  all  weather  operations 
into  and  from  the  Airport  of  aircraft  of  any  type  operated  by  Airline  in  scheduled  air  trans- 
portation using  facilities  similar  to  those  at  the  Airport  and  continuance  thereof  for  a  period 
of  at  least  sixty  (60)  days. 

(b)  The  issuance  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of  an  injunction  in  any  way  preventing  or 
restraining  the  use  of  the  Airport  or  any  part  thereof  so  as  to  substantially  affect  Airline's  use  of 
the  Airport  in  its  conduct  of  an  air  transportation  system  and  the  remaining  in  force  of  such 
injunction,  not  stayed  by  way  of  appeal  or  otherwise,  for  a  period  of  at  least  sixty  (60)  days. 

(c)  The  issuance  of  any  order,  rule  or  regulation  or  the  taking  of  any  action  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board  or  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  or  other  competent  government  authority,  or  the 
occurrence  of  any  fire,  other  casualty,  act  of  God  or  the  public  enemy,  substantially  affecting,  for 
a  period  of  at  least  sixty  (60)  days,  Airline's  use  of  the  Airport  in  its  conduct  of  an  air  trans- 
portation system;  provided,  however,  that  none  of  the  foregoing  is  due  to  any  fault  of  Airline. 

(d)  The  default  by  City  in  the  performance  of  any  covenant  or  agreement  required  to  be  performed 
by  City  herein  or  in  any  other  agreement  between  City  and  Airline  relating  to  the  Airport  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  the  failure  of  City  to  remedy  such  default,  or  to  take  prompt  action  to  remedy 
such  default,  within  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  after  receipt  from  Airline  of  notice  to  remedy 
the  same. 

(e)  The  substantial  restriction  of  City's  operation  of  the  Airport  by  action  of  the  Federal  Government, 
or  any  department  or  agency  thereof,  under  its  wartime  or  emergency  powers,  or  by  action  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  or  any  department  or  agency  thereof,  and  continuance  thereof  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days,  provided  such  restriction  adversely  affects  Airline's  operations  at 
the  Airport. 

No  waiver  by  Airline  of  default  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  hereof,  or  of  any  other 
agreement  between  City  and  Airline  relating  to  the  Airport  or  any  part  thereof,  to  be  performed,  kept  and 
observed  by  City  shall  be  construed  to  be  or  act  as  a  waiver  of  any  subsequent  default  of  any  of  such  terms, 
covenants  and  conditions. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

Surrender  of  Possession 

Upon  termination  of  this  Lease,  Airline  shall  surrender  the  demised  premises,  and  the  buildings  and 
improvements  situated  thereon,  in  good  condition  and  repair,  reasonable  wear  and  tear  and  damage  by 
fire,  other  casualty,  act  of  God  or  the  public  enemy  excepted. 
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ARTICLE  XIV 
Right  of  Airline  to  Remove  Property 

Airline  shall  be  entitled  during  the  term  of  this  Lease,  and  for  a  reasonable  time  (not  exceeding 
forty-five  days)  after  its  termination,  to  remove  from  the  premises  involved,  or  any  part  thereof,  all  trade 
fixtures,  tools,  machinery,  equipment,  materials  and  supplies  placed  thereon  by  it  pursuant  to  this  Lease, 
subject,  however,  to  any  valid  lien  City  may  have  thereon  for  unpaid  rentals  or  other  amounts,  payable  by 
Airline  to  City  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  City  and  Airline  relating  to  the  Airport  or 
any  part  thereof,  and  provided  that  Airline  shall  have  repaired  all  damage  resulting  from  such  removal. 

ARTICLE  XV 

DEFINmONS 

The  following  terms,  when  used  in  this  Lease,  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

Section  15.01.  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance.  "Revenue  Bond  Ordinance"  shall  mean  the  Ordinance 
entitled  "Ordinance  authorizing  the  issuance  of  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds 
Series  of  1959  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  extending  said  Airport  and  providing  for  payment  of 
principal  of  and  interest  on  said  bonds",  adopted  the  29th  day  of  December,  1958. 

Section  15.02.  Approved  Revenue  Bonds.  "Approved  Revenue  Bonds"  shall  mean  (a)  the  prin- 
cipal amount  of  Bonds  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.02  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordi- 
nance, (b)  any  additional  Bonds  which  may  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.15  of  the 
Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  to  pay  the  cost  of  completing  improvements  as  referred  to  therein,  and  (c)  any 
additional  Bonds  which  may  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.16  of  the  Revenue  Bond 
Ordinance  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  additional  improvements  and  extensions  referred  to  therein,  if 
and  only  if  the  terms  and  provisions  of  such  additional  Bonds  issued  under  said  Section  2.16  and  of  the 
Supplemental  Ordinance  or  Ordinances  of  City  authorizing  their  issue  shall  have  been  approved  by  the 
Airlines  Representative. 

Section  15.03.  Consulting  Engineer.  "Consulting  Engineer"  shall  mean  the  Consulting  Engineer 
acting  as  such  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance. 

Section  15.04.  Approved  maximum  landing  weight.  The  "approved  maximum  landing  weight" 
of  any  aircraft  shall  mean  the  maximum  landing  weight  approved  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration 
for  landing  such  aircraft  at  the  Airport. 

Section  15.05.  Airline  Parties.  "Airline  Parties"  shall  mean  at  any  time  those  air  carriers  who  then 
have  agreements  with  City,  substantially  the  same  as  the  Airport  Use  Agreement,  except  as  to  any  differ- 
ence in  the  length  of  term  thereof,  under  which  they  agree  to  pay  to  City,  in  connection  with  each  fee 
landing  at  the  Airport  of  aircraft  operated  by  them.  Flight  Fees  on  the  basis  and  in  the  manner  provided 
in  the  Airport  Use  Agreement  and  who  are  either 

(a)  scheduled  air  carriers  holding  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  issued  by  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board, 

(b)  foreign  air  carriers  holding  foreign  air  carrier  permits  issued  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board,  or 

(c)  air  carriers  holding  certificates  of  convenience  and  necessity  issued  by  the  Illinois  Commerce 
Commission  (or  any  successor  thereto). 

Section  15.06.  Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline  Parties.  The  "Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline  Parties" 
shall  mean  at  any  time  the  then  Airline  Parties  who  (a)  constitute  at  least  one-half  of  all  then  Airline 
Parties  and  (b)  operated  aircraft  landed  in  fee  landings  (as  defined  in  the  Airport  Use  Agreement)  at  the 
Airport  during  the  next  preceding  fiscal  year  having  an  aggregate  approved  maximum  landing  weight 
representing  over  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  the  aggregate  approved  maximum  landing  weight  of  all  aircraft, 
landed  in  such  fee  landings  at  the  Airport  during  such  year,  operated  by  all  Airline  Parties  at  the  time 
of  determination. 

Section  15.07.  Airlines  Representative.  The  "Airlines  Representative"  at  any  time  shall  mean  such 
person  (and  such  alternates,  in  such  order)  then  designated  by  a  Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline  Parties  by 
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notice  to  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation.  Any  such  designation  of  such  Representative  shall  remain  in 
full  force  and  effect  until  revoked  or  modified  by  a  Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline  Parties  by  notice  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Aviation. 

Section  15.08.  Commissioner  of  Public  Works.  The  "Commissioner  of  Public  Works"  shall  be 
concerned  with  construction  at  the  Airport  and  shall  mean  for  the  purpose  of  this  Lease  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  of  City  (or  any  successor  thereto  in  whole  or  in  part  as  to  his  duties  hereunder) 
and  his  duly  authorized  assistants. 

Section  15.09.  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration,  Civil  Aeronautics  Board.  The  "Civil  Aeronautics 
Administration"  and  the  "Civil  Aeronautics  Board"  shall  each  include  any  successor  thereto. 

Section  15.10.  Commissioner  of  Aviation.  The  "Commissioner  of  Aviation"  shall  be  concerned 
with  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Airport  and  shall  mean  for  the  purpose  of  this  Lease  the 
Commissioner  of  Aviation  of  City  (or  any  successor  thereto  in  whole  or  in  part  as  to  his  duties  here- 
under) and  his  duly  authorized  assistants. 

ARTICLE  XVI 
Miscellaneous 

Section  16.01.  Equality  of  treatment.  No  rights  or  privileges  with  respect  to  or  rentals  for  premises 
leased  for  hangar  purposes  in  the  Hangar  Site  Area  at  the  Airport  shall  be  granted  by  City  to  any  air 
transportation  company  in  competition  with  Airline,  which  are  more  favorable  to  such  company  than 
those  granted  to  Airline,  and  the  effect  of  which  is  to  place  Airline  at  a  competitive  disadvantage. 

Section  16.02.  Effective  date  of  Lease.  An  executed  copy  of  this  Lease  will  be  deposited  in 
escrow  with  The  First  National  Bank  of  Chicago,  as  Escrowee,  pursuant  to  an  Escrow  Agreement 
between,  among  others.  City,  Airline  and  such  Escrowee.  This  Lease  shall  become  effective  only  when 
and  if  delivered  uncancelled  to  City  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  such  Escrow  Agreement. 

Section  16.03.  Consents  and  approvals.  Consents  and  approvals  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  or  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  not  be 
unreasonably  withheld  and  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  given  unless  within  thirty  (30)  days  after 
receipt  of  written  request  from  Airline  for  such  consent  or  approval,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
or  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have  given  Airline  a  written  reply  refusing  or 
withholding  action  on  such  consent  or  approval  and  stating  his  reasons  for  such  refusal  or  such  with- 
holding of  action. 

Section  16.04.  Notices.  All  notices  to  City  provided  for  herein  shall  be  in  writing  and  may  be 
sent  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  addressed  to  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation  of  the  City  of 
Chicago,  City  Hall,  Chicago  2,  Illinois,  or  to  such  other  address  as  City  may  designate  from  time  to  time  by 
notice  to  Airline,  and  shall  be  deemed  given  when  so  mailed.  All  notices  to  Airline  provided  for  herein 

shall  be  in  writing  and  may  be  sent  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  addressed  to  Airline,  

  or  to  such  other  address  as  Airline  may  designate  from 

time  to  time  by  notice  to  City,  and  shall  be  deemed  given  when  so  mailed. 

Section  16.05.  Separability.  In  the  event  any  covenant,  phrase,  clause,  paragraph.  Section,  condi- 
tion or  provision  herein  contained  is  held  to  be  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  invalidity 
of  any  such  covenant,  phrase,  clause,  paragraph,  Section,  condition  or  provision  shall  in  no  way  affect  any 
other  covenant,  phrase,  clause,  paragraph,  Section,  condition  or  provision  herein  contained. 

Section  16.06.  Assignment  or  Sublease.  Airline  shall  not  assign  this  Lease  and  its  rights  hereunder, 
in  whole,  except  with  the  prior  consent  of  City,  or  in  part,  except  with  the  prior  consent  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Aviation;  provided,  however,  the  foregoing  shall  not  prevent  the  assignment  of  this  Lease 
and  of  Airline's  rights  hereunder  to  any  corporation  into  or  with  which  Airline  may  merge  or  consolidate, 
or  which  may  succeed  to  the  business  and  assets  of  Airline. 
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Airline  shall  not  sublease  in  whole  the  premises  leased  to  it  hereunder,  except  with  the  prior  consent 
of  City,  and  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  Section  1.03  hereof,  Airline  shall  not  sublease  in  part  such 
premises,  except  with  the  prior  consent  of  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation. 

Section  16.07.  Remedies  cumulative.  The  rights  and  remedies  hereunder  are  cumulative  and  the 
use  of  one  remedy  shall  not  be  taken  to  exclude  or  waive  the  right  to  the  use  of  another. 

Section  16.08.  Headings.  The  Article  and  Section  headings  contained  herein  are  for  convenience 
of  reference  only  and  are  not  intended  to  define,  limit  or  describe  the  scope  or  intent  of  any  provision  of 
this  Lease. 

Section  16.09.  Successors  and  assigns.  All  of  the  covenants,  stipulations  and  agreements  herein 
contained  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  16.06  hereof,  inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  be  binding 
upon  the  successors  and  assigns  of  the  parties  hereto. 

Section  16.10.  Construction.  This  Lease  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  made  in  and  shall  be  con- 
strued in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Section  16.11.  Counterparts.  This  Lease  has  been  executed  in  several  counterparts,  each  of  which 
shall  be  an  original,  and  all  collectively  but  one  instrument.

Alderman  Egan  moved  to  pass  the  proposed  ordinance  transmitted  with  the  pending  committee  report 
for  a  grant  of  authority  to  the  Mayor  to  execute  an  agreement  in  the  form  set  out  therein  entitled  "Joint 
Cargo  Building  and  Site  Lease".

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Chicago: 

Section  1.  The  Mayor  is  authorized  to  execute  and  the  City  Clerk  to  attest  and  affix  the  seal  of 
the  City  of  Chicago  upon  the  Joint  Cargo  Building  and  Site  Leases  which  are  substantially  in  the  following 
form,  after  approval  by  the  Comptroller  and  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  as  to  form  and  legality,  to-wit: 
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Joint  Cargo  Building  and  Site  Lease 


THIS  LEASE,  made  and  entered  into  as  of  this  1st  day  of  January,  A.D.  1959,  by  and  between  the 
CITY  OF  CHICAGO,  a  municipal  corporation  of  the  State  of  Illinois  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "City"), 

and  , 

a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  

(hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Airline"), 


WHEREAS,  City  owns  and  operates  the  airport  known  as  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport 
(a  plat  of  said  airport  being  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A  and  made  a  part  hereof),  situated  in  the  County 
of  Cook  and  the  County  of  Du  Page,  State  of  Illinois  (hereinafter,  together  with  any  additions  thereto  or 
enlargements  thereof,  whether  or  not  made  with  corporate  funds  of  City,  Government  Grants  in  Aid, 
Approved  Revenue  Bonds  (as  such  term  is  hereinafter  defined)  or  any  other  funds  of  any  nature  what- 
soever, referred  to  as  the  "Airport"),  with  the  power  to  lease  premises  and  facilities  and  to  grant  rights 
and  privileges  with  respect  thereto,  all  as  hereinafter  provided;  and 

WHEREAS,  City  and  Airline  have  entered  into  an  agreement  of  even  date  herewith,  entitled  and 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Airport  Use  Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  Airline  is  engaged  in  the  business  of  air  transportation  and  desires  to  lease  premises  and 
facilities  in  the  area  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Joint  Airline  Cargo  Area")  consisting  of  approxi- 
mately sixteen  and  twenty-eight  hundredths  (16.28)  acres  to  be  located  in  the  westerly  portion  of  the  Cargo 
Area  shown  on  said  Exhibit  A  and  to  obtain  certain  rights  and  privileges  with  respect  thereto  and  to  the  use 
of  the  Airport  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  provided;  and 

WHEREAS,  City  is  willing  to  lease  to  Airline  such  premises  and  facilities,  and  to  grant  to  Airline  such 
rights  and  privileges,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  provided;  and 

WHEREAS,  City  has  adopted  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  which  are  to  be  used,  among  other  things,  for  the  construction  in  the  Joint  Airline  Cargo  Area 
of  facilities,  according  to  plans  and  specifications  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  City,  and  City  is 
willing  to  use  its  best  efforts  to  finance  and  construct  such  facilities, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  premises  (which  are  incorporated  into  the 
body  of  this  Lease  as  fully  as  if  they  were  set  forth  therein)  and  of  the  mutual  covenants  and  agree- 
ments herein  contained,  and  other  valuable  considerations,  the  parties  hereto  covenant  and  agree  as 
follows : 


Section  1.01.  Lease  of  premises.  City  leases  to  Airline,  and  grants  to  Airline,  its  employees,  agents, 
guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  the  use  of  the  following  premises  (including  improvements  and  facilities 
therein)  to  be  located  at  the  Airport:

ARTICLE  I 


Premises 


(a) 


the  exclusive  use  of  (i)  an  aggregate  of   square  feet  of  space  in  Joint  Cargo  Building 

No.  .  .  .  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Cargo  Building")  shown  on  Exhibit  A-2  attached 
hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof,  which  space  shall  be  in  the  general  area  designated  on  said 

Exhibit  A-2  as   ,  and  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  Airline's  Cargo  Building  Space  and 

(ii)  the  truck  parking  area  of  a  depth  of  approximately  forty  (40)  feet,  adjacent  to  Airline's 
Cargo  Building  Space; 


(b) 


the  exclusive  use  of  (i)  an  undivided   per  cent  (...%)  of  an  additional 

aggregate  of  fifteen  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-two  (15,552)  square  feet  of  space  in  the 
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Cargo  Building,  in  the  general  area  designated  on  said  Exhibit  A-2  as  REA,  which  space  is 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  REA  Cargo  Building  Space  and  (ii)  the  same  percentage  of  the  truck 
parking  area  of  a  depth  of  approximately  forty  (40)  feet,  adjacent  to  the  REA  Cargo  Building 
Space; 

(c)  the  use,  in  common  with  other  Cargo  Building  Lessees,  of  space  in  the  Cargo  Building  not 
leased  to  any  Cargo  Building  Lessee  pursuant  to  the  preceding  subparagraphs,  which  space  shall 
be  for  the  exclusive  use  of  all  Cargo  Building  Lessees; 

(d)  the  use,  in  common  with  other  Cargo  Building  Lessees,  of  the  cargo  ramp  aprons  adjacent  to 
the  Cargo  Building,  which  aprons  shall  be  for  the  exclusive  use  of  all  Cargo  Building  Lessees 
and  shall  not  be  considered  public  ramp  areas  or  as  available  for  common  use  generally;  and 

(e)  the  use,  in  common  with  other  lessees  of  space  in  the  Cargo  Building  and  in  Joint  Cargo 

Building  No  shown  on  said  Exhibit  A-2,  of  all  general  areas  in  the  Joint  Airline  Cargo 

Area,  which  areas  shall  be  for  the  exclusive  use  of  such  lessees  and  shall  not  be  considered 
public  areas  or  available  for  common  use  generally.  The  general  areas  in  the  Joint  Airline 
Cargo  Area  shall  mean  those  portions,  if  any,  of  such  Area  as  do  not  constitute  space  in  the 
Cargo  Building  or  in  said  Joint  Cargo  Building  No.  .  .  .,  or  cargo  ramp  aprons  adjacent  to 
either  such  Building,  or  truck  parking  areas  of  a  depth  of  approximately  forty  (40)  feet  adjacent 
to  either  such  Building. 

As  promptly  as  practicable,  the  Consulting  Engineer  shall  specify  within  the  foregoing  requirements 
the  exact  location  on  the  Airport  of  the  Joint  Airline  Cargo  Area  and  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation  shall 
advise  Airline  in  writing  thereof,  whereupon  the  Joint  Airline  Cargo  Area  shall  be  the  area  so  specified  by 
the  Consulting  Engineer. 

Section  L02  Use  of  premises.  The  use  by  Airline,  its  employees,  agents,  guests,  patrons  and 
invitees  of  the  premises  described  in  Section  1.01  hereof  shall  include  the  use  thereof,  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions hereof  and  to  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  City  in  accordance  with  Article  VI  hereof,  for 
the  following  purposes: 

(a)  the  use  of  space  in  the  Cargo  Building  for  any  and  all  purposes  reasonably  necessary  or  con- 
venient in  connection  with  receiving,  delivering,  dispatching,  processing,  handling  and  storing  air 
cargo,  express,  mail  and  other  property; 

(b)  the  loading  and  unloading  upon  the  cargo  ramp  aprons  adjacent  to  the  Cargo  Building  of 
property,  cargo  and  mail  upon  or  from  aircraft  (including  exclusive  freight  or  cargo  flights)  by 
such  means  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient,  and  the  exercise  of  all  rights  and  privileges  on 
and  with  respect  to  such  cargo  ramp  aprons  which  are  granted  to  Airline  under  the  Airport  Use 
Agreement  on  and  with  respect  to  any  cargo  ramp  areas  at  the  Airport  available  for  common  use 
but  any  such  exercise  shall  be  free  of  any  charge  for  parking  of  aircraft; 

(c)  the  use  of  truck  and  automobile  loading  and  unloading  parking  areas  adjacent  to  Airline's  Cargo 
Building  Space  for  the  loading,  unloading  and  parking  of  automobiles  and  trucks; 

(d)  the  use  of  general  areas  in  the  Joint  Airline  Cargo  Area  for  any  and  all  purposes  reasonably 
necessary  or  convenient  in  connection  with  the  receiving,  delivering,  dispatching,  processing, 
handling  and  storing  of  air  cargo,  express,  mail  and  other  property,  including,  without  limita- 
tion, parking  of  automobiles  in  areas  designated  for  that  purpose;  and 

(e)  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  buildings,  facilities  and  equipment  and  the  carrying  on  of 
activities  reasonably  necessary  or  convenient  in  connection  with  the  foregoing; 

provided,  however,  that  the  foregoing  shall  not  permit  the  conduct  by  Airline  of  any  business  separate  from 
its  operation  of  an  air  transportation  system. 

Notwithstanding  the  lease  of  any  premises  to  Airline  hereunder.  Airline  shall  not  be  entitled  to  con- 
struct or  install  equipment,  improvements  or  facilities  in,  or  otherwise  occupy  or  use  any  of  such  premises 
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until  such  time  as  the  Consulting  Engineer  shall  certify  that  such  premises  are  available  for  such  construc- 
tion, installation,  occupancy  or  use.  Furthermore,  any  such  construction,  installation,  occupancy  or  use 
during  any  period  prior  to  completion  of  the  construction  provided  for  in  Section  4.01  hereof  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  such  restrictions  as  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  may  reasonably  prescribe  as  appropriate  in 
order  not  to  unreasonably  interfere  with  such  completion.  Subject  to  the  foregoing  requirements  and  the 
provisions  hereof,  Airline  shall  be  permitted,  at  as  early  a  date  as  practicable,  to  construct  and  install 
equipment,  improvements,  and  facilities  in  Airline's  Cargo  Building  Space. 

Section  1.03.  Ingress  and  egress.  Right  to  connect  utilities.  Subject  to  rules  and  regulations  pro- 
mulgated by  City  in  accordance  with  Article  VI  hereof,  Airline  shall  have  the  right  and  privilege  over  the 
Airport  of  ingress  to  and  egress  from  the  Joint  Airline  Cargo  Area  for  its  employees,  agents,  guests, 
patrons  and  invitees,  its  or  their  suppliers  of  materials  and  furnishers  of  service,  and  its  or  their  air- 
craft, equipment,  vehicles,  machinery  and  other  property,  including  the  right  to  construct,  install,  maintain, 
use  and  operate  facilities  and  equipment  on  the  Airport  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  the  Joint  Airline 
Cargo  Area  with  utility  lines  serving  such  Area,  any  such  connection  to  be  at  a  point  and  over  a  route 
approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  or  other  official  having  charge  of  the  Airport,  as  being  the 
most  practical  place  and  route  available.  Airline  shall  pay  all  charges  for  electric  power  furnished  to 
premises  leased  to  it  hereunder.  Except  as  in  this  Lease  or  in  any  other  agreement  between  City  and 
Airline  otherwise  specifically  provided,  no  charges,  fees  or  tolls  of  any  nature,  direct  or  indirect,  shall  be 
imposed  by  City  upon  Airline,  its  employees,  agents,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  its  or  their  suppliers 
of  materials  and  furnishers  of  service,  for  such  right  of  ingress  and  egress,  including  such  connections, 
or  for  the  privilege  of  purchasing,  selling  or  using  for  a  purpose  herein  permitted  any  materials  or  serv- 
ices purchased  or  otherwise  obtained  by  Airline,  or  transporting,  loading,  unloading  or  handling 
property,  cargo,  or  mail  in  connection  with  Airline's  business  or  exercising  any  right  or  privilege  granted 
by  City  hereunder.  The  foregoing  shall  not  preclude  City  or  its  concessionaires  from  making  and  collecting 
a  charge  for  the  use  of  public  automobile  parking  areas,  sightseeing  facilities  or  ground  transportation  to 
or  from  the  Airport  furnished  by  City  or  its  concessionaires,  or  preclude  City  from  imposing  any  sales, 
occupation  or  other  taxes  provided  by  law,  permit  or  license  fee  not  inconsistent  with  the  rights  and 
privileges  granted  to  Airline  hereunder. 

Airline  shall  have  the  right  to  purchase  or  otherwise  obtain  property  and  services  of  any  nature  from 
any  suppliers  of  its  choice. 

Section  1.04.  Use  of  premises  on  behalf  of  or  by  others.  Any  of  the  premises  leased  to  Airline 
under  this  Article  I  may  also  be  used,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  Airline  on  behalf  of  or  in  conjunction  with 
any  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties  in  connection  with  the  conduct  of  air  transportation  by  such  other  Air- 
line Party  or  Parties,  to  the  same  extent  as  Airline  is  entitled  to  use  such  premises  in  its  own  behalf  in 
connection  with  its  conduct  of  air  transportation.  Airline  shall  also  be  entitled  to  sublease  any  of  such 
premises,  in  whole  (subject  to  the  prior  approval  of  City)  or  in  part,  to  any  other  Airline  Party  or 
Parties  for  use  in  connection  with  the  conduct  of  air  transportation  by  such  other  Airline  Party  or 
Parties,  to  the  same  extent  as  Airline  is  entitled  to  use  such  premises  in  its  own  behalf  in  connection 
with  its  conduct  of  air  transportation.  In  addition,  Airline  shall  be  entitled  to  sublease  to  Railway 
Express  Agency  or  any  other  organization  or  organizations  performing  substantially  similar  functions  to 
those  presently  performed  by  Railway  Express  Agency,  all  or  any  portion  of  any  REA  Cargo  Building 
Space  leased  to  Airline  hereunder.  In  case  of  any  use  of  any  of  such  premises  by  Airline  on  behalf  of 
or  in  conjunction  with  any  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties,  or  in  case  of  any  sublease  of  any  of  such  premises 
in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions,  Airline  shall  remain  liable  for  its  obligations  hereunder 
and  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  hereunder  to  Airline,  its  employees,  agents,  guests,  patrons  and 
invitees  and  its  or  their  suppliers  of  materials  and  furnishers  of  service  shall  be  granted  with  respect 
to  such  premises  (except  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  in  any  such  sublease)  to  such  other  Airline 
Party  or  Parties  or  sublessee  or  sublessees,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  its  or  their  employees,  agents,  guests, 
patrons,  invitees,  suppliers  of  materials  and  furnishers  of  service. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section  1.04,  no  use  of  any  of  the  premises  leased  to 
Airline  under  this  Article  I  may  be  made  by  Airline  on  behalf  of  or  in  conjunction  with  any  other  Airhne 
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Party  or  Parties,  and  no  sublease  of  any  part  of  such  premises  may  be  made  by  Airline,  except  in  each 
case  with  the  consent  of  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  if  such  use  or  sublease  involves  payment  to  Airline 
by  any  such  other  Airline  Party  or  sublessee  of  an  amount  greater  than  Airline's  expenses  with  respect  to 
the  premises,  facilities  and  services  used  by,  furnished  to  or  subleased  to  such  other  Airline  Party  or  sublessee. 

ARTICLE  II 
Term 

The  term  of  this  Lease  shall  be  for  a  period  of  forty  (40)  years  commencing  on  the  date  set  forth  in 
the  first  line  of  this  Lease. 

ARTICLE  III 
Rentals 

As  rental  for  the  premises  leased  to  it  hereunder,  Airline  shall  pay  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each 
calendar  month  commencing  January  1,  1962  and  thereafter  during  the  term  hereof,  a  monthly  rental 

(hereinafter  called  "ground  rental")  of

Airline  shall  also  pay  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  calendar  month  commencing  January  1,  1962 
(regardless  of  the  date  on  which  the  buildings  and  improvements  to  be  constructed  by  City  upon  the  Joint 
Airline  Cargo  Area  shall  be  completed),  and  thereafter  so  long  during  the  term  hereof  as  any  Bonds  issued 
pursuant  to  Section  2.02  or  2.15  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  are  outstanding,  a  monthly  rental  (here- 
inafter called  "additional  rental")  of  

Dollars  ($  ) .  After  the  payment  and  retirement  of  all  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to 

Section  2.02  or  2.15  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance,  the  additional  rental  shall  cease,  and  Airline  shall  be 
entitled  during  the  term  of  this  Lease  to  the  continued  use  of  the  premises  leased  to  Airline  hereunder  upon 
the  payment  of  the  ground  rental  provided  for  hereunder. 

The  ground  rental  and  additional  rental  are  herein  collectively  referred  to  as  "rental"  and  shall  be 
payable  at  the  office  of  the  City  Comptroller.  Any  rental  payable  by  Airline  hereunder  which  is  not  paid 
when  due  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent  (7%)  per  annum  from  the  due  date  thereof 
until  paid. 

If  any  rental  hereunder  terminates  prior  to  the  last  day  of  any  month,  such  rental  for  such  month 
shall  be  determined  on  a  pro  rata  basis  according  to  the  number  of  days  of  such  month  involved. 

City  and  Airline  agree  that  so  long  as  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding  the  rentals  pro- 
vided for  hereunder  shall  not  be  reduced. 

ARTICLE  IV 
Construction  and  Maintenance  by  City 

Section  4.01.  Construction  by  City.  City  agrees  to  use  its  best  efforts  to  cause  buildings  and  im- 
provements on  the  Joint  Airline  Cargo  Area,  taxiways,  roadways,  water  lines,  sewer  lines  and  drainage 
ditches  serving  such  Area,  and  connections  between  such  taxiways  and  such  Area,  all  as  shown  in  the 
plans  and  specifications  therefor,  including  Exhibits  1,  3,  4  and  7  thereof,  prepared  by  Naess  &  Murphy, 
architects,  and  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  and  Exhibit  A-2,  attached  hereto,  to  be  completed  as 
early  as  practicable,  subject  to  the  availability  of  funds  therefor  from  the  proceeds  of  Bonds  issued  pursuant 
to  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance.  City  further  agrees  to  use  its  best  efforts,  subject  to  the  foregoing,  to 
cause  all  buildings  and  improvements  on  such  Area  to  be  available  for  occupancy  and  use  simultaneously. 

Airline  is  granted  the  right  and  privilege  to  use,  in  common  with  others,  the  taxiways,  the  connections 
therefrom,  roadways,  water  lines,  sewer  lines  and  drainage  ditches  serving  the  Joint  Airline  Cargo  Area; 
provided,  however,  that  Airline  shall  be  required  to  pay  to  City  a  reasonable  charge  for  direct  metered 
water  supplied  by  City  to  Airline  through  any  such  water  line. 
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Section  4.02.  Maintenance  and  operation.  City  shall  operate  and  maintain,  in  all  respects  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  that  of  a  reasonably  prudent  operator  of  an  airport,  and  keep  in  good  condition 
and  repair  (including  the  removal  of  snow,  vegetation,  stones  and  other  foreign  matter  as  reasonably  as 
may  be  done,  from  taxiways,  connections  therefrom,  and  roadways)  all  taxiways,  connections  therefrom, 
roadways,  water  lines,  sewer  lines,  drainage  ditches,  additions,  improvements,  facilities  and  equipment 
now  or  hereafter  provided  by  City,  serving  the  Joint  Airline  Cargo  Area  but  located  outside  of  such  Area. 

Section  4.03.  Taxes  on  demised  premises.  City  shall  pay  any  and  all  taxes  or  special  assessments, 
if  any,  which  may  be  levied  or  assessed  upon  the  premises  leased  to  Airline  hereunder;  provided,  however, 
that  the  foregoing  shall  not  apply  to  taxes  on  any  personal  property  or  leasehold  of  Airline  located  on  such 
premises. 

Section  4.04.  Exclusive  Possession.  City  agrees  that  Airline,  performing  its  obligations  hereunder, 
shall  be  entitled  to  and  shall  have  the  exclusive  possession  and  enjoyment  of  the  premises,  rights  and 
privileges  leased  to  it  hereunder,  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  hereof. 

Section  4.05.  Performance  by  Airline  upon  failure  of  City  to  maintain  and  operate.  In  the  event 
City  fails  to  perform,  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  after  notice  from  Airline  so  to  do,  any  obligation 
required  by  this  Article  IV  to  be  performed  by  City,  Airline  may  perform  such  obligation  of  City  and 
bill  City  for  the  cost  to  Airline  of  such  performance,  but  Airline  shall  not  deduct  any  such  cost  from  any 
amounts  due  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  Airline  and  City  relating  to  the  Airport 
unless  at  the  time  there  are  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  outstanding;  provided,  however,  that  if  City's 
failure  to  perform  any  such  obligation  endangers  the  safety  of  Airline's  operations  at  the  Airport  and  Air- 
line so  states  in  its  notice  to  City,  Airline  may  perform  such  obligation  of  City  at  any  time  after  the 
giving  of  such  notice  and  bill  City  for  Airline's  cost  of  such  performance,  but  Airline  shall  not  deduct 
any  such  cost  from  any  amounts  due  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  Airline  and  City 
relating  to  the  Airport  unless  at  the  time  there  are  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  outstanding.  City, 
however,  shall  not  be  liable  to  Airline  for  any  loss  of  revenues  to  Airline  resulting  from  any  of  City's 
acts,  omissions  or  neglect  in  the  maintenance  and  operation  or  otherwise  by  it  of  the  Airport  or  any 
facilities  now  or  hereafter  connected  therewith. 

ARTICLE  V 

Construction,  Maintenance  and  Repair  by  Airline 

Section  5.01.  Construction,  maintenance  and  repair  by  Airline.  Airline  may  construct  or  install  at 
at  its  own  expense  any  improvements,  facilities  and  equipment,  and  any  additions  thereto,  in  any  premises 
leased  hereunder  to  Airline  for  its  sole  exclusive  use.  Airline,  together  with  other  lessees  of  such  premises, 
may  construct  or  install  at  i^s  or  their  own  expense,  any  buildings,  improvements,  facilities  and  equipment, 
and  any  additions  thereto,  in  any  premises  leased  hereunder  to  Airline  and  such  lessees  for  their  common 
use.  Plans  and  specifications  of  any  such  proposed  construction  or  installation  (including  any  substantial 
alteration  or  addition  thereto)  shall  be  submitted  to  and  receive  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  prior  to  the  commencement  of  construction  or  installation.  All  such  construction  or 
installation  shall  be  made  only  after  obtaining  requisite  building  or  construction  licenses  or  permits. 
All  buildings  and  permanent  improvements  constructed  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  shall  become 
the  property  of  City  upon  completion  of  construction  thereof. 

Airline  shall  keep  and  maintain  all  improvements  and  facilities  and  additions  thereto,  constructed  or 
installed  by  Airline  (either  alone  or  in  common  with  other  lessees)  in  good  condition  and  repair.  Subject 
to  the  provisions  of  Article  VIII  hereof,  Airline  shall,  after  completion  of  the  construction  thereof,  keep 
all  buildings  and  improvements  constructed  by  City  on  premises  leased  to  Airline  hereunder,  in  good 
condition  and  repair. 

No  restrictions  shall  be  placed  on  Airline  as  to  the  architects,  builders  or  contractors  who  may  be 
employed  by  it  in  connection  with  construction,  installation,  alteration,  repair  or  maintenance  by  Airline 
on  premises  leased  to  it  hereunder. 
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Airline  shall,  after  completion  of  the  construction  provided  for  by  Section  4.01  hereof,  keep  the 
premises  leased  to  it  hereunder  and  all  construction  and  installations  made  thereon  in  a  sanitary  and 
sightly  condition,  and  shall  comply  with  all  health  and  safety  requirements  applicable  thereto. 

Any  advertising  signs  installed  by  Airline  shall  be  limited  to  those  which  advertise  air  transportation, 
and  the  number,  general  type,  size,  design  and  location  of  such  signs  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Aviation. 

Section  5.02.  Lighting.  Airline  shall  illuminate  the  apron  in  front  of  the  Cargo  Building  with  flood 
lights  and  shall  place  and  maintain  at  all  times  red  obstruction  lights  on  the  highest  point  and  on  each 
corner  of  such  Building  and  on  the  highest  point  of  each  smoke  stack,  pole,  aerial  and  antenna  on 
premises  leased  to  it  hereunder.  The  obstruction  light  fixtures  shall  be  of  a  dual  type  and  the  lights  shall  be 
kept  burning  at  Airline's  expense  from  dusk  to  dawn  and  during  periods  of  restricted  visibility. 

Section  5.03.  Covenant  against  liens.  Airline  shall  keep  the  premises  leased  to  it  hereunder  and 
the  buildings,  improvements  and  facilities  constructed  thereon  free  and  clear  of  any  and  all  liens  in  any 
way  arising  out  of  the  action,  or  use  thereof,  by  Airline;  provided,  however,  that  Airline  may  in  good 
faith  contest  the  validity  of  any  lien. 

Section  5.04.  Performance  by  City  upon  failure  of  Airline  to  maintain.  In  the  event  Airline  fails 
to  perform  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  after  notice  from  City  so  to  do,  any  obligation  required  by 
this  Article  V  to  be  performed  by  Airline,  City  may  enter  the  premises  involved  (without  such  entering 
causing  or  constituting  a  termination  of  this  Lease  or  an  interference  with  the  possession  of  said  premises 
by  Airline)  and  do  all  things  necessary  to  perform  such  obligation,  charging  to  Airline  the  cost  and  expense 
thereof  and  Airline  agrees  to  pay  City  such  charge  in  addition  to  any  other  amounts  payable  by  Airline 
hereunder;  provided,  however,  that  if  Airline's  failure  to  perform  any  such  obligation  endangers  the  safety 
of  the  public  or  of  employees  of  City,  and  City  so  states  in  its  notice  to  Airline,  City  may  perform  such 
obligation  of  Airline  at  any  time  after  the  giving  of  such  notice  and  charge  to  Airline,  and  Airline  shall 
pay,  as  aforesaid,  the  cost  and  expense  of  such  performance. 

Section  5.05.  Right  of  reimbursement  of  Airline.  The  obligations  of  Airline  under  this  Article  V 
shall  be  without  prejudice  to  the  right  of  Airline  to  obtain  reimbursement  from  any  other  lessee  of  premises 
in  the  Joint  Airline  Cargo  Area  for  or  on  account  of  costs  and  expenses  incurred  by  Airline  in  performing 
any  obligation  of  Airline  hereunder,  if  under  the  lease  between  such  lessee  and  City,  such  lessee  is  also 
obligated  to  perform  such  obligation. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Rules  and  Regulations 

Airline  shall  observe  and  obey  all  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  conduct  and  operation  of  the 
Airport,  promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  City,  which  are  reasonably  required  for  the  prudent  and 
efficient  operation  of  the  Airport  and  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  reasonable  exercise  by  Airline  of  any 
right  or  privilege  granted  to  it  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  Airline  and  City  relating 
to  the  Airport  or  any  part  thereof,  nor  inconsistent  with  safety  nor  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  any 
Federal  or  State  agency  having  jurisdiction  with  respect  thereto,  nor  inconsistent  with  the  procedures 
prescribed  or  approved  from  time  to  time  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  or  any  other  govern- 
mental authority  having  jurisdiction  over  operations  at  the  Airport. 

City  shall  keep  Airline  supplied  with  five  sets  of  City's  current  Airport  rules  and  regulations  applicable 
to  Airline.  Except  in  cases  of  emergency,  no  such  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  applicable  to  Airline  unless 
it  has  been  given  fifteen  (15)  days  notice  of  the  adoption  thereof. 

City,  however,  shall  have  no  control  over  the  rates,  fares  or  charges  that  Airline  may  prescribe  in 
connection  with  its  conduct  of  an  air  transportation  business. 
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ARTICLE  VII 

Exercise  by  City  of  Governmental  Functions 

Nothing  contained  herein  shall  impair  the  right  of  City  in  the  exercise  of  its  governmental  functions 
to  require  Airline  to  pay  any  tax  or  inspection  fees  or  to  procure  necessary  permits  or  licenses,  provided 
such  requirement  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  to  Airline  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Indemnity  and  Insurance 

Section  8.01.  Liability  arising  from  act  of  Airline.  Airline  agrees  to  indemnify  and  hold  City 
harmless  from  and  against  all  liabilities,  judgments,  costs,  damages  and  expenses  which  may  accrue  against, 
be  charged  to  or  recovered  from  City  by  reason  or  on  account  of  damage  to  the  property  of  City  or  the 
property  of,  injury  to  or  death  of  any  person,  arising  from  Airline's  use  and  occupancy  of  and  operations  at 
the  Airport,  including  acts  of  its  agents,  contractors  and  subcontractors,  except  when  caused  by  City's  sole 
negligence  or  by  the  joint  negligence  of  City  and  any  person  other  than  Airline,  its  agents,  contractors  and 
subcontractors;  provided  that  City  shall  give  Airline  prompt  and  timely  notice  of  any  claim  made  or  suit 
instituted  which,  in  any  way,  aflfects  Airline  or  its  insurer,  and  Airline  or  its  insurer  shall  have  the  right  to 
compromise  and  defend  the  same  to  the  extent  of  their  own  interests.  Any  final  judgment  rendered  against 
City  for  any  cause  for  which  Airline  is  liable  hereunder  shall  be  conclusive  against  Airline  as  to  liability 
and  amount. 

Airline  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  in  force  insurance  of  the  following  types  and  in  not  less  than 
the  following  amounts,  issued  by  a  company  or  companies  of  sound  and  adequate  financial  responsibility, 
insuring  Airline  and  City  against  all  liabilities  for  accidents  arising  out  of  or  in  connection  with  Airline's 
use  and  occupancy  of  and  operations  at  the  Airport,  except  when  caused  by  City's  negligence  alone  or 
jointly  with  any  person  other  than  Airline,  its  agents,  contractors  and  subcontractors,  and  shall  furnish  to 
City  certificates  evidencing  such  insurance,  naming  City  as  an  additional  assured  thereunder,  subject  to  the 
limitations  set  forth  above  in  respect  of  City's  negligence,  to-wit: 

Aircraft  Public  Liability  Insurance  $   100,000  per  person 

$1,000,000  per  accident 

Aircraft  Property  Damage  Insurance  $  200,000  per  accident 

Comprehensive  Public  Liability  Insurance  $   100,000  per  person 

$  250,000  per  accident 

Comprehensive  Property  Damage  Insurance  $   100,000  per  accident 

If  pursuant  to  any  other  agreement  between  Airline  and  City,  Airline  is  complying  with  requirements 
identical  with  those  of  this  Section,  such  compliance  shall  also  serve  as  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  this  Section. 

Section  8.02.  Insurance  in  connection  with  construction  by  City.  City  shall,  until  the  date  upon 
which  the  completion  of  the  buildings  and  impjrovements  to  be  constructed  by  City  on  the  Joint  Airline 
Cargo  Area  as  provided  in  Section  4.01  hereof  is  certified  by  the  Consulting  Engineer,  keep  in  force  insur- 
ance issued  by  a  responsible  insurance  company  or  companies,  insuring  City  against  all  liabilities  for  public 
liability  or  property  damage  arising  out  of  or  in  connection  with  the  construction  upon  or  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  the  Joint  Airline  Cargo  Area  in  amounts  of  comprehensive  insurance  not  less  than  those 
provided  in  Section  8.01  hereof,  and  insuring  such  buildings  and  improvements  during  construction  under 
completed  builder's  risk  insurance,  against  fire,  extended  coverage,  vandalism  and  sprinkler  leakage  in  an 
amount  equal  to  the  full  insurable  value  of  such  construction  as  the  same  progresses  in  order  to  assure 
continuity  of  construction  and  ultimate  completion  despite  damage  or  destruction  suffered  during  the  course 
thereof.  City  may  cause  such  insurance  to  be  effected  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  contractors  performing 
the  construction  work,  but,  in  any  event,  the  cost  of  such  insurance  shall  be  deemed  a  part  of  the  cost  of 
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construction  of  such  buildings  and  improvements.  City's  obligations  under  this  Section  are  subject  to  the 
availability  of  funds  for  the  cost  of  such  insurance. 

Section  8.03.  Insurance  after  completion  of  construction.  The  buildings  and  improvements  being 
constructed  by  City  hereunder  on  the  Joint  Airline  Cargo  Area,  shall  be  insured  at  all  times,  on  and  after 
the  date  upon  which  completion  thereof  is  certified  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  and  during  the  term  hereof, 
under  a  so-called  "fire  and  extended  coverage  policy  or  policies,"  issued  by  a  responsible  insurance  com- 
pany or  companies,  which  policy  or  policies  shall  specifically  insure  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  light- 
ning, collision,  explosion,  strikes,  riots,  civil  commotions,  malicious  damage,  tornado  and  windstorm  to  the 
greatest  amount  obtainable,  having  due  regard  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  policies  and  the  cover- 
age of  risks  provided  for  thereunder  not,  however,  exceeding,  without  consent  of  Airline,  eighty  per  cent 
(80%)  of  the  full  insurable  value  thereof.  Such  insurance  policy  or  policies  shall  be  taken  out  and  main- 
tained by  City,  but  prior  to  the  taking  out  of  any  such  policy  or  policies  City  shall  advise  the  Airlines  Rep- 
resentative of  the  insurance  policies  proposed  to  be  taken  out  by  City  and  the  cost  and  coverage  thereof 
and  shall  give  due  consideration  to  any  suggestions  made  by  such  Representative  with  respect  to  the  pro- 
posed insurance.  All  such  insurance  policies  shall  name  City  and  Airline  as  insureds  thereunder,  and  shall 
provide  that  proceeds  of  such  insurance  shall  be  payable  to  City  and  such  policies  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  City  Comptroller  of  City.  Airline  shall  pay  to  City  at  the  office  of  the  City  Comptroller  within  20  days 

after  receipt  by  Airline  of  a  statement  therefor,  per  cent  (...%)  of  the 

cost  of  any  insurance  policies  taken  out  by  City  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  and  any  amount 
so  payable  by  Airline  which  is  not  paid  when  due  hereunder,  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per 
cent  (7%)  per  annum  from  the  due  date  thereof  until  paid. 

Should  any  building  or  improvement  constructed  by  City  on  the  premises  leased  to  Airline  hereunder 
be  damaged  or  destroyed  on  or  after  the  date  upon  which  the  completion  of  the  buildings  and  improve- 
ments being  constructed  by  City  hereunder  is  certified  by  the  Consulting  Engineer,  and  if  any  insurance 
proceeds  are  payable  by  reason  thereof.  City  shall  immediately  after  such  damage  or  destruction  cause 
plans,  specifications  and  estimate  of  cost  for  repairing,  replacing  or  reconstructing  the  damaged  or  destroyed 
property  (in  accordance  with  the  original  design,  subject  to  such  modifications  thereof  as  may  be  approved 
by  Airline  and  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works)  to  be  prepared.  Airline  shall  be  entitled  to  participate 
in  the  preparation  of  such  plans  and  specifications  and  shall  be  consulted  for  its  suggestions  before  any 
such  plans  and  specifications  are  approved.  Such  insurance  proceeds  shall  be  applied,  as  promptly  as  prac- 
ticable, to  the  repair,  replacement  or  reconstruction  of  the  damaged  or  destroyed  property,  in  accordance 
with  such  plans  and  specifications,  except  that  if  such  proceeds  are  more  than  sufficient  for  such  purpose, 
the  balance  remaining  upon  completion  of  the  repairs,  replacement  or  reconstruction  of  the  damaged  or 
destroyed  property,  shall,  if  at  the  time  any  Bonds  are  outstanding  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance, 
be  transferred  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Account  under  such  Ordinance,  and  if  at  the  time  but 
only  if  at  the  time  no  such  Bonds  are  outstanding,  shall  be  set  aside  and  deposited  in  the  Improvement 
Account  referred  to  in  the  Airport  Use  Agreement.  If  such  insurance  proceeds  are  insufficient  for  such 
purpose,  the  deficiency  shall  be  supplied  by  City  from  any  moneys  in  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account 
or  the  Deferred  Maintenance  Account,  as  the  case  may  be. 

ARTICLE  IX 
Abatement 

Section  9.01.  Abatement  in  event  of  closing  while  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding. 
In  the  event  that  the  Airport  shall  be  closed  for  any  period  of  time  by  any  order  or  direction  of  City  or 
any  other  governmental  authority  or  agency,  or  by  any  order  or  direction  of  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction, while  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  then  to  the  extent  but  only  to  the  extent 
that  sufficient  moneys  are  then  held  to  the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  under  the  Revenue 
Bond  Ordinance,  the  rentals  provided  herein  as  payable  by  Airline  shall  abate  for  the  period  of  such 
closing. 
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In  the  event  the  Airport  shall  be  so  closed  for  the  landing  or  taking  off  of  all  turbo  jet  powered  aircraft 
operated  by  Airline  Parties,  which  at  the  time  are  landing  or  taking  off,  in  the  course  of  normal  operations, 
at  one  or  more  airports  having  facilities  similar  to  those  at  the  Airport,  but  shall  not  be  closed  to  the  landing 
or  taking  off  of  other  aircraft  operated  by  any  Airline  Parties,  while  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are 
outstanding,  then  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  the  rentals  provided  herein  as  payable  by  Airline  shall  abate  for 
the  period  of  such  closing,  but  in  no  event  for  more  than  six  (6)  months  for  any  single  closing,  in  any  fiscal 
year,  to  the  extent  but  only  to  the  extent  that  sufficient  moneys  are  then  held  to  the  credit  of  the  Emergency 
Reserve  Account  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions,  in  the  event  there  are  not  sufficient  moneys  at  the  time  to 
the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  available  for  use  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  in  an 
amount  equivalent  to  the  amount  of  rentals  to  be  abated  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
Section  9.01  and  pursuant  to  similar  provisions  for  the  abatement  of  rentals  under  any  other  leases  of 
premises  at  the  Airport  between  City  and  any  Airline  Party  or  Parties,  then  the  abatement  of  rentals  pur- 
suant to  this  Section  9.01  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  such  other  leases  shall  be  proportionately 
decreased  so  that  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  such  abatements  shall  not  exceed  the  moneys  at  the  time 
to  the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  which  are  available  for  use  under  the  Revenue  Bond 
Ordinance. 

Section  9.02.  Abatement  on  account  of  casualty  when  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding. 
If  due  to  damage  or  destruction  by  fire,  other  casualty,  act  of  God  or  the  public  enemy,  not  due  to  any 
fault  of  Airline,  any  of  the  facilities  serving  the  Joint  Airline  Cargo  Area  which  are  to  be  furnished  by 
City  as  provided  in  Section  4.01  hereof  shall  be  rendered  unusable  to  such  an  extent  as  to  substantially 
impair  the  ability  of  Airline  to  conduct  normal  operations  on  the  premises  leased  to  it  hereunder,  and  if 
at  the  time  but  only  if  at  the  time  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  then  the  rental  payable 
hereunder  by  Airline  for  such  premises  shall  be  paid  up  to  the  date  of  such  damage  or  destruction,  but, 
unless  City  shall  promptly  furnish  adequate  temporary  substitute  facilities  and  expeditiously  restore  such 
facilities  so  damaged  or  destroyed,  such  rental  shall  thereafter  abate  in  an  amount  directly  proportional 
to  the  extent  Airline's  ability  to  conduct  normal  operations  on  such  premises  is  impaired  by  such  damage 
or  destruction;  provided,  however,  that  if  City  fails  to  repair  such  damage  or  destruction  so  that  Airline's 
ability  to  conduct  normal  operations  on  such  premises  is  substantially  impaired  for  more  than  ninety  (90) 
days  and  if  at  the  time  but  only  if  at  the  time  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  then  Airline 
at  its  option  may,  by  giving  to  City  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  notice,  terminate  this  Lease.  City  shall 
not  be  liable  to  Airline  for  damages  for  City's  failure  to  furnish  such  temporary  substitute  facilities  or, 
except  as  provided  in  Section  4.05  hereof,  for  City's  failure  to  expeditiously  restore  such  facilities. 

If  due  to  damage  or  destruction  by  fire,  other  casualty,  act  of  God  or  the  public  enemy  affecting  the 
Airport,  Airline's  use  of  the  Airport  in  its  conduct  of  an  air  transportation  system  shall  be  substantially 
affected  and  if  at  the  time  but  only  if  at  the  time  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  then, 
without  any  prejudice  to  any  right  of  termination  hereunder.  Airline  shall  have  the  right  upon  notice  to 
City,  to  the  abatement  of  a  just  proportion  of  the  rental  provided  herein  from  the  time  of  such  notice  until 
normal  operations  are  permitted. 

ARTICLE  X 
Termination  by  City 

City  may  terminate  this  Lease  by  giving  Airline  sixty  (60)  days  advance  notice  upon  or  after  the 
happening  and  during  the  continuance  of  any  one  of  the  following  events: 

(a)  The  filing  by  Airline  of  a  voluntary  petition  in  bankruptcy.  In  such  event.  City  shall  have 
the  right  to  file  a  claim  as  a  creditor  and  the  rentals  due  and  to  become  due  under  the  terms  of  this 
Lease  shall  be  accelerated  and  become  due  and  payable. 

(b)  The  institution  of  proceedings  in  bankruptcy  against  Airline  and  the  final  adjudication  of 
Airline  as  a  bankrupt  pursuant  to  such  proceedings.

(c)  The  taking  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  for  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  of  all  or 
substantially  all  of  Airline's  assets  pursuant  to  proceedings  brought  under  the  provisions  of  any 
Federal  reorganization  act. 

(d)  The  appointment  of  a  receiver  of  all  or  substantially  all  of  Airline's  assets  and  Airline's 
failure  to  vacate  such  appointment  within  sixty  (60)  days  thereafter. 

(e)  The  assignment  by  Airline  of  its  assets  for  the  benefit  of  its  creditors. 

(f )  The  abandonment  by  Airline  of  its  conduct  of  air  transportation  at  the  Airport. 

(g)  The  default  by  Airline  in  the  performance  of  any  covenant  or  agreement  required  to  be 
performed  by  Airline  herein  and  the  failure  of  Airline  to  remedy  such  default,  or  to  take  prompt  action 
to  remedy  such  default,  v^^ithin  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  after  receipt  from  City  of  notice  to 
remedy  the  same. 

No  waiver  by  City  of  default  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  hereof  to  be  performed, 
kept  and  observed  by  Airline  shall  be  construed  to  be  or  act  as  a  waiver  of  any  subsequent  default  of  any 
of  such  terms,  covenants  and  conditions. 

ARTICLE  XI 

Recovery  of  Possession  by  City 

If  Airline  shall  vacate  or  abandon  the  premises  leased  to  it  hereunder,  or  in  case  of  the  termination  of 
this  Lease,  Airline's  right  to  the  possession  of  said  premises  shall  terminate,  with  or  without  any  further 
notice  or  demand  whatsoever,  and  the  mere  retention  of  possession  thereafter  by  Airline  shall  constitute  a 
forcible  detainer  of  said  premises,  and  upon  the  termination  of  Airline's  right  of  possession,  as  aforesaid, 
Airline  agrees  to  surrender  its  possession  of  said  premises  immediately,  without  the  receipt  of  any  demand 
for  rent,  notice  to  quit  or  demand  for  possession  of  said  premises  whatsoever,  and  hereby  grants  to  City 
full  and  free  license  to  enter  into  and  upon  said  premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  take  possession  thereof, 
as  against  Airline  and  others  claiming  through  it,  with  or  without  process  of  law,  and  to  expel  and 
remove  Airline  and  any  other  person  claiming  through  it  who  may  be  occupying  said  premises,  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  City  may  use  such  force  in  and  about  so  expelling  and  removing  Airline  and  said  other 
person  as  may  reasonably  be  necessary,  and  City  may,  as  against  Airline  and  others  claiming  through  it, 
repossess  itself  of  said  premises  as  of  its  former  estate,  but  said  entry  of  said  premises  shall  not  constitute 
a  trespass  or  forcible  entry  or  detainer,  nor  shall  it  cause  forfeiture  of  rents  due  by  virtue  hereof,  nor  a 
waiver  of  any  covenant,  agreement  or  promise  herein  contained  to  be  performed  by  Airline. 

Airline  hereby  waives  all  notice  of  any  election  made  by  City  under  this  Lease,  demand  for  rent, 
notice  to  quit,  demand  for  possession,  and  any  and  all  notices  and  demands  whatsoever  of  any  and  every 
nature  which  may  or  shall  be  required  by  any  statute  of  this  State  relating  to  forcible  entry  and  detainer, 
or  to  landlord  and  tenant,  or  any  other  statute,  or  by  the  common  law  during  the  term  of  this  Lease; 
provided,  however,  the  foregoing  shall  not  apply  to  any  notice  specifically  required  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Lease.  The  acceptance  of  rent,  whether  in  a  single  instance  or  repeatedly,  after  it  falls  due,  or 
after  knowledge  of  any  breach  hereof  by  Airline  or  the  giving  or  making  of  any  notice  or  demand,  whether 
according  to  any  statutory  provision  or  not,  or  any  act  or  series  of  acts  except  an  express  written  waiver, 
shall  not  be  construed  as  a  waiver  of  any  right  hereby  given  City,  or  as  an  election  not  to  proceed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Lease. 

The  obligation  of  Airline  to  pay  the  rent  reserved  hereby  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  waived,  released 
or  terminated,  by  the  service  of  any  five-day  notice,  other  notice  to  collect,  demand  for  possession,  or  notice 
by  City  that  the  tenancy  hereby  created  will  be  terminated  on  the  date  therein  named,  the  institution  of 
any  action  of  forcible  detainer  or  ejectment  or  any  judgment  for  possession  that  may  be  rendered  in  such 
action,  or  any  other  act  or  acts,  other  than  termination  of  this  Lease,  resulting  in  the  termination  of 
Airline's  right  to  possession  of  the  premises  leased  to  it  hereunder.  City  may  collect  and  receive  any  rent 
due  from  Airline,  and  payment  or  receipt  thereof  shall  not  waive  or  affect  any  such  notice,  demand,  suit  or 
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judgment  or  in  any  manner  whatsoever  waive,  affect,  change,  modify  or  alter  any  rights  or  remedies  which 
City  may  have  by  virtue  hereof. 

ARTICLE  XII 
Termination  by  Airline 

After  but  only  after  the  payment  and  retirement  of  all  Approved  Revenue  Bonds,  Airline  may  termi- 
nate this  Lease  and  any  or  all  of  its  obligations  hereunder  at  any  time  that  Airline  is  not  in  default  in  the 
payment  of  any  amount  due  from  it  to  City  hereunder  by  giving  City  sixty  (60)  days  advance  notice  upon 
or  after  the  happening  and  during  the  continuance  of  any  one  of  the  following  events: 

(a)  The  failure  or  refusal  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  to  approve  all  weather  operations 
into  and  from  the  Airport  of  aircraft  of  any  type  operated  by  Airline  in  scheduled  air  transpor- 
tation using  facilities  similar  to  those  at  the  Airport  and  continuance  thereof  for  a  period  of  at 
least  sixty  (60)  days. 

(b)  The  issuance  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of  an  injunction  in  any  way  preventing  or 
restraining  the  use  of  the  Airport  or  any  part  thereof  so  as  to  substantially  affect  Airline's  use  of 
the  Airport  in  its  conduct  of  an  air  transportation  system  and  the  remaining  in  force  of  such 
injunction,  not  stayed  by  way  of  appeal  or  otherwise,  for  a  period  of  at  least  sixty  (60)  days. 

(c)  The  issuance  of  any  order,  rule  or  regulation  or  the  taking  of  any  action  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board  or  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  or  other  competent  government  authority,  or  the 
occurrence  of  any  fire,  other  casualty,  act  of  God  or  the  public  enemy,  substantially  affecting,  for 
a  period  of  at  least  sixty  (60)  days.  Airline's  use  of  the  Airport  in  its  conduct  of  an  air  trans- 
portation system;  provided,  however,  that  none  of  the  foregoing  is  due  to  any  fault  of  Airline. 

(d)  The  default  by  City  in  the  performance  of  any  covenant  or  agreement  required  to  be  performed 
by  City  herein  or  in  any  other  agreement  between  City  and  Airline  relating  to  the  Airport  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  the  failure  of  City  to  remedy  such  default,  or  to  take  prompt  action  to  remedy 
such  default,  within  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  after  receipt  from  Airline  of  notice  to  remedy 
the  same. 

(e)  The  substantial  restriction  of  City's  operation  of  the  Airport  by  action  of  the  Federal  Government, 
or  any  department  or  agency  thereof,  under  its  wartime  or  emergency  powers,  or  by  action  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  or  any  department  or  agency  thereof,  and  continuance  thereof  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days,  provided  such  restriction  adversely  affects  Airline's  operations 
at  the  Airport. 

No  waiver  by  Airline  of  default  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  hereof,  or  of  any  other 
agreement  between  City  and  Airline  relating  to  the  Airport  or  any  part  thereof,  to  be  performed,  kept  and 
observed  by  City  shall  be  construed  to  be  or  act  as  a  waiver  of  any  subsequent  default  of  any  of  such  terms, 
covenants  and  conditions. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

Surrender  of  Possession 

Upon  termination  of  this  Lease,  Airline  shall  surrender  its  interest  in  the  premises  leased  to  it  here- 
under and  in  the  buildings  and  improvements  situated  thereon,  which  buildings  and  improvements  shall 
be  in  good  condition  and  repair,  reasonable  wear  and  tear  and  damage  by  fire,  other  casualty,  act  of  God 
or  the  public  enemy  excepted. 

ARTICLE  XIV 
Right  of  Airline  to  Remove  Property 

Airline  shall  be  entitled  during  the  term  of  this  Lease,  and  for  a  reasonable  time  (not  exceeding 
forty-five  days)  after  its  termination,  to  remove  from  the  premises  involved,  or  any  part  thereof,  all  trade 
fixtures,  tools,  machinery,  equipment,  materials  and  supplies  placed  thereon  by  it  pursuant  to  this  Lease, 
subject,  however,  to  any  valid  lien  City  may  have  thereon  for  unpaid  rentals  or  other  amounts,  payable  by 
Airline  to  City  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  City  and  Airline  relating  to  the  Airport  or 
any  part  thereof,  and  provided  that  Airline  shall  have  repaired  all  damage  resulting  from  such  removal. 
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Airline  shall,  together  with  any  other  lessees  of  space  in  the  Joint  Airline  Cargo  Area,  have  similar 
rights  of  removal  with  respect  to  all  trade  fixtures,  tools,  machinery,  equipment,  maintenance  or  supplies 
which  they  together  may  place  upon  the  Joint  Airline  Cargo  Area. 

ARTICLE  XV 
Definitions 

The  following  terms,  when  used  in  this  Lease,  shall  have  the  following  meanings : 

Section  15.01.  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance.  "Revenue  Bond  Ordinance"  shall  mean  the  Ordinance 
entitled  "Ordinance  authorizing  the  issuance  of  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds 
Series  of  1959  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  extending  said  Airport  and  providing  ■  for  payment  of 
principal  of  and  interest  on  said  bonds",  adopted  the  29th  day  of  December,  1958. 

Section  15.02.  Approved  Revenue  Bonds.  "Approved  Revenue  Bonds"  shall  mean  (a)  the  prin- 
cipal amount  of  Bonds  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.02  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordi- 
nance, (b)  any  additional  Bonds  which  may  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.15  of  the 
Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  to  pay  the  cost  of  completing  improvements  as  referred  to  therein,  and  (c)  any 
additional  Bonds  which  may  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.16  of  the  Revenue  Bond 
Ordinance  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  additional  improvements  and  extensions  referred  to  therein,  if 
and  only  if  the  terms  and  provisions  of  such  additional  Bonds  issued  under  said  Section  2.16  and  of  the 
Supplemental  Ordinance  or  Ordinances  of  City  authorizing  their  issue  shall  have  been  approved  by  the 
Airlines  Representative. 

Section  15.03.  Consulting  Engineer.  "Consulting  Engineer"  shall  mean  the  Consulting  Engineer 
acting  as  such  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance. 

Section  15.04.  Approved  maximum  landing  weight.  The  "approved  maximum  landing  weight" 
of  any  aircraft  shall  mean  the  maximum  landing  weight  approved  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration 
for  landing  such  aircraft  at  the  Airport. 

Section  15.05.  Airline  Parties.  "Airline  Parties"  shall  mean  at  any  time  those  air  carriers  who  then 
have  agreements  with  City  substantially  the  same  as  the  Airport  Use  Agreement  except  as  to  any  differ- 
ence in  the  length  of  term  thereof,  under  which  they  agree  to  pay  to  City,  in  connection  with  each  fee 
landing  at  the  Airport  of  aircraft  operated  by  them,  Flight  Fees  on  the  basis  and  in  the  manner  provided' 
in  the  Airport  Use  Agreement  and  who  are  either 

(a)  scheduled  air  carriers  holding  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  issued  by  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board, 

(b)  foreign  air  carriers  holding  foreign  air  carrier  permits  issued  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board,  or 

(c)  air  carriers  holding  certificates  of  convenience  and  necessity  issued  by  the  Illinois  Commerce 
Commission  (or  any  successor  thereto). 

Section  15.06.  Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline  Parties.  The  "Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline 
Parties"  shall  mean  at  any  time  the  then  Airline  Parties  who  (a)  constitute  at  least  one-half  of  all  then 
Airline  Parties  and  (b)  operated  aircraft  landed  in  fee  landings  (as  defined  in  the  Airport  Use  Agree- 
ment) at  the  Airport  during  the  next  preceding  fiscal  year  having  an  aggregate  approved  maximum 
landing  weight  representing  over  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  the  aggregate  approved  maximum  landing  weight 
of  all  aircraft,  landed  in  such  fee  landings  at  the  Airport  during  such  year,  operated  by  all  Airline  Parties 
at  the  time  of  determination. 

Section  15.07.  Airlines  Representative.  The  "Airlines  Representative"  at  any  time  shall  mean  such 
person  (and  such  alternates,  in  such  order)  then  designated  by  a  Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline  Parties  by 
notice  to  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation.  Any  such  designation  of  such  Representative  shall  remain  in 
full  force  and  effect  until  revoked  or  modified  by  a  Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline  Parties  by  notice  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Aviation. 
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Section  15.08.  Cargo  Building  Lessees.  "Cargo  Building  Lessees"  shall  mean  at  any  time  those 
lessees  (whether  or  not  air  transportation  companies)  of  exclusive  space  in  the  Cargo  Building. 

Section  15.09.  Commissioner  of  Public  Works.  The  "Commissioner  of  Public  Works"  shall  be 
concerned  with  construction  at  the  Airport  and  shall  mean  for  the  purpose  of  this  Lease  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  of  City  (or  any  successor  thcreio  in  whole  or  in  part  as  to  his  duties  hereunder) 
and  his  duly  authorized  assistants. 

Section  15.10.  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration,  Civil  Aeronautics  Board.  The  "Civil  Aeronautics 
Administration"  and  the  "Civil  Aeronautics  Board"  shall  each  include  any  successor  thereto. 

Section  15.11.  Commissioner  of  Aviation.  The  "Commissioner  of  Aviation"  shall  be  concerned 
with  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Airport  and  shall  mean  for  the  purpose  of  this  Lease  the 
Commissioner  of  Aviation  of  City  (or  any  successor  thereto  in  whole  or  in  part  as  to  his  duties  here- 
under) and  his  duly  authorized  assistants. 

ARTICLE  XVI 

Miscellaneous 

Section  16.01.  Equality  of  treatment.  No  rights  or  privileges  with  respect  to  or  rentals  for  premises 
leased  for  air  cargo  purposes  at  the  Airport  shall  be  granted  by  City  to  any  air  transportation  company 
in  competition  with  Airline,  which  are  more  favorable  to  such  company  than  those  granted  to  Airline, 
and  the  effect  of  which  is  to  place  Airline  at  a  competitive  disadvantage. 

Section  16.02.  Effective  date  of  Lease.  An  executed  copy  of  this  Lease  will  be  deposited  in 
escrow  with  The  First  National  Bank  of  Chicago,  as  Escrowee,  pursuant  to  an  Escrow  Agreement, 
between,  among  others.  City,  Airline  and  such  Escrowee.  This  Lease  shall  become  effective  only  when 
and  if  delivered  uncancelled  to  City  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  such  Escrow  Agreement. 

Section  16.03.  7955  Air  Cargo  Building  Site  Lease.  Sixty  (60)  days  after  the  date  on  which  the 
Consulting  Engineer  certifies  that  the  buildings  and  improvements  to  be  constructed  by  City  as  provided 
in  Section  4.01  hereof  have  been  completed  and  are  available  for  normal  occupancy  and  use  by  the  lessees 
thereof,  Airline  shall  surrender  to  City  any  interest  of  Airline  under  the  lease,  entitled  Air  Cargo  Building 
Site  Lease,  dated  October  28,  1 955,  between  City  and  American  Airlines,  Inc.,  and  any  assignment  thereof, 
and  such  lease  and  the  rights,  privileges  and  obligations  of  the  lessee  thereunder  shall  terminate,  without 
affecting,  however,  any  then  accrued  rights  or  liabilities  at  the  time  of  such  termination.  The  lessee  under 
such  lease  shall  be  entitled  during  such  period  of  sixty  (60)  days,  and  not  thereafter,  to  remove  from  the 
premises  leased  thereunder  all  trade  fixtures,  tools,  machiney,  equipment,  materials  and  supplies  placed  on 
such  premises  by  such  lessee  or  any  predecessor  lessee.  The  monthly  rental  of  Six  Hundred  and  Seventy- 
Three  Dollars  ($673)  provided  for  under  such  lease  shall  continue  to  be  payable  until  December  31,  1961. 
Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  16.03,  such  lease  shall  continue  in  effect  until  termination  thereof 
as  hereinabove  provided. 

Section  16.04.  Consents  and  approvals.  Consents  and  approvals  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  or  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  not  be 
unreasonably  withheld  and  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  given  unless  within  thirty  (30)  days  after 
receipt  of  written  request  from  Airline  for  such  consent  or  approval,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
or  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have  given  Airline  a  written  reply  refusing  or 
withholding  action  on  such  consent  or  approval  and  stating  his  reasons  for  such  refusal  or  such  with- 
holding of  action. 

Section  16.05.  Notices.  All  notices  to  City  provided  for  herein  shall  be  in  writing  and  may  be 
F^ent  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  addressed  to  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation  of  the  City  of 
Chicago,  City  Hall,  Chicago  2,  Illinois,  or  to  such  other  address  as  City  may  designate  from  time  to  time  by 
notice  to  Airline,  and  shall  be  deemed  given  when  so  mailed.  All  notices  to  Airline  provided  for  herein 
shall  be  in  writing  and  may  be  sent  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  addressed  to  Airline,   
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  or  to  such  other  address  as  Airline  may  designate  from 

time  to  time  by  notice  to  City,  and  shall  be  deemed  given  when  so  mailed. 

Section  16.06.  Separability.  In  the  event  any  covenant,  phrase,  clause,  paragraph.  Section,  condi- 
tion or  provision  herein  contained  is  held  to  be  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  invalidity 
of  any  such  covenant,  phrase,  clause,  paragraph.  Section,  condition  or  provision  shall  in  no  way  affect  any 
other  covenant,  phrase,  clause,  paragraph.  Section,  condition  or  provision  herein  contained. 

Section  16.07.  Assignment  or  Sublease.  Airline  shall  not  assign  this  Lease  and  its  rights  here- 
under, in  whole,  except  with  the  prior  consent  of  City,  or  in  part,  except  with  the  prior  consent  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Aviation ;  provided,  however,  the  foregoing  shall  not  prevent  the  assignment  of  this  Lease 
and  of  Airline's  rights  hereunder  to  any  corporation  into  or  with  which  Airline  may  merge  or  consoli- 
date, or  which  may  succeed  to  the  business  and  assets  of  Airline. 

Airline  shall  not  sublease  in  whole  the  premises  leased  to  it  hereunder,  except  with  the  prior  consent 
of  City,  and  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  Section  1.04  hereof.  Airline  shall  not  sublease  in  part  such 
premises,  except  with  the  prior  consent  of  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation. 

Section  16.08.  Remedies  cumulative.  The  rights  and  remedies  hereunder  are  cumulative  and  the 
use  of  one  remedy  shall  not  be  taken  to  exclude  or  waive  the  right  to  the  use  of  another. 

Section  16.09.  Headings.  The  Article  and  Section  headings  contained  herein  are  for  convenience 
of  reference  only  and  are  not  intended  to  define,  limit  or  describe  the  scope  or  intent  of  any  provision  of 
this  Lease. 

Section  16.10.  Successors  and  assigns.  All  of  the  covenants,  stipulations  and  agreements  herein 
contained  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  16.07  hereof,  inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  be  binding 
upon  the  successors  and  assigns  of  the  parties  hereto. 

Section  16.11.  Construction.  This  Lease  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  made  in  and  shall  be  con- 
strued in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Section  16.12.  Counterparts.  This  Lease  has  been  executed  in  several  counterparts,  each  of  which 
shall  be  an  original,  and  all  collectively  but  one  instrument.

Cargo  Building  and  Site  Lease. 
Alderman  Egan  moved  to  pass  the  proposed  ordinance  transmitted  with  the  pending  committee  report  for 
a  grant  of  authority  to  the  Mayor  to  execute  an  agreement  in  the  form  set  out  therein  entitled  "Cargo  Build- 
ing and  Site  Lease".

Alderman  Janousek  (seconded  by  Alderman  Campbell)  moved  to  reconsider  the  foregoing  vote.  The 
motion  was  lost. 

The  following  is  said  ordinance  as  passed: 

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Chicago: 

Section  1.  The  Mayor  is  authorized  to  execute  and  the  City  Clerk  to  attest  and  affix  the  seal  of 
the  City  of  Chicago  upon  the  Cargo  Building  and  Cargo  Building  Site  Lease  with  the  Flying  Tiger  Line,  Inc. 
which  is  substantially  in  the  following  form,  after  approval  by  the  Comptroller  and  bv  the  Corporation 
Counsel  as  to  form  and  legality,  to-wit: 
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Cargo  Building  and  Site  Lease 

THIS  LEASE,  made  and  entered  into  as  of  this  1st  day  of  January,  A.D.  1959,  by  and  between  the 
CITY  OF  CHICAGO,  a  municipal  corporation  of  the  State  of  Illinois  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "City"), 
and  THE  FLYING  TIGER  LINE,  INC.,  a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  Delaware  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Airline"), 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS,  City  owns  and  operates  the  airport  known  as  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport 
(a  plat  of  said  airport  being  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A  and  made  a  part  hereof),  situated  in  the  County 
of  Cook  and  the  County  of  Du  Page,  State  of  Illinois  (hereinafter,  together  with  any  additions  thereto  or 
enlargements  thereof,  whether  or  not  made  with  corporate  funds  of  City,  Government  Grants  in  Aid, 
Approved  Revenue  Bonds  (as  such  term  is  hereinafter  defined)  or  any  other  funds  of  any  nature 
whatsoever,  referred  to  as  the  "Airport"),  with  the  power  to  lease  premises  and  facilities  and  to  grant 
rights  and  privileges  with  respect  thereto,  all  as  hereinafter  provided;  and 

WHEREAS,  City  and  Airline  have  entered  into  an  agreement  of  even  date  herewith,  entitled  and 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Airport  Use  Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  Airline  is  engaged  in  the  business  of  air  transportation  and  desires  to  lease  certain 
premises  and  facilities  and  to  obtain  certain  rights  and  privileges  with  respect  thereto  and  to  the  use  of 
the  Airport  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  provided;  and 

WHEREAS,  City  is  willing  to  lease  to  Airline  such  premises  and  facilities,  and  to  grant  to  Airline  such 
rights  and  privileges,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  provided;  and 

WHEREAS,  City  has  adopted  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  which  are  to  be  used,  among  other  things,  for  the  construction  of  an  air  cargo  building  upon 
such  premises,  according  to  plans  and  specifications  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  City,  including 
any  modifications  thereof  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  Airline,  and  City  is 
willing  to  use  its  best  efTorts  to  finance  and  construct  the  same  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  here- 
inafter provided; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  premises  (which  are  incorporated  into  the 
body  of  this  Lease  as  fully  as  if  they  were  set  forth  therein)  and  of  the  mutual  covenants  and  agree- 
ments herein  contained,  and  other  valuable  considerations,  the  parties  hereto  covenant  and  agree  as 
follows: 

ARTICLE  I 
Premises 

Section  1.01.  Lease  of  premises.  Use  of  demised  premises.  City  does  hereby  lease  to  Airline,  and 
Airline  does  hereby  lease  from  City,  an  area  of  approximately  nine  (9)  acres  (hereinafter,  together  with 
any  buildings  and  improvements  now  or  hereafter  located  thereon,  referred  to  as  the  "demised  premises") 
to  be  located  at  the  Airport  in  the  easterly  portion  of  the  Cargo  Area  shown  on  said  Exhibit  A,  together 
with  the  facilities,  rights  and  privileges  hereinafter  described. 

As  promptly  as  practicable,  the  Consulting  Engineer  shall  specify  within  the  foregoing  requirements 
the  exact  location  on  the  Airport  of  the  demised  premises  and  Commissioner  of  Aviation  shall  advise  Airline 
in  writing  thereof,  whereupon  the  demised  premises  shall  be  the  area  so  specified  by  the  Consulting 
Engineer. 
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Airline  is  hereby  granted  the  exclusive  use  of  the  demised  premises,  subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions 
hereof  and  to  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  City  in  accordance  with  Article  VI  hereof  for  any 
and  all  purposes  reasonably  necessary  or  convenient  in  connection  with  the  conduct  by  Airline  of  air 
transportation,  including,  without  limitation,  the  following: 

(a)  the  receiving,  delivering,  dispatching,  processing,  handling  and  storing  air  cargo,  express,  mail 
and  other  property; 

(b)  the  loading  and  unloading  upon  the  demised  premises  of  property,  cargo  and  mail  upon  or  from 
aircraft  (including  exclusive  freight  or  cargo  flights)  by  such  means  as  may  be  necessary 
or  convenient,  and  the  exercise  of  all  rights  and  privileges  upon  and  with  respect  to  the  demised 
premises  which  are  granted  to  Airline  under  the  Airport  Use  Agreement  on  and  with  respect 
to  the  cargo  ramp  areas  at  the  Airport  available  for  common  use,  but  any  such  exercise  shall  be 
free  of  any  charge  for  parking  of  aircraft; 

(c)  the  loading,  unloading  and  parking  of  automobiles  and  trucks;  and 

(d)  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  buildings,  facilities  and  equipment  and  the  carrying  on  of 
activities  reasonably  necessary  or  convenient  in  connection  with  the  foregoing; 

provided,  however,  that  the  foregoing  shall  not  permit  the  conduct  by  Airline  of  any  business  separate  from 
its  operation  of  an  air  transportation  system;  and  further  provided,  that  the  rights  conferred  under  this 
Article  I  may  be  exercised  by  Airline  alone  or  in  conjunction  with  other  Airline  Parties,  directly  or  through 
another  designated  by  it  or  them. 

Section  1.02.  Ingress  and  egress.  Right  to  connect  utilities.  Subject  to  rules  and  regulations 
promulgated  by  City  in  accordance  with  Article  VI  hereof.  Airline  shall  have  the  right  and  privilege  over 
the  Airport  of  ingress  to  and  egress  from  the  demised  premises  for  its  employees,  agents,  guests,  patrons 
and  invitees,  its  or  their  suppliers  of  materials  and  furnishers  of  service,  and  its  or  their  aircraft,  equipment, 
vehicles,  machinery  and  other  property,  including  the  right  to  construct,  install,  maintain,  use  and  operate 
facilities  and  equipment  on  the  Airport  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  the  demised  premises  with  taxiways, 
roadways,  water  lines,  sewer  lines,  drainage  ditches  and  utility  lines  serving  the  demised-  premises,  any  such 
connection  to  be  at  a  point  and  over  a  route  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  or  other 
official  having  charge  of  the  Airport,  as  being  the  most  practical  place  and  route  available.  Airline  shall 
pay  all  charges  for  electric  power  furnished  to  the  demised  premises.  Except  as  in  this  Lease  or  in  any 
other  agreement  between  City  and  Airline  otherwise  specifically  provided,  no  charges,  fees  or  tolls  of  any 
nature,  direct  or  indirect,  shall  be  imposed  by  City  upon  Airline,  its  employees,  agents,  guests,  patrons  and 
invitees,  its  or  their  suppliers  of  materials  and  furnishers  of  service,  for  such  right  of  ingress  and  egress, 
including  such  connections,  or  for  the  privilege  of  purchasing,  selling  or  using  for  a  purpose  herein  permitted 
any  materials  or  services  purchased  or  otherwise  obtained  by  Airline,  or  transporting,  loading,  unloading  or 
handling  property,  cargo,  or  mail  in  connection  with  Airline's  business  or  exercising  any  right  or  privilege 
granted  by  City  hereunder.  The  foregoing  shall  not  preclude  City  or  its  concessionaires  from  making  and 
collecting  a  charge  for  the  use  of  public  automobile  parking  areas,  sightseeing  facilities  or  ground  transpor- 
tation to  or  from  the  Airport  furnished  by  City  or  its  concessionaires,  or  preclude  City  from  imposing  any 
sales,  occupation  or  other  taxes  provided  by  law,  permit  or  license  fee  not  inconsistent  with  the  rights  and 
privileges  granted  to  Airline  hereunder. 

Airline  shall  have  the  right  to  purchase  or  otherwise  obtain  property  and  services  of  any  nature  from 
any  suppliers  of  its  choice. 

Section  1.03.  Use  of  premises  on  behalf  of  or  by  others.  Any  of  the  premises  leased  to  Airline 
under  this  Article  I  rhay  also  be  used,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  Airline  on  behalf  of  or  in  conjunction  with 
any  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties  in  connection  with  the  conduct  of  air  transportation  by  such  other 
Airline  Party  or  Parties,  to  the  same  extent  as  Airline  is  entitled  to  use  such  premises  in  its  own  behalf  in 
connection  with  its  conduct  of  air  transportation.  Airline  shall  also  be  entitled  to  sublease  any  of  such 
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premises,  in  whole  (subject  to  the  prior  approval  of  City)  or  in  part,  to  any  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties 
for  use  in  connection  with  the  conduct  of  air  transportation  by  such  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties,  to 
the  same  extent  as  Airline  is  entitled  to  use  such  premises  in  its  own  behalf  in  connection  with  its  con- 
duct of  air  transportation.  In  case  of  any  use  of  any  of  such  premises  by  Airline  on  behalf  of  or  in  con- 
junction with  any  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties,  or  in  case  of  any  sublease  of  any  of  such  premises  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions.  Airline  shall  remain  liable  for  its  obligations  hereunder  and  the 
rights  and  privileges  granted  hereunder  to  Airline,  its  employees,  agents,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees  and 
its  or  their  suppliers  of  materials  and  furnishers  of  service  shall  be  granted  with  respect  to  such  premises 
(except  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  in  any  such  sublease)  to  such  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties  or  sub- 
lessee or  sublessees,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  its  or  their  employees,  agents,  guests,  patrons,  invitees,  sup- 
pliers of  materials  and  furnishers  of  service. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section  1.03,  no  use  of  any  of  the  premises  leased  to 
Airline  under  this  Article  I  may  be  made  by  Airline  on  behalf  of  or  in  conjunction  with  any  other  Airline 
Party  or  Parties,  and  no  sublease  of  any  part  of  such  premises  may  be  made  by  Airline,  except  in  each  case 
with  the  consent  of  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  if  such  use  or  sublease  involves  payment  to  Airline 
by  any  such  other  Airline  Party  or  sublessee  of  an  amount  greater  than  Airline's  expenses  with  respect  to  the 
premises,  facilities  and  services  used  by,  furnished  to  or  subleased  to  such  other  Airline  Party  or  sublessee. 

ARTICLE  II 
Term 

The  term  of  this  Lease  shall  be  for  a  period  of  forty  (40)  years  commencing  on  the  date  set  forth  in 
the  first  line  of  this  Lease. 

ARTICLE  III 
Rentals 

As  rental  for  the  demised  premises.  Airline  shall  pay  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  calendar  month 
commencing  January  1,  1962,  and  thereafter  during  the  term  hereof,  a  monthly  rental  (hereinafter  called 
"ground  rental")  of  One  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($1,500). 

Airline  shall  also  pay  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  calendar  month  commencing  January  1,  1962 
(regardless  of  the  date  on  which  the  air  cargo  building  to  be  constructed  by  City  upon  the  demised  premises 
shall  be  completed),  and  thereafter  so  long  during  the  term  hereof  as  any  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to 
Section  2.02  or  2.15  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  are  outstanding,  a  monthly  rental  (hereinafter  called 
"additional  rental"  of  Five  Thousand  One  Hundred  and  Eighteen  Dollars  ($5,118).  After  the  payment 
and  retirement  of  all  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  Section  2.02  or  2.15  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance,  the 
additional  rental  shall  cease,  and  Airline  shall  be  entitled  to  the  continued  use  of  the  demised  premises 
during  the  term  of  this  Lease  upon  the  payment  of  the  ground  rental  provided  for  hereunder. 

The  ground  rental  and  additional  rental  are  herein  collectively  referred  to  as  "rental"  and  shall  be 
payable  at  the  office  of  the  City  Comptroller.  Any  rental  payable  by  Airline  hereunder  which  is  not  paid 
when  due  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent  (7%)  per  annum  from  the  due  date  thereof 
until  paid. 

If  any  rental  hereunder  terminates  prior  to  the  last  day  of  any  month,  such  rental  for  such  month 
shall  be  determined  on  a  pro  rata  basis  according  to  the  number  of  days  of  such  month  involved. 

City  and  Airline  agree  that  so  long  as  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding  the  rentals  pro- 
vided for  hereunder  shall  not  be  reduced. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Construction  and  Maintenance  of  Air  Cargo  Building 

Section  4.01.  Construction  of  Air  Cargo  building  by  City.  Preliminary  plans  and  specifications  for 
the  construction  by  City  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building  (which  term,  as  used  herein,  includes  related  cargo 
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ramp  aprons,  facilities  and  fixtures  necessary  or  incidental  to  normal  operation  of  an  air  cargo  building  as 
described  in  the  plans  and  specifications  as  originally  approved  or  as  subsequently  amended)  to  be  con- 
structed for  Airline  on  the  demised  premises  and  an  estimate  of  the  cost  thereof  are  on  file  in  the  office  of 
the  City  Clerk  and  have  been  approved  by  Airline,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  the  City  Council. 
Such  estimated  cost,  being  the  amount  of  Seven  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($700,000)  (hereinafter  in  this 
Section  4.01  referred  to  as  "Estimated  Cost  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building"),  will  be  included  in  the  amount 
to  be  deposited  by  City  in  the  Hangar  Construction  Account  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  from  the 
proceeds  to  be  received  by  City  from  Bonds  to  be  issued  by  it  pursuant  to  Section  2.02  of  such  Ordinance 
and  v^ill  be  available  to  pay  the  cost  of  construction  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building  on  the  demised  prem- 
ises in  accordance  with  such  plans  and  specifications,  and  any  modifications  or  alterations  thereof,  approved 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  Airline.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Section  4.01,  construction  of 
Airline's  air  cargo  building  on  the  demised  premises  may  include  construction  of  connections  with  any 
taxiway,  roadway,  water  line,  sewer  line,  drainage  ditch  and  utility  line  serving  the  demised  premises,  if 
requested  by  Airline,  and  the  plans  and  specifications  for  such  construction  are  approved  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works. 

Airline  and  City  shall  take  such  action  so  that  final  plans  and  specifications,  satisfactory  to  both  City 
and  Airline,  for  the  construction  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building  may  be  completed  with  reasonable 
promptitude  and  in  any  event  so  that  bids  for  such  construction  may  be  opened  by  City  within  eighteen 
(18)  months  after  the  date  of  the  sale  by  City  of  Bonds  authorized  pursuant  to  Section  2.02  of  the  Revenue 
Bond  Ordinance. 

Promptly  following  approval  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  Airline  of  final  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  construction  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building,  City  shall  proceed  to  obtain,  according  to 
law,  bids  for  such  construction  in  accordance  with  such  final  plans  and  specifications.  If  after  the 
opening  of  such  bids,  it  appears  that  the  cost  of  such  construction,  taking  into  account  the  lowest 
responsible  bids  for  such  construction,  as  determined  by  the  Purchasing  Agent  of  City,  will  exceed  the 
Estimated  Cost  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building,  then  the  Purchasing  Agent  shall  promptly  so  advise  Airline 
in  writing  and  Airline  shall,  within  10  days  after  being  so  advised  by  the  Purchasing  Agent,  either 
(a)  deposit  such  excess  in  escrow,  with  The  First  National  Bank  of  Chicago,  as  Escrowee,  or  (b) 
notify  the  Purchasing  Agent  in  writing  that  Airline  requests  that  the  final  plans  and  specifications 
for  Airline's  air  cargo  building  be  revised  by  City  for  the  purpose  of  permitting  the  construction  of 
Airline's  air  cargo  building  within  the  Estimated  Cost  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building  or  such  larger  amount 
as  may  be  specified  by  Airline.  In  the  event  that  Airline  shall  so  notify  the  Purchasing  Agent  that  Airline 
requests  that  the  final  plans  and  specifications  for  Airline's  air  cargo  building  be  revised  as  aforesaid.  City 
and  Airline  shall  cooperate  so  that,  not  later  than  six  (6)  months  following  such  notice,  revised  plans  and 
specifications,  satisfactory  to  City  and  Airline,  shall  be  prepared  on  a  basis  that  the  expected  cost  of 
construction  in  accordance  therewith  will  not  exceed  the  Estimated  Cost  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building  or 
such  larger  amount  as  may  have  been  specified  by  Airline. 

In  the  event  any  such  revised  plans  and  specifications  are  prepared.  City  shall  promptly  proceed  to 
obtain,  according  to  law,  bids  for  construction  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building  in  accordance  with  such 
revised  plans  and  specifications.  If  after  the  opening  of  such  bids,  it  appears  that  the  cost  of  construction 
of  Airline's  air  cargo  building  in  accordance  with  such  revised  plans  and  specifications,  taking  into  account 
the  amount  of  the  lowest  responsible  bids  for  such  construction,  as  determined  by  the  Purchasing  Agent, 
shall  exceed  the  Estimated  Cost  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building,  then  the  Purchasing  Agent  shall  promptly 
so  advise  Airline  in  writing  and  Airline  shall,  within  10  days  after  being  so  advised  by  the  Purchasing 
Agent,  deposit  such  excess  in  said  escrow. 

Promptly  following  performance  by  Airline  of  its  obligations  under  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
Section,  contracts  for  construction  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building  shall  be  let  by  City  according  to  law. 
Copies  of  such  contracts  and  any  change  orders  or  amendments  thereto  shall  be  furnished  by  City  to 
Airline.  Following  the  letting  of  contracts  by  City  for  the  construction  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building, 
modifications  and  alterations  in  the  plans  and  specifications  thereof  shall  be  made  by  City  at  request  of 
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Airline,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  and  not  otherwise.  If  any  such 
modification  or  alteration  shall  increase  the  cost  of  such  construction  and  if  such  cost,  as  increased,  exceeds 
the  Estimated  Cost  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building,  plus  any  amounts  theretofore  deposited  by  Airline  in 
said  escrow,  then  Airline  shall,  within  10  days  after  notification  by  the  Purchasing  Agent,  deposit  such 
excess  in  said  escrow. 

City  shall  cause  Airline's  air  cargo  building  to  be  constructed  on  the  demised  premises,  according  to 
plans  and  specifications  hereinabove  provided  for  (including  any  modifications  or  alterations  thereof  made 
in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions),  as  promptly  as  practicable,  to  the  extent  that  funds  are 
available  under  the  provisions  of  this  Section  for  such  construction.  Airline's  architect  or  engineer  may, 
without  cost  to  City,  assist  in  the  supervision  of  such  construction. 

All  moneys  deposited  by  Airline  in  said  escrow  shall  be  held  by  the  Escrowee  with  instructions  from 
Airline  to  permit  City  to  withdraw  such  funds  from  said  escrow  from  time  to  time  by  filing  with  the 
Escrowee  a  statement  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  a  certificate  of  the  Consulting  Engineer  of 
the  character  provided  for  in  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  for  disbursements  from  the  Hangar  Con- 
struction Account.  Such  certificate  of  the  Consulting  Engineer  shall  also  be  required  to  state  that  the  full 
amount  of  funds  set  aside  in  the  Hangar  Construction  Account  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  and 
available  for  construction  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building  has  been  expended  and  that  City  is  in  need  of  the 
amount  to  be  withdrawn  from  said  escrow  to  pay  the  balance  of  the  cost  of  such  construction.  Upon  the 
filing  with  the  Escrowee  of  such  statement  and  certificate,  the  Escrowee  shall  transfer  to  City  the  amounts 
the  withdrawal  of  which  is  so  requested,  and  the  amount  or  amounts  so  withdrawn  shall  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  construction  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building. 

If  twenty-seven  (27)  months  after  the  date  of  sale  of  Bonds  authorized  pursuant  to  Section  2.02  of  the 
Revenue  Bond  Ordinance,  no  contracts  shall  have  been  let  by  City  for  the  construction  of  any  of  Airline's 
air  cargo  building,  then  an  amount  equal  to  the  Estimated  Cost  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building  shall  be 
transferred  from  the  Hangar  Construction  Account  to  the  General  Construction  Account  under  such 
Ordinance.  Any  portion  of  the  Estimated  Cost  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building  which  on  the  date  of 
completion  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  as  certified  by 
the  Consulting  Engineer,  shall  not  have  been  used  or  obligated  for  such  construction  shall  be  transferred 
from  the  Hangar  Construction  Account  to  the  General  Construction  Account  under  such  Ordinance. 

If  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions.  Airline  shall  deposit  any  amounts  under  said  escrow,  then 
upon  completion  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building,  the  Consulting  Engineer  shall  certify  to  the  Escrowee  that 
such  air  cargo  building  has  been  completed  and  that  no  additional  funds  from  said  escrow  shall  be  needed 
to  pay  the  cost  of  construction  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building,  whereupon  any  funds  deposited  by  Airline 
and  remaining  in  said  escrow  shall  be  returned  by  the  Escrowee  to  Airline. 

All  escrow  fees  and  charges  under  said  escrow,  with  respect  to  funds  deposited  therein  by  Airline, 
shall  be  paid  by  Airline. 

Section  4.02.  Construction,  maintenance  and  repair  by  Airline.  Airline  may  construct  or  install,  at 
its  own  expense,  any  buildings,  improvements,  facilities  and  equipment,  and  any  additions  thereto,  on  the 
demised  premises.  All  such  construction  or  installation  shall  be  made  after  obtaining  any  requisite  building 
or  construction  licenses  or  permits.  Plans  and  specifications  of  any  such  proposed  construction  or  installa- 
tion (including  any  substantial  alteration  or  addition  thereto)  shall  be  submitted  to  and  receive  the 
approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  prior  to  the  commencement  of  construction  or  installation. 
Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  4.01  and  Article  VIII  hereof,  Airline  shall  keep  and  maintain  all 
buildings,  improvements  and  facilities  and  additions  thereto,  constructed  or  installed  by  City  or  Airline 
on  the  demised  premises  in  good  condition  and  repair.  No  restrictions  shall  be  placed  on  Airline  as  to  the 
architects,  builders  or  contractors  who  may  be  employed  by  it  in  connection  with  construction,  installation, 
alteration,  repair  or  maintenance  by  Airline  on  the  demised  premises.  All  buildings  and  permanent  im- 
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provements  so  constructed  by  Airline  on  the  demised  premises  shall  become  the  property  of  City  upon 
completion  of  construction  thereof. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  Airline  shall,  after  completion  of  the  construction  provided  for  by 
Section  4.01  hereof,  keep  the  demised  premises  and  all  construction  and  installations  made  thereon  in  a 
sanitary  and  sightly  condition,  and  shall  comply  with  all  health  and  safety  requirements  applicable  thereto. 

Any  advertising  signs  installed  by  Airline  shall  be  limited  to  those  which  advertise  air  transportation, 
and  the  number,  general  type,  size,  design  and  location  of  such  signs  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Aviation. 

Section  4.03.  Lighting.  Airline  shall  illuminate  the  apron  in  front  of  each  building  on  the  demised 
premises  with  flood  lights  and  shall  place  and  maintain  at  all  times  red  obstruction  lights  on  the  highest 
point  and  on  each  comer  of  such  building  and  on  the  highest  point  of  each  smoke  stack,  pole,  aerial  and 
antenna  on  the  demised  premises.  The  obstruction  light  fixtures  shall  be  of  a  dual  type  and  the  lights 
shall  be  kept  burning  at  Airline's  expense  from  dusk  to  dawn  and  during  periods  of  restricted  visibility. 

Section  4.04.  Covenant  against  liens.  Airline  shall  keep  the  demised  premises  and  the  buildings, 
improvements  and  facilities  constructed  thereon  free  and  clear  of  any  and  all  liens  in  any  way  arising  out 
of  the  action,  or  use  thereof,  by  Airline;  provided,  however,  that  Airline  may  in  good  faith  contest  the 
validity  of  any  lien. 

Section  4.05.  Performance  by  City  upon  failure  of  Airline  to  maintain.  In  the  event  Airline  fails 
to  perform  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  after  notice  from  City  so  to  do,  any  obligation  required  by 
Sections  4.02,  4.03  and  4.04  hereof  to  be  performed  by  Airline,  City  may  enter  the  premises  involved 
(without  such  entering  causing  or  constituting  a  termination  of  this  Lease  or  an  interference  with  the 
possession  of  said  premises  by  Airline)  and  do  all  things  necessary  to  perform  such  obligation,  charging  to 
Airline  the  cost  and  expense  thereof  and  Airline  agrees  to  pay  City  such  charge  in  addition  to  any  other 
amounts  payable  by  Airline  hereunder;  provided,  however,  that  if  Airline's  failure  to  perform  any  such 
obligation  endangers  the  safety  of  the  public  or  of  employees  of  City,  and  City  so  states  in  its  notice  to 
Airline,  City  may  perform  such  obligation  of  Airline  at  any  time  after  the  giving  of  such  notice  and  charge 
to  Airline,  and  Airline  shall  pay,  as  aforesaid,  the  cost  and  expense  of  such  performance. 

ARTICLE  V 
Performance  by  City 

Section  5.01.  Facilities  furnished  by  City.  City  shall  construct  taxiways,  roadways,  water  lines, 
sewer  lines  and  drainage  ditches  serving  the  demised  premises,  substantially  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and 
specifications  therefor,  including  Exhibits  1,  3,  4  and  7  thereof,  prepared  by  Naess  &  Murphy,  Architects, 
and  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk.  Airline  is  granted  the  right  and  privilege  to  use  such  taxiways, 
roadways,  water  lines,  sewer  lines  and  drainage  ditches  in  common  with  others;  provided,  however,  that 
Airline  shall  be  required  to  pay  to  City  a  reasonable  charge  for  direct  metered  water  supplied  by  City  to 
Airline  through  any  such  water  line. 

Section  5.02.  Maintenance  and  operation.  City  shall  operate  and  maintain,  in  all  respects  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  that  of  a  reasonably  prudent  operator  of  an  airport,  and  keep  in  good  condition 
and  repair  (including  the  removal  of  snow,  vegetation,  stones  and  other  foreign  matter  as  reasonably  as 
may  be  done,  from  taxiways,  connections  therefrom,  and  roadways)  all  taxiways,  connections  therefrom, 
roadways,  water  lines,  sewer  lines,  drainage  ditches,  additions,  improvements,  facilities  and  equipment  now 
or  hereafter  provided  by  City  serving  the  demised  premises  but  located  outside  the  demised  premises. 

Section  5.03.  Taxes  on  demised  premises.  City  shall  pay  any  and  all  taxes  or  special  assessments, 
if  any,  which  may  be  levied  or  assessed  upon  the  demised  premises;  provided,  however,  that  the  fore- 
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going  shall  not  apply  to  taxes  on  any  personal  property  or  leasehold  of  Airline  located  on  the  demised 
premises. 

Section  5.04.  Exclusive  Possession.  City  agrees  that  Airline,  performing  its  obligations  hereunder, 
shall  be  entitled  to  and  shall  have  the  exclusive  possession  and  enjoyment  of  the  premises,  rights  and 
privileges  leased  to  it  hereunder,  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  hereof. 

Section  5.05.  Performance  by  Airline  upon  failure  of  City  to  maintain  and  operate.  In  the  event 
City  fails  to  perform,  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  after  notice  from  Airline  so  to  do,  any  obligation 
required  by  this  Article  V  to  be  performed  by  City,  Airline  may  perform  such  obligation  of  City  and  bill 
City  for  the  cost  to  Airline  of  such  performance,  but  Airline  shall  not  deduct  any  such  cost  from  any 
amounts  due  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  Airline  and  City  relating  to  the  Airport 
unless  at  the  time  there  are  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  outstanding;  provided,  however,  that  if  City's 
failure  to  perform  any  such  obligation  endangers  the  safety  of  Airline's  operations  at  the  Airport  and 
Airline  so  states  in  its  notice  to  City,  Airline  may  perform  such  obligation  of  City  at  any  time  after  the 
giving  of  such  notice  and  bill  City  for  Airline's  cost  of  such  performance,  but  Airline  shall  not  deduct 
any  such  cost  from  any  amounts  due  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  Airline  and 
City  relating  to  the  Airport  unless  at  the  time  there  are  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  outstanding.  City, 
however,  shall  not  be  liable  to  Airline  for  any  loss  of  revenues  to  Airline  resulting  from  any  of  City's  acts, 
omissions  or  neglect  in  the  maintenance  and  operation  or  otherwise  by  it  of  the  Airport  or  any  facilities 
now  or  hereafter  connected  therewith. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Rules  and  Regulations 

Airline  shall  observe  and  obey  all  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  conduct  and  operation  of  the 
Airport,  promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  City,  which  are  reasonably  required  for  the  prudent  and 
efficient  operation  of  the  Airport  and  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  reasonable  exercise  by  Airline  of  any 
right  or  privilege  granted  to  it  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  Airline  and  City  relating 
to  the  Airport  or  any  part  thereof,  nor  inconsistent  with  safety  nor  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  any 
Federal  or  State  agency  having  jurisdiction  with  respect  thereto,  nor  inconsistent  with  the  procedures 
prescribed  or  approved  from  time  to  time  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  or  any  other  govern- 
mental authority  having  jurisdiction  over  operations  at  the  Airport. 

City  shall  keep  Airline  supplied  with  five  sets  of  City's  current  Airport  rules  and  regulations  applicable 
to  Airline.  Except  in  cases  of  emergency,  no  such  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  applicable  to  Airline  unless 
it  has  been  given  fifteen  (15)  days  notice  of  the  adoption  thereof. 

City,  however,  shall  have  no  control  over  the  rates,  fares  or  charges  that  Airline  may  prescribe  in 
connection  with  its  conduct  of  an  air  transportation  business. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Exercise  by  City  of  Governmental  Functions 

Nothing  contained  herein  shall  impair  the  right  of  City  in  the  exercise  of  its  governmental  functions 
to  require  Airline  to  pay  any  tax  or  inspection  fees  or  to  procure  necessary  permits  or  licenses,  provided 
such  requirement  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  to  Airline  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Indemnity  and  Insurance 

Section  8.01.  Liability  arising  from  act  of  Airline.  Airline  agrees  to  indemnify  and  hold  City 
harmless  from  and  against  all  liabilities,  judgments,  costs,  damages  and  expenses  which  may  accrue  against. 
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be  charged  to  or  recovered  from  City  by  reason  or  on  account  of  damage  to  the  property  of  City  or  the 
property  of,  injury  to  or  death  of  any  person,  arising  from  Airline's  use  and  occupancy  of  and  operations  at 
the  Airport,  including  acts  of  its  agents,  contractors  and  subcontractors,  except  when  caused  by  City's  sole 
neghgence  or  by  the  joint  negligence  of  City  and  any  person  other  than  Airline,  its  agents,  contractors  and 
subcontractors;  provided  that  City  shall  give  Airline  prompt  and  timely  notice  of  any  claim  made  or  suit 
instituted  which,  in  any  way,  affects  Airline  or  its  insurer,  and  Airline  or  its  insurer  shall  have  the  right  to 
compromise  and  defend  the  same  to  the  ^tent  of  their  own  interests.  Any  final  judgment  rendered  against 
City  for  any  cause  for  which  Airline  is  liable  hereunder  shall  be  conclusive  against  Airline  as  to  liability 
and  amount. 

Airline  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  in  force  insurance  of  the  following  types  and  in  not  less  than 
the  following  amounts,  issued  by  a  company  or  companies  of  sound  and  adequate  financial  responsibility, 
insuring  Airline  and  City  againt  all  liabilities  for  accidents  arising  out  of  or  in  connection  with  Airline's 
use  and  occupancy  of  and  operations  at  the  Airport,  except  when  caused  by  City's  negligence  alone  or 
jointly  with  any  person  other  than  Airline,  its  agents,  contractors  and  subcontractors,  and  shall  furnish  to 
City  certificates  evidencing  such  insurance,  naming  City  as  an  additional  assured  thereunder,  subject  to 
the  limitations  set  forth  above  in  respect  of  City's  negligence,  to-wit : 


If  pursuant  to  any  other  agreement  between  Airline  and  City,  Airline  is  complying  with  requirements 
identical  with  those  of  this  Section,  such  compliance  shall  also  serve  as  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  this  Section. 

Section  8.02.  Insurance  in  connection  with  construction  by  City.  City  shall,  until  the  date  upon 
which  the  completion  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building  being  constructed  by  City  hereunder  is  certified  by  the 
Consulting  Engineer,  keep  in  force  insurance  issued  by  a  responsible  insurance  company  or  companies, 
insuring  City  against  all  liabilities  for  public  liability  or  property  damage  arising  out  of  or  in  connection 
with  the  construction  upon  or  the  use  and  occupancy  of  the  demised  premises  in  amounts  of  comprehensive 
insurance  not  less  than  those  provided  in  Section  8.01  hereof,  and  insuring  Airline's  air  cargo  building 
during  construction  under  completed  builder's  risk  insurance,  against  fire,  extended  coverage,  vandalism 
and  sprinkler  leakage  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  full  insurable  value  of  such  construction  as  the  same 
progresses  in  order  to  assure  continuity  of  construction  and  ultimate  completion  despite  damage  or 
destruction  suffered  during  the  course  thereof.  City  may  cause  such  insurance  to  be  effected  in  whole  or 
in  part  by  the  contractors  performing  the  construction  work,  but,  in  any  event,  the  cost  of  such  insurance 
shall  be  deemed  a  part  of  the  cost  of  construction  of  such  air  cargo  building.  City's  obligations  under  this 
Section  are  subject  to  the  availability  of  funds  under  the  provisions  of  Section  4.01  hereof  for  the  cost  of 
such  insurance. 

Section  8.03.  Insurance  of  Airline's  air  cargo  building  after  completion  of  construction.  Airline's 
air  cargo  building  being  constructed  by  City  hereunder  on  the  demised  premises,  shall  be  insured  at  all 
times,  on  and  after  the  date  upon  which  completion  thereof  is  certified  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  and 
during  the  term  hereof,  under  a  so-called  "fire  and  extended  coverage  policy  or  policies,"  issued  by  a 
responsible  insurance  company  or  companies,  which  policy  or  policies  shall  specifically  insure  against  loss 
or  damage  by  fire,  lightning,  collision,  explosion,  strikes,  riots,  civil  commotions,  malicious  damage,  tornado 
and  windstorm  to  the  greatest  amount  obtainable,  having  due  regard  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such 
policies  and  the  coverage  of  risks  provided  for  thereunder  not,  however,  exceeding,  without  consent  of 
Airline,  eighty  per  cent  (80%)  of  the  full  insurable  value  thereof.  Such  insurance  policy  or  policies  shall 
be  taken  out  and  maintained  by  City,  but  prior  to  the  taking  out  of  any  such  policy  or  policies  City  shall 
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advise  the  Airlines  Representative  of  the  insurance  policies  proposed  to  be  taken  out  by  City  and  the  cost  and 
coverage  thereof  and  shall  give  due  consideration  to  any  suggestions  made  by  such  Representative  with 
respect  to  the  proposed  insurance.  All  such  insurance  policies  shall  name  City  and  Airline  as  insureds 
thereunder,  and  shall  provide  that  proceeds  of  such  insurance  shall  be  payable  to  City  and  such  policies 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  City  Comptroller  of  City.  The  cost  of  any  insurance  policies  taken  out  by  City 
pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  shall  be  paid  by  Airline  to  City  at  the  office  of  City  Comptroller  of 
City  within  20  days  after  receipt  by  Airline  of  a  statement  therefor,  and  if  not  paid  by  Airline  when 
due  hereunder,  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent  (7%)  per  annum  from  the  due  date  thereof 
until  paid. 

Should  any  building  or  improvement  constructed  by  City  on  the  demised  premises  be  damaged  or 
destroyed  on  or  after  the  date  of  completion  of  Airline's  air  cairgo  building  as  certified  by  the  Consulting 
Engineer,  and  if  any  insurance  proceeds  are  payable  by  reason  thereof,  City  shall  immediately  after  such 
damage  or  destruction  cause  plans,  specifications  and  estimate  of  cost  for  repairing,  replacing  or  recon- 
structing the  damaged  or  destroyed  property  (in  accordance  with  the  original  design,  subject  to  such 
modifications  thereof  as  may  be  approved  by  Airline  and  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works)  to  be 
prepared.  Airline  shall  be  entitled  to  participate  in  the  preparation  of  such  plans  and  specifications  and 
shall  be  consulted  for  its  suggestions  before  any  such  plans  and  specifications  are  approved.  Such  insurance 
proceeds  shall  be  applied,  as  promptly  as  practicable,  to  the  repair,  replacement  or  reconstruction  of  the 
damaged  or  destroyed  property,  in  accordance  with  such  plans  and  specifications,  except  that  if  such 
proceeds  are  more  than  sufficient  for  such  purpose,  the  balance  remaining  upon  completion  of  the  repairs, 
replacement  or  reconstruction  of  the  damaged  or  destroyed  property,  shall,  if  at  the  time  any  Bonds  are 
outstanding  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance,  be  transferred  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Account 
under  such  Ordinance,  and  if  at  the  time  but  only  if  at  the  time  no  such  Bonds  are  outstanding,  shall  be 
set  aside  and  deposited  in  the  Improvement  Account  referred  to  in  the  Airport  Use  Agreement.  If  such 
insurance  proceeds  are  insufficient  for  such  purpose,  the  deficiency  shall  be  supplied  by  City  from  any 
moneys  in  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  or  the  Deferred  Maintenance  Account,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Abatement 

Section  9.01.  Abatement  in  event  of  closing  while  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding. 
In  the  event  that  the  Airport  shall  be  closed  for  any  period  of  time  by  any  order  or  direction  of  City 
or  any  other  governmental  authority  or  agency,  or  by  any  order  or  direction  of  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  while  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  then  to  the  extent  but  only  to  the  extent 
that  sufficient  moneys  are  then  held  to  the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  under  the  Revenue 
Bond  Ordinance,  the  rentals  provided  herein  as  payable  by  Airline  shall  abate  for  the  period  of  such  closing. 

In  the  event  the  Airport  shall  be  so  closed  for  the  landing  or  taking  ofT  of  all  turbo  jet  powered  aircraft 
operated  by  Airline  Parties,  which  at  the  time  are  landing  or  taking  off,  in  the  course  of  normal  operations, 
at  one  or  more  airports  having  facilities  similar  to  those  at  the  Airport,  but  shall  not  be  closed  to  the  landing 
or  taking  off  of  other  aircraft  operated  by  any  Airline  Parties,  while  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are 
outstanding,  then  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  the  rentals  provided  herein  as  payable  by  Airline  shall  abate  for 
the  period  of  such  closing,  but  in  no  event  for  more  than  six  (6)  months  for  any  single  closing,  in  any  fiscal 
year,  to  the  extent  but  only  to  the  extent  that  sufficient  moneys  are  then  held  to  the  credit  of  the  Emergency 
Reserve  Account  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions,  in  the  event  there  are  not  sufficient  moneys  at  the  time  to 
the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  available  for  use  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  in  an 
amount  equivalent  to  the  amount  of  rentals  to  be  abated  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
Section  9.01  and  pursuant  to  similar  provisions  for  the  abatement  of  rentals  under  any  other  leases  of 
premises  at  the  Airport  between  City  and  any  Airline  Party  or  Parties,  then  the  abatement  of  rentals  pur- 
suant to  this  Section  9.01  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  such  other  leases  shall  be  proportionately 
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decreased  so  that  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  such  abatements  shall  not  exceed  the  moneys  at  the  time 
to  the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  which  are  available  for  use  under  the  Revenue  Bond 
Ordinance. 

Section  9.02.  Abatement  on  account  of  casualty  when  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding. 
If  due  to  damage  or  destruction  by  fire,  other  casualty,  act  of  God  or  the  public  enemy,  not  due  to  any 
fault  of  Airline,  any  of  the  facilities  to  be  furnished  by  City  as  provided  in  Section  5.01  hereof  shall  be 
rendered  unusable  to  such  an  extent  as  to  substantially  impair  the  ability  of  Airline  to  conduct  normal 
operations  on  the  demised  premises,  and  if  at  the  time  but  only  if  at  the  time  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds 
are  outstanding,  then  the  rental  payable  hereunder  by  Airline  for  the  demised  premises  shall  be  paid  up 
to  the  date  of  such  damage  or  destruction,  but,  unless  City  shall  promptly  furnish  adequate  temporary 
substitute  facilities  and  expeditiously  restore  such  facilities  so  damaged  or  destroyed,  such  rental  shall  there- 
after abate  in  an  amount  directly  proportional  to  the  extent  Airline's  ability  to  conduct  normal  operations 
on  the  demised  premises  is  impaired  by  such  damage  or  destruction;  provided,  however,  that  if  City  fails 
to  repair  such  damage  or  destruction  so  that  Airline's  ability  to  conduct  normal  operations  on  the  demised 
premises  is  substantially  impaired  for  more  than  ninety  (90)  days  and  if  at  the  time  but  only  if  at  the  time 
no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  then  Airline  at  its  option  may,  by  giving  to  City  at  least 
thirty  (30)  days  prior  notice,  terminate  this  Lease.  City  shall  not  be  liable  to  Airline  for  damages  for 
City's  failure  to  furnish  such  temporary  substitute  facilities  or,  except  as  provided  in  Section  5.05  hereof, 
for  City's  failure  to  expeditiously  restore  such  facilities. 

If  due  to  damage  or  destruction  by  fire,  other  casualty,  act  of  God  or  the  public  enemy  affecting  the 
Airport,  Airline's  use  of  the  Airport  in  its  conduct  of  an  air  transportation  system  shall  be  substantially 
affected  and  if  at  the  time  but  only  if  at  the  time  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  then, 
without  any  prejudice  to  any  right  of  termination  hereunder,  Airhne  shall  have  the  right  upon  notice  to 
City,  to  the  abatement  of  a  just  proportion  of  the  rental  provided  herein  from  the  time  of  such  notice  until 
normal  operations  are  permitted. 

ARTICLE  X 
Termination  by  Crrv 

City  may  terminate  this  Lease  by  giving  Airline  sixty  (60)  days  advance  notice  upon  or  after  the 
happening  and  during  the  continuance  of  any  one  of  the  following  events: 

(a)  The  filing  by  Airline  of  a  voluntary  petition  in  bankruptcy.  In  such  event.  City  shall  have 
the  right  to  file  a  claim  as  a  creditor  and  the  rentals  due  and  to  become  due  under  the  terms  of  this 
Lease  shall  be  accelerated  and  become  due  and  payable. 

(b)  The  institution  of  proceedings  in  bankruptcy  against  Airline  and  the  final  adjudication  of 
Airline  as  a  bankrupt  pursuant  to  such  proceedings. 

(c)  The  taking  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  for  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  of  all  or 
substantially  all  of  Airline's  assets  pursuant  to  proceedings  brought  under  the  provisions  of  any 
Federal  reorganization  act. 

(d)  The  appointment  of  a  receiver  of  all  or  substantially  all  of  Airline's  assets  and  Airline's 
failure  to  vacate  such  appointment  within  sixty  (60)  days  thereafter. 

(e)  The  assignment  by  Airline  of  its  assets  for  the  benefit  of  its  creditors. 

(f )  The  abandonment  by  Airline  of  its  conduct  of  air  transportation  at  the  Airport. 

(g)  The  default  by  Airline  in  the  performance  of  any  covenant  or  agreement  required  to  be 
performed  by  Airline  herein  and  the  failure  of  Airline  to  remedy  such  default,  or  to  take  prompt  action 
to  remedy  such  default,  within  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  after  receipt  from  City  of  notice  to  remedy 
the  same. 
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No  waiver  by  City  of  default  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  hereof  to  be  performed, 
kept  and  observed  by  Airline  shall  be  construed  to  be  or  act  as  a  v^^aiver  of  any  subsequent  default  of  any 
of  such  terms,  covenants  and  conditions. 

ARTICLE  XI 

Recovery  of  Possession  by  Cffy 

If  Airline  shall  vacate  or  abandon  the  demised  premises  or  in  case  of  the  termination  of  this  Lease, 
Airline's  right  to  the  possession  of  the  demised  premises  shall  terminate,  with  or  without  any  further 
notice  or  demand  whatsoever,  and  the  mere  retention  of  possession  thereafter  by  Airline  shall  constitute  a 
forcible  detainer  of  said  premises,  and  upon  the  termination  of  Airline's  right  of  possession,  as  aforesaid, 
Airline  agrees  to  surrender  its  possession  of  said  premises  immediately,  without  the  receipt  of  any  demand 
for  rent,  notice  to  quit  or  demand  for  possession  of  said  premises  whatsoever,  and  hereby  grants  to  City 
full  and  free  license  to  enter  into  and  upon  said  premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  take  possession  thereof, 
as  against  Airline  and  other  claiming  through  it,  with  or  without  process  of  law,  and  to  expel  and  remove 
Airline  and  any  other  person  claiming  through  it  who  may  be  occupying  said  premises,  or  any  part  thereof, 
and  City  may  use  such  force  in  and  about  so  expelling  and  removing  Airline  and  said  other  person  as  may 
reasonably  be  necessary,  and  City  may,  as  against  Airline  and  others  claiming  through  it,  repossess  itself 
of  said  premises  as  of  its  former  estate,  but  said  entry  of  said  premises  shall  not  constitute  a  trespass  or 
forcible  entry  or  detainer,  nor  shall  it  cause  forfeiture  of  rents  due  by  virtue  hereof,  nor  a  waiver  of  any 
covenant,  agreement  or  promise  herein  contained  to  be  performed  by  Airline. 

Airline  hereby  waives  all  notice  of  any  election  made  by  City  under  this  Lease,  demand  for  rent, 
notice  to  quit,  demand  for  possession,  and  any  and  all  notices  and  demands  whatsoever  of  any  and  every 
nature  which  may  or  shall  be  required  by  any  statute  of  this  State  relating  to  forcible  entry  and  detainer, 
or  to  landlord  and  tenant,  or  any  other  statute,  or  by  the  common  law  during  the  term  of  this  Lease; 
provided,  however,  the  foregoing  shall  not  apply  to  any  notice  specifically  required  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Lease.  The  acceptance  of  rent,  whether  in  a  single  instance  or  repeatedly,  after  it  falls  due,  or 
after  knowledge  of  any  breach  hereof  by  Airline  or  the  giving  or  making  of  any  notice  or  demand,  whether 
according  to  any  statutory  provision  or  not,  or  any  act  or  series  of  acts  except  an  express  written  waiver, 
shall  not  be  construed  as  a  waiver  of  any  right  hereby  given  City,  or  as  an  election  not  to  proceed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Lease. 

The  obligation  of  Airline  to  pay  the  rent  reserved  hereby  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  waived,  released 
or  terminated,  by  the  service  of  any  five-day  notice,  other  notice  to  collect,  demand  for  possession,  or  notice 
by  City  that  the  tenancy  hereby  created  will  be  terminated  on  the  date  therein  named,  the  institution  of 
any  action  of  forcible  detainer  or  ejectment  or  any  judgment  for  possession  that  may  be  rendered  in  such 
action,  or  any  other  act  or  acts,  other  than  termination  of  this  Lease,  resulting  in  the  termination  of 
Airline's  right  to  possession  of  the  demised  premises.  City  may  collect  and  receive  any  rent  due  from 
Airline,  and  payment  or  receipt  thereof  shall  not  waive  or  affect  any  such  notice,  demand,  suit  or  judgment 
or  in  any  manner  whatsoever  waive,  affect,  change,  modify  or  alter  any  rights  or  remedies  which  City  may 
have  by  virtue  hereof. 

ARTICLE-  XII 

Termination  by  Airline 

After  but  only  after  the  payment  and  retirement  of  all  Approved  Revenue  Bonds,  Airline  may  termi- 
nate this  Lease  and  any  or  all  of  its  obligations  hereunder  at  any  time  that  Airline  is  not  in  default  in  the 
payment  of  any  amount  due  from  it  to  City  hereunder  by  giving  City  sixty  (60)  days  advance  notice  upon 
or  after  the  happening  and  during  the  continuance  of  any  one  of  the  following  events : 

(a)  The  failure  or  refusal  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  to  approve  all  weather  operations 
into  and  from  the  Airport  of  aircraft  of  any  type  operated  by  Airline  in  scheduled  air  transpor- 
tation using  facilities  similar  to  those  at  the  Airport  and  continuance  thereof  for  a  period  of  at 
least  sixty  (60)  days. 
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(b)  The  issuance  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of  an  injunction  in  any  way  preventing  or 
restraining  the  use  of  the  Airport  or  any  part  thereof  so  as  to  substantially  affect  Airline's  use  of 
the  Airport  in  its  conduct  of  an  air  transportation  system  and  the  remaining  in  force  of  such 
injunction,  not  stayed  by  way  of  appeal  or  otherwise,  for  a  period  of  at  least  sixty  (60)  days. 

(c)  The  issuance  of  any  order,  rule  or  regulation  or  the  taking  of  any  action  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board  or  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  or  other  competent  government  authority,  or  the 
occurrence  of  any  fire,  other  casualty,  act  of  God  or  the  public  enemy,  substantially  affecting,  for 
a  period  of  at  least  sixty  (60)  days,  Airline's  use  of  the  Airport  in  its  conduct  of  an  air  trans- 
portation system;  provided,  however,  that  none  of  the  foregoing  is  due  to  any  fault  of  Airline. 

(d)  The  default  by  City  in  the  performance  of  any  covenant  or  agreement  required  to  be  performed 
by  City  herein  or  in  any  other  agreement  between  City  and  Airline  relating  to  the  Airport  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  the  failure  of  City  to  remedy  such  default,  or  to  take  prompt  action  to  remedy 
such  default,  within  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  after  receipt  from  Airline  of  notice  to  remedy 
the  same. 

(e)  The  substantial  restriction  of  City's  operation  of  the  Airport  by  action  of  the  Federal  Government, 
or  any  department  or  agency  thereof,  under  its  wartime  or  emergency  powers,  or  by  action  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  or  any  department  or  agency  thereof,  and  continuance  thereof  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days,  provided  such  restriction  adversely  affects  Airline's  operations  at 
the  Airport. 

No  waiver  by  Airline  of  default  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  hereof,  or  of  any  other 
agreement  between  City  and  Airline  relating  to  the  Airport  or  any  part  thereof,  to  be  performed,  kept  and 
observed  by  City  shall  be  construed  to  be  or  act  as  a  waiver  of  any  subsequent  default  of  any  of  such  terms, 
covenants  and  conditions. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

Surrender  of  Possession 

Upon  termination  of  this  Lease,  Airline  shall  surrender  the  demised  premises,  and  the  buildings  and 
improvements  situated  thereon,  in  good  condition  and  repair,  reasonable  wear  and  tear  and  damage  by 
fire,  other  casualty,  act  of  God  or  the  public  enemy  excepted. 

ARTICLE  XIV 

Right  of  Airline  to  Remove  Property 

Airline  shall  be  entitled  during  the  term  of  this  Lease,  and  for  a  reasonable  time  (not  exceeding 
forty- five  days)  after  its  termination,  to  remove  from  the  premises  involved,  or  any  part  thereof,  all  trade 
fixtures,  tools,  machinery,  equipment,  materials  and  supplies  placed  thereon  by  it  pursuant  to  this  Lease, 
subject,  however,  to  any  valid  lien  City  may  have  thereon  for  unpaid  rentals  or  other  amounts,  payable  by 
Airline  to  City  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  City  and  Airline  relating  to  the  Airport  or 
any  part  thereof,  and  provided  that  Airline  shall  have  repaired  all  damage  resulting  from  such  removal. 

ARTICLE  XV 

DEFINmONS 

The  following  terms,  when  used  in  this  Lease,  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

Section  15.01.  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance.  "Revenue  Bond  Ordinance"  shall  mean  the  Ordinance 
entitled  "Ordinance  authorizing  the  issuance  of  Chicago-O'Harc  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds 
Series  of  19^9  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  extending  said  Airport  and  providing  for  payment  of 
principal  of  and  interest  on  said  bonds",  adopted  the  29th  day  of  December,  1958. 
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Section  15.02.  Approved  Revenue  Bonds.  "Approved  Revenue  Bonds"  shall  mean  (a)  the  prin- 
cipal amount  of  Bonds  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.02  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordi- 
nance, (b)  any  additional  Bonds  which  may  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.15  of  the 
Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  to  pay  the  cost  of  completing  improvements  as  referred  to  therein,  and  (c)  any 
additional  Bonds  which  may  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.16  of  the  Revenue  Bond 
Ordinance  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  additional  improvements  and  extensions  referred  to  therein,  if 
and  only  if  the  terms  and  provisions  of  such  additional  Bonds  issued  under  said  Section  2.16  and  of  the 
Supplemental  Ordinance  or  Ordinances  of  City  authorizing  their  issue  shall  have  been  approved  by  the 
Airlines  Representative. 

Section  15.03.  Consulting  Engineer.  "Consulting  Engineer"  shall  mean  the  Consulting  Engineer 
acting  as  such  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance. 

Section  15.04.  Approved  maximum  landing  weight.  The  "approved  maximum  landing  weight"  of 
any  aircraft  shall  mean  the  maximum  landing  weight  approved  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration 
for  landing  such  aircraft  at  the  Airport. 

Section  15.05.  Airline  Parties.  "Airline  Parties"  shall  mean  at  any  time  those  air  carriers  who  then 
have  agreements  with  City,  substantially  the  same  as  the  Airport  Use  Agreeirient  except  as  to  any  diflFer- 
ence  in  the  length  of  term  thereof,  under  which  they  agree  to  pay  to  City,  in  connection  with  each  fee 
landing  at  the  Airport  of  aircraft  operated  by  them.  Flight  Fees  on  the  basis  and  in  the  manner  provided 
in  the  Airport  Use  Agreement  and  who  are  either 

(a)  scheduled  air  carriers  holding  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  issued  by  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board, 

(b)  foreign  air  carriers  holding  foreign  air  carrier  permits  issued  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board,  or 

(c)  air  carriers  holding  certificates  of  convenience  and  necessity  issued  by  the  Illinois  Commerce 
Commission  (or  any  successor  thereto). 

Section  15.06.  Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline  Parties.  The  "Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline  Parties" 
shall  mean  at  any  time  the  then  Airline  Parties  who  (a)  constitute  at  least  one-half  of  all  then  Airline 
Parties  and  (b)  operated  aircraft  landed  in  fee  landings  (as  defined  in  the  Airport  Use  Agreement)  at  the 
Airport  during  the  next  preceding  fiscal  year  having  an  aggregate  approved  maximimi  landing  weight 
representing  over  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  the  aggregate  approved  maximum  landing  weight  of  all  aircraft, 
landed  in  such  fee  landings  at  the  Airport  during  such  year,  operated  by  all  Airline  Parties  at  the  time 
of  determination. 

Section  15.07.  Airlines  Representative.  The  "Airlines  Representative"  at  any  time  shall  mean  such 
person  (and  such  alternates,  in  such  order)  then  designated  by  a  Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline  Parties  by 
notice  to  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation.  Any  such  designation  of  such  Representative  shall  remain  in 
full  force  and  eflfect  until  revoked  or  modified  by  a  Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline  Parties  by  notice  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Aviation. 

Section  15.08.  Commissioner  of  Public  Works.  The  "Commissioner  of  Public  Works"  shall  be 
concerned  with  construction  at  the  Airport  and  shall  mean  for  the  purpose  of  this  Lease  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  of  City  (or  any  successor  thereto  in  whole  or  in  part  as  to  his  duties  hereunder) 
and  his  duly  authorized  assistants. 

Section  15.09.  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration,  Civil  Aeronautics  Board.  The  "Civil  Aeronautics 
Administration"  and  the  "Civil  Aeronautics  Board"  shall  each  include  any  successor  thereto. 

Section  15.10.  Commissioner  of  Aviation.  The  "Commissioner  of  Aviation"  shall  be  concerned 
with  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Airport  and  shall  mean  for  the  purpose  of  this  Lease  the 
Commissioner  of  Aviation  of  City  (or  any  successor  thereto  in  whole  or  in  part  as  to  his  duties  here- 
under) and  his  duly  authorized  assistants. 
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ARTICLE  XVI 
Miscellaneous 

Section  16.01.  Equality  of  treatment.  No  rights  or  privileges  with  respect  to  or  rentals  for  premises 
leased  for  air  cargo  purposes  at  the  Airport  shall  be  granted  by  City  to  any  air  transportation  company 
in  competition  with  Airline,  which  are  more  favorable  to  such  company  than  those  granted  to  Airline,  and 
the  effect  of  which  is  to  place  Airline  at  a  competitive  disadvantage. 

Section  16.02.  Effective  date  of  Lease.  An  executed  copy  of  this  Lease  will  be  deposited  in  escrow 
with  The  First  National  Bank  of  Chicago,  as  Escrowee,  pursuant  to  an  Escrow  Agreement,  between, 
among  others.  City,  Airline  and  such  Escrowee.  This  Lease  shall  become  effective  only  when  and 
if  delivered  uncancelled  to  City  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  such  Escrow  Agreement. 

Section  16.03.  Consents  and  approvals.  Consents  and  approvals  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  or  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  not  be 
unreasonably  withheld  and  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  given  unless  within  thirty  (30)  days  after 
receipt  of  written  request  from  Airline  for  such  consent  or  approval,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
or  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have  given  Airline  a  written  reply  refusing 
or  withholding  action  on  such  consent  or  approval  and  stating  his  reasons  for  such  refusal  or  such  with- 
holding of  action. 

Section  16.04.  Notices.  All  notices  to  City  provided  for  herein  shall  be  in  writing  and  may  be 
sent  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  addressed  to  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation  of  the  City  of 
Chicago,  City  Hall,  Chicago  2,  Illinois,  or  to  such  other  address  as  City  may  designate  from  time  to  time  by 
notice  to  Airline,  and  shall  be  deemed  given  when  so  mailed.  All  notices  to  Airline  provided  for  herein 
shall  be  in  writing  and  may  be  sent  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  addressed  to  Airline,  Attention: 
Vice  President-Operations,  Lockheed  Air  Terminal,  Burbank,  California  or  to  such  other  address  as 
Airline  may  designate  from  time  to  time  by  notice  to  City,  and  shall  be  deemed  given  when  so  mailed. 

Section  16.05.  Separability.  In  the  event  any  covenant,  phrase,  clause,  paragraph.  Section,  condi- 
tion or  provision  herein  contained  is  held  to  be  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  inva- 
lidity of  any  such  covenant,  phrase,  clause,  paragraph.  Section,  condition  or  provision  shall  in  no  way 
affect  any  other  covenant,  phrase,  clause,  paragraph.  Section,  condition  or  provision  herein  contained. 

Section  16.06.  Assignment  or  Sublease.  Airline  shall  not  assign  this  Lease  and  its  rights  hereunder, 
in  whole,  except  with  the  prior  consent  of  City,  or  in  part,  except  with  the  prior  consent  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Aviation;  provided,  however,  the  foregoing  shall  not  prevent  the  assignment  of  this  Lease 
and  of  Airline's  rights  hereunder  to  any  corporation  into  or  with  which  Airline  may  merge  or  consolidate, 
or  which  may  succeed  to  the  business  and  assets  of  Airline. 

Airline  shall  not  sublease  in  whole  the  premises  leased  to  it  hereunder,  except  with  the  prior  con- 
sent of  City,  and  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  Section  1.03  hereof.  Airline  shall  not  sublease  in  part 
such  premises  leased,  except  with  the  prior  consent  of  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation. 

Section  16.07.    Remedies  cumulative.    The  rights  and  remedies  hereunder  are  cumulative  and  the 

use  of  one  remedy  shall  not  be  taken  to  exclude  or  waive  the  right  to  the  use  of  another. 

Section  16.08.  Headings.  The  Article  and  Section  headings  contained  herein  are  for  convenience 
of  reference  only  and  are  not  intended  to  define,  limit  or  describe  the  scope  or  intent  of  any  provision  of 
this  Lease. 

Section  16.09.  Successors  and  assigns.  All  of  the  covenants,  stipulations  and  agreements  herein 
contained  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  16.06  hereof,  inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  be  binding 
upon  the  successors  and  assigns  of  the  parties  hereto. 
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Section  16.10.  Construction.  This  Lease  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  made  in  and  shall  be  con- 
strued in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Section  16.11.  Counterparts.  This  Lease  has  been  executed  in  several  counterparts,  each  of  which 
shall  be  an  original,  and  all  collectively  but  one  instrument.

Section  1.  The  Mayor  is  authorized  to  execute  and  the  City  Clerk  to  attest  and  affix  the  seal  of 
the  City  of  Chicago  upon  the  Fueling  System  Lease  which  is  substantially  in  the  following  form,  after  approval 
by  the  Comptroller  and  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  as  to  form  and  legality,  to- wit: 
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Fueling  System  Lease 

THIS  LEASE  made  and  entered  into  as  of  this  1st  day  of  January,  A.D.,  1959,  by  and  between  the 
CITY  OF  CHICAGO,  a  municipal  corporation  of  the  State  of  Illinois  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "City"), 
party  of  the  first  part,  and  AMERICAN  AIRLINES,  INC.,  a  Delaware  corporation,  BRAN  IFF  AIR- 
WAYS, INCORPORATED,  an  Oklahoma  corporation,  CAPITAL  AIRLINES,  INC.,  a  Delaware 
corporation,  CONTINENTAL  AIR  LINES,  INC.,  a  Nevada  corporation,  DELTA  AIR  LINES,  INC., 
a  Louisiana  corporation,  EASTERN  AIR  LINES,  INC.,  a  Delaware  corporation,  THE  FLYING  TIGER 
LINE,  INC.,  a  Delaware  corporation,  LAKE  CENTRAL  AIRLINES,  INC.,  a  Delaware  corporation, 
NORTH  CENTRAL  AIRLINES,  INC.,  a  Wisconsin  corporation,  NORTHWEST  AIRLINES,  INC.,  a 
Minnesota  corporation,  OZARK  AIR  LINES,  INC.,  a  Missouri  corporation,  PAN  AMERICAN 
WORLD  AIRWAYS,  INC.,  a  New  York  corporation,  TRANS  WORLD  AIRLINES,  INC.,  a  Delaware 
corporation,  TRANS-CANADA  AIR  LINES,  a  corporation  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  UNITED 
AIR  LINES,  INC.,  a  Delaware  corporation  (hereinafter  collectively  referred  to  as  "Lessees"  and 
individually  as  "Lessee"),  parties  of  the  second  part, 

WITNESSETH : 

WHEREAS,  City  owns  and  operates  the  airport  known  as  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  (a 
plat  of  said  airport  being  attached  as  Exhibit  A  to  the  agreement  of  even  date  herewith,  entitled  and  here- 
inafter referred  to  as  the  Airport  Use  Agreement,  between  City  and  each  Lessee,  individually),  situated 
in  the  County  of  Cook  and  the  County  of  Du  Page,  State  of  Illinois  (hereinafter,  together  with  any 
additions  thereto  or  enlargements  thereof,  whether  or  not  made  with  corporate  funds  of  City,  Government 
Grants  in  Aid,  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  (as  such  term  is  hereinafter  defined),  or  any  other  funds  of  any 
nature  whatsoever,  referred  to  as  the  "Airport"),  with  the  power  to  lease  premises  and  facilities  and  to 
grant  rights  and  privileges  with  respect  thereto,  all  as  hereinafter  provided;  and 

WHEREAS,  each  Lessee  is  engaged  in  the  business  of  air  transportation  and  desires  to  lease  a  fueling 
system  at  the  Airport  and  to  obtain  certain  rights  and  privileges  with  respect  thereto,  all  in  common  with 
the  other  Lessees,  all  as  hereinafter  provided;  and 

WHEREAS,  City  is  willing  to  lease  such  fueling  system  and  to  grant  rights  and  privileges  with 
respect  thereto  to  each  of  the  Lessees,  in  common  with  each  other,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions 
hereinafter  provided;  and 

WHEREAS,  City  has  adopted  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds,  the  proceeds 
of  which  are  to  be  used,  among  other  things,  for  the  construction  of  such  fueling  system,  according  to 
plans  and  specifications  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  City,  and  City  is  willing  to  use  its  best  efforts 
to  finance  and  construct  such  system, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  premises  (which  are  incorporated  into  the  body 
of  this  Lease  as  fully  as  if  they  were  set  forth  therein)  and  of  the  mutuad  covenants  and  agreements  herein 
contained,  and  other  valuable  considerations,  the  parties  hereto  covenant  and  agree  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  I 
Premises 

Section  1.01.  Lease  of  premises.  City  leases  to  each  Lessee  and  grants  to  each  Lessee,  its  employees, 
agents,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  the  exclusive  use,  in  conunon  with  each  of  the  other  Lessees,  their 
employees,  agents,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  the  following  premises  (including  in  each  case  improvements 
and  facilities  thereon)  at  the  Airport: 

(a)  approximately  twenty-six  (26)  acres  located  in  the  general  area  designated  on  Exhibit  B  attached 
hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof  as  Tank  Farm  Area,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Tank  Farm 
Area; 
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(b)  approximately  two  and  two-tenths  (2.2)  acres  located  in  the  general  area  designated  on  said 
Exhibit  B  as  Truck  Fill  Stand  Area,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Truck  Fill  Stand  Area; 

(c)  approximately  one  and  two-tenths  (1.2)  acres,  consisting  of  the  various  parcels  in  the  general 
areas  designated  on  said  Exhibit  B  as  Satellite  Area,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Satellite  Area; 

(d)  an  underground  area  of  approximately  eight  (8)  acres,  for  the  construction,  installation,  main- 
tenance, use  and  operation  of  piping  and  related  facilities,  consisting  of  (i)  an  area  approximately 
twenty  (20)  feet  in  width  following  the  general  route  of  the  Transfer  Piping  Area  shown  on 
said  Exhibit  B  between  the  Tank  Farm  Area  and  the  Truck  Fill  Stand  Area,  and  (ii)  an  area 
approximately  twenty  (20)  feet  in  width  following  the  general  route  of  the  Transfer  Piping  Area 
shown  on  said  Exhibit  B  between  the  Truck  Fill  Stand  Area  and  the  various  parcels  of  the 
Satellite  Area,  together  with  rights  on  the  surface  above  such  underground  area  necessary  or 
appropriate  in  connection  with  such  construction,  installation,  maintenance,  use  and  operation, 
which  underground  areas  and  surface  rights,  together  with  the  underground  areas  and  surface 
rights  described  in  subparagraph  (e)  below,  are  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Piping  Area;  and 

(e)  an  underground  area  for  the  construction,  installation,  maintenance,  use  and  operation  of  piping 
and  related  facilities  between  the  various  parcels  of  the  Satellite  Area  and  the  fingers  of 
the  passenger  terminal  facilities  to  be  constructed  at  the  Airport,  according  to  the  plans  and 
specifications  prepared  by  Naess  &  Murphy,  architects,  and  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City 
Clerk,  and  also  between  the  various  parcels  of  the  Satellite  Area  and  the  facilities  to  be 
constructed,  according  to  such  plans  and  specifications,  on  the  Cargo  Area  at  the  Airport  shown 
on  said  Exhibit  B,  together  with  rights  on  the  surface  above  such  underground  area  necessary  or 
appropriate  in  connection  with  such  construction,  installation,  maintenance,  use  and  operation. 

The  Tank  Farm  Area,  the  Truck  Fill  Stand  Area,  the  Satellite  Area  and  the  Piping  Area  are  hereinafter 
collectively  referred  to  as  the  "demised  premises." 

As  promptly  as  practicable,  the  Consulting  Engineer  shall  specify  within  the  foregoing  requirements 

the  exact  location  on  the  Airport  of  the  demised  premises  and  each  part  thereof  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Aviation  shall  advise  Lessees  in  writing  thereof,  whereupon  the  demised  premises  shall  be  the  areas  so 
specified  by  the  Consulting  Engineer. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  City  shall  have  such  rights  and  privileges  on  the  demised  premises  as 
may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  for  the  construction  by  City  provided  for  in  Section  4.01  hereof.  In 
addition.  City  shall  have  the  right  to  construct,  install,  maintain,  use  and  operate  piping  and  related 
facilities  on  the  underground  area  referred  to  in  subparagraph  (d)  of  the  first  paragraph  of  this  Section, 
but  only  if  such  action  shall  not  interfere  with  the  use  of  such  area,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
hereof,  by  any  one  or  more  Lessees. 

Section  1.02.  Use  of  premises.  The  use  by  each  Lessee  of  the  demised  premises  shall  include  the 
use  thereof,  in  common  with  other  Lessees,  subject  to  the  provisions  hereof  and  to  rules  and  regulations 
promulgated  by  City  in  accordance  with  Article  VI  hereof,  for  the  following  purposes: 

(a)  the  purchase,  receipt,  storage,  handling,  distribution,  sale,  exchange  and  dispensing  of  gasoline, 
kerosene  and  any  other  fuel  or  propellant,  for  aircraft  and  equipment  operated  by  such  Lessee 
or  by  any  other  Airline  Party,  for  equipment  of  any  operator  designated  by  Lessees  or  any 
thereof  to  exercise  on  their  behalf  any  of  their  rights  with  respect  to  the  demised  premises,  and 
for  aircraft  and  equipment  operated  by  anv  other  party  approved  for  such  purpose  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Aviation; 

(b)  the  construction,  installation,  maintenance,  use  and  operation  of  facilities  and  equipment,  and 
the  carrying  on  of  activities  reasonably  necessary  or  convenient,  in  connection  with  the  foregoing; 
provided,  however,  that  any  such  construction,  installation,  maintenance,  use  or  operation  by 
any  Lessee  on  any  passenger  ramp  area  at  the  Airport  leased  to  any  Airline  Party  shall  be  carried 
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on  only  in  such  manner  as  will  not  unreasonably  interfere  with  such  Airline  Party's  use  of  such 
passenger  ramp  area;  and 

(c)  the  carrying  on  of  other  operations  and  activities  reasonably  necessary  or  convenient  to  the 
conduct  by  such  Lessee  of  air  transportation;  provided,  however,  that  all  such  other  operations 
and  activities  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation; 

subject,  however,  to  such  restrictions,  if  any,  as  may  at  the  time  be  provided  in  any  agreement  then  in 
effect  between  all  Lessees. 

The  rights  conferred  upon  each  Lessee  hereunder  may  be  exercised,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  it  alone 
or  in  conjunction  with  other  Lessees,  either  directly  or  through  another  designated  by  it  or  them. 

Notwithstanding  the  lease  of  the  demised  premises  hereunder,  no  Lessee  shall  be  entitled  to  construct 
or  install  equipment,  improvements  or  facilities  in,  or  otherwise  occupy  or  use  any  part  of  the  demised 
premises  until  such  time  as  the  Consulting  Engineer  shall  certify  that  such  part  is  available  for  such 
construction,  installation,  occupancy  or  use.  Furthermore,  any  such  construction,  installation,  occupancy 
or  use  during  any  period  prior  to  completion  of  the  construction  by  City  provided  for  in  Section  4.01 
hereof  shall  be  subject  to  such  restrictions  as  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  may  reasonably  prescribe 
as  appropriate  in  order  not  to  unreasonably  interfere  with  such  completion.  Subject  to  the  foregoing 
requirements  and  the  provisions  hereof,  each  Lessee,  in  common  v^th  other  Lessees,  shall  be  permitted, 
at  as  early  a  date  as  practicable,  to  construct  and  install  equipment,  improvements,  and  facilities  in  the 
demised  premises. 

Section  1.03.  Ingress  and  egress.  Right  to  connect  facilities,  etc.  Subject  to  rules  and  regulations 
promulgated  by  City  in  accordance  with  Article  VI  hereof,  each  Lessee  shall  have  the  right  and  privilege 
over  the  Airport  of  ingress  to  and  egress  from  the  demised  premises  for  its  employees,  agents,  guests,  patrons 
and  invitees,  its  or  their  suppliers  of  materials  and  furnishers  of  service,  and  its  or  their  equipment, 
vehicles,  machinery  and  other  property,  including  the  right  to  construct,  install,  maintain,  use  and  operate 
on  the  Airport  (a)  pipe  lines  and  related  facilities  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  the  Tank  Farm  Area 
with  gasoline,  kerosene  or  other  fuel  or  propellant  pipe  lines  off  the  Airport,  (b)  facilities  and  equipment 
for  the  purpose  of  connecting  the  Tank  Farm  Area  with  railroad  tracks  serving  such  Area,  and  (c) 
facilities  and  equipment  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  the  demised  premises  with  water  lines,  sewer  lines, 
drainage  ditches  and  utility  lines  serving  such  premises.  Any  such  connection  shall  be  at  a  point  and  over 
a  route  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  or  other  official  having  charge  of  the  Airport,  as 
being  the  most  practical  place  and  route  available.  Lessees  shall  pay  all  charges  for  electric  power 
furnished  to  the  demised  premises.  Except  as  in  this  Lease  or  in  any  other  agreement  between  City  and 
any  Lessee  otherwise  specifically  provided,  no  charges,  fees  or  tolls  of  any  nature,  direct  or  indirect,  shall 
be  imposed  by  City  upon  such  Lessee,  its  employees,  agents,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  or  its  or  their 
suppliers  of  materials  and  furnishers  of  service,  for  such  right  of  ingress  and  egress,  including  such  con- 
nections, or  for  the  privilege  of  purchasing,  selling  or  using  for  a  purpose  herein  permitted  any  materials 
or  services  purchased  or  otherwise  obtained  by  such  Lessee,  or  exercising  any  right  or  privilege  granted 
by  City  hereunder.  The  foregoing  shall  not  preclude  City  or  its  concessionaires  from  making  and  collect- 
ing a  charge  for  the  use  of  public  automobile  parking  areas,  sightseeing  facilities  or  ground  transportation 
to  or  from  the  Airport  furnished  by  City  or  its  concessionaires,  or  preclude  City  from  imposing  any  sales, 
occupation  or  other  taxes  provided  by  law,  permit  or  license  fee  not  inconsistent  with  the  rights  and 
privileges  granted  to  such  Lessee  hereunder. 

Each  Lessee  shall  have  the  right  to  purchase  or  otherwise  obtain  property  and  services  of  any  nature 
from  any  suppliers  of  its  choice. 

Section  1.04.  Use  of  premises  on  behalf  of  or  by  others.  Any  of  the  demised  premises  may  also  be 
used,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  any  Lessee  on  behalf  of  or  in  conjunction  with  any  other  Airline  Party  or 
Parties,  to  the  same  extent  as  such  Lessee  is  entitled  to  use  such  premises  in  its  own  behalf,  and  any  Lessee 
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shall  also  be  entitled  to  sublease  its  interest  in  any  of  the  demised  premises,  in  whole  (subject  to  the 
prior  approval  of  City)  or  in  part,  to  any  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties,  subject,  however,  in  each  case 
to  such  restrictions,  if  any,  as  may  at  the  time  be  provided  in  any  agreement  then  in  effect  between  all 
Lessees.  All  Lessees  shall  be  entitled  to  sublease  the  demised  premises,  in  whole  (subject  to  the  prior 
approval  of  City)  or  in  part,  to  any  operator  designated  by  them  to  operate  any  part  of  the  fueling 
system  located  on  such  premises  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  hereof.  In  case  of  any  use  of  any 
of  such  premises  by  any  Lessee  on  behalf  of  or  in  conjunction  with  any  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties,  or 
in  case  of  any  sublease  of  any  of  such  premises  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions,  each  Lessee 
shall  remain  liable  for  its  obligations  hereunder  and  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  hereunder  to 
such  Lessee,  its  employees,  agents,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees  and  its  or  their  suppliers  of  materials 
and  furnishers  of  service  shall  be  granted  with  respect  to  such  premises  to  such  other  Airline  Party  or 
Parties  or  sublessee,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  its  or  their  employees,  agents,  guests,  patrons,  invitees, 
suppliers  of  materials  and  furnishers  of  service. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section  1.04,  no  use  of  any  of  the  demised  premises 
by  any  Lessee  may  be  made  by  it  on  behalf  of  or  in  conjunction  with  any  other  Airline  Party  who  is  not  a 
Lessee,  and  no  sublease  of  its  interest  in  any  such  premises  may  be  made  by  any  Lessee  to  any  other 
Airline  Party  who  is  not  a  Lessee  or  to  any  operator  of  the  fueling  system  leased  hereunder,  except  in 
each  case  with  the  consent  of  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  if  such  use  or  sublease  involves  payment 
to  such  Lessee  of  an  amount  greater  than  such  Lessee's  expenses  with  respect  to  the  premises,  facilities 
and  services  used  by,  furnished  to  or  subleased  to  such  other  Airline  Party  or  operator. 

The  fueling  system  located  on  the  demised  premises  shall  be  made  available  by  Lessees  for  participa- 
tion therein,  on  such  equitable  basis  of  payment  to  or  for  the  account  of  Lessees  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  by  any  other  Airline  Party  who  is  not  a  Lessee,  but  only  if  such 
participation  will  not  impair  the  usefulness  of  such  fueling  system  for  the  actual  and  reasonably  antici- 
pated requirements  of  Lessees  and  any  other  then  participants  in  such  system;  and  provided  further,  that 
no  such  other  Airline  Party  shall  be  entitled  to  use,  without  the  consent  of  the  Lessee  or  Lessees  involved, 
any  portion  of  such  fueling  system  which  shall  consist  of  any  distribution  outlet  located  in  any  passenger  or 
cargo  ramp  area  at  the  Airport  which  shall  have  been  leased  by  City  to  such  Lessee  or  Lessees  or  any 
storage  facilities,  located  in  either  the  Tank  Farm  Area  or  the  Satellite  Area,  which  shall  have  been 
designated  for  the  exclusive  use  of  such  Lessee  or  Lessees  under  the  terms  of  any  agreement  at  the  time 
in  effect  between  all  Lessees. 

ARTICLE  II 
Term 

The  term  of  this  Lease  shall  be  for  a  period  of  forty  (40)  years  commencing  on  the  date  set  forth  in 
the  first  line  of  this  Lease. 

ARTICLE  III 
Rentals 

As  rental  for  the  demised  premises,  each  Lessee  shall  pay  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  calendar 
month,  commencing  January  1,  1962  and  thereafter  during  the  term  hereof  as  to  such  Lessee,  a  monthly 
rental  (hereinafter  called  "ground  rental")  in  the  amount  set  forth  below  opposite  the  name  of  such  Lessee 
in  the  column  headed  "Monthly  Ground  Rental." 

Each  Lessee  shall  also  pay  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  calendar  month,  commencing  January  1, 
1962  (regardless  of  the  date  on  which  the  fueling  system  to  be  constructed  by  City  upon  the  demised  prem- 
ises shall  be  completed)  and  thereafter  so  long  during  the  term  hereof  as  to  such  Lessee  as  any  Bonds 
issued  pursuant  to  Section  2.02  or  Section  2.15  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  are  outstanding,  a 
monthly  rental  (hereinafter  called  "additional  rental")  in  the  amount  set  forth  below  opposite  the  name 
of  such  Lessee  in  the  column  headed  "Monthly  Additional  Rental."  After  the  payment  and  retirement  of 
all  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  Section  2.02  or  Section  2.15  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance,  the  additional 
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rental  shall  cease,  and  each  Lessee  shall  be  entided  during  the  term  of  this  Lease  as  to  such  Lessee  to  the 
continued  use  of  the  demised  premises  upon  the  payment  of  the  ground  rental  provided  for  hereunder.

In  the  event  that  this  Lease  shall  be  terminated  by  City  as  to  any  Lessee  (hereinafter  in  this  para- 
graph called  the  "terminated  lesseee")  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Article  X  hereof,  then  notwithstand- 
ing the  foregoing  provisions,  the  total  monthly  ground  rentals  and  total  monthly  additional  rentals  payable 
hereunder  by  all  other  Lessees  (hereinafter  in  this  paragraph  called  the  "remaining  Lessees")  shall  be 
respectively  increased  in  the  aggregate,  effective  as  of  the  first  day  of  the  calendar  month  next  succeeding 
such  termination,  by  the  amount  of  monthly  ground  rentad  and  monthly  additional  rental,  resp>ectively, 
payable  hereunder  at  the  time  of  such  termination  by  the  terminated  lessee,  and  the  monthly  ground 
rental  and  monthly  additional  rental  payable  by  each  remaining  Lessee  shall  be  respectively  increased 
by  an  amount  which  bears  the  same  proportion  to  the  aggregate  increase  hereinabove  provided  for  as  the 
amount  of  monthly  ground  rental  and  additional  rental,  respectively,  payable  hereunder  at  the  time  of 
such  termination  by  such  remaining  Lessee  bears  to  the  amount  of  the  total  monthly  ground  rentals  and 
total  monthly  additional  rentals,  respectively,  payable  hereunder  at  the  time  of  such  termination  by  all 
remaining  Lessees. 

The  ground  rental  and  additional  rental  are  herein  collectively  referred  to  as  "rental"  and  shall  be 
payable  at  the  office  of  the  City  Comptroller.  Any  rental  payable  by  any  Lessee  hereunder  which  is  not 
paid  when  due  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent  (7%)  per  annum  from  the  due  date 
thereof  until  paid. 

City  and  each  Lessee  agree  that  so  long  as  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding  the  rentals 
provided  for  hereunder  shall  not  be  reduced. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Construction  and  Maintenance  by  City 

Section  4.01.  Construction  by  City.  City  agrees  to  use  its  best  efforts  to  cause  the  fueling  system, 
shown  on  the  plans  and  specifications  prepared  by  Naess  &  Murphy,  architects,  and  on  file  in  the  office  of 
the  City  Clerk,  to  be  completed  on  the  demised  premises  as  early  as  practicable.  The  Airlines  Representa- 
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tive  and  any  persons  designated  by  him  shall  be  entitled  to  participate  in  the  preparation  of  final  plans 
and  specifications  for  the  construction  of  such  fueling  system  and  of  any  modifications  of  any  approved 
final  plans  and  specifications  for  such  construction  and  shall  be  consulted  for  his  or  their  suggestions  before 
any  such  final  plans  and  specifications  or  modifications  thereof  are  approved.  Promptly  following  completion 
of  construction  of  such  fueling  system,  City  shall  furnish  the  Airlines  Representative  with  a  cost  breakdown 
of  the  actual  cost  of  such  construction.  Any  architect  or  engineer  appointed  by  Lessees  may  also,  without 
cost  to  City,  assist  in  the  supervision  of  the  construction  of  such  fueling  system. 

City  also  agrees  to  use  its  best  efforts  to  cause  roadways,  a  railroad  siding,  and  a  water  line  serving  the 
demised  premises,  as  shown  in  such  plans  and  specifications  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  to  be 
completed  as  early  as  practicable. 

The  obligations  of  City  under  this  Section  4.01  are  subject  to  the  availability  of  funds  from  the  pro- 
ceeds of  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance. 

Each  Lessee  is  granted  the  right  and  privilege  to  use  in  common  with  others  the  roadways,  railroad 
siding,  water  lines,  sewer  lines  and  drainage  ditches  serving  the  demised  premises;  provided,  however,  that 
each  Lessee  shall  be  required  to  pay  to  City  a  reasonable  charge  for  direct  metered  water  supplied  by  City 
to  such  Lessee  through  any  such  water  line. 

Section  4.02.  Maintenance  and  operation.  City  shall  operate  and  maintain,  in  all  respects  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  that  of  a  reasonably  prudent  operator  of  an  airport,  and  keep  in  good  condition 
and  repair,  all  roadways,  water  lines,  sewer  lines,  drainage  ditches,  additions,  improvements,  facilities  and 
equipment  now  or  hereafter  provided  by  City,  serving  the  demised  premises  but  located  outside  the 
demised  premises. 

Section  4.03.  Taxes  on  demised  premises.  City  shall  pay  any  and  all  taxes  or  special  assessments, 
if  any,  which  may  be  levied  or  assessed  upon  the  demised  premises;  provided,  however,  that  the  foregoing 
shall  not  apply  to  taxes  on  any  personal  property  or  leasehold  of  any  Lessee  located  on  such  premises. 

Section  4.04.  Possession  and  enjoyment.  City  agrees  that  each  Lessee,  performing  its  obligations 
hereunder,  shall  be  entitled  to  and  shall  have  possession  and  enjoyment  of  the  premises,  rights  and  privileges 
leased  to  it  hereunder,  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  hereof. 

Section  4.05.  Performance  by  Lessees  upon  failure  of  City  to  maintain  and  operate.  In  the  event 
City  fails  to  perform,  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  after  notice  from  any  Lessee  so  to  do,  any  obligation 
required  by  this  Article  IV  to  be  performed  by  City,  such  Lessee  may  perform  such  obligation  of  City  and 
bill  City  for  the  cost  to  such  Lessee  of  such  performance,  but  such  Lessee  shall  not  deduct  any  such  cost 
from  any  amounts  due  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  such  Lessee  and  City  relating  to 
the  Airport  unless  at  the  time  there  are  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  outstanding;  provided,  however,  that 
if  City's  failure  to  perform  any  such  obligation  endangers  the  safety  of  the  operations  of  such  Lessee  at  the 
Airport  and  such  Lessee  so  states  in  its  notice  to  City,  such  Lessee  may  perform  such  obligation  of  City  at 
any  time  after  the  giving  of  such  notice  and  bill  City  for  such  Lessee's  cost  of  such  performance,  but  such 
Lessee  shall  not  deduct  any  such  cost  from  any  amounts  due  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement 
between  such  Lessee  and  City  relating  to  the  Airport  unless  at  the  time  there  are  no  Approved  Revenue 
Bonds  outstanding.  City,  however,  shall  not  be  liable  to  any  Lessee  for  any  loss  of  revenues  to  such  Lessee 
resulting  from  any  of  City's  acts,  omissions  or  neglect  in  the  maintenance  and  operation  or  otherwise  by  it 
of  the  Airport  or  any  facilities  now  or  hereafter  connected  therewith. 

ARTICLE  V 

Construction,  Maintenance  and  Repair  by  Lessees 

Section  5.01.  Construction,  maintenance  and  repair  by  Lessees.  Each  Lessee,  with  the  consent  of 
the  other  Lessees,  may  construct  or  install  at  its  or  their  own  expense,  any  improvements,  facilities  and 
equipment,  and  any  additions  thereto,  in  the  demised  premises;  provided,  however,  plans  and  specifications 
of  any  such  proposed  construction  or  installation  (including  any  substantial  alteration  or  addition  thereto) 
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shall  be  submitted  to  and  receive  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  prior  to  the  " 
commencement  of  construction  or  installation.  All  such  construction  or  installation  shall  be  made  only 
after  obtaining  requisite  building  or  construction  licenses  or  permits. 

Each  Lessee  shall  cause  all  improvements  and  facilities  and  additions  thereto,  constructed  or  installed 
by  any  Lessee  (either  alone  or  in  common  with  other  Lessees)  on  the  demised  premises  to  be  kept  and 
maintained  in  good  operating  condition  and  repair.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  VIII  hereof,  each 
Lessee  shall,  after  completion  of  the  construction  thereof,  cause  all  improvements  constructed  by  City  on 
the  demised  premises  to  be  kept  and  maintained  in  good  operating  condition  and  repair. 

No  restrictions  shall  be  placed  on  any  Lessee  as  to  the  architects,  builders  or  contractors  who  may  be 
employed  by  it  in  connection  with  construction,  installation,  alteration,  repair  or  maintenance  by  such 
Lessee  on  the  demised  premises. 

Each  Lessee  shall,  after  completion  of  the  construction  provided  for  by  Section  4.01  hereof,  cause 
the  demised  premises  and  all  construction  and  installations  made  thereon  to  be  kept  in  a  sanitary  and 
sightly  condition,  and  shall  cause  all  health  and  safety  requirements  applicable  thereto  to  be  complied  with. 

Section  5.02.  Covenant  against  liens.  Each  Lessee  shall  keep  the  demised  premises  and  the 
improvements  and  facilities  constructed  thereon  free  and  clear  of  any  and  all  liens  in  any  way  arising  out 
of  the  action,  or  use  thereof,  by  such  Lessee;  provided,  however,  that  such  Lessee  may  in  good  faith  contest 
the  validity  of  any  lien. 

Section  5.03.  Performance  by  City  upon  failure  of  Lessees  to  maintain.  In  the  event  any  Lessee 
fails  to  perform  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  after  notice  from  City  so  to  do,  any  obligation  required  by 
this  Article  V  to  be  performed  by  such  Lessee,  City  may  enter  the  premises  involved  (without  such  entering 
causing  or  constituting  a  termination  of  this  Lease  or  an  interference  with  the  possession  of  said  premises 
by  such  Lessee)  and  do  all  things  necessary  to  perform  such  obligation,  charging  to  such  Lessee  the  cost  and 
expense  thereof  and  such  Lessee  agrees  to  pay  City  such  charge  in  addition  to  any  other  amounts  payable 
by  such  Lessee  hereunder;  provided,  however,  that  if  such  Lessee's  failure  to  perform  any  such  obligation 
endangers  the  safety  of  the  public  or  of  employees  of  City,  and  City  so  states  in  its  notice  to  such  Lessee, 
City  may  perform  such  obligation  of  such  Lessee  at  any  time  after  the  giving  of  such  notice  and  charge 
to  such  Lessee,  and  such  Lessee  shall  pay,  as  aforesaid,  the  cost  and  expense  of  such  performance. 

Section  5.04.  Right  of  reimbursement  of  Lessees.  The  obligations  of  each  Lessee  under  this  Article 
V  shall  be  without  prejudice  to  the  right  of  such  Lessee  to  obtain  reimbursement  from  any  other  Lessee 
for  or  on  account  of  costs  and  expenses  incurred  by  such  Lessee  in  performing  any  obligation  of  such 
Lessee  hereunder,  if  such  other  Lessee  is  also  obligated  hereunder  to  perform  such  obligation. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Rules  and  Regulations 

Each  Lessee  shall  observe  and  obey  all  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  conduct  and  operation  of 
the  Airport,  promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  City,  which  are  reasonably  required  for  the  prudent  and 
efficient  operation  of  the  Airport  and  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  reasonable  exercise  by  such  Lessee  of 
any  right  or  privilege  granted  to  it  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  such  Lessee  and  City 
relating  to  the  Airport  or  any  part  thereof,  nor  inconsistent  with  safety  nor  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  any  Federal  or  State  agency  having  jurisdiction  with  respect  thereto,  nor  inconsistent  with  the  procedures 
prescribed  or  approved  from  time  to  time  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  or  any  other  govern- 
mental authority  having  jurisdiction  over  operations  at  the  Airport. 

City  shall  keep  each  Lessee  supplied  with  five  sets  of  City's  current  Airport  rules  and  regulations 
applicable  to  such  Lessee.  Except  in  cases  of  emergency,  no  such  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  applicable  to 
any  Lessee  unless  it  has  been  given  fifteen  (15)  days  notice  of  the  adoption  thereof. 
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City,  however,  shall  have  no  control  over  the  rates,  fares  or  charges  that  any  Lessee  may  prescribe  in 
connection  with  its  conduct  of  an  air  transportation  business. 

Any  operator  (whether  or  not  a  sublessee)  of  any  part  of  the  fueling  system  leased  hereunder  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Article. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Exercise  by  City  of  Governmental  Functions 

Nothing  contained  herein  shall  impair  the  right  of  City  in  the  exercise  of  its  governmental  functions 
to  require  any  Lessee  or  any  operator  of  any  part  of  the  fueling  system  leased  hereunder  to  pay  any  tax  or 
inspection  fees  or  to  procure  necessary  permits  or  licenses,  provided  such  requirement  is  not  inconsistent 
with  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  to  Lessees  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Indemnity  and  Insurance 

Section  8.01.  Liability  arising  from  act  of  Lessees.  Each  Lessee  agrees  to  indemnify  and  hold  City 
harmless  from  and  against  all  liabilities,  judgments,  costs,  damages  and  expenses  which  may  accrue  against, 
be  charged  to  or  recovered  from  City  by  reason  or  on  account  of  damage  to  the  projjerty  of  City  or  the 
property  of,  injury  to  or  death  of  any  person,  arising  from  such  Lessee's  use  and  occupancy  of  and 
operations  of  the  fueling  system  leased  hereunder,  including  acts  of  its  agents,  contractors  and  subcon- 
tractors, except  when  caused  by  City's  sole  negligence  or  by  the  joint  negligence  of  City  and  any  person 
other  than  such  Lessee,  its  agents,  contractors  and  subcontractors ;  provided  that  City  shall  give  such  Lessee 
prompt  and  timely  notice  of  any  claim  made  or  suit  instituted  which,  in  any  way,  affects  such  Lessee  or 
its  insurer,  and  such  Lessee  or  its  insurer  shall  have  the  right  to  compromise  and  defend  the  same  to  the 
extent  of  their  own  interests.  Any  final  judgment  rendered  against  City  for  any  cause  for  which  any  Lessee 
is  liable  hereunder  shall  be  conclusive  against  such  Lessee  as  to  liability  and  amount. 

Each  Lessee  shall,  without  expense  to  City,  cause  insurance  to  be  kept  in  force  of  the  following  types 
and  in  not  less  than  the  following  amounts,  issued  by  a  company  or  companies  of  sound  and  adequate 
financial  responsibility,  insuring,  among  others,  such  Lessee  and  City  against  all  liabilities  for  accidents 
arising  out  of  or  in  connection  with  such  Lessee's  use  and  occupancy  of  and  operations  of  the  fueling 
system  leased  hereunder,  except  when  caused  by  City's  negligence  alone  or  jointly  with  any  person  other 
than  such  Lessee,  its  agents,  contractors  and  subcontractors,  and  shall  cause  certificates  to  be  furnished  to 
City  evidencing  such  insurance,  naming  City  as  an  additional  assured  thereunder,  subject  to  the  limitations 
set  forth  above  in  respect  of  City's  negligence,  to- wit: 

Comprehensive  Public  Liability  Insurance   $  200,000  per  person 

$5,000,000  per  accident 

Comprehensive  Property  Damage  Insurance   $5,000,000  per  accident 

Section  8.02.  Insurance  in  connection  with  construction  by  City.  City  shall,  until  the  date  upon 
which  the  completion  of  the  improvements  to  be  constructed  by  City  on  the  demised  premises  as  provided 
in  Section  4.01  hereof  is  certified  by  the  Consulting  Engineer,  keep  in  force  insurance  issued  by  a  respon- 
sible insurance  company  or  companies,  insuring  City  against  all  liabilities  for  public  liability  or  property 
damage  arising  out  of  or  in  connection  with  the  construction  upon  or  the  use  and  occupancy  of  the 
demised  premises  in  amounts  of  comprehensive  insurance  not  less  than  those  provided  in  Section  8.01 
hereof,  and  insuring  such  improvements  during  construction  under  completed  builder's  risk  insurance, 
against  fire,  extended  coverage  and  vandalism  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  full  insurable  value  of  such  con- 
struction as  the  same  progresses  in  order  to  assure  continuity  of  construction  and  ultimate  completion 
despite  damage  or  destruction  suffered  during  the  course  thereof.  City  may  cause  such  insurance  to  be 
effected  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  contractors  performing  the  construction  work,  but,  in  any  event,  the 
cost  of  such  insurance  shall  be  deemed  a  part  of  the  cost  of  construction  of  such  improvements.  City's 
obligations  under  this  Section  are  subject  to  the  availability  of  funds  for  the  cost  of  such  insurance. 
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Section  8.03.  Insurance  after  completion  of  construction.  The  improvements  being  constructed  by 
City  hereunder  on  the  demised  premises,  shall  be  insured  at  all  times,  on  and  after  the  date  upon  which 
completion  thereof  is  certified  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  and  during  the  term  hereof,  under  a  so-called 
"fire  and  extended  coverage  policy  or  policies,"  issued  by  a  responsible  insurance  company  or  companies, 
which  policy  or  policies  shall  specifically  insure  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  lightning,  collision,  explo- 
sion, strikes,  riots,  civil  commotions,  maUcious  damage,  tornado  and  windstorm  to  the  greatest  amount 
obtainable,  having  due  regard  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  policies  and  the  coverage  of  risks  pro- 
vided for  thereunder  not,  however,  exceeding,  without  consent  of  Lessees,  eighty  per  cent  (80%)  of  the 
full  insurable  value  thereof.  Such  insurance  policy  or  policies  shall  be  taken  out  and  maintained  by  City, 
but  prior  to  the  taking  out  of  such  policy  or  policies  City  shall  advise  the  Airlines  Representative  of  the 
insurance  policies  proposed  to  be  taken  out  by  City  and  the  cost  and  coverage  thereof  and  shall  give  due 
consideration  to  any  suggestions  made  by  such  Representative  with  respect  to  the  proposed  insurance.  All 
such  insurance  policies  shall  name  as  insureds  thereunder  City,  Lessees  and  any  operator  selected  by  Lessees 
to  operate  any  part  of  the  fueling  system  leased  hereunder,  and  shall  provide  that  proceeds  of  such  insur- 
ance shall  be  payable  to  City  and  such  policies  shall  be  delivered  to  the  City  Comptroller  of  City.  Each 
Lessee  shall  pay  to  City  at  the  office  of  the  City  Comptroller  within  20  days  after  receipt  by  such  Lessee  of 
a  statement  therefor,  a  percentage  of  the  cost  of  any  insurance  policies  taken  out  by  City  pursuant  to  the 
foregoing  provisions,  which  percentage  shall  be  the  same  percentage  as  the  amount  of  the  monthly 
rentals  at  the  time  payable  hereunder  by  such  Lessee  is  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  monthly  rentals 
at  the  time  payable  hereunder  by  all  Lessees.  Any  such  amount  which  is  not  paid  by  any  Lessee  when 
due  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  percent  (7%)  per  annum  from  the  due  date  thereof  until  paid. 

Should  any  improvement  constructed  by  City  on  the  demised  premises  be  damaged  or  destroyed 
on  or  after  the  date  of  completion  thereof  as  certified  by  the  Consulting  Engineer,  and  if  any  insurance 
proceeds  are  payable  by  reason  thereof.  City  shall  immediately  after  such  damage  or  destruction  cause 
plans,  specifications  and  estimate  of  cost  for  repairing,  replacing  or  reconstructing  the  damaged  or  destroyed 
property  (in  accordance  with  the  original  design,  subject  to  such  modifications  thereof  as  may  be  approved 
by  the  Airlines  Representative,  or  any  person  or  persons  designated  by  him,  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works)  to  be  prepared.  The  Airlines  Representative,  or  any  person  or  persons  designated  by  him, 
shall  be  entitled  to  participate  in  the  preparation  of  such  plans  and  specifications  and  shall  be  consulted 
for  his  or  their  suggestions  before  any  such  plans  and  specifications  are  approved.  Such  insurance  pro- 
ceeds shall  be  applied,  as  promptly  as  practicable,  to  the  repair,  replacement  or  reconstruction  of  the 
damaged  or  destroyed  property,  in  accordance  with  such  plans  and  specifications,  except  that  if  such  pro- 
ceeds are  more  than  sufficient  for  such  purpose,  the  balance  remaining  upon  completion  of  the  repairs, 
replacement  or  reconstruction  of  the  damaged  or  destroyed  property,  shall,  if  at  the  time  any  Bonds  are 
outstanding  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance,  be  transferred  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Account 
under  such  Ordinance,  and  if  at  the  time  but  only  if  at  the  time  no  such  Bonds  are  outstanding,  shall 
be  set  aside  and  deposited  in  the  Improvement  Account  referred  to  in  the  Airport  Use  Agreement.  If  such 
insurance  proceeds  are  insufficient  for  such  purpose,  the  deficiency  shall  be  supplied  by  City  from  any 
moneys  in  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  or  the  Deferred  Maintenance  Account,  as  the  case  may  be. 

ARTICLE  IX 
Abatement 

Section  9.01.  Abatement  in  event  of  closing  while  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding. 
In  the  event  that  the  Airport  shall  be  closed  for  any  period  of  time  by  any  order  or  direction  of  City  or 
any  other  governmental  authority  or  agency,  or  by  any  order  or  direction  of  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  while  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  then  to  the  extent  but  only  to  the  extent 
that  sufficient  moneys  are  then  held  to  the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  under  the  Revenue 
Bond  Ordinance,  the  rentals  provided  herein  as  payable  by  each  Lessee  shall  abate  for  the  period  of  such 
closing. 
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In  the  event  the  Airport  shall  be  so  closed  for  the  landing  or  taking  off  of  all  turbo  jet  powered  air- 
craft operated  by  Airline  Parties,  which  at  the  time  are  landing  or  taking  off,  in  the  course  of  normal 
operations,  at  one  or  more  airports  having  facilities  similar  to  those  at  the  Airport,  but  shall  not  be  closed 
to  the  landing  or  taking  off  of  other  aircraft  operated  by  any  Airline  Parties,  while  any  Approved  Revenue 
Bonds  are  outstanding,  then  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  the  rentals  provided  herein  as  payable  by  each  Lessee 
shall  abate  for  the  period  of  such  closing,  but  in  no  event  for  more  than  six  (6)  months  for  any  single 
closing,  in  any  fiscal  year,  to  the  extent  but  only  to  the  extent  that  sufficient  moneys  are  then  held  to  the 
credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions,  in  the  event  there  are  not  sufficient  moneys  at  the  time  to 
the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  available  for  use  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  in  an 
amount  equivalent  to  the  amount  of  rentals  to  be  abated  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
Section  9.01  and  pursuant  to  similar  provisions  for  the  abatement  of  rentals  under  any  other  leases  of 
premises  at  the  Airport  between  City  and  any  Airline  Party  or  Parties,  then  the  abatement  of  rentals  pur- 
suant to  this  Section  9.01  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  such  other  leases  shall  be  proportionately 
decreased  so  that  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  such  abatements  shall  not  exceed  the  moneys  at  the  time 
to  the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  which  are  available  for  use  under  the  Revenue  Bond 
Ordinance. 

Section  9.02.  Abatement  on  account  of  casualty  when  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding. 
If  due  to  damage  or  destruction  by  fire,  other  casualty,  act  of  God  or  the  public  enemy,  not  due  to  any 
fault  of  any  Lessee,  any  of  the  facilities  serving  the  demised  premises  which  are  to  be  furnished  by 
City  as  provided  in  Section  4.01  hereof  shall  be  rendered  unusable  to  such  an  extent  as  to  substantially 
impair  the  ability  of  Lessees  to  conduct  normal  operations  on  the  demised  premises,  and  if  at  the  time  but 
only  if  at  the  time  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  then  the  rental  payable  hereunder  by 
Lessees  for  such  premises  shall  be  paid  up  to  the  date  of  such  damage  or  destruction,  but,  unless  City  shall 
promptly  furnish  adequate  temporary  substitute  facilities  and  expeditiously  restore  such  facilities  so 
damaged  or  destroyed,  such  rental  shall  thereafter  abate  in  an  amount  directly  proportional  to  the  extent 
Lessees'  ability  to  conduct  normal  operations  on  such  premises  is  impaired  by  such  damage  or  destruction; 
provided,  however,  that  if  City  fails  to  repair  such  damage  or  destruction  so  that  Lessees'  ability  to  conduct 
normal  operations  on  such  premises  is  substantially  impaired  for  more  than  ninety  (90)  days  and  if  at  the 
time  but  only  if  at  the  time  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  then  Lessees  at  their  option 
may,  by  giving  to  City  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  notice,  terminate  this  Lease.  City  shall  not  be  liable 
to  any  Lessee  for  damages  for  City's  failure  to  furnish  such  temporary  substitute  facilities  or,  except  as 
provided  in  Section  4.05  hereof,  for  City's  failure  to  expeditiously  restore  such  facilities. 

If  due  to  damage  or  destruction  by  fire,  other  casualty,  act  of  God  or  the  public  enemy  affecting  the 
Airport,  Lessees'  use  of  the  Airport  in  its  conduct  of  an  air  transportation  system  shall  be  substantially 
affected  and  if  at  the  time  but  only  if  at  the  time  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  then, 
without  any  prejudice  to  any  right  of  termination  hereunder,  Lessees  shall  have  the  right  upon  notice  to 
City,  to  the  abatement  of  a  just  proportion  of  the  rental  provided  herein  from  the  time  of  such  notice  until 
normal  operations  are  permitted. 

ARTICLE  X 
Termination  by  Crrv 

In  the  event  of  the  failure  of  any  Lessee  to  pay,  when  due,  any  rental  payable  by  such  Lessee  here- 
under and  the  continuance  of  such  failure  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  after  notice  is  given  by  City  to 
such  Lessee  of  City's  election  to  terminate  this  Lease,  this  Lease  shall  terminate  as  to  such  Lessee  at  the 
expiration  of  such  period  of  thirty  (30)  days. 

In  the  event  of  the  termination,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Article  X,  of  this  Lease  as  to  any 
Lessee  (hereinafter  in  this  paragraph  referred  to  as  the  "terminated  lessee"),  then  from  and  after  the  date 
of  such  termination,  the  terminated  lessee  shall  no  longer  be  considered  a  Lessee  hereunder  and  shall  have 
no  rights  or  privileges  whatsoever  hereunder  and  the  remaining  Lessees  shall  be  considered  the  only 
Lessees  hereunder  and  shall  have  and  possess  all  rights,  privileges  and  obligations  of  the  Lessees  hereunder. 
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ARTICLE  XI 

Termination  by  Lessees 

After  but  only  after  the  payment  and  retirement  of  all  Approved  Revenue  Bonds,  all  then  Lessees  (and 
only  all  then  Lessees  acting  together)  may  terminate  this  Lease  and  any  or  all  of  their  obligations  here- 
under at  any  time  that  Lessees  are  not  in  default  in  the  payment  of  any  amount  due  from  them  to  City 
hereunder  by  giving  City  sixty  (60)  days  advance  notice  upon  or  after  the  happening  and  during  the 
continuance  of  any  one  of  the  following  events: 

(a)  The  failure  or  refusal  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  to  approve  all  weather  operations 
into  and  from  the  Airport  of  aircraft  of  any  type  operated  by  a  majority  in  number  of  then 
Lessees  in  scheduled  air  transportation  using  facilities  similar  to  those  at  the  Airport  and  continu- 
ance thereof  for  a  period  of  at  least  sixty  (60)  days. 

(b)  The  issuance  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of  an  injunction  in  any  way  preventing  or 
restraining  the  use  of  the  Airport  or  any  part  thereof  so  as  to  substantially  affect  Lessees'  use  of 
the  Airport  in  their  conduct  of  air  transportation  systems  and  the  remaining  in  force  of  such 
injunction,  not  stayed  by  way  of  appeal  or  otherwise,  for  a  period  of  at  least  sixty  (60)  days. 

(c)  The  issuance  of  any  order,  rule  or  regulation  or  the  taking  of  any  action  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board  or  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  or  other  competent  government  authority,  or  the 
occurrence  of  any  fire,  other  casualty,  act  of  God  or  the  public  enemy,  substantially  affecting,  for 
a  period  of  at  least  sixty  (60)  days.  Lessees'  use  of  the  Airport  in  their  conduct  of  air  trans- 
portation systems;  provided,  however,  that  none  of  the  foregoing  is  due  to  any  fault  of  any  Lessee. 

(d)  The  default  by  City  in  the  performance  of  any  covenant  or  agreement  required  to  be  performed 
by  City  herein,  and  the  failure  of  City  to  remedy  such  default,  or  to  take  prompt  action  to  remedy 
such  default,  within  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  after  receipt  from  Lessees  of  notice  to  remedy 
the  same. 

(e)  The  substantial  restriction  of  City's  operation  of  the  Airport  by  action  of  the  Federal  Government, 
or  any  department  or  agency  thereof,  under  its  wartime  or  emergency  powers,  or  by  action  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  or  any  department  or  agency  thereof,  and  continuance  thereof  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days,  provided  such  restriction  adversely  affects  the  operations  at  the 
Airport  of  a  majority  in  number  of  then  Lessees, 

No  waiver  by  any  Lessee  of  default  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  hereof  to  be  performed, 
kept  and  observed  by  City  shall  be  construed  to  be  or  act  as  a  waiver  of  any  subsequent  default  of  any  of 
such  terms,  covenants  and  conditions. 

ARTICLE  XII 

Surrender  of  Possession 

Upon  termination  of  this  Lease  as  to  all  Lessees,  Lessees  shall  surrender  the  demised  premises  and  the 
improvements  situated  thereon,  which  improvements  shall  be  in  good  condition  and  repair,  reasonable  wear 
and  tear  and  damage  by  fire,  other  casualty,  act  of  God  or  the  public  enemy  excepted. 

ARTICLE  XIII 
Right  of  Lessees  to  Remove  Property' 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  5.01  hereof,  each  Lessee  shall  be  entitled  during  the  term  of  this 
Lease  and  for  a  reasonable  time  (not  exceeding  forty-five  (45)  days)  after  its  termination  as  to  such 
Lessee,  to  remove  from  the  premises  involved,  or  any  part  thereof,  all  trade  fixtures,  tools,  machinery, 
equipment,  materials  and  supplies  placed  thereon  by  it  (either  alone  or  together  with  other  Lessees) 
pursuant  to  this  Lease,  subject,  however,  to  any  valid  lien  City  may  have  thereon  for  unpaid  rentals  or 
other  amounts  payable  by  such  Lessee  to  City  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  City  and 
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such  Lessee  relating  to  the  Airport  or  any  part  thereof,  and  provided  that  such  Lessee  shall  have  repaired 
all  damage  resulting  from  such  removal.  Any  property  placed  by  any  Lessee  on  the  demised  premises 
which  Lessee  is  not  expressly  permitted  to  remove  therefrom  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions 
of  this  Article  XIII,  shall  upon  the  construction  or  installation  thereof  be  and  become  the  property 
of  City. 

ARTICLE  XIV 
Definitions 

The  following  terms,  when  used  in  this  Lease,  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

Section  14.01.  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance.  "Revenue  Bond  Ordinance"  shall  mean  the  Ordinance 
entitled  "Ordinance  authorizing  the  issuance  of  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds 
Series  of  1959  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  extending  said  Airport  and  providing  for  payment  of 
principal  of  and  interest  on  said  bonds",  adopted  the  29th  day  of  December,  1958. 

Section  14.02.  Approved  Revenue  Bonds.  "Approved  Revenue  Bonds"  shall  mean  (a)  the  prin- 
cipal amount  of  Bonds  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.02  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordi- 
nance, (b)  any  additional  Bonds  which  may  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.15  of  the 
Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  to  pay  the  cost  of  completing  improvements  as  referred  to  therein,  and  (c)  any 
additional  Bonds  which  may  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.16  of  the  Revenue  Bond 
Ordinance  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  additional  improvements  and  extensions  referred  to  therein,  if 
and  only  if  the  terms  and  provisions  of  such  additional  Bonds  issued  under  said  Section  2.16  and  of  the 
Supplemental  Ordinance  or  Ordinances  of  City  authorizing  their  issue  shall  have  been  approved  by  the 
Airlines  Representative. 

Section  14.03.  Consulting  Engineer.  "Consulting  Engineer"  shall  mean  the  Consulting  Engineer 
acting  as  such  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance. 

Section  14.04.  Approved  maximum  lartding  weight.  The  "approved  maximum  landing  weight" 
of  any  aircraft  shall  mean  the  maximum  landing  weight  approved  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration 
for  landing  such  aircraft  at  the  Airport. 

Section  14.05.  Airline  Parties.  "Airline  Parties"  shall  mean  at  any  time  those  air  carriers  who  then 
have  agreements  with  City,  substantially  the  same  as  the  Airport  Use  Agreement  except  as  to  any 
difference  in  the  length  of  term  thereof,  under  which  they  agree  to  pay  to  City,  in  connection  with 
each  fee  landing  at  the  Airport  of  aircraft  operated  by  them,  Flight  Fees  on  the  basis  and  in  the 
manner  provided  in  the  Airport  Use  Agreement  and  who  are  either 

(a)  scheduled  air  carriers  holding  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  issued  by  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board, 

(b)  foreign  air  carriers  holding  foreign  air  carrier  permits  issued  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board,  or 

(c)  air  carriers  holding  certificates  of  convenience  and  necessity  issued  by  the  Illinois  Commerce 
Commission  (or  any  successor  thereto) . 

Section  14.06.  Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline  Parties.  The  "Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline 
Parties"  shall  mean  at  any  time  the  then  Airline  Parties  who  (a)  constitute  at  least  one-half  of  all  then 
Airline  Parties  and  (b)  operated  aircraft  landed  in  fee  landings  (as  defined  in  the  Airport  Use  Agree- 
ment) at  the  Airport  during  the  next  preceding  fiscal  year  having  an  aggregate  approved  maximum 
landing  weight  representing  over  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  the  aggregate  approved  maximum  landing  weight 
of  all  aircraft,  landed  in  such  fee  landings  at  the  Airport  during  such  year,  operated  by  all  Airline  Parties 
at  the  time  of  determination. 

Section  14.07.  Airlines  Representative.  The  "Airlines  Representative"  at  any  time  shall  mean  such 
person  (and  such  alternates,  in  such  order)  then  designated  by  a  Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline  Parties  by 
notice  to  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation.  Any  such  designation  of  such  Representative  shall  remain  in 
full  force  and  effect  until  revoked  or  modified  by  a  Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline  Parties  by  notice  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Aviation.

Section  14.08.  Commissioner  of  Public  Works.  The  "Commissioner  of  Public  Works"  shall  be 
concerned  with  construction  at  the  Airport  and  shall  mean  for  the  purpose  of  this  Lease  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  of  City  (or  any  successor  thereto  in  whole  or  in  part  as  to  his  duties  hereunder)  and  his 
duly  authorized  assistants. 

Section  14.09.  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration,  Civil  Aeronautics  Board.  The  "Civil  Aeronautics 
Administration"  and  the  "Civil  Aeronautics  Board"  shall  each  include  any  successor  thereto. 

Section  14.10.  Commissioner  of  Aviation.  The  "Commissioner  of  Aviation"  shall  be  concerned 
with  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Airport  and  shall  mean  for  the  purpose  of  this  Lease  the 
Commissioner  of  Aviation  of  City  (or  any  successor  thereto  in  whole  or  in  part  as  to  his  duties  hereunder) 
and  his  duly  authorized  assistants. 

ARTICLE  XV 
Miscellaneous 

Section  15.01.  Equality  of  treatment.  No  rights  or  privileges  with  respect  to  or  rentals  for  the  use 
of  any  fueling  system  at  the  Airport  shall  be  granted  to  any  air  transportation  company  in  competition 
with  any  Lessee,  which  are  more  favorable  to  such  company  than  those  granted  to  such  Lessee  and  the 
effect  of  which  is  to  place  such  Lessee  at  a  competitive  disadvantage. 

Section  15.02.  Effective  date  of  Lease.  An  executed  copy  of  this  Lease  will  be  deposited  in  escrow 
with  The  First  National  Bank  of  Chicago,  as  Escrowee,  pursuant  to  an  Escrow  Agreement,  between, 
among  others,  City,  Lessees  and  such  Escrowee.  This  Lease  shall  become  effective  only  when  and  if 
delivered  uncancelled  to  City  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  such  Escrow  Agreement. 

Section  15.03.  1955  Tank  Farm  Lease.  Sixty  (60)  days  after  the  date  on  which  the  Consulting 
Engineer  certifies  that  the  improvements  to  be  constructed  by  City  as  provided  in  Section  4.01  hereof  have 
been  completed  and  are  available  for  normal  occupancy  and  use  by  the  Lessees,  each  Lessee  shall  sur- 
render to  City  any  interest  of  such  Lessee  under  the  lease,  entitled  Tank  Farm  Lease,  dated  October  28, 
1955,  between  City  and  American  Airlines,  Inc.,  and  such  lease  and  the  rights,  privileges  and  obligations 
of  the  lessee  thereunder  shall  terminate,  without  affecting,  however,  any  then  accrued  rights  or  liabilities 
at  the  time  of  such  termination.  The  lessee  under  such  lease  shall  be  entitled  during  such  period  of 
sixty  (60)  days,  and  not  thereafter,  to  remove  from  the  premises  leased  thereunder  all  trade  fixtures,  tools, 
machinery,  equipment,  materials  and  supplies  placed  on  such  premises  by  such  lessee  or  any  predecessor 
lessee.

In  the  event  Lessees  shall 
designate  an  operator  for  the  fueling  system  on  the  demised  premises  and  if  such  operator  shall  desire 
space  in  a  terminal  building  at  the  Airport  for  its  offices  in  connection  with  its  operation  of  such  fueling 
system,  then  City  shall  make  available  for  lease  to  such  operator,  at  a  rental  equivalent  to  that  payable  by 
Lessees  under  their  Leases  of  Terminal  Facilities,  dated  as  of  January  1,  1959,  a  reasonable  amount  of 
space,  if  available,  for  such  offices  in  a  terminal  building  at  the  Airport.

The 
motion  was  lost. 

The  following  is  said  ordinance  as  passed: 

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Chicago: 

Section  1.  The  Mayor  is  authorized  to  execute  and  the  City  Clerk  to  attest  and  affix  the  seal  of 
the  City  of  Chicago  upon  the  Leases  of  Terminal  Facilities  which  are  substantially  in  the  following  form,  after 
approval  by  the  Comptroller  and  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  as  to  form  and  legality,  to-wit: 
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Lease  of  Terminal  Facilities 

THIS  LEASE,  made  and  entered  into  as  of  this  1st  day  of  January,  1959,  by  and  between  the  City 
of  Chicago,  a  municipal  corporation  of  the  State  of  Illinois  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "City"),  and 

 ,  a  corporation  organized  and 

existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of   (hereinafter 

referred  to  as  "Airline") ; 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS,  City  owns  and  operates  the  airport  known  as  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  (a 
plat  of  said  airport  being  attached  as  Exhibit  A  to  the  agreement  of  even  date  herewith,  entitled  and 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Airport  Use  Agreement,  between  City  and  Airline) ,  situated  in  the  County 
of  Cook  and  the  County  of  Du  Page,  State  of  Illinois  (hereinafter,  together  with  any  additions  thereto  or 
enlargements  thereof,  whether  or  not  made  with  corporate  funds  of  City,  Government  Grants  in  Aid, 
Approved  Revenue  Bonds  (as  such  term  is  hereinafter  defined)  or  any  other  funds  of  any  nature 
whatsoever,  referred  to  as  the  "Airport"),  with  the  power  to  lease  premises  and  facilities  and  to  grant 
rights  and  privileges  with  respect  thereto,  all  as  hereinafter  provided;  and 

WHEREAS,  by  lease  dated  October  28,  1955  City  has  leased  to  Airline  certain  premises  in  the  existing 
passenger  terminal  building  at  the  Airport  including  the  adjacent  inbound  baggage  building  (a  plat  of  said 
terminal  building,  including  said  inbound  baggage  building  being  attached  hereto  as  Exhibits  1,  2,  3,  4  and 
5j  and  said  terminal  building,  including  said  inbound  baggage  building,  being  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
"Present  Terminal  Building") ; 

WHEREAS,  City  has  adopted  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  issue  of  revenue  bonds,  the  proceeds 
of  which  are  to  be  used,  among  other  things,  for  the  construction  of  additional  passenger  terminal 
facilities  at  the  Airport,  according  to  plans  and  specifications  prepared  by  Naess  &  Murphy,  Architects, 
and  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  Airline  will  continue  to  be  permitted  to  occupy  the  premises  occupied  by  it  in  the  Present 
Terminal  Building  until  sixty  (60)  days  after  premises  leased  to  it  hereunder  in  such  additional  passenger 
terminal  facilities  are  available  for  occupancy  and  use  by  Airline  as  hereinafter  provided. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  premises  (which  are  incorporated  'into  the 
body  of  this  Lease  as  fully  as  if  they  were  set  forth  therein)  and  the  mutual  covenants  and  agreements 
herein  contained  and  other  valuable  considerations,  the  parties  hereto  covenant  and  agree  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  I 
Existing  Premises 

Section  1.01.  Lease  of  space  in  Present  Terminal  Building.  City  leases  to  Airline  and  grants  to 
Airline,  its  employees,  agents,  passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  the  exclusive  use  of  space,  improve- 
ments and  facilities  in  the  Present  Terminal  Building  at  the  Airport,  consisting  of: 


(a)   square  feet  of  space  designated  on  said  Exhibit  1  as  "Ticket  Space  ", 

and  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Airline's  Present  Ticket  Counter  Space",  at  a  monthly  rental  of 

Dollars  ($  ); 

(b)   square  feet  of  space  designated  on  said  Exhibit  1  as  "Office  Space  ", 

and  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Airline's  Present  Office  Space",  at  a  monthly  rental  of  

Dollars  ($  ); 

(c)   square  feet  of  space  designated  on  said  Exhibit  2  as  "Main  Building  Operations 

Space  ",  and  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Airline's  Present  Operations  Space-Main 
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Building",  at  a  montHly  rental  of  

Dollars  ($  ) ;  and 

(d)   square  feet  of  space  designated  on  said  Exhibit  .  .  as  "Finger  Operations  Space 

 ",  and  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Airline's  Present  Operations  Space-Finger",  at  a 

monthly  rental  of  

Dollars  ($  ); 

including,  in  each  case,  improvements  and  facilities  therein. 

City  also  grants  to  Airline,  its  employees,  agents,  passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  the  use  of, 

in  common  with  others,  and  without  payment  of  additional  rental  by  Airline,  square  feet  of  space 

adjacent  to  the  Present  Terminal  Building,  designated  on  said  Exhibit  5  as  "Covered  Walkway  Space 
 "  and  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Airline's  Present  Covered  Walkway  Space". 

City  also  leases  to  Airline  and  grants  to  Airline,  its  employees,  agents,  passengers,  guests  and  invitees, 
the  use  of,  in  common  with  other  Airline  Parties  leasing  such  space,  the  following  space  in  the  Present 
Terminal  Building:  the  space  designated  on  said  Exhibit  1  as  "Airline  Toilet  Space"  and  hereinafter 
referred  to  as  "Airline  Present  Toilet  Space",  the  space  designated  on  said  Exhibit  2  as  "Outbound  Baggage 
Space"  and  "Sanitary  Room  Space"  and  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Present  Outbound  Baggage  Space"  and 
"Present  Sanitary  Room  Space",  respectively,  and  the  space  designated  on  said  Exhibit  5  as  "Inbound 
Baggage  Space"  and  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Present  Inbound  Baggage  Space",  including  in  each  case 
all  improvements  and  facilities  therein,  at  a  monthly  rental  equal  to  Airline's  pro  rata  Share  of  an 
aggregate  monthly  rental  of  Three  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  Forty-four  Dollars  ($3,744). 

The  use  of  the  foregoing  space  in  or  adjacent  to  the  Present  Terminal  Building  includes  the  use 
thereof  for  the  following  purposes: 

(a)  the  maintenance  and  operation,  in  connection  with  the  conduct  by  Airline  of  air  transporta- 
tion, of  ticketing  and  passenger  and  baggage  handling  facilities  and  reservations  offices  in  Airline's 
Present  Ticket  Counter  Space,  of  customer  relations  and  waiting  room  facilities,  reservations  offices 
and  administrative  offices  in  Airline's  Present  Office  Space,  of  passenger  handling,  customer  relations 
and  waiting  room  facilities,  reservations  offices,  administrative  offices  and  operations  offices  in  Airline's 
Present  Operations  Space,  of  passenger  handling  and  waiting  room  facilities  in  Airline's  Present 
Covered  Walkway  Space,  if  any,  of  baggage,  cargo  and  mail  handling,  locker,  rest  room  and  related 
facilities  in  the  Present  Outbound  Baggage  Space  and  the  Present  Inbound  Baggage  Space  (excluding, 
however,  receiving,  storing  or  delivering  of  cargo  or  mail  in  connection  with  exclusive  freight  or  cargo 
flights) ,  of  locker,  rest  room  and  related  facilities  in  Airline  Present  Toilet  Space,  and  of  facilities  for 
the  disposal  of  airplane  toilet  waste  in  the  Present  Sanitary  Room  Space;  and 

(b)  the  carrying  on  with  respect  to  such  space  of  all  other  activities  of  the  character  permitted 
under  subparagraphs  (b)  through  (d)  of  Section  2.03  hereof  with  respect  to  the  space  therein 
referred  to. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions,  the  exclusive  use  by  Airline  of  Airline's  Present  Ticket 
Counter  Space  is  subject  to  the  right  of  other  Airline  Parties  leasing  space  in  the  Present  Terminal 
Building  to  use,  in  common  with  Airline,  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  baggage  to  the  Present  Outbound 
Baggage  Space,  the  baggage  conveyor  system  and  baggage  chutes  heretofore  installed  by  City  in  Airline's 
Present  Ticket  Counter  Space,  such  right  of  use  by  such  other  Airline  Parties,  however,  being  subject  to  the 
limitation  that  proper  use  by  Airline  of  such  baggage  conveyor  system  and  baggage  chutes  is  not  unreason- 
ably interfered  with.  Airline  is  hereby  granted  a  similar  right  to  use  any  baggage  conveyor  system  and 
baggage  chutes  heretofore  installed  by  City  in  any  space  in  the  Present  Terminal  Building  leased  by  City 
to  any  Airline  Party  for  its  exclusive  use  for  ticket  counter  purposes. 

Airline,  its  employees,  agents,  passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  and  its  or  their  suppliers  of 
materials  and  furnishers  of  service,  are  also  granted  rights  and  privileges  in  and  with  respect  to  the  Present 
Terminal  Building  and  facilities  at  or  in  connection  therewith  of  the  same  character  as  are  granted  under 
Sections  2.04  through  2.06  hereof  with  respect  to  the  New  Terminal  Building  therein  referred  to  and 
facilities  at  or  in  connection  therewith. 
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City's  obligations  with  respect  to  the  Present  Terminal  Building,  concessions  therein,  and  space  therein 
leased  to  Airline  hereunder,  and  Airline's  rights  and  obligations  with  respect  to  maintenance  and  repair  of 
space  leased  to  it  in  the  Present  Terminal  Building,  shall  be  the  same  as  are  provided  herein  with  respect 
to  the  New  Terminal  Building  referred  to  in  Section  2.01  hereof. 

Airline  shall  be  required  to  pay  to  City  a  reasonable  charge  for  heat  and  water  supplied  by  City  to 
Airline  in  Airline's  Present  Operations  Space-Finger  and  for  water  supplied  by  City  to  Airline  for  the 
purpose  of  servicing  any  air  conditioning  equipment  of  Airline  in  the  Present  Terminal  Building. 

Section  1.02.  Surrender  of  space  in  Present  Terminal  Building.  Not  later  than  sixty  (60)  days 
after  the  date  on  which  the  Consulting  Engineer  certifies  that  premises  leased  to  Airline  under  Section  2.01 
hereof  in  the  New  Terminal  Building  therein  referred  to  are  available  for  occupancy  and  use  by  Airline 
in  the  normal  conduct  of  its  air  transportation  business.  Airline  shall  surrender  to  City  the  premises  in  the 
Present  Terminal  Building  leased  to  Airline  under  Section  1.01  hereof,  at  which  time  the  rights,  privileges 
and  obligations  of  Airline  under  Section  1.01  hereof  shall  terminate.  Airline  shall  be  entitled  during 
such  period  of  sixty  (60)  days,  and  not  thereafter,  to  remove  from  such  premises  in  the  Present  Terminal 
Building  all  trade  fixtures,  tools,  machinery,  equipment,  materials  and  supplies  placed  thereon  by  it  and 
shall  during  such  period  remove  from  such  premises  such  trade  fixtures  and  construction  of  a  temporary 
nature  installed  therein  by  it  as  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  may  require. 

Section  1.03.  Temporary  Maintenance  Area.  If  Airline  is  the  lessee  under  a  certain  lease  dated 
October  28,  1955  between  City  and  Airline,  entitled  Lease  of  Temporary  Maintenance  Area  (hereinafter 
called  "Airline's  Temporary  Maintenance  Area  Lease"),  respecting  the  lease  to  Airline  of  certain  premises 
in  the  then  temporary  maintenance  area  at  the  Airport,  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  be  applicable 
notwithstanding  any  provisions  to  the  contrary  contained  in  such  Lease. 

If  the  Consulting  Engineer  certifies  that  in  order  to  avoid  delay  of  the  construction  of  Finger  D,  as 
part  of  the  passenger  terminal  facilities  referred  to  in  Section  2.07  hereof,  it  will  be  advisable  for  the 
premises  (hereinafter  called  Airline's  present  temporary  maintenance  area)  leased  to  Airline  under  Air- 
line's Temporary  Maintenance  Area  Lease,  to  be  vacated  Sy  Airline  by  a  date  specified  in  such  certificate, 
then  Airline  shall,  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  receiving  written  notice  from  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  to  so  do,  surrender  Airline's  present  temporary  maintenance  area  and  remove  therefrom  any 
structure  placed  thereon  by  Airline;  provided,  however,  no  such  surrender  or  removal  by  Airline  shall  be 
required  prior  to  the  later  of  (a)  the  date  specified  in  the  above  certification  by  the  Consulting  Engineer, 
or  (b)  the  date  by  which  City  shall  have  made  available  at  the  Airport  to  Airline  for  temporary  mainte- 
nance purposes  an  area  (herein  called  Airline's  substituted  temporary  maintenance  area),  which  has  paved 
access  thereto  and  therefrom  for  aircraft  and  for  vehicular  traffic,  is  served  by  temporary  utilities  suflBcient 
to  permit  continued  temporary  maintenance  operations  by  Airline,  and  is  of  a  size  substantially  comparable 
to  Airline's  present  temporary  maintenance  area.  Any  structures  so  removed  by  Airline  from  Airline's 
present  temporary  maintenance  area  may  be  relocated  by  it  on  Airline's  substituted  temporary  maintenance 
area. 

Any  occupancy  by  Airline  of  Airline's  substituted  temporary  maintenance  area  shall  be  under  the 
terms  and  conditions  provided  in  Airline's  Temporary  Maintenance  Area  Lease,  subject,  however,  to  the 
provisions  hereof. 

Airline  shall,  within  ninety  (90)  days  after  receiving  written  notice  from  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  to  so  do,  surrender  Airline's  substituted  temporary  maintenance  area  (or  Airline's  present  tem- 
porary maintenance  area,  if  not  theretofore  surrendered  by  Airline)  and  remove  therefrom  any  structure 
placed  thereon  by  Airline;  provided,  however,  no  such  surrender  or  removal  by  Airline  shall  be  required 
prior  to  the  later  of  (a)  six  (6)  months  prior  to  the  date,  as  estimated  by  the  Consulting  Engineer,  of 
substantial  completion  of  the  passenger  terminal  facilities  referred  to  in  Section  2.07  hereof,  or  (b)  the 
date  by  which  the  taxiways,  roadways,  water  lines,  sewer  lines  and  drainage  ditches  serving  the  Hangar 
Site  Area  at  the  Airport  shall  have  been  constructed  by  City,  substantially  in  accordance  with  the  plans 
and  specifications  therefor,  including  Exhibits  1,  2  and  4  thereof,  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City 
Clerk.  Upon  surrender  by  Airline  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph.  Airline's  Tern- 
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porary  Maintenance  Area  Lease  shall  be  cancelled,  without  affecting  any  accrued  rights  or  liabilities  at 
the  time  of  such  cancellation. 

ARTICLE  II 
Premises  in  New  Terminal  Facilities 

Section  2.01.  Lease  of  space  in  New  Terminal  Building.  City  leases  to  Airline  and  grants  to  Airline, 
its  employees,  agents,  passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  the  exclusive  use  of  the  following  premises 
(including  improvements  and  facilities  therein)  to  be  located  at  the  Airport  in  Terminal  Building  .... 
(hereinafter,  together  with  the  concourses  thereof,  referred  to  as  the  "New  Terminal  Building"),  shown 
on  Drawing  Nos.  .  . . ,  .  .  . ,  .  .  . ,  ...  and  ...  of  Exhibit  D  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof ; 

(a)  an  aggregate  of  square  feet  of  space  located  on  the  second  floor  of  the  New  Terminal 

Building,  in  the  general  area  designated  on  said  Drawing  No.  ...  as  .  .   Ticket  Area, 

which  space  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  Airline's  Ticket  Area  Space; 

(b)  an  aggregate  of  square  feet  of  space  located  on  the  second  floor  concourse  of  the  New 

Terminal  Building  in  the  general  area  designated  on  said  Drawing  No.  ...  as  Operation 

Area,  and  an  aggregate  of  square  feet  of  space  located  on  the  first  floor  concourse  of  the 

New  Terminal  Building  in  the  general  area  designated  on  said  Drawing  No.  ...  as  

Operation  Area,  and  an  aggregate  of  ....  square  feet  of  space  located  on  the  roof  of  the  New 

Terminal  Building  in  the  general  area  designated  on  said  Drawing  No.  ...  as   Operation 

Area,  all  of  which  space  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  Airline's  Operation  Area  Space; 

(c)  an  aggregate  of  square  feet  of  space  located  on  the  floor  concourse  of  the  New 

Terminal  Building  in  the  general  area  designated  on  said  Drawing  No.  ...  as   Hold 

Area,  which  space  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  Airline's  Hold  Area  Space; 

(d)  an  aggregate  of  square  feet  of  space  located  on  the  mezzanine  of  the  New  Terminal 

Building  in  the  general  area  designated  on  said  Drawing  No.  ...  as    Airline  Area, 

which  space  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  Airline's  Mezzanine  Area  Space; 

(e)  an  aggregate  of   square  feet  of  space  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  New  Terminal 

Building  in  the  general  area  designated  on  said  Drawing  No.  ...  as    Out  Baggage, 

and  an  aggregate  of    square  feet  of  space  located  in  the  basement  of  the  New 

Terminal  Building  in  the  general  area  designated  on  said  Drawing  No.  ...  as  ...  Out  Baggage, 
all  of  which  space  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  Airline's  Out  Baggage  Space;  and 

(f)  an  aggregate  of   square  feet  of  space  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  New  Terminal 

Building  in  the  general  area  designated  on  said  Drawing  No.  ...  as   Claim  Baggage, 

and  an  aggregate  of  square  feet  of  space  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  New  Terminal 

Building  in  the  general  area  designated  on  said  Drawing  No.  ...  as    Other  Airline 

Area,  all  of  which  space  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  Airline's  Claim  Baggage  Space. 

The  premises  (including  improvements  and  facilities  therein)  in  the  New  Terminal  Building  leased 
to  Airline  hereunder  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Airline's  New  Terminal  Building  Space." 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions,  in  the  event  the  New  Terminal  Building  shall  be  so  designed 
that  when  completed  there  will  be  installed  therein  a  baggage  conveyor  or  similar  system  which  reasonably 
requires  the  use  by  any  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties  leasing  ticket  counter  space  in  the  New  Terminal 
Building  of  a  portion  of  such  system  located  behind  the  ticket  counter  in  Airline's  Ticket  Area  Space,  then 
the  exclusive  use  by  Airline  of  that  portion  of  such  Space  on  which  such  system  is  located  shall  be  subject 
to  the  right  of  such  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties  to  use,  in  common  with  Airline,  such  system  for  the  pur- 
pose of  conveying  baggage,  such  right  of  use  by  such  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties,  however,  being  subject 
to  the  limitation  that  proper  use  by  Airline  of  such  system  is  not  unreasonably  interfered  with.  In  the  event 
Airline  is  reasonably  required  to  use  any  portion  of  any  such  system  located  on  any  space  in  the  New 
Terminal  Building  not  leased  to  Airline  hereunder,  Airline  is  hereby  granted  a  similar  right  to  use  such 
system  in  such  space. 
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Notwithstanding  the  lease  hereunder  of  Airline's  New  Terminal  Building  Space,  Airline  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  construct  or  install  equipment,  improvements  or  facilities  in,  or  otherwise  occupy  or  use  any  of 
such  Space  until  such  time  as  the  Consulting  Engineer  shall  certify  that  such  Space  is  available  for  such 
construction,  installation,  occupancy  or  use.  Furthermore,  any  such  construction,  installation,  occupancy 
or  use  during  any  period  prior  to  completion  of  the  New  Terminal  Building  shall  be  subject  to  such 
restrictions  as  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  may  reasonably  prescribe  as  appropriate  in  order  not  to 
unreasonably  interfere  with  such  completion.  Subject  to  the  foregoing  requirements  and  the  provisions 
hereof,  Airline  shall  be  permitted,  at  as  early  a  date  as  practicable,  to  construct  and  install  equipment, 
improvements,  and  facilities  in  Airline's  New  Terminal  Building  Space. 

Section  2.02.  Passenger  ramps.  City  also  leases  to  Airline  and  grants  to  Airline,  its  employees, 
agents,  passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  the  use  of  the  passenger  ramps  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 

"Airline's  Passenger  Ramp  Area")  adjacent  to  the  New  Terminal  Building  and  designated  as  

 on  Exhibit  C  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof,  subject,  however,  to  the 

construction,  installation,  maintenance,  use  and  operation  of  underground  piping  and  related  facilities  of 
the  underground  fueling  system  at  the  Airport,  but  only  in  such  manner  as  will  not  unreasonably  interfere 
with  Airline's  use  of  Airline's  Passenger  Ramp  Area.  Notwithstanding  the  lease  hereunder  of  Airline's 
Passenger  Ramp  Area,  Airline  shall  not  be  entitled  to  occupy  or  use  any  of  such  Area  until  such  time  as 
the  Consulting  Engineer  shall  certify  that  such  Area  is  available  for  such  occupancy  and  use. 

Section  2.03.  Use  of  space.  The  use  by  Airline,  its  employees,  agents,  passengers,  guests,  patrons 
and  invitees  of  Airline's  New  Terminal  Building  Space  shall  include  the  use  thereof  for  the  following 
purposes: 

(a)  the  maintenance  and  operation,  in  connection  with  the  conduct  by  Airline  of  air  transportation, 
of  ticketing  and  passenger  and  baggage  handling  facilities  and  reservation  offices  in  Airline's 
Ticket  Area  Space  and  Airline's  Hold  Area  Space,  of  customer  relations  and  waiting  room  facilities, 
reservation  offices,  administrative  offices,  and  locker,  rest  room  and  related  facilities  in  Airline's 
Operation  Area  Space,  Airline's  Mezzanine  Area  Space  and  Airline's  Hold  Area  Space,  of  opera- 
tions offices  in  Airline's  Operation  Area  Space,  of  baggage,  cargo  and  mail  handling  and  storage 
facilities  (excluding  the  handling  or  storage  of  cargo  or  mail  in  connection  with  exclusive  freight 
or  cargo  flights),  and  locker,  rest  room  and  related  facilities  in  Airline's  Out  Baggage  Space  and 
Airline's  Claim  Baggage  Space; 

(b)  the  training  of  personnel  in  the  employ  of  or  under  the  direction  of  Airline; 

(c)  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  facilities  and  equipment  and  the  carrying  on  of  activities  rea- 
sonably necessary  or  convenient  in  connection  with  the  foregoing,  including,  without  limitation, 
the  furnishing  of  beverages  in  customer  relation  facilities;  provided,  however,  that  unless  the 
Commissioner  of  Aviation  shall  otherwise  consent,  no  charge  shall  be  made  by  Airline  for 
beverages  furnished  by  it  in  customer  relation  facilities;  and 

(d)  the  carrying  on  of  other  operations  and  activities  reasonably  necessary  or  convenient  to  the  con- 
duct by  Airline  of  air  transportation;  provided,  however,  that  all  such  other  operations  and 
activities  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation. 

The  foregoing  shall  not  permit  the  use  of  Airline's  New  Terminal  Building  Space  for  the  sale  of  air  travel 
insurance  (excepting  foreign  air  travel  insurance,  if  such  insurance  is  not  otherwise  available  in  the  New 
Terminal  Building)  or  public  restaurants  or  merchandising  operations,  or  the  conduct  of  any  business 
separate  from  Airline's  operation  of  an  air  transportation  system. 

The  use  by  Airline,  its  employees,  agents,  passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees  of  Airline's  Passenger 
Ramp  Area  shall  include  the  exercise  of  all  rights  and  privileges  thereon  and  with  respect  thereto  which 
are  granted  to  Airline  under  the  Airport  Use  Agreement  on  and  with  respect  to  the  passenger  ramp  areas 
at  the  Airport  available  for  common  use.  The  use  of  Airline's  Passenger  Ramp  Area  shall  be  subject  to 
rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  City  in  accordance  with  Article  VHI  of  the  Airport  Use  Agreement, 
but  shall  be  free  of  any  charge  for  parking  of  aircraft.

Section  2.04.  New  Terminal  Building  Public  Facilities.  City  grants  to  Airline,  its  employees,  agents, 
passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  and  its  or  their  suppliers  of  materials  and  furnishers  of  service,  the 
right  to  use  in  common  with  others,  subject  to  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  City  in  accordance 
with  Article  VII  hereof,  all  space,  improvements,  facilities,  equipment  and  services  (hereinafter  referred  to 
as  the  "New  Terminal  Building  Public  Facilities"),  now  or  hereafter  provided  by  City  for  public  use  at  or 
in  connection  with  the  New  Terminal  Building,  including,  without  limitation,  public  passenger  walkways, 
public  passenger  loading  facilities,  public  lobbies,  public  lounges,  public  waiting  rooms,  public  hallways, 
stairways  and  escalators,  public  rest  rooms  and  other  public  conveniences. 

Section  2.05.  Ingress  and  egress.  Right  to  purchase  property.  Subject  to  rules  and  regulations 
promulgated  by  City  in  accordance  with  Article  VII  hereof,  Airline  shall  have  the  right  and  privilege  over 
the  Airport  of  ingress  to  and  egress  from  the  premises  and  facilities  described  in  Sections  2.01  and  2.04 
hereof  for  its  employees,  agents,  passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  its  or  their  suppliers  of  materials 
and  furnishers  of  service,  and  its  or  their  equipment,  vehicles,  machinery  and  other  property,  and  except  as 
in  this  Lease  or  in  any  other  agreement  between  City  and  Airline  otherwise  specifically  provided,  no 
charges,  fees  or  tolls  of  any  nature,  direct  or  indirect,  shall  be  imposed  by  City  upon  Airline,  its  employees, 
agents,  passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  its  or  their  suppliers  of  materials  and  furnishers  of 
service,  for  such  right  of  ingress  and  egress,  or  for  the  privilege  of  purchasing,  selling  or  using  for  a 
purpose  herein  permitted  any  materials  or  services  purchased  or  otherwise  obtained  by  Airline,  or  trans- 
porting, loading,  unloading  or  handling  persons,  property,  cargo  or  mail  in  connection  with  Airline's 
business  or  exercising  any  right  or  privilege  granted  by  City  hereunder.  Public  automobile  parking  areas 
at  the  Airport  shall  be  made  available  for  use  of  employees  of  Airline  at  a  reasonable  monthly  rate  and  in 
locations  to  be  determined  by  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation.  The  foregoing  shall  not  preclude  City  or 
its  concessionaires  from  making  and  collecting  a  charge  for  the  use  of  public  automobile  parking  areas  (sub- 
ject, however,  to  the  foregoing  provisions  respecting  employee  parking)  or  sightseeing  facilities,  or  for  the 
use  of  ground  transportation  to  or  from  the  Airport  furnished  by  City  or  its  concessionaires,  or  for  the 
furnishing  or  sale  by  City  or  its  concessionaires  to  the  public  at  the  Airport  of  services,  insurance,  food  and 
merchandise,  or  preclude  City  from  imposing  any  tax,  permit  or  license  fee  not  inconsistent  with  the  rights 
and  privileges  granted  to  Airline  hereunder. 

Airline  shall  have  the  right  to  purchase  or  otherwise  obtain  property  and  services  of  any  nature  from 
any  suppliers  of  its  choice. 

Section  2.06.  Use  of  premises  on  behalf  of  or  by  other  Airline  Parties.  Any  of  the  premises  leased 
to  Airline  under  Section  2.01  or  Section  2.02  hereof  may  also  be  used,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  Airline  on 
behalf  of  or  in  conjunction  with  any  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties  in  connection  with  the  conduct  of  air 
transportation  by  such  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties,  to  the  same  extent  as  Airline  is  entitled  to  use 
such  premises  in  its  own  behalf  in  connection  with  its  conduct  of  air  transportation.  Airline  shall 
also  be  entitled  to  sublease  any  of  such  premises,  in  whole  (subject  to  the  prior  approval  of  City) 
or  in  part,  to  any  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties  for  use  in  connection  with  the  conduct  of  air 
transportation  by  such  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties,  to  the  same  extent  as  Airline  is  entitled  to  use 
such  premises  in  its  own  behalf  in  connection  with  its  conduct  of  air  transportation.  In  case  of  any 
use  of  any  of  such  premises  by  Airline  on  behalf  of  or  in  conjunction  with  any  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties, 
or  in  case  of  any  sublease  of  any  of  such  premises  to  any  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties,  Airline  shall 
remain  liable  for  its  obligations  hereunder  and  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  hereunder  to  Airline,  its 
employees,  agents,  passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees  and  its  or  their  suppliers  of  materials  and 
furnishers  of  service  shall,  to  the  same  extent,  be  granted  with  respect  to  such  premises  to  such  other 
Airline  Party  or  Parties  and  its  or  their  employees,  agents,  passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  suppliers 
of  materials  and  furnishers  of  service. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section  2.06,  no  use  of  any  of  the  premises  leased  to 
Airline  under  Section  2.01  or  Section  2.02  hereof  may  be  made  by  Airline  on  behalf  of  or  in  conjunction 
with  any  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties,  and  no  sublease  of  any  part  of  such  premises  may  be  made  by 
Airline  to  any  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties,  except  in  each  case  with  the  consent  of  the  Commissioner  of 
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Aviation,  if  such  use  or  sublease  involves  payment  to  Airline  by  any  such  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties 
of  an  amount  greater  than  Airline's  expense  with  respect  to  the  premises,  facilities  and  services  used  by, 
furnished  to  or  subleased  to  such  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties. 

Section  2.07.  Completion  of  construction.  City  agrees  to  use  its  best  efforts  to  cause  the  passenger 
terminal  facilities  at  the  Airport  shown  on  Drawing  Nos.  1  to  10,  inclusive,  of  Exhibit  D  attached  hereto 
and  made  a  part  hereof,  including  the  adjacent  passenger  ramps  designated  on  Exhibit  C  attached  hereto 
and  made  a  part  hereof,  to  be  completed  as  early  as  practicable,  subject  to  the  availability  of  funds  there- 
for from  the  proceeds  of  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance.  City  further  agrees  to 
use  its  best  efforts,  subject  to  the  foregoing,  to  cause  all  such  facilities  to  be  available  for  occupancy  and 
use  simultaneously,  including,  without  limitation,  the  taking  of  all  necessary  action  for  the  surrender  of 
premises  presently  leased  by  City  in  the  so-called  temporary  maintenance  area  at  the  Airport. 

Section  2.08.  Exact  Location  of  Leased  Premises.  As  promptly  as  practicable,  the  Consulting 
Engineer  shall  specify  within  the  requirements  of  Section  2.01  and  Section  2.02  hereof  the  exact  location 
in  the  New  Terminal  Building  of  Airline's  New  Terminal  Building  Space  and  the  exact  location  on  the 
Airport  of  Airline's  Passenger  Ramp  Area  and  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation  shall  advise  Airline  in  writing 
thereof,  whereupon  the  premises  leased  under  this  Article  II  shall  be  the  areas  so  specified  by  the  Consult- 
ing Engineer. 

ARTICLE  III 
Term 

The  term  of  this  Lease  shall  be  for  a  period  of  forty  (40)  years  from  the  date  hereof  appearing  on 
the  first  line  of  this  Lease. 

ARTICLE  IV 
Rentals 

Section  4.01.    Rental  payable  by  Airline  for  terminal  building  space. 

Commencing  the  first  day  of  the  calendar  month  next  succeeding  the  effective  date  of  this  Lease 
and  continuing  through  the  period  ending  December  31,  1961,  Airline  shall  pay  to  City,  as  rental  for 
terminal  building  space  leased  to  it  hereunder,  the  monthly  rental  specified  in  Section  1.01  hereof.  Airline 
warrants  that  its  pro  rata  share  of  rental  specified  in  Section  1.01  hereof  for  Present  Outbound  Baggage 
Space,  Present  Inbound  Baggage  Space,  Present  Airline  Toilet  Space  and  Present  Sanitary  Room  Space, 
together  with  the  pro  rata  shares  of  such  rental  payable  by  other  parties  to  an  interline  agreement  between 
such  parties  and  Airline,  aggregate  one  hundred  per  cent  (100%)  of  such  rental. 

Commencing  January  1,  1962  and  thereafter  during  the  term  hereof,  Airline  shall  pay  to  City,  as 

rental  for  terminal  building  space  leased  to  it  hereunder,  a  monthly  rental  of  

  Dollars  ($  ). 

Section  4.02.  Rental  payable  by  Airline  for  Airline's  Passenger  Ramp  Area.  Commencing  January 
1,  1962,  and  thereafter  during  the  term  hereof  so  long  as  any  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  Section  2.02  or 
Section  2.15  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  are  outstanding,  Airline  shall  pay  to  City,  as  rental  for  Air- 
line's Passenger  Ramp  Area,  a  monthly  rental  of   

  Dollars  ($  ),  subject  to  increase 

as  hereinafter  provided.  Such  rental  payable  by  Airline  is  recognized  as  being  the  equivalent  of  a  com- 
mitment of  payment  by  Airline  of  a  minimum  amount  of  Flight  Fees  under  the  Airport  Use  Agreement 
and,  therefore,  shall  be  available  for  application  against  such  Flight  Fees  as  provided  in  the  Airport  Use 
Agreement. 

If  any  additional  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  2.15  of  the  Rev- 
enue Bond  Ordinance  to  provide  funds  to  pay  the  cost  of  completion  of  the  Improvements  referred  to 
therein,  then  the  total  rentals  payable  during  each  fiscal  year,  so  long  as  any  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to 
Section  2.02  or  Section  2.15  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  are  outstanding,  by  all  Airline  Parties  for  the 
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lease  to  them  of  passenger  ramp  areas  at  the  Airpon  of  the  character  leased  to  Airline  hereunder  shall  be 
increased  in  the  aggregate,  efTective  the  later  of  January  1,  1962  or  the  date  of  the  delivery  by  City 
of  such  additional  Bonds  to  a  purchaser,  by  an  amount  equal  to  one  and  ten  hundredths  times  the  Principal 
and  Interest  Requirements  for  each  such  fiscal  year,  as  defined  in  Section  2.16  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordi- 
nance, of  such  additional  Bonds,  and  the  rental  payable  by  Airline  for  Airline's  Passenger  Ramp  Area 
shall  be  increased  by  an  amount  which  bears  the  same  proportion  to  such  aggregate  increase  as  the  rental 
payable  by  Airline  immediately  prior  to  such  increase  for  Airline's  Passenger  Ramp  Area  bears  to  the  total 
rentals  payable  by  all  Airline  Parties  immediately  prior  to  such  increase  for  the  lease  to  them  of 
passenger  ramp  areas  at  the  Airport  of  the  character  leased  to  Airline  hereunder. 

In  the  event  the  rental  for  the  passenger  ramp  areas  leased  to  Airline  Parties  is  increased  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  by  reason  of  the  issue  of  additional  Bonds  under  Section 
2.15  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  on  a  date  other  than  the  beginning  of  any  fiscal  year,  the  increase 
shall  be  prorated  for  the  balance  of  such  fiscal  year  from  the  date  of  the  delivery  of  such  additional 
Bonds  by  City  to  a  purchaser. 

City  and  Airline  agree  that  so  long  as  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding  the  rentals 
provided  for  hereunder  shall  not  be  reduced. 

Section  4.03.  Rentals  payable  regardless  of  availability  of  premises.  The  rentals  payable  by  Airline, 
as  provided  for  in  Sections  4.01  and  4.02  hereof,  shall  be  payable  by  Airline,  commencing  on  the  dates  and 
for  the  respective  periods  therein  provided,  regardless  of  the  date  on  which  any  premises  referred  to  in 
Article  II  hereof  shall  be  constructed  or  shall  be  available  for  occupancy  and  use  by  Airline. 

Section  4.04.  Payment  of  rentals.  Airline  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  calendar  month 
commencing  with  the  calendar  month  next  succeeding  the  effective  date  of  this  Lease,  pay  to  City,  at 
the  office  of  the  City  Comptroller  of  City,  all  rental  payable  hereunder  by  Airline  for  such  month;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  Airline's  pro  rata  share  of  rental  specified  in  Section  1.01  hereof  for  Present  Outbound 
Baggage  Space,  Present  Inbound  Baggage  Space,  Present  Airline  Toilet  Space  and  Present  Sanitary  Room 
Space  shall  be  payable  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  following  the  calendar  month  for  which  such  rental 
is  payable  hereunder.  Any  rental  payable  by  Airline  hereunder  which  is  not  paid  when  due  shall  bear 
interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent  (7%)  per  annum  from  the  due  date  thereof  until  paid. 

ARTICLE  V 

Construction,  Maintenance  and  Repair  by  Airline 

Section  5.01.  Construction,  maintenance  and  repair  on  Airline's  New  Terminal  Building  Space. 
Airline  may  construct  or  install,  at  its  own  exj>ense,  any  equipment,  improvements  and  facilities,  and  any 
additions  thereto,  in  all  or  any  part  of  Airline's  New  Terminal  Building  Space.  All  such  construction  or 
installation  shall  be  made  after  obtaining  any  requisite  building  or  construction  licenses  or  permits.  Plans 
and  specifications  of  any  proposed  construction  or  installation  of  improvements  and  facilities  (including  any 
substantial  alteration  or  addition  thereto)  shall  be  submitted  to  and  receive  the  approval  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  prior  to  the  commencement  of  construction  or  installation.  Any  advertising  signs 
installed  by  Airline  shall  be  limited  to  those  which  advertise  air  transportation,  and  the  number,  general 
type,  size,  design  and  location  of  such  signs  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Aviation. 

Airline  shall  keep  and  maintain  all  such  improvements  and  facilities  and  additions  thereto  constructed 
or  installed  by  it  in  good  condition  and  repair.  No  restrictions  shall  be  placed  upon  Airline  as  to  the 
architects,  builders  or  contractors  who  may  be  employed  by  it  in  connection  with  any  construction,  installa- 
tion, alteration,  repair  or  maintenance  of  any  such  improvements,  facilities  and  additions. 

Airline  shall  keep  Airline's  New  Terminal  Building  Space  in  a  sanitary  and  sightly  condition. 

Section  5.02.  Covenant  against  liens.  Airline  shall  keep  Airline's  New  Terminal  Building  Space 
and  the  installations  situated  thereon  free  and  clear  of  any  and  all  liens  in  any  way  arising  out  of  the  con- 
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struction,  improvement  or  use  thereof  by  Airline;  provided,  however,  that  Airline  may  in  good  faith  contest 
the  validity  of  any  lien. 

Section  5.03.  Performance  by  City  upon  failure  of  Airline  to  maintain.  In  the  event  Airline  fails 
to  perform  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  after  notice  from  City  so  to  do,  any  obligation  required  by  this 
Article  V  to  be  performed  by  Airline,  City  may  enter  the  premises  involved  (without  such  entering 
causing  or  constituting  a  termination  of  this  Lease  or  an  interference  with  the  possession  of  said  premises 
by  Airline)  and  do  all  things  necessary  to  perform  such  obligation,  charging  to  Airline  the  cost  and 
expense  thereof,  and  Airline  agrees  to  pay  City  such  charge  in  addition  to  any  other  amounts  payable  by 
Airline  hereunder;  provided,  however,  that  if  Airline's  failure  to  perform  any  such  obligation  endangers 
the  safety  of  the  public  or  of  employees  of  City,  and  City  so  states  in  its  notice  to  Airline,  City  may 
perform  such  obligation  of  Airline  at  any  time  after  the  giving  of  such  notice  and  charge  to  Airline,  and 
Airline  shall  pay,  as  aforesaid,  the  cost  and  expense  of  such  performance. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Maintenance,  Operation  and  Repair  by  City 

Section  6.01.  Maintenance  and  operation.  City  shall  operate  and  maintain,  in  all  respects  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  that  of  a  reasonably  prudent  operator  of  an  airport,  and  keep  in  good  condition 
and  repair,  the  New  Terminal  Building  and  all  additions,  improvements,  facilities  and  equipment  now  or 
hereafter  provided  by  City  at  or  in  connection  with  the  New  Terminal  Building.  City  shall  keep  the  New 
Terminal  Building,  except  Airline's  New  Terminal  Building  Space,  in  a  sanitary  and  sightly  condition. 

City  shall  maintain  and  keep  in  good  repair  Airline's  Passenger  Ramp  Area  (including  the  removal 
therefrom  of  snow  and  foreign  matter),  so  as  to  permit  the  efficient  taxiing,  servicing,  and  loading  and 
unloading  of  aircraft  operated  by  Airline,  and  Airline  agrees  to  take  such  action  as  the  Commissioner  of 
Aviation  may  reasonably  request  in  order  to  enable  the  City  to  comply  with  this  provision. 

City  shall  at  all  times  maintain  the  New  Terminal  Building  Public  Facilities  so  as  to  provide  for  rea- 
sonably unobstructed  use  thereof  by  passengers  and  invitees  and  shall  keep  such  Facilities  adequately  sup- 
plied, equipped  (including  directional  signs),  furnished  and  decorated. 

City  shall  supply  adequate  heat,  water  and  sewerage  facilities  for  the  New  Terminal  Building  Public 
Facilities,  and  Airline's  New  Terminal  Building  Space,  shall  supply  air  conditioning  in  the  New  Terminal 
Building  Public  Facilities  and  in  that  portion  of  the  Airline's  New  Terminal  Building  Space  which  accord- 
ing to  the  plans  and  specifications  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  City  is  to  be  air  conditioned,  shall 
supply  adequate  electric  power  for  normal  use  and  light  in  all  such  Facilities  and  Space,  except  in  Airline's 
Operation  Area  Space,  shall  supply  electric  power  lines  for  normal  use  adjacent  to  Airline's  Operation 
Area  Space,  and  shall  supply  janitor  service  in  the  New  Terminal  Building  Public  Facilities,  which  janitor 
service  shall  be  of  a  character  satisfactory  to  those  scheduled  air  transportation  companies  who  at  the  time 
are  lessees  of  a  majority  of  the  space  in  the  New  Terminal  Building  which  is  leased  to  scheduled  air  trans- 
portation companies;  provided,  however,  that  Airline  shall  be  required  to  pay  to  City  a  reasonable  charge 
for  water  supplied  by  City  to  Airline's  Operation  Area  Space. 

Section  6.02.  Taxes  on  leased  premises.  City  shall  pay  any  and  all  taxes  or  special  assessments 
which  may  be  levied  or  assessed  upon  the  premises  leased  hereunder;  provided,  however,  that  the  foregoing 
shall  not  apply  to  any  taxes  on  any  personal  property  or  leasehold  of  Airline  located  on  such  premises. 

Section  6.03.  Enjoyment  of  rights  and  privileges.  City  agrees  that  Airline,  performing  its  obliga- 
tions hereunder,  shall  be  entitled  to  and  shall  have  the  possession  and  enjoyment  of  the  premises,  facilities, 
rights  and  privileges  leased  to  it  hereunder,  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  hereof. 

Section  6.04.  Concessionaires.  In  the  event  any  concessionaire  selected  by  City  for  the  purpose  of 
operating  any  concession  at  or  in  connection  with  the  New  Terminal  Building  shall  not  operate  such  con- 
cession in  a  satisfactory  and  efficient  manner,  or  in  the  event  City  shall  fail  to  select  a  concessionaire  for 
the  purpose  of  furnishing  necessary  or  desirable  services  or  products  to  the  public  at  or  in  connection  with 
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the  New  Terminal  Building,  City  shall,  upon  request  of  those  scheduled  air  transportation  companies  who 
at  the  time  are  lessees  of  a  majority  of  the  space  in  the  New  Terminal  Building  which  is  leased  to  sched- 
uled air  transportation  companies,  use  its  best  efforts  to  correct  such  situation,  including,  if  and  so  long  as 
required,  the  selection  of  another  concessionaire,  provided  that  City  has  the  authority  so  to  do  under  the 
terms  of  the  applicable  concession  agreement. 

City  agrees  that  it  will  not,  during  the  term  of  this  Lease,  either  lease  or  otherwise  permit  the  use  of 
any  space,  area  or  facility  in  any  terminal  building  or  otherwise  upon  the  Airport,  by  way  of  a  concession 
or  otherwise,  to  any  individual,  partnership,  or  corporation  engaged  in  business  as  a  travel  agent  or  travel 
bureau  for  the  purpose  of  selling,  furnishing  or  delivering  tickets  available  from  any  Airline  Party  for 
transportation  by  air. 

Section  6.05.  Performance  by  Airline  upon  failure  of  City  to  maintain  and  operate.  In  the  event 
City  fails  to  perform,  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  after  notice  from  Airline  so  to  do,  any  obligation 
required  by  this  Article  VI  to  be  performed  by  City,  Airline  may  perform  such  obligation  of  City  and  bill 
City  for  the  cost  to  Airline  of  such  performance,  but  Airline  shall  not  deduct  any  such  cost  from  any 
amounts  due  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  Airline  and  City  relating  to  the  Airport 
unless  at  the  time  there  are  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  outstanding;  provided,  however,  that  if  City's 
failure  to  perform  any  such  obligation  endangers  the  safety  of  Airline's  operation  at  the  Airport  and  Airline 
so  states  in  its  notice  to  City,  Airline  may  perform  such  obligation  of  City  at  any  time  after  the  giving  of 
such  notice  and  bill  City  for  its  cost  of  such  performance,  but  Airline  shall  not  deduct  any  such  cost  from 
any  amounts  due  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  Airline  and  City  relating  to  the  Airport 
unless  at  the  time  there  are  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  outstanding.  City,  however,  shall  not  be  liable 
to  Airline  for  any  loss  of  revenues  to  Airline  resulting  from  any  of  City's  acts,  omissions  or  neglect  in  the 
maintenance  and  operation  or  otherwise  by  it  of  the  Airport  or  any  facilities  now  or  hereafter  connected 
therewith. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Rules  and  Regulations 

Airline  shall  observe  and  obey  all  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  conduct  and  operation  of 
the  Airport,  promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  City,  which  are  reasonably  required  for  the  prudent 
and  efficient  operation  of  the  Airport  and  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  reasonable  exercise  by  Airline 
of  any  right  or  privilege  granted  to  it  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  Airline  and 
City  relating  to  the  Airport  or  any  part  thereof,  nor  inconsistent  with  safety  nor  with  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  any  Federal  or  State  agency  having  jurisdiction  with  respect  thereto,  nor  inconsistent  with 
the  procedures  prescribed  or  approved  from  time  to  time  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  or  any 
other  governmental  authority  having  jurisdiction  over  operations  at  the  Airport. 

City  shall  keep  Airline  supplied  with  five  (5)  sets  of  City's  current  Airport  rules  and  regidations 
applicable  to  Airline.  Except  in  cases  of  emergency,  no  such  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  applicable  to 
Airline  unless  it  has  been  given  fifteen  (15)  days  notice  of  the  adoption  thereof. 

City,  however,  shall  have  no  control  over  the  rates,  fares  or  charges  that  Airline  may  prescribe  in 
connection  with  its  conduct  of  an  air  transportation  business. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Exercise  by  Cfty  of  Governmental  Functions 

Nothing  contained  herein  shall  impair  the  right  of  City  in  the  exercise  of  its  governmental  func- 
tions to  require  Airline  to  pay  any  tax  or  inspection  fees  or  to  procure  necessary  permits  or  licenses, 
provided  such  requirement  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  to  Airline  hereunder. 

Nothing  contained  herein  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  grant  of  any  franchise,  license,  permit  or  con- 
sent to  Airline  to  operate  motor  coaches,  buses,  taxicabs  or  other  vehicles  carrying  passengers  or  prop- 
erty for  hire  or  other  consideration  over  the  public  ways  to  and  from  the  Airport. 
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ARTICLE  IX 

Indemnity  and  Insurance 

Airline  agrees  to  indemnify  and  hold  City  harmless  from  and  against  all  liabilities,  judgments, 
costs,  damages  and  expenses  which  may  accrue  against,  be  charged  to  or  recovered  from  City  by 
reason  or  on  account  of  damage  to  the  property  of  City  or  the  property  of,  injury  to  or  death  of  any 
person,  arising  from  Airline's  use  and  occupancy  of  and  operations  at  the  Airport,  including  acts  of 
its  agents,  contractors  and  subcontractors,  except  when  caused  by  City's  sole  negligence  or  by  the 
joint  negligence  of  City  and  any  person  other  than  Airline,  its  agents,  contractors  and  subcontractors; 
provided  that  City  shall  give  Airline  prompt  and  timely  notice  of  any  claim  made  or  suit  instituted 
which,  in  any  way,  affects  Airline  or  its  insurer,  and  Airline  or  its  insurer  shall  have  the  right  to  com- 
promise and  defend  the  same  to  the  extent  of  their  own  interests.  Any  final  judgment  rendered  against 
City  for  any  cause  for  which  Airline  is  liable  hereunder  shall  be  conclusive  against  Airline  as  to  lia- 
bility and  amount. 

Airline  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  in  force  insurance  of  the  following  types  and  in  not  less 
than  the  following  amounts,  issued  by  a  company  or  companies  of  sound  and  adequate  financial 
responsibility,  insuring  Airline  and  City  against  all  liabilities  for  accidents  arising  out  of  or  in  connection 
with  Airline's  use  and  occupancy  of  and  operations  at  the  Airport,  except  when  caused  by  City's 
negligence  alone  or  jointly  with  any  person  other  than  Airline,  its  agents,  contractors  and  subcontractors, 
and  shall  furnish  to  City  certificates  evidencing  such  insurance,  naming  City  as  an  additional  assured 
thereunder,  subject  to  the  limitations  set  forth  above  in  respect  of  City's  negligence,  to- wit: 


Aircraft  Public  Liability  Insurance  $   100,000  per  person 

$1,000,000  per  accident 

Aircraft  Property  Damage  Insurance  $  200,000  per  accident 

Comprehensive  Public  Liability  Insurance  $   100,000  per  person 

$  250,000  per  accident 

Comprehensive  Property  Damage  Insurance  $   100,000  per  accident 


If  pursuant  to  any  other  agreement  between  Airline  and  City,  Airline  is  complying  with  requirements 
identical  with  those  of  this  Article,  such  compliance  shall  also  serve  as  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  this  Article. 

ARTICLE  X 

Abatement 

Section  10.01.  Abatement  in  event  of  closing  while  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding. 
In  the  event  that  the  Airport  shall  be  closed  for  any  period  of  time  by  any  order  or  direction  of  City  or 
any  other  governmental  authority  or  agency,  or  by  any  order  or  direction  of  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  while  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  then  to  the  extent  but  only  to  the 
extent  that  sufficient  moneys  are  then  held  to  the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  under  the 
Revenue  Bond  Ordinance,  the  rentals  provided  herein  as  payable  by  Airline  shall  abate  for  the  period 
of  such  closing. 

In  the  event  the  Airport  shall  be  so  closed  for  the  landing  or  taking  off  of  all  turbo  jet  powered  aircraft 
operated  by  Airline  Parties,  which  at  the  time  are  landing  or  taking  off,  in  the  course  of  normal  operations, 
at  one  or  more  airports  having  facilities  similar  to  those  at  the  Airport,  but  shall  not  be  closed  to  the  landing 
or  taking  off  of  other  aircraft  operated  by  any  Airline  Parties,  while  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are 
outstanding,  then  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  the  rentals  provided  herein  as  payable  by  Airline  shall  abate  for 
the  period  of  such  closing,  but  in  no  event  for  more  than  six  (6)  months  for  any  single  closing,  in  any  fiscal 
year,  to  the  extent  but  only  to  the  extent  that  sufficient  moneys  are  then  held  to  the  credit  of  the 
Emergency  Reserve  Account  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions,  in  the  event  there  are  not  sufficient  moneys  at  the  time  to 
the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  available  for  use  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  in  an 
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amount  equivalent  to  the  amount  of  rentals  to  be  abated  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
Section  10.01  and  pursuant  to  similar  provisions  for  the  abatement  of  rentals  under  any  other  leases  of 
premises  at  the  Airport  between  City  and  any  Airline  Party  or  Parties,  then  the  abatement  of  rentals  pur- 
suant to  this  Section  10.01  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  such  other  leases  shall  be  proportionately 
decreased  so  that  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  such  abatements  shall  not  exceed  the  moneys  at  the  time 
to  the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  which  are  available  for  use  under  the  Revenue  Bond 
Ordinance. 

Section  10.02.  Abatement  on  account  of  casualty  when  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  out- 
standing. If  any  part  of  Airline's  New  Terminal  Building  Space  shall  be  rendered  untenantable  by  reason 
of  damage  or  destruction  by  fire,  other  casualty,  act  of  God  or  the  public  enemy,  not  due  to  any  fault  of 
Airline,  and  if  City  is  obligated  hereunder  to  repair  such  damage  or  destruction  and  if  at  the  time  but 
only  if  at  the  time  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  then  the  rentals  provided  herein  as  pay- 
able by  Airline  for  such  Space  shall  be  paid  up  to  the  date  of  such  damage  or  destruction,  but,  unless  City 
shall  promptly  furnish  adequate  temporary  substitute  facilities  and  expeditiously  restore  such  Space,  such 
rental  shall  thereafter  abate  in  an  amount  directly  proportional  to  the  percentage  of  Airline's  New 
Terminal  Building  Space  as  is  rendered  untenantable;  provided,  however,  that  if  City  fails  to  repair  such 
damage  or  destruction  so  that  such  Space  remains  untenantable  for  more  than  ninety  (90)  days  and  if  at 
the  time  but  only  if  at  the  time  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  then  Airline  at  its  option 
may,  by  giving  to  City  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  notice,  terminate  this  Lease.  City  shall  not  be  liable 
to  Airline  for  damages  for  City's  failure  to  furnish  such  temporary  substitute  facilities  or,  except  as  provided 
in  Section  6.05  hereof,  for  City's  failure  to  expeditiously  restore  such  Space. 

If  due  to  damage  or  destruction  by  fire,  other  casualty,  act  of  God  or  the  public  enemy  affecting  the 
Airport,  Airline's  use  of  the  Airport  in  its  conduct  of  an  air  transportation  system  shall  be  substantially 
affected  and  if  at  the  time  but  only  if  at  the  time  no  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  then, 
without  any  prejudice  to  any  right  of  termination  hereunder,  Airline  shall  have  the  right  upon  notice  to 
City,  to  the  abatement  of  a  just  proportion  of  the  rentals  provided  herein  from  the  time  of  such  notice 
until  normal  operations  are  permitted. 

ARTICLE  XI 
Termination  by  City 

City  may  terminate  this  Lease  by  giving  Airline  sixty  (60)  days  advance  notice  upon  or  after  the 
happening  and  during  the  continuance  of  any  one  of  the  following  events: 

(a)  The  filing  by  Airline  of  a  voluntary  petition  in  bankruptcy.  In  such  event,  City  shall  have 
the  right  to  file  a  claim  as  a  creditor  and  the  rent  due  and  to  become  due,  under  the  terms  of  this 
Lease,  shall  be  accelerated  and  become  due  and  payable. 

(b)  The  institution  of  proceedings  in  bankruptcy  against  Airline  and  the  final  adjudication  of 
Airline  as  a  bankrupt  pursuant  to  such  proceedings. 

(c)  The  taking  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  for  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  of  all  or 
substantially  all  of  Airline's  assets  pursuant  to  proceedings  brought  under  the  provisions  of  any  Federal 
reorganization  act. 

(d)  The  appointment  of  a  receiver  of  all  or  substantially  all  of  Airline's  assets  and  Airline's  failure 
to  vacate  such  appointment  withiii  sixty  (60)  days  thereafter. 

(e)  The  assignment  by  Airline  of  its  assets  for  the  benefit  of  its  creditors. 

(f)  The  abandonment  by  Airline  of  its  conduct  of  air  transportation  at  the  Airport. 

(g)  The  default  by  Airline  in  the  performance  of  any  covenant  or  agreement  required  to  be 
performed  by  Airline  herein  and  the  failure  of  Airline  to  remedy  such  default,  or  to  take  prompt  action 
to  remedy  such  default,  within  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  after  receipt  from  City  of  notice  to 
remedy  the  same. 
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No  waiver  by  City  of  default  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  hereof  to  be  performed, 
kept  and  observed  by  Airline  shall  be  construed  to  be  or  act  as  a  waiver  of  any  subsequent  default  of  any 
of  such  terms,  covenants  and  conditions. 

ARTICLE  XII 
Termination  by  Airline 

After  but  only  after  the  payment  and  retirement  of  all  Approved  Revenue  Bonds,  Airline  may  termi- 
nate this  Lease  and  any  or  all  of  its  obligations  hereunder  at  any  time  that  Airline  is  not  in  default  in  the 
payment  of  any  amount  due  from  it  to  City  hereunder  by  giving  City  sixty  (60)  days  advance  notice  upon 
or  after  the  happening  and  during  the  continuance  of  any  one  of  the  following  events: 

(a)  The  failure  or  refusal  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  to  approve  all  weather  operations 
into  and  from  the  Airport  of  aircraft  of  any  type  operated  by  AirUne  in  scheduled  air  transpor- 
tation using  facilities  similar  to  those  at  the  Airport  and  continuance  thereof  for  a  period  of  at 
least  sixty  (60)  days. 

(b)  The  issuance  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of  an  injunction  in  any  way  preventing  or 
restraining  the  use  of  the  Airport  or  any  part  thereof  so  as  to  substantially  affect  Airline's  use  of 
the  Airport  in  its  conduct  of  an  air  transportation  system  and  the  remaining  in  force  of  such 
injunction,  not  stayed  by  way  of  appeal  or  otherwise,  for  a  period  of  at  least  sixty  (60)  days. 

(c)  The  issuance  of  any  order,  rule  or  regulation  or  the  taking  of  any  action  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board  or  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  oi  other  competent  government  authority,  or  the 
occurrence  of  any  fire,  other  casualty,  act  of  God  or  the  public  enemy,  substantially  affecting,  for 
a  period  of  at  least  sixty  (60)  days.  Airline's  use  of  the  Airport  in  its  conduct  of  an  air  trans- 
portation system;  provided,  however,  that  none  of  the  foregoing  is  due  to  any  fault  of  Airline. 

(d)  The  default  by  City  in  the  performance  of  any  covenant  or  agreement  required  to  be  performed 
by  City  herein  or  in  any  other  agreement  between  City  and  Airline  relating  to  the  Airport  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  the  failure  of  City  to  remedy  such  default  or  to  take  prompt  action  to  remedy 
such  default,  within  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  after  receipt  from  Airline  of  notice  to  remedy 
the  same. 

(e)  The  substantial  restriction  of  City's  operation  of  the  Airport  by  action  of  the  Federal  Government, 
or  any  department  or  agency  thereof,  under  its  wartime  or  emergency  powers,  or  by  action  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  or  any  department  or  agency  thereof,  and  continuance  thereof  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days,  provided  such  restriction  adversely  affects  Airline's  operations  at 
the  Airport. 

No  waiver  by  Airline  of  default  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  hereof,  or  of  any  other 
agreement  between  City  and  Airline  relating  to  the  Airport  or  any  part  thereof,  to  be  performed,  kept  and 
observed  by  City  shall  be  construed  to  be  or  act  as  a  waiver  of  any  subsequent  default  of  any  of  such  terms, 
covenants  and  conditions. 

ARTICLE  XIII 
Surrender  of  Possession 

Upon  termination  of  this  Lease,  Airline  shall  surrender  the  premises  leased  to  it  hereunder  in  as  good 
condition  as  when  received,  reasonable  wear  and  tear,  damage  by  fire,  other  casualty,  act  of  God  or  the 
public  enemy  excepted. 

ARTICLE  XIV 
Right  of  Airline  to  Remove  Property 

Airline  shall  be  entitled  during  the  term  of  this  Lease  and  for  a  reasonable  time  (not  exceeding  forty- 
five  days)  after  its  termination,  to  remove  from  the  premises  involved,  or  any  part  thereof,  all  trade  fixtures, 
tools,  machinery,  equipment,  matenals  and  supplies  placed  thereon  by  it  pursuant  to  this  Lease,  subject.

however,  to  any  valid  lien  City  may  have  thereon  for  unpaid  rentals  or  other  amounts  payable  by  Airline 
to  City  hereunder  or  under  any  other  agreement  between  City  and  Airline  relating  to  the  Airport  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  provided  that  Airline  shall  repair  all  damage  resulting  from  such  removal. 

ARTICLE  XV 
Definitions 

The  following  terms,  when  used  in  this  Lease,  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

Section  15.01.  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance.  "Revenue  Bond  Ordinance"  shall  mean  the  Ordinance 
entitled  "Ordinance  authorizing  the  issuance  of  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds 
Series  of  1959  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  extending  said  Airport  and  providing  for  payment  of 
principal  of  and  interest  on  said  bonds",  adopted  the  29th  day  of  December,  1958. 

Section  15.02.  Approved  Revenue  Bonds.  "Approved  Revenue  Bonds"  shall  mean  (a)  the  prin- 
cipal amount  of  Bonds  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.02  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordi- 
nance, (b)  any  additional  Bonds  which  may  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.15  of  the 
Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  to  pay  the  cost  of  completing  improvements  as  referred  to  therein,  and  (c)  any 
additional  Bonds  which  may  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.16  of  the  Revenue  Bond 
Ordinance  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  additional  improvements  and  extensions  referred  to  therein,  if 
and  only  if  the  terms  and  provisions  of  such  additional  Bonds  issued  under  said  Section  2.16  and  of  the 
Supplemental  Ordinance  or  Ordinances  of  City  authorizing  their  issue  shall  have  been  approved  by  the 
Airlines  Representative. 

Section  15.03.  Consulting  Engineer.  "Consulting  Engineer"  shall  mean  the  Consulting  Engineer 
acting  as  such  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance. 

Section  15.04.  Approved  maximum  landing  weight.  The  "approved  maximum  landing  weight" 
of  any  aircraft  shall  mean  the  maximum  landing  weight  approved  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration 
for  landing  such  aircraft  at  the  Airport. 

Section  15.05.  Airline  Parties.  "Airline  Parties"  shall  mean  at  any  time  those  air  carriers  who  then 
have  agreements  with  City,  substantially  the  same  as  the  Airport  Use  Agreement,  except  as  to  any  difference 
in  the  length  of  term  thereof,  under  which  they  agree  to  pay  to  City,  in  connection  with  each  fee  landing 
at  the  Airport  of  aircraft  operated  by  them.  Flight  Fees  on  the  basis  and  in  the  manner  provided  in  the 
Airport  Use  Agreement  and  who  are  either 

(a)  scheduled  air  carriers  holding  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  issued  by  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board, 

(b)  foreign  air  carriers  holding  foreign  air  carrier  permits  issued  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board,  or 

(c)  air  carriers  holding  certificates  of  convenience  and  necessity  issued  by  the  Illinois  Commerce 
Commission  (or  any  successor  thereto). 

Section  15.06.  Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline  Parties.  The  "Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline  Parties" 
shall  mean  at  any  time  the  then  Airline  Parties  who  (a)  constitute  at  least  one-half  of  all  then  Airline 
Parties  and  (b)  operated  aircraft  landed  in  fee  landings  (as  defined  in  the  Airport  Use  Agreement)  at  the 
Airport  during  the  next  preceding  fiscal  year  having  an  aggregate  approved  maximum  landing  weight 
representing  over  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  the  aggregate  approved  maximum  landing  weight  of  all  aircraft, 
landed  in  such  fee  landings  at  the  Airport  during  such  year,  operated  by  all  Airline  Parties  at  the  time 
of  determination. 

Section  15.07.  Airlines  Representative.  The  "Airlines  Representative"  at  any  time  shall  mean 
such  person  (and  such  alternates,  in  such  order)  then  designated  by  a  Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline 
Parties  by  notice  to  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation.  Any  such  designation  of  such  Representative  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect  until  revoked  or  modified  by  a  Majority  in  Interest  of  Airline  Parties  by 
notice  to  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation. 
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Section  15.08.  Commissioner  of  Public  Works.  The  "Commissioner  of  Public  Works"  shall  be 
concerned  with  construction  at  the  Airport  and  shall  mean  for  the  purpose  of  this  Lease  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  of  City  (or  any  successor  thereto  in  whole  or  in  part  as  to  his  duties  here- 
under) and  his  duly  authorized  assistants. 

Section  15.09.  Civil  Aeronautics  Admirtistration,  Civil  Aeronautics  Board.  The  "Civil  Aeronautics 
Administration"  and  the  "Civil  Aeronautics  Board"  shall  each  include  any  successor  thereto. 

Section  15.10.  Commissioner  of  Aviation.  The  "Commissioner  of  Aviation"  shall  be  concerned 
with  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Airport  and  shall  mean  for  the  purpose  of  this  Lease  the 
Commissioner  of  Aviation  of  City  (or  any  successor  thereto  in  whole  or  in  part  as  to  his  duties  here- 
under) and  his  duly  authorized  assistants. 

ARTICLE  XVI 
Miscellaneous 

Section  16.01.  Treatment  of  others.  No  right  or  privileges  with  respect  to  or  rentals  for  space  in 
passenger  terminal  facilities  at  the  Airport  shall  be  granted  by  City  to  any  air  transportation  company  in 
competition  with  Airline,  which  are  more  favorable  to  such  company  than  those  granted  to  Airline,  and 
the  effect  of  which  is  to  place  Airline  at  a  competitive  disadvantage. 

Section  16.02.  Cancellation  of  Lease  of  Terminal  Facilities,  dated  October  28,  1955.  That  certain 
lease,  entitled  Lease  of  Terminal  Facilities,  dated  October  28,  1955,  between  Airline  and  City  providing 
for  the  lease  by  City  to  Airline  of  certain  premises  in  the  Present  Terminal  Building,  is  hereby  cancelled, 
without  affecting,  however,  any  accrued  rights  or  liabilities  at  the  time  of  such  cancellation. 

Section  16.03.  Effective  date  of  Lease.  An  executed  copy  of  this  Lease  will  be  deposited  in 
escrow  with  The  First  National  Bank  of  Chicago,  as  Escrowee,  pursuant  to  an  Escrow  Agreement 
between,  among  others.  City,  Airline  and  such  Escrowee.  This  Lease  shall  become  effective  only  when  and 
if  delivered  uncancelled  to  City  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  such  Escrow  Agreement. 

Section  16.04.  Consents  and  approvals  of  Commissioners.  Consents  and  approvals  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works,  or  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  in  writing  and 
shall  not  be  unreasonably  withheld  and  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  given  unless  within  thirty  (30) 
days  after  receipt  of  written  request  from  Airline  for  such  consent  or  approval,  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  or  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have  given  Airline  a  written 
reply  refusing  or  withholding  action  on  such  consent  or  approval  and  stating  his  reasons  for  such  refusal 
or  such  withholding  of  action. 

Section  16.05.  Notices.  All  notices  to  City  provided  for  herein  shall  be  in  writing  and  may  be 
sent  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  addressed  to  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation  of  the  City  of 
Chicago,  City  Hall,  Chicago  2,  Illinois,  or  to  such  other  address  as  City  may  designate  from  time  to  time 
by  notice  to  Airline,  and  shall  be  deemed  given  when  so  mailed.  All  notices  to  Airline  provided  for  herein 

shall  be  in  vmting  and  may  be  sent  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  addressed  to  Airline,  

 ,  or  to  such  other  address  as  Airline  may  designate  from

Section  16.06.  Separability.  In  the  event  any  covenant,  phrase,  clause,  paragraph.  Section,  con- 
dition or  provision  herein  contained  is  held  to  be  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the 
invalidity  of  any  such  covenant,  phrase,  clause,  paragraph.  Section,  cohdition  or  provision  shall  in  no  way 
affect  any  other  covenant,  phrase,  clause,  paragraph.  Section,  condition  or  provision  herein  contained. 

Section  16.07,  Assignment  or  Sublease.  Airline  shall  not  assign  this  Lease  and  its  rights  here- 
under, in  whole,  except  with  the  prior  consent  of  City,  or  in  part,  except  with  the  prior  consent  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Aviation;  provided,  however,  the  foregoing  shall  not  prevent  the  assignment  of  this 
Lease  and  of  Airline's  rights  hereunder  to  any  corporation  into  or  with  which  Airline  may  merge  or 
consolidate,  or  which  may  succeed  to  the  business  and  assets  of  Airline. 
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Airline  shall  not  sublease  in  whole  the  premises  leased  to  it  hereunder,  except  with  the  prior 
consent  of  City,  and  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  Section  2.06  hereof.

Successors  and  assigns-  All  of  the  covenants,  stipulations  and  agreements  herein 
contained  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  16.07  hereof,  inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  be  binding 
upon  the  successors  and  assigns  of  the  parties  hereto. 

Section  16.11.  Construction.  This  Lease  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  made  in  and  shall  be 
construed  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Section  16.12.  Counterparts.  This  Lease  has  been  executed  in  several  counterparts,  each  of  which 
shall  be  an  original,  and  all  collectively  but  one  instrument.

The  Mayor  is  authorized  to  execute  and  the  City  Clerk  is  authorized  to  attest,  in  con- 
nection with  the  ordinance  authorizing  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  for  the  further  improvement  of 
Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport,  an  Escrow  Agreement,  when  approved  as  to  form  and  legality  by 
the  Corporation  Counsel,  providing  for  the  deposit  in  escrow  of  executed  copies  of  the  Airport  Use  Agree- 
ments, the  Terminal  Building,  the  Hangar,  Cargo  Site  and  the  Fueling  System  Leases,  which  is  to  be 
substantially  in  the  following  form:

The  CITY  OF  CHICAGO  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "City")  and  each  air  transportation 
corporation  named  below  herewith  deposits  with  you,  as  escrowee,  two  copies,  except  as  otherwise  stated 
on  Exhibit  A  attached  hereto,  executed  by  the  City,  attested  under  its  corporate  seal  and  approved  by  the 
Comptroller  and  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City,  and  executed  by  such  air  transportation  corpora- 
tion and  attested  under  its  corporate  seal,  of  each  of  the  documents  identified  on  Exhibit  A.  attached 
hereto  as  being  executed  by  such  air  transportation  corporation.  All  such  documents  deposited  hereunder 
by  the  City  and  all  air  transportation  corporations  named  below  are  hereinafter  collectively  referred  to 
as  the  "deposited  documents". 

The  City  has  adopted  on  December  29,  1958,  an  ordinance  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Revenue 
Bond  Ordinance")  entitled  "Ordinance  authorizing  the  issuance  of  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport 
Revenue  Bonds  Series  of  1959  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  extending  said  Airport  and  providing  for 
payment  of  principal  of  and  interest  on  said  bonds". 

If  all  of  the  following  conditions  are  met: 

(a)  you  shall  receive  on  or  before  March  15,  1959,  a  certificate,  signed  by  the  City  Clerk  of  City, 
stating  that  an  ordinance  has  been  adopted  by  the  City  Council  of  City;  that  such  ordinance 
provides  that  the  Bonds  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  Section  2.02  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance 
are  to  bear  interest  at  a  rate  per  annum  specified  in  such  certificate,  which  rate  shall  not  exceed 
four  and  three-quarters  per  cent  (434%)  ;  and  that  such  ordinance  makes  no  other  changes  in  or 
with  respect  to  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  except  for  specifying  the  Minimum  Sinking 
Fund  Payments  and  the  maximum  amount  to  be  allocated  to  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account 
in  any  fiscal  year,  all  as  provided  in  Section  5.03(2)  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance; 

(b)  you  shall  receive  on  or  before  March  15,  1959,  a  certificate  signed  by  the  City  Comptroller  of 
City  stating  that  One  Hundred  and  Twenty  Million  Dollars  ($120,000,000)  principal  amount  of 
Revenue  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  Section  2.02  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  (bearing  an  in- 
terest rate  of  not  to  exceed  four  and  three-quarters  per  cent  (4%%)  per  annum)  have  been  sold  by 
the  City  and  that  either  (i)  such  sale  has  been  made  to  the  Bankers  referred  to  in  an  agreement, 
dated  August  15,  1957,  between  Glore,  Forgan  and  Co.,  Managing  Underwriter,  and  others,  and 
the  City,  at  a  purchase  price  of  not  less  than  ninety-seven  per  cent  (97%)  of  the  principal  amount 
of  said  Bonds,  plus  accrued  interest  to  the  date  of  delivery  by  the  City  of  said  Bonds  to  the 
purchaser  thereof,  and  that  such  price  has  been  calculated  on  a  basis  that  excludes  therefrom  all 
underwriting  discounts  and  all  expenses  which  under  the  terms  of  said  agreement  are  to  be 
borne  by  such  Bankers,  or  (ii)  such  sale  has  been  made  to  others  than  such  Bankers  at  a  purchase 
price  of  not  less  than  ninety-seven  and  one-eighth  per  cent  (97^%)  of  the  principal  amount  of 
said  Bonds,  plus  accrued  interest  to  the  date  of  delivery  by  the  City  of  said  Bonds  to  the  pur- 
chaser thereof,  and  that  such  price  has  been  calculated  on  a  basis  that  does  not  exclude  therefrom 
any  payment  required  to  be  made  by  the  City  to  the  Bankers,  referred  to  in  clause  (i),  pursuant 
to  Section  12  of  said  agreement  dated  August  15,  1957  (which  payment  will  be  made  from  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  Bonds),  but  does  exclude  therefrom  all  underwriting  discounts  and 
all  expenses  of  a  character  which  under  the  terms  of  said  agreement  were  to  be  borne  by  such 
Bankers  if  they  were  the  purchasers  of  said  Bonds;

In  the  event  any  of  the  foregoing  events  shall  fail  to  occur  within  the  time  hereinabove  specified,  all 
copies  of  the  deposited  documents  shall  thereupon  become  null  and  of  no  effect  and  you  shall  stamp 
"cancelled"  on  the  first  page  of  all  copies  of  the  deposited  documents  and  cancel  all  signatures  on  such 
copies,  and  you  thereupon  shall  deliver  one  copy  of  each  of  the  deposited  documents  so  cancelled  to  the 
Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  and  shall  deliver  one  copy  of  each  of  the  deposited  documents  so  cancelled 
(or  two  copies  of  any  deposited  document,  three  copies  of  which  are  deposited  hereunder)  to  or  upon 
the  direction  of  Curtis  Barkes,  5959  South  Cicero  Avenue,  Chicago,  Illinois,  on  behalf  of  the  respective 
air  transportation  corporations  named  below. 

You  shall,  in  acting  hereunder,  be  entitled  to  rely  upon  any  signature,  notice,  certificate,  receipt  or 
other  document  which  you  believe  to  be  genuine.

Honorable  Richard  J.  Daley,  Mayor,  presented  the 
following  proposed  resolution: 

Whereas,  The  death  of  Dr.  Ernest  E.  Irons, 
President  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chicago 
Municipal  Tuberculosis  Sanitarium,  on  January  18, 
1959,  marks  the  close  of  the  career  of  one  of  the 
nation's  outstanding  physicians;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  to  the  City  of  Chicago  that 
there  inured  the  major  benefits  of  the  service  and 
devotion  to  the  medical  profession  practiced  by 
Dr.  Irons  throughout  a  long  and  illustrious  career 
which  covered  a  span  of  over  55  years:  a  graduate 
of  Rush  Medical  College,  he  became  a  distinguished 
teacher.  Dean  of  Rush  Medical  College  and  Presi- 
dent in  1949  of  the  American  Medical  Association; 
he  served  as  Colonel  in  the  U.  S.  Army  during 
World  War  I,  and  during  World  War  II  he  was  the 
American  Medical  Association  representative  in  the 
World  Medical  Association;  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Medicine  of  the  National  Re- 
search Council;  and  in  1946  he  was  cited  by  the 
University  of  California  Medical  School  as  the 
nation's  most  outstanding  physician ;  and

Gentlemen — At  the  request  of  the  Community 
Conservation  Board  of  Chicago,  I  transmit  here- 
with an  ordinance  authorizing  the  acceptance  of  an 
offer  of  the  United  States  of  America  to  make  an 
advance  of  Federal  funds  to  aid  in  financing  the 
cost  of  certain  surveys  and  plans  for  the  urban 
renewal  project  No.  111.  R-31 — Englewood,  Chicago, 
Illinois,  and  authorizing  the  Community  Conserva- 
tion Board  of  Chicago,  as  the  Agent  of  the  City,  to : 

(a)  Forward  to  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance 
Agency  such  documents  and  proofs  in  con- 
nection with  the  acceptance  of  said  Offer 
as  may  be  requested  by  the  United  States; 

(b)  File  requisitions  together  with  necessary 
supporting  documents,  with  the  Housing 
and  Home  Finance  Agency,  from  time  to 
time  as  Advance  funds  are  required,  re- 
questing payments  to  be  made  to  the  City 
of  Chicago  ( Community  Conservation 
Board  of  Chicago)  on  account  of  the  Ad- 
vance provided  for  in  said  Offer,  and  to  do 
and  perform  all  other  things  and  acts  re- 
quired to  be  done  or  performed  in  order 
to  obtain  such  payments  and  carry  out 
the  obligations  of  the  City  of  Chicago, 
assumed  upon  the  acceptance  of  the  Offer 
of  Advance. 

I  am  advised  that  the  offer  must  be  duly  accepted 
or  rejected,  and  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance 
Agency  must  be  notified  of  such  acceptance  or 
rejection,  prior  to  February  5,  1959. 

I  would  suggest,  therefore,  that  immediate  con- 
sideration be  given  to  this  ordinance.

Whereas,  under  Title  1  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1949,  as  amended  and  supplemented,  the  United 
States  of  America   (herein  called  the  "Govern- 
ment") has  tendered  to  the  City  of  Chicago  (herein 
called  the  "Local  Public  Agency")  an  offer,  herein- 
after mentioned,  to  make  an  Advance  of  Federal 
funds  to  the  Local  Public  Agency  to  aid  in  financ- 
ing certain  surveys  and  plans  for  an  urban  renewal 
project,  designated  Project  No.  111.

Article  I — The  Advance. 

Section  101.  Use  of  Certain  Terms.  Except 
where  the  context  clearly  indicates  otherwise,  the 
following  terms,  as  used  in  this  Contract,  shall 
have  the  meaning  ascribed  to  them  in  this  Section : 

(a)  The  term  "Commissioner"  means  the  Urban 
Renewal  Commissioner,  Housing  and  Home  Finance 
Agency,  or  other  person  who  may  be  at  the  time 
acting  in  the  capacity  or  authorized  to  perform 
the  functions  of  such  Commissioner,  or  the  au- 
thorized representative  thereof,  or  any  other  per- 
son otherwise  authorized  to  perform  the  functions 
to  be  performed  by  such  Commissioner  hereunder. 

(b)  The  term  "State"  means  any  State,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto 
Rico,  and  any  Territory  or  possession  of  the  United 
States. 

Section  102.  Government  Payments  on  Account 
of  Advance. 

(a)  The  Government  will  make  payments  on 
account  of  the  Advance,  from  time  to  time  as  such 
payments  are  needed  for  the  purposes  hereof,  pro- 
vided the  Local  Public  Agency,  prior  to  each  such 
payment,  shall  have: 

(1)    Filed  with  the  Commissioner  its  requisi- 
tion therefor  and  its  certification  of  purposes 


(each  on  forms  prescribed  by  the  Commission- 
er) ,  which  certification  shall  show,  in  reasonable 
detail,  among  other  things,  the  purposes  for 
which  the  payment  requisitioned  will  be  used  and 
the  purposes  for  which  other  funds,  if  any,  cred- 
itable to  the  Surveying  and  Planning  Account  as 
provided  in  this  Contract,  will  be  used  in  con- 
nection therewith. 

(2)  Filed  with  the  Commissioner  a  written 
statement  demonstrating  the  need,  at  the  time, 
for  the  expenditure  of  the  funds  referred  to  in 
the  preceding  subsection  and  that  the  purposes 
for  which  it  proposes  to  expend  such  funds  are 
within  the  purview  of  the  Surveying  and  Plan- 
ning Budget  as  provided  in  the  Contract  and 
other  provisions  of  the  Contract. 

(3)  Filed  with  the  Commissioner  such  opin- 
ions of  local  counsel  with  respect  to  the  status  of 
litigation  and  the  legality  of  proposed  actions, 
and  such  certifications  with  respect  to  other 
matters,  pertaining  to  the  project  planning  and 
the  Project,  as  the  Commissioner  may  reasonably 
require  in  connection  with  such  requisition  and 
certification  of  purposes. 

(b)  Nothwithstanding  any  other  provisions 
hereof,  when  the  Government  has  made  to  the 
Local  Public  Agency  payments  on  account  of  the 
Advance  which  aggregate  the  amount  set  forth 
therefor  in  Section  5,  Part  I  hereof,  or  when  the 
costs  and  obligations  incurred  by  the  Local  Public 
Agency  for  the  project  planning  hereunder  shall 
aggregate  such  amount,  the  Government  shall  be 
under  no  obligation  to  make  any  further  payments 
on  account  of  the  Advance  in  excess  of  such  aggre-

Section  103.  Conditions  Relative  to  Advance 
Payments  by  Government.  Nothwithstanding  any 
other  provisions  of  this  Contract,  the  Government 
may  elect  not  to  make  a  payment  on  account  of 
the  Advance: 

(a)  If  there  shall  not  have  been  provided  and 
credited  to  the  Surveying  and  Planning  Account 
such  funds  as,  together  with  the  amount  of  the 
Advance  set  forth  in  Section  2,  Part  I  hereof,  will 
aggregate  the  then  estimated  cost  of  the  project 
planning; 

(b)  If  the  Local  Public  Agency  shall  have  made 
any  misrepresentation  of  a  material  nature  in  its 
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application  for  the  Advance,  or  any  supplement  to 
or  amendment  of  said  application,  or  in  this  Con- 
tract, or  in  or  with  respect  to  any  document  furn- 
ished in  connection  therewith  or  pursuant  hereto 
by  it  to  the  Government  relative  to  the  project 
planning  or  the  Project ; 

(c)  If  there  is  then  pending  litigation  with 
respect  to  the  Advance  or  the  performance  by  the 
Local  Public  Agency  of  any  of  its  duties  or  obliga- 
tions hereunder  which  may  jeopardize  or  adversely 
affect  the  project  planning,  the  Contract,  or  the 
Advance ;

Section  104.  Suspension  or  Termination  of  Gov- 
ernment's Obligations.  If  the  Local  Public  Agency 
unduly  delays  the  commencement  or  carrying  out 
of  the  project  planning,  fails  to  comply  with  any 
of  the  provisions  hereof,  or  abandons  or  before 
completion  finally  discontinues  the  project  plan- 
ning; or  if,  by  reason  of  any  of  the  events  set 
forth  in  subsections  (a)  to  (h),  inclusive,  of  Sec- 
tion 103  hereof,  or  for  any  other  reason,  the  com- 
mencement, prosecution  or  timely  completion  by  the 
Local  Public  Agency  of  the  project  planning  or 
its  undertaking  of  the  Project  is  rendered  improb- 
able, unfeasible,  impossible  or  illegal,  the  Govern- 
ment, acting  by  or  through  the  Commissioner,  may, 
by  written  notice  to  the  Local  Public  Agency, 
suspend  any  or  all  of  the  Government's  obligations 
under  this  Contract  until  such  time  as  the  condition 
or  situation  resulting  in  such  suspension  has  ceased 
or  been  corrected  or  may  terminate  any  or  all  of 
the  Government's  obligations  under  this  Contract. 

Article  II — Surveying  and  Planning  Account. 

Section  201.  Establishment  and  Maintenance  of 
Surveying  and  Planning  Account.  The  Local  Pub- 
lic Agency  will  establish  and  maintain  a  separate 


account  which  shall  be  designated  "Surveying  and 

Planning  Account,  Advance  Contract  No  ", 

with  the  Advance  Contract  Number  assigned  by 
the  Commissioner  to  this  Contract  being  set  forth 
in  such  designation,  such  account  being  herein 
referred  to  as  the  "Surveying  and  Planning  Ac- 
count." 

Section  202.  Moneys  Creditable  to  Surveying 
and  Planning  Account.  The  Local  Public  Agency 
will  promptly  credit  to  the  Surveying  and  Planning 
Account  all  moneys  which  are  provided  to  it  by  any 
source  for  financing  the  cost  of  the  project  planning 
including : 

(a)  All  payments  by  the  Government  to  the 
Local  Public  Agency  on  account  of  the  Advance; 
and 

(b)  All  funds  provided,  as  contributions,  dona- 
tions or  grants,  to  the  Local  Public  Agency  for  the 
project  planning. 

Section  203.  Establishment  and  Revision  of  Sur- 
veying and  Planning  Budget. 

(a)  The  latest  proposed  budget,  whether  ori- 
ginal or  revised,  which  is  submitted  by  the  Local 
Public  Agency,  shall,  to  the  extent  approved  by 
the  Government,  constitute  the  budget  for  the  proj- 
ect planning  and  shall  be  designated  "Surveying 

and  Planning  Budget,  Advance  Contract  No  " 

with  the  Advance  Contract  number  assigned  by 
the  Commissioner  to  this  Contract  being  set  forth 
in  such  designation,  such  budget  being  herein  re- 
ferred to  as  the  "Surveying  and  Planning  Budget." 

(b)  In  the  event  it  appears  that,  in  order  to 
carry  out  or  complete  the  project  planning  in  ac- 
cordance herewith,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the 
Local  Public  Agency  to  incur  costs  therefor  which 
are  not  in  conformity  with  the  Surveying  and 
Planning  Budget,  or  if,  for  any  other  reason,  the 
Local  Public  Agency  deems  it  advisable,  the  Local 
Public  Agency  will  prepare  ( on  forms  prescribed  by 
the  Commissioner)  a  proposed  revised  budget.  Such 
proposed  revised  budget,  as  approved  by  the  Gov- 
ernment, shall  supersede  any  previously  approved 
budget  and  shall  constitute  the  Surveying  and 
Planning  Budget  hereunder. 

Section  204.  Reports  on  Status  of  Budget  and 
Surveying  and  Planning  Account.  At  such  times 
during  the  carrying  out  of  the  project  planning  as 
the  Commissioner  shall  specify,  but  not  more  often 
than  once  a  month,  the  Local  Public  Agency  will 
prepare  (on  forms  prescribed  by  the  Commission- 
er), and  submit  to  the  Commissioner,  a  report  of 
the  costs  and  obligations  incurred  or  to  be  incurred 
by  it  in  carrying  out  and  completing  the  project 
planning. 

Section  205.  Charges  against  Surveying  and 
Planning  Account. 

(a)  The  Local  Public  Agency  may  charge  or 
permit  to  be  charged  subject  to  other  provisions  of 
this  Contract,  to  the  Surveying  and  Planning  Ac- 
count : 

( 1 )  Only  such  project  planning  costs  as  shall 
have  been  specified  in  a  certification  of  purposes, 
or  amendment  thereof,  and  supporting  docu- 
ments relating  thereto,  filed  by  the  Local  Public 
Agency  and  accepted  by  the  Commissioner;  and 

(2)  Only  such  project  planning  costs  as  are 
in  conformity  with  the  Surveying  and  Planning 
Budget. 

(b)  The  Local  Public  Agency  will  not  charge 
or  permit  to  be  charged  against  the  Surveying  and 
Planning  Account: 
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(1)  Any  items  or  amounts  except  for  the 
payment  of  project  planning  costs,  and  otherwise 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Contract: 
Provided,  however^  That  the  Local  Public  Agency 
may  charge  against  the  Surveying  and  Planning 
Account  such  amounts  as  the  Commissioner  may 
from  time  to  time  approve  in  writing,  and  credit 
the  same  to  another  fund  established  for  the 
convenient  and  efficient  payment  of  items  charge- 
able in  part  to  the  project  planning  and  in  part 
to  any  other  activity  or  enterprise  of  the  Local 
Public  Agency,  but  any  funds  so  transferred  shall 
be  applied  only  to  the  payment  of  the  appropriate 
portion  of  such  items  as  may  be  properly  at- 
tributable to  the  project  planning:  Provided, 
further.  That  project  planning  costs,  as  used 
herein,  shall  not  include  costs  of  the  preparation 
or  revision  of  a  general  plan  for  the  development 
of  the  locality  as  a  whole  in  which  the  Urban 
Renewal  Area  is  situated,  or  costs  of  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  workable  program  referred  to  in 
Section  101(c)  of  Title  I; 

(2)  Costs  of  a  regular  or  continuing  nature: 
Provided,  however,  that  salaries  and  wages  of 
officers  and  employees  of  the  Local  Public  Agency 
who  devote  official  time  directly  to  the  project 
planning  under  specific  assignments  and  respect- 
ing whom  adequate  records  of  the  time  devoted 
to  and  the  work  performed  in  the  project  plan- 
ning are  maintained  by  the  Local  Public  Agency 
may  be  considered  as  costs  chargeable  to  the 
Surveying  and  Planning  Account  to  the  extent 
of  the  time  thus  devoted  and  recorded,  provided 
they  are  otherwise  in  accord  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Contract. 

(3)  Costs  incurred  in  or  arising  from  actions 
concerning  which  the  Local  Public  Agency  has 
been  requested,  in  accordance  with  Section  406 
hereof,  to  furnish  data  to  the  Commissioner  re- 
lating to  such  proposed  actions,  if  the  Local 
Public  Agency  shall  have  taken  such  action  with- 
out having  been  advised  by  the  Commissioner 
that  the  Government  has  no  objection  to  its  so 
doing;  or 

(4)  Costs  incurred  by  the  Local  Public 
Agency  after  notice  of  the  suspension  or  termina- 
tion, in  accordance  with  Section  104  hereof,  of 
any  or  all  of  the  Government's  obligations  under 
this  Contract,  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  Commissioner  to  the  incurring  of  such  costs. 

Section  206.  Checks,  Orders  and  Vouchers.  Any 
check  or  order  drawn  by  the  Local  Public  Agency 
with  respect  to  any  item  which  is  or  will  be  charge- 
able against  the  Surveying  and  Planning  Account 
will  be  drawn  only  in  accordance  with  a  properly 
signed  voucher  then  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Local  Public  Agency  stating  in  proper  detail  the 
purposes  for  which  such  check  or  order  is  drawn. 

Article  in — Repayment,  Disposition  or  Transfer 
of  Funds  by  Local  Public  Agency. 

Section  301.  Repayments  of  Advance.  The  Lo- 
cal Public  Agency  will  repay,  with  interest  as  spec- 
ified in  Part  I,  each  Advance  payment  which  is 
made  to  it  under  this  Contract,  out  of  any  moneys 
which  become  available  to  it,  from  whatever  source 
derived,  for  the  undertaking  of  the  Project  involved 
herein. 

Section  302.  Disposition  of  Certain  Moneys  on 
Termination  of  Government's  Obligations.  Upon 
termination,  pursuant  to  Section  104  hereof,  of  the 
Government's  obligations  under  this  Contract,  the 
Local  Public  Agency  will  credit  to  the  Surveying 


and  Planning  Account  the  proceeds  from  the  sale, 
at  fair  market  value,  of  the  materials,  equipment, 
supplies  and  property  on  hand  which  were  acquired 
with  Surveying  and  Planning  Account  funds  here- 
under or,  in  the  alternative,  a  sum  equal  to  such 
fair  market  value:  Provided,  That  the  foregoing 
requirement  of  this  Section  shall  apply  only  to  the 
extent  that  the  Advance  payments  made  to  the 
Local  Public  Agency  under  this  Contract  shall 
not  have  been  previously  repaid  with  interest  there- 
on as  specified  in  Part  I  hereof. 

Section  303.  Remittance  of  Unexpended  Balance 
171  Surveying  and  Planning  Account.  Upon  com- 
pletion of  the  project  planning  or  upon  termination, 
pursuant  to  Section  104  hereof,  of  the  Govern- 
ment's obligations  under  this  Contract,  the  Local 
Public  Agency  will  remit  to  the  Government  the 
amount  of  the  unexpended  balance,  if  any,  of  funds 
credited  to  the  Surveying  and  Planning  Account 
after  the  payment  or  provision  for  payment  by  the 
Local  Public  Agency  of  such  costs  as  are,  in  accord- 
ance herewith,  chargeable  to  the  Surveying  and 
Planning  Account,  and  the  Government  will  credit 
the  amount  so  returned  against  the  outstanding 
principal  amount  of  the  Advance:  Provided,  That 
the  foregoing  requirements  of  this  Section  shall 
apply  only  to  the  extent  that  the  Advance  pay- 
ments made  to  the  Local  Public  Agency  under  this 
Contract  shall  not  have  been  previously  repaid  with 
interest  thereon  as  specified  in  Part  I  hereof. 

Section  304.  Transfer  of  Unexpended  Balance 
in  Surveying  and  Planning  Account  Upon  Repay- 
ment of  Advance.  Upon  completion  of  the  project 
planning  and  after  the  execution  of  a  contract  with 
the  Government  under  Title  I  for  financial  aid  for 
the  undertaking  of  the  Project,  if  the  Advance  pay- 
ments theretofore  made  to  the  Local  Public  Agency 
hereunder  shall  have  been  repaid  with  interest 
thereon  as  specified  in  Part  I  hereof  out  of  moneys 
made  available  to  it  for  the  undertaking  of  the 
Project,  the  Local  Public  Agency  will  transfer  to 
the  Project  Expenditures  Account  established  in  ac- 
cordance with  such  contract  and  make  available 
for  Project  purposes  the  unexpended  balance,  if 
any,  of  funds  credited  to  the  Surveying  and  Plan- 
ning Account  hereunder,  after  payment  or  provi- 
sion for  payment  of  such  costs  as  are,  in  accordance 
herewith,  chargeable  to  the  Surveying  and  Plan- 
ning Account. 

Section  305.  Acceptance  of  Funds  by  the  Gov- 
ernment. The  action  of  the  Government  in  accepting 
or  in  crediting  the  amount  or  amounts  returned  by 
the  Local  Public  Agency  in  accordance  with  Sec- 
tion 303  shall  not  constitute  a  waiver  of  any  claims 
which  the  Government  may  otherwise  have  arising 
out  of  this  Contract. 

Article  IV — Matters  Relating  to  Administration. 

Section  401.  Maintenance  of  Records.  The  Local 
Public  Agency  will  keep  such  records  as  are  pre- 
scribed by  the  Commissioner,  with  respect  to  the 
matters  covered  by  this  Contract,  including  records 
which  permit  a  speedy  and  effective  audit  and  will 
fully  disclose  the  amount  and  disposition  by  the 
Local  Public  Agency  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Ad- 
vance made  to  it,  the  amount  of  any  private  or 
other  non-Federal  funds  used  or  grants-in-aid  made 
for  or  in  connection  with  the  project  planning  or 
the  Project,  and  the  amount  and  disposition  of  all 
other  funds  which  are  creditable  to  the  Surveying 
and  Planning  Account.  Such  records  shall  also  in- 
clude full  and  accurate  books  and  records  docu- 
menting all  receipts,  deposits,  and  expenditures, 
charges  and  credits  by  it  with  respect  to  the  project 
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planning,  the  Surveying  and  Planning  Account,  and 
funds  becoming  available  to  it  for  its  actual  under- 
taking of  the  Project.  Checks  and  orders  drawn 
against  the  Surveying  and  Planning  Account  shall, 
when  paid,  together  with  the  vouchers  pertaining 
thereto,  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from  all  other 
checks,  orders  and  vouchers. 

Section  402.  Government  Audits  and  Inspec- 
tions. The  Local  Public  Agency  will,  during  normal 
business  hours,  permit  the  Commissioner  to  have 
full  and  free  access  to  and  to  examine  all  books  and 
records  of  the  Local  Public  Agency  with  respect  to 
the  matters  covered  by  this  Contract  and  will  per- 
mit the  Commissioner  to  make  audits  of  such  mat- 
ters and  of  its  payrolls,  records  of  personnel,  con- 
ditions of  employment,  invoices,  books  of  accounts 
and  other  data  relative  to  such  matters. 

Section  403.  Reports  and  Information.  The 
Local  Public  Agency  will  furnish  the  Commissioner 
with  such  periodic  reports,  statements  and  other 
documentary  data  and  information  as  he  may  rea- 
sonably request  relative  to  the  matters  referred  to 
in  the  two  preceding  Sections  and  to  the  progress 
and  status  of  the  project  planning,  and  as  to  its 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Contract. 

Section  404.  Expenses  for  Government  Audits, 
Inspections  and  Representatives.  The  Local  Public 
Agency  will  compensate  the  Government  for  ex- 
penses by  the  Government  of  inspections  and  audits 
of  the  Local  Public  Agency's  operations  hereunder, 
and  of  providing  representatives  at  the  site  of  the 
Project  during  project  planning,  by  paying  the  Gov- 
ernment a  fixed  fee  therefor  in  the  amount  set 
forth  in  Section  6,  Part  I  hereof.  Notwithstanding 
any  other  provision  of  this  Contract,  the  amount 
of  such  compensation  shall  be  chargeable  against 
the  Surveying  and  Planning  Account  and  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Local  Public  Agency  from  funds  pro- 
vided for  the  project  planning  promptly  as  such 
funds  are  provided. 

Section  405.  Insurance  and  Bonds.  The  Local 
Public  Agency  will  procure  and  maintain  or  cause 
the  procurement  and  maintenance  of  insurance  and 
fidelity  and  surety  bonds  as  may  be  appropriate 
and  necessary  in  connection  with  project  planning 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Public  Agency  here- 
under, and  for  the  protection  of  all  funds  and  prop- 
erty becoming  available  to  or  acquired  by  it  or  on 
its  behalf  for  the  undertaking  and  carrying  out  of 
the  project  planning.  Such  insurance  and  bonds 
shall  be  of  such  types  and  in  such  amounts  as  shall 
be  proper  and  adequate  to  protect  the  interests  of 
the  Local  Public  Agency  under  and  by  virtue  of 
this  Contract,  and  shall  be  procured  from  finan- 
cially sound  insurance,  fidelity  or  surety  companies 
at  the  lowest  practicable  cost. 

Section  406.  Data  Concerning  Proposed  Actions. 
The  Local  Public  Agency  will  promptly  furnish  two 
copies  and  such  additional  copies  as  the  Commis- 
sioner may  reasonably  request  of  the  following  de- 
scribed documents  and  data  pertaining  to  actions 
then  proposed  to  be  taken  by  the  Local  Public 
Agency  with  respect  to  the  project  planning  under 
this  Contract:  (a)  proposed  contract  documents  of 
all  types;  (b)  tabulations  of  bids  or  proposals  re- 
ceived on  such  proposed  contracts;  (c)  proposed 
awards  of  such  contracts;  (d)  copies  of  proposed 
purchase  orders;  (e)  proposed  contract  amend- 
ments, change  orders,  novations,  or  assignments; 
(f)  proposed  determinations  respecting  liquidated 
damages  and  extensions  of  time  under  contracts; 
and  (g)  other  data  relative  to  any  expenditures 
proposed  to  be  made  (including,  without  limiting 


the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  fees  and  salaries 
proposed  to  be  established)  by  the  Local  PubUc 
Agency  with  respect  to  the  project  planning. 

Section  407.  Data  Concerning  Accomplished  Ac- 
tions. The  Local  Public  Agency  will  promptly  fur- 
nish two  copies  and  such  additional  copies  (con- 
formed or  executed)  as  the  Commissioner  may  rea- 
sonably request  of  the  following  documents  perti- 
nent to  the  project  planning  under  this  Contract: 
(a)  contracts  and  purchase  orders;  (b)  contract 
amendments  and  change  orders,  contract  novations 
and  assignments,  and  contract  time  extensions;  (c) 
ordinances,  resolutions,  or  other  proceedings;  (d) 
payrolls  and  other  data  relating  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Contract  pertaining  to  employment;  (e) 
fidelity  bonds,  surety  bonds,  insurance  policies  or 
certificates  covering  or  other  proofs  of  insurance 
or  of  such  bonds  or  policies;  and  (f)  other  rele- 
vant documentary  data. 

Section  408.  Other  Data  Relative  to  the  Project. 
The  Local  Public  Agency  will  furnish  two  copies 
and  such  additional  copies  as  the  Commissioner 
may  reasonably  request  of  the  following  documents 
pertinent  to  the  undertaking  of  the  Project:  (a) 
Project  plans,  including  the  urban  renewal  plan  for 
the  Project,  appraisal  reports,  title  documents,  and 
other  documents  relating  to  the  acquisition  of  land, 
plans  for  carrying  out  a  program  of  voluntary  re- 
pair and  rehabilitation  of  buildings  and  improve- 
ments, and  plans  for  the  enforcement  of  State  and 
local  laws,  codes,  and  regulations  relating  to  the 
use  of  land  and  the  use  and  occupancy  of  buildings 
and  improvements,  and  to  the  compulsory  repair, 
rehabilitation,  demolition,  or  removal  of  buildings 
and  improvements;  (b)  the  general  plan  for  devel- 
opment of  the  locality  as  a  whole;  (c)  documen- 
tary data  with  respect  to  the  workable  program 
referred  to  in  Section  101(c)  of  Title  I;  (d)  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Local  Public  Agency  and  of  the 
governing  body  of  the  locality  in  which  the  Urban 
Renewal  Area  is  located  pertaining  to  the  Project; 

(e)  proceedings  evidencing  the  holding  of  a  public 
hearing  respecting  the  undertaking  of  the  Project; 

(f)  studies  and  reports  pertaining  to  the  Urban 
Renewal  Area  and  the  Project;  (g)  land  acquisi- 
tion, land  disposition,  property  management  and 
relocation  documents  and  plans;  (h)  financial  doc- 
uments and  plans  with  respect  to  the  Project,  in- 
cluding evidence  of  the  availability  of  local  grants- 
in-aid;  and  (i)  other  relevant  documentary  data. 

Article  V — Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

Section  501.  Accomplishment  of  Work.  To  the 
extent  that  funds  are  available  therefor,  the  Local 
Public  Agency  will  commence,  carry  on  and  com- 
plete the  project  planning  with  all  practicable  dis- 
patch, in  a  sound,  economical  and  efficient  manner, 
in  accordance  with  all  applicable  laws  and  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Contract. 

Section  502.  Competitive  Bidding.  The  Local 
Public  Agency  will  give  full  opportunity  for  free, 
open  and  competitive  bidding  for  each  contract  to 
be  let  by  it  calling  for  the  furnishing  of  any  mate- 
rials, supplies  or  equipment  for  use  in  its  undertak- 
ing of  the  project  planning;  will  give  such  publicity 
to  its  advertisements  or  calls  for  bids  for  each  such 
contract  as  will  provide  adequate  competition;  and 
the  award  of  each  such  contract,  when  made,  will 
be  made  by  it  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder:  Provided,  That  in  the  selection 
of  such  materials,  equipment  or  supplies,  the  Local 
Public  Agency  may,  in  the  interest  of  standardiza- 
tion or  ultimate  economy,  if  the  advantage  of  such 
standardization  or  such  ultimate  economy  is  clear- 
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ly  evident  and  an  appropriate  provision  for  such 
action  is  included  by  it  in  the  proposed  contract 
documents  upon  which  bids  are  invited,  award  a 
contract  to  a  responsible  bidder  other  than  the  low- 
est in  price:  Provided  further,  That  if  the  esti- 
mated amount  of  the  proposed  contract,  as  estimat- 
ed by  the  Local  Public  Agency,  is  $2,500  or  less, 
such  contract  may,  except  where  contrary  to  the 
requirements  of  State  or  local  law,  be  let  on  the 
basis  of  informal  bidding:  Provided  further,  That 
purchases  of  such  materials,  equipment  or  supplies 
in  amounts  of  $1,000  or  less  may,  except  where 
contrary  to  the  requirements  of  State  or  local  law, 
be  made  from  time  to  time  by  the  Local  Public 
Agency  without  observance  of  the  other  provisions 
of  this  Section. 

Section  503.  Certain  Requirements  Concerning 
Land.  The  Local  Public  Agency  will,  in  accom- 
plishing the  project  planning,  include,  among  other 
things,  provisions  to  assure  that  in  undertaking 
and  carrying  out  the  Project  it  will : 

(a)  Take  all  reasonable  measures  to  remove  or 
abrogate,  or  to  cause  to  be  removed  or  abrogated, 
any  and  all  legally  enforceable  provisions  in  any 
and  all  agreements,  leases,  conveyances  or  other 
instruments  restricting,  upon  the  basis  of  race,  re- 
ligion, color  or  national  origin,  the  sale,  lease  or 
occupancy  of  any  land  in  the  Urban  Renewal  Area 
which  such  Local  Public  Agency  acquires  as  a  part 
of  the  Project ;  and 

(b)  Not  itself  effect  or  execute,  and  will  adopt 
effective  measures  to  assure  that  there  is  not  effect- 
ed or  executed  by  the  purchasers  or  lessees  from 
it  (or  the  successors  in  interest  of  such  purchasers 
or  lessees),  any  agreement,  lease,  conveyance  or 
other  instrument  whereby  land  in  the  Urban  Re- 
newal Area  which  is  disposed  of  by  such  Local 
Public  Agency  as  a  part  of  the  Project,  is  restrict- 
ed, either  by  such  Local  Public  Agency  or  by  such 
purchasers,  lessees  or  successors  in  interest,  upon 
the  basis  of  race,  religion,  color  or  national  origin, 
in  the  sale,  lease  or  occupancy  thereof. 

Section  504.  Non-Discrimination  against  Em- 
ployees or  Applicants  for  Employment.  In  the  un- 
dertaking and  carrying  out  of  the  project  planning, 
the  Local  Public  Agency  will  not  discriminate 
against  any  employee  or  applicant  for  employment 
because  of  race,  religion,  color  or  national  origin. 
This  provision  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to, 
the  following:  Employment,  upgrading,  demotion, 
or  transfer;  recruitment  or  recruitment  advertis- 
ing; layoff  or  termination;  rates  of  pay  or  other 
forms  of  compensation;  and  selection  for  training, 
including  apprenticeship.  The  Local  Public  Agency 
will  insert  the  foregoing  provision  (modified  only 
to  show  the  particular  contractual  relationship) 
in  all  of  its  contracts  for  the  project  planning  and 
will  require  all  such  contractors  to  insert  a  similar 
provision  in  all  subcontracts  for  the  project  plan- 
ning. 

Section  505.  Certain  Provisions  in  Contracts 
with  Third  Parties.  The  Local  Public  Agency  will 
incorporate  in  each  contract  entered  into  by  it  with 
any  party  with  respect  to  the  project  planning, 
such  provisions  and  conditions,  not  inconsistent 
with  applicable  law,  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable 
it  to  perform  and  carry  out  such  work  and  to  ob- 
serve, require  appropriate  observance  of,  perform 
and  carry  out  the  applicable  provisions  of  this 
Contract. 

Section  506.  Meeting  Requirements  of  State  or 
Local  Law.  In  the  event  that  any  election,  referen- 
dum, permit,  approval,  notice  or  other  proceeding 


or  authorization  is  requisite  under  applicable  law 
in  order  for  the  Local  Public  Agency  to  accept  the 
offer  or  to  undertake  the  project  planning  there- 
imder,  or  to  observe,  assume  or  carry  out  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  Contract  to  be  observed,  as- 
sumed or  carried  out  by  it,  the  Local  Public  Agency 
will  initiate  and  consummate,  as  provided  by  law, 
all  actions  necessary  to  be  initiated  and  consum- 
mated by  it  with  respect  to  any  such  matter  so 
requisite. 

Section  507.  Interest  of  Certain  Federal  Offi- 
cials. No  member  of  or  Delegate  to  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States,  and  no  Resident  Commis- 
sioner, shall  be  admitted  to  any  share  or  part  of 
this  Contract  or  to  any  benefit  to  arise  from  the 
same. 

Section  5'08.  Interest  of  Local  Public  Agency 
Personnel  and  Other  Public  Officials. 

(a)  The  Local  Public  Agency  will  adopt  and  en- 
force measures  appropriate  to  assure  that  no  mem- 
ber of  its  governing  body  and  no  other  officer  or 
employee  of  the  Local  Public  Agency  who  exercises 
any  functions  or  responsibilities  in  connection  with 
the  undertaking  or  carrying  out  of  the  project 
planning  or  the  project  shall,  prior  to  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Project,  voluntarily  acquire  any  per- 
sonal interest,  direct  or  indirect,  in  any  property 
included  in  the  Urban  Renewal  Area,  or  in  any 
contract  or  proposed  contract  in  connection  with 
the  project  planning  or  the  undertaking  of  the 
Project.  If  any  such  member,  officer  or  employee 
presently  owns  or  controls,  or  in  the  future  invol- 
untarily acquires,  any  such  personal  interest,  he 
shall  immediately  disclose,  such  interest  to  the 
Local  Public  Agency.  Upon  such  disclosure  such 
member,  officer  or  employee  shall  not  participate 
in  any  action  by  the  Local  Public  Agency  affecting 
the  carrying  out  of  the  project  planning  or  the 
undertaking  of  the  Project  unless  the  Local  Public 
Agency  shall  determine  that,  in  the  light  of  such 
personal  interest,  the  participation  of  such  member 
in  any  such  action  would  not  be  contrary  to  the 
public  interest.  The  Local  Public  Agency  will 
promptly  advise  the  Government  of  the  facts  and 
circumstances  concerning  any  disclosure  of  interest 
made  to  it  pursuant  to  this  paragraph. 

(b)  No  member  of  the  governing  body  and  no 
other  public  official  of  the  locality  in  which  the 
Urban  Renewal  Area  is  situated  who  exercises  any 
functions  or  responsibilities  in  the  review  or  ap- 
proval of  the  undertaking  or  carrying  out  of  the 
project  planning  or  the  Project  involved  therein 
shall,  prior  to  the  completion  of  the  Project,  vol- 
untarily acquire  any  personal  interest,  direct  or 
indirect,  in  any  property  included  in  the  Urban 
Renewal  Area,  or  in  any  contract  or  proposed  con- 
tract in  connection  with  the  project  planning  or 
the  undertaking  of  the  Project. 

(c)  Any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  constitute  grounds  for  the  termination 
of  the  Government's  obligations  under  this  Con- 
tract. 

Section  509.  Individual  Liability  of  Local  Pub- 
lic Agency  Personnel.  No  member  of  the  Local  Pub- 
lic Agency's  governing  body,  and  no  officer  of  the 
Local  Public  Agency,  shall  be  individually  or  per- 
sonally liable  on  any  obligation  assumed  by  the 
Local  Public  Agency  hereunder. 

Section  510.  Bonu^  or  Commission.  The  Local 
Public  Agency  will  not  pay  any  bonus  or  commis- 
sion for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  approval  of  the 
application  for  the  Federal  financial  assistance  pro- 
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vided  for  herein,  or  any  other  approval  which  may 
be  necessary  under  this  Contract. 

Section  511.  Claims  Against  Government  by 
Other  Persons.  Neither  this  Contract  nor  any  acts 
in  pursuance  hereof  shall  constitute  any  obligation 
by  the  Government  to  enter  into  any  contract  with 
the  Local  Public  Agency  or  any  other  entity  for 
other  or  additional  Federal  financial  assistance  in 
connection  with  the  project  planning  or  the  Project. 

Section  512.  Provisions  Concerning  Certain 
Waivers.  Subject  to  applicable  Federal  law,  any 
right  or  remedy  which  the  Government  may  have 
under  this  Contract  may  be  waived  in  writing  by 
the  Government  by  a  formal  waiver  and  either 
with  or  without  the  execution  of  any  amendatory 
or  supplementary  agreement,  if,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Commissioner,  this  Contract,  as  so  modified, 
will  still  conform  to  the  terms  and  requirements 
of  pertinent  laws.

such  breach  or  default  shall  exist  shall  in  no  wise 
impair  or  prejudice  any  right  or  remedy  available 
to  the  Government  in  respect  of  such  breach  or 
default. 

Section  514.  How  Contract  Affected  by  Provi- 
sions Being  Held  Invalid.  If  any  provision  of  this 
Contract  is  held  invalid,  the  remainder  of  this  Con- 
tract shall  not  be  affected  thereby  if  such  remain- 
der would  then  continue  to  conform  to  the  terms 
and  requirements  of  Title  I  and  other  applicable 
laws.

Section  1.  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  and  City  Clerk  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  execute  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  City 
of  Chicago  an  agreement  whereby  the  Gulf,  Mobile 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  grants  to  the  City  an 
easement  to  construct  and  maintain  a  sewer  in  and 
across  their  property  in  the  vicinity  of  S.  Normal 
Avenue  and  S.  Archer  Avenue,  substantially  in  the 
form  as  follows: 

This  Agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  

day  of   ,  1958,  by  and  between  the  Gulf, 

Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Railroad  Company", 
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party  of  the  first  part,  and  City  of  Chicago,  Illinois, 
a  municipal  corporation  organized  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  Illinois,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
the  "City",  party  of  the  second  part, 
Witnesseth : 

That,  Whereas,  City  is  preparing  to  construct  a 
sewer  across  the  right  of  way  of  Railroad  Com- 
pany in  Section  28,  Township  39,  Range  14  East  of 
the  Third  Principal  Meridian  in  the  City  of  Chicago, 
County  of  Cook,  and  State  of  Illinois ;  and 

Whereas,  Railroad  Company  recognizes  the  pub- 
lic necessity  for  the  construction  and  operation  of 
said  sewer,  and  is  willing  to  grant  an  easement 
for  the  construction  of  same  through  and  under 
the  property  of  Railroad  Company ; 

Now,  Therefore,  in  consideration  of  One  ($1.00) 
Dollar  paid  by  City  to  Railroad  Company,  receipt 
of  which  is  hereby  acknowledged,  and  of  the  cove- 
nants and  conditions  herein  contained.  Railroad 
Company  grants  to  City  a  continuing  right,  privi- 
lege and  authority  to  construct,  reconstruct,  repair, 
maintain  and  operate  a  16'-0"  x  12'-9%"  concrete 
sewer  upon,  under  and  through  the  following-de- 
scribed property: 

That  part  of  Lots  Fifteen  (15)  and  Sixteen  (16) 
lying  southeasterly  of  a  straight  line  drawn  from 
a  point  in  the  southeasterly  line  of  said  Lot  Six- 
teen (16)  eighty  (80)  feet  southwesterly  of  the 
southeasterly  corner  of  said  Lot  Fifteen  (15)  to 
a  point  in  the  southeasterly  line  of  Lot  Fourteen 

(14)  twenty-five  (25)  feet  northeasterly  of  the 
southeasterly  corner  of  said  Lot  Fifteen  (15) 
and  lying  between  a  line  drawn  nine  and  five- 
tenths  (9.5)  feet  west  of  and  parallel  to  the 
northeasterly  line  of  said  Lot  Sixteen  (16)  and 
a  line  drawn  fifteen  and  five-tenths  (15.5)  feet 
east  of  and  parallel  to  the  northeasterly  line  of 
said  Lot  Sixteen  (16)  all  in  Block  Three  (3)  of 
South  Branch  Addition  to  Chicago,  being  the 
southeast  fraction  of  the  Northwest  Quarter 
(N.W.i/i)  of  Section  Twenty-eight  (28),  Town- 
ship Thirty-nine  (39),  Range  Fourteen  (14) 
East  of  the  Third  Principal  Meridian  in  the  City 
of  Chicago,  Cook  County,  Illinois,  except  fifteen 

(15)  acres  from  west  side  and  eight  (8)  acres 
from  north  end  thereof. 

Further,  Railroad  Company  grants  to  City  a 
temporary  right,  privilege  and  authority  during  the 
period  of  construction  of  said  sewer  to  enter  upon 
and  use  the  following-described  property : 

That  part  of  Lots  Fifteen  ( 15 )  and  Sixteen  ( 16 ) 
lying  southeasterly  of  a  straight  line  drawn  from 
a  point  in  the  southeasterly  line  of  said  Lot  Six- 
teen (16)  eighty  (80)  feet  southwesterly  of  the 
southeasterly  corner  of  said  Lot  Fifteen  (15) 
to  a  point  in  the  southeasterly  line  of  Lot  Four- 
teen (14)  twenty-five  (25)  feet  northeasterly  of 
the  southeasterly  corner  of  said  Lot  Fifteen  ( 15 ) 
in  Block  Three  (3)  of  South  Branch  Addition  to 
Chicago,  being  the  southeast  fraction  of  the 
Northwest  Quarter  (N.W.14)  of  Section  Twenty- 
eight  (28),  Township  Thirty-nine  (39),  Range 
Fourteen  (14)  East  of  the  Third  Principal  Mer- 
idian in  the  City  of  Chicago,  Cook  County,  Illi- 
nois, except  fifteen  (15)  acres  from  west  side 
and  eight  (8)  acres  from  north  and  thereof. 
All  as  shown  on  the  plat  marked  Exhibit  "A", 

attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof,  subject  to 

the  following  conditions: 

1.  Railroad  Company  shall  retain  all  of  its 
rights  to  the  use,  occupation  and  ownership  of  said 
land,  including  the  right  to  construct,  reconstruct 


and  operate  railroad  tracks,  facilities  and  structures 
above  said  easement  granted  herein,  except  as  ex- 
pressly modified  by  this  easement  agreement. 

2.  Said  sewer  shall  be  constructed  in  accordance 
with  detailed  plans  and  specifications,  to  be  pre- 
pared by  City  at  its  cost  and  expense,  and  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Rail- 
road Company.  Said  plans  and  specifications  to  pro- 
vide among  other  things, 

(a)  For  the  prevention  of  settlement  to  the 
abutments,  as  well  as  the  adjacent  retaining 
walls  on  the  west  side  of  Railroad's  Company's 
existing  Bridge  AO-22  over  Normal  Avenue  by 
protecting  the  excavation  to  be  made  by  inter- 
locking steel  sheet  piling,  substantially  braced 
with  waling  strong  enough  to  withstand  earth 
pressure  together  with  surcharge  from  live  loads 
on  the  abutments.  Backfilling  to  be  done  care- 
fully after  the  sewer  is  built  and  steel  sheet  pil- 
ing to  be  left  in  place  with  the  top  not  lower 
than  the  top  of  abutment  footings  both  along 
the  abutments,  and  beyond  the  ends  of  the  abut- 
ments for  a  distance  of  not  less  than  thirty  (30) 
feet. 

(b)  Steel  sheet  piling  substantially  braced, 
shall  be  placed  in  area  under  the  tracks  and  for 
a  distance  of  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  feet  from 
the  center  line  of  any  of  the  three  (3)  railroad 
spur  tracks  in  the  area  of  construction.  The  top 
of  the  sheet  piling  in  the  track  area  shall  be  at 
or  near  the  present  street  level.  Elevation  11.2, 
more  or  less,  but  shall  be  at  about  Elevation 
7.0  under  the  proposed  falsework  beam  spans  in 
order  to  clear  these  spans.  Sheet  piling  for  pro- 
tection of  falsework  bridges  may  be  pulled  after 
competion  of  the  work,  but  not  if  closer  than 
thirty  (30)  feet  from  existing  concrete  abut- 
ments as  previously  stated. 

Before  the  commencemnt  of  any  work,  copies  of 
the  plans  and  specifications,  including  detailed 
plans  of  cofferdams,  sheet  piling,  bracing  and  wal- 
ing, shall  be  submitted  to  the  Railroad  Company 
for  approval,  but  such  approval  shall  not  release 
the  City,  or  its  contractors,  from  responsibility  in 
case  of  failure  of  any  cofferdams,  or  parts  thereof, 
which  may  cause  settlement  or  damage  to  the  Rail- 
road Company's  bridge,  abutments  or  retaining 
walls  adjacent  to  the  construction  area. 

3.  City,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  con- 
struct or  cause  to  be  constructed  and  completed  in 
a  good  and  workmanlike  manner  said  sewer  in 
accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  re- 
ferred to  hereinabove.  The  aforesaid  plans  and 
specifications  may  be  modified  only  upon  the  joint 
written  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  of  City  and  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Railroad  Company. 

4.  City,  without  cost  or  expense  to  Railroad 
Company,  shall  and  will  also  require  its  contract- 
ors, to  protect  the  Railroad  Company's  existing 
abutments,  retaining  walls  and  bridges  against  any 
damage  caused  by  settlement  due  to  the  construc- 
tion of  said  sewer,  or  other  damage  which  may 
be  caused  by  the  construction  of  said  sewer. 

5.  Railroad  Company,  at  its  sole  cost  and  ex- 
pense, will  open  up  or  remove  temporarily  if  nec- 
essary, parts  of  the  three  (3)  existing  spur  tracks 
to  enable  the  City's  contractors  to  drive  the  nec- 
essary steel  sheet  piling;  and  will  furnish  material, 
labor  and  equipment  to  construct  and  remove  one 
(1)  falsework  bridge  designated  as  Bridge  AO-22S, 
to  support  two  (2)  spur  tracks,  designated  at 
Track  I.C.C.  64  and  Track  "A",  substantially  as 
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shown  on  drawing  No.  51357,  hereto  attached  as  a 
part  hereof. 

6.  Railroad  Company  will  also  furnish  material, 
labor  and  equipment  to  construct  and  remove  one 
( 1 )  falsework  bridge  designated  as  Bridge  AO- 
22S1,  to  support  one  ( 1 )  spur  track,  designated  as 
Track  "C",  substantially  as  shown  on  drawing  No. 
51357,  hereto  attached  as  a  part  hereof,  for  which 
the  City  will  pay  to  the  Railroad  Company  the  sum 
of  Eighteen  Thousand  ($18,000.00)  Dollars  within 
30  days  after  receipt  of  bill  therefor. 

7.  The  City,  or  its  contractor,  will  do  all  neces- 
sary backfilling  over  the  sewer  and  under  the  pro- 
posed falsework  bridges  when  these  are  removed 
by  the  Railroad  Company.  Such  backfilling  will  be 
co-ordinated  with  the  bridge  removal,  so  that  the 
tracks  may  be  promptly  put  back  in  service. 

8.  The  City  will  at  its  own  expense  require  its 
contractor  to  erect  (and  remove  after  it  is  no 
longer  required),  temporary  substantial  timber 
fences  between  Tracks  "A"  and  "C"  on  each  side 
of  the  sewer  excavation,  but  not  closer  than  9'  0" 
from  the  center  of  the  nearest  track.  In  addition 
the  City  will,  at  its  own  expense,  require  its  con- 
tractor to  provide  facilities  for  illuminating  the 
area  between  existing  bridge  AO-22  and  a  distance 
of  about  twenty  (2'0)  feet  northwest  of  the  false- 
work bridge  on  Track  "C",  on  each  side  of  the  ex- 
cavated areas,  and  will  properly  illuminate  the  area 
from  sunset  to  sunrise,  and  will  also  provide  red 
warning  lights  to  clearly  mark  the  above  fences, 
all  of  which  are  required  for  the  safety  of  train- 
men and  others  who  may  be  required  to  work  dur- 
ing the  nighttime  in  the  above  area. 

9.  City  assumes  all  damage  whatsoever  that 
may  be  claimed  by  Cuneo  Press,  Inc.,  resulting 
from  or  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  said 
sewer,  including  delays  in  the  operation  of  its  plant 
during  or  as  a  result  of  the  construction  of  said 
falsework  bridges. 

10.  City,  without  cost  or  expense  to  Railroad 
Company,  shall  arrange  for  the  removal  and  re- 
placement of  any  facilities  including  but  without 
limitation,  electric  wires,  conduits,  pipe  lines,  etc., 
located  above  or  below  the  surface  of  the  ground, 
and  whose  removal  or  replacement  is  necessary 
due  to  the  construction  of  said  sewer  and  of  false- 
work bridges.  The  City,  without  cost  or  expense  to 
the  Railroad  Company,  shall  and  will  require  its 
contractor  to  protect  the  Railroad  Company's  (and 
its  lessees')  cables,  wires,  and  communication  and 
signal  facilities  adjacent  to  the  existing  bridge 
and  retaining  walls  against  any  damage,  aid  if  the 
proposed  sewer  construction  requires  their  removal 
and  replacement,  the  City  will  pay  to  the  Railroad 
Company  all  costs  and  expenses  for  such  removal 
and  replacement,  provided  the  aforesaid  construc- 
tion v/ork  is  within  the  limits  of  the  easement 
granted  herein.  The  cost  or  expense  of  moving  any 
of  the  Railroad  Company's  (and  its  lessees') 
cables,  wires,  and  communication  and  signal  facili- 
ties located  in  the  public  street  shall  be  borne  by 
the  Railroad  Company  or  its  lessees. 

11.  Railroad  Company  will  start  work  on  the 
aforesaid  falsework  bridges  within  sixty  (60)  days 
after  it  has  been  advised  by  the  City  that  contract 
for  the  construction  of  said  sewer  has  been  award- 
ed, provided,  however,  that  the  Railroad  Company 
will  in  no  event  be  required  to  begin  the  work  be- 
fore March  1st,  1959.  It  is  understood  and  agreed 
that  the  Railroad  Company  will  perform  its  work 
during  the  regular  working  hours  and  days  of  each 


craft,  but  the  Railroad  Company  will  not  take  out 
of  service  any  track  leading  to  the  Cuneo  Press, 
Inc.,  for  a  period  of  more  than  two  (2)  consecu- 
tive hours  unless  previous  arrangements  have  been 
made  satisfactory  to  Cuneo  Press,  Inc.  When  cer- 
tain work,  to  be  performed  by  the  Railroad  Com- 
pany, exceeds  the  above  period  of  two  (2)  hours, 
it  will  be  done  on  Saturday  or  Sunday,  or  at  other 
times  previously  arranged  with,  and  satisfactory 
to,  Cuneo  Press,  Inc. 

12.  The  Railroad  Company  shall  have  the  right 
at  all  times  to  have  inspectors  at  the  site  of  the 
work  to  be  performed  by  City  or  City's  contractor 
under  this  agreement,  said  inspectors  to  be  at  the 
expense  of  City.  The  bill  shall  be  rendered  at  rates 
conforming  to  rules  and  regulations  of  the  General 
Managers'  Association  of  Chicago. 

13.  In  the  event  that  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
Railroad  Company  shall  deem  any  of  the  work  or 
operations  of  City,  or  City's  contractor,  within  100 
feet  of  the  easements  granted  herein,  hazardous  to 
railroad  operation.  City  shall  suspend  or  cause  its 
contractors  to  suspend  such  work  until  reasonable 
remedial  measures,  satisfactory  to  the  Chief  En- 
gineer of  Railroad  Company  or  his  authorized  rep- 
resentative, are  taken. 

14.  City  shall  require  its  contractor  to  furnish 
bond  by  a  responsible  surety  company  guarantee- 
ing the  satisfactory  completion  of  the  work.  City 
or  its  contractor  shall  furnish  in  the  name  of  and 
on  behalf  of  the  Railroad  Company  regular  Rail- 
road Protective  Public  Liability  Insurance  in  lim- 
its of  not  less  than  Two  Hundred  Thousand  ($200,- 
000.00)  Dollars  for  all  damage  arising  out  of  bodily 
injuries  to  or  death  of  one  person  and  subject  to 
that  limit  for  each  person,  a  total  limit  of  Five 
Hundred  Thousand  ($500,000.00)  Dollars  for  all 
damages  arising  out  of  bodily  injuries  to  or  death  of 
two  or  more  persons  in  any  one  accident,  and  regu- 
lar Railroad  Protective  Property  Damage  Liability 
Insurance  in  limits  of  not  less  than  One  Hundred 
Thousand  ($100,000.0'0)  Dollars  for  all  damages 
arising  out  of  injury  to  or  destruction  of  property 
in  any  one  accident  and,  subject  to  that  limit  per 
accident,  a  total  (or  aggregate)  limit  of  Three 
Hundred  Thousand  ($300,000.00)  Dollars  for  all 
damages  arising  out  of  injury  to  or  destruction  of 
property  during  the  policy  period. 

The  original  or  a  certified  copy  of  such  insurance 
policies  shall  be  delivered  to  Railroad  Company 
before  commencement  of  the  work. 

15.  City  agrees,  upon  the  completion  of  its  con- 
struction work  on  the  premises  above  described,  to 
leave  a  finished  grade  on  said  easement  area  at  the 
same  grade  as  it  was  at  the  beginning  of  the  work, 
and  to  remove  all  excess  earth. 

16.  City  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save  harmless 
Railroad  Company  from  any  loss,  damage  or  ex- 
pense which  it  may  suffer,  incur,  or  sustain,  or  for 
which  it  may  become  liable,  growing  out  of  any 
injury  to  or  death  of  persons,  or  damage  to  or 
loss  of  real  or  personal  property  arising  out  of 
or  caused  in  the  performance  of  any  of  the  work 
done  by  or  under  the  authority  of  the  City  under 
this  grant,  or  in  the  construction,  reconstruction, 
repair,  maintenance,  operation,  or  existence  of  said 
sewer  upon,  under,  and  across  such  real  estate  of 
Railroad  Company.

19.  Railroad  Company  agrees  to  give  City  thirty

The  Special  Committee  composed  of  the  members 
of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Zoning  and  the 
members  of  the  Committee  on  Police,  Fire,  Civil  Serv- 
ice, Schools  and  Municipal  Institutions,  to  vi^hich  had 
been  referred  (on  December  22,  1958)  a  communica- 
tion from  Honorable  Richard  J.  Daley,  Mayor,  together 
with  a  proposed  ordinance  transmitted  therewith,  sub- 
mitted a  report  recommending  that  the  City  Council 
pass  said  proposed  ordinance,  which  prescribes  added 
safety  regulations  for  schools,  hospitals,  infirmaries, 
nursing  homes,  nurseries,  orphanages,  sheltered-care 
homes,  sanitoria,  homes  for  the  aged,  etc.

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Chicago  : 

Section  1.  Section  64-1.2  of  the  Municipal  Code 
of  Chicago  is  amended  by  adding  subparagraph  (h) 
to  read  as  follows: 

"(h).  On  or  before  January  1,  1960  in  every 
existing,  pre-ordinance  building  and  buildings 
hereafter  erected,  two  stories  or  more  in  height, 
used  in  whole  or  in  part  as  Type  I  school,  or  used 
in  whole  as  Type  11  school,  and  hospitals,  in- 
firmaries, nursing  homes,  nurseries,  orphanages, 
sheltered-care  homes,  sanitoria  and  homes  for 
the  aged,  as  defined  in  Section  48-3  of  the  Code 
as  Class  B  Institutional  Units,  and  each  of  con- 
struction Type  ni-A,  III-B,  III-C,  IV-A,  IV-B. 
Such  installation  shall  include  basement  areas." 


Section  2.  Chapter  64  of  the  Municipal  Code  of 
Chicago  is  amended  by  adding  Section  64-4.3  to 
read  as  follows: 

"Section  64-4.3.  Any  person  who  shall  violate 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than  $200.00 
for  each  offense  and  every  day  on  which  such 
violation  continues  shall  be  regarded  as  consti- 
tuting a  separate  offense." 

Section  3.  Section  78-4  is  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

"Section  78-4.  Existing  buildings  shall  comply 
with  all  applicable  fire  protection  requirements 
of  this  Code  and  with  the  special  provisions  of 
Sections  78-4.1  to  78-4.5" 

Section  4.  Chapter  78  of  the  Municipal  Code  of 
Chicago  is  amended  by  adding  the  following  sec- 
tions : 

"Section  78-4.4.  Every  existing  or  pre-ordinance 
building  and  buildings  hereafter  erected,  two 
stories  or  more  in  height,  used  in  whole  or  in 
part  as  Type  I  school,  or  used  in  whole  as  Type 
n  school,  and  hospitals,  infirmaries,  nursing 
homes,  nurseries,  orphanages,  sheltered-care 
homes,  sanitoria  and  homes  for  the  aged,  as 
defined  in  Section  48-3  of  the  Code  as  Class  B 
Institutional  Units,  and  each  of  construction 
Type  III-A,  HI-B,  HI-C,  IV-A,  IV-B  shall  com- 
ply in  all  respects  with  the  provisions  of  section 
64-1.2." 

"Section  78-4.5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  prin- 
cipal and/or  other  person  in  charge  of  all  school 
buildings  to  conduct  fire  drills,  subject  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Pre- 
vention of  the  Fire  Department.  Such  fire  drills 
shall  be  practiced  not  less  than  once  each  calen- 
dar month  that  such  building  is  used  for  school 
purposes." 

Section  5.  Section  64-3 (b)  is  hereby  amended  by 
deleting  the  period  after  the  word  "persons"  in  the 
third  line  thereof,  and  inserting  a  comma  in  lieu 
thereof,  and  adding  the  following: 

"and  every  existing  or  pre-ordinance  building 
and  every  building  hereafter  erected,  two  stories 
or  more  in  height,  used  in  whole  or  in  part  as  a 
Type  I  school  with  100  or  more  occupants  or 
used  in  whole  as  a  Type  II  school.  The  fire  alarm 
systems  provided  for  herein  shall  be  directly 
connected  to  the  City  Fire  Alarm  Box." 

Section  6.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon 
passage  and  due  publication.

WHEREAS  an  Agreement  was  heretofore  made  and  entered  into  by  and  between  the  City  of 
Chicago,  Cook  County,  Illinois,  and  Glore,  Forgan  &  Co.,  Managing  Underwriter,  and  A.  C.  Allyn 
and  Company,  Incorporated,  Halsey,  Stuart  &  Co.  Inc.,  Harriman  Ripley  &  Co.,  Incorporated,  and 
Stifel,  Nicolaus  &  Company,  Incorporated,  Co-Managing  Underwriters  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
"Bankers"),  and  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  said  Agreement  the  City  and  the  Bankers  have  cooperated 
in  preparing  the  necessary  plans,  surveys,  data,  specifications,  estimates  of  cost,  and  the  necessary  doc- 
uments for  the  issuance  of  $120,000,000  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds,  Series 
of  1959,  and  the  City  Council  on  December  29,  1958,  adopted  an  ordinance  entitled  "ORDINANCE 
authorizing  the  issuance  of  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds  Series  of  1959 
for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  extending  said  Airport  and  providing  for  payment  of  principal  of 
and  interest  on  said  bonds"  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "The  Bond  Ordinance") ;  and 

WHEREAS  in  accordance  with  said  Agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Bankers,  herein- 
above referred  to,  the  Bankers  have  heretofore  advised  the  City  that  the  project  is  feasible,  and  ac-

The  undersigned,  Glore,  Forgan  &  Co.,  Manager,  and  A.  C.  Allyn  and  Company,  Incorporated, 
Halsey,  Stuart  &  Co.  Inc.,  Harriman  Ripley  &  Co.  Incorporated,  and  Stifel,  Nieolaus  &  Company, 
Incorporated,  Co-Managers  (hereinafter  called  the  "Managing  Underwriters"),  hereby  agree  with 
the  City  of  Chicago,  a  Municipal  Corporation  of  the  State  of  Illinois  (hereinafter  called  the  "City"), 
as  follows : 

1.  Underwriters  and  Managing  Underwriters.  The  term  "Underwriters"  as  used  herein  shall 
mean  the  several  persons,  firms  or  corporations  named  in  "Schedule  I"  hereto  attached  including  the 
Managing  Underwriters.  The  Managing  Underwriters  represent  that  they  have  been  authorized  by 
the  Underwriters  to  execute  this  Purchase  Contract  on  their  behalf  and  to  act  for  them  in  the  manner 
herein  provided.  The  list  of  Underwriters  may  be  changed  by  the  Managing  Underwriters  prior  to 
the  time  of  closing,  as  hereinafter  defined,  without  advice  to  the  City,  except  as  provided  in  para- 
graph 10  and  except  that  the  Managing  Underwriters  shall  in  any  event  remain  on  such  list  as 
Underwriters.  A  final  list  of  Underwriters  shall  be  filed  with  the  City  at  or  before  the  time  of  closing. 
All  obligations  of  the  Underwriters  hereunder  are  joint  and  several. 

2.  The  Bonds.  The  City  proposes  to  issue  $120,000,000  principal  amount  of  its  Chicago-O'Hare 
International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  dated  January  1,  1959,  due  January  1, 
1999,  with  interest  at  the  coupon  rate  of  4%%  payable  July  1,  1959  and  semi-annually  thereafter 
(hereinafter  called  the  "Bonds"),  pursuant  to  its  Ordinance  adopted  December  29,  1958  and  an 
Ordinance  to  be  adopted  by  the  City  Council  in  the  form  attached  hereto  and  marked  "Exhibit  A" 
approving  the  sale  of  the  Bonds,  fixing  the  interest  rate  therefor,  specifying  the  maximum  amount  to 
be  allocated  each  fiscal  year  to  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account,  and  setting  forth  the  amounts  to  be 
allocated  in  each  fiscal  year  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Account  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Ordi- 
nances"). The  Bonds  are  more  fully  described  in  the  form  of  the  Official  Statement  of  the  City  defined 
in  paragraph  4  hereof. 

3.  Representations  and  Warranties  of  the  City.  The  City  represents  and  warrants  to  the  Under- 
writers that,  both  at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  this  Purchase  Contract  and  at  the  time  of  the 
closing,  the  statements  and  information  contained  in  that  portion,  executed  by  the  City,  of  the 
Official  Statement,  as  hereinafter  defined,  relating  to  the  Bonds  and  delivered  herewith  are  and  will 
be  true  and  correct  in  all  material  respects  and  such  statements  of  the  City  in  the  Official  Statement 
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do  not  and  will  not  omit  any  material  statement  or  information  which  should  be  included  therein  for 
the  purpose  for  which  the  Official  Statement  is  to  be  used,  or  which  is  necessary  to  make  the  state- 
ments and  information  contained  therein  not  misleading. 

The  City  further  represents  and  warrants  to  the  Underwriters  that  it  has  advised  the  Managing 
Underwriters  as  to  any  litigation  which  is  pending  against  the  City  in  any  Court  at  the  time  of  the 
execution  of  this  Purchase  Contract,  relating  in  any  way  to  the  Bonds,  the  Ordinances  or  any  ordi- 
nance supplemental  thereto,  this  Purchase  Contract,  the  leases  and  agreements  referred  to  in  para- 
graph 7  (d)  or  the  power  and  authority  of  the  City  to  enter  into  and  perform  the  agreements  and 
undertakings  contained  in  any  thereof,  or  relating  in  any  way  to  the  Act  referred  to  in  paragraph 
7  (f )  3.  The  City  agrees  to  advise  the  Managing  Underwriters  promptly  of  any  such  litigation  insti- 
tuted after  the  signing  of  this  Purchase  Contract. 

4.  Purchase  and  Sale  of  Bonds.  On  the  basis  of  the  representations  and  warranties  herein  con- 
tained, but  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  this  Purchase  Contract,  the  City  agrees 
to  sell  to  the  Underwriters,  and  the  Underwriters  agree  jointly  and  severally  to  purchase  from  the 
City,  all  (but  not  less  than  all)  of  $120,000,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  such  Bonds  at  97.76%  of 
the  principal  amount  thereof  plus  interest  accrued  on  the  principal  amount  thereof  at  the  coupon  rate 
of  4%%  from  January  1,  1959,  to  the  date  of  delivery. 

The  Underwriters  agree  to  make  a  bona  fide  public  offering  of  all  of  the  Bonds  at  not  in  excess 
of  the  initial  public  offering  price,  which  shall  be  100%  of  the  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  plus 
interest  thereon  from  January  1,  1959,  to  the  date  of  delivery. 

At  or  prior  to  the  time  of  the  execution  of  this  Purchase  Contract  by  the  City,  the  City  shall  have 
delivered  to  the  Managing  Underwriters  : 

(a)  One  copy  of  each  of  the  Ordinances  certified  under  seal  to  have  been  duly  adopted  by 
the  City  Council ; 

(b)  One  copy  of  the  Official  Statement  of  the  City  relating  to  the  Bonds  in  the  form  attached 
hereto  marked  "Schedule  II,"  dated  February  16,  1959,  (which,  together  with  all  exhibits,  maps 
and  reports  or  statements  attached  thereto  or  included  therein,  is  called  herein  the  "Official 
Statement"),  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  its  Mayor  as  to  the  City's  portion  thereof  and 
including  a  summary  engineers'  report,  dated  December  2,  1958,  executed  by  Naess  &  Murphy, 
Architects-Engineers,  and  a  traffic  and  revenue  report,  dated  December  22,  1958,  executed  by 
Coverdale  &  Colpitts,  Consulting  Engineers;  and 

(c)  One  executed  copy  of  the  Engineering  Report  for  the  Chicago-O'Hare  International 
Airport  dated  November  14,  1958,  by  Naess  &  Murphy. 

Twelve  additional  certified  or  executed  copies  of  the  foregoing  documents  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Managing  Underwriters  as  soon  as  practicable  but  not  later  than  the  time  of  closing. 

The  City  authorizes  the  Underwriters  to  use  any  and  all  such  material  in  connection  with  the 
public  offering  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

5.  Time  and  Place  of  Closing.  Payment  for  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  made  when  the 
Bonds  and  delivery  papers  are  ready  but  in  any  event  no  later  than  March  15,  1959.  Such  payment 
shall  be  made  at  the  office  of  The  First  National  Bank  of  Chicago,  Chicago,  Illinois,  at  10 :00  o'clock 
A.M.  Central  Standard  Time  on  such  date,  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  to  the  Managing  Underwriters 
shall  be  made  in  part  at  such  place  and  time  in  Chicago  and  in  part  at  the  principal  office  of 
Chemical  Corn  Exchange  Bank,  New  York,  New  York,  at  11 :00  A.M.  Eastern  Standard  Time  on 
such  date  (the  respective  aggregate  principal  amounts  of  the  Bonds  so  to  be  delivered  in  Chicago 
and  in  New  York  to  be  specified  by  the  Managing  Underwriters  not  less  than  ten  days  prior  to  the 
time  of  closing).  The  hour  and  date  of  such  delivery  and  payment  is  herein  called  the  "time  of  clos- 
ing," and  shall  be  determined  by  agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Managing  Underwriters  with- 
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in  the  period  hereinabove  stated.  Payment  for  the  Bonds  for  the  account  of  the  Underwriters  shall 
be  made  in  Federal  Reserve  funds,  to  the  order  of  the  City  Treasurer,  City  of  Chicago,  Illinois. 
The  amount  of  the  payment  so  made  shall  be  the  purchase  price  specified  in  paragraph  4  less  the 
amount  of  the  deposit  referred  to  in  paragraph  6  made  on  behalf  of  the  Underwriters.  Payment  for  the 
Bonds  shall  be  made  upon  delivery  of  the  Bonds  to  the  Managing  Underwriters  for  the  account  of  the 
Underwriters  against  receipt  therefor  signed  by  the  Managing  Underwriters. 

The  Bonds  shall  be  delivered  as  definitive  coupon  bonds  of  the  denomination  of  $1,000  each,  or 
as  definitive  registered  bonds  without  coupons  of  the  denomination  of  $25,000  or  more,  the  form  or 
forms  of  such  Bonds  and  the  proceedings  authorizing  their  issuance  in  any  case  to  be  satisfactory  as 
to  legality  to  Messrs.  Wood,  King  &  Dawson,  Bond  Counsel  to  be  retained  by  and  at  the  expense  of  the 
Underwriters  and  to  Messrs.  Chapman  and  Cutler,  Bond  Counsel  to  the  City.  Registered  bonds  with- 
out coupons  will  be  delivered  initially  only  upon  request  by  the  Managing  Underwriters  delivered  to 
the  City  not  later  than  4 : 00  o'clock  P.M.  on  the  tenth  day  preceding  the  time  of  the  closing,  such  re- 
quest to  specify  the  denominations  of  such  Bonds  and  the  respective  names  in  which  such  Bonds  are  to 
be  registered. 

The  City  agrees  to  make  the  Bonds  available  to  the  Managing  Underwriters  for  inspection  and 
packaging,  at  such  places  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  in  New  York,  New  York,  as  the  City  shall  designate 
as  rapidly  as  the  Bonds  are  executed. 

6.  Deposit.  The  City  acknowledges  the  deposit  with  it  on  behalf  of  the  Underwriters  of  certified 
or  bank  cashier's  check  or  checks  to  the  order  of  the  City  Treasurer,  City  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  aggre- 
gating $1,200,000  as  evidence  of  their  good  faith.  If  the  Bonds  shall  be  purchased  by  the  Underwriters 
as  provided  in  paragraph  4,  such  check  or  checks  shall  be  held  uncashed  by  the  City  until  the  time  of 
closing  and  shall  be  applied  in  partial  payment  of  the  purchase  price  of  the  Bonds,  as  indicated  in  para- 
graph 5. 

If  this  Purchase  Contract  be  terminated  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  paragraphs  7  or  10,  the  City 
shall  forthwith  return  such  check  or  checks  to  the  Managing  Underwriters  for  the  account  of  the 
Underwriters  subject  to  the  provisions  of  paragraph  10.  In  the  event  the  Underwriters  fail  (other  than 
for  a  reason  permitted  hereunder)  to  accept  and  pay  for  the  Bonds  at  the  time  of  closing  as  herein  pro- 
vided, such  check  or  checks  shall  be  cashed  by  the  City  and  the  amounts  thereof  retained  by  the  City 
as  full  and  liquidated  damages  for  such  failure  and  for  any  default  hereunder  on  the  part  of  the 
Underwriters. 

7.  Conditions  of  the  Underwriters'  Obligations.  The  obligations  of  the  Underwriters  to  purchase 
and  pay  for  the  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  the  performance  by  the  City  of  its  obligations  to  be  per- 
formed hereunder  at  and  prior  to  the  time  of  closing,  to  the  continued  accuracy  in  all  material 
respects  of  the  representations  and  warranties  of  the  City  contained  herein  and  to  the  following 
conditions : 

(a)  At  the  time  of  closing,  the  Ordinances  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  and  shall  not  have 
been  amended,  modified  or  supplemented  except  as  may  have  been  agreed  to  in  writing  by  the 
Managing  Underwriters  and,  in  addition,  the  City  shall  have  duly  adopted  and  there  shall  be  in 
full  force  and  effect  such  additional  ordinances  as  shall  in  the  opinion  of  Bond  Counsel  for  the  Un- 
derwriters or  for  the  City  be  legally  necessary  in  connection  with  the  transactions  contemplated 
hereby. 

(b)  At  the  time  of  closing,  no  litigation  shall  be  pending  in  any  court  (i)  restraining  or  en- 
joining the  issuance  or  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds  or  the  collection  of  revenues  pledged  or  to 
be  pledged  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  or  restraining  or  enjoining  the  De- 
positary in  the  performance  of  the  duties  and  obligations  imposed  upon  it,  as  Depositary,  Paying 
Agent  and  Registration  Agent,  by  its  acceptance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinances,  or  (ii)  in 
any  way  contesting  or  affecting  the  validity  of  the  Bonds,  of  the  Ordinances  or  any  additional

ordinance  deemed  necessary  by  Bond  Counsel  for  the  Underwriters  or  the  City,  of  this  Purchase 
Contract,  of  the  leases  and  agreements  referred  to  in  sub-paragraph  (d)  of  this  paragraph  7,  of 
the  Act  referred  to  in  sub-paragraph  (f)  3  of  this  paragraph  7,  or  of  the  collection  of  such  rev- 
enues or  the  pledge  thereof,  or  (iii)  contesting  the  corporate  existence  or  powers  of  the  City  or 
the  authorization  for  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  the  adoption  of  the  Ordinances  or  any  ordi- 
nance supplemental  thereto,  or  the  appointment  of  the  Depositary.  The  provisions  of  this  sub- 
paragraph (b)  shall  not  be  waived  by  payment  for  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  and  in  the  event 
that  the  conditions  set  forth  in  this  sub-paragraph  shall  not  have  been  fulfilled,  the  Managing  Under- 
writers shall  have  the  right  to  rescind  this  Purchase  Contract  upon  notice  to  the  City. 

(c)  At  the  time  of  closing  no  legislation  shall  have  been  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  Illinois  at  its  1959  Session  which,  in  the  opinion  of  Bond  Counsel  for  the  Underwriters 
or  for  the  City,  might  adversely  affect  the  City's  ownership,  maintenance  or  operation  of  the 
O'Hare  Airport  or  the  security  of  the  Bonds. 

(d)  At  the  time  of  closing  each  of  the  leases  and  agreements  between  the  City  and  certain 
air  transportation  companies,  authorized  by  the  City  Council  at  its  meeting  held  December  29, 
1958,  shall  have  remained  on  deposit  with  The  First  National  Bank  of  Chicago,  Chicago,  Illi- 
nois, under  the  terms  of  that  certain  Escrow  Agreement  between  the  City,  said  air  transporta- 
tion companies  and  The  First  National  Bank  of  Chicago  dated  as  of  January  1,  1959,  com- 
pletely executed  and  in  the  form  authorized  by  the  City  Council  at  its  meeting  of  December 
29,  1958. 

(e)  At  or  prior  to  the  time  of  closing,  the  City  shall  have  delivered  to  Bond  Counsel  for  the 
Underwriters  and  Bond  Counsel  for  the  City  all  such  documents  and  certificates  and  proofs  or 
instruments  as  may  be  required  in  order  that  such  Bond  Counsel  may  form  an  opinion  with  re- 
spect to  the  validity  and  legal  effect  of  the  Bonds,  the  Ordinances  and  any  ordinance  supple- 
mental thereto,  the  leases  and  agreements  referred  to  in  sub-paragraph  (d)  of  this  paragraph 
7,  the  Act  referred  to  in  sub-paragraph  (f )  3  of  this  paragraph  7,  and  with  respect  to  the  com- 
pliance by  the  City  with  the  terms  of  this  Purchase  Contract. 

(f)  At  the  time  of  closing,  the  Managing  Underwriters  shall  have  received  the  following 
documents : 

(1)  The  unqualified  approving  opinion  of  Messrs.  Chapman  and  Cutler,  Bond  Counsel 
for  the  City,  dated  the  day  of  the  closing,  in  substantially  the  form  attached  hereto  and 
marked  "Exhibit  B." 

(2)  The  unqualified  approving  opinion  of  Messrs.  "Wood,  King  &  Dawson,  Bond  Counsel 
for  the  Underwriters,  dated  the  day  of  the  closing,  in  substantially  the  form  attached  hereto 
and  marked  "Exhibit  C." 

(3)  The  signed,  separate  opinions  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City,  of  Messrs.  Chap- 
man and  Cutler,  Bond  Counsel  for  the  City,  and  of  Messrs.  Wood,  King  &  Dawson,  Bond  Coun- 
sel for  the  Underwriters,  approving  the  validity  of  an  act  entitled  "AN  ACT  to  amend  Section 
2  and  Section  3.1  of  'An  Act  in  relation  to  Airport  Authorities,'  approved  April  4,  1945,  as 
amended,  and  to  repeal  Section  3.2  thereof."  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Illinois  at 
its  1959  Session  and  stating  that  such  law  was  validly  enacted  and  is  in  effect. 

(4)  A  certificate  by  an  authorized  Officer  of  The  First  National  Bank  of  Chicago,  Chi- 
cago, Illinois,  as  Escrow  Agent  under  that  certain  Escrow  Agreement  dated  as  of  January 
1,  1959  and  referred  to  in  sub-paragraph  (d)  of  this  paragraph  7,  that  it  has  delivered  the 
leases  and  agreements  held  thereunder  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto  pursuant  to  the  terms 
of  said  Escrow  Agreement  in  the  original  form  and  condition  in  which  said  leases  and  agree- 
ments were  deposited  with  it. 
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(5)  The  signed,  separate  opinions  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City,  of  Messrs. 
Chapman  and  Cutler,  Bond  Counsel  for  the  City,  and  of  Messrs.  Wood,  King  &  Dawson, 
Bond  Counsel  for  the  Underwriters,  that  each  of  the  leases  and  agreements  referred  to  in 
the  preceding  subdivision  (4)  of  this  sub-paragraph  (f )  is  valid  and  binding  upon  the  par- 
ties thereto ;  provided,  however,  that  in  connection  with  such  opinion  the  said  Corporation 
Counsel  and  Bond  Counsel  may  rely  on  opinions  of  Counsel  for  each  of  the  air  transporta- 
tion companies,  that  is  a  party  to  any  of  the  leases  and  agreements,  with  respect  to  the 
corporate  organization  and  existence  of  such  air  transportation  company,  and  that  the  exe- 
cution and  delivery  of  such  leases  and  agreements  do  not  conflict  with  the  provisions  of 
any  indenture,  mortgage,  contract  or  other  agreement  to  which  such  air  transportation  com- 
pany is  a  party,  or  by  which  it  may  be  bound. 

(6)  The  signed,  separate  opinions  of  Counsel  for  each  of  the  air  transportation 
companies  thaf  is  a  party  to  any  of  the  leases  and  agreements  referred  to  in  the  preced- 
ing subdivision  (4)  of  this  sub-paragraph  (f )  that  each  lease  and  agreement  to  which  such 
air  transportation  company  is  a  party  is  valid  and  binding  upon  such  company  and  does 
not  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  any  agreement  by,  or  limitation  or  restriction  upon,  said 
company,  to  the  knowledge  of  such  Counsel. 

(7)  A  Certiflcate  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City,  dated  the  day  of  the  closing, 
to  the  effect  that  after  due  and  diligent  inquiry  it  appears  no  litigation  is  pending  and  to 
the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  none  is  seriously  threatened  in  any  court  (a)  restrain- 
ing or  enjoining  the  issuance  or  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds  or  the  collection  of  revenues 
pledged  or  to  be  pledged  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  or  restraining  or 
enjoining  the  Depositary  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  and  obligations  imposed  upon  it, 
as  Depositary,  Paying  Agent  and  Registration  Agent,  by  its  acceptance  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Ordinances,  or  (b)  in  any  way  contesting  or  affecting  the  validity  of  the  Bonds,  of  the 
Ordinances  or  any  ordinance  supplemental  thereto,  of  this  Purchase  Contract,  of  the  leases 
and  agreements  referred  to  in  sub-paragraph  (d)  of  this  paragraph  7,  of  the  Act  referred  to 
in  sub-paragraph  (f)  3  of  this  paragraph  7,  or  of  the  collection  of  such  revenues  or  the 
pledge  thereof,  or  (c)  contesting  the  corporate  existence  or  powers  of  the  City  or  the  au- 
thorization for  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  the  adoption  of  the  Ordinances  or  any  ordinance 
supplemental  thereto,  or  the  appointment  of  the  Depositary,  which  Certificate  shall  be  in  the 
form  and  substance  acceptable  to  the  Managing  Underwriters. 

In  case  any  of  the  conditions  specified  in  this  paragraph  7  shall  not  have  been  fulfilled,  as  herein 
provided,  the  Managing  Underwriters  may  terminate  this  Purchase  Contract  upon  notice  to  the 
City. 

The  Managing  Underwriters  may  also  terminate  this  Purchase  Contract  upon  notice  to  the  City 
if  at  any  time  at  or  prior  to  the  time  of  closing  a  decision  by  a  Court  of  the  United  States  or  the 
Tax  Court  of  the  United  States  shall  be  rendered,  or  a  ruling,  regulation  or  official  statement  by  or 
on  behalf  of  the  Treasury  Department  of  the  United  States,  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  or  other 
governmental  agency  shall  be  made  with  respect  to  federal  taxation  upon  revenues  or  other  income 
of  the  general  character  expected  to  be  derived  by  the  City  from  the  operation  of  Chicago-O'Hare 
International  Airport  or  upon  interest  received  on  bonds  of  the  general  character  of  the  Bonds 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Managing  Underwriters  materially  and  adversely  affects  the  market 
price  of  the  Bonds. 

The  Managing  Underwriters  may  also  terminate  this  Purchase  Contract  upon  notice  to  the  City 
if  at  any  time  at  or  prior  to  the  time  of  closing  an  event  shall  have  occurred  or  shall  exist  which 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Managing  Underwriters  makes  the  then  national  or  international  economic, 
financial  or  other  conditions  materially  and  adversely  different  from  such  conditions  as  exist  at 
the  date  hereof. 
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8.  Expenses.  The  Underwriters  shall  be  under  no  obligation  to  pay  any  expenses  incident  to  the 
performance  of  the  City's  obligations  hereunder  including,  but  not  limited  to,  fees  of  the  City  pay- 
able to  Naess  &  Murphy,  to  Coverdale  &  Colpitts,  to  Chapman  and  Cutler,  or  of  any  other  consultant 
not  retained  directly  by  the  Underwriters,  or  disbursements  made  by  them  on  behalf  of  the  City,  or  the 
cost  of  preparation,  execution  or  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  copies  of  the  proposed  Official  Statement,  the 
Ordinances  and  any  ordinance  supplemental  thereto,  the  Engineering  Report,  the  Traffic  and  Revenue 
Report,  or  any  exhibits.  The  Underwriters  will  pay  all  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  connection  with 
their  offering  or  distribution  of  the  Bonds,  including  the  fees  and  disbursements  of  Wood,  King  & 
Dawson  and  the  cost  of  printing  the  final  copies  of  the  Official  Statement  and  this  Purchase  Contract. 

9.  Indemnity.  The  City  will  hold  the  Underwriters  harmless  from  and  will  indemnify  the 
Underwriters  against  any  and  all  liability  or  expense  by  reason  of  any  stamp  or  other  tax  on  or 
in  connection  with  or  in  reference  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  which  may  be  payable  to  the  United 
States  or  any  State  or  any  official  or  agency  thereof,  or  by  reason  of  any  claim  therefor  which  may 
be  asserted  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  United  States  or  any  State  or  any  official  or  agency  thereof. 

10.  Default  of  Underwriters.  If  any  Underwriter  or  Underwriters  default  in  their  obligations 
to  purchase  Bonds  and  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Bonds  with  respect  to  which  such  default 
or  defaults  occur  does  not  exceed  10%  of  the  principal  amount  of  Bonds  to  be  purchased  hereunder, 
the  remaining  Underwriters  will  purchase  such  Bonds.  If  any  Underwriter  or  Underwriters  so  de- 
fault and  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Bonds  with  respect  to  which  such  default  or  defaults 
occur  exceeds  10%  of  the  principal  amount  of  Bonds  to  be  purchased  hereunder,  the  Managing 
Underv/riters  shall  immediately  notify  the  City  to  such  effect  and  if  the  Managing  Underwriters 
shall  n  )t  within  two  full  business  days  thereafter  arrange  for  the  purchase  of  such  Bonds,  as  to 
which  here  shaU  be  a  default  or  defaults,  by  any  of  the  Underwriters  or  by  additional  purchasers 
who  shall  agree  to  become  Underwriters  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  Purchase  Contract 
or  by  any  of  the  Underwriters  and  such  additional  purchasers  who  shall  agree  to  become  Under- 
writers, the  Managing  Underwriters  shall  notify  the  City  to  that  effect  and  state  in  said  notice  the 
principal  amount  of  Bonds  with  respect  to  which  a  default  shall  have  occurred.  Tnereafter  the 
City  shall  have  the  right  within  a  period  of  five  (5)  days  subsequent  to  the  receipt  of  such  notice  to 
arrange  for  the  purchase  of  Bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  exceeding  the  principal  amount  with 
respect  to  which  such  default  shall  have  occurred  at  a  price  not  less  than  that  herein  provided  to  be 
paid  by  the  Underwriters,  and  if  by  reason  of  such  purchase  or  purchases  so  arranged  for  by  the  City 
the  default  in  the  purchase  of  Bonds  shall  be  reduced  to  10%  or  less  of  the  principal  amount  of 
Bonds  to  be  issued,  the  Underwriters  shall  be  obligated  to  purchase  the  remaining  Bonds.  In  the 
event  the  City  fails  under  the  foregoing  provisions  to  supply  a  buyer  or  buyers  of  Bonds  so  that  the 
default  in  the  purchase  of  Bonds  shall  be  reduced  to  10%  or  less  of  the  principal  amount  of  Bonds  to 
be  issued,  this  Purchase  Contract  shall  terminate  without  liability  on  the  part  of  any  non-defaulting 
Underwriter  or  the  City,  except  for  the  expenses  to  be  paid  by  the  City  and  the  Underwriters,  respec- 
tively, under  paragraph  8  and  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  return  the  deposits  under  paragraph  6. 
In  the  event  Bonds  shall  not  be  purchased  pursuant  hereto  by  reason  of  a  default  or  defaults  with  re- 
spect to  Bonds  exceeding  10%  of  the  principal  amount  of  Bonds  to  be  purchased  hereunder,  the  Manag- 
ing Underwriters  simultaneously  with  the  repayment  to  them  of  the  deposit  as  provided  in  paragraph 
6  hereof,  shall  pay  to  the  City  an  amount  equal  to  1%  of  the  principal  amount  of  Bonds  with  respect 
to  which  a  default  shall  have  occurred,  but  such  payment  shall  not  operate  to  limit  the  liability  of  any 
defaulting  Underwriter  or  Underwriters.  As  used  in  this  Purchase  Contract,  the  term  "Underwriter" 
includes  any  person  substituted  for  an  Underwriter  under  this  paragraph.  Nothing  herein  will  relieve 
a  defaulting  Underwriter  from  liability  for  its  default.  In  the  event  of  any  substitution  of  Under- 
writers as  aforesaid,  the  Managing  Underwriters  shall  have  the  right  to  postpone  the  time  of  closing 
for  a  period  of  not  more  than  fourteen  (14)  days  in  order  that  necessary  changes  and  arrangements 
may  be  effected  by  the  City  and  the  Managing  Underwriters,  provided  that  the  time  of  closing  shall 
not  be  extended  beyond  March  15,  1959,  being  the  expiration  date  of  the  Escrow  Atrreement  referred 
to  in  subdivision  (4)  of  sub-paragraph  (f )  of  paragraph  7  hereof,  unless  the  time  for  the  delivery  of 
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the  leases  and  agreements  held  under  said  Escrow  Agreement  shall  have  been  extended  by  all  parties 
thereto. 

11.  Persons  Entitled  to  Benefit  of  Contract.  This  Purchase  Contract  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of 
the  City  and  the  Underwriters  (as  named  in  Schedule  I  or  as  substituted  therein  by  the  Managing 
Underwriters  as  provided  in  paragraphs  1  and  10  hereof)  and  their  respective  successors  and 
assigns,  and  no  other  person  shall  acquire  or  have  any  right  hereunder  or  by  virtue  hereof. 

12.  Communications.  Any  notice  or  any  communication  to  be  given  to  the  City  under  this  Pur- 
chase Contract  may  be  given  by  delivering  the  same  in  writing  to  the  City  Comptroller,  Room  504, 
City  Hall,  Chicago  2,  Illinois,  and  any  notice  or  other  communication  to  be  given  to  the  Underwriters 
under  this  Purchase  Contract  may  be  given  by  delivering  the  same  in  writing  to  Glore,  Forgan  &  Co., 
135  South  La  Salle  Street,  Chicago  3,  Illinois.

To  Purchase  Contract 


An  Ordinance  approving  the  sale  of  $120,000,000  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds, 
Series  of  1959,  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  fixing  the  interest  rate  therefor,  specifying  the  maxi- 
mum amount  to  be  allocated  each  fiscal  year  to  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account,  and  setting  forth 
the  amounts  to  be  set  aside  and  allocated  in  each  fiscal  year  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Account. 

"WHEREAS  an  Agreement  was  heretofore  made  and  entered  into  by  and  between  the  City  of 
Chicago,  Cook  County,  Illinois,  and  Glore,  Forgan  &  Co.,  Managing  Underwriter,  and  A.  C.  AUyn 
and  Company,  Incorporated,  Halsey,  Stuart  &  Co.  Inc.,  Harriman  Ripley  &  Co.,  Incorporated,  and 
Stifel,  Nicolaus  &  Company,  Incorporated,  Co-Managing  Underwriters  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
"Bankers"),  and  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  said  Agreement  the  City  and  the  Bankers  have  cooperated 
in  preparing  the  necessary  plans,  surveys,  data,  specifications,  estimates  of  cost,  and  the  necessary  doc- 
uments for  the  issuance  of  $120,000,000  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds,  Series 
of  1959,  and  the  City  Council  on  December  29,  1958,  adopted  an  ordinance  entitled  "ORDINANCE 
authorizing  the  issuance  of  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds  Series  of  1959 
for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  extending  said  Airport  and  providing  for  payment  of  principal  of 
and  interest  on  said  bonds"  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "The  Bond  Ordinance")  ;  and 

WHEREAS  in  accordance  with  said  Agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Bankers,  herein- 
above referred  to,  the  Bankers  have  heretofore  advised  the  City  that  the  project  is  feasible,  and  ac- 
cordingly they  have  organized  a  selected  list  of  security  dealers,  national  in  scope,  in  an  underwriting 
group,  and  have  submitted  to  the  City  of  Chicago  a  proposal,  which  is  now  before  The  City  Council,  for 
the  purchase  of  said  Revenue  Bonds,  which  proposal  is  in  the  form  of  a  Purchase  Contract  now  before 
the  City  Council;  and 

WHEREAS  it  is  deemed  advisable  and  in  the  best  interests  of  the  City  of  Chicago  that  said 
proposal  and  contract  for  the  sale  of  said  Bonds  be  accepted  by  the  City ;  and 

WHEREAS  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.02  and  subparagraphs  Second  and  Third  of 
paragraph  (2)  of  Section  5.03  of  The  Bond  Ordinance,  the  City  of  Chicago  is  required  to  adopt 
an  ordinance  approving  the  sale  of  the  Bonds,  fixing  the  interest  rate  the  Bonds  are  to  bear,  specify- 
ing the  maximum  amount  in  each  fiscal  year  to  be  allocated  to  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account,  and 
setting  forth  the  amounts  to  be  allocated  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Account; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  Be  it  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Chicago; 

Section  1.  This  ordinance  is  adopted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  II  and  Article 
V  of  The  Bond  Ordinance.

Section  2.  That  the  sale  of  the  $120,000,000  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue 
Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  at  the  price  of  97.76%  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  plus  accrued  interest  on 
the  principal  amount  thereof,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Purchase  Contract  therefor  now  be- 
fore this  City  Council,  in  words  and  figures  as  follows,  to  wit : 
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(Here  there  shall  be  inserted  a  full  and  complete  copy  of  the  Purchase  Contract,  together 
with  all  the  Exhibits  attached  thereto.) 

be  and  is  hereby  approved,  and  the  Mayor  is  authorized  to  execute  the  contract  for  the  sale  of  said 
Bonds  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  and  the  City  Clerk  is  hereby  authorized  to  attest  thereto  his  sig- 
nature and  the  seal  of  said  City. 

Section  3.  That  the  form  of  the  Official  Statement  dated  February  16,  1959,  of  the  City  re- 
lating to  the  Bonds,  in  the  form  attached  to  the  Purchase  Contract  referred  to  in  Section  2  hereof  and 
marked  "Schedule  II,"  is  hereby  approved  and  the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  in  the  name  of  and  for 
and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  execute  and  deliver  the  same. 

Section  4.  That  all  the  terms  which  are  defined  in  Article  I  of  The  Bond  Ordinance  shall  have  the 
same  respective  meanings  in  this  ordinance  as  assigned  thereto  in  Article  I  of  The  Bond  Ordinance. 

Section  5.  Said  Bonds  shall  bear  interest  from  January  1,  1959,  at  the  rate  of  four  and  three- 
quarters  per  cent  (4%%)  per  annum,  payable  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1959,  and  semiannually  there- 
after on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July  in  each  year. 

Section  6.  Commencing  January  1,  1962,  the  City  Comptroller  shall  from  time  to  time  direct  the 
Depositary  to  allocate  to  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account  all  available  revenues  after  having  allocated 
the  required  amounts  to  Operation  and  Maintenance  Expenses  and  the  Interest  Account  for  each  fiscal 
year,  until  there  shall  have  been  allocated  to  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account  an  amount  equal  to  two 
years'  interest  requirements  on  all  Bonds  outstsmding ;  provided,  however,  the  maximum  allocation  to 
the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account  in  any  fiscal  year  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $3,279,000. 

Section  7.  Starting  January  1,  1965,  the  City  Comptroller  shall  from  time  to  time  direct  the  De- 
positary to  allocate  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Account,  until  there  shall  have  been  allocated  to  the  Sinking 
Fund  Account  in  each  fiscal  year  amounts  suflficient  to  retire  a  principal  amount  of  said  $120,000,000 
Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  by  January  1  of  the  succeeding 
fiscal  year,  in  accordance  with  the  following  schedule :

Section  8.  That  there  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  be  executed  the  Bonds  in  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  $120,000,000,  as  authorized  by  The  Bond  Ordinance,  and  bearing  interest  at  the 
rate  provided  by  this  ordinance. 
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Section  9.  When  the  Purchase  Contract  shall  have  been  executed  and  delivered,  the  City  Comp- 
troller is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  deliver  the  Bonds  to  or  upon  the  order  of  Glore,  Forgan 
&  Co.,  Manager,  upon  payment  of  the  purchase  price  including  accrued  interest  to  the  City  Treasurer, 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Purchase  Contract. 

Section  10.  The  Mayor,  City  Comptroller,  Corporation  Counsel,  City  Treasurer,  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  Commissioner  of  Aviation  and  City  Clerk  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
for  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  other  documents,  papers  or  instru- 
ments, and  to  do  or  cause  to  be  done  all  such  acts  and  things  that  they  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable 
in  connection  with  the  Purchase  Contract,  the  Bonds,  The  Bond  Ordinance  or  this  ordinance. 

Section  11.  That  this  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  immediately  upon  its  passage.

We  have  examined  the  record  of  proceedings  authorizing  the  issue  of  $120,000,000  Chicago-O'Hare 
International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  Cook  County,  Illinois,  a 
municipal  corporation  in  the  State  of  Illinois. 

The  bonds  are  issued  under  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  22-3  to  22-12,  inclusive,  of 
Article  22  of  Chapter  24,  Illinois  Revised  Statutes,  1957,  as  amended,  and  pursuant  to  an  Ordinance  of 
the  City  of  Chicago  adopted  the  29th  day  of  December,  1958,  authorizing  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds. 

The  Bonds  are  dated  January  1,  1959,  and  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  

per  cent  (  %)  per  annum,  and  mature  on  January  1,  1999.

With  reference  to  the  $120,000,000  City  of  Chicago,  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue 
Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  dated  January  1,  1959,  and  due  January  1,  1999  (herein  called  the  "Bonds"),  this 
OflScial  Statement,  including  its  cover  page,  has  been  prepared  by  the  City  of  Chicago,  Illinois  (herein 
called  the  "City")  to  set  forth  the  general  powers  of  the  City  under  the  authorizing  statutes,  a  description 
of  the  improvements  being  made  to  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  (herein  called  the  "Airport"),  the 
plan  for  financing  and  constructing  said  improvements,  a  summary  of  provisions  of  the  Airport  Use  Agree- 
ment and  the  various  Leases  entered  into  by  and  betwreen  the  City  and  certain  Airlines,  a  description  of  the 
Bonds  and  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  under  which  the  Bonds  will  be  issued  and  secured. 

SALIENT  FEATURES  REGARDING  SECURITY  OF  THE  BONDS 

The  following  are  the  salient  features  regarding  the  security  of  the  Bonds,  the  details  of  which  are 
set  forth  in  full  in  the  Ordinance  and  in  the  Airport  Use  Agreement  and  the  various  Leases  between  the 
City  and  the  Airlines: 

The  City  has  executed  an  Airport  Use  Agreement  and  Leases  for  the  various  facilities  included  in 
the  first  stage  of  development  of  O'Hare  Airport  with  the  respective  Airlines  shown  in  the  schedule  on 
page  10  which,  upon  delivery  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City,  become  effective  as  of  January  1,  1959  for  a  term 
of  40  years. 

The  Airlines  executing  the  Airport  Use  Agreement  covenant  to  use  O'Hare  Airport  and  to  pay  in 
each  fiscal  year  flight  fees  for  the  fee  landings  of  their  aircraft  at  such  Airport,  which  flight  fees,  together 
with  revenues  derived  from  all  other  sources  will  produce  gross  revenues  for  such  fiscal  year  equal  to  the 
sum  of  operation  and  maintenance  expenses,  the  amounts  to  be  allocated  to  certain  reserves  and,  beginning 
in  the  fiscal  year  1962,  an  amount  equal  to  1.25  times  the  Principal  and  Interest  Requirements,  as  defined 
in  the  Ordinance,  on  the  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  outstanding  at  the  beginning  of  such  fiscal  year,  and 
the  amount  of  any  premiums  paid  on  such  Bonds  retired  by  January  1  of  the  succeeding  fiscal  year. 

If  the  flight  fee  rate  in  effect  during  any  fiscal  year  does  not  produce  gross  revenues,  together  with 
those  from  other  sources,  equal  to  the  sum  stated  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  each  Airline  executing  the 
Airport  Use  Agreement  agrees  to  pay  its  pro  rata  share  of  such  deficiency. 

The  City  covenants  in  the  Ordinance  that  it  will  fix  and  place  in  effect  rents,  fees,  rates  and  other 
charges  for  the  use  of  the  Airport  and  its  services  that  will  produce  revenues  in  each  fiscal  year  sufficient 
to  pay  operation  and  maintenance  expenses,  make  the  required  deposits  to  certain  reserve  accounts  and, 
beginning  with  the  fiscal  year  1962,  cover  Principal  and  Interest  Requirements  on  the  Approved  Revenue 
Bonds  outstanding  at  the  beginning  of  such  fiscal  year  1.25  times  and  pay  any  premiums  on  such  Bonds 
retired  by  January  1  of  the  succeeding  fiscal  year. 

The  City  further  covenants,  that  so  long  as  any  Bonds  are  outstanding,  it  will  not  amend  any  Lease 
or  Airport  Use  Agreement  in  eff'ect  upon  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  so  as  to  reduce  the 
amount  of  fixed  rentals,  or  the  revenues  which  would  otherwise  be  received  from  the  application  of  the 
Flight  Fee  formula  or  the  Flight  Fee  deficiency  formula,  below  those  provided  under  such  Lease  or 
Agreement. 
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THE  CITY  AND  ITS  POWERS 

The  City  of  Chicago,  a  municipal  corporation,  is  authorized  by  Sections  22-3  through  22-12  of  Article 
22  of  Chapter  24,  Illinois  Revised  Statutes,  1957,  as  amended  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Act")  to 
establish,  purchase,  construct,  reconstruct,  expand,  improve,  maintain  and  operate  public  airports. 

The  Act  provides  for  financing  the  cost  of  constructing,  improving  or  expanding  a  public  airport  by 
ordinance  authorizing  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  of  a  municipality  payable  solely  from  and  secured  by  a 
pledge  of  the  bond  proceeds  and  the  net  revenues  derived  from  the  operation  of  the  airport.  The  Act  states 
that  any  bonds  so  issued  by  a  municipality  shall  not  constitute  a  general  obligation  of  such  municipality. 

The  Act  further  authorizes  a  municipality  to  contract  to  fix  and  collect  rents,  rates  and  other  charges 
sufiBcient  to  produce  revenues  adequate  to  pay  the  costs  of  maintenance  and  operation  of  such  airport,  the 
principal  of  and  interest  on  the  bonds  issued  in  connection  with  such  airport  as  the  same  shall  become  due 
and  payable,  and  to  create  reserves  for  such  purposes. 

A  municipality  is  further  authorized  under  the  Act  to  contract  for  removal  or  relocation  of  all  buildings, 
railways,  mains,  wires,  poles  and  all  other  structures,  facilities  and  equipment  which  may  interfere  with  the 
location,  expansion  or  improvement  of  any  public  airport,  or  with  the  safe  approach  thereto  or  take  off 
therefrom  and  to  acquire  by  gift,  grant,  lease,  purchase,  condemnation  or  otherwise  any  private  or  public 
property  for  any  purpose  authorized  therein. 

ECONOMY  OF  CHICAGO  AREA 

Chicago  and  its  metropolitan  area,  with  a  1958  estimated  population  of  6,266,000,  has  the  second  largest 
concentration  of  people  in  the  United  States.  The  area  continues  to  show  a  rapid  growth  in  population,  having 
increased  about  14.1%  in  the  eight  year  period  from  1950  to  1958.  Chicago,  by  virtue  of  its  geographic  location,  is 
one  of  the  world's  leading  centers  of  air,  water  and  land  transportation  and  is  the  industrial,  commercial,  financial 
and  service  center  for  the  Midwest  area.  Development  of  long-range  commercial  aviation  and  direct  shipments  by 
water  via  the  Great  Lakes  and  the  St.  Lawrence  Seaway  to  other  world  ports  have  opened  new  horizons  for 
Chicago  in  the  world's  markets.  The  City  is  served  by  eighteen  scheduled  airlines  affording  complete  interchange 
of  traffic  with  the  twenty-two  trunk  line  railways  and  the  vast  network  of  highways,  tollways  and  waterways 
linking  the  City  and  its  metropolitan  area  with  the  surrounding  country.  The  City  is  unsurpassed  in  the  diversity 
of  its  products,  and  the  stability  of  its  economy  keeps  unemployment  low  and  makes  the  general  level  of  income 
among  the  highest  in  the  nation. 

EXISTING  CHICAGO  AIRPORTS 

The  City  of  Chicago  operates  three  Airports,  namely:  Meigs  Field,  Midway  Airport  and  O'Hare  Airport. 
The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  is  responsible  for  any  construction  at  the  Airports  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Aviation  is  responsible  for  their  maintenance  and  operation. 

Meigs  Field 

This  airport,  located  on  a  seventy  acre  island  off  the  shore  of  Lake  Michigan  southeast  of  Chicago's  down- 
town area,  has  only  one  runway  which  is  approximately  3,945  feet  in  length  and  is  used  primarily  by  privately 
owned  aircraft.  Helicopter  service  is  available  at  Meigs  Field  for  connection  with  Midway  or  O'Hare  Airports. 

Midway  Airport  / 

This  airport,  located  southwest  of  Chicago's  downtown  area,  consists  of  approximately  630  acres,  and  has 
seven  runways,  the  longest  of  which  is  5,730  feet.  Midway  is  the  world's  busiest  airport,  9,709,633  passengers 
having  arrived  at  or  departed  from  the  airport  in  the  year  1957.  In  1957  there  were  341,316  air  carrier  operations 
at  Midway.  The  next  busiest  airport  was  La  Guardia  Airport  in  New  York  City  with  253,557  operations. 
Midway,  because  of  its  location  in  a  congested  area  of  the  City  and  its  being  completely  surrounded  by  resi- 
dential and  industrial  developments,  cannot  economically  be  expanded.  The  congestion  at  Midway  has  become 
a  matter  of  great  concern  and  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  and  the  City  have  recommended  that 
Airlines  transfer  flights  to  O'Hare  Airport  and  oppose  the  scheduling  of  additional  flights  to  Midway  during  the 
peak  traffic  periods  of  the  day. 
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O'Hare  Airport 

This  Airport  is  located  northwest  of  the  City's  downtown  area  at  the  terminus  of  the  Northwest  Expressway 
and  the  junction  of  the  Tri-State  and  Northwest  Tollways.  The  Northwest  Expressway,  scheduled  for  completion 
in  the  summer  of  1960,  will  provide  O'Hare  Airport  passengers  with  a  high-speed,  limited  access  highway  into 
the  heart  of  the  City,  while  the  Tollways  and  highways  radiating  from  the  Airport  will  provide  the  surrounding 
metropolitan  area  with  access  to  the  Airport  via  a  vast  network  of  excellent  highways. 

The  Airport  was  acquired  from  the  War  Assets  Administration  of  the  United  States  Government  on  March 
21,  1946,  at  which  time  it  covered  a  tract  of  1,080  acres.  In  1958,  the  City  obtained  clear  title  to  the  land  when 
the  Government  released  the  right  to  use  the  Airport  that  it  had  reserved  under  the  deed  of  March  21,  1946,  and 
entered  into  a  lease  with  the  City,  under  the  terms  of  which  the  City  granted  the  Government  the  limited  use, 
in  common  with  others,  of  the  Airport's  public  facilities,  as  for  example,  the  runways  and  taxiways,  for  a  period 
of  twenty  five  years,  without  cost.  The  Government  also  has  the  option  of  extending  the  lease  for  an  additional 
twenty  five  years  or  terminating  the  lease  at  any  time  upon  proper  notice.  Under  the  lease,  the  Government 
agrees  to  pay  the  City  for  all  military  operations,  in  excess  of  the  limited  number  of  free  operations  specified  in 
the  lease,  at  the  rates  then  prevailing  for  scheduled  Airlines. 

Since  the  City  acquired  the  Airport  from  the  Government  in  1946,  approximately  $29,000,000  of  City, 
State  and  Federal  funds  has  been  invested  in  land  acquisition  and  improvements.  In  May,  1955,  the  City 
negotiated  agreements  with  seventeen  Airlines  covering  their  use  of  the  Airport  and  the  fees  to  be  paid  by  them. 
The  City  Council  approved  these  agreements  in  October  of  that  year  and  the  Airport  was  opened  for  commercial 
use.  The  Airport  limits  as  defined  by  the  City  Council  include  approximately  6,000  acres.  The  City  now  has 
clear  title  to  4,900  acres  and  is  in  the  process  of  acquiring  title  to  the  balance.  None  of  the  property  which  the 
City  is  in  the  process  of  acquiring  is  needed  for  the  presently  contemplated  improvements  and  extensions  at  the 
Airport. 

The  present  facilities  at  O'Hare  Airport  include  a  two-story  terminal  facility  and  concourse  building  with  a 
restaurant  and  other  passenger  facilities,  control  tower,  heating  plant,  automobile  parking  lot,  taxiways,  aircraft 
parking  aprons,  water  system  and  reservoir,  and  five  runways  of  the  following  length:  8,838  feet,  7,417  feet, 
7,345  feet,  5,760  feet  and  5,500  feet.  The  8,838  foot  runway  was  returned  to  service  on  January  7,  1959,  after 
being  strengthened  by  a  concrete  overlay  and  extended  838  feet  from  its  former  length  of  8,000  feet.  This  work 
was  financed  from  City,  State  and  Federal  funds. 

REPORTS  OF  ENGINEERS 

With  Midway  Airport  operating  at  its  maximum  practical  traffic  capacity  and  with  the  Airlines  beginning  to 
make  substantial  commitments  for  large  jet  aircraft  which  could  not  be  accommodated  at  Midway  due  to  the 
limitations  of  its  runways,  the  City  was  faced  with  the  immediate  necessity  of  further  development  of  O'Hare 
Airport.  On  March  1,  1957  the  City  employed  Naess  &  Murphy,  Architects-Engineers,  to  review  and  revise 
previous  plans  for  O'Hare  Airport  development,  in  view  of  the  Airlines'  commitments  for  jet  aircraft  scheduled 
for  delivery  in  1958  and  in  ever-increasing  numbers  beginning  in  January,  1959.  In  October  of  1957,  the  City 
employed  Coverdale  &  Colpitts,  Consulting  Engineers  of  New  York  City,  to  prepare  a  study  of  Chicago's  air 
traffic  and  make  estimates  of  the  annual  revenues  and  expenses  that  could  be  expected  at  O'Hare  Airport. 

Naess  &  Murphy,  together  with  their  consultants,  Landrum  and  Brown,  Airport  Consultants  of  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  and  James  P.  O'Donnell,  Fueling  Consultant  of  New  York  City,  carried  forward  their  work  in  close 
cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of  Aviation  of  the  City,  the  Technical  Development  Center  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Administration  and  the  Airline  Technical  Committee.  After  considering  several  different  plans  for  the  develop- 
ment of  O'Hare  Airport,  agreement  was  reached  in  March,  1958,  on  a  new  plan  considered  adequate  to  meet 
estimated  traffic  requirements  for  the  year  1965  and  formal  approval  was  indicated  by  the  City  and  the  Airline 
Top  Committee.  The  plan  presented  in  its  final  form  in  the  Engineering  Report  of  Naess  &  Murphy  dated 
November  14,  1958,  reflects  their  recommendations  and  satisfies  all  space  requirements  of  the  Airlines  in 
the  various  facilities  to  be  constructed  at  the  Airport  in  the  first  stage  of  development. 

Coverdale  and  Colpitts,  working  in  close  cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of  Aviation,  Naess  &  Murphy  and 
the  Airline  Top  Committee,  prepared  their  Traffic  and  Revenue  Report,  dated  December  22,  1958,  appended 
to  this  Official  Statement.  This  Report  contains  their  estimates  as  to  the  traffic  and  revenue  to  be  expected  at 
O'Hare  Airport  based  on  the  final  approved  plan. 
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The  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  records  reveal  that  in  the  period  1950-1957  Chicago's  enplaned 
revenue  passengers  increased  from  1,438,000  to  4,037,000,  an  increase  of  180%  compared  to  the  Nation's  increase 
in  the  same  period  of  160%,  while  the  aircraft  departures  from  Chicago  increased  from  77,000  to  167,000,  an 
increase  of  117%  compared  to  the  Nation's  increase  of  55%. 

The  Consulting  Engineers'  Report  shows  that  the  number  of  enplaned  passengers  at  O'Hare  Airport 
increased  from  336,000  in  1956  to  603,000  in  1958  and  they  estimate  that  the  number  of  enplaned  passengers 
will  approximate  750,000  in  1959  and  6,820,000  in  the  year  1965. 

The  main  trunk  Airlines  have  placed  substantial  orders  for  new  turbo  jet  aircraft.  These  large  aircraft, 
some  of  which  are  already  in  service,  cannot  operate  at  Midway  Airport  because  of  the  limitations  of  the 
runways.  Of  necessity  these  aircraft  will  have  to  use  O'Hare  Airport  with  its  longer  and  wider  runways. 

The  Consulting  Engineers,  Coverdale  &  Colpitts,  report  that  American,  Capital,  Delta,  Eastern,  Trans 
World  and  United  Airlines  carry  more  than  80%  of  Chicago's  air  passengers.  All  of  these  carriers  have  made 
commitments  for  turbo  jet  type  planes  and  plan  substantial  scheduling  of  flights  at  O'Hare  Airport.  The  first  of 
these  flights  are  to  begin  in  1959. 

When  the  main  trunk  Airlines  are  operating  the  new  turbo  jet  aircraft  with  their  greatly  increased  passenger 
capacity  at  O'Hare  Airport,  the  feeder  lines  plan  to  maintain  substantial  supporting  schedules  at  O'Hare  Airport 
to  interconnect  with  these  main  trunk  line  flights. 


After  giving  careful  consideration  to  the  conclusions  reached  in  the  Engineering  Report  of  Naess  &  Murphy, 
Architects-Engineers  and  the  Traffic  and  Revenue  Report  of  Coverdale  &  Colpitts,  Consulting  Engineers,  and 
in  accordance  with  the  powers  granted  to  it  under  the  Act,  the  City  Council,  by  Ordinance  adopted  December 
29,  1958,  authorized  the  issuance  of  $120,000,000  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds,  Series 
of  1959  to  finance  the  construction  of  the  first  stage  of  development  of  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport. 


The  first  stage  development  program  for  O'Hare  Airport  is  designed  to  provide  Chicago  with  greatly 
expanded  airport  facilities  which  will  accommodate  the  new  commercial  jet  airliners  and  the  increased  volume 
of  passengers  which  they  are  expected  to  carry.  The  facilities  in  the  first  stage  of  development  are  considered 
adequate  to  handle  the  expected  volume  of  traffic  in  the  year  1965.  The  facilities  included  in  this  development 
are  as  follows: 


Terminal  Buildings 

It  is  planned  to  increase  terminal  facilities  with  the  addition  of  two  terminal  buildings  with  attendant 
concourses  and  concrete  aprons  for  parking  aircraft.  They  will  be  rectangular  buildings  approximately  140  feet 
in  width  and  750  feet  in  length,  consisting  of  two  full  floors,  a  mezzanine  floor,  and  a  partial  basement.  General 
separation  of  inbound  and  outbound  passengers  is  obtained  by  concentrating  items  relating  to  each  on  separate 
floors.  The  second  floor  will  have  the  airline  ticket  counters,  offices,  waiting  areas  and  general  concessions  such 
as  a  general  merchandise  store,  newsstand,  lunch  counters  and  insurance  counters.  The  outbound  passengers 
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will  arrive  at  the  terminal  building  on  the  second  floor  via  an  elevated  roadway.  They  may  proceed  past 
the  ticket  counters  and  board  the  aircraft  by  means  of  loading  bridges  without  leaving  this  level.  The 
first  floor  will  be  devoted  to  baggage  handling  areas,  concessions  such  as  taxi  offices,  hotel  reservations,  rent- 
a-car  agencies,  telegraph  counters,  and  other  services.  The  inbound  passengers  will  also  come  from  the 
aircraft  at  the  second  floor  level,  but  wall  descend  to  the  first  floor  via  escalators  to  claim  their  baggage 
and  obtain  ground  transportation  from  the  terminal. 

The  mezzanine  floor  will  accommodate  airline  offices,  rental  offices,  and  airport  administrative  offices.  The 
partial  basement  will  provide  storage  space,  meter  rooms,  and  areas  for  mechanical  equipment.  All  areas  except 
baggage  handling  and  mechanical  equipment  areas  will  be  air  conditioned.  A  public  address  system  will  also  be 
provided.  These  two  new  terminal  buildings  are  scheduled  for  completion  and  occupancy  during  1961. 

Concourses 

There  will  be  a  total  of  four  two-story  concourses  projecting  from  the  two  terminal  buildings  with  adjacent 
concrete  aprons  providing  space  for  parking  sixty  aircraft.  Two  of  these  concourses  will  be  straight  and  two  will 
be  so-called  split  "Y"  units.  They  will  consist  of  an  elevated  passenger  corridor  20  feet  wide  with  small 
passenger  waiting  lobbies  on  either  side  of  the  corridor  at  each  airplane  "gate"  position.  This  level  corresponds 
to  the  second  floor  of  the  terminal  building.  The  first  floor  level  will  contain  airline  operations  rooms  and 
departure  rooms  for  those  carriers  which  prefer  not  to  load  passengers  from  the  second  floor  level  with 
loading  bridges.  In  the  center  of  the  split  "Y"  concourses  will  be  two  floors  of  additional  airline  operations 
spaces  with  an  additional  enclosed  observation  area  on  the  roof  which  will  overlook  an  open  observation  deck. 

Restaurant 

The  main  lastaurant  will  be  a  large  circular  building  located  between  and  connecting  with  the  two  new 
terminal  buildings.  The  first  floor  will  accommodate  mechanical  equipment,  storage,  and  an  employees'  cafeteria. 
The  second  floor  will  be  devoted  to  a  large  coffee  shop  and  kitchen,  and  the  third  floor  to  a  dining  room, 
cocktail  lounge,  and  main  kitchen. 

Existing  Terminal  Building 

After  the  present  terminal  building  has  been  vacated,  it  is  proposed  to  alter  it  for  use  by  international  air 
carriers,  thereby  providing  approximately  20,000  square  feet  of  space  on  the  first  floor  for  use  by  the  customs 
and  immigration  services.  Approximately  8,000  square  feet  of  rentable  outbound  baggage  space  will  also  be 
provided  on  the  first  floor,  plus  storage,  service,  and  mechanical  areas.  The  second  floor  will  also  be  revised  and 
refurbished  in  order  to  provide  8,000  square  feet  of  ticket  counter  and  airline  office  space  for  rent  to  interested 
airlines.  Additional  space  will  also  be  provided  for  concessions  and  public  waiting  rooms. 

Automobile  Parking  Lot 

Parking  for  5,750  automobiles  will  be  provided  in  a  large  parking  lot  in  the  center  of  the  terminal  complex. 
Of  these  spaces,  4,750  will  be  reserved  for  passengers  and  visitor  parking,  900  spaces  for  employee  parking  and 
100  for  rent-a-car  parking. 

HANGAR  AREA 

A  large  tract  of  land  in  the  northwest  section  of  the  Airport  has  been  reserved  for  hangar  facilities. 
Nine  hangars  are  planned  in  the  initial  stage,  with  additional  space  available  for  other  hangars  in  the  future. 
Plans  are  also  being  made  to  extend  water,  sewer,  and  power  facilities  into  this  area,  plus  a  taxiway  and  a 
service  roadway.  Individual  hangars  will  be  provided  with  their  own  water  reservoirs  to  afford  adequate 
fire  protection  in  the  area  without  drawing  on  the  main  aiiport  supply  for  emergencies.  (A  list  of  Hangar 
and  Hangar  Site  Lessees  is  shown  on  page  10.) 

CARGO  AREA 

The  cargo  area  located  east  of  the  terminal  area  '.-'ill  provide  joint  cargo  facilities  for  most  of  the 
domestic  airlines  and  the  Railway  Express  Agency.  There  will  be  two  joint  cargo  buildings.  One  will  be 
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70  feet  wide  and  768  feet  long  and  the  other  will  be  48  feet  wide  and  768  feet  long.  Concrete  aprons  adjacent 
to  the  joint  cargo  buildings  will  be  sufficient  for  parking  ten  aircraft. 

An  additional  cargo  building  will  be  built  for  The  Flying  Tiger  Line,  Inc.,  and  will  provide  36,000 
square  feet  of  warehouse  space  and  adjacent  concrete  aprons  sufficient  for  parking  six  aircraft. 

The  cargo  area  will  be  connected  to  the  terminal  area  by  a  system  of  taxiways  and  a  roadway  and  will 
be  provided  with  water,  sewer,  and  utility  connections.  Areas  will  be  provided  for  automobile  and  truck 
parking.  (A  list  of  the  Cargo  Building  and  Joint  Cargo  Building  Lessees  is  shown  on  page  10.) 

FUELING  SYSTEM 

A  tank  farm  area  will  be  established  in  the  northwest  corner  of  the  airport  beyond  the  hangar  area. 
Facilities  will  be  provided  at  this  location  for  unloading  and  storing  fuel.  These  include  facilities  for  receiving 
fuel  by  pipe  line,  railroad  tank  car  and  truck.  Three  above-ground  floating-roof  tanks  of  500,000,  350,000, 
and  168,000  gallons,  respectively,  will  be  provided  for  turbine  fuel  and  150-octane  fuel.  The  tank  farm  will 
be  connected  to  satellite  storage  facilities  located  around  the  terminal  apron  and  to  the  hydrants  at  the 
aircraft  parking  positions  by  a  system  of  underground  pipe  lines.  Fuel  will  be  transferred  from  the  tank 
farm  to  satellite  storage  by  means  of  underground  pipelines.  Above-ground  tanks  will  be  available  for  storing 
three  days'  supply  of  fuel  based  on  1965  anticipated  demand.  Underground  tanks  in  the  satellite  areas  will 
store  one  day's  supply  of  fuel. 

RUNWAYS  AND  TAXIWAYS 

Provision  is  being  made  to  improve  the  present  runway  and  taxiway  system  to  accommodate  jet  traffic. 
The  8,838  foot  runway  was  returned  to  service  on  January  7,  1959,  after  being  strengthened  by  a  concrete 
overlay.  Taxiways  and  runways  will  be  lengthened  and  strengthened  with  overlays  as  required.  Shoulders  are 
being  added  to  some  taxiways  to  protect  outboard  jet  engines  on  the  new  jet  aircraft.  The  airfield  lighting 
system  will  also  be  improved. 

UTILITIES 

The  Bureau  of  Water  of  the  City  of  Chicago  will  construct  a  36-inch  water  main  from  an  existing 
city  main  to  a  connection  inside  the  airport.  The  Bureau  of  Water  of  the  City  will  contribute  the  difference 
in  cost  between  the  36-inch  water  main  which  will  be  installed  and  the  cost  of  a  30-inch  water  main  originally 
planned  and  included  in  the  cost  of  this  project.  The  water  main  will  be  extended  to  the  terminal  area 
reservoir  and  around  the  terminal  area  for  fire  protection.  A  water  supply  from  the  terminal  area  will  be 
through  a  16-inch  main  around  the  hangar  area,  and  a  branch  connection  will  be  built  to  the  tank  farm  area. 
Adjacent  to  the  heating  plant  an  additional  water  reservoir  will  be  built. 

STORM  DRAINAGE  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  drainage  system  will  be  designed  to  control  the  rapid  run-off"  from  the  large  paved  areas  so  that 
it  will  leave  the  airport  at  a  predetermined  rate  which  will  not  inundate  the  populated  areas  beyond  the 
Airport. 

AIRPORT  MAINTENANCE  BUILDING 

The  Airport  Maintenance  Building  will  be  a  one-story  structure  containing  about  19,000  square  feet 
of  floor  space.  It  will  be  in  the  cargo  area  and  will  contain  a  large  garage  area  providing  18  parking  spaces 
for  large  pieces  of  airport  maintenance  equipment. 

OTHER  IMPROVEMENTS 

Other  improvements  to  the  Airport  which  will  be  financed  from  the  Bond  proceeds  include  the  con- 
struction of  sanitary  sewers,  a  new  heating  and  air  conditioning  plant,  fire  station  improvements  and 
extensions  to  the  service  area,  and  landscaping.  Sites  are  also  being  provided  for  a  large  motel  and  automobile 
service  station  and  a  service  and  parking  area  for  rent-a-cars. 
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PROJECT  COST  AND  ESTIMATED  DATE  OF  COMPLETION 

The  following  are  summaries  of  the  various  estimated  costs  of  construction  set  forth  in  detail  in  the 
Engineering  Report  of  Naess  &  Murphy,  Architects-Engineers,  dated  November  14,  1958.  The  cost  estimates 
were  arrived  at  after  careful  study  of  the  current  levels  of  unit  costs  and  include  allowances,  where  necessary, 
for  anticipated  price  increases,  as  well  as  an  allowance  for  contingencies.  No  costs  have  been  included  for 
land  acquisition  since  all  of  the  land  required  for  purposes  of  construction  is  presently  owned  by  the  City. 
The  design  and  cost  estimates  of  the  fueling  system  were  prepared  for  Naess  &  Murphy  by  James  P.  O'Donnell,

•  The  estimates  of  the  construction  costs  of  the  various  hangars  and  the  cargo  building  were  received  from  the  respective 
Airlines  committing  for  each  facility  and  include  all  architectural  and  engineering  costs  as  well  as  amounts  to  cover  con- 
tingencies. The  estimated  cost  of  each  of  these  facilities,  as  set  forth  above,  determines  the  amount  to  be  allocated  to  the 
construction  of  each  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bond  issue.  Under  the  terms  of  the  Hangar  and  Hangar  Site  Leases  and  the 
Cargo  Building  and  Site  Lease  signed  by  the  respective  Airlines,  each  Airline  agrees  to  deposit  in  escrow  with  The  First 
National  Bank  of  Chicago,  as  escrowce,  any  moneys,  over  and  above  the  estimated  cost  as  set  forth  above,  which  may  be 
required  to  complete  construction  of  its  facility. 

The  Architects-Engineers,  assuming  that  funds  will  be  available  in  the  first  quarter  of  1959,  estimate  that 
the  entire  project  can  be  fully  completed  by  January  1,  1962.  According  to  present  plans,  the  preparation  of 
contract  drawings  and  specifications  will  begin  early  in  1 959  with  the  first  contracts  for  grading  in  the  hangar 
and  terminal  area  being  let  in  April,  1959.

Each  Airline  covenants  and  agrees  with  the  City  that  subject  to  such  orders,  rules  and  regulations  as  may 
be  promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  the  Federal  Government  or  any  agency  thereof,  it  will  during  each 
fiscal  year  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  use  the  Airport  and  provide  for  fee  landings  of 
its  aircraft  at  the  Airport;  provided,  however,  that  if  an  Airline  does  not  now  have  terminal  building 
space,  this  covenant  shall  be  applicable  to  Airline  from  and  after  such  time  as  adequate  terminal  building 
space  (or  adequate  cargo  building  space  for  The  Flying  Tiger  Line,  Inc.)  is  made  available. 

Approved  Revenue  Bonds 

Approved  Revenue  Bonds  means  Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  any  additional  Bonds  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  2.15  of  the  Ordinance,  and  such  additional  Bonds  as  may  be  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  2.16  of  the  Ordinance  and  approved  on  behalf  of  the  Airlines.

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Grant  of  Rights 

Each  Airline  shall  have  the  right  and  privilege  to  operate  an  air  transportation  system  at  the  Airport, 
subject  to  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  City  and  further  subject  to  the  payment  of  fees  and  charges 
hereinafter  provided,  including  the  use,  in  common  with  others,  of  certain  areas  and  facilities  available  for 
common  use. 

Flight  Fees  for  Landing  of  Aircraft 

Each  Airline  shall  pay  the  City  a  Flight  Fee  for  each  separate  landing  (with  certain  minor  exceptions,  such 
as  touch-and-go  operations)  at  the  Airport  of  an  aircraft  operated  by  such  Airline. 

Flight  Fee  Revenue  Requirements 

The  Flight  Fee  Revenue  Requirements  for  any  fiscal  year  during  which  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are 
outstanding  shall  mean  the  excess  of  Airport  Expense  for  such  year  over  the  Revenues  (exclusive  of  all  Flight 
Fees  payable  for  such  fiscal  year  by  Airline  Parties  by  reason  of  fee  landings  or  by  application  of  rentals  for 
passenger  ramp  areas  leased  to  any  Airline  as  payment  on  account  thereof)  for  such  year  under  the  Ordinance. 
Airport  Expense  for  any  fiscal  year,  as  defined  in  the  Airport  Use  Agreement,  includes: 

(a)  operation  and  maintenance  expenses,  including  full  provision  for  all  accounts  receivable  uncollected  30 

days  after  due  date. 

(b)  interest  and  depreciation  on  the  City's  investment  in  the  Airport  (other  than  Government  Grants  in 
Aid  or  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  Approved  Revenue  Bonds), 

(c)  the  sum  to  be  deposited  in  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account,  and 

(d)  beginning  with  the  fiscal  year  1962,  an  amount  equal  to  1.25  times  the  Principal  and  Interest  Require- 
ments (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the  Ordinance)  on  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  outstanding  at  the 
beginning  of  such  fiscal  year,  and  any  premium  paid  on  the  redemption  of  such  Bonds  on  July  1  of  such 
fiscal  year  and  January  1  of  the  succeeding  fiscal  year  or  the  premiums  paid  on  such  Bonds  purchased 
during  such  fiscal  year  in  the  open  market  or  by  tender. 

Flight  Fee  Rate  While  Any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  Outstanding 

During  the  fiscal  year  commencing  January  1,  1959,  and  during  each  year  thereafter,  the  Flight  Fee  payable 
to  the  City  for  each  fee  landing  of  an  aircraft  shall  be  such  amount  per  each  1,000  lbs.  of  the  approved  maxi- 
mum landing  weight  of  such  aircraft  as  equals  the  quotient  obtained  by  dividing  (a)  the  Flight  Fee  Revenue 
Requirements  for  the  fiscal  year  by  (b)  the  number  of  thousands  of  pounds  of  the  aggregate  approved  maxi- 
mum landing  weight  of  all  aircraft  operated  by  all  Airline  Parties  and  landed  in  fee  landings,  both  as  estimated 
by  the  Airport  Consultant  prior  to  January  1  and  July  1  of  each  year. 

Present  Flight  Fee  Rate 

In  the  event  the  effective  date  of  the  Airport  Use  Agreement  is  subsequent  to  January  1,  1959,  then  the 
Flight  Fee  rate  in  effect  immediately  prior  thereto  shall  continue  in  effect  until  a  revised  rate  is  established 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Use  Agreement. 

Deficiency  in  Flight  Fees  While  Any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  Outstanding 

In  the  event  that  in  any  fiscal  year,  commencing  January  1,  1959,  the  Revenues  for  such  fiscal  year 
(excluding  any  Flight  Fee  deficiency  for  such  fiscal  year)  shall  be  less  than  the  amount  of  Airport  Expense,  the 
City  Comptroller  shall,  promptly,  but  not  later  than  January  15,  after  such  fiscal  year,  furnish  to  Airlines  an 
estimate  of  the  Revenues  and  Airport  Expense  for  such  year,  including  an  estimate  as  to  whether  or  not  any 
Flight  Fee  deficiency  exists  for  such  year,  and  each  Airline  shall  pay  its  pro  rata  share  of  any  Flight  Fee 
deficiency  for  such  year  shown  by  such  estimate.  In  the  event  the  Flight  Fee  deficiency  for  any  fiscal  year  shown 
in  the  audited  statement  exceeds  the  Flight  Fee  deficiency  shown  in  the  estimate  of  the  City  Comptroller,  then 
each  Airline  shall  pay  its  pro  rata  share  of  such  excess. 

Minimum  Flight  Fee 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions,  the  minimum  Flight  Fee  payable  shall  at  no  time  be  less  than 
$0.06  per  each  1,000  lbs.  of  the  approved  maximum  landing  weight  of  each  aircraft. 
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Aircraft  Parking  Fee 

City  may  charge  Airline  fees  for  parking  its  aircraft  in  public  parking  areas  in  excess  of  the  free  period 
allowed  therein  and  Airline  shall  pay  City  a  stipulated  fee  for  overtime  parking  of  its  cargo  aircraft  in  a  public 
cargo  ramp  area  or  its  passenger  aircraft  in  a  public  passenger  ramp  area. 

Payment  of  Fees 

City  shall,  within  15  days  following  the  end  of  each  month,  furnish  Airline  a  statement  of  any  Flight  Fee 
and  Aircraft  Parking  Fees  payable  by  it  for  such  month.  The  amount  payable  by  Airline  for  any  month  shall 
be  due  and  payable  on  the  last  day  of  the  next  succeeding  month. 

City  shall,  as  promptly  as  practicable,  furnish  to  Airline  a  statement  of  the  amount  payable  as  Airline's  pro 
rata  share  of  any  Flight  Fee  deficiency,  which  shall  be  due  and  payable  within  20  days  after  such  statement  is 
mailed  or  delivered  by  City. 

Under  the  Leases  of  Terminal  Facilities  contemporaneously  entered  into  between  City  and  certain  Airlines, 
Citv  leases  to  each  of  such  Airlines  designated  passenger  ramp  areas  and  each  such  Airline  agrees  to  pay 
certain  rentals  therefor.  The  ramp  rental  payable  by  each  such  Airline  is  the  equivalent  of  a  commitment  of 
payment  by  such  Airline  of  a  minimum  amount  of  Flight  Fees.  Therefore,  any  amount  payable  by  such  Air- 
line as  rental  for  any  month  for  passenger  ramp  areas  shall  be  applied,  as  provided  in  the  Airport  Use 
Agreement,  against  amounts  payable  by  such  Airline  under  such  Agreement  for  Flight  Fees. 

HANGAR  AND  HANGAR  SITE  LEASE 

Lease  of  Premises 

Under  the  terms  of  each  Hangar  and  Hangar  Site  Lease,  the  City  agrees  to  lease  to  the  Airline  Lessee 
indicated  in  the  schedule  on  page  10,  for  its  exclusive  use,  a  defined  site,  together  with  any  hangar  and 
improvements  located  thereon. 

Estimated  Cost  of  Hangar 

There  has  been  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  preliminary  plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  of 
Lessee's  hangar,  together  with  an  estimate  of  the  cost  thereof.  Such  estimate  establishes  the  amount  to  be 
allocated  from  the  Bond  Proceeds  for  the  construction  of  said  hangar. 

Construction  of  Hangar 

Lessee  and  City  shall  take  such  action  so  that  final  plans  and  specifications  for  Lessee's  hangar  may  be 
completed  with  promptitude  in  order  that  bids  for  such  construction  may  be  opened  by  City  within  18  months 
after  the  date  of  the  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

If  the  lowest  responsible  bids  for  the  construction  of  Lessee's  hangar,  as  determined  by  the  Purchasing 
Agent  of  City,  exceed  the  estimated  cost  thereof,  then  the  Purchasing  Agent  shall  promptly  so  advise  the  Lessee 
and  said  Lessee  shall,  within  10  days  either  (a)  deposit  such  excess  in  escrow  with  The  First  National  Bank 
of  Chicago,  as  Escrowee,  or  (b)  notify  the  Purchasing  Agent  that  the  Lessee  requests  that  the  final  plans 
and  specifications  be  revised  by  City  for  the  purpose  of  permitting  the  construction  within  the  estimated  cost, 
or  such  larger  amount  as  may  be  specified  by  said  Lessee,  and  said  Lessee  shall  cooperate  so  that,  not  later  than 
6  months  following  such  notice,  satisfactory  revised  plans  and  specifications  shall  be  prepared  within  the  esti- 
mated cost,  or  such  larger  amount  specified  by  said  Lessee. 

City  shall  then  promptly  proceed  to  obtain  bids  for  construction  of  said  hangar  based  on  the  revised  plans 
and  specifications.  If  after  the  opening  of  such  bids,  the  cost  of  construction  shall  exceed  the  estimated  cost, 
then  the  Lessee  shall,  within  10  days  after  being  so  advised,  deposit  such  excess  in  said  escrow. 

If  any  modification  or  alteration  of  plans  and  specifications  shall  increase  the  cost  of  construction  of 
Lessee's  hangar,  and  if  such  cost,  as  increased,  exceeds  the  estimated  cost  plus  any  amounts  theretofore 
deposited  by  said  Lessee  in  escrow,  then  said  Lessee  shall  within  10  days  after  notification,  deposit  such  excess 
in  escrow. 

City  shall  cause  Lessee's  hangar  to  be  constructed  as  promptly  as  practicable.  Lessee's  architect  or 
engineer  may,  without  cost  to  City,  assist  in  the  supervision  of  construction. 

All  moneys  deposited  in  escrow  shall  be  held  by  the  Escrowee  with  instructions  to  permit  City  to  withdraw 
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such  funds  from  time  to  time  by  filing  a  statement  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  a  certificate  of 
the  Consulting  Engineer  that  City  is  in  need  of  the  amount  to  be  withdrawn  to  pay  the  balance  of  the  cost  of 
construction. 

If  pursuant  to  the  foregoing,  any  Lessee  shall  deposit  any  amounts  under  said  escrow,  then  upon  comple- 
tion of  its  hangar,  the  Consulting  Engineer  shall  certify  to  the  Escrowee  that  such  hangar  hais  been  completed 
and  that  no  additional  funds  from  said  escrow  shall  be  needed  to  pay  the  cost  of  construction ;  whereupon,  any 
funds  remaining  in  said  escrow  shall  be  returned  to  Lessee.  All  escrow  fees  and  charges,  with  respect  to  funds 
deposited  in  escrow,  shall  be  paid  by  Lessee. 

Rentals 

Lessee  shall  pay  a  stipulated  monthly  ground  rental  conmiencing  either  (1)  January  1,  1962,  or  (2)  the 
first  day  of  the  month  next  succeeding  the  date  when  the  taxiways,  roadways,  water  lines,  sewer  lines  and 
drainage  ditches  serving  its  hangar  site  are  available  for  normal  use,  whichever  is  earlier,  and  during  the 
balance  of  the  term  of  the  Lease. 

Lessee  shall  also  pay  a  stipulated  monthly  additional  rental  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  month  com- 
mencing January  1,  1962  (regardless  of  the  date  on  which  its  hangar  shall  be  completed),  and  thereafter  during 
•the  remaining  term  of  the  Lease  so  long  as  any  Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  or  any  additional  Bonds  issued  pursuant 
to  Section  2.15  of  the  Ordinance  are  outstanding. 

LEASE  OF  TERMINAL  FACILITIES 

City  has  executed  a  Lease  of  Terminal  Facilities  with  each  of  the  Airline  Lessees  indicated  in  the 
schedule  shown  on  page  10. 

Lease  of  Space  in  Present  Terminal  Building 

Until  space  in  a  New  Terminal  Building  is  available  to  a  Lessee,  now  occupying  space  in  the  Present 
Terminal  Building,  Lessee  shall  continue  to  occupy  and  use  the  space  in  the  Present  Terminal  Building  leased 
to  it  by  the  City  under  the  Lease  dated  October  28,  1955.  Such  space  in  the  Present  Terminal  Building  for 
exclusive  use  of  a  Lessee  includes  Ticket  Counter  Space,  Office  Space  and  Operations  Space,  and  for  use  in 
common  with  others  includes  Toilet  Space,  Outbound  Baggage  Space,  Sanitary  Room  Space,  Inbound  Baggage 
Space  and  Covered  Walkway  Space. 

Within  60  days  from  the  date  on  which  the  Consulting  Engineer  certifies  that  space  in  a  New  Terminal 
Building  is  available  for  its  occupancy  and  use.  Lessee  shall  surrender  its  space  in  the  Present  Terminal 
Building. 

Lease  of  Space  in  New  Terminal  Building 

The  City  leases  to  Lessee  and  grants  it  the  exclusive  use  of  space  in  a  New  Terminal  Building,  consisting 
of  the  following  categories:  Ticket  Area  Space,  Operation  Area  Space,  Hold  Area  Space,  Mezzanine  Area 
Space,  Out  Baggage  Space  and  Claim  Baggage  Space. 

Passenger  Ramp  Areas 

The  City  also  leases  individual  designated  passenger  ramp  areas  (referred  to  as  "Airline's  Passenger  Ramp 
Area")  adjacent  to  each  New  Terminal  Building  to  various  Lessees  and  grants  to  each  of  them  the  use  of  its 
designated  ramp  area,  subject  to  the  construction,  installation,  maintenance,  use  and  operation  of  underground 
piping  and  related  facilities  of  the  underground  fueling  system. 

Rentals 

Commencing  the  first  day  of  the  month  next  succeeding  the  effective  date  of  the  Lease  and  continuing 
through  December  31,  1961,  a  Lessee  presently  occupying  space  in  the  Present  Terminal  Building  shall  pay  to 
City,  as  rental  for  its  terminal  building  space,  the  monthly  rental  specified  with  respect  to  its  space  in  the 
Present  Terminal  Building. 

Commencing  January  1,  1962,  and  thereafter  during  the  term  of  the  Lease,  Lessee  shall  pay  to  the  City, 
a  stipulated  monthly  rental  based  upon  its  space  in  a  New  Terminal  Building. 

Commencing  January  1,  1962,  and  thereafter  during  the  term  thereof  so  long  as  any  Bonds,  Series  of  1959, 
or  any  additional  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  Section  2.15  of  the  Ordinance  are  outstanding,  a  Lessee  of  a  pas- 
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senger  ramp  area  shall  pay  to  City,  a  stipulated  monthly  rental  for  its  Airline  Passenger  Ramp  Area,  subject  to 
increase  as  hereinafter  referred  to.  Such  rental  payable  by  Lessee  is  recognized  as  being  the  equivalent  of  a 
commitment  of  payment  by  Lessee  of  a  minimum  amount  of  Flight  Fees  under  the  Airport  Use  Agreement  and, 
therefore,  shall  be  available  for  application  against  such  Flight  Fees  as  provided  in  the  Airport  Use  Agreement. 

If  any  additional  Bonds  shall  be  issued  to  provide  funds  to  pay  the  cost  of  completion  of  the  Improvements, 
then  the  total  rentals  payable  during  each  fiscal  year,  so  long  as  any  Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  or  any  additional 
Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  Section  2.15  of  the  Ordinance  are  outstanding,  by  all  Lessees  for  their  Airline's  Pas- 
senger Ramp  Areas,  shall  be  increased  in  the  aggregate,  effective  either  January  1,  1962  or  the  date  of  the 
delivery  by  City  of  such  additional  Bonds  to  a  purchaser,  whichever  is  later,  by  an  amount  equal  to  1.10  times 
the  Principal  and  Interest  Requirements  of  such  additional  Bonds  for  each  such  fiscal  year,  as  defined  in  the 
Ordinance. 

Lessee  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  month  commencing  with  the  month  next  succeeding  the 
effective  date  of  the  Lease,  pay,  at  the  office  of  the  City  Comptroller,  all  rentals  payable  for  such  month; 
provided,  however,  that  Lessee's. pro  rata  share  of  rental  specified  for  Outbound  Baggage  Space,  Inbound 
Baggage  Space,  Airline  Toilet  Space  and  Sanitary  Room  Space  in  the  Present  Terminal  Building  shall  be 
payable  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  following  the  month  for  which  such  rental  is  payable. 

CARGO  BUILDING  AND  SITE  LEASE 

Lease  of  Prevtises 

Under  the  terms  of  this  Lease,  the  City  agrees  to  lease  to  The  Flying  Tiger  Line,  Inc.  (herein  called 
"Lessee"),  for  its  exclusive  use,  a  defined  site,  together  with  a  cargo  building  and  improvements  thereon 
to  be  located  in  the  easterly  portion  of  the  Cargo  Area.  As  promptly  as  practicable,  the  Consulting  Engineer 
shall  specify  within  the  foregoing  requirements  the  exact  location  on  the  Airport  of  the  demised  premises. 

Estimated  Cost  of  Cargo  Building 

There  has  been  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  preliminary  plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  of 
Lessee's  cargo  building,  together  with  an  estimate  of  the  cost  thereof.  Such  estimate  establishes  the  amount 
to  be  allocated  from  the  Bond  proceeds  for  the  construction  of  said  cargo  building. 

Construction  of  Cargo  Building 

The  provisions  for  filing  final  plans  and  specifications,  receiving  bids,  constructing  the  facility,  and  the 
depositing  of  moneys  in  escrow  to  cover  construction  costs  in  excess  of  the  estimates,  all  as  set  forth  in  the 
sunmiary  of  the  Hangar  and  Hangar  Site  Lease,  apply  to  the  Cargo  Building  and  Site  Lease. 

Rentals 

Lessee  shall  pay  a  stipulated  monthly  ground  rental  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  month  commencing 
January  1,  1962  and  thereafter  during  the  term  of  the  Lease. 

Lessee  shall  also  pay  a  stipulated  monthly  additional  rental  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  month 
commencing  January  1,  1962  (regardless  of  the  date  on  which  the  cargo  building  shall  be  completed),  and 
thereafter  during  the  remaining  term  of  the  Lease  so  long  as  any  Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  or  any  additional 
Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  Section  2.15  of  the  Ordinance  are  outstanding. 

JOINT  CARGO  BUILDING  AND  SITE  LEASE 

Lease  of  Premises 

Under  the  terms  of  the  Joint  Cargo  Building  and  Site  Lease,  the  City  has  agreed  to  grant  to  each  Airline 
Lessee,  indicated  in  the  schedule  on  page  10:  (a)  the  exclusive  use  of  certain  premises  in  the  Joint  Airline 
Cargo  Area  and  in  one  of  the  two  Joint  Cargo  Buildings;  such  premises  consisting  of  Joint  Cargo  Building 
Space  and  adjacent  truck  parking  area;  and  (b)  the  use  in  common  with  other  Lessees  of  certain  premises  in 
the  Joint  Airline  Cargo  Area  and  in  one  of  the  two  Joint  Cargo  Buildings;  such  premises  consisting  of  Joint 
Cargo  Building  Space  not  leased  to  any  specific  Lessee  and  the  cargo  ramp  aprons  adjacent  thereto  and  all 
general  area  in  the  Joint  Airline  Cargo  Area. 

Rentals 

Lessee  shall  pay  a  stipulated  monthly  ground  rental  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  month  commencing 
January  1,  1962  and  thereafter  during  the  term  of  the  Lease. 
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Lessee  shall  also  pay  a  stipulated  monthly  additional  rental  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  month 
commencing  January  1,  1962  (regardless  of  the  date  on  which  the  buildings  and  improvements  shall  be 
completed),  and  thereafter  during  the  remaining  term  of  the  Lease  so  long  as  any  Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  or 
any  additional  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  Section  2.15  of  the  Ordinance  are  outstanding. 

FUELING  SYSTEM  LEASE 

Lease  of  'Premises 

Under  the  terms  of  this  Lease,  the  City  agrees  to  grant  to  each  of  the  Airline  Lessees,  indicated  in  the 
schedule  on  page  10,  in  common  with  each  other,  certain  rights  and  privileges  in  the  fueling  system  to  be 
constructed  at  the  Airport. 

The  rights  and  privileges  of  each  Lessee  shall  include  the  exclusive  use,  in  common  with  each  of  the  other 
Lessees,  of  the  following  premises  (as  defined  in  said  Lease) :  the  Tank  Farm  Area,  the  Truck  Fill  Stand  Area, 
the  Satellite  Area  and  the  Piping  Area. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  City  shall  have  such  rights  and  privileges  as  may  be  necessary  or  appro- 
priate for  the  construction  of  the  fueling  system  by  City.  In  addition,  City  shall  have  the  right  to  construct, 
install,  maintain,  use  and  operate  piping  and  related  facilities  in  the  Piping  Area,  but  only  if  such  action  shall 
not  interfere  with  the  use  of  such  area,  by  any  one  or  more  of  the  Lessees. 

Use  of  Premises  by  Others 

The  fueling  system  shall  be  made  available  by  Lessees  for  participation,  on  such  equitable  basis  of  payment 
to  or  for  the  account  of  Lessees  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  by  any  other  Airline 
Party  not  a  Lessee,  but  only  if  such  participation  will  not  impair  the  usefulness  of  such  fueling  system  for 
the  actual  and  reasonably  anticipated  requirements  of  Lessees  and  any  other  then  participants  in  such  system; 
and  provided  further,  that  no  such  other  Airline  Party  shall  be  entitled  to  use,  without  the  consent  of  the  Lessee 
or  Lessees  involved,  any  portion  of  such  fueling  system  which  shall  consist  of  any  distribution  outlet  located 
in  any  passenger  or  cargo  ramp  area  at  the  Airport  which  shall  have  been  leased  by  City  to  such  Lessee  or 
Lessees  or  any  storage  facilities,  located  in  either  the  Tank  Farm  Area  or  the  Satellite  Area,  which  shall  have 
been  designated  for  the  exclusive  use  of  such  Lessee  or  Lessees  under  the  terms  of  any  agreement  at  the  time 
in  effect  between  all  Lessees. 

Rentals 

The  monthly  rental  specified  in  the  1955  Tank  Farm  Lease,  dated  October  28,  1955,  between  City  and 
American  Airlines,  Inc.,  for  use  of  the  present  tank  farm  shall  continue  to  be  payable  until  December  31,  1961. 

Each  Lessee  shall  pay  a  stipulated  monthly  ground  rental  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  month, 
commencing  January  1,  1962  and  thereafter  during  the  term  of  the  Lease  as  to  such  Lessee. 

Each  Lessee  shall  also  pay  a  stipulated  monthly  additional  rental  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each 
month,  commencing  January  1,  1962  (regardless  of  the  date  on  which  the  fueling  system  shall  be  completed) 
and  thereafter  during  the  remaining  term  of  the  Lease  as  to  such  Lessee,  so  long  as  any  Bonds,  Series  of  1959, 
or  any  additional  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  Section  2.15  of  the  Ordinance  are  outstanding. 

In  the  event  that  the  Lease  shall  be  terminated  by  City  as  to  any  Lessee,  then  notwithstanding  the 
foregoing  provisions,  the  total  stipulated  monthly  ground  rentals  and  total  stipulated  monthly  additional  rentals 
payable  thereunder  by  all  other  Lessees  shall  be  respectively  increased  in  the  aggregate,  effective  as  of  the  first 
day  of  the  month  next  succeeding  such  termination,  by  the  amount  of  stipulated  monthly  ground  rental  and 
stipulated  monthly  additional  rental,  respectively,  payable  thereunder  at  the  time  of  such  termination  by  the 
terminated  Lessee. 

SUMMARY  OF  GENERAL  COVENANTS 
APPLICABLE  TO  AIRPORT  USE  AGREEMENT  AND  LEASES 

Rentals 

The  rentals  stipulated  in  the  various  Leases  (as  set  forth  on  page  46  of  Coverdale  &  Colpitts  Report, 
appended  to  this  Official  Statement)  shall  be  payable  commencing  on  the  dates  and  for  the  respective  periods 
therein  provided,  regardless  of  the  dates  on  which  the  facilities  referred  to  in  the  respective  Leases  shall  be 
constructed  or  shall  be  available  for  occupancy  and  use  by  the  Lessees. 
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The  City  and  the  Lessees,  under  the  various  Leases,  agree  that  so  long  as  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds 
are  outstanding,  the  rentals  stipulated  therein  shall  not  be  reduced.  All  amounts  payable  to  the  City  under 
the  terms  of  the  Use  Agreement  and  the  Leases  shall  be  paid  at  the  office  of  the  City  Comptroller,  and  if  not 
paid  when  due,  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  7%  per  annum  until  paid. 

Ingress  and  Egress 

Subject  to  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  the  City,  the  Lessees  shall  have  the  rights  and  privileges 
over  the  Airport  of  ingress  to  and  egress  from  the  demised  premises,  as  set  forth  in  detail  in  the  respective 
Leases,  including  the  right  to  install,  maintain,  use  and  operate  facilities  and  equipment  on  the  Airport  and  the 
right  to  connect  the  leased  premises  with  any  taxiways,  roadways,  water  lines,  sewer  lines,  drainage  ditches 
and  utility  lines  being  furnished  by  the  City. 

Construction,  Maintenance  and  Repair  by  Lessee 

Lessee  may  construct  or  install,  at  its  own  expense,  any  improvements,  facilities  and  equipment,  in  any 
premises  leased  to  it  for  its  sole  exclusive  use.  Lessee,  together  with  other  Lessees  of  such  premises,  may 
construct  or  install  at  its  or  their  own  expense,  any  buildings,  improvements,  facilities  and  equipment  in  any 
premises  leased  to  it  and  such  Lessees  for  their  common  use.  All  such  construction  or  installation  shall  be 
made  only  after  obtaining  the  approval  of  the  Commis -loner  of  Public  Works  of  the  plans  and  .specifications 
and  obtaining  requisite  building  or  construction  licenses  or  permits.  All  buildings  and  permanent  improvements 
constructed  or  installed  by  Lessee  sliall  become  the  property  of  the  City  upon  completion  of  construction. 
Lessee  shall  keep  and  maintain  all  buildings,  improvements  and  facilities  and  additions  thereto,  constructed  or 
installed  by  Lessee  on  the  leased  premises  in  good  condition  and  repair. 

After  completion  of  construction  by  the  City  of  buildings  and  improvements  on  leased  premises  in  the 
Hangar  or  Cargo  Areas  or  as  part  of  the  Fueling  System,  Lessee  shall  keep  the  same  in  good  condition  and 
repair,  subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  summarized  under  the  subheading  "Insurance  After  Completion 
of  Construction." 

Lessee  shall  keep  the  leased  premises,  all  construction  completed  and  installations  made  by  City,  and  all 
construction  and  installations  made  by  Lessee  in  a  sanitary  and  sightly  condition,  and  shall  comply  with  all 

applicable  health  and  safety  requirements. 

Use  of  Premises  on  Behalf  of  or  by  Others 

Any  of  the  premises  leased  to  a  Lessee  may  also  be  used,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  Lessee  on  behalf  of 
or  in  conjunction  with  any  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties  in  connection  with  the  conduct  of  air  transportation 
to  the  same  extent  as  Lessee  is  entitled  to  use  such  premises  in  its  own  behalf.  Lessee  shall  also  be  entitled  to 
sublease  any  of  such  premises,  in  whole  (subject  to  the  prior  approval  of  City)  or  in  part,  to  any  other  Airline 
Party  or  Parties. 

In  case  of  any  use  of  any  of  such  premises  by  Lessee  on  behalf  of  or  in  conjunction  with  any  other  Airline 
Party  or  Parties,  or  in  case  of  any  sublease  of  any  of  such  premises.  Lessee  shall  remain  liable  for  its  obligations 
under  said  Lease. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  no  use  of  any  of  the  premises  leased  may  be  made  by  Lessee  on  behalf 
of  or  in  conjunction  with  any  other  Airline  Party  or  Parties,  and  no  sublease  of  any  part  of  such  premises  may 
be  made  by  Lessee,  except  in  each  case  with  the  consent  of  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  if  such  use  or 
sublease  involves  payment  to  Lessee  by  such  other  Airline  Party  or  sublessee  of  an  amount  greater  than  Lessee's 
expenses. 

Completion  of  Construction 

The  City  agrees  to  use  its  best  efforts  to  cause  the  Improvements  at  the  Airport,  in  accordance  with  the 
final  plans  and  specifications  therefor,  to  be  completed  as  early  as  practicable. 

Maintenance  and  Operation  by  City 

City  shall  maintain  and  keep  in  good  condition  and  repair,  the  New  TeiTninal  Buildings  and  all  additions 
and  improvements  thereto  provided  by  the  City  and  all  roadways,  taxiways,  water  lines,  sewer  lines,  drainage 
ditches,  additions,  improvements,  facilities  and  equipment  now  or  hereafter  provided  by  City  for  common  use, 
serving  any  leased  premises  but  located  outside  the  leased  premises. 
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City  shall  operate  the  Airport  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  and  with  standards  and  ratings 
for  airports  of  similar  size  and  character  issued  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration.  City  shall  also  operate 
the  Airport  in  a  manner  so  as  to  produce  revenues  of  a  nature  and  amount  which  would  be  produced  by  a 
reasonably  prudent  operator. 

City  shall  use  its  best  efforts  in  the  selection  of  an  operator  for  the  purpose  of  providing  transportation 
service  to  and  from  the  Airport  of  passengers  and  their  baggage  in  a  satisfactory  and  efficient  manner. 

City  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  keep  the  Airport  open  and  in  operation  for  landings  and  take-offs  of 
aircraft  of  any  type  using  facilities  similar  to  those  at  the  Airport.  City  shall  maintain  order  at  the  Airport. 

Covenant  Against  Liens 

Lessees  shall  keep  the  leased  premises  and  the  buildings,  improvements  and  facilities  free  and  clear  of  any 
and  all  Hens  in  any  way  arising  out  of  the  action,  or  use  thereof  by  Lessee;  provided,  however,  that  Lessee 
may  in  good  faith  contest  the  validity  of  any  lien. 

Taxes  on  Leased  Premises 

City  shall  pay  any  and  all  taxes  or  special  assessments,  if  any,  which  may  be  levied  or  assessed  upon 
the  leased  premises;  provided,  however,  that  the  foregoing  shall  not  apply  to  taxes  on  any  personal  property 
or  leasehold  of  Lessee  located  on  the  leased  premises. 

Rules  and  Regulations 

Each  Lessee  or  Airline  Party  shall  observe  and  obey  all  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  conduct  and 
operation  of  the  Airport,  promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  City,  which  are  reasonably  required  for  the  prudent 
and  efficient  operation  of  the  Airport  and  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  reasonable  exercise  by  Lessee  or  Airline 
Party  of  any  right  or  privilege  granted  to  it  under  any  agreement  between  said  Lessee  or  Airline  Party  and  City 
relating  to  the  Airport,  nor  inconsistent  with  safety  nor  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  any  Federal  or  State 
agency  having  jurisdiction  with  respect  thereto,  nor  inconsistent  with  the  procedures  prescribed  or  approved 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  or  any  other  governmental  authority  having 
jurisdiction  over  operations  at  the  Airport. 

City,  however,  shall  have  no  control  over  the  rates,  fares  or  charges  that  any  Lessee  or  Airline  Party  may 
prescribe  in  connection  with  its  conduct  of  an  air  transportation  business. 

Liability  Arising  from  Act  of  Lessees  and  Airline  Parties 

Each  Lessee  or  Airline  Party  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  in  force  insurance  of  the  following  types 
and  in  not  less  than  the  following  amounts,  insuring  Lessee  or  Airline  Party  and  City  against  all  liabilities  for 
accidents  arising  out  of  or  in  connection  with  Lessee's  or  Airline  Party's  use  and  occupancy  of  and  operations 
at  the  Airport,  except  when  caused  by  City's  negligence  alone  or  jointly  with  any  person  other  than  such  Lessee 
or  Airline  Party,  its  agents,  contractors  and  sub-contractors,  and  shall  furnish  to  City  certificates  evidencing 
such  insurance,  naming  City  as  an  additional  assured  thereunder,  subject  to  certain  limitations  in  respect  of 
City's  negligence,  to-wit:

The  foregoing  requirements  for  insurance  apply  to  the  Use  Agreement  and  all  Leases  except  the  Fueling 
System  Lease  in  which  the  type  and  limits  are  as  follows:

Insurance  During  Construction 

The  City  shall,  until  the  date  of  completion  of  the  Improvements,  as  certified  by  the  Consulting  Engineer, 
keep  in  force  public  liability  and  property  damage  insurance,  insuring  City,  in  the  aforementioned  amounts 
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specified  in  the  Use  Agreement  and  the  Leases  and  also  builder's  risk  insurance.  City  may  cause  such  insurance 
to  be  effected  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  contractors  performing  the  construction  work,  but,  in  any  event,  the 
cost  of  such  insurance  shall  be  deemed  a  part  of  the  cost  of  construction. 

Insurance  After  Completion  of  Construction 

A  Lessee  is  required  to  bear  the  cost  of  insurance  maintained  by  the  City  on  the  Improvements  (excluding 
the  Terminal  Facilities)  following  construction  thereof,  consisting  of  a  so-called  "fire  and  extended  coverage 
policy  or  policies,"  not  exceeding,  without  consent  of  such  Lessee,  80%  of  the  full  insurable  value  thereof. 
All  such  insurance  policies  shall  name  City  and  such  Lessee  as  insureds,  and  shall  provide  that  proceeds  of  such 
insurance  shall  be  payable  to  City  and  such  policies  shall  be  deposited  with  the  City  Comptroller. 

Should  any  building  or  improvement  constructed  by  City  on  the  premises  leased  to  a  Lessee  be  damaged 
or  destroyed  on  or  after  the  date  upon  which  the  completion  of  the  buildings  and  improvements  is  certified  by 
the  Consulting  Engineer,  and  If  any  Insurance  proceeds  are  payable  by  reason  thereof.  City  shall  immediately 
after  such  damage  or  destruction  cause  plans  and  specifications  and  an  estimate  of  cost  for  repairing,  replacing 
or  reconstructing  the  damaged  or  destroyed  property  to  be  prepared.  Lessee  shall  be  consulted  for  its  suggestions 
before  any  such  plans  and  specifications  are  approved.  Such  Insurance  proceeds  shall  be  applied,  as  promptly 
as  practicable,  to  the  repair,  replacement  or  reconstruction  of  the  damaged  property.  If  such  proceeds  are  more 
than  suflficient  for  such  purpose,  the  balance  remaining  shall  be  transferred  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
Account.  If  such  insurance  proceeds  are  Insufficient  for  such  purpose,  the  deficiency  shall  be  supplied  by  City 
from  any  moneys  in  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account. 

Abatement  of  Rentals  in  Event  of  Closing 

In  the  event  that  the  Airport  shall  be  closed  for  any  period  of  time  by  any  order  or  direction  of  City  or 
any  other  governmental  authority  or  agency,  or  by  any  order  or  direction  of  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
while  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  then  to  the  extent,  but  only  to  the  extent,  that  sufficient 
moneys  are  then  held  to  the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  under  the  Ordinance,  the  rentals  provided 
in  the  Leases  as  payable  by  Lessees  shall  abate  for  the  period  of  such  closing. 

In  the  event  the  Airport  shall  be  so  closed  for  the  landing  or  taking  off  of  all  turbo  jet  powered  aircraft, 
which  at  the  time  are  landing  or  taking  off,  in  the  course  of  normal  operations,  at  one  or  more  airports  having 
facilities  similar  to  those  at  the  Airport,  but  shall  not  be  closed  to  the  landing  or  taking  off  of  other  aircraft 
operated  by  any  Airline  Parties,  while  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding,  then  50%  of  the  rentals 
payable  by  Lessees  under  the  Leases  shall  abate  for  the  period  of  such  closing,  but  In  no  event  for  more 
than  6  months  for  any  single  closing,  in  any  fiscal  year,  to  the  extent  but  only  to  the  extent  that  sufficient 
moneys  are  then  held  to  the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account. 

Termination  by  City 

City  may  terminate  the  Leases  or  the  Airport  Use  Agreement  by  giving  sixty  (60)  days  advance  notice 
upon  or  after  the  happening  and  during  the  continuance  of  any  one  of  the  following  events: 

(a)  The  filing  by  Airline  of  a  voluntary  petition  in  bankruptcy. 

(b)  The  institution  of  proceedings  in  bankruptcy  against  Airline  and  the  final  adjudication  of 
Airline  as  a  bankrupt  pursuant  to  such  proceedings. 

(c)  The  taking  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  for  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  of  all  or 
substantially  all  of  Airline's  assets  pursuant  to  proceedings  brought  under  the  provisions  of  any  Federal 
reorganization  act. 

(d)  The  appointment  of  a  receiver  of  all  or  substantially  all  of  Airline's  assets  and  Airline's 
failure  to  vacate  such  appointment  within  sixty  (60)  days  thereafter. 

(e)  The  assignment  by  Airline  of  its  assets  for  the  benefit  of  Its  creditors. 

(f)  The  abandonment  by  Airline  of  Its  conduct  of  air  transportation  at  the  Airport. 

(g)  The  default  by  Airline  in  the  performance  of  any  covenant  or  agreement  required  to  be 
performed  by  Airline  and  the  failure  of  Airline  to  remedy  such  default,  or  to  take  prompt  action  to 
remedy  such  default,  within  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  after  receipt  from  City  of  notice  to  remedy 
the  same. 
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Termination  by  Airline 

Airline  may  not  terminate  its  Leases  or  the  Airport  Use  Agreement  so  long  as  any  Approved  Re\enue 
Bonds  are  outstanding.

Under  the  terms  of  the  Airport  Use  Agreement  entered  into  between  the  city  and  the  various  Airlines,  the 
Airlines  covenant  to  use  O'Hare  Airport  and  agree  to  pay,  in  each  fiscal  year,  sufficient  Flight  Fees  for  their  fee 
landings,  so  that  with  revenues  derived  from  fixed  rentals  payable  under  the  Leases,  from  concessions  and  from 
any  other  source,  the  gross  revenues  at  the  Airport  will  equal  the  sum  of  Operation  and  Maintenance  Expenses, 
the  amounts  to  be  allocated  to  the  Reserve  Maintenance  and  Emergency  Reserve  Accounts  and,  beginning  in 
the  fiscal  year  1962,  an  amount  equal  to  1.25  times  the  Principal  and  Interest  Requirements,  as  defined  in  the 
Ordinance,  on  the  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  outstanding  at  the  beginning  of  such  fiscal  year,  and  the  amount  of 
any  premiums  paid  on  such  Bonds  retired  by  January  1  of  the  succeeding  fiscal  year.

If  each  fiscal  year's  net  revenues,  as  estimated  by  Coverdale  &  Colpitts,  Consulting  Engineers,  after  pro- 
viding for  the  Minimum  Sinking  Fund  Payments  and  the  required  deposits  to  the  credit  of  the  Debt  Service 
Reserve  Account,  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  and  Emergency  Reserve  Account,  were  applied  to  the  accele- 
rated retirement  of  Bonds  over  and  above  the  retirement  of  Bonds  by  means  of  the  annual  Minimum  Sinking 
Fund  Payments,  it  is  estimated  that  the  $120,000,000  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  4^4%  Revenue 
Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  could  be  retired  by  January  1,  1986. 

SUMMARY  OF  CERTAIN  PROVISIONS  OF  BOND  ORDINANCE 

The  follov/ing  information  is  summarized  from  the  Ordinances  adopted  by  the  City  Council  on  December 
29,  1958  and  on  February  16,  1959,  copies  of  both  of  which  are  on  file  with  the  City  Comptroller  and  the 
Depositary.   (Both  Ordinances  are  herein  sometimes  referred  to  as  the  "Ordinance.") 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  the  Ordinance  adopted  December  29,  1958  authorizes  the 
issuance  by  the  City  of  $120,000,000  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  of  1959, 
and  designates  The  First  National  Bank  of  Chicago,  Chicago,  Illinois  as  Depositary,  Paying  Agent  and  Registra- 
tion Agent.  The  Ordinance  adopted  February  16,  1959,  authorizes  certain  details  of  this  issue  of  Bonds  and 
establishes  the  rate  of  interest  of  such  Bonds,  among  other  things,  all  as  described  or  summarized  in  the  cover 
page  of  this  Official  Statement.  As  provided  in  the  Act  and  the  Ordinance,  the  Bonds  have  all  the  qualities 
of  negotiable  instruments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois  but  may  be  registered  as  to  principal  or  as  to 
principal  and  interest. 

SECURITY  FOR  THE  BONDS 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance,  the  Bonds  are  secured  by  a  charge  and  lien  on,  and 
are  payable  solely  from,  the  Bond  proceeds  and  the  Net  Revenues  derived  from  the  operation  of  the  Airport  and 
from  any  service  rendered  in  the  operation  thereof  as  set  forth  in  the  Ordinance.  All  such  Net  Revenues  and 
funds  are  exclusively  and  irrevocably  pledged  to  and  constitute  a  trust  fund  for  the  security  and  payment  of  the 
principal  of  and  the  interest  and  any  redemption  premium  on  the  Bonds  and  any  additional  Bonds  issued  under 
the  Ordinance. 

SURETY  BONDS 

The  City  will  take  out  and  maintain  or  cause  to  be  provided  fidelity  insurance  or  a  fidelity  bond  or  bonds 
covering  all  employees  and  officials  of  the  City  who  receive  or  handle  Revenues  of  the  Airport;  in  the  case  of 
employees  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  cover  the  maximum  amount  of  Revenues  so  received  or  handled  by  each 
such  employee  during  any  calendar  week. 

RECEIPT,  DEPOSIT  AND  ALLOCATION  OF  REVENUES 

The  Airport  shall  be  operated  on  a  fiscal  year  basis  beginning  January  1.  All  Revenues  derived  from 
the  operation  of  the  Airport  and  for  any  service  rendered  by  the  City  in  the  operation  thereof  shall  be 
held  by  the  City  and  the  Depositary  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  Bonds  issued 
under  the  Ordinance  and  the  coupons  appertaining  thereto  and  shall  be  allocated  and  applied  solely  to  the  uses 
and  purposes  set  forth  in  the  Ordinance  and  shall  be  accounted  for  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  moneys, 
funds  or  other  resources  of  the  City. 

Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Fund 

The  City  covenants  and  agrees  that  all  Revenues,  including  all  rents,  fees,  rates  or  other  charges  shall  be  re- 
ceived, deposited  and  accounted  for  through  a  special  fund  created  for  such  purpose  and  designated  Chicago- 
O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Fund  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Revenue  Fund").  All  moneys  paid 
into  the  Revenue  Fund  shall  be  deposited  by  the  City  Treasurer  with  the  Depositary.  All  Revenues  so  deposited 
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shall  be  disbursed  by  warrants  on  the  City  Treasurer,  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  City 
Comptroller  and  all  such  moneys  accounted  for  through  the  Revenue  Fund  during  each  fiscal  year,  shall  be 
allocated  first  to  Operation  and  Maintenance  Expenses  and  then  in  the  following  order  of  priority  to  the 
following  respective  special  accounts: 

Interest  Account 
Debt  Service  Reserve  Account 
Sinking  Fund  Account 
Reserve  Maintenance  Account 
Emergency  Reserve  Account 

Operation  and  Maintenance  Expenses 

The  City  Comptroller  shall  draw  warrants  on  the  City  Treasurer  on  the  Revenue  Fund  to  pay  for  operation 
and  maintenance  of  the  Airport,  but  such  warrants  drawn  with  respect  to  any  fiscal  year  shall  not  exceed  the 
amount  budgeted  by  the  City  for  Operation  and  Maintenance  Expenses  for  the  then  current  fiscal  year,  unless 
such  warrants  cover  expenditures  authorized  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  members  of  the  City  Council.  In 
addition  thereto,  a  reasonable  reserve  for  the  next  ensuing  year  (not  in  excess  of  one  quarter  of  the  amount 
budgeted  for  the  current  year)  may  be  retained  in  the  Revenue  Fund. 

Allocation  of  Remaining  Revenues 

The  City  Comptroller  shall  from  time  to  time  direct  the  Depositary  to  allocate  the  remaining  available 
Revenues  in  the  following  manner  and  order  of  priority: 

First:  Interest  Account.  There  shall  be  allocated  to  such  Account  an  amount  equal  to  any  unpaid 
interest  then  due  on  all  outstanding  Bonds,  plus  the  interest  to  become  due  thereon  on  the  next  ensuing 
interest  payment  date  other  than  interest  which  is  to  be  paid  from  Bond  proceeds  (deposited  in  a  separate 
account  designated  "Interest  During  Construction  Account"). 

Second:  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account.  Beginning  with  the  fiscal  year  commencing  January  1,  1962, 
there  shall  be  allocated  to  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $3,279,000, 
in  any  fiscal  year,  until  there  shall  be  in  such  Account  an  amount  equal  to  two  years'  interest  require- 
ments on  all  Bonds  outstanding.  All  moneys  in  this  Account  shall  be  used  and  withdrawn  to  the  extent 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest.  Sinking  Fund  payments  and  the  principal  of  the  Bonds 
including  premiums  for  prior  redemption  thereof  in  the  event  no  other  funds  are  available  for  such  purpose. 
Whenever  the  deposits  in  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account  exceed  two  years'  interest  on  all  Bonds  out- 
standing, such  excess  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Account.  Any  moneys  withdrawn  to  meet 
interest  and  Sinking  Fund  requirements  shall  be  replaced  out  of  the  first  money  available  therefor. 

The  additional  amount  to  be  allocated  to  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account  in  any  fiscal  year  with 
respect  to  additional  Bonds  issued  to  pay  the  cost  of  completing  the  Improvements,  referred  to  in  Section 
2.15  of  the  Ordinance,  and  the  amount  to  be  allocated  respecting  additional  Bonds  issued  for  further 
improvements  and  extensions  to  the  Airport  (as  provided  in  Section  2.16  thereof)  shall  not  exceed  the 
amount  specified  in  the  Supplemental  Ordinance  or  Ordinances  authorizing  the  issuance  of  such  additional 
Bonds. 

Third:  Sinking  Fund  Account.  Starting  January  1,  1965,  there  shall  next  be  allocated  to  the  Sinking 
Fund  Account,  in  each  fiscal  year,  an  amount  sufficient  to  retire  the  principal  amount  of  Bonds,  as  provided 
in  the  Ordinance,  by  January  1  of  the  succeeding  fiscal  year,  which  amount  is  referred  to  therein  as  the 
Minimum  Sinking  Fund  Pa^onent.  The  minimum  annual  payments  to  be  made  to  the  Sinking  Fund 
Account,  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance,  are  calculated,  for  each  series  of  bonds  outstanding  thereunder,  as 
sufficient  to  retire  all  bonds  of  such  series  by  its  maturity  date. 

Fourth:  Reserve  Maintenance  Account.  Starting  with  the  fiscal  year  commencing  January  1,  1959,  in 
each  fiscal  year  to  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account,  out  of  the  balance  remaining  after  making  any  re- 
quired deposits  in  such  year  to  the  Interest  Account,  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account  and  the  Sinking 
Fund  Account  the  sum  of  $20,000  in  each  fiscal  year  through  the  fiscal  year  1961  and  the  sum  of  $600,000 
in  each  fiscal  year  thereafter,  until  there  shall  have  been  accumulated  in  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account 
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the  sum  of  $2,500,000;  provided,  however,  that  if  less  than  the  amount  required  to  be  deposited  in  this 
Account  in  any  fiscal  year  shall  be  so  deposited,  the  requirement  therefor  shall  nevertheless  be  cumulative 
and  the  amount  of  such  deficiency  shall  be  added  to  the  amount  required  to  be  deposited  in  this  Account 
in  each  fiscal  year  thereafter,  until  such  time  as  such  deficiency  shall  have  been  made  up  or  until  there 
shall  have  been  accumulated  in  this  Account  the  sum  of  $2,500,000. 

If  additional  Bonds  are  issued  under  the  respective  provisions  of  the  Ordinance,  the  applicable  limits 
as  to  the  maximum  amount  which  shall  be  deposited  in  any  fiscal  year  and  the  maximum  amount  which 
shall  be  accumulated  in  said  Account  shall  be  increased  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  the 
Ordinance. 

Moneys  held  for  the  credit  of  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  shall  be  held  as  a  reserve  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  the  cost  of  major  repairs,  renewals  and  replacements  of  terminal  buildings,  landing 
areas,  aprons,  and  related  facilities,  equipment  or  otherwise,  at  the  Airport,  provided  the  making  of  such 
repairs,  renewals  or  replacements  is  approved  by  the  Consulting  Engineer,  as  evidenced  by  his  certificate, 
and  in  the  case  of  an  insufficiency  of  moneys  to  pay  the  Operation  and  Maintenance  Expenses,  all  expenses 
chargeable  as  Operation  and  Maintenance  Expenses  under  the  terms  of  the  Ordinance;  and  shall  be 
disbursed  only  for  such  purposes,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  Ordinance. 

If  at  any  time  the  amount  in  the  Interest  Account  and  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account  shall  be 
insufficient  for  the  purposes  of  paying  the  interest  on  the  Bonds  as  such  interest  becomes  due,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  making  any  of  the  required  payments  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Account,  then  the  City  shall  transfer 
from  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  to  the  Interest  Account,  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account  or  Sinking 
Fund  Account,  as  the  case  may  be,  an  amount  sufficient  to  make  up  any  such  deficiency. 

Any  moneys  in  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  which  shall  be  used  or  transferred  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  restored  by  the  City  from  the  first  available  moneys  in  the  Revenue  Fund,  subject  to  the  same  conditions 
as  are  hereinabove  provided  for  deposits  to  the  credit  of  this  Account. 

Fifth:  Emergency  Reserve  Account.  There  shall  be  allocated  to  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  out 
of  the  balance  remaining,  after  making  the  deposits  to  the  respective  accounts  hereinabove  referred  to,  an 
amount  in  each  fiscal  year  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  amounts  included  in  Airport  Expense  as  defined  in  the 
Airport  Use  Agreement  for  such  year  on  account  of  the  depreciation  and  interest  on  City  investment  in 
the  Airport,  other  than  from  Government  Grants  in  Aid  or  Approved  Revenue  Bond  proceeds. 

Moneys  held  to  the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  shall  be  used  to  the  extent  provided  in 
the  Ordinance  in  lieu  of  abated  rentals,  and  to  the  extent  so  used  shall  be  treated  as  Revenues,  for  any 
period  of  time  during  which  the  Airport  may  be  closed,  by  any  order  or  direction  of  City  or  any  other  gov- 
ernmental authority  or  agency,  or  by  any  order  or  direction  of  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  for  the 
landing  or  taking  off  of  all  turbo  jet  powered  aircraft  operated  by  Airline  Parties,  as  defined  in  the  Airport 
Use  Agreement,  which  at  the  time  are  landing  and  taking  off,  in  the  course  of  normal  operations,  at  one 
or  more  airports  having  facilities  similar  to  those  at  the  Airport.  Moneys  to  the  credit  of  the  Emergency 
Reserve  Account  shall  be  applied  monthly  and  be  so  used  to  the  aggregate  extent,  and  only  to  such  extent, 
that  agreements  between  the  City  and  such  Airline  Parties  provide  for  the  abatement  of  rentals  in  the 
event  of  such  closing. 

Moneys  held  to  the  credit  of  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  shall  also  be  used  at  any  time  for  the 
purpose  of  making  required  deposits  to  the  Interest  Account  and  Sinking  Fund  Account  when  there  are 
no  other  funds  available  for  such  deposits. 

Sixth:  To  the  extent  that  Revenues  accrued  during  each  fiscal  year,  as  shown  in  the  audited 
statement  of  the  Independent  Certified  Public  Accountants,  exceed  Airport  Expense  for  such  fiscal  year, 
as  defined  in  the  Airport  Use  Agreement,  such  excess  shall  be  considered  deferred  income  and  as  Revenues 
of  the  next  succeeding  year  for  all  purposes  of  the  Ordinance. 

All  Revenues  accrued  during  the  fiscal  year  for  which  such  audited  statement  is  rendered,  which 
Revenues  have  not  been  allocated  for  Operation  and  Maintenance  Expenses,  nor  deposited  or  allocated 
for  deposit  in  the  several  Accounts  referred  to  in  First  through  Fifth  inclusive  above,  nor  considered 
Revenues  of  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year,  shall  be  allocated  to  the  Sinking  Fund  and  deposited  therein 
as  soon  as  practicable. 
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Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  in  any  fiscal  year  in  which  the  minimum  Flight  Fee  is  in  effect  as 
provided  in  the  Airport  Use  Agreement,  all  Revenues  accrued  during  such  fiscal  year  in  excess  of  the 
required  allocations  to  Operation  and  Maintenance  Expenses  and  the  Accounts  provided  for  in  First 
through  Fifth  inclusive,  above  shall  be  allocated  to  the  Sinking  Fund. 

If  and  when  there  are  sufficient  funds  in  the  Interest  Account,  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account  and  Sinking 
Fund  Account  at  any  time  to  call  and  redeem  all  of  the  outstanding  Bonds  at  the  next  succeeding  redemption 
date,  said  funds  shall  be  used  for  that  purpose. 

If  the  City  shall  comply  with  all  other  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  relating  to  the  allocation  of  Revenues, 
the  fact  that  the  total  deposits  to  be  credited  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Account,  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account 
or  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  in  any  fiscal  year  shall  be  less  than  the  amount  required  will  not  constitute 
an  event  of  default  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance. 

SECURITY  FOR  DEPOSITS 

The  City  Comptroller  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  require  and  secure  from 
each  Depositary,  Paying  Agent  and  Fiscal  Agent,  security,  if  any,  required  by  law  for  all  Revenues  and  other 
funds  deposited  with  or  held  by  such  agents  under  the  Ordinance. 

INVESTMENT  OF  REVENUES 

All  moneys  held  by  the  Depositary  in  the  Revenue  Fund  may  be  invested  in  direct  obligations  of  the  United 
States  of  America  which  shall  mature  or  which  shall  be  subject  to  redemption  by  the  holder  thereof  at  the  option 
of  such  holder  prior  to  the  date  such  funds  shall  be  required  for  the  payment  of  Operation  and  Maintenance 
Expenses  or  for  allocation  to  any  Accounts.  All  moneys  held  by  the  Depositary  to  the  credit  of  the  Interest 
Account  and  Sinking  Fund  Account  shall  be  invested,  insofar  as  may  be  practicable,  in  direct  obligations  of  the 
United  States  of  America  which  shall  mature  or  which  shall  be  subject  to  redemption  by  the  holder  thereof  at 
the  option  of  such  holder  not  later  than  fifteen  days  prior  to  the  date  such  funds  shall  be  required  for  the 
purposes  of  the  respective  Accounts.  Moneys  held  by  the  Depositary  for  the  credit  of  the  Debt  Service  Reserve 
Account,  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  and  Emergency  Reserve  Account  shall  be  invested  in  direct  obligations 
of  the  United  States  of  America  which  shall  mature  or  which  shall  be  subject  to  redemption  by  the  holder 
thereof  at  the  option  of  such  holder  not  later  than  five  years  from  the  date  of  purchase  thereof. 

Obligations  purchased,  as  an  investment  of  moneys  in  the  Revenue  Fund  or  any  Account  named  in  the 
preceding  paragraph  shall  be  deemed  at  all  times  to  be  a  part  of  such  Fund  or  Account.  The  interest  accruing 
thereon  and  any  profit  realized  or  loss  resulting  from  the  investment  of  moneys  in  the  Reserve  Maintenance 
Account  or  Emergency  Reserve  Account  shall  be,  respectively,  credited  or  charged  to  such  Fund  or  Account, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  amounts  credited  to  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  exceed  the  maximum 
provided  by  the  Ordinance.  Interest  accruing  on  and  any  profit  realized  from  any  investment  of  moneys  in  the 
Interest  Account,  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account,  Sinking  Fund  Account  and  the  unallocated  portion  of  the 
Revenue  Fund  shall  be  credited  to  the  unallocated  portion  of  the  Revenue  Fund  and  allocated  as  Revenues 
in  the  order  of  priority  provided  in  the  Ordinance  and  any  loss  resulting  from  any  such  investment  shall  be 
deemed  an  Operation  and  Maintenance  Expense  and  be  restored  to  such  Accounts  or  Fund  from  the  first 
available  Revenues. 

CUSTODY  AND  APPLICATION  OF  PROCEEDS  OF  BONDS 

Disposition  of  Bond  Proceeds 

All  proceeds  received  from  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Depositary  in  trust.  The 
Depositary  shall  credit  such  proceeds  to  the  "Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Construction  Fund''.  The 
moneys  in  such  Fund,  pending  their  application  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance,  5;hall  be  subject  to  a  lien  and 
charge  in  favor  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  until  paid  out  or  transferred  as  in  the  Ordinance  provided  and  shall 
be  accounted  for  as  follows : 

(a)  There  shall  first  be  set  aside  in  the  "Interest  During  Construction  Account"  (in  the  Construction 
Fund)  the  amount  required  for  paying  the  interest  on  such  Bonds  up  to  and  including  January  1,  1962. 
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(b)  The  balance  of  the  proceeds  shall  be  set  aside  and  accounted  for  in  two  separate  accounts  to 
be  designated  respectively,  as  "Hangar  Construction  Account"  and  "General  Construction  Account".  The 
amount  to  be  deposited  in  the  Hangar  Construction  Account  shall  be  sufficient  to  cover  the  total  estimated 
cost  of  construction  of  all  hangars  on  hangar  sites  and  The  Flying  Tiger  Line,  Inc.  cargo  building.  The 
remaining  proceeds  shall  be  deposited  in  the  General  Construction  Account.  The  Improvements,  excluding 
the  hangars  (and  any  such  cargo  building  as  referred  to  above)  are  sometimes  referred  to  in  the  Ordinance 
as  the  "General  Facilities". 

For  the  purposes  of  the  following  paragraph  and  as  stated  in  Section  3.01  of  the  Ordinance,  The  Flying 
Tiger  Line,  Inc.  cargo  building  shall  be  considered  as  a  hangar  and  such  site  shall  be  considered  a  hangar  site. 

Funds  credited  to  the  Hangar  Construction  Account  shall  be  held  and  used  solely  for  the  construction  of 
hangars  on  hangar  sites  according  to  such  plans  and  specifications,  and  any  modifications  or  alterations  thereof; 
provided,  however,  that  such  funds  shall  not  be  used  for  the  construction  of  a  hangar  on  any  one  hangar  site 
in  excess  of  the  proportion  of  such  funds  that  the  estimated  construction  cost  of  such  hangar  bears  to  the  total 
estimated  construction  cost  of  all  hangars  on  hangar  sites.  It  is  also  provided  that  the  full  amount  of  funds  to 
the  credit  of  the  Hangar  Construction  Account,  available  under  the  foregoing  provisions  for  the  construction  of 
a  hangar  on  any  one  hangar  site,  shall  be  transferred  from  the  Hangar  Construction  Account  to  the  General 
Construction  Account,  if  at  the  end  of  a  period  of  27  months  after  the  date  of  sale  of  the  Bonds 
no  contract  shall  have  been  let  by  the  City  for  the  construction  of  any  such  hangar.  It  is  further  provided 
that  any  portion  of  such  funds  so  to  the  credit  of  the  Hangar  Construction  Account  and  available  for  the 
construction  of  a  hangar  on  any  one  hangar  site,  which  on  the  date  of  completion  of  such  hangar  (giving  effect 
to  any  modifications  or  alterations  of  such  plans  and  specifications),  as  certified  by  the  Consulting  Engineer, 
shall  not  have  been  used  or  obligated  for  the  construction  of  such  hangar,  shall  be  transferred  from  the  Hangar 
Construction  Account  to  the  General  Construction  Account. 

Funds  so  transferred  to  the  General  Construction  Account  shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  the 
Ordinance,  be  used  solely  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  the  General  Facilities. 

After  the  General  Facilities  have  been  completed,  as  evidenced  by  the  certificate  of  the  Consulting  Engineer, 
and  if  any  balance  remains  to  the  credit  of  the  General  Construction  Account,  such  balance  may  in  the 
discretion  of  the  City,  in  whole  or  in  part,  be  deposited  in  the  Sinking  Fund  Account  or  may  remain  to  the 
credit  of  the  General  Construction  Account  available  for  use  solely  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  additional 
improvements  to  the  Airport  recommended  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  and  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Aviation  and  the  City  Council  as  being  desirable  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  operational  requirements  in 
connection  with  the  landing  and  take-off  of  aircraft  at  the  Airport.  Any  such  recommended  additional 
improvements  shall  be  constructed  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  approved  by  the  Consulting 
Engineer  and  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works;  provided,  however,  that  any  balance  remaining  to  the  credit 
of  the  General  Construction  Account  on  a  date  six  months  prior  to  the  first  date  on  which  any  Bonds  shall  be 
redeemable  through  the  use  of  moneys  in  the  Sinking  Fund  Account  and  for  which  no  commitments  shall  have 
been  made  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  such  recommended  additional  improvements,  shall  be  deposited  in 
the  Sinking  Fund  Account. 

All  proceeds  received  by  the  City  from  the  sale  of  Bonds  issued  to  complete  construction  of  the  Improve- 
ments, pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.15  of  the  Ordinance,  shall  be  applied  by  the  City  as  follows: 

(a)  If  such  Bonds  are  issued  prior  to  January  1,  1962,  the  City  Comptroller  shall  deposit  with  the 
Depositary  in  the  Construction  Fund  for  credit  to  the  Interest  During  Construction  Account  an  amount 
sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  payable  on  such  Bonds  up  to  and  including  January  1,  1962,  and  the  balance 
of  said  proceeds  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Depositary  in  the  Construction  Fund  and  credited  to  the 
General  Construction  Account. 

(b)  If  such  Bonds  are  issued  on  or  after  January  1,  1962,  there  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Depositarj- 
in  the  Construction  Fund  and  set  aside  therein  in  the  General  Construction  Account  all  proceeds  from  the 
sale  of  such  Bonds,  except  any  accrued  interest  received  thereon,  which  accrued  interest  shall  be  deposited 
in  the  Interest  Account. 

Proceeds  of  such  additional  Bonds  credited  to  the  General  Construction  Account  shall  be  used  solely  for  the 
purpose  of  completing  the  construction  of  the  General  Facilities,  and  after  the  General  Facilities  have  been

completed,  (as  evidenced  by  the  certificate  of  the  Consulting  Engineer)  any  balance  of  such  proceeds  remaining 
to  the  credit  of  the  General  Construction  Account  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Sinking  Fund  Account. 

Proceeds  received  by  the  City  from  the  sale  of  Bonds  issued  for  additional  improvements  and  extensions  to 
the  Airport  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.16  of  the  Ordinance  shall  be  applied  by  the  City  in  the 
manner  and  for  the  purposes  provided  in  the  Supplemental  Ordinance  authorizing  such  Bonds. 

All  transfers  or  disbursements  from  the  Construction  Fund  shall  be  made  by  warrants  on  the  City  Treasurer 
signed  by  the  Mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  City  Comptroller  and  except  for  the  transfers  and  disbursements 
from  the  Interest  During  Construction  Account,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  statement  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  which  shall  include  with  respect  to  each  payment : 

(a)  Item  number  thereof. 

(b)  Name  of  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  whom  payment  is  due. 

(c)  Amount  to  be  paid  and  the  Account  to  which  the  item  is  to  be  charged. 

(d)  A  statement  that  the  obligations  in  the  specified  amounts  have  been  incurred  by  the  City;  that 
each  item  thereof  is  a  proper  charge  against  the  Construction  Fund  and  that  it  has  not  been  paid. 

(e)  That  there  has  not  been  filed  with  or  served  upon  the  City  any  notice  of  any  lien,  right  to  lien,  or 
attachment  upon  or  claim  affecting  the  right  to  receive  payment  of  any  of  the  moneys  payable  to  any  of 
the  persons,  firms  or  corporations  named  in  such  order  which  have  not  been  released  or  will  not  be  released 
simultaneously  with  the  payment  of  such  obligations,  and  in  the  event  that  any  assignment  of  right  to 
receive  payment  has  been  made  and  notice  thereof  has  been  given  to  the  City  and  the  City  has  accepted 
such  assignment,  the  order  directing  payment  shall  recite  that  fact  and  direct  the  payment  to  be  made  to 
assignee  thereof  as  shown  by  the  records  of  the  City. 

In  addition,  for  any  payment  from  the  Construction  Fund  for  work  done  in  connection  with  the  construction 
of  any  improvements,  there  shall  be  an  accompanying  certificate  executed  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  of  the 
character  required  by  the  Ordinance. 

Investment  of  Bond  Proceeds 

The  funds  to  the  credit  of  the  Construction  Fund  shall,  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable,  be  continually 
invested  and  re-invested  in  direct  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America  which  shall  mature  or  which 
shall  be  subject  to  redemption  by  the  holder  thereof  at  the  option  of  such  holder  not  later  than  the  respective 
dates  as  estimated  by  the  City  Comptroller  and  approved  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  when  such  moneys  will  be 
required  for  the  purposes  intended.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Comptroller  to  file  with  the  Depositary  from 
time  to  time  the  estimated  dates  when  such  funds  will  be  required  as  approved  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  and 
to  direct  the  Depositary  to  invest  the  moneys  to  the  credit  of  the  Construction  Fund. 

Obligations  so  purchased  as  investments  shall  be  deemed  at  all  times  a  part  of  the  Construction  Fund  and 
interest  accruing  thereon  and  any  profit  realized  or  any  loss  resulting  from  such  investments  shall  be  respectively 
credited  or  charged  to  the  General  Construction  Account. 

PURCHASE  AND  REDEMPTION  OF  BONDS 

Moneys  in  the  Sinking  Fund  Account  shall  be  applied  as  rapidly  as  possible  to  the  retirement  of  Bonds 
by  purchase  in  the  open  market  or  by  tender  at  prices  not  to  exceed  the  redemption  price  of  such  Bonds 
on  the  next  redemption  date. 

If  there  is  $50,000  or  more  in  said  Account  seventy  days  prior  to  any  interest  payment  date  on  which 
Bonds  are  redeemable,  such  funds  shall  be  used  to  redeem  Bonds  on  such  redemption  date. 

COVENANTS  AS  TO  RENTS,  FEES,  RATES  AND  OTHER  CHARGES 

The  City  covenants  that  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  authorized  by  the  Ordinance,  it  will  fix 
and  place  in  effect  rents,  fees,  rates  and  other  charges  for  the  use  of  the  Airport  including  any  services 
rendered  by  the  City  in  the  operation  thereof,  and  an  initial  schedule  of  fees,  rates  and  other  charges  that 
from  time  to  time  will  be  adjusted,  in  order  that  the  Revenues  of  the  Airport  will  be  suflBcient  at  all  times  to

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provide  funds  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  operation  and  maintenance  and  thereafter  to  make  the  required 
deposits  to  each  of  the  following  accounts:  (a)  the  Interest  Account;  (b)  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account;  (c) 
the  Sinking  Fund  Account;  (d)  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account;  and  (e)  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account. 
Provided,  however,  that  so  long  as  any  Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  or  any  additional  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to 
Section  2.15  of  the  Ordinance  shall  be  outstanding,  such  schedule  shall  in  each  fiscal  year,  commencing  with 
the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1962,  be  sufficient  to  produce  together  with  rents  and  other  available 
Revenues,  Net  Revenues  of  not  less  than  (i)  one  and  twenty- five  hundredths  times  the  sum  of  the  Principal 
and  Interest  Requirements  for  each  such  fiscal  year  of  then  outstanding  Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  and  any  additional 
Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  Sections  2.15  or  2.16,  plus  (ii)  amounts  which  may  be  required  to  be  deposited  in 
such  year  in  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  and  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account  and  premiums  paid  on 
July  1  of  such  fiscal  year  and  January  1  of  the  succeeding  fiscal  year  on  the  redemption  of  such  Bonds  and 
premiums  paid  on  such  Bonds  purchased  during  such  fiscal  year  in  the  open  market  or  by  tender. 

A  deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Account  in  any  fiscal  year  of  an  amount  in  excess  of  the 
Minimum  Sinking  Fund  Payment  for  such  fiscal  year  shall  not  reduce  the  required  Minimum  Sinking  Fund 
Payment  for  any  subsequent  fiscal  year  or  years;  but  any  deficiency  in  the  amounts  deposited  to  the  credit 
of  the  Sinking  Fund  Account  and  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  in  any  fiscal  year  shall,  as  promptly  as 
practicable,  be  added  to  the  amounts  required  for  the  remaining  fiscal  years. 

The  City  covenants,  that,  so  long  as  any  Bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  are  outstand- 
ing, it  will  not  amend  any  Lease  or  Airport  Use  Agreement  relating  to  the  Airport,  entered  into  by  it  which 
became  effective  immediately  upon  the  issuance  of  Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  so  as  to  reduce  the  fixed  rentals,  or 
the  amount  of  Revenues  which  otherwise  would  be  received  from  the  application  of  the  Flight  Fee  formula  or 
the  Flight  Fee  deficiency  formula,  below  those  provided  under  any  such  Lease  or  Agreement. 

ADDITIONAL  BONDS 

The  Ordinance  provides  that  additional  Bonds,  ranking  on  a  parity  with  the  $120,000,000  Airport  Revenue 
Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  may  be  issued  for  the  following  purposes  and  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

(1)  Additional  Bonds  may  be  issued  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  2.15  of  the 
Ordinance  to  provide  funds  for  the  completion  of  construction  of  the  Improvements,  other  than  hangars,  if 
the  Consulting  Engineer  certifies  that  the  moneys  remaining  in  the  General  Construction  Account  in 
the  Construction  Fund  at  that  time  are  insufficient  for  such  purpose  and  that  the  proceeds  from  the 
issuance  of  such  additional  Bonds  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  balance  of  the  cost  of  such  Improvements. 

Such  additional  Bonds  shall  be  designated  "Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Reveruie  Bonds," 
with  such  further  appropriate  designation,  shall  be  dated  and  bear  such  interest  rate  or  rates  (payable 
on  January  1  and  July  1  of  each  year)  all  as  may  be  determined  by  the  City  Council,  and  shall  mature 
on  January  1,  1999,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  right  of  prior  redemption  as  the  Bonds,  Series  of  1959, 
except  as  to  redemption  premium. 

(2)  Additional  Bonds  may  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  Section  2.16  of  the  Ordinance  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  additional  improvements  and  extensions  to  the  Airport  whenever  the  following 
conditions  are  met: 

(a)  The  amounts  required  to  be  credited  to  the  Interest,  Debt  Service  Reserve,  Sinking  Fund, 
Reserve  Maintenance,  and  Emergency  Reserve  Accounts  up  to  the  date  of  adoption  of  the  Supple- 
mental Ordinance  authorizing  such  additional  Bonds  must  have  been  credited  to  said  Accounts. 

(b)  The  Net  Revenues  of  the  Airport  from  all  existing  facilities  and  those  proposed  to  be  financed 
by  such  additional  Bonds,  as  estimated  by  the  Airport  Consultant,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Ordinance,  for  each  fiscal  year,  commencing  with  the  first  full  fiscal  year  following  the  date 
of  completion,  as  estimated  by  the  Consulting  Engineer,  of  the  additional  facilities  then  being  financed, 
and  ending  not  earlier  than  the  last  full  fiscal  year  next  preceding  the  maturity  date  of  any  out- 
standing Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  or  any  additional  Bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  Section  2.15, 
shall  be  not  less  than,  (i)  one  and  twenty-five  hundredths  times  the  sum  of  the  Principal  and 
Interest  Requirements  for  each  such  fiscal  year  of  all  Bonds  then  outstanding  and  the  proposed 
additional  Bonds,  plus  (ii)  amounts  which  may  be  required  to  be  deposited  in  each  such  year  in 
the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  and  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account. 
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(c)  The  rentals,  from  Leases  in  effect  between  the  City  and  air  transportation  companies  on  the 
date  of  adoption  of  the  Supplemental  Ordinance  authorizing  such  additional  Bonds,  shall,  as  determined 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance,  commencing  with  the  first  full  fiscal  year  following 
the  date  of  completion  referred  to  in  (b)  above  and  ending  not  earlier  than  the  last  full  fiscal  year 
next  preceding  the  maturity  date  of  any  outstanding  Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  and  of  any  additional 
Bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  Section  2.15,  be  not  less  than  one  and  ten-hundredths  times 
the  sum  of  the  Principal  and  Interest  Requirements  for  each  such  fiscal  year  of  all  Bonds  then 
outstanding  and  the  proposed  additional  Bonds. 

Such  additional  Bonds  shall  be  designated  "Ghicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  Revenue  Bonds," 
with  such  further  appropriate  designation,  shall  be  dated,  bear  such  interest  rate  or  rates  payable  January 
1  and  July  1  of  each  year,  shall  mature  on  January  1,  and  may  or  may  not  be  subject  to  redemption 
prior  to  maturity,  all  as  may  be  provided  by  the  supplemental  ordinance  authorizing  their  issuance.  Such 
additional  Bonds  must  be  due  and  payable  not  earlier  than  the  maturity  date  of  any  then  outstanding 
Bonds. 

For  the  purpose  of  making  the  computations  and  estimates  hereinabove  provided  for,  the  term  "Principal 
and  Interest  Requirements  for  each  such  fiscal  year"  shall  mean  the  following  amounts,  computed  as  nearly 
as  practicable  in  accordance  with  standard  amortization  tables  of  equal  annual  payments  to  discharge  a  debt 
with  interest,  without  regard  to  redemption  premium: 

(i)  In  the  case  of  Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  the  amount  which  is  required  in  each  fiscal  year  to  provide 
over  a  period  of  thirty-four  fiscal  years  for  the  payment,  when  due,  of  the  interest  on  such  Bonds  and  for 
the  retirement  of  all  such  Bonds  by  the  end  of  such  period; 

(ii)  In  the  case  of  any  additional  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  Section  2.15,  the  amount  which  is  required 
in  each  fiscal  year  to  provide  over  a  period  of  the  lesser  of  thirty-four  fiscal  years  or  the  nimiber  of  full 
fiscal  years  between  the  date  of  delivery  of  such  Bonds  and  the  maturity  thereof,  for  the  payment,  when 
due,  of  the  interest  on  such  Bonds  and  for  the  retirement  of  all  such  Bonds  by  the  end  of  such  period;  and 

(iii)  In  the  case  of  any  additional  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  Section  2.16  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing additional  improvements  and  extensions,  the  amount  which  is  required  in  each  fiscal  year  to 
provide  over  a  period  commencing  with  the  first  full  fiscal  year  beginning  after  the  date,  as  estimated  by 
the  Consulting  Engineer,  of  the  completion  of  such  additional  improvements  and  extensions  and  ending 
with  the  last  full  fiscal  year  next  preceding  the  maturity  date  of  such  Bonds,  for  the  payment  of  the  interest, 
when  due,  on  such  Bonds  and  for  the  retirement  of  all  such  Bonds  by  their  maturity. 

OTHER  COVENANTS 

The  following  are  summaries  of  covenants  of  the  City  in  regard  to  the  subjects  listed.  Reference  is 
made  to  the  Ordinance  for  a  complete  list  of  covenants  and  their  full  details.  The  City  agrees  or  covenants 
regarding  each  subject  as  follows: 

Prompt  Construction 

That  it  will  forthwith  proceed  to  construct  the  Improvements  and  that  it  will  complete  such  construction 
with  all  expedition  practicable  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  or  approved  alterations  thereof. 

Management 

That  in  order  to  assure  efficient  management  and  operation  of  the  Airport  and  to  assure  the  Bondholders 
that  the  same  will  be  economically  and  efficiently  operated  on  the  basis  of  sound  business  principles,  it  will, 
while  any  of  the  Bonds  are  outstanding,  operate  and  maintain  the  Airport  under  the  direction  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Aviation  or  such  other  City  department  as  the  City  Council  may  from  time  to  time  ordain. 

Maintenance  and  Operation 

That  it  will,  at  all  times,  use  its  best  efforts  to  see  that  the  Airport  is  operated  and  maintained  in  such 
manner  that  the  operating  efficiency  thereof  shall  be  of  the  highest  character  and  so  that  all  lawful  orders 
of  any  governmental  agency  or  authority  having  jurisdiction  in  the  premises  shall  be  complied  with  (provided 
the  City  shall  not  be  required  to  comply  with  any  such  orders  so  long  as  the  validity  or  appHcation  thereof 
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shall  be  contested  in  good  faith) .  The  City  also  will,  out  of  Revenues,  from  time  to  time,  duly  pay  and 
discharge,  or  cause  to  be  paid  and  discharged,  all  taxes,  assessments  or  other  governmental  charges  lawfully 
imposed  upon  the  Airport  or  any  part  thereof,  or  upon  the  Revenues,  when  the  same  shall  become  due,  as 
well  as  any  lawful  claim  for  labor,  materials  or  supplies,  which,  if  unpaid,  might  by  law  become  a  lien  or 
charge  upon  the  Airport,  or  which  might  impair  the  security  of  the  Bonds. 

Concessions 

That  it  shall  operate  the  Airport  in  a  manner  so  as  to  produce  revenues  from  concessionaires  of  a  nature 
and  amount  which  would  be  produced  by  a  reasonably  prudent  operator  of  an  airport. 

Against  Encumbrances  or  Sale  of  Airport  Property 

That  it  will  not  create  or  permit  the  creation  of  any  mortgage,  lien  or  pledge  on  any  City-owned  personal 
or  real  property  or  equipment,  constructed,  purchased  or  used  in  connection  with  the  Airport  and  the  opera- 
tion thereof  or  upon  any  Revenues  or  other  funds  pledged  or  held  under  the  Ordinance,  except  as  security 
for  all  Bonds  issued  thereunder,  and  that  it  will  not  permit  the  sale,  or  other  disposition  of  the  Airport,  or  any 
part  thereof,  but  the  City  may  sell  or  dispose  of  prof>erty  no  longer  required  for  the  use  of,  profitable  to,  or 
for  the  best  interest  of  the  City's  operation  of  the  Airport. 

The  net  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  any  such  property  acquired  by  funds  derived  from  the  sale  of  any 
Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  the  Ordinance  or  from  Revenues,  as  defined  therein,  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  replacing  properties  or  equipment  at  the  Airport,  if  necessary,  or  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Sinking  Fund 
Account  during  the  period  that  such  Bonds  are  outstanding. 

Consulting  Engineer  and  Airport  Consultant 

The  City  covenants  that  while  any  of  the  Bonds  are  outstanding,  it  will  continuously  employ  a  Con- 
sulting Engineer  exj>erienced  in  the  field  of  construction  and  physical  maintenance  and  operation  of  airports 
and  facilities  and  an  Airport  Consultant  experienced  in  the  field  of  administration,  maintenance  and  operation 
of  airports  and  facilities  thereof,  each  of  whom  shall  have  no  financial  or  other  interest  in  the  ownership  or 
operation  of  the  Airport  or  any  activity  relating  thereto,  aside  from  their  duties  in  their  respective  employed 
capacities.  The  Consulting  Engineer  and  the  Airport  Consultant  shall  each  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  subject 
to  approval  of  the  City  Council. 

The  Consulting  Engineer  shall  inspect  the  Airport  and  make  reports  on  the  physical  condition  thereof 
and  advise  and  make  recormnendations  to  the  City  with  respect  to  the  proper  physical  maintenance  of  the 
Airport.  Copies  of  each  such  report  and  recommendation  shall  be  sent  not  later  than  one  hundred  twenty 
days  prior  to  the  commencement  of  each  fiscal  year  to  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation.  At  least  once  each 
month  the  Consulting  Engineer  will  prepare  a  progress  report  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the 
Improvements.  Copies  of  such  progress  reports  shall  be  filed  with  the  City  and  the  Depositary  and  mailed  to 
the  Principal  Underwriters  and  to  the  Bondholders  requesting  copies  thereof. 

The  Airport  Consultant  shall  inspect  the  Airp>ort  and  make  reports  to  the  City  including  advice  and 
recommendations  regarding  the  proper  administration,  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  Airport,  revisions 
necessary  in  fees,  rates  and  other  charges  and  a  recommended  budget  for  operation  and  maintenance 
expenses  of  the  Airport.  Copies  of  each  report  and  recommendation  shall  be  sent  not  later  than  one  hun- 
dred twenty  days  prior  to  the  commencement  of  each  fiscal  year,  to  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  the 
Comptroller  and  the  Budget  Director.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Airport  Consultant  in  the  preparation  of  the 
recommended  budget  to  advise  and  recommend  with  respect  to  the  foregoing  matters  for  the  fiscal  year 
preceding  the  year  budgeted  and  the  ensuing  fiscal  year.  The  Airport  Consultant  shall  attend  all  public  hear- 
ings on  the  budget  and  shall  also  make  recommendations  at  least  sixty  days  prior  to  January  1  and  July  1  of 
each  fiscal  year  as  to  fees  for  the  landing  of  aircraft  at  the  Airport  during  the  six-month  period  commencing 
on  each  such  January  1  and  July  1  so  that  the  Revenues  will  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Ordinance. 

Budgets 

The  Budget  Director,  according  to  law,  shall,  prior  to  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal  year,  prepare  and  file 
with  the  City  Clerk  a  preliminary  budget  of  operation  and  maintenance  expenses  of  the  Airport  and  proposed 
capital  expenditures  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year. 
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The  City  shall,  after  the  receipt  of  the  Budget  Director's  preliminary  budget,  prepare  the  budget  ordi- 
nance in  tentative  form,  which  ordinance  shall  be  made  available  to  public  inspection.  At  least  one  public 
hearing  shall  be  held  thereon  before  final  adoption  as  the  annual  budget. 

The  City  shall  not  incur  expenses  for  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Airport  in  any  fiscal  year  in 
excess  of  the  reasonable  and  necessary  amount  thereof  nor  expend  or  obligate  itself  to  expend  any  amount 
for  such  fiscal  year  in  excess  of  the  amount  provided  therefor  in  the  budget  for  such  fiscal  year  as  finally  adopted 
unless  such  expenditure  is  authorized  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  City  Council;  provided,  however,  the  foregoing 
shall  not  be  applicable  to  any  provision  for  uncollectible  accounts  receivable. 

Audits  and  Reports 

That  it  will  keep  and  provide  accurate  books  and  records  of  the  total  cost  of  the  Improvements,  of  all 
Revenues  received  and  collected  from  the  Airport  and  of  all  expenditures  relating  to  the  operation,  mainte- 
nance and  repair  thereof.  All  such  books  and  records  shall  be  open  at  all  times  during  business  hours  to  the 
Depositary,  to  the  Principal  Underwriters  and  to  the  holder  or  holders  of  not  less  than  ten  per  centum  of  the 
principal  amount  of  Bonds  then  outstanding,  or  his  or  their  representatives  duly  authorized  in  writing. 

Within  one  hundred  and  twenty  days  after  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year,  so  long  as  any  Bonds  are  out- 
standing, the  City  will  prepare  and  file  with  the  Depositary,  Airport  Consultant  and  the  Principal  Under- 
writers, a  statement  of  the  Revenues  and  expenditures  of  the  Airport  for  such  fiscal  year  and  a  balance  sheet 
thereof,  taken  at  the  close  of  such  fiscal  year,  accompanied  by  a  certificate  or  opinion  in  writing  of  an  Inde- 
pendent Certified  Public  Accountant  of  recognized  standing  selected  by  the  City  and  satisfactory  to  the 
Depositary.  A  consolidated  summary  of  such  Revenues  and  of  all  expenditures  and  the  balance  sheet  for  the 
Airport  shall  be  published  by  the  City  not  later  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  days  after  the  close  of  such  fiscal 
year  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance  and  copies  of  such  summarized  data,  as  so  published,  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  Depositary  and  Principal  Underwriters  and  mailed  to  the  Holders  of  Bonds  requesting  copies.  All  reports 
and  other  documents  required  under  the  Ordinance  shall  be  available  for  inspection  by  Bondholders  at  the 
office  of  the  City  Comptroller. 

Insurance 

In  addition  to  the  fidelity  insurance  or  fidelity  bonds  previously  referred  to  under  the  heading  Surety 
Bonds  above,  the  City  will  take  out  and  maintain  or  cause  to  be  taken  out  and  maintained  public  liability 
insurance,  builders  risk  insurance  and  so  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  are  outstanding  a  so-called  "fire  and  ex- 
tended coverage  policy  or  policies"  on  City-owned  property  at  the  Airport,  to  the  fullest  extent  obtainable, 
which  coverage,  however,  need  not  exceed  80%  of  the  full  insurable  value  thereof. 

All  such  policies  shall  be  issued  by  a  responsible  insurance  company  or  companies  and  shall  name  the  City 
as  an  insured  thereunder  and  such  policies  or  certificates  of  such  insurance  shall  be  deposited  with  the  City 
Comptroller. 

The  public  liability  insurance  shall  be  in  an  amount  of  not  less  than  $200,000  for  injuries,  including  death, 
to  any  one  person,  and,  subject  to  the  same  limitation  for  each  person,  in  an  amount  of  not  less  than  $3,000,000 
for  injuries  or  death  to  two  or  more  persons  on  account  of  any  one  accident  in  connection  with  the  operation 
of  the  Airport. 

Other  details  regarding  the  receipt  and  deposit  of  proceeds  paid  to  the  City  for  damage  or  destruction  of 
City-owned  property  at  the  Airport  or  under  other  claims  covered  by  insurance  and  the  City's  covenants 
regarding  the  application  of  any  such  insurance  proceeds  paid  to  the  City  are  set  forth  in  Section  6.07  of 
the  Ordinance. 

The  City,  in  March  of  each  year,  shall  deliver  to  the  Depositary  and  mail  to  the  Principal  Underwriters  a 
schedule  signed  by  the  City  Comptroller  of  all  insurance  policies  then  in  force  relating  to  the  Airport,  includ- 
ing the  names  of  the  insurers,  the  amounts  thereof  and  the  property  and  risks  covered  thereby. 

Whenever  the  City  shall  fail  to  take  out  or  otherwise  provide  for  any  insurance  required  under  the 

Ordinance  (either  as  to  class  of  risks  or  amount  thereof)  which  in  the  discretion  of  the  Depositary  is  obtain- 
able at  reasonable  cost  and  upon  reasonable  terms,  or  is  deemed  by  the  Depositary,  upon  advice  of  an  inde- 
pendent insurance  counselor,  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  in  the  interests  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds,  the 
Depositary,  in  its  discretion,  may  effect  such  insurance  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  bill  the  City  therefor. 
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RIGHTS  OF  BONDHOLDERS 

The  Ordinance  defines  the  events  of  default,  which  include  the  failure  to  pay  interest  or  principal  when 
due,  with  a  30-day  grace  period  for  default  in  the  payment  of  interest,  as  well  as  tlie  failure  to  observe  any 
other  of  the  City's  covenants  and  agreements  in  the  Ordinance. 

The  Ordinance  also  provides  that  the  Depositai7  appointed  thereunder  shall  act  as  Trustee  to  re]3iescnt 
the  Bondholders  in  the  matter  of  exercising  and  prosecuting  on  their  behalf  such  rights  and  remedies  as  may 
be  available  to  such  holders  under  the  provisions  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Ordinance  as  well  as  under  the  Act 
or  other  provisions  of  applicable  law.  The  Depositary  as  Trustee  may  on  its  own  initiative  take  such  action 
as  may  seem  appropriate  to  it,  and  upon  the  request  in  writing  of  the  holders  or  registered  ownei-s  of  twenty 
per  cent  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding,  and  upon  being  furnished  with  satisfactory  indem- 
nity, shall  take  such  action  on  behalf  of  the  Bondholders  as  they  may  request. 

Such  action  by  the  Trustee  or  by  the  holder  or  registered  owner  of  any  Bond  may  be  by  suit  at  law  or 
proceeding  in  equity  to  compel  the  observance  by  the  City  or  City  Council  of  any  contract,  agreement  or 
covenant  made  by  the  City,  to  compel  the  City  to  perform  any  duties  required  to  be  performed  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Bondholders  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance  and  the  Act  and,  to  enjoin  the  City  from  taking 
any  action  in  conflict  with  any  contract  or  covenant  with  the  Bondholders;  or  by  action  or  suit  in  equity  to 
require  the  City  Council  and  the  City  to  account  as  if  they  were  the  trustee  of  an  express  trust,  or  enjoin 
any  acts  or  things  which  may  be  unlawful  or  in  violation  of  the  rights  of  the  Bondholders.  However,  no 
holder  or  registered  owner  of  any  Bond  may  institute  suit  for  the  appointment  of  any  trustee  in  bankruptcy 
or  receiver  unless  such  holder  or  owner  shall  have  given  written  notice  of  an  existing  default  to  the  Trustee 
and  furnished  indemnity  to  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee  shall  have  declined  to  take  such  action  requested  by 
the  holders  or  registered  owners  of  twenty  per  cent  of  the  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding. 
No  remedy  conferred  thereby  upon  any  holder  of  Bonds  is  intended  however,  to  be  exclusive  of  any  other 
remedy  bat  each  such  remedy  is  cumulative  and  in  addition  to  every  other  remedy  and  may  be  exercised 
without  exhausting  and  without  regard  to  any  other  remedy  conferred  thereby.  The  Ordinance  also  appoints 
the  Depositary  as  attorney-in-fact  for  the  Bondholders. 

MODIFICATION  AND  AMENDMENT  OF  THE  ORDINANCE 

The  Ordinance  and  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  City  and  of  the  holders  and  registered  owners  of 
the  Bonds  and  coupons  may  be  modified  or  amended  at  any  time  by  ordinance  supplemental  thereto  adopted 
by  the  City  Council  pursuant  to  the  affirmative  vote  at  a  meeting  of  Bondholders,  or  with  the  written  consent 
without  a  meeting,  of  the  holders  of  66  2/3%  in  principal  amount  of  all  of  the  Bonds  tlren  outstanding.  No 
such  modification  or  amendment  shall  extend  the  maturity  of  or  reduce  the  interest  rate  on,  or  othemise 
alter  or  impair  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  the  principal  or  interest  or  redemption  premiums  at  the  time 
and  place  and  at  the  rate  and  in  the  currency  provided  therein  of  any  Bond  without  the  express  consent  of 
the  holder  or  registered  owner  of  such  Bond,  nor  permit  the  creation  by  the  City  of  any  mortgage  or  pledge, 
or  lien  on  the  Airport,  or  upon  any  Revenues  or  other  funds  pledged  or  held  thereunder,  nor  reduce  the 
percentage  of  Bonds  required  for  the  affirmative  vote  or  written  consent  to  an  amendment  or  modification,  nor, 
without  the  written  assent  thereto,  modify  any  of  the  rights  or  obligations  of  the  Depositary,  the  Fiscal 
Agent  or  any  Paying  Agent  at  the  time  acting  thereunder. 

EXEMPTION  FROM  TAXATION 

In  the  opinion  of  counsel  named  below,  interest  on  these  Bonds  is  exempt  from  all  Federal  income  taxes 
under  existing  statutes,  regulations  and  court  decisions. 

APPROVAL  OF  LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS 

All  legal  proceedings  in  connection  with  the  authorization  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  are  subject 
to  approval  of  Messrs.  Chapman  and  Cutler,  Bond  Counsel  to  the  City,  and  Messrs.  Wood,  King  &  Dawson, 
Bond  Counsel  to  the  Underwriters.  Copies  of  the  approving  opinions  of  Counsel  will  be  available  at  tiie  time 
of  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 
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MISCELLANEOUS 

All  of  the  foregoing  is  intended  as  a  sununary  of  various  provisions  of  the  Act,  the  authorizing  Ordi- 
nance, the  Airport  Use  Agreement  and  the  various  Leases  and  the  Engineering  Reports,  including  the  con- 
curring engineering  data  or  opinions  referred  to  therein.  All  such  summaries  are  subject  to  the  detailed  pro- 
visions of  those  respective  documents  to  which  reference  is  hereby  made.  Copies  of  the  Ordinances,  the  Act, 
the  Airport  Use  Agreement,  the  various  Leases  and  the  reports  of  Naess  &  Murphy,  Architects-Engineers  and 
Coverdale  &  Colpitts,  Consulting  Engineers,  are  available  for  inspection  at  the  office  of  the  City  Comptroller. 

There  are  appended  to  this  Official  Statement,  a  summary  report  by  Naess  &  Murphy,  Architects-Engineers 
and  the  complete  report  of  Coverdale  &  Colpitts,  Consulting  Engineers.

Dear  Commissioner  DeMent: 

Under  cover  of  a  letter  dated  November  14,  1958  we  transmitted  to  the  City  of  Chicago  our  Engineer- 
ing Report  covering  the  first  stage  development  of  facilities  at  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport.  This 
report  develops  engineering  and  cost  data  required  to  support  the  sale  of  revenue  bonds  to  provide  for  the 
construction  of  these  facilities. 

The  purpose  of  the  proposed  development  of  O'Hare  is  to  give  the  Chicago  Metropolitan  Area  a  sec- 
ond major  airport  which  can  relieve  the  present  congestion  at  Midway  and  also  provide  the  area  with  facili- 
ties capable  of  accommodating  the  new  commercial  jet  aircraft.  These  aircraft  are  not  able  to  operate  out  of 
Midway  because  of  restricted  runway  lengths  which  can  not  be  increased  without  excessive  cost  for  land  clear- 
ance and  acquisition. 

Included  in  the  Engineering  Report  are  outline  specifications  and  cost  estimates  for  each  major  item  of 
construction  together  with  plan  and  perspective  drawings  which  delineate  the  location,  character  and  extent 
of  the  proposed  facilities. 

The  development  program  presented  is  the  result  of  more  than  a  year  of  study  in  close  cooperation  with 
the  Airline  Technical  Committee,  the  Bureau  of  Aviation  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  the  Technical  Develop- 
ment Center  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  and  our  consultants,  Landrum  and  Riown,  airport  plan- 
ners, of  Cincinnati,  Ohio  and  James  P.  O'Donnell,  fuel  systems  engineer  of  New  York  City. 

Several  different  plans  were  considered  before  the  general  outlines  of  the  present  plan  were  adopted  by 
the  City  of  Chicago  and  formally  accepted  by  the  Airlines  Top  Committee  in  March  of  1958.  Since  that 
time  the  airlines  have  decided  among  themselves  where  each  will  be  assigned  and  have  assisted  the  Architects- 
Engineers  in  refining  the  outline  plan  to  accommodate  their  individual  requirements. 

In  general,  the  first  stage  development  program  is  designed  to  meet  traffic  estimates  for  the  year  1965. 
Included  in  this  program  are  two  large  new  unit  terminal  buildings  with  attendant  concourses  sufficient  to 
park  60  aircraft,  a  new  large  restaurant  building,  a  remodeled  existing  terminal  building  to  accommodate  in- 
ternational flights,  an  elevated  entrance  roadway  and  a  greatly  expanded  automobile  parking  lot. 

Also  included  in  this  program  are  the  development  of  new  hangar  and  cargo  areas  with  nine  new  hangars 
and  three  new  cargo  buildings.  In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  also  extensions  of  the  taxiway,  roadway 
and  utilities  systems  to  serve  these  new  facilities  as  well  as  the  construction  of  a  new  airport  maintenance 
building,  a  fire  station,  a  heating  and  refrigeration  plant  and  a  fuel  storage  and  distribution  system. 

Airline  spaces  planned  for  the  terminal  and  cargo  buildings  correspond  directly  to  written  requests  from 
the  airlines.  Sites  for  hangars  in  the  hangar  area  also  correspond  to  airline  requests.  Spaces  in  the  termi- 
nal buildings  reserved  for  concessions,  as  well  as  paid  parking  facilities  and  sites  for  an  automobile  service 
station,  an  air  mail  post  office,  flight  kitchens,  rent-a-car  service  facilities,  and  a  motel  are  based  on  the  rec- 
ommendations of  Landrum  and  Brown,  from  their  extensive  experience  at  other  airports  in  the  United  States. 
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The  design  of  the  fueling  system,  together  with  the  cost  estimates  for  this  facility,  were  prepared  by  James 
P.  O'Donnell,  who  is  also  the  consultant  for  the  fuel  system  at  Idlewild  International  Airport  in  New  York. 

Estimates  for  the  construction  of  the  hangars  were  furnished  by  the  airlines.  These  estimates  include  all 
architectural  and  engineering  fees  as  well  as  amounts  to  cover  contingencies.  It  should  be  noted  that  these 
estimates  are  in  the  form  of  allowances  and  represent  the  maximum  which  can  be  drawn  from  the  revenue 
bond  issue  for  each  hangar.  If  any  hangar  is  constructed  at  a  cost  which  exceeds  the  allowance,  the  excess 
cost  must  be  borne  by  the  airline  involved. 

The  balance  of  the  cost  estimates  were  prepared  by  two  teams  of  engineers  and  estimators  in  our  offices. 
These  teams  prepared  independent  estimates  which  were  then  consolidated  into  summary  estimates  after  ex- 
tensive discussion  regarding  value  judgments  involved. 

In  general  these  estimates  of  construction  costs  are  based  on  quantity  take-offs  times  unit  prices.  Unit 
prices  are  current  prices  adjusted,  as  deemed  proper,  for  increases  anticipated  during  the  period  prior  to  con- 
struction. Included  are  amounts  to  cover  architectural  and  engineering  fees,  performance  bonds  and  insur- 
ance during  construction.  Also  10%  has  been  added  to  cover  contingencies. 

No  costs  have  been  included  for  land  acquisition  since  all  of  the  land  required  for  the  proposed  construc- 
tion has  already  been  acquired  by  the  City  and  acquisition  costs  of  the  additional  land  required  to  complete 
the  approved  airport  boundary  have  been  authorized  from  existing  general  obligation  bond  funds  of  the  City 
of  Chicago.

We  believe  that  the  first  stage  development  program  as  outlined  in  the  Engineering  Report,  the  costs  of 
which  are  summarized  above,  can  be  completed  and  placed  in  operation  within  33  months  from  the  date 
that  funds  are  available  from  the  revenue  bond  issue. 

Assuming  that  funds  will  be  available  in  the  first  quarter  of  1959,  we  expect  that  the  program  will  be  fully 
completed  by  January  1,  1962.  According  to  present  plans  the  preparation  of  contract  drawings  and  specifications 
should  begin  early  in  1959.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  first  contracts  for  grading  in  the  hangar  and  terminal  area 
can  be  started  in  April  of  1959  if  the  revenue  bond  funds  arc  available  at  this  time.

Dear  Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  request,  commencing  in  October,  1957  we  have  made  a  study  of  the  City  of 
Chicago's  air  traffic,  airport  operation  and  plans  for  expansion  of  facilities  at  Chicago-O'Hare  International 
Airport  with  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  $120,000,000  Airport  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  of  1959.  From  this 
study  we  have  made  estimates  of  air  traffic  for  the  City  for  future  years,  and  estimates  of  annual  revenues 
and  expenses  which  the  City  may  expect  for  the  operation  of  O'Hare  Airport.  We  report  herein  on  our 
financial  feasibility  study  of  this  Airport  Project  of  the  City  of  Chicago. 

THE  CITY  OF  CHICAGO 

The  City  of  Chicago  is  the  principal  part  of  the  Nation's  second  largest  metropolitan  area,  which  area  has 
a  1958  estimated  population  of  6,266,000  residents.  This  population  has  increased  14.1  per  cent  in  the  past 
eight  years,  1950-1958,  which  is  slightly  in  excess  of  the  14.0  per  cent  increase  in  the  total  United  States 
population  during  the  same  period.  The  U.  S.  Census  Bureau  has  forecast  a  population  increase  of  13.6  per 
cent  for  the  Nation  during  the  next  seven  years,  by  1965,  indicating  opinion  that  population  will  continue  to 
grow  at  approximately  the  same  rate  as  during  the  past  eight  years.  We  expect  that  the  Chicago  area  popula- 
tion will  also  continue  to  increase  at  approximately  the  same  rate. 

Chicago  Airports 

Chicago  has  three  airports;  the  relatively  small  Meigs  Field  which  is  used  by  private  planes,  the  local  heli- 
copter service  and  air  taxi  service;  O'Hare  Airport  which  handles  11  per  cent  of  the  commercial  air  traffic; 
and  Midway  Airport  which  is  the  world's  busiest  airport.  Midway  Airport's  activity  is  substantially  larger  than 
the  second  busiest  airport,  LaGuardia  Airport  in  New  York  City,  as  shown  below.

The  congestion  at  Midway  Airport  is  a  matter  of  concern  to  all  associated  with  the  Airport,  including 
the  CAA.  The  City  and  the  CAA  have  encouraged  Airlines  to  transfer  flights  to  O'Hare  Airport,  and  they 
oppose  the  addition  of  more  flights  to  Midway  during  the  "rush-hour"  periods  of  the  day. 
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There  are  ten  cities  which  supply  approximately  one-half  of  the  air  traffic  to  and  from  Chicago.  These 
cities  are  as  follows:

Records  of  nationwide  common  carriage  intercity  travel  for  the  past  decade  show  that  the  growth  of 
air  traffic  is  largely  the  result  of  a  shift  from  rail  and  bus  to  air,  as  follows:

Throughout  the  period  1948  through  1957,  intercity  travel  by  private  automobile  has  more  than  doubled 
to  a  1957  volume  of  617,700  million  passenger  miles  (See  Note  A).  The  private  automobile  is  the  most  used 
method  of  intercity  travel,  being  nearly  ten  times  larger  than  total  common  carriage  travel.  The  multi- 
billion  dollar  Federal  program  to  build  the  41,000-mile  Interstate  Highway  System,  plus  the  efforts  of  the 
automobile  industry  will  probably  continue  this  trend  of  increasing  intercity  travel  by  private  automobiles.

Many  of  the  country's  leading  railroads  are  now  publicizing  a  desire  to  discontinue  all  passenger  service. 
We  believe  a  reasonable  basis  for  financial  planning  is  to  anticipate  that  the  common  carriage  intercity  travel 
will  continue  at  the  general  level  which  has  existed  for  the  past  decade,  and  that  the  trend  away  from  rail 
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and  bus  to  air  will  continue.  Projecting  this  trend,  we  have  developed  estimates  of  intercity  common  carriage 
travel  for  1965,  as  follows:

Using  the  above-calculated  50.7  per  cent  total  increase  for  air  travel  by  1965  and  certain  preliminary 
data  which  indicate  that  1958  is  lllcely  to  show  about  the  same  Intercity  common  carriage  travel  by  air  as  1957, 
we  have  selected  the  following  as  a  reasonable  expectation  for  the  Nation's  air  travel  volumes  in  the  future.

CHICAGO  AIR  TRAFFIC  PROJECTION 

As  shown  by  an  earlier  table  for  the  period  1950-1957,  enplaned  passengers  at  Chicago  increased  180 
per  cent  which  was  about  12  per  cent  more  than  the  nationwide  Increase  of  160  per  cent.  We  believe  it 
is  reasonable  to  project  Chicago's  air  traffic  for  future  years  at  a  10  per  cent  greater  growth  rate  than  the 
nationwide  growth  index  listed  above  for  the  period  1959-1965. 

Records  of  the  Bureau  of  Aviation,  City  of  Chicago,  on  the  annual  number  of  enplaned  airline 
passengers  differ  from  the  CAA  figures  of  enplaned  revenue  passengers  listed  on  page  37.  The  City's  record 
is  intended  to  be  for  all  classes  of  passengers,  including  such  as  "through"  and  "nonrevenue"  passengers. 
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The  City's  enplaned  passenger  record  and  the  distribution  of  passengers  between  Midway  and  O'Hare  is 
as  follows:

The  very  small  increase  of  Chicago's  air  passengers  for  1958,  0.5  per  cent  over  1957,  is  typical  of  traffic 
statistics  for  most  airports,  and  is  probably  the  result  of  the  recent  business  "recession". 

Using  our  selection  of  air  traffic  growth  rates  for  Chicago,  which  is  our  estimate  for  nationwide  air  traffic 
growth  increased  about  10  per  cent  each  year,  we  calculate  a  projection  of  enplaned  air  passengers  for  Chicago 
as  follows :

Air  Traffic  for  O'Hare  Airport 

Chicago's  air  traffic  of  the  next  several  years  is  expected  to  shift  more  and  more  to  O'Hare  Airport  as  a 
result  of  the  following: 

(a)  Midway  Airport  is  presently  operating  at  capacity  during  the  busy  commercial  hours  and  both  the 
CAA  and  the  City  oppose  the  scheduling  of  additional  flights  at  these  times. 

(b)  Midway  Airport's  runways  will  not  handle  jet  aircraft  such  as  the  B707  which  the  Airlines  plan  to  put 
into  service  in  1959.  Chicago  flights  using  these  aircraft  must  use  O'Hare  Airport;  there  is  no  alternate. 

(c)  The  Northwest  Route  Expressway,  extending  from  the  Congress  Street  Expressway  to  O'Hare  Airport 
and  including  the  Ontario-Ohio  Feeder  located  just  north  of  the  Loop,  is  being  financed  and  constructed 
under  a  Four-Way  Agreement  between  the  City  of  Chicago,  Cook  County,  the  State  of  Illinois  and  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Public  Roads.  Design,  acquisition  of  right-of-way  and  construction  are  being  carried 
out  by  three  parties  to  the  Agreement,  the  City,  the  County  and  the  State.  Mr.  George  L.  DeMent, 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  has  advised  us  that  all  three,  the  City,  County 
and  State,  expect  to  complete  their  respective  sections  of  the  Expressway  during  the  summer  of  1960. 

This  completion  of  the  Northwest  Route  Expressway  in  1960  is  expected  to  improve  the  normal 
time  for  an  Airport  Bus  trip  between  downtown  Chicago  (the  Loop)  and  O'Hare  Airport  from  the 
present  one  hour  to  a  much  shorter  time  of  30  minutes. 

The  normal  traveling  time  for  an  Airport  Bus  between  the  Loop  and  Midway  Airport  (excluding 
time  to  pick  up  and  discharge  passengers)  is  now  about  40  minutes.  The  City  has  plans  to  complete 
the  Southwest  Route  Expressway  in  1962,  which  will  then  make  possible  a  normal  Airport  Bus  trip 
between  the  Loop  and  Midway  Airport  in  about  25  minutes. 
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When  this  Expressway  construction  is  completed,  both  Airports  will  be  relatively  close  (time-wise) 
to  downtown  Chicago  and  the  Bus  trip  time  disadvantage  that  exists  today  for  O'Hare  Airport  will  be 
eliminated. 

(d)  The  $120,000,000  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  will  finance  numerous  improvements  to  O'Hare 
Airport  including  the  following  additions; 

(1)  Two  large  terminal  buildings,  four  concourses  with  60  aircraft  parking  gates,  restaurants,  snack 
bars  and  automobile  parking,  all  designed  to  conveniently  accommodate  a  ten-fold  increase  in 
passengers,  and  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  April  1,  1961. 

(2)  Nine  hangars  for  Airlines. 

(3)  Three  air  cargo  buildings  with  truck  ramps  and  aircraft  parking  aprons. 

(4)  A  large  capacity  fuel  storage  and  underground  piping  system  to  deliver  fuel  to  aircraft  parked  at 
gate  positions. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  Engineering  Report,  First  Stage  Development  Program  by  Naess  & 
Murphy,  Architects-Engineers,  under  date  of  November  14,  1958,  which  describes  the  proposed 
improvements  and  includes  a  construction  schedule. 

(e)  The  Airport  Use  Agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Airlines  includes  a  covenant  by  Airlines  to 
the  effect  that  these  Airlines  will  use  O'Hare  Airport  and  provide  for  "fee  landings"  of  Its  aircraft  at 
the  Airport,  so  long  as  any  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  are  outstanding. 

(f)  Two  major  Airlines  serving  Chicago  estimate  that  75  per  cent  of  Chicago's  air  trafBc  of  1965  will  use 
O'Hare  Airport.  Other  Airlines  have  estimated  various  percentages  of  air  traffic  for  O'Hare  Airport, 
percentages  which  are  both  above  and  below  the  75  per  cent  figure.  We  made  an  Independent  analysis 
of  flight  schedules  of  all  Airlines  serving  Chicago,  considering  the  origin,  destination,  and  aircraft  used 
of  each  flight,  the  projected  increases  In  air  passenger  traffic  and  the  new  turbo  jet  and  turbo  prop 
aircraft  either  ordered  or  planned  for  order  by  Airlines.  This  analysis  indicated  that  80  per  cent  of 
Chicago's  air  traffic  would  use  O'Hare  Airport  in  1965,  which  substantiates  the  estimates  of  75  per  cent 
by  the  two  major  Airlines. 

In  consideration  of  the  above-described  developments  which  should  materially  increase  passengers'  and 
Airlines'  desire  to  use  O'Hare  Airport,  we  believe  it  is  reasonable  to  base  revenue  and  expense  estimates  on  75 
per  cent  of  Chicago's  air  traffic  using  O'Hare  In  1965.  For  the  amount  of  Chicago's  air  traffic  that  may  be 
expected  to  use  O'Hare  Airport  in  the  intervening  years  before  1965,  we  have  developed  the  following 
projections:

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For  passenger  volume  estimates  for  O'Hare  Airport  beyond  the  year  1965,  we  suggest  using  the  1965  figure 
of  6,820,000  for  financial  planning.  This  amount  is  approximately  40  per  cent  more  than  the  number  of 
enplaned  passengers  now  using  the  world's  busiest,  Chicago  Midway  Airport.  O'Hare  Airport,  like  Midway, 
has  a  pair  of  parallel  runways  for  simultaneous  use  during  peak  hours.  This  pair  of  runways,  the  number  of 
"bad  weather"  days,  the  average  number  of  passengers  per  aircraft  and  air  traffic  control  problems  are 
principal  factors  which  limit  the  practical  capacity  of  the  Airport.  There  is  another  item  which  theoretically 
could  limit  the  practical  capacity  of  O'Hare  Airport  for  commercial  aviation.  This  is  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment's right  of  limited  free  use,  in  common  with  others,  of  the  Airport's  public  facilities.  The  Federal  Gov- 
ernment agrees  to  pay  the  City  for  all  military  operations,  in  excess  of  its  limited  allowed  number  of  free 
operations,  at  the  rates  then  prevailing  for  scheduled  airlines.  It  has  been  the  experience  at  other  airports 
that  commercial  and  military  air  traffic  schedules  can  be  co-ordinated  so  that  the  capacity  of  the  airport 
for  commercial  operation  is  not  adversely  affected.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  co-ordinated  scheduling 
is  a  reasonable  expectation  for  O'Hare  Airport.  In  consideration  of  the  foregoing,  we  believe  that  O'Hare 
Airport  can  be  expected  to  accomodate  6,820,000  enplaning  passengers  in  1965. 

After  1965,  technical  developments  in  the  air  transportation  industry  may  make  it  possible  for  O'Hare 
Airport  to  operate  at  a  substantially  higher  traffic  level  than  that  estimated  above  for  1965.  We  understand 
that  the  new  terminal  buildings,  aircraft  gate  positions  and  automobile  parking  facilities  included  in  the 
Project  have  been  designed  to  permit  40  per  cent  expansion,  if  this  becomes  necessary,  at  a  later  date.  On 
the  other  hand,  by  1965,  the  City  may  decide  to  assign  further  air  traffic  expansion,  beyond  our  estimates, 
to  some  other  airport.  Accordingly,  with  reference  to  these  possible  developments  in  Chicago's  air  traffic  after 
1965  (or  thereabouts)  we  recommend  the  use  of  our  1965  estimates  for  a  financial  feasibility  determination 
for  the  subsequent  years.

These  documents  in  their  final  form,  bound  together  with  exhibits  in  a  blue  cover,  were  received  by  us  on 
December  17,  1958.  We  have  used  the  above  listed  documents  as  a  source  of  premises  for  our  estimates. 


EXPENSE  ESTIMATES 

Our  estimates  of  annual  expenses  which  will  be  incurred  from  the  operation  of  O'Hare  Airport,  have  been 
developed  in  accordance  with  the  definition  of  "Airport  Expense"  which  is  given  in  the  Airport  Use  Agree- 
ment, Section  15.07(1).  Airport  Expense  for  any  fiscal  year  includes  the  following: 


(a)  Operation  and  maintenance  expense. 
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(b)  Depreciation  on  depreciable  assets  and  amortization  of  engineering  costs  deferred,  to  the  extent  of 
the  City's  investment  therein,  excluding  Approved  Revenue  Bond  proceeds  or  Government  Grants 
in  Aid. 

(c)  Interest  on  City  funds  invested  in  O'Hare  Airport,  excluding  Approved  Revenue  Bond  proceeds 
or  Government  Grants  in  Aid. 

Note:  The  two  immediately  preceding  expense  items,  (b)  and  (c),  will  represent  the 
sum  to  be  allocated  in  said  fiscal  year  to  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account. 

(d)  The  sum  to  be  deposited  in  the  Reserve  Maintenance  Account  for  said  fiscal  year. 

(e)  Beginning  with  the  fiscal  year  1962,  a  sum  equal  to  1.25  times  the  Principal  and  Interest  Require- 
ments for  said  fiscal  year  for  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  outstanding. 

(f)  Premiums  paid  for  redemption  or  purchase  of  Approved  Revenue  Bonds. 


Operation  and  Maintenance  Expense 

We  have  studied  the  record  of  operation  and  maintenance  expense  for  O'Hare  Airport  for  its  three  years  of 
operation,  1956,  1957  and  1958;  the  plans  for  the  new  facilities  as  described  in  the  Report  of  Naess  &  Murphy, 
Architects-Engineers,  under  date  of  November  14,  1958,  and  we  have  considered  operating  practices  now  used 
by  other  airports.  We  have  done  this  in  co-operation  with  the  City  officials  who  are  responsible  for  the  operation 
of  O'Hare  Airport.  From  this  study,  and  in  consideration  of  the  several  statements  in  the  previously  listed 
Ordinance,  Agreement  and  Leases  to  the  effect  that  the  City  will  be  prudent,  efficient  and  use  sound  business 
principles  in  the  operation  of  the  Airport,  and  in  consideration  of  the  air  traffic  volume  we  have  estimated  for 
O'Hare  Airport  each  year,  we  have  estimated  the  annual  expense  for  operation  and  maintenance  which  may  be 
rezisonably  expected  each  year,  1959-1965.  We  have  estimated  various  expenses  in  considerable  detail  and 
we  simimarize  these  estimates  below,  in  comparison  with  the  actual  expense  for  the  years  1956-1958.

Depreciation,  Amortization  and  Interest 

Each  year  Airport  Expense  is  to  include  an  amount  for  depreciation  on  depreciable  assets,  for  amortization 
of  engineering  costs  deferred  and  for  interest  on  the  City's  investment  in  O'Hare  Airport,  other  than  assets, 
engineering  or  investment  from  Approved  Revenue  Bonds  proceeds  or  Government  Grants  in  Aid.  The 
annual  amount  for  depreciation,  amortization  and  interest  is  to  be  determined  each  year  in  accordance  with 
Section  15.07,  subparagraphs  (1)  (b)  and  (c)  of  the  Airport  Use  Agreement.  As  previously  mentioned,  the 
sum  of  these  amounts,  each  year,  is  to  be  deposited  in  the  Emergency  Reserve  Account. 
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The  City  has  prepared  the  following  estimates  of  this  annual  depreciation,  amortization  and  interest, 
shown  here  in  comparison  with  amounts  for  the  years  1956-1958:

The  above-listed  sums  to  be  deposited  in  the  Emergency  Resei-ve  Account,  totaling  $6,075,000  for  1959- 
1965  if  there  have  been  no  withdrawals,  will  be  available  for  use,  in  lieu  of  abated  rentals,  as  revenues  in  case 
the  Airport  should  be  closed,  or,  if  the  Airport  should  be  closed  only  to  turbo  jet  powered  aircraft,  will  be  avail- 
able for  use  as  revenues,  lo  the  extent  of  50  per  cent  of  certain  fixed  annual  rentals,  for  up  to  a  six  month 
period  in  any  fiscal  year  for  such  a  closing.

Reserve  Maintenance  Account 

During  the  latter  part  of  our  study,  in  October  and  November  1958,  we  consulted  with  Naess  &  Murphy 
and  City  engineers  and  developed  a  list  of  23  items  of  major  repairs,  renewals  and  replacements  which  may 
be  expected  for  the  Airport  during  the  40-year  period  of  the  Bonds,  1959  to  1999.  We  obtained  cost  estimates 
for  each  of  these  items  and  a  schedule  of  time  and  frequency  when  each  would  be  performed.  The  largest  items 
of  major  maintenance  are  expected  to  be  the  following.

In  accordance  with  our  recommendation,  the  Ordinance,  Section  5.03,  subparagraph  (2),  Fourth,  has 
been  set  up  to  provide  for  the  above-described  schedule  of  deposits  and  maximum  balance.  Whenever  the 
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Account  reaches  the  specified  maximum  balance  of  $2,500,000,  no  further  deposits  will  be  made  until  expendi- 
tures from  the  Account  reduce  the  balance  below  this  figure,  but  most  years  in  the  period  1959  to  1999  will 
require  a  $600,000  deposit  to  offset  normal  withdrawals  from  the  Account. 


Principal  and  Interest 

Commencing  in  1962,  as  provided  in  the  Airport  Use  Agreement,  a  sum  equal  to  1.25  times  the  Principal 
and  Interest  Requirements  for  the  year  must  be  included  in  Airport  Expense.  The  method  of  determining 
the  amount  of  these  Requirements  is  described  in  the  Ordinance,  Section  2.16;  it  is  the  amount  that  will 
discharge  the  debt  with  interest,  in  a  specified  number  of  equal  annual  payments.  For  the  Bonds,  Series  of 
1959,  it  is  the  "level  debt  service"  for  34  pay  periods.  The  Bankers  have  determined  the  Principal  and 
Interest  Requirements  to  be  $7,183,000  per  year  for  34  pay  periods  for  these  $120,000,000  Revenue  Bonds, 
Series  of  1959,  at  434  per  cent.  This  amount,  times  1.25,  requires  that  approximately  $8,979,000  be  included 
each  year  in  Airport  Expense. 


Premiums 

In  consultation  with  the  Bankers  concerned  with  the  Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  we  have  estimated  premiums 
that  may  be  paid  for  redemption  or  purchase  of  the  Bonds  for  the  years  1965-1967.  From  this  work,  we  believe 
that  $150,000  is  a  reasonable  estimate  of  premiums  expense  for  the  year  1965.

REVENUES  OF  THE  AIRPORT 

The  most  important  source  of  revenues  for  O'Hare  Airport  will  be  the  fixed  annual  rentals  paid  by  the 
Airlines  under  the  terms  of  the  various  Leases,  which  rentals  will  commence  January  1,  1962,  and  will  total 
$7,901,304  each  year  so  long  as  there  are  Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  outstanding.  This  amount  is  10  per  cent  larger 
than  the  previously  mentioned  annual  Principal  and  Interest  Requirements  of  $7,183,000  for  the  Bonds,  Series 
of  1959. 

The  table  on  the  following  page  shows  the  annual  amounts  of  rental  to  be  paid  for  various  facilities  by  16 
Airlines.  These  Airlines  carried  about  95  per  cent  of  Chicago's  air  traffic  during  the  first  nine  months  of  1958. 
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Concession  Revenue 

Revenue  from  concessions  at  O'Hare  Airport  is  expected  to  be  the  second  largest  source  of  revenue  by  1965, 
and  thereafter.  The  City  has  plans  to  include  the  following  concession  facilities  at  the  Airport:

The  City  plans  to  follow  the  usual  practice  in  providing,  generally,  for  fees  as  a  percentage  of  the 
concessionaire's  gross  revenue. 


The  majority,  but  not  all,  of  the  above-listed  concessions  are  now  in  operation  at  O'Hare  Airport,  and 
these  have  produced  the  following  revenues  and  revenues  per  enplaned  passenger  for  the  City:

The  above-listed  revenues  per  enplaned  passenger  compare  favorably  with  revenues  per  enplaned  passenger 
at  six  other  major  airports,  which  are  in  the  range  of  $.40  to  $.73  with  an  average  of  $.68. 


After  study  of  the  terms  of  concession  revenue  agreements  which  exist  now  and  will  continue  for  O'Hare 
Airport,  and  the  City's  plans  for  concession  facilities  and  new  concession  agreements,  we  believe  it  a 
reasonable  expectation  to  project  concession  revenues  at  $.65  per  enplaned  passenger.  This  will  produce 
concession  revenues  as  follows :

O'Hare  Airport  will  produce  revenues  from  a  wide  variety  of  surces  that  we  have  classified  as  "miscel- 
laneous", including: 

1.  Rentals  of  present  Terminal  building  space. 

2.  Rentals  of  lands  used  for  miscellaneous  purposes,  including  the  Airlines'  present  Temporary  Main- 
tenance Areas  and  present  Joint  Cargo  Building  site,  but  excluding  other  Airlines'  land  rentals  and 
land  used  by  concessionaires. 

3.  Rentals  of  space  in  the  new  International  Arrival  and  Departure  Building  which  will  be  created  from 
the  present  Terminal  building. 

4.  Water  sold  to  various  users  on  the  Airport. 

5.  Steam  sold  to  the  Airport  base  operator. 

6.  Landing  fees  and  charges  on  local  helicopter,  foreign  flag  and  supplemental  air  carriers  and  private 
planes. 

7.  Interest  on  funds  which  are  invested,  primarily  from  investment  of  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Account.

Flight  Fee  Revenue  Requirements 

Flight  Fees  supply  the  balance  of  the  Airport's  revenues.  In  accordance  with  the  Airport  Use  Agreement, 
Section  15.07,  subparagraph  (2),  the  Flight  Fee  Revenue  Requirements  means  the  excess  of  Airport  Expense 
over  Revenues  exclusive  of  Flight  Fees  (including  those  payable  by  application  of  rentals  for  passenger  ramp 
areas)  payable  by  reason  of  Airlines'  fee  landings.  In  other  words,  the  Airline  Parties  to  the  Airport  Use  Agree- 
ment are  obligated  to  pay  Flight  Fees  sufficient,  with  the  revenues  from  other  sources,  to  provide  gross 
revenues  equal  to  the  Airport  Expense  for  each  fiscal  year.  The  Flight  Fees  are  a  charge  for  aircraft  landings 
(excluding  training  flights  and  certain  other  special  types)  at  a  monetary  rate  of  so  much  per  thousand  pounds 
of  approved  maximum  landing  weight  (by  the  CAA)  of  the  aircraft. 

The  fixed  rental  for  passenger  ramp  areas,  payable  under  the  provisions  of  the  Leases  of  Terminal 
Facilities  is  to  be  applied  against  Flight  Fees  otherwise  payable  by  the  respective  Airlines.  This  passenger 
ramp  area  rental  totals  $2,408,424  per  year,  commencing  in  1962  for  thirteen  Airlines  (as  listed  in  the 
preceding  table  on  page  46) . 
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The  arithmetic  for  calculating  Flight  Fees  as  the  difference  between  Airport  Expense  and  other  revenues, 
and  our  estimates  of  expenses  and  gross  revenues  for  the  period  1959-1965  are  shown  in  the  table  which 
follows :

For  projections  after  the  year  1965,  we  suggest  using  the  figures  given  above 
for  1965,  assuming  that  only  Bonds,  Series  of  1959,  are  outstanding. 


Our  estimates  contained  herein  are  not  intended  to  be  exact  forecasts  for  specific  years,  but  rather  to  be  a 
general  trend  which  may  be  expected  without  allowance  for  severe  economic  depressions  or  Governmental 
restrictions  on  travel.  We  note  that  the  Expenses  and  Revenues  each  include  money  to  cover  debt  service  on  the 
proposed  $120,000,000  Revenue  Bond,  Series  of  1959,  at  a  4%  per  cent  interest  rate.  If  this  interest  rate  is 
changed  at  the  time  of  tlie  Bond  sale,  the  estimates  listed  on  the  preceding  page  would  be  subject  to  change, 
but  the  total  annual  Gross  Revenue  would  continue  to  equal  the  total  annual  Airport  Expense.

December  31,  1958. 

Establishing  of  the  Commission 

On  January  18,  1957,  the  City  Council  passed  an 
ordinance  creating  a  Commission  on  Chicago  At- 
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chitectural  Landmarks.'  In  accordance  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  ordinance  eight  members'  were 
appointed  to  the  Commission  by  the  Mayor  on 
March  14,  1957.  The  Commissioner  of  City  Plan- 
ning (Mr.  Ira  J.  Bacli)  is  a  member,  ex  officio. 
Ofiicers  were  appointed  at  the  organizational  meet- 
ing held  on  April  9,  1957 :  Daniel  Catton  Rich, 
Chairman ;  Samuel  A.  Lichtmann,  vice-chairman ; 
Joseph  Benson,  secretary.  Mr.  Rich,  who  left  Chi- 
cago to  become  the  director  of  the  Worcester  Art 
Museum,  resigned  in  the  summer  and  Mr.  Bowe 
became  the  chairman.  The  Commission  held  six 
meetings  during  1958. 

Report  on  the  Duties  of  the  Commission 

The  Commission  was  instructed  to  carry  out  the 
following  acts: 

a)  Prepare  criteria  for  determining  and  evalu- 
ating Chicago's  architectural  landmarks. 

b)  Prepare  a  system  for  identifying  and  mark- 
ing Chicago  s  architectural  landmarks. 

c)  List  and  identify,  so  far  as  possible,  Chi- 
cago's architectural  landmarks.

e)  Take  steps  to  stimulate  public  education  and 
interest  in  the  identification  and  preservation 
of  such  landmarks. 

a)  The  criteria  were  established  in  1957  and  are 
stated  in  the  1957  report  of  the  Commission. 

b)  Thirty-eight  stainless  steel  plaques  are  being 
ordered  and  are  to  be  placed  on  the  landmarks 
designated  by  the  Commission.  Special  citations 
for  fourteen  of  the  thirty-eight  landmarks'  will 
be  inscribed  on  the  respective  plaques.  The  other 
twenty-four  landmarks  will  have  identical 
plaques.  Each  of  the  plaques  will  state  that 
the  building  to  which  it  is  attached  has  been 
designated  an  architectural  landmark  by  the 
Commission,  on  the  authority  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, and  will  identify  the  architect  and  the  date 
the  building  was  erected. 

c)  The  Committee  on  Criteria  and  Selection'  sub- 
mitted a  list  of  thirty-eight  buildings  for  the 
Commission  to  consider  for  the  designation  as 
architectural  landmarks.  Fourteen  of  the  thirty- 
eight  recommendations  carried  special  citations 
of  excellence.  The  Commission  has  officially 
designated  all  of  the  buildings  on  the  list  as 
architectural  landmarks'.  This  list,  including 
special  citations,  appears  below:

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Referred — Proposed  Ordinances  to  Revise  and 
Codify  Regulations  for  Existing  Schools 
AND  TO  Provide  for  Additional  Regula- 
tions for  New  School  Buildings. 

Honorable  Richard  J.  Daley,  Mayor,  submitted  the 
following  communication,  which  was,  together  with 
the  proposed  ordinances  transmitted  therewith.  Re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Zoning:

February  26,  1959. 

To  the  Honorable,  The  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Chicago : 

On  December  22,  we  introduced  an  ordinance 
designed  to  give  greater  fire  protection  to  the  peo- 
ple of  Chicago.  This  ordinance,  requiring  the  in- 
stallation of  sprinkler  systems,  the  connection  of 
fire  alarm  systems  directly  to  the  Fire  Department, 
and  mandatory  fire  drills,  was  adopted  unani- 
mously by  the  City  Council  on  January  21,  1959. 

At  the  time  the  ordinance  was  submitted  we 
stated  that  it  was  but  the  first  step  in  revising 
stated  that  they  were  but  the  first  step  in  revising 
the  Municipal  Code  to  provide  the  greatest  pos- 
sible protection  in  our  schools,  and  that  further 
safety  measures  would  be  submitted  for  your  con- 
sideration and  approval. 

In  carrying  out  this  program  we  are  submitting 
two  new  ordinances.  The  first  ordinance  will  add  a 
new  section  to  the  Municipal  Code  alfecting  exist- 
ing schools.  This  new  section,  for  the  first  time,  will 
bring  together  all  of  the  building  regulations  that 
pertain  to  existing  schools. 

The  second  ordinance  affects  the  construction  of 
new  school  buildings. 

The  proposed  amendments  are  recommendations 
made  by  the  Mayor's  Citizens'  Advisory  Committee 
o,n  Building  Code  Amendments.  Alderman  Emil  V. 
Pacini,  the  Chairman  of  the  Buildings  and  Zoning 
Committee,  worked  closely  with  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee in  considering  the  safety  measures  recom- 
mended by  the  Coroner's  Jury,  the  National  Fire 
Protection  Association,  the  Fire  Department  and 
the  Building  Department. 

The  Citizens'  Committee,  under  the  Chairman- 
ship of  Building  Commissioner  George  Ramsey, 
adopted  many  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Cor- 
oner's Jury. 

Some  of  the  recommendations  made  by  the  Cor- 
oner's Jury  and  other  bodies  involve  major  con- 
struction and  remodeling  problems.  After  serious 
consideration  the  Advisory  Committee  referred 
these  matters  to  a  subcommittee  and  they  are  now 
being  given  detailed  study  and  analysis. 

These  include  such  proposals  as  enclosure  of 
stairwells  and  vertical  shafts,  replacement  of  com- 
bustible stairs  with  non-combustible  stairs,  over- 
crowding of  classrooms  and  problems  involving 
revision  of  the  Ventilating  Code. 

Many  of  the  Coroner's  recommendations  were 
either  covered  by  the  present  Building  Code  or 
could  not  become  ordinances  because  they  were 
beyond  the  scope  of  municipal  jurisdiction. 

With  the  exception  of  these  cases  most  of  the 
proposals  by  the  Coroner's  Jury  were  unanimously 
adopted  by  the  Advisory  Committee  and  are  being 
presented  for  your  consideration  today.  The  rec- 
ommendations cover  many  of  the  safeguards  con- 


sidered essential  for  the  protection  of  our  school 
children.  These  include  the  following: 

All  new  school  construction  to  be  of  fire  resist- 
ant materials. 

All  new  schools  will  carry  all  of  the  measures 
that  have  been  incorporated  for  existing  schools 
to  upgrade  them. 

Sprinklers  in  fire  resistant  schools  in  various 
hazardous  locations  and  stairwells. 

The  protection  of  classroom  doors. 

The  elimination  of  glass  transoms  in  hallways. 

The  annual  electrical  inspection  of  schools. 

The  elimination  of  wire  screens  and  iron  bars  on 
windows  above  a  10-foot  sill  height. 

Escape  panels  from  the  classrooms  through  glass 
block  windows  and  metal  sash. 

Incinerator  equipment  for  the  burning  of  waste 
paper. 

Enclosure  of  boiler  rooms. 
Panic  hardware. 

The  elimination  of  combustible  interior  wains- 
coting, lockers,  cabinets,  blackboards,  tack-boards, 
and  bulletin  boards;  removing  combustible  mate- 
rials from  stages. 

The  requirement  of  flame  retardant  paint  on 
combustible  acoustical  ceilings. 

The  elimination  of  closets  and  enclosed  storage 
spaces  below  stairs. 

The  fire  protection  on  the  under  side  of  combust- 
ible stairs. 

Exit  lighting. 

These  provisions  to  take  effect  one  year  after 
passage  and  publication  except  for  minor  items 
which  can  take  effect  Sept.  1,  1959. 

As  I  have  previously  stated,  this  fire  safety  pro- 
gram will  call  for  increased  expenditures  for 
schools,  but  the  financial  costs  cannot  be  weighed 
against  the  need  for  these  essential  safeguards  to 
human  life.

Whereas,  Lessor  owns  and  operates  Chicago  Mid- 
way Airport,  situated  in  the  County  of  Cook  and 
State  of  Illinois,  with  the  power  to  grant  rights  and 
privileges  with  respect  thereto,  all  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and 

Whereas,  Lessee  desires  to  lease  certain  space  to 
obtain  certain  rights  and  privileges  with  respect  to 


the  operation  of  a  rent-a-car  service  at  said  Chi- 
cago Midway  Airport,  upon  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions hereinafter  provided ; 

Now,  Therefore,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the 
premises  and  other  mutual  covenants  and  agree- 
ments hereinafter  contained,  and  other  valuable 
considerations,  the  parties  hereto  agree  as  follows: 

Lessor  hereby  grants  to  Lessee  the  privilege,  in 
common  with  others,  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be 
likewise  so  permitted,  to  operate  on,  upon  and  from 
Chicago  Midway  Airport  a  rent-a-car  business  for 
a  period  commencing  on  the  1st  day  of  March 
A.D.,  1959  and  terminating  on  the  31st  day  of 
March,  1962,  unless  otherwise  terminated,  as  here- 
inafter provided. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  hereof,  the 
privilege  hereby  granted  may  be  revoked  at  any 
time  by  Lessor  without  cost  upon  thirty  (30)  days' 
written  notice.  Unless  sooner  revoked,  such  privilege 
shall  expire  in  any  event  upon  the  expiration  date 
hereinbefore  set  forth.  Revocation  shall  not  relieve 
the  Lessee  of  any  liabilities  or  obligations  here- 
under which  shall  have  accrued  prior  to  the  effective 
date  of  revocation. 

Only  in  connection  with  the  privilege  herein 
granted,  and  for  no  other  purpose.  Lessor  demises 
and  lets  to  Lessee  seventy-two  (72)  square  feet 
more  or  less  of  space,  as  more  particularly  described 
on  Exhibit  1,  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part 
hereof. 

Lessee  shall  accept  said  space  in  its  present  con- 
dition and  shall  repair  any  damages  thereto  caused 
by  its  operations.

Lessee  agrees  to  pay  Lessor  for  the  privileges 
herein  granted  a  minimum  sum  of  Twenty-Five 
Thousand  Dollars  ($25,000.00)  per  annum  or  ten 
per  cent  (10%)  of  the  gross  receipts,  whichever  is 
the  larger  (excluding  truck  rental  revenue  derived 
outside  of  the  airport  premises)  derived  from  the 
operation  of  its  business  with  persons,  firms  or 
corporations  utilizing  the  airport  facilities  to  rent 
cars  or  trucks  whether  or  not  said  person,  firm 
or  corporation  has  elsewhere  reserved  a  vehicle 
from  Lessee  with  delivery  to  be  made  on  or  within 
one  mile  of  the  airport  boundary,  or  has  reserved 
a  vehicle  on  or  within  one  mile  of  the  airport 
boundary  and  agreed  to  receive  such  vehicle  outside 
the  airport  premises  but  within  the  Chicago  area. 
Said  payments  shall  be  made  at  the  office  of  the 
City  Comptroller,  City  Hall,  Chicago  2,  Illinois,  on 
or  before  the  10th  day  of  the  month  succeeding 
each  and  every  calendar  month  of  the  term,  or 
portion  thereof,  for  its  operation  of  the  preceding 
month.

On  or  before  the  10th  day  of  the  month  succeed- 
ing each  and  every  calendar  month  of  the  term,  or 
portion  thereof.  Lessee  shall  prepare,  in  accordance 
with  accepted  accounting  practices  as  approved  by 
the  City  Comptroller,  and  deliver  to  Lessor  a  report 
which  shall  show  the  total  gross  receipts  during 
the  preceding  month  or  portion  thereof.  Lessor  is 
hereby  given  and  granted  the  right  at  all  reason- 
able times  to  examine  and  inspect  the  records  and 
books  of  account  of  Lessee  and  to  make  copies  and 
excerpts  therefrom  and  to  do  anything  that  may  be 
necessary  to  enable  Lessor  to  make  a  full,  proper 
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and  complete  audit  of  all  business  transacted  in 
connection  with  the  Airport. 

The  operations  of  the  Lessee,  its  employees,  in- 
vitees and  those  doing  business  with  it,  shall  be 
conducted  in  an  orderly  and  proper  manner  and  so 
as  not  to  annoy,  disturb  or  be  offensive  to  others  at 
the  air  terminal.  The  Lessor  shall  have  the  right  to 
complain  to  the  Lessee  as  to  the  demeanor,  conduct 
and  appearance  of  the  Lessee's  employees,  invitees 
and  those  doing  business  with  it,  whereupon  the 
Lessee  will  take  all  steps  necessary  to  remove  the 
cause  of  the  complaint. 

No  signs,  posters  or  similar  devices  shall  be 
erected,  displayed  or  maintained  in  view  of  the 
general  public  in  or  about  the  Space  or  elsewhere 
upon  said  Airport  without  the  written  approval  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  and  any  not  ap- 
proved by  him  may  be  removed  by  the  Lessor  at 
the  expense  of  the  Lessee. 

The  Lessor  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time,  and 
as  often  as  it  considers  necessary,  to  inspect  the 
Space  and  (without  any  obligation  so  to  do)  to 
enter  thereon  to  make  ordinary  repairs,  and  in  the 
event  of  emergency  to  take  such  action  therein  as 
may  be  required  for  the  protection  of  persons  or 
property. 

Lessee  shall  not  assign  this  Agreement  without 
the  consent  in  writing  of  Lessor  and  the  approval 
of  the  City  Council  first  had  and  obtained,  nor  per- 
mit any  transfer  by  operation  of  law  of  its  interest 
created  hereby. 

Upon  termination  of  this  Agreement  by  lapse  of 
time  or  otheiwise.

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Chicago: 

Section  1.  The  City  Comptroller  and  the  Com- 
missioner of  Aviation,  subject  to  approval  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel  as  to  form  and  legality,  are 
authorized  to  execute  on  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Chicago  an  Agreement  between  Tag  Airlines,  Inc. 
and  the  City  of  Chicago  for  18  square  feet  of 
counter  space  in  the  Administration  Buildings  at 
Meigs  Field,  said  agreement  to  be  in  substantially 
the  following  form: 

This  Agreement,  made  this  1st  day  of  October, 
A.D.  1958,  between  the  City  of  Chicago,  a  muni- 
cipal corporation  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  herein- 
after called  "Permittor",  and  Tag  Airlines,  a  cor- 
poration organized  and  existing  by  virtue  of  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  ,  herein- 

after called  "Permittee", 

Witnesseth : 

That  Permittor,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the 
covenants  and  agreements  hereinafter  contained 
and  made  on  the  part  of  the  Permittee,  does  here- 
by grant  to  Permittee  for  use  only  by  Permittee, 
the  use  of  premises  at  Meigs  Field  in  the  City  of 
Chicago,  County  of  Cook  and  State  of  Illinois, 
known  and  described  as  follows,  to-wit : 

Counter  space  consisting  of  approximately  18 
square  feet  located  in  the  Administration  Build- 
ing, to  be  used  only  as  a  ticket  counter  for  Tag 
Airlines,  all  as  shown  on  a  plat  filed  in  the  office 
of  Permittor's  Commissioner  of  Aviation; 
for  a  period  of  one  (1)  year,  commencing  on  the 
1st  day  of  October,  1958  and  terminating  on  the 
3-Oth  day  of  September,  1959,  unless  said  privilege 
shall  be  terminated  sooner,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

In  consideration  of  said  permission  and  the  cov- 
enants and  agreements  hereinafter  expressed,  it  is 
covenanted  and  agreed  as  follows : 

1.  Permittee  shall  pay  to  Permittor  as  the  an- 
nual charge  for  the  use  of  said  premises  the  sum 
of  Six  Hundred  and  no/100  ($600.00)  Dollars  pay- 
able in  equal  monthly  installments  of  Fifty  and 
no/100  ($50.00)  Dollars;  said  payments  to  be  made 
at  the  office  of  the  City  Comptroller  on  the  first 
day  of  each  and  every  month  in  advance,  com- 
mencing on  the  1st  day  of  October,  1958. 

Permittee  shall  pay,  in  addition  to  the  payments 
above  specified,  its  proportionate  share  of  taxes, 
if  any,  upon  the  premises,  and  all  permit  fees, 
license  fees,  water  rates  and  other  charges  required 
by  lav/  and  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Chicago. 

2.  Permittee  has  examined  the  premises  prior  to 
and  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  execution  here- 
of, and  is  satisfied  with  the  physical  condition  of 
said  premises,  and  its  taking  possession  thereof 
will  be  conclusive  evidence  of  its  receipt  of  said 
premises  in  a  safe,  sanitary  and  sightly  condition 
and  in  good  repair. 

3.  Permittee  shall  not  attach,  affix  or  permit  to 
be  attached  or  affixed  upon  the  premises,  without

any  flags,  placards,  signs,  poles,  wires,  aerials, 
antennae  or  fixtures. 

4.  Upon  termination  of  this  agreement  by  lapse 
of  time  or  otherwise.  Permittee  shall  promptly  re- 
move from  the  said  premises,  upon  demand  in 
writing  of  said  Permittor  so  to  do,  all  or  such  part 
of  the  items  mentioned  in  paragraph  (3)  hereof  as 
may  be  designated  in  such  written  demand,  clean- 
ing up  the  debris  and  leaving  said  premises  in  a 
safe,  sanitary  and  sightly  condition,  and  in  good 
repair. 

5.  Permittee,  at  its  own  expense,  shall  keep  the 
premises  in  a  safe,  sanitary  and  sightly  condition 
and  in  good  repair  and  shall  yield  the  same  back 
to  Permittor  upon  the  termination  of  this  agree- 
ment, in  such  condition  and  repair,  ordinary  wear 
and  tear  excepted,  and  if  said  property  shall  not 
be  so  kept  by  Permittee,  Permittor  may  enter  the 
premises  (without  such  entering  causing  or  con- 
stituting a  termination  of  this  agreement  or  an

7.  Permittee,  at  its  own  expense,  shall  keep  in 
force  insurance  in  companies  satisfactory  to  the 
City  Comptroller  for  the  protection  of  Permittor 
against  all  liabilities,  judgments,  costs,  damages 
and  expenses  which  may  accrue  against,  he  charged 
to  or  recovered  from  said  Permittor  by  reason  or 
on  account  of  damage  to  the  property  of,  injury  to 
or  death  of  (a)  any  person,  under  any  circum- 
stances when  such  damage,  injury  or  death  is  due 
to  any  act  or  thing  done  or  neglected  to  be  done

Two  Hundred 
Fifty  Thousand  ($250,000.00)  Dollars  for  bodily 
injuries  and  death  in  respect  of  any  one  accident 
or  disaster,  and  Fifty  Thousand  ($50,000.00)  Dol- 
lars for  bodily  injuries  sustained  by  or  death  of  any 
one  person.  All  such  insurance  policies  or  certifi- 
cates of  insurance  shall  be  delivered  to  and  held  by 
Permittor. 

8.  Permittee  agrees  to  indemnify  and  hold  Per- 
mittor harmless  from  and  against  all  liabilities, 
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judgments,  costs,  damages  and  expenses  which  may 
accrue  against,  be  charged  to  or  recovered  from 
Permittor  by  reason  or  on  account  of  damage  to 
the  property  of  Permittor  or  the  property  of,  injury 
to  or  death  of  any  person,  arising  from  Permittee's 
use  and  occupancy  of  and  operations  at  the  Airport 
under  any  circumstances  except  when  caused  by 
Permittor's  sole  negligence  or  by  the  joint  negli- 
gence of  Permittor  and  any  person  other  than  Per- 
mittee.

Whereas,  The  City  Council  has  reviewed  the 
foregoing  documents,  and  it  is  the  sense  of  the  City 
Council  that  said  documents  constitute  a  revelop- 
ment  plan  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act;  the  said 
revised  redevelopment  plan  is  in  accord  with  mod- 
ern principles  of  urban  planning  and  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Chicago  Plan  Commission 
for  the  redevelopment  of  the  general  area  of  which 
Slum  and  Blighted  Area  Redevelopment  Project 
No.  7  is  a  part,  and  that  the  City  Council  desires 
to  evidence  its  approval  of  said  revised  redevelop- 
ment plan;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  recognized  that  said  revised  re- 
development plan  contemplates  certain  future 
action  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  to  wit: 
the  vacation  of  certain  streets  and  alleys  and  con- 
sent to  the  location  or  relocation  of  municipal 
utilities  in  accordance  with  said  redevelopment 
plan;  approval  and  acceptance  of  a  subdivision  or 
resubdivision  plat  or  plats  and  acceptance  of 
dedication  of  certain  new  streets;  enactment  of 
ordinances  rezoning  portions  of  the  area  in  ac- 
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cordance  with  said  revised  redevelopment  plan; 
and  certain  other  acts  and  undertakings,  all  in 
accordance  with  said  revised  redevelopment  plan; 
and 

Whereas,  Under  the  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  Housing  and 
Home  Finance  Administrator  is  authorized  to  pro- 
vide federal  financial  assistance  to  local  public 
agencies  for  the  undertaking  and  carrying  out  of 
urban  renewal  projects;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  in  Title  I  that  contracts 
for  financial  aid  thereunder  shall  require  that  the 
redevelopment  plan  for  the  respective  project  area 
be  approved  by  the  governing  body  of  the  locality 
in  which  the  Project  is  situated  and  that  such  ap- 
proval include  findings  by  the  governing  body  that 
(1)  the  financial  aid  to  be  provided  in  the  contract 
is  necessary  to  enable  the  land  within  the  project 
area  to  be  redeveloped  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
development plan;  (2)  the  redevelopment  plan  for 
the  redevelopment  areas  in  the  locality  will  afford 
maximum  opportunity  consistent  with  the  sound 
needs  of  the  locality  as  a  whole,  for  the  redevelop- 
ment of  such  areas  by  private  enterprise;  and  (3) 
the  redevelopment  plan  conforms  to  a  general  plan 
for  the  development  of  the  locality  as  a  whole ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Commission  has  applied  for  finan- 
cial assistance  under  Title  I  and  has  entered  into  a 
contract  with  the  United  States  of  America  making 
available  federal  financial  assistance  for  the  pro- 
ject; and 

Whereas,  The  Commission  has  distributed  and 
allocated  all  of  its  City  and  State  grant  funds 
among  additional  development  and  redevelopment 
projects,  the  result  of  which  is  to  make  available 
for  expenditure  on  Slum  and  Blighted  Area  Re- 
development Project  No.  7  only  an  amount  of  funds 
equal  to  one-third  of  the  estimated  net  project  cost, 
as  evidenced  by  its  Resolution  No.  49-CLCC-51  of 
December  14,  1949,  supplemented  by  its  Resolution 
No.  51-CLCC-44  dated  August  8,  1951;  and 

Whereas,  A  general  plan  has  been  prepared  and 
is  recognized  and  used  as  a  guide  for  the  general 
development  of  the  City  of  Chicago  as  a  whole; 
now,  therefore. 

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Chicago : 

Section  1.  That  the  revised  redevelopment  plan 
for  Slum,  and  Blighted  Area  Redevelopment  Pro- 
ject No.  7  as  approved  by  the  Chicago  Land  Clear- 
ance Commission  by  Resolution  No.  58-CLCC-144 
on  September  11,  1958,  having  been  duly  reviewed 
and  considered,  is  hereby  approved  in  lieu  of  and 
in  substitution  for  the  redevelopment  plan  for  said 
project  which  was  approved  bv  ordinance  of  June 
6,  1956  (Journal  of  Proceedings,  pages  2751-2763). 

Section  2.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  deter- 
mined that  the  financial  aid  to  be  provided  pursuant 
to  said  contract  for  federal  financial  assistance  for 
Slum  and  Blighted  Area  Redevelopment  Project  No. 
7  is  necessary  to  enable  the  land  in  Slum  and 
Blighted  Area  Redevelopment  Project  No.  7  to  be 
redeveloped  in  accordance  with  the  revised  re- 
development plan  for  the  project  and  accordingly 
the  filing  by  the  Commission  of  an  application  for 
such  financial  assistance  under  Title  I  of  the  Hous- 
ing Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  is  hereby  approved. 


Section  3.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  deter- 
mined that  the  above  mentioned  redevelopment 
plan  for  the  project  area  will  afford  maximum  op- 
portunity, consistent  with  the  sound  needs  of  the 
City  as  a  whole,  for  the  urban  renewal  of  such  area 
by  private  enterprise. 

Section  4.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  deter- 
mined that  the  revised  redevelopment  plan  for 
Slum  and  Blighted  Area  Redevelopment  Project 
No.  7  conforms  to  the  general  plan  of  the  City 
of  Chicago. 

Section  5.  That  the  Commission  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  use  any  of  the  funds  arising  from  the 
sale  or  rental  of  any  property  heretofore  acquired 
by  the  use  of  its  City  and  State  grant  funds  for  the 
development  or  redevelopment  of  the  Project,  and 
for  any  of  the  purposes  of  the  Blighted  Areas  Re- 
development Act  of  1947. 

Section  6.  The  approval  of  the  sale  to  Draper 
and  Kramer,  Incorporated,  on  behalf  of  land  trusts 
or  corporations  to  be  organized,  of  the  land  to  be 
redeveloped  for  residential  use  and  for  convenience 
shopping  in  accordance  with  Revision  No.  1  to  the 
Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Project,  provided  by 
Ordinance  passed  on  October  17,  1G56  (Journal  of 
Proceedings,  Page  3384),  is  hereby  amended  to 
approve  the  sale  to  Draper  and  Kramer,  Incorpo- 
rated, on  behalf  of  land  trusts  or  corporations  to 
be  organized,  of  the  land  (remaining  to  be  con- 
veyed) for  residential  use  and  for  convenience 
shopping  in  the  locations  and  to  the  extent  shovv-n 
on  Land  Use  Map  dated  September  8,  1958,  of  the 
aforesaid  Revision  No.  2  to  the  Redevelopment 
Plan,  for  redevelopment  in  accordance  with  said 
Revision  No.  2  to  the  Redevelopment  Plan. 

Section  7.  The  approval  of  the  sale  to  Michael 
Reese  Hospital  of  Chicago,  an  Illinois  corporation 
not  for  pecuniary  profit,  of  land  to  be  redeveloped 
with  hospital  facilities  in  accordance  with  Revision 
No.  1  to  the  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Project, 
provided  by  Ordinance  passed  on  July  11,  1957 
(Journal  of  Proceedings,  Pages  5853  to  5855),  is 
hereby  amended  to  approve  the  sale  to  Michael 
Reese  Hospital  of  Chicago,  of  the  land  (remaining 
to  be  conveyed)  for  hospital  facilities  in  the  loca- 
tions and  to  the  extent  shown  on  the  Land  Use 
Map  dated  September  8,  1958,  of  the  aforesaid 
Revision  No.  2  to  the  Redevelopment  Plan  for 
redevelopment  in  accordance  with  said  Revision 
No.  2  to  the  Redevelopment  Plan. 

Section  8.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Chicago  that  proper  ordi- 
nances should  be  enacted  and  other  action  talcen, 
when  required,  vacating  the  streets  and  alleys 
shown  on  said  revised  redevelopment  plan  to  be 
vacated,  approving  and  accepting  the  subdivision 
or  resubdivision  plat  or  plats,  accepting  the  dedica- 
tion of  streets  to  be  dedicated  to  the  public,  and 
amending  the  Chicago  Zoning  Ordinance,  all  in 
accordance  with  the  revised  redevelopment  plan; 
and  further,  it  is  the  sense  of  the  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Chicago  that  all  local  governmental 
agencies,  departments  of  the  City  of  Chicago  and 
public  officials  should  cooperate  with  the  Commis- 
sion to  the  end  that  redevelopment  of  Slum  and 
Blighted  Area  Redevelopment  Project  No.  7  may 
proceed  without  delay.

A.  Items  Included  in  Revision  No.  2 
to  the  Redevelopment  Plan. 

The  Redevelopment  Plan  for  Chicago  Land  Clear- 
ance Commission  Project  adjacent  to  Michael  Reese 
Hospital,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  Project  No.  7, 
as  revised  by  this  Revision  No.  2,  consists  of  the 
following  items,  all  of  which  are  dated  September 
8,  1958:

2.  Land  Use  Plan,  Exhibit  1 

3.  Land  Use  Controls,  Exhibit  1-A 

4.  Zoning  map,  Exhibit  2 

5.  Rights-of-Way  Adjustment  map,  Exhibit  3

7.  Privately  Owned  Utilities  map.  Exhibit  5A 

8.  Street  Lighting  map,  Exhibit  5B

B.  Project  Boundaries. 

Project  No.  7  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  East 
26th  extended,  on  the  east  by  an  irregular  line 
generally  following  the  westerly  and  northerly 
lines  of  the  Michael  Reese  Hospital  properties  and 
the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  right-of-way 
on  the  south  by  the  center  line  of  East  31st  Street, 
and  on  the  west  by  the  center  line  of  South  Park 
Way.  The  boundaries  of  the  project  are  shown  on 
Exhibit  1,  and  are  stated  in  the  legal  description 
attached  to  this  statement. 

C.  Approval  of  Project  by  the  Chicago  City 
Council  and  the  Illinois  State  Housing 
Board  and  Eligibility  of  the  Project  for 
Federal  Aid. 

The  City  Council  ordinance  and  the  Illinois  State 
Housing  Board  resolution  approving  the  designa- 
tion by  the  Chicago  Land  Clearance  Commission  of 
Project  No.  7  were  adopted  October  28,  1953  and 
November  6,  1953,  respectively.  The  City  Council 
and  the  Illinois  State  Housing  Board  approved  the 
original  redevelopment  plan  dated  December  23, 
1953.  Revision  No.  1  to  the  redevelopment  plan 
was  approved  by  the  City  Council  and  the  Illinois 
State  Housing  Board  on  June  6,  1956  and  June  8, 
1956,  respectively. 

The  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  of  the 
Federal  Government  has  determined  that  the  project 
is  eligible  for  Federal  financial  assistance  under  the 
terms  of  the  Federal  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as 
amended. 

D.  Relation  of  Project  to  Local  Planning  Ob- 
jectives. 

A  publication  prepared  by  the  Chicago  Plan  Com- 
mission in  1950,  entitled  "A  Plan  for  the  South 
Central  Area",  contains  the  recommendation  that 
the  area  encompassed  by  Project  7  be  redeveloped 
with  hospital  facilities  and  residential  and  related 
uses.  This  Redevelopment  Plan,  including  the  Land 


Use  Plan  for  the  project,  is  in  conformity  with  the 
general  plan  for  Chicago. 

E.    Land  Use  Plan. 

1.  General. 

The  land  in  Project  No.  7  is  to  be  redeveloped  on 
the  basis  of  superblocks  for  residential  and  hospital 
uses.  The  Land  Use  Plan,  Exhibit  1,  shows  the  re- 
lationship of  the  major  land  uses.  The  approximate 
amounts  of  land  to  be  devoted  to  the  several  uses 
are  shown  in  the  following  tabulation:

2.  Land  to  be  Used  for  Residential  Purposes. 

The  maximum  density  permitted  in  the  residential 
portion  of  the  project  is  95  dwelling  units  per  net 
residential  acre.  Under  that  limitation  a  maximum 
of  1729  dwelling  units  may  be  constructed.  This 
Redevelopment  Plan  requires  the  construction  of  a 
minimum  of  1200  dwelling  units.  The  controls  on 
land  use  further  provide  that  not  more  than  30  per- 
cent of  the  dwelling  units  shall  have  more  than  one 
bedroom. 

3.  Land  to  be  Used  for  Recreational  Purposes. 

Two  small  park-playgrounds  are  to  be  constructed 
by  the  Chicago  Park  District  on  the  land  designated 
on  Exhibit  1  for  park  use. 

4.  Land,  to  be  Used  for  Shopping  Facilities. 

The  land  designated  for  shopping  will  be  im- 
proved with  convenience  goods  stores,  such  as  a 
grocery,  drug  store,  and  service  establishments. 

5.  La1^d  to  be  Used  by  Michael  Reese  Hospital. 

The  land  to  be  developed  by  the  Hospital  is  to  be 
used  predominantly  for  parking  facilities  for  ap- 
proximately 800  automobiles,  and  for  open  space 
around  structures  located  on  property  the  Hospital 
now  owns.  Some  project  land  may  be  used,  in  con- 
junction with  land  now  ov/ned  by  the  Hospital,  for 
the  construction  of  hospital  buildings.  The  controls 
shown  on  Exhibit  1-A  include  land  coverage  and 
other  building  restrictions  which  will  apply  to  any 
buildings  constructed  on  project  land  specified  for 
hospital  use. 

6.  Circulation. 

There  are  two  major  thoroughfare  streets  ad- 
jacent to  the  project,  to  which  there  will  be  limited 
access  from  the  project.  These  are  South  Park  Way 
on  the  western  boundary,  which  will  remain  at  its 
existing  right-of-way  of  198  feet,  and  31st  Street 
on  the  southern  boundary  which  is  to  be  widened 
from  a  66-foot  to  a  100-foot  right-of-way.  Widened 
31st  Street  will  connect  Lake  Shore  Drive,  at  the 
eastern  terminus  of  3lst  Street,  with  the  South 
Route  of  the  Expressway,  to  be  located  about  one 
mile  west  of  the  project. 

The  major  entrances  to  the  residential  and  hospi- 
tal areas  are  from  29th  Street  and  South  Park  Way 
and  from  31st  Street.  The  interior  street  pattern 
provides  ready  access  to  all  facilities,  but  is  suffi- 
ciently indirect  to  discourage  motorists  from  using 
interior  streets  as  through  trafficways. 
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Trucks  serving  the  Hospital  will  enter  the  project 
at  26th  Street  and  South  Park  Way.  The  new  street 
to  be  constructed  there  will  provide  access  to  the 
existing  Michael  Reese  service  yard  due  east  of  the 
project  and  north  of  29th  Street.  That  new  street 
will  also  serve  the  two  industrial  establishments 
located  on  land  adjacent  to  the  project.  These  in- 
dustrial uses  are  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Com- 
pany roundhouse  at  27th  Street,  and  the  Carpenter 
Paper  Company  which  fronts  on  relocated  26th 
Street  at  the  north  boundary  of  the  project. 

The  Rights-of-Way  Adjustment  map,  Exhibit  3, 
shows  the  rights-of-way  to  be  retained,  vacated, 
and  dedicated  to  create  the  street  pattern  specified 
in  this  Redevelopment  Plan.  In  order  to  retain  exist- 
ing utilities,  easements  will  be  provided  for  the 
portion  of  the  Cottage  Grove  Avenue  right-of-way 
that  will  be  vacated. 

F.  Controls  on  Redevelopers. 

Major  controls  on  use  of  the  project  land  are 
shown  on  Exhibit  1-A,  "Land  Use  Controls". 

The  redevelopers,  their  successors  or  assigns,  will 
be  required  by  contract  to  observe  all  provisions  of 
the  Redevelopment  Plan,  including  land  use  con- 
trols, for  a  period  of  forty  (40)  years  from  the  date 
of  City  Council  approval  of  the  first  land  disposition 
in  the  project.  Also,  they  will  be  required  to  submit 
prior  to  the  conveyance  of  land,  a  redevelopment 
progress  schedule  satisfactory  to  the  Chicago  Land 
Clearance  Commission.  The  Commission  intends  to 
require  that  such  progress  schedules  commit  the 
redevelopers  to  begin  construction  as  soon  as  archi- 
tectural plans  are  prepared  and  submitted  to  the 
Commission  for  determination  as  to  their  conform- 
ance with  this  redevelopment  plan,  and  all  applic- 
able state  and  local  laws  and  regulations.  Generally, 
this  work  should  be  completed  within  six  to  nine 
months. 

After  any  portion  of  land  is  disnosed  of,  the  Land 
Use  Plan,  Exhibit  1,  may  be  modified  only  upon  the 
written  consent  of  the  then  property  owners  di- 
rectly affected  by  the  proposed  modification.  The 
contract  with  the  redevelopers  will  include  prohi- 
bitions against  land  speculation. 

G.  Community  Facilities. 

1.  Schools. 

The  John  G.  Pershing  Elementary  School,  located 
due  west  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  right-of- 
way  on  the  south  side  of  31st  Street,  will  serve 
students  through  the  6th  grade ;  7th  and  8th  grade 
pupils  will  be  served  by  Douglas  Elementary  School 
at  32nd  Street  and  Calumet  Avenue.  The  Wendell 
Phillips  High  School  and  the  Dunbar  Trade  School 
are  both  conveniently  available  to  students  from 
this  project. 

A  parochial  elementary  school,  St.  James,  is  lo- 
cated at  29th  Street  and  Wabash  Avenue,  one-half 
mile  west  of  the  project.  De  LaSalle  Institute,  a 
Catholic  high  school  for  boys,  is  located  at  35th 
Street  and  Wabash  Avenue,  one  mile  from  the 
project. 

2.  Parks. 

Two  park-playgrounds  will  be  constructed  in  the 
project  to  serve  residents  of  the  project. 

Larger  park  facilities  will  be  available  in  the  lake 
front  park,  and  in  the  14-acre  park  to  be  con- 
structed on  land  located  in  Chicago  Land  Clearance 
Commission  Projects  6B  and  6D,  two  blocks  west 
of  Project  No.  7. 

3.  Shopping  Facilities. 

Convenience  goods  stores  will  be  constructed  in 


the  small  area  within  the  project  designated  for 
shopping  use.  Other  stores  are  readily  available  in 
the  Lake  Meadows  shopping  center  at  35th  Street 
and  South  Park  Way,  and  in  the  Central  Business 
District. 

4.  Hospitals. 

Michael  Reese  Hospital  facilities  are  adjacent  to 
Project  No.  7.  Mercy  Hospital  and  Lewis  Memorial 
Hospital  are  located  a  few  blocks  from  the  project. 

5.  Police  and  Fire  Stations. 

The  2nd  District  Police  Station,  which  serves  the 
project,  is  two  blocks  west  of  the  project  at  29th 
Street  and  Prairie  Avenue.  The  Fire  Station  serving 
the  project  is  on  the  west  side  of  South  Park  Way 
near  34th  Street. 

6.  Circulation  and  Public  Transportation. 

Access  to  the  Central  Business  District  is  pro- 
vided by  several  north-south  arteries  to  the  west  of 
the  project,  including  South  Park  Way.  The  South 
Route  of  the  Expressway,  to  be  located  about  one 
mile  west  of  the  project,  and  Lake  Shore  Drive,  one- 
half  mile  to  the  east,  will  provide  access  to  the 
project  from  all  sections  of  the  city  by  way  of 
widened  31st  Street. 

Project  No.  7  is  adequately  served  by  public 
transportation  facilities.  A  bus  line  operates  on 
South  Park  Way  from  the  Central  Business  District 
to  79th  Street.  Buses  on  26th  and  31st  Streets  con- 
nect with  the  elevated  line  and  with  other  public 
transportation  facilities,  making  public  transporta- 
tion to  all  sections  of  the  city  available. 

H.  Opportunities  for  Private  Enterprise. 

All  of  the  land  in  the  project,  with  the  exception 
of  the  area  proposed  for  park-playgrounds,  will  be 
developed  by  private  enterprise. 

I.  Official  Action  Needed  on  Local  Codes,  Zon- 
ing, and  Rights-of-Way  Adjustment. 

All  local  codes  will  be  complied  with  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  project. 

Action  by  the  City  Council  will  be  required  in 
connection  with  the  zoning  changes  shown  on 
Exhibit  2,  the  vacation  of  portions  of  certain  streets 
and  the  acceptance  by  the  City  of  certain  streets  to 
be  dedicated  as  shown  on  Exhibit  3,  Rights-of-Way 
Adjustment  map.  Such  City  Council  action  is  to  be 
taken  shortly  before  the  physical  changes  are  made.

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Chicago: 

Section  1.  The  Mayor  is  authorized  to  execute  and  the  City  Clerk  to  attest  and  affix  the  seal  of  the 
City  of  Chicago  on  the  leases  for  temporary  concourse  space,  temporary  space  in  the  present  terminal 
building  and  additional  temporary  maintenance  areas  at  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  with  Ameri- 
can Airlines,  Braniff  Airways,  Inc.,  Continental  Air  Lines,  Inc.,  Trans  World  Airlines,  Inc.,  and  United 
Air  Lines,  Inc.,  which  are  to  be  sulDStantially  in  the  following  form  after  the  approval  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Aviation  and  the  Corporation  Counsel  as  to  form  and  legality: 

LEASE 

This  Lease  made  and  entered  into  as  of  this  day  of  March,  1959,  by  and  between  the  City  of 

Chicago,  a  municipal  corporation  of  the  State  of  Illinois  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "City"),  and 

'  a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Airline")  : 

WITNESSETH  : 

Whereas,  in  connection  with  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport,  City  and  Airline  have  entered  into, 
among  other  things,  a  certain  Lease,  dated  as  of  January  1,  1959,  entitled  Lease  of  Terminal  Facilities 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Terminal  Building  Lease");  and 

Whereas,  pending  the  construction  and  availability  of  additional  facilities  at  said  Airport  to  be  con- 
structed by  City,  Airline  desires  to  lease  certain  premises  at  said  Airport  and  City  is  willing  to  lease  the 
same  to  Airline,  all  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  provided; 

Now,  Therefore,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants  and  agreements  herein  contained, 
the  parties  hereto  agree  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  I 
Definitions 

All  terms  used  in  this  Lease,  which  are  defined  in  the  Terminal  Building  Lease,  shall,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires,  have  the  same  meanings  in  this  Lease  as  such  terms  have  in  the  Terminal  Building 
Lease. 

ARTICLE  n 
Lease  of  Airline's  Temporary  Concourse  Space' 

2.01.  Premises  and  Use  Thereof.  City  hereby  leases  to  Airline  the  premises  (hereinafter,  together  with 
any  improvements  and  facilities  now  or  hereafter  located  thereon,  referred  to  as  "Airline's  Temporary 
Concourse  Space")  at  the  Airport,  having  an  area  of  approximately  square  feet,  designated  Tem- 

porary Passenger  Concourse  on  Exhibit  1  attached  hereto. 

The  use  by  Airline  of  Airline's  Temporary  Concourse  Space  shall  include  the  exclusive  use  thereof  by 
Airline,  its  employees,  agents,  passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  for  any  purpose  or  purposes  for 
which  any  space  in  the  New  Terminal  Building  may,  when  available  for  occupancy  by  Airline,  be  used  under 
the  Terminal  Building  Lease. 

Airline  shall  have  the  right  to  make  available  to  Chicago  Helicopter  Airways,  Inc.  that  portion  of  Air- 
line's Temporary  Concourse  Space  designated  CHA  on  said  Exhibit  1." 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions,  [Braniff  Airways,  Incorporated  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
"Braniff")]  [Continental  Air  Lines,  Inc.  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Continental")]  shall  (if  such  right  is 
granted  to  it  by  City)  have  the  right  to  use,  in  common  with  Airline,  that  portion  of  Airline's  Temporary 
Concourse  Space  which  represents  a  corridor  for  the  movement  of  passengers,  subject,  however,  to  the  fol- 
lowing limitations:  (a)  Airline  shall  have  the  right  to  determine  the  location  within  any  building  on  such 
Space  and  the  character  of  such  corridor,  subject  to  approval  of  any  construction  plans  and  specifications 
therefor  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  (b)  [ Braniff 's]  [Continental's]  right  to  use  .such  corridor 
shall  be  only  for  the  purpose  of  permitting  movement  of  passengers,  and  other  activities  reasonably  related 
thereto,  and  (c)  [Braniff]  [Continental]  shall  pay,  or  agree  in  manner  satisfactory  to  Airline  to  pay, 
[Braniff's]  [Continental's]  proportionate  share  of  Airline's  cost  of  construction  and  maintenance  of  such 
corridor,  which  proportionate  share  shall,  unless  Airline  and  [Braniff]  [Continental]  agree  otherwise,  be 
that  proportion  of  such  cost  which  [Braniff's]  [Continental's]  plane  loading  and  unloading  gates  served  by 
such  corridor  and  any  extension  thereof  bears  to  all  such  gates  served  by  such  corridor  and  any  extension 
thereof.  [Braniff]  [Continental]  shall  (if  such  right  is  granted  to  it  by  City)  also  have  the  right,  at  its  own 
expense,  to  connect  with  water,  steam,  sewer  and  electric  power  lines  now  or  hereafter  on  Airline's  Tem- 
porary Concourse  Space.' 

Airline  is  also  granted  the  right  to  use,  in  common  with  [American  Airlines,  Inc.  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  "American")]  [United  Air  Lines,  Inc.  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "United")],  that  portion  of  the 
premises  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "[American's]  [United's]  Temporary  Concourse  Space"),  designated 
Temporary  Passenger  Concourse  [AAL]  [UAL]  on  said  Exhibit  1,  which  represents  a  corridor  for  the 
movement  of  passengers,  subject,  however,  to  the  following  limitations:  (a)  !  A.merican]  [United]  shall 
have  the  right  to  determine  the  location  within  any  building  on  such  premises  and  the  character  of  such 
corridor,  subject  to  approval  of  any  construction  plans  and  specifications  therefor  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  (b)  Airline's  right  to  use  such  corridor  shall  be  only  for  the  purpose  of  permitting  move- 
ment of  passengers,  and  other  activities  reasonably  related  thereto,  and  (c)  Airline  shall  pay.  or  agree  in

City  and  Airline  agree  to  cooperate  in  an  endeavor  to  establish,  during  the  period  commencing  with 
the  completion  of  the  construction  on  Airline's  Temporary  Concourse  Space  of  any  building  constructed 
thereon  by  Airline  and  ending  on  the  date  of  termination  of  this  Lease,  reasonably  needed  lawful  conces- 
sions (exclusive  of  any  public  restaurant)  of  the  character  requested  by  Airline  or  City  and  to  be  operated 
by  concessionaires  of  City,  in  areas  in  such  building  designated  by  Airline  and  Airline  agrees  to  make  avail- 
able during  the  term  of  this  Lease  as  to  Airline's  Temporary  Concourse  Space,  without  charge,  not  more 
than  an  aggregate  of  five  hundred  (500)  square  feet  of  space  for  such  concessions.  Airline  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  receive  any  revenue  on  account  of  any  such  concession  operated  by  concessionaires  of  City."

Section  2.01  of  the  Terminal  Building  Lease  in  the  New  Terminal  Building  therein  referred  to  have  been 
completed  by  City  and  are  available  for  construction,  installation,  occupancy  or  use  by  Airline.' 

The  term  of  this  Lease  as  to  Airline's  Temporary  Concourse  Space  shall  commence  on  the  date  hereof 
and  continue  to  the  date  on  which  the  building  contemplated  to  be  constructed  by  American  on  American's 
Temporary  Concourse  Space  shall  be  substantially  demolished.  Airline  is  relying  upon  assurances  given  to 
it  by  certain  other  Airline  Parties  that  in  the  event  this  Lease  shall  terminate  as  to  Airline's  Temporary 
Concourse  Space  prior  to  the  time  when  premises  leased  to  Airline  under  Section  2.01  of  the  Terminal 
Building  Lease  in  the  New  Terminal  Building  therein  referred  to  are  available  for  occupancy  and  use  by 
Airline  in  the  normal  conduct  of  its  air  transportation  business,  then  one  or  more  of  such  Airline  Parties 
will  make  available  to  Airline,  for  operations  purposes,  an  aggregate  of  1500  square  feet  of  space  in  South 
Finger  B  of  the  Present  Terminal  Building.  City  agrees  to  permit  Airline  to  occupy  and  use,  for  such  pur-

City  hereby  leases  to  Airline  the  premises  (hereinafter,  together  with 
any  improvements  and  facilities  now  or  hereafter  located  thereon,  referred  to  as  the  "Airline's  Temporary 
Present  Terminal  Building  Space")  in  the  Present  Terminal  Building  at  the  Airport,  having  an  area  of  ap- 
proximately square  feet,  designated  Airline  Temporary  Space  on  Exhibit  2  attached  hereto. 

The  use  by  Airline  of  Airline's  Temporary  Present  Terminal  Building  Space  shall  include  the  exclusive 
use  thereof  by  Airline,  its  employees,  agents,  passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees  for  administrative 
offices  and  for  any  other  purpose  or  purposes  for  which  Airline's  Ticket  Area  Space,  when  available  for  oc- 
cupancy by  Airline,  may  be  used  under  the  Terminal  Building  Lease. 

3.02.  Term  as  to  Airline's  Temporary  Present  Terminal  Building  Space.  The  term  of  this  Lease  as  to 
Airline's  Temporary  Present  Terminal  Building  Space  shall  commence  on  the  date  hereof  and  continue  to 
the  date  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  days  after  the  date  on  which  the  Consulting  Engineer  certifies  that 
premises  leased  to  Airline  under  Section  2.01  of  the  Terminal  Building  Lease  in  the  New  Terminal  Build- 
ing therein  referred  to  have  been  completed  by  City  and  are  available  for  construction,  installation,  oc- 
cupancy or  use  by  Airline. 

3.03.  Rental  for  Airline's  Temporary  Present  Terminal  BuUdivg  Space.  Commencing  with  the  date 
hereof,  and  thereafter  during  the  term  hereof  as  to  the  Airline's  Temporary  Present  Terminal  Building 
Space,  Airline  shall  pay  to  City  for  Airline's  Temporary  Present  Terminal  Building  Space,  a  monthly 
rental  of  Dollars  ($  ),  predicated  on  an  annual  rental  of  Dollars  ($  ) 
per  square  foot."

"This  Article  is  to  be  inserted  in  the  lease  to  American. 
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consisting  of  an  area  approximately  42,300  square  feet  of  which  10,125  square  feet  are  paved  and  32,175 
square  feet  are  unpaved.  The  aforesaid  lot  (together  with  any  improvements  and  facilities  now  or  here- 
after located  thereon)  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Airline's  Additional  Temporary  Maintenance  Site."

Additional  Temporary  Maintenance  Site,  that  certain  lot  in  the  temporary  m.aintenance  area  at  the  Airport 
designated  as  Additional  Temporary  Maintenance  Site — Lot  B  on  said  Exhibit  1,  consisting  of  an  area  of 
approximately  27,200  square  feet  of  which  8,60'0  squire  feet  are  paved  and  18,600  square  feet  are  unpaved. 
Such  option  m.ay  be  exercised  by  Airline  by  giving  written  notice  to  City,  in  the  case  of  clause  (a)  above, 
within  thirty  (30)  days  after  service  on  Airline  of  a  notice,  pursuant  to  Section  1.03  of  the  Terminal  Build- 
ing Lease,  to  vacate  the  premises  referred  to  in  such  clause  (a),  or,  in  the  case  of  an  election  by  Airline, 
pursuant  to  clause  (b)  above,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  end  of  the  term  of  this  Lease  as  to  Airline's  Addi- 
tional Temporary  Maintenance  Site. 

In  the  event  Airline  shall  lease  said  Lot  B  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  option,  it  shall  pay  rental  there- 
for to  City  at  the  rate  applicable  hereunder  to  the  premises  leased  to  Airline  under  Section  4.01  hereof, 
and  shall  occupy  said  Lot  B  subject  to  all  of  the  rights,  privileges,  duties  and  obligations  as  are  applicable 
to  said  premises  leased  under  Section  4.01  hereof,  and  said  Lot  B  (together  with  any  improvements  or 
facilities  now  or  hereafter  located  thereon)  shall  be  deemed  included  in  the  term  "Airline's  Additional  Tem- 
porary Maintenance  Site,"  as  used  herein.  If  Airline  shall  exercise  the  foregoing  option,  whether  under 
clause  (a)  or  (b)  above,  Airline's  Temporary  Maintenance  Area  Lease  shall  be  deemed  to  terminate  with 
respect  to  Lots  1  and  2  leased  thereunder,  without  affecting  any  accrued  rights  or  liabilities  with  respect  to 
said  Lots  1  and  2  at  the  time  of  such  termination,  but  Airline's  Temporary  Maintenance  Area  Lease  shall 
remain  applicable,  subject  to  the  provisions  hereof,  to  Airline's  Additional  Temporary  Maintenance  Site. 

The  option  granted  Airline  by  this  Section  4.05  is  in  lieu  of  City's  obligation  to  make  available  to  Air- 
line "substituted  temporary  maintenance  area"  premises  under  Section  1.03  of  the  Terminal  Building  Lease, 
which  would  otherwise  be  required  in  the  event  City  requires  Airline  to  vacate  Lots  1  and  2  leased  to  Air- 
line under  Airline's  Temporary  Maintenance  Area  Lease. 

4.06.  Application  of  Temporary  Maintenance  Area  Lease  and  Terminal  Briilding  Lease.  Occupancy  by 
Airline  of  Airline's  Additional  Temporary  Maintenance  Site  shall  be  under  the  terms  and  conditions  pro- 
vided in  Airline's  Temporary  Maintenance  Area  Lease,  except  that  Airline's  Additional  Temporary  Mainte- 
nance Site  .shall  be  deemed  to  constitute  "Airline's  substituted  temporary  maintenance  area"  (as  defined  in 
Section  1.03  of  the  Terminal  Building  Lease)  and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein.  Airline's  use  and  oc- 
cupancy of  Airline's  Additional  Temporary  Maintenance  Site  shall  be  subject  to  all  of  the  rights,  privileges, 
duties  and  obligations  applicable  thereto  under  the  terms  and  conditions  of  Airline's  Temporary  Maintenance 
Area  Lease  and  the  Terminal  Building  Lease,  as  the  case  may  be. 

In  the  event  of  termination  of  Airline's  Temporary  Maintenance  Area  Lease  in  respect  to  the  aforesaid 
Lots  1  and  2  pursuant  to  Section  4.05  hereof.  Airline  may,  and  if  so  requested  by  City  shall,  remove  from 
said  Lots  1  and  2  all  buildings,,  improvements,  trade  fixtures,  tools,  machinery,  equipment,  materials  and 
supplies  it  may  have  constructed  or  installed  thereon,  repairing  all  damage  resulting  from  such  removal. 

ARTICLE  V 
Construction  by  Airline  and  Related  Matters 

5.01.  Construction  or  In-'^tallation  by  Airline.  Subject  to  the  provisions  hereof.  Airline  may  construct 
or  install,  at  its  own  expense,  any  buildings,  improvements,  facilities  and  equipment,  and  any  additions 
thereto,  in  all  or  any  part  of  any  premises  leased  to  it  hereunder. 

Airline  may  demolish  and  remove  any  buildings  or  improvements  on  all  or  any  portion  of  Airline's 
Present  Covered  Walkway  Space." 


'-This  paragraph  is  to  he  inserted  in  the  lease  to  American. 
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Airline  may  also  construct  or  install,  at  its  own  expense,  improvements  and  facilities  and  additions 
thereto  in  paving  and  roadways  for  automobile  and  pedestrian  traffic  adjacent  to  or  serving  Airline's  Tem- 
porary Concourse  Space  and  may  alter  or  remove  any  buildings  or  improvements  on  all  or  any  portion  of 
Airline's  Present  Covered  Walkway  Space." 

Airline  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  take  such  action,  if  any,  as  may  be  required  to  construct,  install  or 
strengthen  paving  in  those  areas  of  the  paving  adjacent  to  and  southwesterly  of  Airline's  Temporary  Con- 
course Space  which  during  the  term  of  this  Lease  as  to  Airline's  Temporary  Concourse  Space  are  used  by 
Airline  for  the  loading  or  unloading  of  aircraft,  so  that  such  areas  will  be  of  sufficient  load  bearing  capacity 
to  support  jet  powered  aircraft  operated  by  Airline  and  using  such  areas.  Any  such  action  by  Airline  shall 
be  taken  in  such  manner  so  that  such  paving  will  be  at  a  grade  consistent  with  adjacent  paving  and  other- 
wise shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation  and  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works.  In  the  event  of  removal  by  Airline  of  any  structure  erected  by  it  on  Airline's  Temporary  Con- 
course Space,  it  will,  at  its  own  expense,  take  such  action,  if  any,  as  may  be  required  so  that  the  paving 
underneath  such  structure  will  be  at  a  grade  consistent  with  the  then  paving  adjacent  to  and  southwesterly 
of  Airline's  Temporary  Concourse  Space  and  also  with  the  paving  adjacent  to  and  northeasterly  of  Airline's 
Temporary  Concourse  Space.  All  paving  mentioned  in  this  paragraph  installed  by  Airline  shall  not  inter- 
fere with  the  drainage  on  any  other  portion  of  the  Airport." 

All  construction  or  installation  referred  to  in  this  Section  5.01  shall  be  made  only  after  obtaining  any 
requisite  building  or  construction  permits.  Detailed  plans  and  specifications  of  any  such  proposed  construc- 
tion or  installation  (including  any  substantial  alteration  or  addition  thereto)  shall  be  submitted  to  and 
receive  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation  prior  to  the 
commencement  of  construction  or  installation. 

No  restrictions  shall  be  placed  upon  Airline  as  to  the  architects,  builders  or  contractors  who  may  be 
employed  by  it  in  connection  with  any  such  construction  or  installation,  or  repair  or  maintenance  thereof. 

Airline  shall  keep  the  premises  leased  to  it  hereunder  in  a  sanitary  and  sightly  condition  and  shall  com- 
ply with  all  health  and  safety  requirements  applicable  thereto. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section  5.01,  Airline  shall  not  be  permitted  to  con- 
struct or  install  any  building  or  structure  on  Airline's  Temporary  Concourse  Space  unless  and  until,  at  its 
own  expense,  it  has  constructed,  or  made  arrangements  satisfactory  to  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation  for 
the  construction  of,  a  taxiway  (including  shoulders  and  taxiway  lights),  available  for  conamon  use,  at  the 
location  and  of  the  dimensions  designated  Temporary  Taxiway  on  said  Exhibit  1.  Such  taxiway  shall  be 
constructed  of  such  materials,  and  shall  have  such  load-bearing  capacity,  so  that  when  constructed  it  will 
be  at  least  as  satisfactory  for  the  movements  of  aircraft  in  these  respects  as  the  adjacent  paved  area  laying 
southeasterly  of  such  taxiway.  Construction  of  such  taxiway  shall  be  in  accordance  with  detailed  plans 
and  specifications,  complying  with  the  above  requirements,  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
and  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation.  Airline  shall  have  no  greater  right  to  use  such  taxiway  than  any  other 
air  transportation  company  operating  under  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Aviation  for  the  protection  of  such  taxiway  from  abusive  use.  Airline  shall,  if  so  requested  by  City  prior 
to  the  termination  of  this  Lease  as  to  Airline's  Temporary  Concourse  Space,  remove,  at  Airline's  own  ex- 
pense, such  taxiway,  repairing  all  damage  caused  by  such  removal." 

5.02.  Removal  of  Property.  Airline  may  at  any  time  not  later  than  forty-five  ( 45 )  days  after  the 
date  on  which  Airline  shall  vacate  any  premises  leased  hereunder,  and  shall  following  such  vacation  and 
within  forty-five  (45)  days  thereafter  (if  so  requested  by  City  prior  to  such  vacation),  remove,  at  its  own 
expense,  from  such  premises,  all  buildings,  improvements,  fixtures,  tools,  machinerj',  equipment,  materials 
and  supplies,  constructed,  installed  or  placed  thereon  by  Airline,  repairing  all  damage  to  such  premises 
caused  by  such  removal. 

.ARTICLE  VI 
Miscellaneous 

6.01.  Construction  by  City.  City  shall,  promptly  after  the  execution  of  this  Lease,  construct  from 
moneys  available  for  such  purpose  in  the  Construction  Fund  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance,  additional 
paving  adjacent  to  the  Present  Terminal  Building  in  the  area  designated  New  Paved  Area  on  said  Ex- 
hibit 1. 

6.02.  Right  to  Connect  to  Utilities.  City  shall  not  be  obligated  to  provide  any  connection  between  any 
premises  leased  hereunder  and  any  utility  lines.  Airline,  however,  shall  have  the  right,  at  its  own  expense, 
to  connect  any  premises  leased  to  it  hereunder  with  existing  water,  steam,  sewer  and  electric  power  lines 
at  the  Airport  at  a  point,  in  a  manner  and  over  a  route  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation,  as  being 
the  most  practical.  Airline  shall  pay  all  charges  for  electric  power  furnished  to  Airline  at  any  premises 
leased  to  it  hereunder  and  shall  be  required  to  pay  City  a  reasonable  charge  for  steam  and  direct  metered 
water  supplied  by  City  to  Airline  at  any  such  premises. 

6.03.  Payment  of  Rental.  Rental  payable  by  Airline  hereunder  shall  be  payable  at  the  time  and  in  the 
manner  provided  in  the  Terminal  Building  Lease. 

If  rental  for  any  premises  leased  hereunder  commences  otherwise  than  as  of  the  first  day  of  any  month, 
or  if  this  Lease  terminates  as  to  any  premises  prior  to  the  last  daj'  of  anj^  month,  rental  for  such  premises 
for  such  month,  however,  shall  be  determined  on  a  pro  rata  basis  according  to  the  number  of  days  of  such 
month  involved. 

6.04.  Termination  by  City.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Lease,  if,  due  to  the  unavail- 
ability of  permanent  premises  or  facilities  at  the  Airport  to  be  constructed  with  moneys  in  the  Construction

6.05.  No  Unreasonable  Interference.  Airline  shall  conduct  its  activities  on  the  ramp  areas  adjacent  to 
Airline's  Temporary  Concourse  Space  and  shall  engage  in  construction  activities  on  any  premises  leased 
hereunder  only  in  such  manner  as  will  not  unreasonably  interfere  with  the  movement  of  aircraft  to  and 
from  other  areas  of  the  Airport  or  with  the  construction  or  operational  activities  of  any  other  lessee  at 
the  Airport. 

In  order  to  insure  final  completion  as  promptly  as  possible  of  all  permanent  facilities  to  be  constructed 
with  moneys  in  the  Construction  Fund  under  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance,  Airline  agrees  promptly  to  make, 
at  its  expense,  such  modifications,  and  alterations  (including  removal  of  structures  or  portions  thereof), 
if  any,  in  any  premises  leased  to  Airline  hereunder  or  any  improvements  hereafter  constructed  thereon  by 
Airline,  as  the  Consulting  Engineer  shall  certify  in  writing  are  necessary  to  prevent  interference  with  pro- 
ceeding with  the  construction  of  such  permanent  facilities,  as  scheduled  by  the  Consulting  Engineer.  The 
Consulting  Engineer  shall  prior  to  making  such  certification  consult  with  Airline  so  that  insofar  as  feasible 
any  required  modification  or  alteration  may  be  made  in  such  manner  as  will  least  interfere  with  Airline's 
use  of  such  premises  or  any  improvement  thereon. 

6.06.  Applicability  of  Terminal  Building  Lease  Provisions.  The  rights  and  obligations  of  City  and  Air- 
line hereunder  with  respect  to  the  premises  leased  hereunder  and  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Airline's  em- 
ployees, agents,  passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees,  and  its  or  their  suppliers  of  materials  and 
furnishers  of  service  with  respect  to  such  premises,  shall  be  the  same  at  any  time  as  those  provided  in  the 
Terminal  Building  Lease  with  respect  to  Airline's  New  Terminal  Building  Space. 

6.07.  No  Impairment  of  Airport  Use  Agreement  or  Other  Leases.  Anything  contained  herein  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  this  Lease  shall  not  modify,  alter  or  amend  any  provisions  of  the  Airport  Use  Agree- 
ment or  of  any  Lease  heretofore  entered  into  between  City  and  Airline,  dated  as  of  January  1,  1959,  of  any 
premises  at  the  Airport  and  such  Agreement  and  Leases  shall  continue  applicable  in  all  respects  to  the  mat- 
ters covered  thereby. 

6.08.  Indemnification.  Airline  agrees  to  indemnify  and  hold  harmless  City  from  any  claim  of  or  liability 
to  any  Airline  Party  who  has  heretofore  executed  the  Airport  Use  Agreement,  dated  as  of  January  1,  1959, 
arising  by  reason  of  the  execution  and  delivery  of  this  Lease  by  City.  City  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
notify  Airline  of  any  claim  or  liability  against  which  City  is  indemnified  hereunder,  and  Airline  shall  be  en- 
titled to  participate,  at  its  own  expense,  in  the  defense  of  such  claim  or  liability. 

In  Witness  Whereof,  the  City  of  Chicago  has  caused  this  Lease  to  be  executed  on  its  behalf  by  its- 
Mayor,  pursuant  to  due  authorization  of  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  and  its  seal  to  be  here- 
under affixed  and  attested  by  the  City  Clerk  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  and  has  caused 
this  Lease  to  be  executed  on  its  behalf  by  its  Vice  President  and  its  corporate  seal  to  be  hereunto  affixed 
and  attested  by  its  Assistant  Secretary,  pursuant  to  due  authorization  of  its  Board  of  Directors,  all  as  of 
the  day  and  year  first  above  written.

Execution  of  Agreement  Authorized  with  Interstate 
Steel  Co.  for  Installation,  Maintenance,  Etc. 
of  Switch  Track  at  Chicago-O'Hare 
International  Airport. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  submitted  a  report  rec- 
ommending that  the  City  Council  pass  a  proposed 
ordinance  transmitted  therewith  (which  was  referred 
to  the  committee  on  February  26,  1959),  to  authorize 
execution  of  an  agreement  with  Interstate  Steel  Com- 
pany for  the  installation,  maintenance  and  use  of  a 


railroad  switch  track  within  the  boundaries  of  Chi- 
cago-O'Hare  International  Airport. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Keane  the  committee's  rec- 
ommendation was  concurred  in  and  said  proposed 
ordinance  was  passed,  by  yeas  and  nays  as  follows:

1.  City,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  covenants 
and  agreements  hereinafter  contained  and  made 
on  the  part  of  Interstate,  does  hereby  grant  to 
Interstate  permission  and  authority  to  install,  main- 
tain and  use  a  railroad  switch  track  on  lands  owned 
by  the  City  of  Chicago  at  Chicago-O'Hare  Interna- 
tional Airport,  legally  described  as  follows,  to  wit:

Document  No.  16445674,  in  Cook  County,  Illinois, 
for  a  period  of  twenty  (20)  years  from  and  after

1959,  in  order  to  make  a  connection  with  the  tracks 
of  the  Chicago  and  North  Western  Railway  Com- 
pany, which  are  adjacent  to  the  North  boundary 
of  the  airport,  the  City  reserving  unto  itself  all 
Avigation  rights  over  said  tracks,  unless  other- 
wise renewed  or  terminated  as  hereinafter  provided. 

2.  Interstate  agrees  to  pay  to  City  as  compensa- 
tion for  the  privileges  herein  granted,  the  sum  of

Interstate  further  agrees  that  it  shall  for  each 
parcel  of  land  intended  to  be  used  or  served  by 
said  railroad  switch  track,  the  spur  tracks  and 
lead  tracks  attached  thereto,  outside  the  Airport, 
cause  to  be  conveyed  to  City,  prior  to  installation 
of  any  of  said  railroad  track,  switch  track,  spur 
tracks  or  lead  tracks,  an  Avigation  Easement  in 
and  over  the  property  so  to  be  served,  said  ease- 
ment to  be  substantially  the  following  form:

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Chicago  : 

Section  1.  That  subject  always  to  the  condi- 
tions herein  stated,  the  perpetual  easement,  right, 
and  authority  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted 
and  given  to  The  Metropolitan  Sanitary  District 
of  Greater  Chicago  to  construct,  reconstruct,  repair, 
maintain,  and  operate  an  intercepting  sewer,  drain, 
and  outlet,  and  an  outfall  sewer  from  its  Calumet 
Sewage  Treatment  Works,  together  with  the  ap- 
purtenances thereto,  hereinafter  designated  as  "In- 
tercepting Sewer",  upon,  under,  and  through  all  the 
streets,  highways,  public  alleys,  public  lands,  public 
rights  of  way,  and  public  easements  of  the  City  of 
Chicago,  within  the  territorial  limits  of  said  City 
traversed  by  the  right  of  way  of  said  Intercepting 
Sewer,  which  right  of  way  within  said  territorial 
limits  is  described  as  follows,  to  wit: 

That  part  of  Indiana  Avenue  lying  between  a 
line  parallel  with  and  fifty  (50)  feet  North  of 
the  North  line  extended  of  East  127th  Street  and 
a  line  Two  Hundred  and  Seventy  (270)  feet 
south  of  and  parallel  to  the  south  line  extended 
of  East  127th  Street. 

All  as  shown  colored  in  red  on  plat  marked  "Ex- 
hibit A"  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof. 

Section  2.  That  subject  always  to  the  condi- 
tions of  this  ordinance  The  Metropolitan  Sanitary 
District  of  Greater  Chicago  is  hereby  given  and 
granted : 

(a)  The  right  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  to  in- 
tercept or  cut  or  cause  to  be  intercepted  or 
cut  any  existing  sewers,  conduits  or  pipes 
through  which  sewage  or  drainage  may  flow 
within  the  limits  of  the  right  of  way  des- 
cribed in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance  which 
may  be  necessary  in  the  construction  of  said 
intercepting  sewer  of  The  Metropolitan  Sani- 
tary District  of  Greater  Chicago,  and  to  make 
such  changes  in  the  location,  alignment  or 
design  of  said  existing  sewers,  conduits  or 
pipes  as  may  be  necessary,  and  to  connect  the 
same  with  said  intercepting  sewer,  provided, 
however,  that  the  usefulness  of  said  exist- 
ing sewers,  conduits  or  pipes  shall  not  be 
impaired  thereby. 


(b)  The  right  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  to 
construct  in  said  existing  sewers,  conduits  or 
pipes,  diversion  weirs,  overflow  chambers, 
traps,  gates,  devices  or  manholes  with  all 
necessary  appurtenances  thereto,  in  order  to 
control  or  divert  the  storm  water  flow  in  said 
existing  sewers,  conduits  or  pipes  from  en- 
tering said  intercepting  sewer  of  The  Metro- 
politan Sanitary  District  of  Greater  Chicago 
and  to  prevent  back  water  flows  from  the 
Little  Calumet  River  from  entering  any  of 
the  existing  sewers,  conduits  or  pipes  of  the 
City  of  Chicago.  The  work  to  be  done  under 
Section  2  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  done  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  The  Metropolitan  Sanitary 
District  of  Greater  Chicago  and  the  Com- 
missioner of  Water  and  Sewers  of  the  City 
of  Chicago. 

Section  3.  That  the  rights  hereby  granted  to 
the  said  The  Metropolitan  Sanitary  District  of 
Greater  Chicago  are  so  granted  upon  the  following 
conditions : 

(a)  The  Metropolitan  Sanitary  District  of  Greater 
Chicago  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  make  such 
changes  in  the  location  of  the  police  and  fire 
alarm  electrical  wires  of  the  City  of  Chicago 
and  other  municipal  electrical  systems  as  may 
be  rendered  necessary  by  the  construction 
of  the  said  intercepting  sewer  of  The  Metro- 
pohtan  Sanitary  District  of  Greater  Chicago. 
Such  changes  shall  be  made  by  City  forces 
in  a  manner  designated  by  and  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Streets  and 
Sanitation  of  the  City  of  Chicago. 

(b)  That  the  Intercepting  Sewer  of  The  Metro- 
politan Sanitary  District  of  Greater  Chicago 
shall  be  constructed,  reconstructed,  repaired, 
and  efficiently  maintained  and  operated  sole- 
ly by  The  Metropolitan  Sanitary  District  of 
Greater  Chicago  at  its  sole  expense  and  cost; 
and  the  City  of  Chicago  shall  not  be  held 
responsible  in  any  manner  for  the  location 
or  manner  of  construction,  reconstruction, 
repair,  or  operation  of  the  same. 

(c)  That  The  Metropolitan  Sanitary  District  of 
Greater  Chicago  shall  indemnify,  save,  and 
keep  harmless  the  City  of  Chicago  from  any 
and  all  claims  for  damage  to  real  and  per- 
sonal property  and  injuries  to  or  death  suf- 
fered by  persons  by  reason  of  the  construc- 
tion, reconstruction,  repair,  maintenance,  or 
operation  by  The  Metropolitan  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict of  Greater  Chicago  of  the  Intercepting 
Sewer  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City 
of  Chicago. 

(d)  That  The  Metropolitan  Sanitary  District  of 
Greater  Chicago  shall  at  its  sole  cost  and  ex- 
pense restore  to  their  former  condition  of 
usefulness  the  pavements  of  all  streets,  public 
alleys,  and  highways  within  the  right  of  way 
of  the  Intercepting  Sewer  which  may  be  dis- 
turbed or  interfered  with  by  the  construct- 
tion,  reconstruction,  maintenance,  repair,  or 
operation  of  the  Intercepting  Sewer,  as  well 
as  all  walks,  crosswalks,  curbs,  gutters,  catch- 
basins,  and  ditches  as  soon  as  practicable. 
All  surplus  excavation  and  other  spoil  shall 
be  removed  from  the  paved  streets,  pubhc 
alleys,  and  highways  by  The  Metropolitan 
Sanitary  District  of  Greater  Chicago  within 
a  reasonable  time. 

(e)  That  insofar  as  is  practicable  The  Metropoli- 
tan Sanitary  District  of  Greater  Chicago  shall 
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construct  and  maintain  temporary  bridges  for 
both  street  and  foot  traffic  until  the  pave- 
ments, walks  and  cross-walks  removed  or  dis- 
turbed by  reason  of  said  work  of  construction 
shall  be  restored  to  their  former  condition  of 
usefulness. 

(f)  That  the  City  of  Chicago  does  hereby  order 
and  direct  all  persons,  partnerships,  or  cor- 
porations, who  shall  at  the  time  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  Intercepting  Sewer  own,  oper- 
ate, or  maintain  any  conduits,  wires,  poles, 
pipes,  gas  mains,  cables,  electric,  steam  and 
street-railway  tracks  and  equipment  or  other 
structures  within  any  portion  of  the  streets, 
public  alleys,  and  highways  to  be  excavated 
in  the  construction  of  the  Intercepting  Sewer, 
at  his,  its,  or  their  own  expense,  to  make  such 
changes  in  the  location  of  such  conduits, 
wires,  poles,  pipes,  gas  mains  and  cables, 
electric,  steam  and  street-railway  tracks,  and 
equipment  or  other  structures  as  may  be  ren- 
dered necessary  by  the  construction  of  the 
Intercepting  Sewer. 

(g)  That  The  Metropolitan  Sanitary  District  of 
Greater  Chicago  and  its  contractors  are  here- 
by given  and  granted  the  right  to  use  in  the 
construction  of  the  Intercepting  Sewer  such 
motor  trucks,  excavators,  hoisting  engines, 
and  other  plant  and  equipment  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  complete  construction  of 
said  work. 

(h)  That  in  all  cases  where  it  shall  become  and 
be  necessary  to  maintain  water  service,  main- 
tain, remove,  alter,  repair  or  restore  water 
mains  in  the  streets,  public  alleys  and  high- 
ways of  the  City  of  Chicago  on  account  of 
the  construction,  repair,  maintenance,  opera- 
tion and  existence  of  the  Intercepting  Sewer, 
the  Commissioner  of  Water  and  Sewers  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  maintain 
water  service,  maintain,  remove,  alter,  repair 
or  restore  such  water  mains  at  the  cost  and  ex- 
pense of  The  Metropolitan  Sanitary  District 
of  Greater  Chicago  and  The  Metropolitan  San- 
itary District  of  Greater  Chicago  shall  pay 
to  the  City  of  Chicago  the  actual  cost  of  the 
material  and  services  required  including  not 
to  exceed  twenty  (20%)  per  cent  for  over- 
head and  incidental  expense  plus  fair  rental 
rates  for  machinery,  trucks  and  other  equip- 
ment required  in  the  furnishing  of  such  ser- 
vices. In  all  cases  where  it  shall  become  and 
be  necessary  that  water  service  be  removed, 
cut  of£  or  damaged  in  any  way  on  account  of 
the  construction  of  the  Intercepting  Sewer, 
The  Metropolitan  Sanitary  District  of  Greater 
Chicago  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
remove,  alter,  repair  or  restore  such  water 
service  pipes  at  its  own  cost  and  expense,  in 
accordance  with  the  ordinance  of  the  City  re- 
lating thereto. 

In  any  open  cut  work  done  under  this  ordi- 
nance, wherever  water  pipes  or  their  appurt- 
enances cross  the  trench  of  the  intercepting 
sewer  without  cutting  through  its  or  their 
cross  section,  The  Metropolitan  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict of  Greater  Chicago  shall  support  said 
water  pipes  and  appurtenances  and  maintain 
service  thereof  without  interruption,  until  the

Regulations  Amended  Governing  Safety  Clearances 
and  Capacity  Limits  for  Aboveground 
Flammable-Liquid  Tanks.

Section  1.  Section  60-52  of  the  Municipal  Code 
of  Chicago  is  amended  by  striking  the  first  two 
sentences  of  the  paragraph  entitled  Capacity  Limits 
and  substituting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

The  capacity  of  any  tank  containing  flammable 
liquids  of  Class  I  and  Class  II  shall  not  exceed 
fifteen  thousand  gallons  except  in  the  M3-1  to 
M3-5  Heavy  Manufacturing  Zoning  District  where 
capacity  of  any  tank  containing  flammable  li- 
quids of  Class  I,  Class  11,  Class  HI,  and  Class 
IV  shall  not  exceed  1,500,000  gallons.  The  total 
capacity  of  tanks  in  any  storage  yard  in  the 
M3-1  to  M3-5  Heavy  Manufacturing  Zoning  Dis- 
trict shall  be  unlimited.  In  other  zoning  districts 
the  total  capacity  of  tanks  in  any  storage  yard 
for  the  storage  of  Class  I,  II,  and  III  flammable 
liquids  shall  not  exceed  seven  hundred  fifty 
thousand  gallons,  and  the  capacity  of  any  stor- 
age yard  used  exclusively  for  the  storage  of 
Class  IV  flammable  liquids  shall  be  unlimited, 
such  storage  yard  including  all  space  within  the 
required  dikes.

Aldermen  Johnson,  Geisler,  Jones  and  Prusinski 
responded,  thanking  the  Mayor  and  the  other  members 
of  the  Council  for  many  courtesies  extended  to  them 
during  their  term  of  office,  and  expressing  their  feeling 
of  loss  at  giving  up  their  membership  in  the  City 
Council. 

Alderman  DuBois  stated  that  he  was  in  a  "run-off" 
campaign,  but  hoped  to  return  to  the  Council  to 
continue  as  one  of  a  group  of  men  who  in  his  opinion 
possessed  the  highest  qualifications  for  public  service. 

Honorable  Richard  J.  Daley,  Mayor,  complimented 
the  retiring  aldermen,  stating  that  they  had  served 
their  city  well  and  had  acted  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  city  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  consci- 
ences.
